MOST  GRACIOUS  .SQVF.RF.ION, 

WE,  Your  Majesty’s  most  dutiful  and  loyal  Subjects,  the  Commons  of  the  United 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  in  Parliament  assembled,  having  taken  into 
our  consideration  the  state  of  the  Public  Records  of  Ireland , and  the  necessity  of  providing 
for  the  better  arrangement,  preservation,  and  more  convenient  use  of  the  same,  humbly  beg 
leave  to  lay  before  Your  Majesty,  the  Report  and  Observations  on  the  Public  Records  of 
Ireland,  made  to  Your  Majesty’s  Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records  in  the  year  1806  ; 
and  to  represent  to  Your  Majesty,  that,  in  some  of  the  Repositories  of  that  part  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  the  Public  Records  are  preserved  with  order  and  regularity  ; but  that,  in 
others,  they  are  wholly  unarranged,  undescribed,  and  unascertained  ; that  some  of  them  are 
exposed  to  erasure,  alteration,  and  embezzlement,  and  others  are  lodged  in  places  where  they 
are  suffering  from  damp,  or  incurring  a continual  risk  of  destruction  by  fire. 

It  appear*  that  some  ol  the  Buildings  allotted  to  these  uses,  particularly  the  house  in  which 
the  Records  of  the  late  Parliament  of  Ireland  are  deposited,  are  in  a state  so  incommodious 
and  insecure,  as  to  require  immediate  attention. 

Your  faithful  Commons  do,  therefore,  most  humbly  beseech  Your  Majesty,  that  You  will 
be  graciously  pleased  to  give  such  directions,  as  Your  Majesty  in  Your  wisdom  shall  think  fit, 
for  the  better  preservation,  arrangement,  and  more  convenient  use  of  the  Public  Records 
of  Ireland. 

And  we  beg  leave  further  to  assure  Your  Majesty,  that,  whatever  extraordinary  expenses 
may  be  incurred  by  the  directions,  which  Your  Majesty,  in  Your  wisdom  shall  think  fit  to 
give  on  this  occasion,  shall  be  cheerfully  provided  for,  and  made  good  by  Your  faithful 
Commons.

Records,  Rolls,  Instruments,  Books  and  Papers,  in  any  of  Our  Public  Offices  and  Repositories ; ^pd  to  cause 
such  of  Our  said  Records,  Rolls,  Instruments,  Books  and  Papers,  as  are  decayed,  and  in  danger  of  being 
destroyed,  to  be  bound  and  secured  ; and  to  make  exact  Calendars  and  Indexes  thereof,  and  to  superintend 
the  printing  of  such  Calendars  and  Indexes,  and  original  Records  and  Papers,  as  you  the  said  Commissioners 
shall  cause  to  be  printed  ; which  said  Clerk  or  Secretary,  and  Sub-Commissioners,  and  every  of  them,  shall 
and  may  be  removed  by  you  the  said  Commissioners,  or  any  three  or  more  of  you ; (whereof  some  one  of  you

Commission  ; together  with  all  such  other  Matters  (if  any)  as  may  be  deserving  of  Our  Royal  Consideration, 
touching  or  concerning  the  premises ; and  what  further  Measures  (if  any)  the  said  Commissioners  shall  think 
lit  to  propose  thereupon. 

And  lastly,  We  do  ordain,  That  Our  said  Commission  sluill  continue  in  full  force  and  virtue,  and  you,  Our 
said  Commissioners,  or  any  Three  or  more  of  you ; (whereof  some  one  of  you,  the  said  Thomas  Manners  Baron 
Manners,  Our  Chancellor  of  that  part  of  Our  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  called  Ireland ;

of  the  Rolls;  John  Baron  Norbury,  Chief  Justice  of  Our  Court  of  Common  Pleas;  Standish  OGrady,

Provided  always.  That  these  Our  Letters  Patent  be  enrolled  in  the  Rolls  of  Our  High  Court  of  Chancenr, 
in  that  part  of  Our  said  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  called  Ireland,  within  the  space  of 
six  months  next  ensuiug  the  date  of  these  Presents.

"1  Ji  T E,  the  Commissioners  constituted  and  appointed  by  His  Majesty's  Royal  Commission,  bearing  date 
’ " the  thirtieth  day  of  August  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ten,  for  carrying  into  execution  the  Mea- 
sures recommended  in  the  humble  Address  of  the  House  of  Commons  to  Ilis  Majesty,  with  respect  to  the 
state  of  the  Public  Records  of  Ireland , and  the  necessity  of.providing  for  the  better  Arrangement,  Preservation, 
and  more  convenient  Use  of  the  same:  Whereby  We,  the  said  Commissioners,  arc  authorized  and  empowered 
to  nominate  and  appoint,  from  time  to  time,  Persons  of  ability,  care,  and  diligence  to  act  as  Secretary  and  as 
Sub-Commissioners,  to  be  employed  in  methodizing,  regulating,  and  digesting  the  Records,  Rolls,  Instruments, 
Rooks,  and  Papers  in  His  Majesty's  several  Offices ; and  causing  such  of  the  said  Records,  as  are  decayed  and  in 
danger  of  being  destroyed,  to  be  bound  and  secured ; and  in  making  exact  Calendars  and  Indexes  thereof ; and 
superintending  the  printing  of  such  Calendars  and  Indexes  and  original  Records  and  Papers  as  should  be  ordered 
to  be  printed and  to  certify  unto  the  Commissioners  of  Ilis  Majesty’s  Treasury  for  the  time  being,  what 
would  be  a fit  and  suitable  recompense  to  such  Secretary  and  Sub-Commissioners  respectively,  for  their  pains 
and  services  in  the  execution  of  the  Duties  required  to  be  by  them  performed:  And  We  the  said  Commis- 
sioners, or  any  Three  or  more  of  us,  are  further  required,  on  or  before  die  twenty-fifth  day  of  March  b every

DO  most  humbly  beg  leave  to  certify  to  Your  Royal  Highness,  That,  in  pursuance  of  the  Powers  vested  in  us 
by  His  Majesty’s  said  Commission,  we  assembled  on  the  eleventh  day  of  September  last,  at  die  Office  of  the 
Right  Honourable  the  Chief  Secretary  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  and  opened  the  said  Commission,  and  appointed 
William,  Share  Mason,  of  die  First  Fruits  Office,  Esquire,  to  act  as  Secretary  under  the  said  Commission ; after 
which  the  Report  and  Observations  on  the  Public  Records  of  Ireland,  made  to  the  English  Record  Commis- 
sioners, by  Messrs.  Tomlbs  and  Illingworth,  b the  year  1 8oG ; and  also  the  Lord  Redesdale's  Letter  to  the

1st  The  State  of  the  Buildings  b which  Records,  &c.  are  contained,  as  to  Security  and  Accommodation. 

2d.  The  degree  in  which  the  Catalogues,  Calendars,  and  Indexes,  are  complete. 

3d.  The  Number,  Duties,  and  Remuneration,  of  the  Officers. 

And  that  the  Secretary,  on  obtainbg  the  proper  Answers  to  such  Queries,  should  report  them,  with  any 
Observations  that  may  occur  to  him,  connected  with  the  subject,  to  the  Board,  at  their  next  Meeting.

That  the  Secretary  do  write  to  the  Chief  Secretary  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  in  the  name  of  this  Board,  request- 
ing him  to  hand  over  to  the  Secretary  of  this  Commission,  the  several  Manuscript  Books  compiled  by  the 
late  John  Lodge,  now  in  the  Office  of  the  Undersecretary  for  the  Civil  Department,  for  the  purposes  of 
Reference,  Transcript,  or  Printing,  as  this  Board  may  tliink  proper  to  direct :

IT  being  represented  to  the  Board,  That  William  Ball,  Bartholomew  Thomas  Duhigg,  Edward  Lawson,  and 
Henry  J.  Mason,  Esquires,  Barristers  at  Law,  iiave  severally  bestowed  their  thoughts  on  this  subject,  and  are  fit 
and  competent  persons  to  execute  different  parts  of  this  Work ; It  is  Ordered,  That  the  said  several  persons  be 
appointed  Sub-Commissioners  under  this  Board,  for  carrying  this  Work  into  effect ; and  that  the  Secretary  to 
the  Board  do  confer  with  them,  from  time  to  time,  upon  the  best  mode  of  proceeding,  and  report  to  this  Board, 
at  their  next  Meeting,  what  progress  shall  have  been  made  herein  :

&c.  &c.  &c. 

Report  of  Progress  bp  the  Sub-Comtnissioners  on  the  Statutes. 

IN  obedience  to  the  Order  of  the  eighteenth  of  February  last,  requiring  a Report,  at  the  next  Meeting  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Irish  Records,  of  such  progress  as  should  be  made  by  the  Sub-Commissioners  appointed  to 
prepare  and  publish  a complete  and  authentic  Edition  of  the  Irish  Statutes  and  Ordinances,  we  have  the  honour 
to  submit  the  following  Report,  which,  although  unavoidably  imperfect,  may  at  least  evince  our  solicitude  for 
the  prompt  and  punctual  discharge  of  the  important  trust  reposed  in  us. 

Our  primary  attention  was  naturally  directed  to  form  a suitable  Plan  for  regulating  our  future  operations  ; 
but  alter  revolving  various  suggestions  for  that  purpose,  it  seemed  advisable  to  postpone  the  absolute  adoption  of 
any,  until  an  answer  can  be  obtained  from  the  English  Statute  Sub-Commissioners,  to  a request  which  has 
been  transmitted  to  them  at  our  instance,  for  particular  details  of  the  steps  which  they  have  pursued,  and  of 
such  further  measures  as  their  experience  may  induce  them  to  recommend. 

This  short  delay  appeared  indisiiensable,  to  preserve,  throughout  the  printed  Statutes  of  the  whole  Empire, 
that  uniformity,  which  ought  not  to  be  departed  from,  unless  some  part  of  the  English  plan  should  be  found 
inexpedient,  or  some  material  improvement  should  occur. 

A similar  application  has  been  made  for  so  much  of  the  new  Edition  of  the  English  Statutes  as  has  been 
published,  to  enable  us  to  ascertain  whether  that  portion  contains  any  Statutes  applicable  to  this  Country,  that 
admit  of  ulterior  correction  by  the  help  of  Records,  which  (on  account  of  the  deranged  condition  of  some  of 
our  Public  Repositories)  may  have  escaped  the  diligence  of  the  English  Sub-Commissioners. 

Such  Statutes  preceding  the  tenth  of  Henry  the  Seventh,  as  they  have  collated  with  the  most  authentic 
Records,  it  would  perhaps  be  superfluous  to  collate  over  again ; and  it  might  possibly  suffice  to  reprint  from 
their  text,  in  the  proposed  Edition  of  Irish  Statutes,  such  of  the  English  Statutes  antecedent  to  that 
period,  as  are  not  wholly  excluded  by  their  scope  and  subject-matter  from  any  possible  application  to  this 
Country.  Upon  these  points,  however,  we  are  desirous  of  precise  instructions,  and  submit  to  the  deter- 
mination of  the  Board,  whether  and  how  far  we  ought  to  collate  anew  the  Statutes  prior  to  Poyning’s  Law, 
which  have  been  published  under  the  English  Record  Commission ; and  how  much  of  them  ought  to  be 
incorporated  in  the  meditated  Edition  of  the  Irish  Statutes. 

Awaiting  further  information  on  the  above  Heads,  but  anxious  that  no  intermediate  time  should  be  lost, 
we  have  applied  for  unbound  Sets  of  the  hist  Edition  of  the  Statutes  and  Journals  of  the  Irish  Parliament,  to 
facilitate  the  Collation  of  the  Statutes  by  portions  with  the  original  Rolls,  which  cannot  be  removed ; and  to 
ascertain  and  supply,  as  far  as  possible,  whatever  chasms  may  occur  in  them,  by  referring  to  the  Journals. 

Solicitous  to  proceed  immediately  to  collate  the  printed  Statutes  with  the  Originals,  anil  resort  in  the  first 
instance  to  the  Rolls  of  Parliament,  as  the  most  direct  and  authentic  documents,  previous  to  investigating  any 
secondary  evidence,  we  have  made  every  practicable  inquiry  and  exertion  respecting  the  several  Record 
Repositories ; but  found  all  those,  which  contain  the  earliest  Records,  in  such  a state,  that  our  attempting  to 
transact  business  in  them  at  present,  would  only  embarrass  the  persons  who  are  actually  employed  in  sorting 
the  Records. 

The  Office  of  Parliamentary  Records  (which  contains  the  principal  mass  of  Original  Statutes)  being 
however  so  crowded  with  piles  of  Boxes,  Books  and  Papers,  that  there  is  not  room  even  for  any  attempt  to 
cleau  or  arrange  them ; we  have  collated  a number  of  the  latter  Statutes  deposited  there,  which  were  the  most 
readily  accessible,  ami  have  detected  so  many  inaccuracies  in  the  printed  text,  as  make  it  less  to  he  regretted 
that  several  Volumes  of  the  last  Edition  are  wholly  out  of  print;  so  that  a complete  set  is  now  hard  to  be 
procured. 

Purposing  to  proceed  on  the  latest  Statutes  until  the  early  Records  shall  be  somewhat  arranged,  we  beg 
leave  to  conclude  with  an  Observation,  not  so  strictly  relevant  to  our  particular  department,  as  it  is  important 
in  a more  extended  view ; namely,  that  the  Writing  of  the  very  last  Irish  Statutes,  though  engrossed  in  a 
large  and  massy  hand,  is  already  much  impaired  in  many  places,  owing  to  the  quality  of  the  Ink,  and  the 
manner  in  which  they  are  made  up.

Law,  should  be  postponed  to  our  next  Meeting ; and  that  the  said  Sub-Commissioners  should  make  their 
next  Report  of  their  proceedings  within  three  months  from  the  25th  March  then  instant,  with  Returns,  to  our 
Secretary,  of  Work  executed,  and  should  confer  with  him  on  all  proceedings,  as  directed  under  a general  Order 
of  the  Board  of  the  1 8th  February  then  last 

A Statement  having  been  made,  of  the  Rates  of  Payment  demanded  for  copying  Reports,  and  other 
documents  and  papers,  under  the  Commission,  calculated  by  the  piece ; and  it  being  considered  that  such 
work  could  be  done  cheaper  and  more  expeditiously  in  the  Secretary’s  Office,  by  persons  hired  at  salaries 
for  the  purpose ; the  Board  thereupon  Ordered,  Tliat  the  Secretary  be  empowered  to  employ  one  or  more 
Clerks  for  these  purposes,  at  salaries  not  exceeding  Sixty  Guineas  per  annum.

tlie  method  and  forms  adopted  by  Mr.  Lodge;  and  to  consider  how  far  his  Books  might  serve  as  a model  for 
arranging  and  digesting  all  the  Records  of  Ireland ; and  likewise  examine  into  and  discuss  any  other  plans 
that  might  be  suggested  by  the  Members  of  such  Meeting ; and  finally  to  determine  on  such  general  Plans  of 
Catalogues,  Calendars,  Indexes,  Inventories,  Registries,  Repertories,  or  Schedules,  as  might  afford  the  most 
complete  Abstracts  of,  and  the  easiest  reference  to,  the  contents  of  the  several  Public  Record  Repositories  in 
Ireland;  and  that  they  should  prepare  and  lay  before  this  Board  a full  report  thereon,  at  its  next  Meeting. 

In  consequence  of  some  observations  having  been  made  on  the  careless  manner  in  which  the  Books  in  the 
Office  of  the  Register  of  Deeds  appeared  to  have  been  latterly  transcribed,  It  was  Ordered  by  us,  That  two 
Sab-Commissioners*  attended  by  the  Secretary,  should  proceed  to  inspect  the  state  of  the  contents  of  that 
Repository,  and  to  enquire,  not  only  into  the  mode  of  conducting  the  business  of  the  Registry,  but  of  all 
other  matters  comprised  in  the  printed  Queries  transmitted  to  the  Register,  as  well  as  his  Return  thereto ; and 
tliat  the  said  Secretary  and  Sub-Commissioners  should  report  fully  thereon  to  this  Board,  on  its  next  meeting. 

On  a representation  having  been  made,  that  the  printed  Journals  of  the  Lords  and  Commons  of  Ireland 
were  deposited  in  stores  in  the  Castle,  and  other  places,  where  they  were  in  danger  of  being  destroyed  or 
lost  It  was  Ordered  by  us,  That  the  Sub-Commissioners  on  the  Parliamentary  Records,  should  be  directed

It  was  Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  should  furnish  each  set  of  Sub-Commissioners  with  a Journal  or 
Dav-book,  to  remain  in  their  respective  Repositories;  in  which  each  of  the  individuals,  composing  such 
Sub-Commission,  should  make  a daily  entry  of  his  proceedings  under  die  Order  of  this  Board  ; such  entry 
having  reference,  as  well  to  the  quantity  of  time  spent,  as  to  the  work  executed  each  day. 

A Letter  from  John  Giffard,  Esq.  dated  30th  November  then  last,  respecting  one  of  the  Council  Books, 
which  had  fallen  into  private  hands,  and  also  the  Secretary’s  Answer  thereto,  were  read ; when  the  Secretary 
stated,  that  he  had  taken  means  for  die  recovery  of  die  said  Book,  or  for  obtaining  a transcript  of  it ; and 
the  said  Letter  and  Answer  were  ordered  to  be  entered  on  die  Minutes. 

At  a subsequent  Meeting  of  us,  the  said  Commissioners,  on  the  31st  day  of  July  last,  a Report,  dated  the 
2Qth  day  of  July  last,  made  by  Francis  Johnson,  Architect,  and  Inspector  of  Civil  Buildings,  pursuant  to  our 
Order,  was  read : Mr.  Johnson  was  thereupon  sent  for,  and  attended  die  Board  with  Plans  of  the  Ground 
and  Buildings  at  the  Four  Courts;  and  having  stated  his  progress  under  die  Order  of  the  Board,  he  was 
directed  to  enquire  minutely  into  the  comparative  expense  of  erecting  such  Buildings  as  were  required  at  die 
Four  Courts  and  King’s  Inns,  and  to  confer  with  the  Chief  Secretary  on  said  Plans  and  Estimates.  "We  beg 
leave,  most  humbly,  to  lay  before  Your  Royal  Highness  a copy  of  Mr.  Johnson’s  Report,  in  the  Appendix 
hereunto  subjoined;  and  to  state,  diat  while  die  Records  connected  with  the  Courts  of  Justice  more 
immediately  engaged  our  attention,  we  were  not  unmindful  of  those  of  a general  nature,  which  were  deposited 
in  private  buildings  or  places  otherwise  insecure : for,  in  consequence  of  our  representation,  the  Chief 
Secretary  of  die  Lord  Lieutenant  obtained  an  Order  from  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Richmond,  for  fitting  up 
as  a Record  Repository,  the  Round  Tower  adjoining  die  new  Chapel  in  the  lower  Castle  Yard  of  Dublin, 
into  which  it  is  intended  to  remove  the  Rolls  and  other  Records  of  Birmingham  Tower,  die  Statute-Rolls  and 
Records  of  the  late  Irish  Parliament,  the  State  Papers,  the  Books  and  Maps  of  the  Surveyor  General’s  Office, 
and  the  Books  belonging  to  die  Office  of  Anns,  and  other  Records  of  a similar  nature ; and  we  expect  that  die 
whole  arrangement  will  be  completed  in  the  course  of  die  ensuing  summer. 

The  Order  of  the  1 6th  of  March  last,  respecting  die  Sub-Commissioners  on  die  Statutes,  together  with 
their  Report,  made  pursuant  to  said  Order,  and  dated  the  4th  July  1811,  being  read,  the  Board  Ordered,  That 
the  Sub-Commissioners  on  die  Statutes,  &c.  should  continue  to  report  quarterly ; and  diat  instructions  should 
be  given  them, 'to  follow,  without  any  deviation,  the  Plans  of  the  English  Statute  Sub-Commissioners;  and 
diat  Roderick  Connor,  Esq.  should  be  appointed  a Sub-Commissioner  under  this  Board,  and  be  employed 
conjointly  with  the  Sub-Commissioners  heretofore  appointed  for  preparing  the  said  intended  edition  of  the 
Statutes  and  Ordinances  of  Ireland. 

A Report,  dated  die  23d  day  of  same  month,  from  the  Sub-Commissioners  appointed  to  examine  into 

ledge's  MS.  Books,  and  to  consider  the  proper  forms  of  Catalogues,  Calendars,  Indexes,  Inventories, 

Registries,  Repertories,  or  Schedules,  made  pursuant  to  die  Order  of  the  1 6di  March  last,  was  read  ; and  the 
Board,  approving  of  the  Plans  detailed  in  said  Report,  It  was  Ordered,  That  die  same  should  be  printed  for 
distribution:  A copy  of  which  Report  we  beg  leave  to  present  to  Your  Royal  Highness,  in  the  Appendix. 

A Report,  dated  the  23d  day  of  July  instant,  from  the  Sub-Commissioners  appointed  on  die  Registry 

Office,  made  pursuant  to  an  Order  of  the  16th  March  last,  was  also  read,  and  ordered  to  be  taken  into  further 
consideration  : A copy  of  tliis  Report  we  likewise  beg  leave  to  lay  before  Your  Royal  Highness,' in  the  Appendix, 
as  containing  some  useful  information  upon  die  structure  and  operations  of  a system,  the  legislative 
establishment  of  which  throughout  Ireland  has  been  attended  with  die  most  beneficial  effects ; and  suggesting 
some  necessary  arrangements,  not  only  for  correcting  abuses,  but  for  improving  the  original  plan,  which, 
44  however  matured  by  die  experience  of  a century,  ami  the  repeated  efforts  of  legislative  wisdom,”  may  yet 
require  its  further  interposition. 

It  was  likewise  Ordered,  That  instructions  be  given  to  the  several  sets  of  Sub- Commissioners  on  Record 
Repositories,  to  make  tiieir  respective  monthly  Returns  within  three  days  after  the  first  day  of  each  month, 
and  to  specify  minutely  therein,  die  quantity  of  time  spent  each  day  by  diem,  and  by  their  several  Assist- 
ants and  Clerks,  in  die  discharge  of  their  respective  dudes ; and  that  die  Hours  of  Attendance  among  the 
Sub-Cominissioners,  &c.  at  die  several  Repositories,  be  appointed  by  the  Secretary,  and  in  no  wise  departed 
from,  without  further  arrangement. 

The  Secretary  then  stated,  That  he  had  proceeded,  pursuant  to  Order,  to  call  on  the  Officers  or  Keepers

Offices  of  the  Clerks  of  the  Peace  : Whereupon  the  Board  Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  should  summon  to 
appear  before  this  Board,  upon  their  next  day  of  meeting,  all  such  Officers,  &c.  ot  Recoal  Repositories 
as  had  neglected  to  make  Returns  to  the  Queries  transmitted  under  the  Order  of  nth  September  pre- 
ceding and  to  account  personally  for  their  neglect  in  not  making  such  Returns  pursuant  to  said  Order ; and 
that,  previous  to  making  a second  Report,  the  Secretary  should  be  authorized  and  empowered  to  inspect 
personally  all  such  Record  Repositories  in  Ireland , as  might  be  deemed  necessary,  taking  w ith  him.  011  such 
occasion,  any  one  or  two  of  the  Sub-Commissioners  acting  under  this  Board,  and  that  in  the  course  of  their 
inspection  and  inquiries  their  attention  should  he  particularly  directed  to  ancient  Charters,  Statutes,  ami 
State  Papers,  and  such  other  public  documents,  as  are  to  be  found  at  Kilkenny,  Waterford,  and  Lismore. 

Part  of  the  First  Report,  relating  to  the  State  Paper  Office,  being  read,  and  also  an  Order  made  by  the 
Board  on  the  18th  of  February  last,  and  mentioned  in  our  former  Report  respecting  it,  the  Secretary 
stated,  That  pursuant  thereto  he  had  written  to  the  Chief  Secretary  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant ; in  consequence 
of  which,  certain  Answers  had  since  been  communicated  to  him  by  Mr.  Taylor  of  that  Office,  describing  the 
Books  referred  to  in  Mr.  Le  Bas’  Letter,  as  mentioned  in  our  former  Report,  without  reporting  however, 
agreeably  to  the  said  Order,  any  plan  for  effecting  the  objects  pointed  out  iu  the  several  Patents  and  Grants 
made  from  time  to  time  to  the  Keepers  of  Stute  Papers. 

After  which  was  also  read,  the  said  Return  from  Mr.  Taylor,  and  a Letter  from  William  Monck  Mason,  Esq, 
dated  the  24th  day  of  June  last,  offering  liis  services  to  this  Board  in  tliis  department:  Where- 
upon the  Board  Ordered,  That  the  said  William  Monck  Mason  should  be  a Sub-Commissioner  of  tliis 
Board,  for  the  purpose  of  arranging  the  Books  and  State  Papers  of  Ireland,  w hether  in  the  Chief  Secretary’s 
Office  or  elsew  here,  making  proper  Indexes  to  the  same,  and  preparing  a General  Catalogue  or  Inventory 
thereof ; and  that  our  said  Secretary  should  be  joined  with  the  said  William  Monck  Mason,  for  the  purpose 
of  conferring  w ith  him  in  all  proceedings  to  be  adopted  under  this  Order. 

Part  of  the  Report  made  on  Lodge’s  Books  being  also  read,  and  the  Board  considering  the  utility  that 
may  he  derived  from  a publication  of  two  Folio  Volumes  of  them,  called  “ Lists  of  Patentee  Officers  and 
it  being  represented  that  Mr.  Duhigg  of  the  King’s-Imis  had  collected  further  materials  for  extending  the 
subject  of  Mr.  Lodge’s  Volumes,  from  a very  early  period  down  to  the  Union ; and  it  being  also  considered, 
that  his  assistance  would  he  useful  in  preparing  the  whole  for  publication,  under  the  direction  and  authority 
of  tliis  Board ; It  was  Ordered,  That  Bartholomew  Thomas  Duhigg,  Esq.  as  a Sub-Commissioner  under 
the  authority  of  this  Board,  should  proceed,  according  as  his  leisure  from  his  other  avocations  on  the  Statutes 
should  permit,  to  complete  the  two  Volumes  of  Lodge’s  List  of  Patentee  Officers  for  publication ; and  for 
that purpose  the  Secretary  was  directed  to  cause  said  two  Volumes  to  be  transcribed  by  Clerks  in  his  Office; 
and  that  Mr.  Duhigg  should  report  thereon  to  tliis  Board  at  their  next  Meeting,  state  the  plan  upon  which 
he  would  propose  to  cany  tliis  Order  into  execution,  and  confer  with  the  Secretary  in  all  measures  to  be 
taken  under  it. 

Part  of  the  First  General  Report,  relating  to  the  Office  of  the  Court  of  Prerogative,  and  the  Return  since, 
made  from  said  Office,  were  then  read : Whereujion  the  Board  Ordered,  That  Mr.  Betham,  Sub-Commissioner 
on  the  Tower,  laying  aside  his  evening’s  occupation  in  matters  of  Record  there,  should  lie  appointed  Sub- 
Commissioner,  with  Mr.  Rawdon  Greene  as  his  Assistant  under  the  Board,  for  arranging,  methodizing,  and 
indexing  all  the  Records,  Books,  and  Papers,  in  the  Office  of  the  Court  of  Prerogative,  or  belonging  thereto, 
and  for  preparing  a General  Catalogue  or  Inventory ; and  that  the  Secretary  should  be  joined  with  tli€> 
said  Messrs.  Bedlam  and  Greene,  for  die  purpose  of  conferring  with  them  in  all  proceedings  to  be  adopted 
under  diis  Order. 

The  Return  from  die  First  Fruits  Office  was  then  read ; and  die  Secretary  having  stated,  that  die  most 
valuable  arrangement  diere,  would  be  diat  of  entering  into  Diocesan  Books  the  contents  of  die  Returns  made 
by  the  several  Archbishops  and  Bishops,  which  could  be  soon  completed  by  one  of  the  Clerks  of  that  Office  ; 
the  Board  diereupoii  Ordered,  That  Mr.  Samuel  P.  Lea  of  said  Office  should  be  a Sub-Commissioner  under 
this  Board,  for  arranging  and  mediodizing  the  several  Records,  Books,  and  Papers,  in  the  First  Fruits'  Office, 
completing  die  Registry  or  Repertory  thereof,  and  making  a General  Inventory  of  its  Contents ; and  that 
same  should  be  done  under  die  inspection  of  die  Secretary. 

The  Board,  considering  the  Return  from  Mr.  Nash  of  the  Rolls  Office,  wherein  he  slated  the  necessity 
of  employing  an  Assistant  to  act  for  him  as  Sub-Commissioner  on  die  Rolls,  iu  consequence  of  his  otiier 
employments  in  die  Rolls  Office,  which  required  constant  attendance  ; and  it  having  been  stated,  diat  lug  Son 
William  Nash,  who  had  been  appointed  on  the  Chief  Remembrancer's  Office,  and  had  made  considerable 
progress  therein,  was  w illing  to  undertake  the  Arrangement  of  die  two  Repositories,  which  are  similar  in 
their  nature ; the  Board  thereupon  Ordered,  That  the  said  William  Nash  should  be  appointed  a Sub-Com- 
missioner on  die  Rolls  Office,  in  die  place  of  his  Fadier,  and  that  Messrs.  Mayne  and  F.  Nash  should  he 
continued  to  act  as  his  Assistants  and  under  his  directions  in  die  Rolls;  and  that  he  might  also  take  to  his 
assistance,  it  it  should  be  considered  necessary  by  him  and  the  Secretary,  iu  either  of  said  Repositories, 
Messrs.  Tierney  and  Vesey,  Clerks  in  the  Rolls  Office,  and  Mr.  James  Hardiman  of  Capel-street,  Dublin. 

That 
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That  part  of  the  First  General  Report,  relating  to  the  Surveyor-General’s  Office,  from  whence  no  Return 
had  then  been  made,  was  read ; and  the  Board  considering  the  necessity  of  a correct  and  immediate  examination 
into  the  contents  of  that  Repository,  which  are  of  great  national  importance ; It  was  Ordered,  That 
Messrs.  Ilardin"  and  Fowler,  Sub-Commissioners  on  the  Auditor-General’s  Office,  laying  aside  their  evenings 
occupation  in  matters  of  Record,  should  proceed,  immediately,  to  make  a General  Inventory  of  all  the 
Books,  Maps  and  Papers,  preserved  in  the  Surveyor-General's  Office  ; and  the  said  Sub-Commissioners  were 
directed  to  notice  particularly  the  Arrangement,  Condition,  and  Security  of  such  Documents,  and  to  report 
fully  thereon  to  tliis  Board  at  their  next  Meeting. 

The  Board,  considering  the  great  utility  and  advantage,  which  the  Public  must  derive  from  a general 
knowledge  of  tbe  Contents  of  the  several  Reconi  Repositories,  by  means  of  classified  Schedules  or  Inven- 
tories, which  at  the  same  time  might  afford  a check  or  control  over  the  Officers  to  whose  care  the  cus- 
tody of  the  Records  should  at  any  time  be  committed ; It  was  Ordered,  Hint  the  Secretary  should  write, 
in  the  name  of  the  Board,  to  tire  principal  Officers  of  the  several  Courts  of  Justice  in  Ireland,  requesting 
them  respectively  to  prepare  a classified  Schedule  or  General  Inventory  of  all  the  Records,  Rolls,  Books, 
Papers,  and  other  Public  Documents,  belonging  to  their  respective  Offices  or  Repositories,  which  had  been 
committed  to  their  care,  and  were  then  in  their  custody  ; the  said  Schedule  or  Inventory  to  be  in  the  nature 
of  a Press-Catalogue,  describing  the  Contents  of  each  Apartment,  Press,  and  Shelf,  and  specifying  the 
Title  and  Numerical  Marks  affixed  to  each  Record,  &c, ; the  same  to  be  certified  and  signed  not  only  by 
the  Principal,  Deputy,  or  other  proper  Officer,  but  also  by  the  Person  or  Persons  having  the  actual  custody 
and  possession  of  such  Records,  &c.  &c.  as  being  true  in  all  particulars,  to  the  best  of  their  knowledge 
and  belief;  and  that  such  Schedules  or  Inventories,  so  certified  as  aforesaid,  should  be  delivered  to  our  said 
Secretary,  who  was  by  said  Order  directed  thereupon  to  inspect  and  compare  the  same  with  the  Contents 
of  the  several  Repositories,  with  the  assistance  of  one  or  more  Sub-Commissioners  acting  under  the  autho- 
rity of  this  Board ; and  also  to  cause  Duplicates  to  be  made  of  such  Schedules  or  Inventories,  and,  after 
certifying  same  on  the  last  page,  and  also  by  affixing  his  Name  to  every  page  of  such  Duplicates,  to  return 
such  Duplicates  to  the  proper  Officer  of  each  Repository  in  which  they  had  been  made,  there  to  remain 
among  the  Records  of  said  Office,  for  the  use  of  such  Officer  and  his  Successors. 

The  Secretary  then  stated,  That  lie  had,  under  the  direction  of  the  Lord  Chancellor,  taken  every  opportunity 
to  promote  the  object  of  researches  in  Dublin,  respecting  collections  for  a new  edition  of  Rymer’s  FcEdera, 
bv  Doctor  Adam  Clarke,  one  of  the  English  Sub-Commissioners,  who  had  been  sent  here  for  that  purpose ; 
when  it  was  suggested,  that  special  instructions  should  be  given  to  the  Sub-Commissioners  on  that  head  : 
Whereupon  the  Board  Ordered,  That  the  several  Sub-Commissioners  acting  under  the  Board,  should  be  instructed 
to  specify  particularly,  in  their  monthly  Returns,  all  State  Papers,  & c.  similar  to  those  contained  in  Rymer’s 
Foulera,  which  they  might  happen  to  meet  with  in  the  course  of  their  researches  in  the  several  Record  Reposi- 
tories; and,  in  like  manner,  an  account  of  all  Statutes  prior  to  the  10th  of  Henry  VII. 

A Letter,  written  by'  the  Secretary  the  28th  of  May  last,  to  John  Caley,  Esq.  Secretary  to  the  English 
Record  Commission,  stating  the  wishes  of  this  Board  to  be  supplied  with  copies  of  the  several  Record 
Publications  in  England,  Reports  of  Proceedings,  &e. ; and  Mr.  Caley ’s  Answer  thereto,  mentioning  that  the 
English  Record  Commissioners  had  given  orders  for  delivering  same,  being  read ; the  Secretary  stated,  That 
he  had  received  a box,  containing  Seventeen  Volumes  of  Publications  under  the  English  Record  Commission  : 
The  Board,  approving  of  this  measure,  Ordered,  That  said  Letters  should  be  entered  on  the  Minutes ; and  that  the 
Secretary  should  write  in’the  name  of  tills  Board,  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  said  Volumes,  and  to 
thank  the  English  Record  Commissioners  for  their  readiness  in  giving  the  said  Orders. 

A Letter,  signed  George  L.  Grabham,  dated  the  16th  April  1811,  stating  that  a great  quantity  of  Books 
and  Papers  were  entrusted  to  his  care,  by  the  Commissioners  for  enquiring  into  the  Losses  of  Suffering  Loyalists 
in  1798;  and  also  enclosing  an  Extract  from  the  final  Report  of  those  Commissioners,  being  read ; and  the  Secre- 
tary, having  mentioned  that  he  had  inspected  those  Books  and  Papers,  and  that  they  were  tied  up  in  bundles 
according  to  the  respective  Counties,  and  placed  in  Presses  in  a room  of  the  house  in  Anglesea-street,  in  which 
the  Parliamentary  Records  are  deposited  : the  Board  Ordered,  That  the  said  Letter  and  Extract  should  be 
entered  on  the  Minutes  of  the  Board ; and  that  the  Secretary  should  write,  in  the  name  of  the  Board,  to  the 
Chief  Secretary  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  requesting  an  Order,  from  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Richmond,  for  said 
Books  and  Papers  to  be  handed  over  to  the  Secretary,  until  the  Board  should  make  further  order. 

For  the  purpose  of  preserving  an  account  of  the  several  Manuscript  Books,  &c.  wliich  have  or  should 
hereafter  come  into  the  custody  of  the  Secretary  or  other  Officer  of  this  Board ; It  was  Ordered,  That  the 
Secretary  should  provide  a Book,  to  be  labelled  “ A Catalogue  of  the  Manuscripts,  Books,  See.  belonging  to  the 
Irish  Record  Commission  1 8io,’’  and  enter  therein,  an  Inventory  of  such  Manuscripts  and  other  Books  as  had 
already  or  should  hereafter  come  into  his  possession,  as  Secretary  to  this  Board  ; distinguishing  Manuscripts 
from  printed  Books,  giving  an  account  of  the  contents  of  each  volume,  and  specifying  the  time  he  received 
it,  and  from  whom  ; and  tliathe  should  subscribe  his  Name  at  the  end  of  every  page  of  such  Book,  and  pre- 
serve the  same  carefully. 

At 
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At  a subsequent  Meeting  of  the  Commissioners  on  the  30th  day  of  January  last,  Mr.  Johnson  the  architect, 
having,  agreeably  to  an  Order  mentioned  in  our  former  Report,  laid  before  the  Board,  Plans  of  the  Four  Courts 
and  of  the  Ground  surrounding  the  same,  as  well  as  a comparative  Estimate  of  the  probable  expense  of  erecting 
Buildings  thereon,  with  the  expense  of  converting  the  Buildings  of  the  King’s- Inns  into  Public  Offices ; the 
Board  Ordered,  That  the  said  Plans  should  be  taken  into  consideration  at  its  next  Meeting,  and  that  in  the 
meantime,  they  should  be  referred  to  the  principal  Officers  of  the  Four  Courts,  together  with  the  Secretary, 
who  were  thereby  directed  to  inspect  the  several  Public  Offices  adjoining  to  the  Four  Courts,  and  to  report 
what  additions  and  alterations  ought  to  be  made,  for  the  more  convenient  use  and  better  preservation  of 
Records  connected  with  Courts  of  Justice;  specifying  how  far  their  opinions  coincide  with,  or  differ  from, 
Mr.  Johnson's  Plan  and  suggestions. 

It  was  then  stated  by  the  Secretary,  That  lie  had  suspended  the  execution  of  the  Order  respecting  the  State 
Paper  Office,  so  far  as  it  concerned  Mr.  Monck  Mason,  whose  attendance  to  his  duty  in  the  Custom-house 
was  considered  by  the  Government  as  incompatible  with  any  appointment  under  the  authority  of  this  Board  ; 
and  the  Board  considering  the  necessity  of  carrying  this  Order  into  execution,  by  the  aid  of  some  of  the  persons 
already  employed  under  the  Commission  ; It  was  Ordered,  That  Henry  Joseph.  Mason,  and  Roderick  Connor, 
Esquires,  acting  as  Sub-Commissioners  under  the  authority  of  this  Board,  should  be  substituted  in  the  place 
and  stead  of  the  said  William  Mouck  Mason,  as  Sub-Commissioner  on  the  State  Paper  Office ; and  that  they 
should  proceed,  according  as  their  leisure  from  their  other  avocations  on  the  Statutes  might  permit,  with  the 
aid  and  assistance  of  Richard  Francis  Sleater,  Gentleman,  of  the  Secretary  of  State's  Office,  thereby  appointed 
their  assistant  Sub-Commissioner,  together  with  such  Assistants  as  might  be  deemed  necessary  from  the 
Secretary's  Office,  to  carry  the  aforesaid  Order  of  the  Board,  respecting  the  State  Papers,  into  immediate 
execution. 

The  Secretary  then  stated,  That  a part  of  Lodge's  List  of  Patentee  Officers  had  been  transcribed  in  his  Office 
and  transmitted  to  Mr.  Duhigg,  under  the  Order  of  the  Board,  and  that  Mr.  Duhigg  was  making  progress 
under  said  Order : ns  appeared  by  his  Letter  dated  the  28th  day  of  January  instant,  which  was  read,  and  ordered 
to  be  entered  on  the  Minutes. 

Appen-dix  The  Secretary  then  stated,  That  copies  of  the  Report  from  the  Sub-Commissioners  appointed  to  examine 
into  Lodge's  Books,  and  consider  proper  forms  of  Catalogues,  Calendars,  Indexes,  See.  had  been  printed  in 
p.  S6,  infra.  octavo>  pursuant  to  Order ; and  also  stated,  that  he  had  received  many  Returns  from  the  principal  Officers  of 
the  several  Courts  of  Justice  in  Ireland,  under  the  Order  of  the  Board,  respecting  Schedules  and  Inventories; 
and  that  uniformity  is  preserved  in  said  Returns,  having  been  framed  according  to  certain  tabular  Forms  trans- 
mitted to  the  several  Officers  by  the  Secretary,  Specimens  of  which  were  then  produced : And  the  Board  approving 
of  said  forms,  and  of  the  general  plans  for  indexing  and  digesting  Records,  comprised  in  the  above-mentioned 
Report,  and  considering  the  advantage  that  must  result  from  the  diffusion  of  the  information  contained  therein, 
among  the  Officers  or  Keepers  of  Record  Repositories  ; It  was  Ordered,  That  Copies  of  said  Report  should  be 
distributed  to  the  Members  of  this  Board,  and  sent  to  the  Sub-Commissioners  employed  under  this  Board, 
and  the  principal  Officers  of  the  several  Courts  of  Justice  in  Ireland,  for  their  respective  information  and 
direction. 

It  was  then  Ordered,  That  as  soon  as  Mr.  W.  Nash  was  able  to  resume  his  duties  in  the  Chief  Remem- 
brancers Office,  lie  should  he  at  liberty  to  take  to  his  assistance  in  said  Office,  Mr.  Thomas  Litton,  as  also 
Mr.  Gerald  Tench  of  that  Office,  or  any  of  the  Clerks  thereof,  if  considered  necessary  by  Frederick  Thompson, 
Esq.  Deputy  Chief  Remembrancer,  and  the  Secretary. 

The  Secretary  then  mentioned.  That  having  been  informed  that  several  Papers,  Books,  and  Documents, 
belonging  to  the  old  Exchequer  Chamber,  were  still  in  the  possession  of  Mr.  Halfpenny,  who  had  been 
formerly  Clerk  of  the  Errors  in  that  Court,  ami  that  he  was  willing  to  hand  them  over  when  he  had  authority 
so  to  do  ; and  having  stated,  tliat  there  was  a Room  in  die  Public  Record  Office  convenient  for  their  reception  : 
The  Board  tilereupon  Ordered,  Tliat  the  Secretary  should  write,  in  die  name  of  this  Board,  to  the  Chief 
Secretary  of  die  Lord  Lieutenant,  requesting  an  Order  from  liis  Grace  the  Duke  of  Richmond,  for  said  Books 
and  Papers  to  be  handed  over  to  die  Secretary,  to  be  preserved  by  him  in  the  Public  Record  Office,  undl 
foe  Board  should  make  further  order. 

The  Memorial  of  the  Provost,  Fellows,  and  Scholars  of  Trinity  College,  Dublin,  praying  tiiat  dieir  Charter, 
dien  among  die  Parliamentary  Records,  might  be  handed  over  to  their  Bursar,  was  read  : And,  it  appearing 
that  their  said  Charter  ought  to  remain  in  die  care  and  custody  of  die  Bursar  of  said  College ; the  Board 
Ordered,  Tliat  the  Secretary  should  write  to  the  Sub-Commissioners  on  die  Parliamentary  Records,  in  die 
name  of  this  Board,  directing  diem  to  hand  over  the  said  Charter  to  die  Provost,  the  Bursar,  or  odier  proper 
Officer  of  Said  College,  taking  his  acknowledgment  for  same,  and  lodging  it  with  die  Secretary  of  this  Board ; 
who  was  directed  to  enter  the  same,  togetiier  with  said  Memorial,  on  the  Minutes. 

The 
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The  Board,  having  taken  into  consideration  that  part  of  the  First  General  Report  respecting  the  import- 
ance of  a regular  transmission  of  the  copies  of  Parish  Registers,  in  every  Diocese,  to  the  Diocesan  or  liis 
Chancellor,  which,  by  the  Canons  of  1 634,  ought  to  take  place  annually ; and  the  great  utility  which  might  be 
derived  from  the  same,  in  guarding  the  evidences  of  titles  and  pedigrees  from  spoliation  and  confusion  ; 

Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  should  write,  in  their  name,  to  his  Grace  the  Lord  Primate,  and  their  Graces  the 
Lord  Archbishops  of  Dublin,  Cashel,  and  Tuam,  respectfully  submitting  to  them  the  propriety  of  using  such 
means  as  they  should  judge  to  be  expedient,  for  causing  an  annual  transmission  of  copies  of  the  Parish  Registers 
in  every  Diocese,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  his  Chancellor,  to  the  end  that  the  same  might  be  faithfully 
preserved  in  the  Registry  of  each  Bishop,  according  to  said  Canon. 

With  respect  to  Parochial  Registers,  the  Board  are' so  strongly  impressed  with  the  public  importance  of  their 
regular  return  and  transmission  to  some  secure  Repository,  and  of  their  careful  arrangement  and  preservation 
therein,  as  well  as  with  the  long  experienced  inefficacy  of  .the  law,  as  it  now  stands,  to  attain  those  objects, 
that  they  feel  themselves  emboldened  most  humbly  to  submit  to  Your  Royal  Highness's  consideration,  whether 
it  may  not  be  expedient,  that  the  provisions  of  a Bill  now  under  the  consideration  of  the  Legislature,  for  the 
better  regulation  anti  preservation  of  Parish  and  other  Registers  of  Births,  Baptisms,  Marriages,  and  Burials, 
and  for  establishing  general  Repositories  for  all  such  Registers  in  England,  should,  if  approved  of  for  that  part 
of  the  United  Kingdom,  be  extended  also  to  Ireland ; where  some  legislative  provision  for  the  like  purpose 
is  certainly  very  much  wanted. 

A Report  made  by  Messrs.  Harding  and  Fowler,  on  the  Surveyor  General's  Office,  dated  the  25th  day  of 
January  1 81 2,  pursuant  to  an  Order  of  the  Board  bearing  date  the  3d  day  of  August  last,  was  then  laid  before 
the  Board,  and  ordered  to  be  read  and  taken  into  consideration  at  the  next  Meeting  of  the  Board.

The  Report  made  by  Messrs.  Harding  and  Fowler  on  the  Surveyor  General’s  Office,  being  read,  and  also 
the  Secretary's  Letter  to  the  Right  Honourable  William  Wellesley  Pole,  dated  the  28th  of  September  1811, 
respecting  the  Down  Survey : The  Board  thereupon  Ordered,  That  the  said  Report  should  be  included  in,  and 
form  a part  of  the  Appendix  preparing  for  the  next  Report  to  be  humbly  submitted  to  Your  Royal  Highness; 
and  that  in  the  meantime  a Committee,  consisting  of  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lord  Chief  Justice,  the  Lord 
Norbury,  the  Lord  Chief  Baron,  and  the  Earls  of  Meath  and  Rosse,  should  be  appointed  to  enquire  and 
report  to  the  Board,  whether  the  proceedings  taken  in  the  late  Irish  Parliament  for  making  General  Vallaucey's 
copy  of  the  Barony  Maps  of  the  Down  Survey,  evidence,  and  which  dropped  unexpectedly  by  the  prorogation 
of  Parliament,  ought  not  to  be  revived  in  the  Imperial  Parliament,  by  bringing  in  a Bill  for  such  purpose ; and 
if  so,  whether  it  does  not' form  a fit  subject  for  the  recommendation  of  this  Board,  in  their  next  Report  to 
Your  Royal  Highness. 

And  we  beg  leave  most  humbly  to  state  to  Your  Royal  Highness,  that  at  the  present  time  we  have  not  any 
other  matters  to  offer  for  Your  Royal  Highness’s  consideration,  touching  or  concerning  the  premises,  or  any 
further  Measure  to  propose  thereupon.

And  at  a subsequent  Meeting  of  this  Board  on  the  1 bth  of  March  instant,  the  day  of  the  date  hereof,  a draft 
of  this  Report  was  laid  before  us;  unaccompanied,  however,  with  the  several  Returns  from  Record  Repositories, 
Indexes  thereto,  Fac  Similes  of  Records,  and  Plans  of  Buildings  directed  by  the  Order  of  the  Board,  whieh 
the  Secretary  mentioned  to  be  in  a suite  of  progress,  but  that  they  could  not  be  completed  so  as  to  submit  them 
to  the  Board  within  the  given  time,  on  account  of  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  materials  of  which  they  were  to 
be  composed,  and  from  many  of  the  Returns  being  still  outstanding,  as  appeared  by  a List  then  laid  before  the 
Bool’d : The  Board  thereupon  Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  and  Sub-Commissioners  employed  in  this  work, 
should  proceed  in  completing  the  several  Indexes,  Fac  Similes,  and  Plans,  directed  by  the  Board,  for  the 
purpose  of  laying  them,  together  with  the  said  Returns  w hen  completed,  before  Your  Royal  Highness.

Appen  dix.  T N obedience  to  the'  Order  of  this  Honourable  Board,  dated  the  iSth  February  last,  and  transmitted  to  me 
A by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Works  on  the  2d  of  March;  whereby  I am  ordered  to  examine  into' the 
Report  of  Ilie  state  of  the  Buildings  ad  joining  the  Courts  of  Justice  allotted  for  the  preservation  of  the  Public  Records ; and 
Architect.  whether  there  be  any  Buildings  already  formed,  suitable  to  the  intended  purpose.;  and  if  not,  to  prepare 
Plans  of  such  additional  Buildings,  at  the  rear  of  the  Four  Courts,  as  may  appear  necessary  for  the  more 
convenient  use  anti  better  preservation  of  said  Records ; I have  the  honour  of  submitting  the  following  Report. 

My  attention  being  particularly  directed  by  your  Secretary  to  the  Buildings  belonging  to  the  Honourable 
Society  of  the  King's- Inns,  on  Primate's  Hill,  I accompanied  him  thither  in  the  first  instance,  and  inspected  the 
Ground  and  several  Plans  of  those  Buildings,  and  also  Plans  of  the  Four  Courts  and  Offices  adjoining,  in  the 
hands  of  the  Librarian ; and  I beg  leave  to  state,  as  my  opinion,  that  the  Buildings  on  Primate’s  Hill  may  be 
converted  into  suitable  Repositories  for  Records,  but  at  a very  considerable  expense,  and  that  the  situation 
appears  inconvenient  and  insecure.  I likewise  proceeded,  accompanied  with  your  Secretary,  on  the  14th  June 
last,  to  examine  into  the  state,  security  and  accommodation,  of  the  Buildings  adjoining  the  Courts  of  Justice, 
as  appears  in  the  detail  or  memorandum  hereunto  annexed,  taken  by  us  on  the  occasion ; and  I find  that 
the  roof  in  the  Western  Wing,  which  comprehends  the  Rolls  and  King's  Bench  Offices,  has  been  considerably 
injured  by  the  wet  penetrating  through  the  roof  and  gutters  at  various  periods ; that  the  Buildings  are  exposed 
on  all  sides  to  fire,  and  are  unsafe  from  malicious  designs ; that  the  accumulation  of  parchments  and  papers,  iu 
almost  every  one  of  these  offices,  has  been  so  great  as  to  cause  considerable  inconvenience  and  delay  to  die 
public  business  ; in  some  cases,  extra  presses  have  been  erected  in  the  centre  of  the  rooms,  and  in  others  the 
Records,  &c.  are  lying  on  the  floor,  and  on  tables,  for  want  of  other  accommodation.  And  I beg  leave  to 
remark,  that  in  the  course  of  this  inspection,  opportunities  were  afforded  of  obtaining  information  on  the  subject 
from  the  principal  Officer  of  each  Repository. 

And  lastly,  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  Order,  I beg  leave  to  represent  to  the  Board,  that  I cannot  well  form 
a Plan  of  the  Buildings  required,  without  having  communication  with  persons  properly  qualified  to  instruct  me 
as  to  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  Offices  wanting,  and  of  the  connection  they  should  have  with  each  other, 
and  also  with  the  respective  Courts  to  which  they  belong : And  it  is  necessary  for  me  also  to  state,  that  for  such 
Buildings  as  it  may  be  judged  necessary  to  place  at  the  rear  of  the  Four  Courts,  Ground  must  be  purchased 
at  a considerable  expense,  whether  by  private  contract,  or  by  Jury  valuation  under  the  Wide  Street  Act.  I shall 
he  ready  to  wait  on  the  Board  with  the  Plan  of  the  Four  Courts  and  Law  Offices  ; which  Plan  will  shew  what 
Ground  there  is  in  the  rear,  that  belongs  to  Government.

PURSUANT  to  the  Order  of  the  16th  of  March  last,  we  have  examined  the  state  of  the  Office  for  registering  fub^Cnm^ 
Deeds  ami  Wills,  as  accurately  as  the  short  interval  since  the  last  Meeting  of  the  Board,  and  our  limited  on  the  Itegb- 
authoritv,  would  permit ; and  must  solicit  much  indulgence  for  the  following  Report.  ^ 'ce~  . 

The  enrolments  and  registry  of  Deeds  and  Wills,  to  perpetuate  evidence  of  Titles,  and  render  notorious  Origin. 
all  transfers  and  incumbrances  of  Landed  Property,  was  practised  centuries  ago,  both  hi  Great  Britain  and  on 
the  Continent  (');  but  a tract  of  Sir  Mathew  Hale,  seems  to  have  produced  the  English  Acts  of  2d  and  5th 
of  Anne,  from  whence  ours  are  chiefly  copied,  perhaps  with  improved  precision. 

For  many  years  after  the  establishment  of  our  Registry  Office,  the  number  of  Memorials  was 
comparatively  small.  The  intrinsic  utility  of  the  plan,  and  the  growing  prosperity  of  the  country,  have 
augmented  their  number  with  such  progressive  rapidity,  as  seems  abundantly  to  compensate  for  the  great 
reduction  in  the  value  of  money ; insomuch  that,  although-  the  Fees  for  searches  and  entries  there  continue 
(nominally  at  least)  at  their  original  amount,  the  net  profits  of  the  Office  appear  substantially  augmented,  half 
the  entire  number  of  Memorials  having  been  filed  within  the  last  twenty  years. 

From  a private  house  (where  some  damage  w as  sustained  by  fire)  it  was  removed  to  the  lower  Castle  Yard, 
to  secure.it  at  least  from  violence.  The  convenience  of  proximity  to  the  Courts  (in  which  Memorials  may  be 
unexpectedly  required  as  evidence  at  any  moment  of  a trial)  caused  its  recent  removal  to  the  south-east  corner 
of  the  Offices  attached  to  them.  There  it  occupies  three  stone-vaulted  rooms  and  a closet,  on  the  ground 
floor;  one  of  which  is  allotted  for  the  copying  Clerks,  another  is  nearly  filled  with  above  435,000  Memorials 
of  registry;  these  are  filed  in  upwards  of  fourteen  hundred  Portfolios,  containing  three  hundred  apiece, 
kept  in  by  a running  lace  (like  a file  of  Newspapers)  that  any  of  them  may  occasionally  be  taken  out  when 
wanted  as  evidence  in  any  part  of  Ireland.  The  other  room  is  as  nearly  filled  with  about  six  hundred  and 
eighteen  volumes  of  Transcripts,  and  ninety  of  Indexes  to  them,  and  to  the  Memorials;  each  volume 
containing  about  six  hundred  leaves  of  parchment  (elephant  size)  written  and  paged  on  both  sides,  numbered 
on  the  backs,  and  requiring  the  whole  strength  of  the  arm  to  manage,  so  as  not  to  be  easily  stolen  out  for  any 
fraudulent  purpose.  The  closet  is  the  only  apartment  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  Register,  or  his  Deputy, 
and  is  also  nearly  filled  with  old  Memorial  Books  ; several  of  which  are  already  much  defaced,  and  some  of  the 
Memorials  belonging  to  them  long  since  lost. 

George  Moore,  Esq.  (who  is  joined  with  the  officiating  Deputy  under  the  Right  honourable  George 
Ogle)  expresses  apprehensions,  from  the  position  of  the  windows,  and  the  absence  of  any  guard,  lest  fire 
might  be  maliciously  thrown  hi ; but,  with  the  exception  of  tliis  bare  possibility,  the  Register  Office  seems  as 
secure  as  any  other  Record  Repository. 

The  Portfolios  lie  horizontally,  between  shelves  numbered  correspondently.  The  Memorials  in  general 
contain  the  essential  requisites  prescribed;  and  nearly  as  much  care  seems  to  be  taken  of  their  preservation, 
as  the  frequent  recurrence  to  them  will  permit.  But  it  might  possibly  conduce  to  their  security,  if  doors 
were  annexed  to  all  the  presses  containing  Memorials  above  thirty  years  old ; and  if,  instead  of  the  Register's 
Clerk  (whose  attention  is  distracted  by  a multiplicity  of  searches,  and  who  is  hardly  responsible)  a sworn 
Officer,  bound  by  sufficient  bail,  were  to  remain  constantly  in  charge  of  the  original  Memorials,  continue  with 
them  during  office  hours,  and  deliver  them  out  for  trials  only  upon  proper  dockets  from  the  Deputy  Register. 

The  danger  of  committing  to  the  same  Clerk  the  Originals,  Transcripts,  and  Catalogues,  is  obvious ; and 
(besides  the  loss  of  many  original  Memorials)  Mr.  Moore  lias  frankly  declared  his  suspicions,  that  one  of  two

C)  The  Saxons  executed  their  Conveyances  in  the  County  Court,  and  entered  Memorials  of  diem  in  Monastic 
Chartularies.  Richard  1.  projected  a general  Register  of  the  Jewish  Mortgages  (called  by  them,  Shatars  or  Starrs) ; and 
in  Gotland  every  transfer  of  land  is  regularly  recorded.  In  France,  Henry  II.  ordained,  in  1553,  that  all  Substitutions 
& iou  1 be  registered-.  And  in  l'landers  an  Edict  of  15SS  (recited  in  the  code  of  its  laws  and  customs,  “ Keuren  ende 
costmnen  van  den  landcn  van  den  vryen’’)  directs  llmt  all  sales,  exchanges,  releases  or  other  alienations  of  land,  shall  be 
registered  within  one  month  (and  a certificate  of  registry  subscribed),  or  be  void  as  against  third  persons,  so  that  the 
ir>t  registered  Deed, &c.  sliall  prevail:  “ Byghebreke  van  t’  zelve  overdraghen  in  der  mauieren,  voorseyt,  te  wesen  van 
gitender  weerden,  kraebt,  uochte  effect;  jeghen  oftc  in  prcjudicie  van  eenen  derden;  so  dai  den  gonen  die  ten  zelven 

egisire  eerst  bekent  sal  2ij.11  (al  waere  hy  oock  van  jonghcr  dute)  voor  den  axidereo  gaen,  ende  gheprefereert  sal  worden,  in 
net  ghesagh  van  de  propric-teyt,”  &c. 
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Appendix.  Memorials,  lx>th  numbered  274,'  16,5.  and  dated  in  1793,  is  spurious;  though  it  has  been  copied  into  the 
corresponding  book,  where  it  forms  one  of  the  two  last  articles.  To  guard  against  future  interpolations,  he 
Report  of  the  lias,  this  year,  begun  a numerical  Inventory  of  the  Memorials,  to  enable  him  (in  the  mercantile  plirase)  to  take 
ontittj^™is  periodical  accounts  of  stock.  But  though  proper  duplicates  of  the  Memorial  Books  would  cost  somewhat 
try  Office?  more,  they  would  not  only  serve  to  detect  frauds,  but  to  supply  passages  decayed,  mutilated,  or  erased. 


The  Memorial  Books  also  lie  horizontally  between  shelves,  numbered  in  the  same  order.  They  contain 
generally  (though  not  invariably)  in  order  of  time,  copies  of  all  the  Memorials  of  Registry,  tolerably 
accurate  ; hut  not  without  occasional  variations,  w rong  pagings,  and  even  transpositions  from  one  year  or  book 
to  another,  where  there  was  vacant  space.  In  this  series  of  books  there  appears  no  interruption ; but  their 
margin  hardly  affords  room  for  the  numbers  of  the  Memorials,  and  the  Parties’  names ; and,  in  the  latter 
volumes,  the  parchment  is  bad,  and  the  writing  sometimes  scarcely  legible.  The  present  mode  of  feeding,  and 
time  of  killing  cattle,  jierh&ps,  accounts  for  the  flimsiness  of  the  parchment.  And  we  were  informed,  upon  enquiry, 
that  it  is  exceedingly  difficult  to  procure  proper  Clerks ; that  copying  each  file  of  Memorials  cost  two  pounds 
thirteen  shillings;  and  that  above  one  thousand  pounds  a year  was  paid  to  tiie  copying  Clerks  of  this  Office. 

Land  To  all  the  original  Memorials  and  the  Transcript  Books  there  arc  Indexes  of  the  same  material,  size, 

XDEXE8.  shape,  and  binding,  as  those  books.  One  series  of  these  Indexes  is  for  Lands  and  Premises,  alphabetically 
arranged  in  one  or  more  volume*  for  each  County  (three  for  the  City  of  Dublin,  commencing  at  different 
periods.)  This  plan  is  simple,  and  in  general  satisfactory  : the  names  of  the  Townland,  Square,  Street,  See. 

forming  one  column,  the  Baronies  a second,  the  Parishes  a third;  the  next  space  contains  the 
Parties  Names  and  additions,  a short  description  of  the  Premises,  &c. ; and  three  succeeding  columns 
include  the  Number  and  Page  of  the  Trauscript  Book,  and  the  Number  of  the  original  Memorial.  Where 
there  are  many  sub-denominations  of  Lands  in  a Memorial,  it  is  attempted  (as  the  Act  ap|>arcntly  directs) 
to  enter  each  of  them  in  its  alphabetical  place,  referring  to  some  leading  denomination,  in  the  Index,  for 
particulars.  But  besides  the  multiplicity  of  blank  spaces  resulting  from  such  reciprocal  references,  it 
is  evident  that  some  of  these  obscure  sub-denominations  (perhaps  most  of  them)  must  be  misplaced,  mis- 
spelled, or  totally  omitted ; and  that  the  Clerks,  through  indolence  or  inadvertence,  will  often  content 
themselves  with  alphabeting  some  of  those  which  happen  to  stand  foremost  (*):  (consequently,  though 
persons  who  know  them  all,  may,  by  successive  searches  for  each,  ultimately  light  upon  a Memorial  com- 
prehending the  whole  detail,  Mr.  Moore  declares  that  the  Index  of  Lands  is  not  to  be  depended  on.)  Besides, 
its  arrangement  is  not  strictly  alphabetical ; all  the  denominations  which  begin  with  the  same  letter  being 
intermixed  almost  in  the  order  in  which  the  Memorials  happened  to  come  in,  though  occasional  attempts  to 
attain  something  like  dictionary  older,  by  interlineations,  have  crowded  and  disfigured  almost  every  page,  and 
sometimes  in  an  embarrassing  degree.  To  save  parchment,  and  to  exhibit  as  much  as  possible  in  one  view, 
no  margin  is  left  at  the  bottom  or  sides,  which,  l>eing  particularly  thumbed  and  worn,  a vast  number 
of  references  are  effaced,  and  cannot  lie  supplied  without  a complete  research  through  all  the  original 
Memorials.  The  expense  of  making  a new  set  of  Indexes  by  such  a research,  the  Deputy  Register  com- 
putes at  between  ten  and  twenty  thousand  pounds ; and  that  of  merely  copying  them,  at  about  one  thousand 
pounds.  Paper  Duplicates,  however,  of  the  last  Dublin  Indexes,  and  some  others,  seem  requisite,  to 
• accommodate  the  Public. 


Personal  The  English  Local  Registry  Acts  (’)  do  not  apparently  prescribe  any  Index  of  Parties'  Names,  and  tiie 
Indexes.  Irish  Statutes  are  not  explicit  as  to  its  Form.  Hence  the  parchment  folios  of  Names  up  to  1785  contain  only 
the  Grantor  or  Testator’s  Names,  merely  arranged  under  their  Initials  (as  the  Memorials  come  in)  followed 
by  those  of  the  Grantees,  and  the  reference,  without  any  addition  of  degree  or  place,  denominations, 
date,  or  nature  of  the  Instrument  Tims  the  Name  sought  was  often  overlooked  in  tracing  down  several 
thousands,  and,  when  found,  had  nothing  discriminative  attached  to  it  Mr.  Moore’s  Father  (who  was  Deputy 
Register)  then  formed  a more  methodical  arrangement,  by  calculating  the  recurrence  of  all  the  Parties’  Names 
through  the  preceding  period,  and  opening  paper  books,  wherein  he  engrossed  them  alphabetically,  with 
intervals  proportioned  to  the  respective  probable  quantity  of  future  Memorials ; when  these  spaces  were  mostly 
filled,  tiie  Names  were  more  regularly  disposed  in  fair  copies;  and  (this  plan  being  continued)  the  Index

(s)  Sir  John  Davis,  in  one  of  his  letters,  states,  diat  Monaghan  (though  but  a small  County)  was  divided  into  five 
Baronies,  100  Bally-betaghs,  and  i,6oo  Taths  (or  sub-denomination9)  each  containing  about  60  acres.  Many  of  these 
have  Euglisb  as  well  as  Irish  names;  and  some  have  two  or  three  of  both.  He  adds,  that  the  Gavelkind  laws 
multiplied  sub-divisions  to  such  a degree,  that  almost  every  man  had  a patrimony;  anil,  were  it  but  an  acre  or  two,  called 
it  his  “ Country.” 

(s)  The  2d  and  3d  of  Anne,  c.  4.  and  5 Anne,  c.  t8.  &c.  This  latter  Statute  (which  is  not  adopted  here)  requires  Judgments 
to  be  registered,  in  order  to  affect  purchasers  or  creditors.  ISo  other  Registry  Act  imposes  any  obligation  to  register 
any  thing ; much  less  to  register  it  fully  and  fairly ; so  that  any  man,  having  duplicate  title-deeds,  may  sell  the  same 
property  to  several  different  persons  successively.  Judge  Blackstone  observes,  that  since  the  introduction  of  death-bed 
devises  and  secret  conveyances  to  uses,  there  never  has  been  any  sufficient  guard  provided  against  fraudulent  charges 
and  incumbrances ; and  that  it  has  even  been  doubted,  whether  the  Registries  have  not  done  harm.  Wills  are  seldom 
registered  at  all,  and  often  lie  dormant  and  unproved  for  a series  of  years;  until  the  heir-at-law  is  perhaps  put  to  all  the 
trouble  and  expense  of  an  equity  suit,  in  order  to  discover  whether  he  has  been  clandestinely  disinherited. 
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of  Names  from  1785  nearly  to  the  present  time,  has  been  alphabetically  engrossed  in  parchment  books  of 
the  same  size  and  binding  as  the  Land  Index.  And  for  the  preceding  period  there  are  one  hundred  and 
twenty  alphabetical  pro  patria  paper  volumes,  which  Mr.  Moore  (considering  as  hb  private  property)  has  proposed 
to  sell  for  the  public  use  of  the  Office.  They  are  divided  into  six  periods,  beginning  successively  at  1 707, 
173°«  I744i  1 758,  1768,  and  1776.  Each  Book  contains  the  Names,  beginning  with  a particular  letter, 
during  a period,  save  that  the  alphabetical  heads  are  reduced  to  twenty,  by  joining  some  of  those  letters 
(such  as  X,  Y,  Z,)  which  seldom  begin  any  name.

The  Fee  for  a search  in  these  books  (according  to  Mr.  Moore)  b One  Shilling  for  each  period ; but  it  Fees. 
often  becomes  necessary  to  try  several  Names  successively  for  a single  enquiry,  for  even  this  improved  Index 
contains  no  leading  particulars  of  the  place,  nature,  or  date  of  the  Deed  or  Will;  and  as  the  Clerks 
charge  still  higher,  when  they  make  searches  on  demands  of  Negative  Certificates,  the  expense  b generally 
complained  of.  In  this  case  however  it  arises  partly  from  the  real  trouble  of  examining  all  the  recent 
Memorials,  which  have  not  been  indexed ; partly  from  the  regular  fees  and  stamps  for  copies  of  long 
Memorials,  which  are  set  out  in  the  Negative  Certificate  as  part  of  a Title  (instead  of  their  mere  Numbers, 
or  short  extracts  from  them,  at  the  Party’s  election,  as  usual  in  England.)  The  sum  of  Ilalf-a-Guinea 
(allowed  by  the  Act)  certainly  would  be  a very  scanty  compensation  for  the  possible  danger  of  an  Action 
of  Damages,  if  such  an  Action  could  easily  succeed ; and  a former  Deputy  Register,  examined  in  the  Irish 
House  of  Commons  *,  confessed  that  a Negative  Certificate  sometimes  cost  Twenty  Guineas ; and  dial  the 
Clerks  habitually  delayed  die  entry  of  Memorials,  to  extort  Expcdition-Feea.  All  the  other  Indexes  may 
be  searched  whole  days  for  Sixpence,  and  often  gratis.  No  account  is  kept  of  diese  Fees,  further  dian 
their  gross  amount,  which  Mr.  Moore  estimates  at  Seven  hundred  and  forty  pounds  a-year.  The  Salary 
paid  by  the  Public  to  Mr.  Ogle,  is  One  diousantl  three  hundred  pounds ; out  of  which  he  first  pays  all 
expenses ; and  die  net  average  balance  of  Fees  and  Salary  togedier  is  estimated  at  Sixteen  hundred  pounds, 
which  may  seem  not  perfectly  reconcilable  with  die  preceding  computed  expense  of  Clerks.  Annual  Re- 
turns however  of  die  Fees  being  made  to  Parliament,  and  Witnesses  examined  on  oadi  respecting  them, 
at  die  dine  above  alluded  to,  we  cannot  hope  to  add  any  tiling  so  satisfactory  or  authoritative. 

As  a new  Register  Office  is  already  almost  indispensable,  we  shall  conclude  with  briefly  suggesting  some  Proposed 
particulars,  which  appear  to  us  material,  for  its  construction  and  arrangement.  To  guard  against  malicious  1mprovk' 
mischief,  the  light  should  only  be  admitted  through  the  upper  part  of  the  Building ; and  to  provide  die  utmost 
space  for  arranging  die  Books  distinctly,  it  should  be  surrounded  internally  with  projecting  partitions,  having 
shelves  on  both  sides,  lettered  and  numbered  (as  in  great  public  libraries)  to  obviate  the  extreme  incon- 
venience of  too  long  a numerical  series.  The  Books  (especially  Indexes)  to  have  two  inches  dear  margin,  and 
three  at  the  bottom;  and  die  parchment  to  be  good,  and  dressed  on  both  sides.  The  Land  Index  to  contain  a 
column  for  the  next  Town,  and  die  number  of  every  Town-house  : and  the  Index  of  Names  to  contain  columns 
for  die  County,  (4)  Barony,  date,  and  nature  of  the  Instrument.  Affidavits  accompanying  Memorials,  to 
specify  which  are  the  two  or  three  chief  denominations,  and  dieir  computed  distance  from  the  next  Town 
(naming  it) ; but  the  Transcript  Books  to  be  no  longer  swelled  with  copies  of  the  Affidavits  and  common 
Covenants  at  length. 

In  a Commercial  country  it  is  cssentiaL  diat  Land  should  be  easily  negotiable,  to  prevent  its  being  monopo- 
lized, and  render  it  instrumental  to  trading  enterprize.  All  transfers  or  incumbrances  of  Land  should  therefore 
be  notorious,  diat  the  opulent  may  lend  or  purchase  secure  from  fraud,  and  the  indigent  mortgage  or  sell 
unoppressed  by  exactions. 

It  might  considerably  diminish  the  trouble  and  risk  attending  purchases,  if  registering  (not  only  Statutes, 
Recognizances,  and  J udgments,  but)  all  \V  ills.  Conveyances,  and  Decrees  aftecting  Lands  and  Premises  (within  a 
certain  time)  were  mode  essential  to  their  validity  (at  least  against  diird  persons ;)  and  if  all  Marriage  Settlements, 
and  other  Trust  Deeds,  and,  perhaps,  all  Deeds  of  great  importance,  were  to  lie  also  either  deposited,  or  enrolled 
at  lengdi  (being  first  duly  acknowledged  by  the  Grantors  or  their  Attomies,  before  a Judge  of  some  Court 
of  Record,  or  provincial  Register,  and  certified  by  him)  so  that  attested  copies  of  them  should  be  evidence, 
under  proper  restrictions,  and  that  (in  the  language  of  Lord  Hale)  “ the  purchaser  or  lender  may  not  be 
as  much  in  the  dark  as  before,  and  cheated  under  the  credit  of  a public  Office  erected,  to  prevent  it.” 

1 ersuaded,  however,  of  the  general  correctness  and  utility  of  the  Registry  Office,  we  abstain  from  extending 
ftirther  this  inevitably  long  Report,  by  hazarding  more  proposals  to  improve  a plan,  matured  by  the  experience 
«f  a century,  and  repeated  efforts  of  legislative  wisdom.

TTAVTNG  carefully  examined  the  Plan  of  Mr. Lodge’s  Manuscripts, referred  to  us,  we  cannot,  for  reasons 
which  will  appear  in  this  Report,  recommend  it  as  a model,  even  for  the  arrangement  of  those  Records 
which  were  in  his  own  custody,  and  which  engaged  his  long  and  indefatigable  attention. 

Instructed  by  his  example  to  distrust  habitual  attachments  to  official  forms,  yet  unwilling  to  propose  material 
innovations  without  apparent  necessity ; we  have  compared  various  other  plans,  for  the  purpose  of  devising 
some  general  system,  applicable  to  all  the  offices,  by  such  obvious  alterations  as  the  nature,  importance,  and 
relative  quantity  of  their  contents  may  require. 


Arrange-  I.  Previously  to  framing  Catalogues,  the  Records  themselves  should  be  disposed  in  a secure,  compact,  and 
or  Records,  convenient  manner.  None  of  those  objects  is  compatible  with  the  form  of  Rolls,  derived  from  the  infancy  of 
writing.  They  admit  dust  and  air  impregnated  with  moisture  and  acids  to  decompose  the  ink  ; (')  they  occupy 
much  more  room  than  portfolios ; and  they  cannot  be  kept  in  so  regular  a series,  nor  inspected  with  equal 
facility.  The  Parliament  Rolls,  in  particular,  often  extend  many  perches  in  length ; actually  requiring  a 
machine  to  uncoil  and  wind  them  up,  and  to  prevent  their  not  only  being  trailed  upon  the  ground,  but  torn 
asunder  by  their  own  weight  in  the  operation.  In  general  it  appears  that  Records  should  lie  horizontally 
between  sliding  shelves ; that  proper  divisions  of  terms,  years,  or  subject  matter  may  be  preserved,  w ithout 
leaving  empty  spaces  ; and  that  a shelf  of  Records  may  be  drawn  out  sufficiently  to  examine  the  marginal  marks 
upon  each,  without  disturbing  their  arrangement 


If  the  size  of  the  skins  were  regulated  according  to  the  nature  of  the  Record,  and  none  received  'without  a 
margin  of  one  inch  at  least ; they  might  be  laced  in  portfolios,  so  that  any  of  them  could  be  detached,  when 
wanted,  as  evidence ; and  that  every  Record,  consisting  of  many  skins,  might  be  stitched  or  bound. 

The  contents  of  each  Repository  being  sorted  in  the  most  usual  and  convenient  classes,  and  such  as  are  not 
reducible  to  any  general  head,  placed  in  a miscellaneous  division ; the  partition  or  press  appropriated  for  each 
class  should  lie  distinguished  by  its  proper  title,  and  also  by  a different  capital  letter  in  succession ; and  each 
shelf  or  subdivision  by  a small  letter  alphabetically.  In  this  way  near  five  millions  (:)  of  Records  might  be 
distinctly  numbered,  without  using  more  than  four  figures  for  any  one ; whereas  in  the  Registry  Office,  great 
inconvenience  and  errors  arise  from  a single  series  of  numbers,  not  amounting  to  half  a million. 

Each  subdivision  should  contain,  nearly,  an  equal  quantity  ranged  in  order  of  time,  and  be  marked,  not  only 
with  its  small  letter,  but  with  the  reign,  year,  term,  or  other  period  ; to  assist  those  who  might  wish  to  search 
by  the  date ; and  each  Record  contained,  should  be  marked  on  the  left  band  outer  comer  with  the  letters  of  the 
class,  Q)  and  subdivision,  and  its  own  number:  that  if  misplaced,  it  may  be  readily  reinstated;  that  the 
reference  to  it  may  be  as  short  as  possible;  and  that  it  may  be  found  without  drawing  out  all  the  similar 

Records 


(’)  Common  ink  contains,  at  least,  six  elementary  substances,  so  precariously  combined,  that  a small  quantity  of  one 
of  them  bestows  the  blackness,  which  a little  more  oxygen  totally  destroys.  Sepia,  used  by  die  ancients  (Persius,  3 sat.) 
orsome  of  die  combinations  of  oils,  gums,  and  lamp-black,  recommended  in  chemical  books,  would  form  more  permanent 
ink;  the  basis  being  carbon,  which  defies  every  thing  but  fire.  Their  price,  however,  and  the  difficulty  of  keeping  them  fluid 
in  this  climate  will  prevent  their  adopuon ; unless  for  numbers,  labels,  and  short  entries,  much  exposed  to  air  and  nibbing,  in 
which  they  might  be  used  advantageously,  with  the  reed-pens  employed  in  drawing,  to  make  the  writing  massy.  In  the 
First  Report  on  Public  Records  in  England  (p.496.  to  p.  502.)  the  Sub-Commissioners  to  whom  it  was  referred,  appear 
almost  unanimous  in  their  disapprobation  of  the  form  of  Rolls : and  Mr.  Asde  states,  as  an  instance  of  the  superior 
durability  resulting  from  die  form  above  recommended,  diat  the  Domesday  Books,  which  are  above  seven  hundred  years 
old,  are  still  in  admirable  preservation. 

(*)  As  there  may  be  near  500  combinations  of  two  letters  each,  for  subdivisions,  each  containing  any  number  of 
Records  short  of  10,000.  * The  combinations  may  be  doubled  or  trebled,  by  making  both  letters  capitals,  or  both 
small.  Sac. 

C)  e.g. — A.b.  21.  If  one  kind  of  Records  require  a disproportionate  qnantity  of  presses  or  partitions ; each  may  then 
contain  such  a period  as  will  best  equalize  the  porrions,  and  should  be  marked  wtdt  the  dates  and  a capital,  fortning,  if 
possible,  part  of  the  general  alphabetic  series  of  the  repertory.  For  this  purpose  die  other  classes  should  be  first  lettered, 
diat  the  surplus  letters  might  be  successively  allotted  to  such  an  accumulating  series  of  one  description. 
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Records  of  a term  or  year  (and  thus  rubbing  or  tearing  them)  to  find  the  parties,  or  attomies,  names  at  opposite 
comers.  This  arrangement  obviously  admits  of  more  concise  reference  than  any  distribution  confined  to  reigns, 
years,  or  terms;  which  must  be  very  disproportionute  and  irregular.  The  mode  of  citing  ancient  Rolls,  by  the 
reign,  year,  membrane,  part,  side,  and  number  (*),  is  singularly  prolix  and  inconvenient ; and  some  bearing 
several  repugnant  numbers,  others  none  at  all,  no  sufficient  objection  appears  against  reducing  them  all  to  the 
general  plan  here  recommended. 

II.  The  Records  being  arranged  and  marked,  tire  next  enquiry  is,  how  to  facilitate  searches  for  them.  As  c*osb  boo»*. 
they  must  relate  to  Persons,  or  Things,  which  last  are  usually  connected  with  some  Place,  they  are  divisible  into  AL 

■personal  and  local.  The  former  include  the  great  mass  of  Law  Pleadings.  To  the  ordinary  proceedings  of  Courts  iUcoet.?. 
of  Justice,  there  is,  in  general,  no  guide  but  the  books  of  Orders,  Pleadings,  &c.  which,  like  a merchant’s  day- 
book, merely  contain  the  miscellaneous  transactions  of  each  day,  without  any  further  Index  than  one  of 
die  titles  of  Causes,  composed  at  the  end  of  the  term  or  year,  and  occupying  the  concluding  pages  of  the  volume. 

This  suffices  tolerably,  while  the  |jroceedings  are  fresh  in  the  recollection  of  the  parties;  but  afterwards  searches 
become  tedious  and  perplexing,  for  want  of  any  Index  incorporating  all  these  occasional  ones,  and  referring  to 
a Ledger  made  from  them,  so  as  to  exhibit  all  the  proceedings  in  each  particular  Cause  in  one  view  (*).  It 
w ould  conduce  to  this  end,  if,  for  want  of  a Plea  Roll,  the  parties  were  obliged  to  endorse  on  the  Declaration 
in  each  Cause  a short  entry  of  each  successive  proceeding,  and  its  date ; which  would  obviate  many  vexatious 
motions  turning  on  disputed  facts  and  dates. 

2.  The  Bill-books  in  Equity  aim  at  uniting  the  Day-book  and  Ledger : There  is  a Book  for  each  year, 
in  which  is  entered,  in  succession  as  it  conics  in,  every  Bill  and  Answer,  under  the  principal  Plaintiff’s  name, 
with  the  names  of  all  the  Parties,  the  Attomies,  and  even  the  subscribing  Counsel,  and  in  Chancery  tiie  six 
Clerks.  Space  proportioned  to  the  probable  exigency  is  then  left,  for  adding  the  dates  of  the  several 
amendments,  replications  and  rejoinders,  and  the  names  of  further  Parties,  Attomies,  &c. ; and  an  Index,  not 
strictly  in  dictionary  order,  of  Plaintiffs’  names,  divided  by  terms,  is  subjoined  in  the  same  volume.  But  the 
nominal  Defendants  being  often  the  principal  and  most  conspicuous  parties,  a general  alphabetical  Index  of 
all  Parties  named  in  the  title  of  each  Cause,  is  still  wanting ; containing,  some  brief  mention  of  the  place  to 
w hich  it  relates,  and  the  principal  scope  of  the  Bill,  such  as  Account,  Injunction,  Foreclosure,  Redemption. 

Specific  execution.  These  particulars  the  Plaintiff  should  be  required  to  subjoin  to  its  title,  that  they  may 
be  transferred  to  the  Bill-book. 

None  of  the'  above-mentioned  Books  convey  the  least  idea  of  the  subject  of  litigation : and  perhaps  no 
adequate  advantage  would  result  from  a more  detailed  account  of  tire  contents  of  such  Records  as  are  merely 
transitory  and  personal  in  their  nature,  and  regard  only  the  transgressions  and  moveable  property  of  individuals. 

But  the  Judgments  and  Decrees  which  may  affect  Lands,  require  more  attention,  and  perhaps  ought  all  to  lie 
registered  in  a General  Reference  Office,  to  save  a multiplicity  of  searches. 

III.  Records  relating  not  merely -to  Persons,  but  Places . including  every  variety  of  permanent  property,  repe„Toi<ii5, 
involve  considerable  complexity,  and  will  therefore  occupy  the  remainder  of  this  Report. 

To  avoid  the  trouble  of  seeking  and  perusing  whole  Records  upon  every  search,  a numerical  Inventory  arid  Rtconu,‘ 
Abstract  of  them  in  regular  order  should  be  made  for  each  Press  and  Compartment,  or  for  the  w hole 
Repository;  containing  the  names  and  descriptions  of  the  Parties  in  each  Record,  the  denominations, 
boundaries  and  quantities  of  Lands  and  Premises,  the  County,  Barony,  and  Parish,  the  consideration,  fine 
or  rent,  the  term  granted,  the  nature  and  date  of  the  instrument,  the  names  of  the  subscribing  witnesses,  and 
tire  substance  of  all  unusual  trusts  or  covenants;  in  a Charter,  Grant,  or  Patent,  the  principal  franchises, 
rights,  or  immunities  conveyed ; in  a Will,  the  principal  devises  and  bequests,  especially  for  public  or 
charitable  uses ; in  a Settlement,  or  other  Trust  Deed,  the  uses,  trusts,  charges,  powers  and  conditions ; in 
any  Judgment,  Statute,  or  Recognizance,  the  sum,  and  the  day  of  its  entry  or  acknowledgement;  and  in  any 
Pleading  or  Decree  affecting  Lands,  tiie  relief  or  remedy  sought  or  obtained.  Now  that  houses  in  towns  are 
numbered,  and  miles  in  the  country  measured,  the  side  of  the  street,  square,  &c.  and  number  of  the 
town-house,  should  be  in  the  Memorial  or  Abstract;  and  the  distance,  N.E.S.  or  West, from  the  next 
market  or  post  town,  would  designate  premises  in  the  country  more  accurately  and  obviously,  than  Baronies, 

or 


(*)  e.  g. — Rotul.  Ann.  32  Hen.  3.  Pars  2.  membran.  15.  numer.  25.  Doreo. — When  several  skins  form  one  Record, 
each  skin  should  be  numbered  as  part  of  the  general  numerical  series;  unless  xhe  Record  compose  a complete  volume, 
in  which  case  it  may  be  paged,  and  have  a particular  Index,  or  Table  of  Contents,  as  most  expedient. 

O Such  a Ledger  might  be  conveniently  divided  into,  a column  for  the  names  of  parties  and  attomies,  divided  by 
short  lines;  secondly,  a space  for  the  successive  proceedings;  and  thirdly,  a column  for  the  date,  the  year  being 
expressed  by  three  figures  only,  the  term  by  the  initial,  and  the  month  by  the  initial  and  next  consonant  or  last  letter. 
In  Chancery,  the  first  column  may  contain  the  parties  named  in  the  title  of  the  Cause,  followed  by  their  six  clerks  and 
•oUcitors;  the  next  space,  the  scope  of  the  bill  and  site  of  the  lands,  wjtli  the  successive  proceedings;  and  another 
column,  the  dates  of  lire  several  amendments,  revivors,  answers,  &c. — bee  Appendix,  ft®*  IV.  & V. 
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or  Parishes,  the  limits  of  which  are  mutable,  and  only  known  in  the  vicinity ; there  being  no  annual 
perambulations  here,  as  in  England.  If  no  Record  were  to  be  received  in  the  proper  Office  without  an 
annexed  Abstract  of  such  essential  particulars,  nothing  would  be  wanting  but  to  copy  these  Abstracts 
successively  in  fit  columns  into  a book,  with  the  letters  and  numbers,  to  complete  the  Repertory 

2.  In  Lodge’s  Books,  the  ruling  is  so  often  entirely  crossed  by  the  writing,  as  to  seem  more  for  show  than 
use  ; some  of  his  five  columns  are  superfluous,  and  four  of  them  are  often  left  totally  vacant  for  whole  pages, 
while  the  remaining  one  contains  nothing  but  a bead-roll  of  insignificant  sub-denominations,  mostly  Irish, 
and  multiplied  by  alias  mis-sj>ellings ; whereas  these  uncouth  lists  might  have  been  rendered  sufficiently 
conspicuous  by  including  them  between  square  [ ] brackets  (6.) 

The  Registry  Acts  seem  to  require  that  these  Townships,  often  not  containing  a single  cabin,  should  all 
be  alphabetically  distributed  in  the  Index ; which  is  exacting  more  than  can  be  well  accomplished : 
accordingly,  when  a Memorial  contains  many  of  them,  which  would  consume  infinite  time  to  interweave  in 
the  General  Index,  and  swell  it  immeasurably,  the  Clerks  usually  content  themselves  with  referring  to  the 
Memorial  only  under  some  of  them,  at  random ; and  if  these,  on  account  of  their  obscurity,  or  their  very 
uncertain  orthography,  happen  not  to  be  known  or  recognized  by  the  Searcher,  he  may  have  no  remaining  clue 
to  the  lands.  This  would  be  remedied,  by  requiring  that  the  affidavit  accompanying  the  Memorial,  should 
specify  which  of  the  denominations,  not  exceeding  three  in  number,  are  most  notorious ; and  these  should  be 
inserted  in  the  Index. 

3.  As  to  the  form  and  distribution  of  the  Repertories,  elephant  folio,  though  somewhat  unwieldy,  allows  massy 
writing,  and  is  most  secure  against  being  occasionally  removed  for  fraudulent  purposes.  It  is  accordingly 
adopted  in  the  Registry  Office,  and  the  leaves  are  parchment ; this,  though  durable,  rather  repels  than  attracts 
ink,  being  seldom  completely  purged  from  grease  ; hence  innumerable  entries  there  are  already  effaced,  especially 
near  the  margin.  It  would  be  better,  and  even  cheaper,  to  have  several  copies  on  strong  medium  or  elephant 
paper ; one  of  which,  remaining  in  the  private  custody  of  the  Officer,  would  serve  us  a check,  and  also  to 
replace  any  entry  obliterated  by  use,  accident  or  design.  If  eacli  volume  of  the  Repertory  contained  exactly 
as  many  Abstracts  as  a corresponding  subdivision  of  tire  Repository  contained  Originals,  which  is  practicable 
in  tire  Registry  Office,  the  same  letters  and  numerals  might  refer  to  both  ; but  still  the  Repertories  should  also 
be  paged,  for  easy  reference,  and  as  a collateral  check ; and  their  backs  should  be  marked  with  the  letters 
characteristic  of  their  respective  classes  and  subdivisions,  as  well  as  with  tire  denominations  of  Records 
abstracted  in  them  respectively,  whether  classified  by  quality,  time,  or  place. 

4.  A column  next  the  outer  margin  might  contain  the  place  and  persons,  or  there  may  be  a separate  column 
for  the  latter  ; the  same  column  or  columns  should  include  a short  indication  of  the  subject-matter,  and  nature 
of  the  instrument ; and  a narrow:  interior  column  would  hold  the  year,  the  letters  of  the  class,  and  subdivision, 
ami  the  number  of  the  Record ; a complete  abstract  of  which  would  occupy  the  remainder  of  the  page.  The 
nature  of  the  instrument  can  in  general  be  sufficiently  designated  by  the  initials  and  last  letters  of  Assignment, 
Bill,  Charter,  Decree,  Ejectment,  Fine,  Grant,  &c.  an  explanatory  table  of  which  might  be  prefixed  to  the 
Volume,  or  posted  in  view.  If  there  be  a book  for  each  Comity,  it  may  be  subdivided  into  portions  for  the 
Baronies,  marked  by  a running  title  at  the  top  of  the  page ; and  then  the  only  description  requisite  for  the 
outer  column,  would  be  for  the  Township  or  sub-denomination  of  the  land,  and  the  Parish  or  next  Town,  with 
a letter  and  figure  for  the  bearing  and  distance.  If  there  be  but  one  book  for  every  County,  that  column  must

(e)  Yet  it  may  perhaps  be  advisable  to  endeavour  to  reduce  the  Records  in  the  Rolls  Office  and  Birmingham  Tower 
to  Mr.  Lodge’s  arrangement,  rather  than  totally  abandon  the  benefit  of  his  meritorious  exertions  during  forty  years,  in 
abstracting  ancient  Records:  many  of  which  are  since  so  defaced  and  mutilated,  that  it  might  now  be  impossible  to 
abstract  their  contents  at  all.  H e,  too,  seems  to  have  availed  himself  of  former  Repertories ; and  it  is  probably  owing  to  an 
old  Repertory  of  the  Records  of  his  Office  being  mislaid  in  the  Parliament  Office,  where  it  has  recently  been  discovered, 
that  many  important  Records,  therein  enumerated,  are  omitted  in  his  work.  His  object,  however,  appears  to  have  beeu 
rather  to  indicate  and  abstract  the  principal  grants,  charters,  patents,  deeds,  See.  than  to  form  a complete  catalogue 
of  them  all;  which  was  so  far  from  his  intention,  that  he  wholly  omits  the  chief  mass  of  Records  in  his  custody,  viz. 
statutes  (private  as  well  as  public)  inquisitions,  equity  pleadings,  depositions,  and  decrees.  His  Index  seems  calculated 
rather  for  his  own  use  than  for  public  inspection  : consisting,  first,  of  an  alphabetical  column  of  names  of  counties  or 
towns,  followed  by  a distinct  column  for  each  reign ; and  the  mere  number  of  the  page  of  the  Repertory  of  Records  of 
that  reign,  where  the  person  or  place  is  mentioned.  So  that  while  several  columns  are  left  nearly  blank,  others  are 
crowded,  sometimes  with  several  hundred  numbers  attached  to  a single  word ; all  which  references  must  perhaps  be 
successively  examined  for  what  is  sought,  there  being  no  leading  indications  of  the  specific  nature  of  the  entries  referred  to. 
Besides  such  an  alphabet  of  names,  and  another  of  places,  his  Index  contains  another  of  things ; in  which  (under  the 
running  titles  of  manors,  abbies,  rectories,  tithes,  glebes,  islands,  loughs,  rivers,  &c.)  there  is  a leading  column  of  counties 
and  towns,  followed  by  like  columns  of  reference  to  the  pages  of  Repertories  of  successive  reigns : so  that  to  look  for  a 
manor  or  vicarage,  it  may  he  necessary  to  try  all  the  references  to  every  one  in  the  whole  county  during  a reign  of  forty  or 
fifty  years.  Different,  but  imperfect  plans,  superfluous  to  detail,  are  pursued  in  distinct  volumes  of  Mr.  Lodge's  MSS. 
containing  the  most  essential  matters  of  record  in  his  custody,  relating  to  Patentee  Officers,  Fairs>  Markets,  and  the 
History  of  Parliament,  and  Borough  Charters. 
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also  contain  the  name  of  the  County  and  Barony.  "Where  the  parties,  townlands,  or  totes,  are  too  numerous 
to  be  distinctly  arranged  in  the  exterior  column  or  columns,  an  8gc.  might  apprize  the  searcher,  that  more  are 
enumerated  in  the  within  Abstract,  or  the  Original.  As  for  sums  in  general,  if  written  in  figures  in  the  Abstract, 
thev  would  sufficiently  catch  the  eye,  without  appropriating  any  columns  for  them,  as  they  are  not  primary 
objects  of  research.* 


IV.  It  must  depend  on  the  quantity  of  materials,  whether  there  shall  be  separate  Catalogues  of  persons, 
places,  counties,  or  particular  classes  of  Records ; or  whether  all  shall  be  incorporated  in  a single  Index.  They 
should  all  specify  the  County,  Barony,  Year,  and  kind  of  Record ; its  number,  class,  and  subdivision,  and  the 
page  of  the  Repertory. 

The  utmost  brevity  being  indispensable,  the  three  first  letters,  or  the  two  first  and  the  last  letter  of  each 
County,  Barony  and  kind  of  Record,  will  suffice,  as  those  who  search  for  Lands  usually  know  enough  of  their 
site,  &c.  to  judge  at  once  whether  those  letters  can  apply.  If  a County  Town  of  the  same  name  he  meant, 
it  may  be  distinguished  by  adding  a dot  or  cross  to  the  two  letters.  As  we  have  no  Records  prior  to  the  year 
one  thousand,  the  first  figure  of  the  year  will  be  superfluous  for  near  two  centuries  hence,  and  should  be 
omitted  : all  the  above  particulars  may  thus  be  compressed  hi  columns,  not  exceeding  half  an  inch  wide. 
Christian  names  may  also  be  sufficiently  expressed  by  their  familiar  abbreviations,  or  three  first  letters.  In 
general,  it  seems  convenient  to  have  one  Index  for  Places , another  for  Persons.  In  the  annexed  Specimen 
of  the  former, f the  first  column  contains  the  chief  denominations  of  the  Lands,  the  second  the  Parish,  or  next 
Town,  with  a letter  for  the  bearing,  and  a number  for  the  computed  distance  ; the  third,  fourth  and  fifth,  the 
letters  for  the  Barony,  County,  and  kind  of  Record.  Then  follow  the  Parties  names,  and  a short  note  of  the 
nature  and  description  of  the  Premises : and  lastly,  four  narrow  columns  include  successively  the  year,  or 
reign,  the  letters  of  the  class  and  subdivision,  the  page  of  the  Repertory,  and  the  number  of  the  Record  and 
its  Abstract.  If  the  Premises  lie  in  a City  or  Town,  the  first  column  contains  the  name  of  the  street,  square, 
&c.  a letter  for  the  side  of  it,  and  the  number  of  the  house ; and  the  second  column,  the  Parish. 

2. — In  the  Personal  Index,  the  parties  may  occupy  the  two  first  columns,  and  the  denomination  and  parish 
or  next  town  take  their  place,  and  the  rest  may  agree ; • but  it  will  be  probably  better  to  have  a general  Voca- 
bulary on  a plan  analogous  to  a numerical  book,  so  as  to  comprehend  all  secondary  parties,  totes,  or  tow  nships, 
or  both ; as  at  present  there  are  no  Calendars  of  the  names  of  the  grantees,  devisees,  or  defendants,  except  for 
judgments,  and  no  complete  one  of  sub-denominations. 

To  avoid  wasting  time  and  space  by  double  references,  this  universal  Index  should  comprise  just  as  many 
circumstances,  and  no  more,  as  would  suffice  to  contra-distinguish  every  other  title  from  that  which  is  sought.  In 
the  specimen,  (Appendix  No.  III.  p.33)  the  surnames,  townships,  streets,  &c.  are  not  only  digested  in  one  alphabet, 
in  the  second  column ; but  numbered  seriatim,  in  the  first  for  mutual  reference.  By  the  aid  of  the  cross  lines, 
the  eye  will  readily  catch  the  decimals  without  their  being  iterated.  Thus,  if  the  column  begin  100,3  under 
the  second  cross  line,  means  123.  In  the  third  column,  the  first  figure  of  the  year  is  omitted  ; a point  in  its 
place  may  stand  for  Michaelmas  Term,  a point  after  the  figure  for  Hilary ; a point  over  them  for  Easter.  The 
fourth  column,  if  the  title  lie  secondary,  contains  three  letters  of  the  Barony  or  Parish,  (the  latter  being  dis- 
tinguished by  a dot) ; if  the  title  be  primary,  those  letters  signify  the  County,  or  (with  a dot)  the  County  Town. 
For  primary  tides,  the  fifth  and  sixth  columns  indicate  the  page  of  the  Repertory,  and  its  characteristic 
letters  of  class,  and  subdivision ; for  secondary  titles,  those  columns  refer  to  the  page,  and  number  of  this 
Index,  where  the  primary  titles  lie.  A dot  in  the  fifth  column  directs  the  search,  to  the  lower  half  of  the  page 
referred  to ; which  may  have  a marginal  dot  in  the  centre,  for  more  precision.  If  the  Records  are  properly 
classed,  the  letters  in  the  sixth  column  will  sufficiently  intimate  the  general  nature  of  the  Record  ; if  they  are 
not,  another  column  for  that  purpose  may  be  subjoined.  The  above  plan  may  be  repeated  twice  or  thrice  in 
the  breadth  of  an  elephant  folio  page,  and  each  division  should  contain  an  equal  and  even  number  of 
articles.  (7) 

3-  V hen  it  is  considered  how-  much  of  the  History  of  Property  and  Pedigrees,  equity  proceedings 
may  illustrate,  and  that  the  mere  pendency  of  them  has  been  deemed  notice  to  all  the  world ; it  seems

, is  manifestly  easier  than  the  mode  adopted  in  the  Registry  Office,  where  a laborious  computation  was  made  of  the 
pro  e recurrence  of  each  name,  and  numerous  volumes  opened  (with  intervals  between  the  names  proportioned  to 
eir  supposec  requency)  which  it  became  necessary  to  transcribe  repeatedly,  to  approximate  exact  arrangement. 
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ArrExmx.  unaccountable  that  no  Repertory  or  Index  of  their  principal  Contents  exists.  It  is  manifest  Unit  it  cannot 

^ be  incorporated  with  tire  Bill  Books  without  prolixity  and  confusion ; and  therefore  the  best  way  of  accoin- 

U«  i>mt<>f  plishing  it  seems  to  be,  that  the  person  filing  a Bill  relating  to  Lands,  Premises,  or  incorporeal  Hereditaments, 

on  Pljusfbr  should,  on  the  same  day,  lodge  in  the  General  Registry  Office  an  Abstract  of  the  nature  and  prayer  of  the 

Indexing  Bill  so  far  as  it  relates  to  them,  with  the  Parties  names  and  the  several  capacities  in  which  they  are  brought 

‘ ' before  the  Court,  and  should  afterwards  register  the  Amendments.  If  this  however  should  seem  too  trouble- 

some with  respect  to  the  Pleadings , there  will  probably  lie  less  doubt  that  the  substance  of  the  Fatal  Decree 
should  be  registered. 

4- — Indexes  of  Ejectments,  Fines  and  Recoveries,  might  be  rendered  much  more  simple  and  satisfactory, 
if  the  troublesome  Fictious  respecting  them  were  abolished.  Important  as  these  latter  Conveyances  are, 
there  is  no  Index  to  them  but  County  Books,  wherein  all  the  Names  of  Persons  levying  or  suffering  them, 
fora  long  period  of  years,  are  arranged,  no  further  alphabetically  than  under  their  Initials,  by  Years  and 
Terms,  opposite  to  Columns  of  Premises ; the  whole  written  in  cramp  Court  Hand ; and  even  of  these 
Books  the  series  is  incomplete,  and  many  Fines  and  Recoveries  omitted.  In  the  Prerogative  Office  the 
Transcript  Books  of  Wills  are  also  sometimes  mutilated,  and  one  strictly  alphabetical  Catalogue  of  them  all 
is  requisite,  in  which  should  be  distinguished  such  as  there  are  only  Transcripts  of,  and  such  as  have  no 
Transcripts,  though  the  Originals  are  preserved. 


It  will  be  readily  conceived,  that  besides  all  the  above  proposed  Books  being  conspicuously  lettered. 
See  on  the  back,  they  should  all  be  paged,  and  have  Running  Titles  of  tire  principal  Class  of  Records  in 
each  Repertory  and  its  characteristic  Letters,  and  of  each  Count)',  City  or  Barony,  in  the  Index,  with  the 
three  first  Letters  of  the  first  and  last  Titles  in  each  page.  Black  Letter  and  Roman  Type  would  be  useful  in 
marking  Divisions  and  Subdivisions;  and  it  would  not  only  save  time  in  searches,  but  save  the  Indexes 
themselves,  if  the  outside  edge  of  the  pages  of  each  Alphabetical  Division  of  a volume  were  coloured 
differently,  and  the  Letter  marked  either  on  a parchment  label  or  in  a niche,  so  that  the  Division  might  be 
found  without  tossing  over  the  leaves.  Each  Index  might  ulso  be  fastened  to  a small  desk  contiguous  to  the 
particular  Records  connected  with  it,  so  that  the  first  difficulty  may  not  be  to  find  the  Index. 

C f Chief  5. — Besides  the  above-mentioned  Catalogues,  which  may  suffice  for  all  ordinary  affairs,  it  would  conduce 

1 lungs.  to  many  historical  and  public  purposes  that  there  should  be  a Digest  of  Remarkable  Things  under  general 
heads,  such  as  Advowsons,  Boroughs,  Commons,  Fairs,  Fisheries,  Franchises,  & c.  and  that  not  merely 
for  each  Office,  but  for  all.  Such  a work  presupposes  a tolerably  complete  Arrangement  of  the  several 
Offices  and  their  Catalogues ; and,  even  then,  would  demand  much  industry,  judgment,  and  erudition.  The 
Index  to  the  last  edition  of  the  Irish  Commons’  Journals,  and  the  Indexes  to  the  Parliamentary  Records,  in 
general,  were  very  properly  Contrived  to  exhibit  their  Contents  rather  in  such  general  masses,  than  to  direct 
individuals  in  searches  for  Property ; and,  being  the  result  of  great  care  and  expense,  seem  proper  models 
for  re-arranging  those  Records. 


With  extreme  diffidence  we  have  risked  this  long  detail,  which  must  be  tedious  or  even  unintelligible  to 
those  who  are  not  accustomed  to  Searches  among  Records.  Upon  so  copious  and  extensive  a subject,  many 
further  topics  for  investigation  must  undoubtedly  remain ; and  we  may  have  been  betrayed  into  hasty  mid 
erroneous  speculations,  for  want  of  adequate  time  and  more  extensive  experience. 

All  such  mistakes  will  eventually  be  rectified  in  the  progress  of  the  Record  Commission : and  we  shall  there- 
fore conclude  this  imperfect  sketch,  with  Plans  illustrative  of  the  proposed  forms  of  the  Repertory  and  Indexes ; 
in  which  the  Board  will  please  to  observe,  that  we  have  aimed  at  the  simplest  construction,  as  most  likely 
to  be  permanently  pursued  and  universally  understood.

"XXI  I'.,  the  Commissioners  constituted  and  appointed  by  Ills  Majesty's  Royal  Commission,  bearing  date  the 
’ " 30th  day  of  August  1810,  for  carrying  into  execution  the  Measures  recommended  in  the  humble 
Address  of  the  House  of  Commons  to  His  Majesty,  with  respect  to  the  State  of  the  Public  Records  of  Ireland , 
and  the  necessity  of  providing  for  the  better  arrangement,  preservation,  and  more  convenient  use  of  the  same ; 
whereby,  We,  the  said  Commissioners,  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  nominate  and  appoint  from  time  to 
time,  Persons  of  ability,  care  and  diligence,  to  act  as  Secretary,  and  Sub-Commissioners,  to  be  employed  in 
methodizing,  regulating  and  digesting  the  Records,  Rolls,  Instruments,  Books  and  Papers,  in  His  Majesty's 
several  Offices  : and  in  causing  such  of  the  said  Records  as  are  decayed,  and  in  danger  of  being  destroyed,  to 
be  bound  and  secured  ; and  in  making  exact  Calendars  and  Indexes  thereof;  and  in  superintending  the  printing

Report  of  Observations,  by  Sob-Commissioners  and  Secretary. 


To  His  Majesty's  Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records  of  Ireland. 

WE,  the  Sub-Commissioners  and  Secretary  to  This  Honourable  Board,  who,  by  an  Order  dated 
30th  January  1812,  were  directed  to  prepare  a Draft  of  the  Annual  Report,  and  Appendixes,  from 
The  Board  to  His  Royal  Highness  The  Prince  Regent,  and  to  consolidate  the  whole  of  the  Returns 
delivered  in  to  The  Board,  arranging  them  according  to  the  order  set  forth  in  the  List  of  Record  Repositories, 
and  to  frame  the  whole  after  the  manner  of  the  Report  of  the  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons 
of  England , in  the  year  1800;  and  also  to  form  an  Analysis,  and  Alphabetical  Index,  to  the  said 
Returns,  agreeably  to  the  said  Repprt  of  the  said  Select  Committee ; and,  to  have  prepared,  under  our 
inspection,  jfac  & miilec  of  some  of  the  most  ancient  and  valuable  Irish  Records,  for  the  purpose  of  being 
annexed  to  said  Annual  Report beg  leave  to  state  to  This  honourable  Board,  That  we,  having,  pursuant  to 
the  above  Order,  prepared  a Draft  of  the  said  Annual  Report,  which  was  laid  before  The  Board  on  the 
16th  of  March  last,  do  now  present  to  Them,  a Supplement  thereto ; in  which  we  have  consolidated  the 
several  Returns  delivered  in  to  The  Board  by  the  several^  Keepers  of  Record  Repositories,  arranged  according 
to  the  Order  set  forth  in  the  List  of  Record  Repositories;  and  have  framed  the  whole  alter  the  manner 
of  the  Report  of  the  Select  Committee  of  the  English  House  of  Commons  in  the  year  1800  ; preserving  the 
words,  and  order,  in  which  each  Return  has  been  respectively  made,  unless  in  some  few  instances,  in  which, 
to  avoid  repetition,  the  Returns  of  Officers  in  the  same  department,  and  being  of  the  same  import,  have 
been  consolidated ; or  where  the  Custos  Rotulorum,  or  Assistant  Barrister,  having  in  his  Return  but  copied 
or  referred  to  that  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  made  it  superfluous  to  insert  them  both. 

To  these  Returns,  so  consolidated,  we  have  annexed  the  Secretary’s  1st  and  2d  General  Reports,  together 
with  the  Documents  therein  referred  to,  as  they  (in  addition  to  their  other  Contents)  observe  at  length 
upon  the  Returns,  which  had  been  delivered  in  to  The  Board,  at  the  times  that  each  Report  respectively 
bears  date. 

"We  have  also,  pursuant  to  the  above  Order,  framed  an  Alphabetical  Index  to  all  tlie  Returns ; in  forming 
which,  we  have  implicitly  followed  the  plan  of  the  Alphabetical  Index,  annexed  to  the  Report  of  the  Select 
Committee  of  the  English  House  of  Commons ; unless,  in  some  instances,  referring  to  a head  instead  of 
repeating  the  matter  under  it,  and  adding  a few  more  cross  references,  may  be  deemed  deviations ; which 
additional  references,  although  they  may  be  more  than  is  necessary  for  the  direction  of  those  who  are  well 
acquainted  with  the  subject  treated  on,  may  yet,  it  is  hoped,  appear  calculated  to  meet  the  less  artificial 
inquiries  of  uninformed  persons,  for  whose  assistance  they  are  principally  intended. 

The  Analytical  Index,  mentioned  in  the  Order  of  the  30th  January,  having  been  since  dispensed  with, 
none  such,  of  course,  has  been  formed.  This  omission,  however,  cun  be  but  little  felt,  as  the  want  of  it  is 
in  a great  measure  supplied  by  the  Tabular  Digest,  affixed  to  the  Secretary’s  Second  General  Report 
above-mentioned.

We  have,  lastly,  in  obedience  to  the  same  Order,  prepared  some  j^at  SnmileS  of  Articles  selected  from 
amongst  our  most  ancient  and  valuable  Records;  which  have  been  all  attentively  compared  with  the 
Originals  *,  and  which  we  beg  leave  to  submit  for  the  inspection  of  The  Board. 

In  the  selection  of  these,  we  have  endeavoured  to  exhibit  the  different  varieties  of  Hand-writings  to  be 
found  in  the  Irish  Records.  And  as  so  many  Specimens  of  the  ancient  Court-hand  writing  have  been  already 
annexed  to  the  English  Report,  we  have  given  the  greater  attention  to  the  more  modem  current  hands  of 
the  16th  and  17th  centuries:  a knowledge  of  these,  from  their  general  and  extensive  adoption,  appearing 
particularly  usetul ; and,  from  the  frequent  anomalies  and  irregularity  of  their  penmanship,  the  most  difficult  of 
any  to  be  attained.  As  a secondary  object,  we  have,  for  the  most  part,  selected  subjects  that  are  curious  j'  in 
their  nature  ; and  have  taken  them  from  Charters,  Rolls,  and  Books  of  various  ages,  and  which  are  deposited 
in  different  Repositories. 


To  the  hole,  we  have  annexed  the  various  Plans,  directed  by  the  said  Order  of  30th  January,  which  have 
been  prepared  by  Mr.  Johnson,  the  Architect  and  Inspector  of  Civil  Buildings ; regretting,  that  we  have  not  been 
able  to  add  the  Report  of  the  principal  Officers  of  The  Four  Courts,  which  has  not  been  yet  completed.

HAVING,  in  discharge  of  these  duties,  necessarily  {raid  particular  attention  to  the  Contents  of  the 
lletums,  we  hope  we  shall  not  lie  considered  to  haVe  gone  beyond  our  Instructions,  when  we  presume  to 
submit  a few  short  and  general  Remarks,  suggested  by  them,  and' which  appear  to  us  uot  entirely  unconnected 
with  the  objects  of  the  Commission. 

TH  E first  general  Observation  that  impresses  itself,  is,  the  great  and  valuable  body  of  Information  contained 
in  this  Collection,  whether  considered  in  relation  to  the  Property,  the  Laws,  or  the  History  of  the  Country ; 
information,  which  has  never  been  hitherto  laid  before  the  Public  in  any  shape  whatsoever. 

These  Returns  form  also  an  useful  document  in  an  official  point  of  view,  and  may,  in  time,  be  beneficially 
resorted  to,  for  the  purpose  of  checking  the  contents  of  public  Repositories ; and  thus  prevent  the  injury  and 
destruction  of  the  Records,  or  be  the  means  of  detecting  such  abuses,  if  they  should  hereafter  occur.  The  present

I ministers  in  oar  High  Court  of  Chancery,  Court  of  Chief  Place,  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  Court  of 
Exchequer,  Prerogative  Court,  Bermyngham's Tower,  anil  in  all  other  Courts  of  Record  Offices  and  Places  in  that  our 
Kiugdome  of  Ireland,  not  only  to  take  an  exact  Survav  or  View  of  ail  our  Records,  Books,  Papers,  Muniments  and 
Writings  in  their  respective  Offices,  or  within  their  Custody  or  keening  respectively,  and  to  put  them  in  such  an  intelligible 
good  order  and  method,  that  tire  same  may  be  easily  come  by,  ana  carefully  to  In  ventary.  Index,  and  Alphabett  the  same 
and  the  particulars  therein,  So  as  wee  or  such  as  wee  shall  employ  may  from  time  to  time  as  there  shall  be  occasion, 
receive  a speedy  and  exact  account  of  any  particulars  relating  to  any  persons  Lands  or  other  things  in  their  respective

“ Your  Committee  also  visited  and  inspected  the  several  Offices  belonging  to  the  Courts  of  King’s  Bench,  Common  Pleas, 
and  Exchequer,  and  other  Courts,  wherein  are  severally  lodged  the  Records  of  Outlawries  and  Attainders,  and  particularly 
the  Outlawries  and  Attainders  of  such  Papists  as  were  attainted  on  account  of  the  Rebellions  1111641  and  1688;  the 
several  Records  of  Judgments,  lones  und  Recoveries;  the  several  Returns  of  Inquisitions,  wherein  are  found  the  Estates 
of  outlawed  and  attainted  Persons;  the  several  Pleadings,  Depositions,  aud  Decrees  of  the  Court  of  Exchequer,  and  several 
other  useful  and  valuable  Records  of  the  utmost  consequence,  on  the  preservation  of  which  the  peace  and  safety  of  this 
Kingdom  does  in  a great  measure  depend. 

“ Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  observe,  that  the  Rolls  Office  and  the  Records  therein  are  kept  in  the  King’s-Tnns,  ail  old 
ruinous  and  decayed  building;  and  other  offices  arc  kept  in  the  private  houses  of  the  several  and  respective  Officers,  or  in 
houses  hired  by  them  for  that  purpose,  which  houses  are  dispersed  through  this  city  in  places  very  remote  aud  distant 
from  each  other,  which  is  very  inconvenient  to  the  suitors,  and  arc  mostly  built  iu  narrow  streets  and  close  lanes,  daily 
subject  to  the  casualties  of  fire,  and  very  difficult  of  access  for  men  with  engines  to  work  in,  iu  case  a fire  should  break  out 
in  any  of  the  said  offices,  or  in  any  of  the  houses  in  die  neighbourhood  of  them,  by  which  die  said  Records  must  he 
destroyed,  or  be  iu  great  danger  of  being  lost  in  the  hurry  of  a hasty  removal  of  diein  ; which,  should  it  happen,  would 
throw  the  people  of  this  kingdom  into  the  utmost  confusion  and  distraction,  by  losing  the  proper  evidences  of  their 
tenures,  and  of  their  tides  to  their  estates,  which  must  inevitably  involve  them  in  tedious  and  expensive  law-suits.  All 
which  Your  Committee  having  carefully  examined  and  observed,  have  come  to  the  following  Resolution  j”

The  next  Remark,  suggested  by  those  Returns,  relates  to  a matter  which  is  much  to  be  regretted,  namely,  H. 
the  numerous  chasms,  which,  from  a perusal  of  the  Returns,  will  be  found  to  exist  in  most  of  the  Records,  as  Report 

well  those  of  the  utmost  importance,  as  those  of  inferior  value.  To  corroborate  this,  we  refer  to  the  Returns  ow.tioni, 
which  have  been  made  from  the  Rolls  Office ; by  which  it  appears  that  the  Statute  Rolls  in  that  Repository  &c. 

only  commence  in  the  5th  year  of  Henry  the  Sixth,  and  that  there  is  not  to  be  found  in  it  any  Act  (although  ' 
some  earlier  ones  are  in  print)  of  a date  prior  to  that  reign.  It  is  hoped  that  it  will  not  be  deemed 
irrelevant  to  state  here,  that  the  Sub-Commissioners  on  the  Rolls  Office  in  their  Return  mention  a fact 
(which  has  also  come  to  our  individual  knowledge)  and  which  may  serve  partially  to  account  for  the  chasms 
here  noticed,  and  may  also  alford  the  Board  some  light,  whereby  they  may  be  enabled  to  trace,  at  least,  one 
of  those  early  Rolls  that  are  missing : we  allude  to  an  entry,  which  is  to  be  found  in  one  of  the  Catalogues 
in  the  Rolls  Office,  written  about  the  time  of  James  the  First,  in  the  following  words:  “ 13th  Edward  Third, 

A Parliament  Roll  in  my  Lord  Primate’s  hands.”  This  entry  appears  to  have  been  made  at  the  same  time 
with  a general  list  of  the  Rolls  in  the  Office,  and  proves  that  this  Roll  was  considered  to  be  a Record 
belonging  to  that  Repository. 

The  earliest  Patent  Roll  in  the  same  Office,  is  stated  by  the  Sub-Commissioners  to  be  one  made  up  of 
enrolments  from  1 1 tli  Edward  the  First,  to  the  end  of  that  reign,  and  of  part  of  a Roll  from  the  gth  year 
of  Edward  the  Second,  to  the  1 ith  of  his  reign.  This  Roll,  which  the  Sub-Commissioners  ascertain  to  be 
of  the  dates  alwve  mentioned,  is  l»etter  known  by  the  /title  *,  Antiquissim®  Liter®  Patentes,  and  is  ona 
w hich  Mr.  Lodge  has  entered  in  his  list  as  a Roll  of  Edward  Third.  The  Deputy  Keeper  of  this  Repository 
has  returned  only  one  Close  Roll,  viz.  thut  of  12th  and  13th  Charles  the  First:  but  this  the  Sub-Commis- 
sioners on  the  Rolls  correct  in  their  Return,  in  which  they  state  that  there  are  many  of  an  earlier  period, 
viz.  20th  Edward  Second,  1st  and  4U1  Richard  Second,  ist  Henry  Fourth,  5th,  6th,  14th,  19th,  and  20th 
Henry  Sixth,  19th  Edward  Fourth,  9th  Henry  Seventh,  5th  Edward  Sixth,  and  12th  & 15th  Elizabeth. 

The  Returns,  both  from  the  Deputy  Keeper  of  the  Rolls,  and  of  the  Sub-Commissioners,  equally  confirm 
our  statement  of  the  various  chasms  that  exist  in  the  most  valuable  species  of  our  Public  Records ; while  the  new 
discoveries  arising  from  every  repeated  search,  and  the  great  additions  made,  as  we  have  seen  by  the  present 
Keepers  of  the  several  Repositories,  to  the  Returns  given  in  by  their  predecessors,  are  calculated  to  encou- 
rage a hope  that  even  the  chasms  which  still  appear  may  be  hereafter  in  part  filled  up.  In  Birmingham 
Tower,  there  are  also  many  material  deficiencies,  the  Pipe,  Plea,  Patent,  and  Close  Rolls,  being  none  of  them 
in  a regular  series.  In  the  Records  of  the  Auditor  General’s  Office,  the  chasms  are  also  glaring ; as  they 
are  in  those  of  many  other  Repositories  which  contain  Records  of  great  national  importance.  But  it  would  be 
foreign  from  our  object,  and  would  incumber  the  Board  with  an  unnecessary  detail,  wefe  we  to  do  more 
than  generally  to  point  their  attention  to  this  part  of  the  subject,  which  should  not  he  concluded  without 
stating,  that  the  Records  of  the  Chief  Remembrancer’s  Office  are,  comparatively  speaking,  complete ; and 
that  those  valuable  collections,  originally  called  “The  Memoranda  Rolls,”  are  in  nearly  a regular  series  from  the 
reign  of  Edward  the  First 

Upon  the  whole,  considering  the  manner  in  which,  for  a long  time,  the  Records  have  been  circumstanced, 
and  the  neglect  which  at  several  periods  they  have  experienced,  it  is  less  surprising  that  so  many  have  been  lost

And  it  is  also  matter  of 
further  satisfaction,  that  so  many  valuable  documents  relating  to  Ireland,  and  particularly  State  Papers,  are 
to  be  found  in  different  Repositories  in  England ; as,  for  instance,  the  State  Paper  Office,  Receipt  of  the 
Exchequer,  the  Tower,  Rolls  Chapel,  British  Museum,  the  Lambeth,  and  Bodleian  Libraries,  &c. 

We  shall  close  our  Remarks  upon  this  head,  by  observing,  that  though  no  Office  contains  a collection  of 
State  Papers  exclusively;  yet  it  appears  from  these  Returns,  that  many  and  very  important  documents  of  that 
description  are  to  be  found  scattered  through  our  several  Repositories. 

For  the  state  of  the  Records  of  a more  limited  and  local  nature,  than  those  we  have  remarked  upon,  we  beg 
leave  to  refer  to  the  Secretary's  First  General  Report,  in  which  they  are  pointed  out ; contenting  ourselves  with 
observing,  that  the  great  and  serious  chasms,  which  are  stated  to  exist  in  those  in  the  custody  of  the  Clerks  of 
the  Crown,  Clerks  of  the  Peace,  the  Diocesan  Registers,  and  other  Officers  who  have  the  care  of  Records  of  a 
local  description  (as  specified  in  their  several  Returns)  appear  generally  to  have  arisen  from  these  Records 
having  been,  In  most  instances,  kept  in  private  buildings*,  by  which  means  they  have  been  liable,  not  only  to 
the  casualties  of  fire  and  damp,  but  have  also  been  affected  by  the  various  circumstances  in  which  the  Officer 
intrusted  with  them  may  have  been  placed.  In  one  instance,  tire  Records  of  a county  have  been  thrown  out 
of  the  dwelling  of  a late  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  in  a heap,  by  his  landlord,  and  so  received  by  his  successor  f-  In 
another,  tire  Officer  mentions  that  Records  are  in  possession  of  a person  who  purchased  them  among  some 
manuscripts  of  his  late  Guardian  \ during  his  minority ; while  in  others,  the  Officers  state  that  they  never 
received  any  Records  from  their  predecessors. 

While  on  this  part  of  the  subject,  wc  beg  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  great  deficiencies  to 
be  found  in  die  Records  of  the  Examiners  of  the  Exchequer ; and  which  appear  to  have  arisen  from  tire  same 
cause  as  the  chasms  last  adverted  to.  Each  Baron  has  an  Examiner,  who  keeps  dre  Depositions  taken  before 
him  in  his  private  house ; and,  on  any  change  on  the  Bench,  the  Examiner  b of  course  changed,  and  the 
Depositions  taken  before  him,  not  having  been  lodged  in  any  public  building,  have  but  in  very  few  cases 
afterwards  been  forthcoming. 

In  addition  to  die  various  hazards  to  which  Records  are  exposed,  from  the  buildings  in  which  diey  are  kept 
being  private  property,  we  take  the  liberty  of  pointing  out  to  The  Board,  that  the  same  person  being  Clerk  of 
the  Crown  for  a great  many  Counties  at  the  same  time,  is  a circumstance  which,  in  some  instances,  militates 
against  the  security  of  the  Records ; it  being  a necessary  consequence,  that  the  Records  of  some  of  die 
Counties  of  which  such  person  is  Clerk  of  the  Crown,  must  be  removed  out  of  the  County  to  which  they 
may  belong,  into  that  in  which  he  shall  happen  to  reside ; or,  if  left  in  die  respective  places  to  which  they  may 
belong,  the  Records  of  some  of  the  Counties  must  be  deprived  of  the  superintendence  and  care  of  the 
Officer. 

We  shall  conclude  these  Remarks,  by  observing,  that  in  scarcely  any  instance  where  the  Records  are 
numerous,  lias  the  Officer  stated  that  he  possessed  perfect  Calendars  or  Indexes,  but  on  the  contrary,  in  many 
cases,  the  Keepers  of  Repositories  mention  that  they  have  not  any ; and  in  some  of  these  instances  they 
state,  that  Calendars  or  Indexes  would  be  useless  to  Records  confessedly  of  the  highest  value ; while  in  others 
they  regret  die  defect,  although  no  steps  have  been  taken  to  remedy  it. 

These  few  Observations  we  have  thought  it  our  duty  to  make  to  The  Board ; and  beg  leave  to  add,  that  in 
ail  respects  we  have  endeavoured  to  execute  the  trust  committed  to  us  by  their  Order  of  the  30th  of 
January,  to  the  best  of  our  ability  and  judgment.

Three  large  Closets  full  of  Papers,  thrown  together  in  a mass,  which  appear  to  he  original  Letters  and 
Correspondence.  These  last  it  is  impossible  to  state  precisely  what  they  are,  as  they  have  been  tin-own  into  the 
Closet  at  a hole  over  the  door,  which  cannot  be  ripened  without  being  enveloped  in  dust  and  dirt.

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ArPEKDix.  To  2<1  Quere. — The  Building  is  situated  in  Dublin  Castle,  and  is  public  property.  The  condition  of  the 
^ " Building  and  the  Presses  are  good  as  to  the  convenience,  but  it  is  not  fire-proof. 

R'™\«riain  To  3d  Quere.— The  Pipe  Rolls  are  in  general  in  good  preservation;  the  Patent  and  Plea  Rolls  are  very 

, . much  injured  by  damp,  but  they  are  in  general  legible.  Some  of  the  two  latter  descriptions  were  destroyed 

by  a fire  which  happened  about  30  or  40  years  ago  ; the  remains  of  some  of  these  are  still  in  a Closet  in  the 
Tower,  on  which  is  inscribed  “ Burnt  Lumps.” 

4th  Quere. — There  is  no  Index  whatever  to  any  part  of  the  Rolls;  but  There  are  two  Volumes  of  a kind  of 
Repertorium,  referring  to  the  Patent  Rolls,  and  to  the  Plea  Rolls,  of  the  reigns  of  Henry  the  IIP, 
Edward  the  1“  and  IId.  To  the  other  part  of  the  Plea  Rolls,  or  to  those  of  the  Pipe,  there  is  no  kind  of 
reference  whatever. 

The  above-mentioned  two  volumes  appear  to  be  merely  a draft  of  a Repertorium  intended  to  have  been 
made,  but  which  did  not  proceed  farther  than  as  before  mentioned.  We  know  of  no  Catalogues  or  Indexes 
to  any  of  the  above  Rolls  existing  elsewhere,  except  Mr.  Lodge's  Index  to  the  Patent  Rolls  in  the  Secretary’s 
Office. 

The  two  Deputy  Keepers  are  the  only  persons  who  have  access  to  the  Records,  whose  duty  it  is  to  make 
the  searches,  and  return  them  to  their  proper  places  after  every  search. 

The  Salary  of  the  two  Deputies  is  1 2.  12 s.  o d.  per  annum;  and  the  Fee  for  a search  is  two  Guineas, 
which  seldom  exceeds  two  or  three  in  a year ; this  is  not  owing  to  the  absence  of  important  matter  iu  the 
Records,  but  to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  it  for  want  of  Indexes. 

Nothing  material  has  occurred  in  this  Office,  since  the  last  Parliamentary  Inquiry.

In  the  present  state  of  the  Parliamentary  Records,  and  they  being  so  very  numerous,  it  is  impossible  to 
give  a more  full  and  distinct  answer  than  the  foregoing,  without  devoting  much  time  for  that  purpose. — The 
arranging  and  indexing  of  the  Records  will  afford  all  the  information  required,  without  devoting  any  time  for  the 
particular  purpose  of  obtaining  such. 

(2.) — -The  Records  are  in  rooms  in  the  house  No.  35  Anglesea-street,  partly  occupied  by  the  Board  of  Works. 
The  house  is  insecure;  but  not  much  more  so  than  most  private,  houses ; audit  has  been  determined  on  by 
Government,  and  attended  to  by  the  Board  of  Works,  that,  as  soon  as  there  can  be  a proper  place  got  for  the 
said  Board  to  meet  in,  the  entire  of  the  house,  No.  35  Anglesea-street,  is  to  be  given  up  for  the  keeping  of 
the  Records : by  which  means  there  will  be  sufficient  room  for  making  arrangements  and  forming  Indexes,  as 
also  for  a Resident  in  charge  of  the  keys  to  keep  the  rooms  clean  and  aired,  and  give  alarm  in  case  of  fire ; 
for  which  pin-poses  of  preservation,  there  was  not  any  person  appointed  since  the  Records  were  removed  from 
the  Parliament  House;  and  the  Records  have  as  yet  escaped  from  fire,  and  in  general  are  in  good  preservation; 
Revend  have  been  materially  injured  by  remaining  deposited  in  rooms  for  eight  years,  without  cleaning  or 
airing : the  house  is  rented  by  Government. 

(3.) — The  Records  of  the  House  of  Lords  were  thrown  into  great  confusion,  when  removing  from  the 
Parliament  House,  because  neither  the  Keeper  of  the  Records,  nor  the  Officer  then  immediately  in  charge  of 
them,  got  notice  to  superintend  their  removal;  but  they  have  been  since  in  some  degree  arranged,  and  the 
greater  part  of  them  sorted  into  Boxes. 

Those  of  the  House  of  Commons  were  moved  in  a tolerable  degree  of  order,  though  they  were  also  moved 
without  the  proper  superintendence  as  above. 

(4) — There  arc  Schedules  to  part  of  the  Records  of  the  House  of  Commons,  but  not  at  all  of  such  a nature 
as  to  answer  for  a general  Index ; as  most  of  them  were  formed  for  Office-use  in  the  routine  of  Sessional 
business.  There  are  not  any  Catalogues,  Calendars,  Schedules,  or  Repertories,  or  any  Indexes,  to  the  Records 
of  the  House  of  Lords,  except  the  Journals  of  that  House. 

A General  Index  to  all  the  Records  of  both  Houses  will  be  of  the  greatest  utility,  as  the  Records  can  be 
resorted  to  with  facility ; whereas  heretofore  from  the , length  of  time,  and  the  labour  attending  searches,  and 
the  charge  in  proportion,  individuals  have  been  deterred  from  referring  to  them. 

The  assiduous  attention  of  two  persons,  with  the  occasional  help  of  a third,  as  also  ,tlie  occasional  attendance 
of  a Porter  (the  Porter  only  for  the  first  four  months  lifting  and  cleaning  die  Records)  would  be  necessary 
for  3 years,  to  arrange  the  entire,  and  make  a General  Index  thereto. 

(5-) — Messrs.  Thomas  Taylor  and  Theobald  R4  O’Flaherty,  have  been  appointed  joint  Deputies  by 
Edward  Cooke,  Esquire,  for  the  custody  of  the  Records : and  approved  of  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant. 

The  Deputies  are  not  allowed  any  Salary  by  Government. 

There  are  not  any  fixed  hours  of  attendance ; but,  were  die  Records  properly  arranged,  and  in  a place  with 
suitable  accommodation,  (sufficient  rooms  kept  cleaned  and  aired)  regular  hours  of  attendance  would  be 
established.  At  present  the  charge  made  for  any  Search  is  in  proportion  to  the  time  and  labour  it  may 
require. 

The  Fee  for  an  ordinary  Search  is  5.?.  British,  and  for  an  attested  copy  1 s.  for  each  office  sheet,  and  2 s. 
attesting  the  copy.  Attendance  with  a Record  in  evidence,  one  guinea  per  day. 

The  average  of  die  entire  Fees  for  the  three  3-ears  ending  the  18th  day  of  September  lSio,  amounts  to 
,£.1.  qs.  od. : There  has  not  been  any  Fee  received  since. 

Mr.  O' Flaherty  has  been  in  possession  of  the  key  of  die  rooms  where  the  Records  are  lodged,  and  attended 
whenever  a Search  was  required  ; as  also  to  give  out  sets  of  the  Irish  Statutes  and  Journals  to  Peers,  Members 
of  Parliament,  and  public  Officers  entitled  thereto. 

(7-) — Indie  last  diree  years  and  a half  there  have  been  made  six  searches,  one  attested  copy,  and  two  or 
three  unattested  copies. 

(8.) — 
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(8.) — No  alteration  lias  taken  place  in  the  contents  of  the  Office  since  the  period  mentioned,  but  that  the  Amebdix. 
Records  have  been  in  some  degree  sorted,  and  the  greater  part  of  them  arranged  in  boxes ; and  such  of  them 
as  were  in  the  upper  part  of  said  House  have  been  brought  down  to  the  room  below ; because  some  of  the  Parlia- 
wiills,  and  part  of  the  floors  above,  (notwithstanding  several  props)  were  giving  way.  'Record 

These  arrangements  were  made  at  the  expense  of  the  Keeper  of  the  Records  (excepting  the  expense  of  the  °ffice- 
boxes  which  was  defrayed  by  Government;)  and  further  arrangements  would  have  been  made,  if  a sufficient  v ' 

number  of  boxes  could  have  been  got,  and  proper  accommodation  for  persons  to  attend. 

(9.) — In  addition  to  the  exjiectcd  accommodation  in  respect  to  room  and  care,  herein  before  mentioned,  it 
would  be  necessary  to  have  boxes  made  lor  the  remainder  of  the  Records,  and  then  they  may  be  considered 
to  be  in  as  great  a state  of  safety  as  they  can  be,  till  a Public  Building  is  provided  for  their  reception,  fire 
and  water  proof ; and  also  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  an  order  for  such  complement  of  Stationary,  as  the 
indexing  would  require.

ANSWERS  to  the  QUERIES,  put  by  The  Right  Honourable  the  Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records 
in  Ireland  to  the  Public  Register  of  Deeds,  Wills,  and  so  forth. 

8. 

ltfgislry 

(1.) — IN  the  custody  of  the  Public  Register  of  Deeds,  Wills,  and  so  forth,  or  his  Deputy  or  Deputies,  are  all  Deeds, 
original  Memorials  of  Deeds,  Wills,  and  other  instruments  registered  in  the  Register's  Office;  full  copies  of  said  ‘ • 

Memorials  entered  hi  parchment  books,  and  alphabetical  calendars,  as  well  of  the  Parties’  Names,  as  of  the 
Denominations  of  Lands  comprised  in  said  Memorials,  from  the  first  establishment  of  the  Office  in  1 708,  to  the 
present  day.  In  the  series  of  these  Records,  &c.  there  is  not  any  chasm;  the  number  of  Files  of  original 
Memorials,  as  also  of  the  hooks  of  Entries  and  Calendars,  being  complete.  But  both  one  and  the  other  have 
suffered  some  individual  injuries,  by  reason  of  the  accidents  to  which  from  time  to  time  they  have  been  subject, 
since  the  year  1 708.  Within  the  memory  of  the  present  Officers,  two  accidental  fires  broke  out  in  buildings 
contiguous,  (but  not  belonging  to  the  Register’s  Office,)  during  the  time  it  was  kept  in  the  lower  Castle  Yard  ; 
which  necessarily  had  the  effect  of  exposing  its  contents  to  the  casualties  likely  to  occur  on  such  occasions. 

(2.) — The  said  Records,  See.  are  lodged  in  part  of  a ground  floor  of  one  of  the  public  buildings  attached  to  the 
Four  Courts,  on  the  King's-Inns  Quay.  They  are  here  well  secured  from  accidental  fire ; from  malicious 
mischief,  they  arc  not  perfectly  so,  inasmuch  as  the  windows  of  the  apartments  in  which  they  are  lodged  open 
upon  premises  not  in  the  power  of  the  Officers ; and,  since  their  removal  from  the  lower  Castle  Yard,  they  are 
unprotected  by  any  military  guard  whatever,  which  is  a matter  deserving  serious  consideration.  With  respect 
to  die  accommodation  possessed  by  the  Office  in  tliis  building,  I consider  it  by  no  means  adequate  to  the 
extent  of  its  establishment ; and  from  the  progressive  increase  of  its  contents,  it  must  soon  experience  great 
inconvenience  from  want  of  room. 

(3.) — The  said  Records,  See.  are,  generally  speaking,  in  a state  of  good  preservation,  with  the  exceptions  stated 
in  the  answer  to  the  first  Quere,  as  also  of  the  Calendars,  and  principally  those  of  the  denominations  of  Lands, 
which  in  many  places  are  much  injured  by  obliterations  arising  from  time  and  use,  whereby  some  parts  of  the 
same  are  rendered  almost,  mid  others  totally  illegible.  The  original  Memorials  are  arranged  in  Files  of  300 
each,  in  numerical  order,  according  to  the  respective  dates  of  their  registry.  The  parclunenl  books,  containing 
copies  of  them,  - arc  arranged  in  numerical  order.  The  Calendars  of  Parties’  Names  are  arranged,  from  the  year 
1708  to  the  year  1783,  in  simple  alphabetical  order,  and  from  the  year  1785  to  the  present  day,  in  dictionary 
order.  The  Calendars  of  Denominations  of  Lands  are  arranged  in  alphabetical  order,  according  to  the  counties, 
cities,  and  corporate  towns  in  which  the  Lands  respectively  lie. 

(4.) — The  Calendars  of  Parties’  Names  and  Denominations  of  Land  are,  in  themselves,  general  Catalogues  or 
Repertories,  as  well  of  the  original  Memorials,  as  of  the  books  into  which  they  are  copied.  There  are  no  oilier 
particular  Indexes  to  each  sort  These  Calendars  are  generally  kept  complete  to  within  a short  period  of  the 
current  day,  and  are  continually  advancing  to  completion,  in  the  progressive  course  of  official  business.  But 
there  is  one  serious  defect,  to  which  die  Calendars  of  Purties'  Names,  from  the  establishment  of  the  Office  to 
the  year  1785,  is  subject;  namely,  their  having  been,  previously  to  that  period,  kept  merely  in  alphabetical 
order,  according  to  the  dates  of  their  entries,  without  reference  to  any  other  classification.  This  deiefct  is  more 
particularly  detailed  in  my  Memorial  upon  that  subject,  submitted  to  His  Grace  the  Lord  Lieutenant  in 
January  1809,  and  to  which  I beg  leave  to  refer.  In  the  important  work  mentioned  in  my  said  Memorial, 
this  defect  is  so  completely  cured,  as  to  render  it  an  invaluable  substitute  for  the  public  Calendars  previous  to 

the 
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■AppEsms.  tlie  year  1 78.5.  This  work  is  now  in  my  possession,  as  executor  to  my  father:  and,  having  been  appointed 
g Deputy  Register  on  his  death,  I have  since  continued  to  accommodate  the  Public  with  the  use  of  it.  In  my 
f°r  Amoral,  ^ have  stated  my  willingness  to  transfer  all  private  right  thereto  on  fair  and  equitable  terms. 

(5.) — The  general  custody  of  the  Records,  See.  is  in  the  Deputy,  under  whose  key  they  arc  all  (with  occasional 
exceptions)  locked,  on  dosing  the  Office  each  day ; but  from  the  opening  to  the  closing  of  the  Office  each  day, 
namely,  between  the  hours  of  ten  and  four,  their  custody  and  arrangement  under  the  Deputy’s  superintendence 
are,  from  time  to  time,  as  occasion  requires,  committed  to  the  several  Clerks  employed  in  their  respective 
branches,  who  are  charged  with  the  care  of  all  sudi  as  they  are  employed  about  at  the  time.  These  Clerks  are 
oil  paid  by  the  Register,  and  therefore  have  no  anuual  salary,  allowances  or  emoluments,  paid  to  them  by  the 
Public,  so  that  no  account  exists  of  tile  net  annual  amount  thereof. 

(6.) — There  arc  two  Clerks  charged  with  the  general  care  of  the  said  Records,  &c.  whose  duty  it  is  to  see  that 
they  are  duly  and  fairly  restored  to  their  proper  places  ; but  their  duty  and  employment  not  being  confined  to 
this,  and  the  whole  being  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Deputy,  their  office  lias  no  particular  name. 
Besides  this,  every  Clerk  in  the  Office,  whose  business  leads  him  to  the  occasional  use  of  said  Records,  See.  &c. 
is  charged  with  the  care  of  duly  and  fairly  restoring  them  to  their  proper  places,  when  such  business 
is  finished. 

(7.) — From  tlie  great  variety  of  Searches,  and  Abstracts  of  different  kinds,  made  by  the  Officers  anil  Clerks  in 
the  Office  ; and  tlie  still  greater  number  of  Searches  and  Abstracts  made  and  taken  by  persons  not  belonging  to 
tlie  Office,  it  is  quite  impossible  to  attempt  (with  any  degree  of  correctness)  a statement  of  the  number  of 
Searches,  Certificates  and  Copies,  made  in  the  periods  required. 

(8.) — I have  no  knowledge  of  any  alteration  in  tlie  Contents  of  this  Office,  except  what  arises  from  the  daily 
influx  of  Memorials  registered  therein ; and  the  consequent  increase  of  tlie  Entries  of  tlie  same,  and  of  the 
Calendars  of  Parties’  Names  and  Denominations  of  Lands ; nor  of  any  alteration  in  tlie  arrangement  or  condition 
thereof,  except  what  I have  already  stated. 

(9.) — In  myMemorial  before  mentioned,  I have  submitted  the  expediency  of  securing,  for  the  perpetual  use  of 
the  Public,  the  work  mentioned  in  my  Ausw-er  to  the  4th  Qucre.  With  respect  to  tlie  Calendars  of  Denomi- 
nations of  Lands,  (from  what  I have  before  stated  relative  to  the  casualties  and  obliterations  they  have  suffered, 
together  with  various  omissions,  which  I understand  to  have  taken  place  during  the  times  of  former  Registers) 
sufficient  reliance  cannot  be  placed  upon  Searches  made  in  them ; and  it  certainly  would  be  most  highly 
expedient  that  these  should  undergo  a general  revision  and  correction,  or  that  a new  set  should  be  compiled, 
either  of  which  would  require  considerable  Parliamentary  aid.  But  though  the  expense  would  be  great,  I think 
tlie  Public  would  be  more  than  amply  compensated  by  the  result.

To  His  Grace,  See.  See. 

Tlie  Memorial  of  George  Moore,  Deputy  Register,  and  Executor  of  the  late  John  Moore,  Deputy  Register; 

Humbly  Sheweth, 

That  in  tlie  year  1 708,  by  a Statute  of  tlie  Irish  Parliament  passed  in  that  year,  requiring  and  regulating 
the  Registry  of  all  Deeds  and  Conveyances  affecting  landed  property  in  tlie  Kingdom  of  Ireland,  a public 
Office  was  established  for  that  purpose,  in  the  City  of  Dublin,  wherein  Memorials  of  all  such  Deeds  and 
Conveyances  were  thenceforward  registered,  and  entered  pursuant  to  said  Statute. 

In  order  to  promote  the  main  object  of  the  said  Statute,  by  leading  to  a prompt  and  easy  inspection  of  all 
such  Memorials  as  were  registered  thereunder,  and  by  facilitating  tlie  public  Searches  respecting  the  same,  the 
Register  or  his  Deputy  was  by  the  said  Statute  required  to  make  and  keep  an  alphabetical  Calendar  or  Registry 
of  the  Parties’  Names  to  all  Memorials  so  registered,  with  references  to  book,  page  and  number,  in  which  each 
was  entered  or  registered ; and  which  Calendar  or  Registry  was  accordingly  made  and  kept  by  all  succeeding 
Registers  or  their  Deputies,  of  all  Memorials  registered  during  the  times  they  respectively  held  the  said  Office. 

That  the  said  Statute  requiring  the  said  Calendar  to  be  made  and  kept  in  merely  alphabetical  order,  the 
same  had  accordingly  been  made  out  by  entering,  in  a confused  way,  all  those  Names  of  tlie  same  initial  letter 
under  tlie  head  of  such  letter  respectively,  just  as  they  happened  to  occur,  without  reference  to  any  other 
classification  which  might  lead  at  once  to  the  particular  Memorial  or  Memorials  sought  after ; the  consequence 
ot  which  mode  of  making  and  keeping  the  said  Calendar  was,  that  in  all  Searches  after  Parties’  Names,  it 
became  necessary  to  read  over  every  name  in  the  Registry  of  the  same  initial  letter,  with  all  their  references, 
which  happened  to  be  registered  prior  to  that  searched  for. 

That 
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That  for  some  wars  after  the  establishment  of  the  said  Office,  from  the  comparative  fewness  of  Registries 
that  then  occurred,  the  defect  of  this  mode  bf  making  out  and  keeping  the  said  Calendar,  was  not  severely 
felt ; and  no  other  mode  being  required  by  the  said  Statute,  it  was  still  persevered  in ; but,  each  succeeding 
year  having  brought  a progressive  accumulation  of  Names  into  the  said  Calendar,  the  number  thereof  under 
each  initial  letter  increased  so  much,  that  in  process  of  tune,  every  particular  search  made  by  the  Public  in 
the  said  office,  became  a work  of  tedious  labour.

That,  in  and  previous  to  the  year  1 784,  the  inconvenience,  difficulty  and  delay  encountered  by  the  Public  in 
their  searches  and  inspection  of  the  Records  of  the  said  Office,  (by  reason  of  the  said  imperfection  in  the 
said  Calendar)  had  risen  to  such  a pitch,  that  the  most  serious  embarrassments  were  thrown  in  the  w av  of 
Public  business;  and  Your  Memorialists  Father,  (the  late  John  Moore,  Esq.)  having  in  that  year  been 
appointed  Deputy  Register,  he  soon  became  deeply  impressed  with  the  great  mischief  that  had  originated  in, 
and  increased  by,  the  former  mode  of  making  and  keeping  the  said  Calendar,  (though  no  blame  was  imputable 
to  any  of  his  predecessors  in  the  said  Office,  upon  that  score)  inasmuch  as  the  said  Calendar  was  kept  in 
strict  pursuance  of  the  said  Statute ; nor  was  he  hound  to  make  or  keep  it  in  any  oilier  manner,  nor  in 
anywise  called  upon  to  alter  what  had  been  done  before  his  appointment  to  the  said  Office. 


That  the  said  John  Moore,  after  applying  himself  with  unremitting  attention  to  remedy  this  imperfection, 
struck  out  a mode  of  entering  the  Parties’  names  in  future,  whereby  they  were  arranged  in  such  a manner,  as 
greatly  to  facilitate  the  business  of  the  Public.  Rut,  the  old  Calendar  or  Registry  still  remaining  subject  to  the 
imperfection  already  adverted  to,  the  advantage  01  the  improvement  invented  by  him,  though  certain,  and 
increasing  every  year,  would  still  have  been  l'elt  but  in  a partial  degree,  hud  it  been  confined  to  future 
Registries. 

That  under  this  impression,  the  said  John  Moore  conceived  a plan  of  making  out  a Transcript  or  Duplicate 
of  the  old  Calendars  or  Registries,  and  of  applying  the  principle  of  his  improvement  and  invention  to  the 
same;  and  accordingly,  with  a view  both  of  relieving  the  Public  from  the  great  and  frequent  embarrassments 
in  which  they  had  hitherto  been  involved,  and  in  full  confidence  of  valuable  compensation  to  his  Family  in  the 
event  of  his  death  or  removal  from  the  said  deputation,  he,  at  his  own  expense,  in  the  year  1786,  commenced 
a Work  of  great  importance  and  extent,  comprising  the  labours  of  all  his  Predecessors ; which  occupied  him 
upwards  of  five  years  in  bringing  it  to  completion,  during  all  which  time  he  devoted  to  it  the  most  unwearied 
assiduity  and  labour,  and  expended  a very  great  proportion  of  his  own  pecuniary  resources,  both  in  the  materials 
of  the  said  work,  and  in  the  payment  of  numerous  Clerks  whom  he  employed  especially  for  the  purpose. 

That  this  Work  consists  of  1 2(3  folio  volumes,  and  contains  a complete  Transcript  or  Duplicate  of  the  old 
Calendars  or  Registries  of  Parties’  names,  from  the  first  establishment  of  the  Register's  Office,  to  the  year 
1786,  (being  the  period  at  which  he  commenced  the  undertaking)  but  compiled  and  arranged  in  such  a 
manner,  in  periods,  as  that  all  those  of  the  same  name,  Christian  as  well  as  surname,  are  brought  together 
and  classed  regularly  under  their  respective  heads,  and  those  heads  arranged,  not  merely  in  alphabetical,  hut 
in  dictionary  order ; so  that  at  one  view,  and  in  one  moment,  can  now  be  traced,  w hat  in  the  old  Calendars 
or  Registries  might  be  the  labour  of  hours,  and,  in  many  cases,  days. 

That  the  said  John  Moore  having  completed  the  said  compilations  about  the  close  of  the  year  171)!,  he 
accommodated  the  Public  with  the  use  thereof  during  his  life-time,  at  a certain  trifling  fee  for  each  inspection ; 
and  from  the  accuracy  and  precision  with  which  this  work  was  arranged,  and  its  great  superiority  over  the 
original  Calendars  or  Registries  of  Parties’  names,  the  Public  convenience  attending  it  was  so  greatly  and 
rapidly  felt,  that  in  a very  short  time  they  were  exclusively  resorted  to  by  the  Public ; and  the  said  original 
Calendars  having  thus  become  gradually  and  wholly  disused,  have  been  thereby  preserved  from  total 
obliteration,  which  in  many  places  had  begun  to  take  place,  from  the  weakness  of  the  ink,  by  time  and  use,  which 
must  have  seriously  increased,  had  they  been  continued  to  be  resorted  to  till  the  present  time,  and  which 
must  ultimately  ensue,  unless  the  said  Compilations  shall  be  continued  to  the  use  of  the  Public  in  the  said 
Register’s  Office. 

That  the  said  John  Moore,  during  his  life-time,  made  out,  arranged  and  kept  the  subsequent  Calendars  or 
Registries  of  Parties’  names,  upon  the  same  principle,  anti  in  the  same  order  as  the  said  compilations ; which 
has  prevented  the  increase,  and  will  prevent  the  recurrence  of  the  mischief  theretofore  so  severely  felt  by  the 
Public,  although  such  arrangement  has  been  made  with  a great  increase  of  labour,  beyond  what  the  said  Statute 
requires  the  Register  or  his  Deputy  to  bestow  thereon.  And  Your  Memorialist,  having,  on  the  death  of  his 
Father  the  said  John  Moore,  bear  appointed  his  successor  in  the  said  Office,  he  not  only  continued  the  prin- 
ciple of  the  said  arrangement,  but  has  also  continued  to  accommodate  the  Public  with  the  use  of  the  said 
Compilations  for  the  same  trifling  Fee  theretofore  received  by  his  Father. 

That  Your  Memorialist  is  the  only  surviving  Executor  of  the  said  John  Moore  ; and  being  willing  and  desirous 
to  transfer  all  claim,  as  such  Executor,  upon  them,  to  the  Public,  upon  fair  and  equitable  terms ; ami  sensible 
of  their  great  importance  and  utilitv,  and  of  the  absolute  necessity  of  preserving  them  for  the  use  of  the  Publi* 
in  tiie  Register’s  Office ; Your  Memorialist  humbly  submits  it  to  the  consideration  of  Your  Grace,  that 
Your  Grace  would  render  a most  essential  service  to  the  Kingdom  at  large,  by  securing  and  perpetuating  to

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Arrr.vDix.  the  Public  die  benefit  of  die  said  Compilations,  inasmuch  as  the  Registers  Office  is  the  most  important 
public  Office  in  Ireland ; and  to  facilitate  the  searches  by  the  Public  in  which,  must  consequently  be  an  object 
Registry  for  worthy  of  the  most  serious  public  attention. 

ee  , That  Your  Memorialist  has  been  repeatedly,  and  is  now,  urged  by  the  most  numerous  and  respectable 
portion  of  that  great  professional  Body  in  Ireland,  who,  from  having  die  most  frequent  occasion,  on  behalf  of 
the  Public,  to  resort  to  die  said  Compilations,  are  the  best  qualified  to  estimate  their  value,  and  (comprising  all 
his  Majesty’s  Solicitors  for  the  various  departments  of  the  State)  to  bring  diem  forward  to  public  consideration; 
and  in  consequence  thereof;  Your  Memorialist  now  hereby  offers  to  dispose  of  the  said  Compilations,  for  die 
perpetual  use  of  the  Public,  upon  such  terms  as  shall  appear  fair  and  equitable  to  Your  Grace,  taking  into 
consideration  the  merit  of  the  discovery,  the  unremitting  labour  and  attention,  during  so  long  a period,  of 
Your  Memorialist’s  Father  in  completing  die  same,  die  large  sums  of  money  expended  by  him  therein,  mid 
their  important  value  to  the  Public.  And  Your  Memorialist  humbly  submits,  that  it  should  not  be  thrown  out 
of  consideration,  the  circumstance  of  all  die  Calendars  or  Registries  of  Parties’  names,  subsequent  to  die  year 
1786,  having  been  made  up  and  kept  arranged  on  the  same  principle,  and  in  the  same  order,  as  the  said 
Compilations ; and  that  some  additional  compensation  is  jusdy  due  for  doing  away  the  necessity  of  future 
improvement 

That  Your  Memorialist  humbly  relics  on  such  offer  meeting  die  favourable  consideration  of  Your  Grace  ; 
and  is  strengthened  in  such  reliance,  by  die  circumstance  of  die  prayed  for  Remuneration  being  not  wholly 
widiout  precedent  in  the  Kingdom  of  Ireland,  as  may  be  proved  by  reference  being  had  to  die  Office  of  the 
Auditor  General  of  that  Kingdom. 

May  it  therefore  please  Your  Grace,  to  direct  such  investigation  as  Your  Grace  may  think  fit,

(1.) — THERE  are  in  diis  Office  many  volumes  of  Manuscript  Books,  in  which  are  entered  die  several 
Orders,  Warrants,  and  Letters  of  the  Chief  Governors  of  Ireland,  and  of  their  Secretaries ; they  commence 
in  1 697,  and  are  continued,  without  interruption,  to  the  present  time, 

The  Books  liave,  at  different  periods,  been  distinguished  by  different  names.  The  arrangement  at 
present  is, — 1st.  The  King’s  Letter  Book  ; in  which  are  entered  all  Letters  signed  by  die  King.  The  original 
Letters  are  also  preserved  in  the  Office. — 2d.  The  Government  Correspondence  ; in  which  all  public  Official 
Letters  to  the  several  Offices  in  England  are  entered,  with  the  Answers. — 3d.  The  Country  Letter  Book ; 
containing  Letters  written  to  various  persons,  and  to  all  Offices  in  Ireland,  that  are  not  entered  in  particular 
Books  appointed  for  such  Offices,  viz.  the  Treasury,  Customs,  Excise,  Stamps,  Post  Office,  and  Police,  which 

have 
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have  separate  Books  for  the  Correspondence  with  those  Offices  respectively. — 4U1.  The  Ecclesiastical  Affair  Appendix. 
Book ; containing  all  Warrants  for  Presentations  and  Promotions  hi  die  Church,  and  all  Instruments  relating 
to  Ecclesiastical  Affairs,  in  which  die  Government  are  parties. — 5th.  The  Civil  Affair  Book ; in  which  are  state'paper 
entered  all  Warrants  signed  by  die  Chief  Governor  for  Grants  of  Offices,  Pardons,  &c.  & c.  not  entered  in  the  Office. 
Books  for  particular  departments,  as  before-mentioned.  ' w ' 

There  are  some  other  Books  in  the  Office ; in  which  are  entered  Petitions  for  Grants  to  hold  Fail's  and 
Market®,  Licences  for  Counsel,  References,  &c.  winch  are  sometimes  entered  short,  the  original  Papers  being 
preserved  in  the  Office. 

(2.) — The  Books  and  Papers  before-mentioned,  are  all  in  die  Office  of  die  Chief  Secretary  of  die  Lord 
Lieutenant,  in  the  Casde  of  Dublin. 

(3.) — The  Books  and  Papers  are  in  a good  state  of  preservation,  and  all  Papers  of  consequence  arranged 
in  proper  order. 

(4.) — There  arc  no  general  Catalogues,  Calendars,  or  Schedules  ; each  Book  has  an  Index,  which  is  found 
sufficient,  and  110  otiicr  Index  or  Catalogue  seems  to  he  necessary. 

(5.)— No  particular  Person  is  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  Books  and  Papers ; they  are,  with  the 
Apartments,  under  die  care  of  the  Office-keeper,  Searches  are  not  allowed  to  be  made,  but  by  particular 
direction  of  the  Chief  or  Under  Sccrcmry ; and  when  permission  is  given  to  make  search,  or  obtain  a copy 
of  any  Instrument  or  Letter  from  the  Office  Books,  the  Deputy  Clerk  of  the  Paper  Office,  who  is  also  a 
Clerk  hi  the  Secretary’s  Office,  is  the  Person  to  make  the  search  or  give  die  copy  applied  for. 

(0.) — Nothing  seems  necessary  to  be  done  at  present,  to  render  die  Books  aud  Papers  of  die 
Chief  Secretary’s  Office  of  more  use  or  convenience  to  die  Public ; but,  as  diey  are  accumulating  very  fast, 
it  may,  hereafter,  be  requisite  to  provide  a place  contiguous  to  die  Office,  to  which  die  Books  and  Papers  not 
immediately  in  use,  may  be  removed  and  arranged.

(t.) — THERE  are  not,  in  the  custody  of  die  Deputy  Clerks  of  die  Council,  any  original  Records,  Rolls,  j>nvv 
Instruments,  Registers,  or  manuscript  Books  and  Papers,  containing  any  acts  or  proceedings  by  Royal,  Council 

Parliamentary,  Judicial,  or  other  Public  authority,  other  tiian  die  Books  and  Papers  containing  die  Proceedings  ■ 
of  the  Privy  Council ; which  commence  in  die  year  1711,  and  are  continued  (without  chasm)  down  to  the 
present  time ; with  the  exception  of  die  several  Books,  without  tide,  belonging  to  periods  antecedent  to  1711, 
when  die  Council  Office,  and  almost  the  whole  of  its  Records,  were  burnt 

(2.) — The  Council  Records  are  principally  kept  in  Presses  in  die  Council  Office,  and  arc  well  .secured 
and  accommodated  ; but  a great  quantity  of  manuscript  Papers  belonging  to  the  Office,  are  deposited  in  a 
Closet,  and  a Press  on  the  stairs  leading  to  the  Record  Room  in  Birmingham  Tower,  where  they  were 
unavoidably  put  in  a heap,  some  years  hack,  when  a sudden  removal  from  die  present  Office  was  deemed 
necessary,  from  its  being  in  danger  of  falling,  from  the  state  of  die  walls,  but  which  has  been  since  rebuilt. 

(3.) — The  Council  Books  extant  are  in  good  preservation ; they  are  bound  up  in  separate  volumes,  and 
lettered  alphabetically  on  the  back,  generally  specifying  the  particular  periods  to  which  the  entries  belong. 

The  manuscript  Papers  which  arc  in  die  Closet  on  the  Stairs  leading  to  Birmingham  Tower  Record  Room, 
and  which,  previous  to  die  removal  alluded  to,  were  well  assorted,  have  been  ever  siuce  in  a confused  state, 
it  being  utterly  impracticable  to  give  them  any  classification,  on  account  of  their  inconvenient  and  ill-adapted 
situation,  and  tiiere  not  being  accommodation  for  them  in  die  Council  Office. 

On  a representation  from  tiiis  Office,  some  time  back,  of  the  state  of  those  Papers,  the  Architect  was 
directed  to  ascertain  whether  a Room,  adapted  for  their  arrangement  and  deposit,  could  be  had  within  the 
Castle ; but  it  is  understood,  that,  on  inquiry,  none  could  then  be  pointed  out  for  the  purpose.  . 

(4-) — There  is  a general  Catalogue  of  the  Books  in  the  Council  Office,  (a  copy  of  which  is  annexed ;)  and 
there  are  Indexes  to  most  of  them,  as  more  particularly  specified  in  die  Catalogue  referred  to.  With  respect 
to  those  Books  now  in  use.  to  which  the  Indexes  are  not  complete,  it  appears  necessary  that  die  Indexes  to 
those  denominated  “ Order  Books,”  (which  have  in  a few  instances  been  kept  hack  by  voluminous  proceedings 

and 
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ArpESDix.  and  appeals  before  the  Council,)  should  be  completed;  but  these  Indexes.,  it  is  expected,  will  be  made, 
without  any  extra  assistance,  in  the  course  of  a few  months. 

Priw  It  13,  however,  to  be  observed,  that  the  Manuscript  Books  which  relate  to  a period  previous  to  17U,  being 

Council  altogether  without  Tide  or  Index,  the  utility  arisiug  from  making  a Catalogue,  and  of  forming  particular 
Indexes  to  them,  may  be  a matter  for  consideration ; but  hidierto  no  practical  advantage  has  arisen  from  the 
existence  of  those  Books,  no  reference  to,  or  examination  of  them,  having  been  required  or  found  necessary. 
If,  however,  it  shall  be  deemed  expedient  to  render  them  complete,  it  will  be  requisite  to  apply  extraordinary 
assistance ; but  to  what  extent  or  in  what  time,  the  same  may  be  efteeted,  cannot  be  stated,  tire  Books  alluded 
to  being  veiy  obsolete. 

(5.) — The  care  of  the  Records,  and  the  duty  of  making  searches,  are  not  attached  to  any  particular 
individual,  but  are  considered  as  devolving  on  the  Officers  of  tins  Department  jointly. 

(6.) — There  does  not  occur,  to  the  Deputy  Clerks  of  the  Coimcil,  any  matters  not  comprised  in  tire 
Questions  referred  to,  upon  which  it  is  necessary  for  them  to  make  any  observations.

ANSWERS  of  the  Deputy  Keeper  of  the  Privy  Seal  to  the  QUERIES  of  tlie  Commissioners 
on  the  Public  Records  in  Ireland. 

(1.) — There  is  no  Record  whatever  in  tlie  custody  of  the  Keeper  of  tire  Privy  Seal.  The  Fiants  brought  to  his 
Office  for  the  purpose  of  having  the  Seal  affixed  thereto,  being  (as  soon  as  tlie  Seal  is  affixed  thereto)  carried  to 
the  Lord  Chancellor. 

But  all  such  I'iants  are  abstracted,  and  tlie  docket  thereof  entered  in  a Book  in  this  Office,  before  tlie  affixing 
of  the  Seal  thereto  ; and  a 1’iant  Book  of  all  such  abstracts  from  the  1 -2th  of  May  1 804  to  the  present  date, 
viz.  November  1810,  is  in  my  custody. 

Two  Books  of  the  like  nature,  commencing  on  the  23d  March  1796,  and  ending  May  1804,  are  lodged  in 
the  Chief  Secretary's  Office ; to  which  place  tlie  volume  now  in  my  custody  for  current  use,  will  be  aimed 
when  full. 

(2.) — The  Fiant  Book,  for  my  time,  is  lodged  with  me,  at  my  house  in  Baggot-street,  Dublin,  which  is 
private  property. 

(3.) — The  said  Book  is  fairly  written,  regularly  paged,  and  strongly  bound. 

(4.) — The  Fiants  arc  regularly  entered,  according  to  their  respective  dates  : and  there  is  a Marginal  Index, 
which  answers  all  the  purposes  of  reference. 

(5.) — I am  specially  entrusted  with  die  erne  of  the  said  Book,  anti  it  is  *»y  duty  to  attend  any  Search  which 
may  be  wanted  tiierein. 

(6.) — It  does  not  appear  that  there  is  any  mutter,  not  comprised  in  the  preceding  Queries,  which  it  is 
necessary  or  expedient  for  me  to  observe,  for  rendering  the  use  of  this  Book  more  convenient  to  die  Public.

8.  OFFICE  OF  ARMS. 

ANSWER  to  the  QUERIES,  proposed  by  the  Record  Commissioners,  respecting  die  State  of 
the  Office  of  Ulster  King  of  Arms. 

ULSTER  King  of  Anns  has  in  his  possession, — 1”.  Four  Volumes  of  Books,  colled  Visitation  Books, 
containing  the  Pedigrees  and  Arms  of  the  Nobility  and  Gentry  of  several  Counties  in  Ireland,  particularly  the 
Counties  of  Dublin,  Meath,  Louth,  and  Wexford,  from  1368  to  1620,  taken  by  virtue  of  Commissions,  directed 
to  Nicholas  Nar  bonne  and  Daniel  Molyneux,  Ulster  Kings  of  Arms.  It  appears  that  Visitations  were  made 
in  other  Coundes,  from  die  references  in  various  Books  now  in  the  Office  to  such  as  were  formerly  there,  and 
which  were,  it  is  supposed,  detained  as  private  property  by  die  heirs  or  executors  of  the  former  Officers ; but 
at  what  particular  period  is  unknown.  Many  Books  are  also  said  to  have  been  earned  off  by  the  Person  holding 
the  Office  of  Athlone  Pursuivant  of  Arms,  who  fled  to  France  with  King  James  II.  lie  also  carried  off  the 
Official  Seal. — 2d.  Fourteen  Volumes  of  Books,  containing  miscellaneous  Pedigrees  and  Arms  of  the  Nobility 
and  Gentry  of  Ireland,  being  entries  made  in  the  Office  at  various  periods,  and  authenticated  under  die  hand 
and  seal  of  Ulster. — 3d.  Four  Volumes  of  die  Pedigrees  and  Arms  of  die  Peers  of  Ireland,  called  Lords  Entries ; 
pursuant  to  an  Order  of  the  House  of  Lords,  dated  12th  August  1707. — 4lh.  A Book  of  the  Pedigrees  and 
Amis  ol'  die  Baronets  of  Ireland,  under  a Royal  Warrant,  dated  30th  day  of  September  1789,  for  correcting  and 
preventing,  abuses  in  the  Order  of  Baronets. — 5‘\  Fourteen  Volumes  of  entries  of  die  Funeral  Certificates  of 
Nobility  and  Gentry  of  Ireland,  being  attested  Accounts  of  the  Arms,  of  the  time  of  the  death,  tlie  place  of 
burial,  and  of  the  marriages  and  issue  of  the  several  persons  whose  funerals  were  attended  by  die  Officers  of 
Amis  or  their  Deputies,  from  the  year  1.595  to  about  the  year  1698. — G,h.  Books  containing  Lists  of  die  Peers 
as  they  sat  in  Parliament  at  various  periods ; and  also  of  the  creations  of  Peers,  Baronets,  and  Knights,  from 
die  time  of  Queen  Elizabeth  to  the  present  time. — 7th.  A Book  containing  Entries  of  die  Royal  Licences  for 
Changes  of  Name  and  Arms  and  other  matters. — 8,k.  Books  of  Registration  of  all  Grants  of  Arms,  from  die 
time  of  Edward  die  tith  to  die  present  time. 

R The 
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Aprr.vDis.  The  above  may  be  considered  as  the  Records  of  the  Office.  There  are  besides  many  Volumes  of  Manuscript 
g Ordinaries  and  alphabetical  Collections  of  Arms  ; Books  containing  Precedents  for  Processions ; the  Arms  of 
Office  of  the  ancient  Nobility  of  Ireland,  and  of  the  Pedigrees  and  Anns  of  the  Peers  of  England  ; Copies  and  Abstracts 

Ann!-  0j-  yarious  Records  anil  matters  relative  to  genealogical  and  autiquariau  research  ; and  also  some  Copies  of  the 

Visitations  of  the  English  Counties  of  Yorkshire,  Lancashire,  Cheshire,  Norfolk,  Suffolk,  &c.  There  are  also 
some  Vellum  Rolls  of  the  Pedigrees  of  some  ancient  Families  of  Ireland. 

(2.) — The  Records  are  kept  in  the  house  No.  North  Cope-street,  the  residence  and  private  jiroperty  of 
Deputy  LTlster,  who  has  charge  of  the  same.  It  enjoys  no  other  security  than  what  is  common  to  every  private 
house.  Forty-  pounds  a year  is  allowed  by  Government  for  the  rent  of  the  Office. 

(3.) — The  Books  arc  generally  in  good  order,  and  well  arranged ; but  the  Press  in  which  they  are  kept  is  not 
large  enough  to  the  convenient  holding  of  them  and  the  printed  Books. 

(4.) — There  are  very  correct  Indices  to  most  of  the  Books,  and  also  a general  Index.  There  are,  however, 
some  Books  defective  in  this  point,  which  would  be  very  serviceable  if  indexed,  and  might  be  completed  iu  a 
short  time.  I know  of  no  Indices  or  Catalogues  existing  elsewhere,  relating  to  the  Records  of  this  Office ; but 
there  are,  in  the  Library  of  Trinity  College,  many  Books  said  to  have  formerly  lielonged  to  this  Office;  the 
originals,  or  attested  copies  of  which,  would  be  of  great  utility. 

Ulster  appoints  his  Deputy,  subject  to  the  approbation  of  the  Chief  Governor  of  Ireland  for  the  time  being; 
but  the  Deputy  receives  no  salary  from  the  Public.  Ulster’s  net  salary  is  £.  86.  5.  4: ; that  of  Athlone 
Pursuivant  £.  13.  13.  9.  The  ordinary  Fee  for  a Search  is  5*.  $d. ; the  same  for  a sketch  ; and  for  a copy  or 
extract  of  a pedigree  5 5.  5 d.  for  each  generation.  The  same  Fee  is  paid  for  the  registration  of  every  generation 
of  a pedigree  on  the  Office  Books.  The  Fee  for  attendance  in  any  of  the  Courts,  with  an  Office  Book,  is  two 
guineas  per  day. 

The  greater  part  of  the  Emoluments  arising  to  Officers  of  Arms  is  from  their  personal  exertions  in  making  out 
Pedigrees.  The  bare  Fees  for  searches  and  certificates  (which,  strictly  speaking,  are  the  only  Fees  arising  from 
the  Records)  would  not  exceed  £.  50.  per  annum,  anil  would  not  pay  the  Clerk’s  salary  for  attending. 

A Clerk  is  constantly  in  attendance,  who  is  paid  by  Ulster ; and  all  persons  employed  in  the  Office  are 
required  to  make  an  affidavit  that  they  will  preserve  the  Records  from  injury  to  the  utmost  of  their  power. 
Deputy  Ulster  also  makes  an  affidavit  that  he  will  uot  enter,  or  allow  to  he  entered,  on  the  Office  Books,  any 
pedigree  or  other  document  which  is  not  proved  by  legal  and  proper  evidence.

The  Patent  Rolls  begin  with  thq  small  Roll  of  the  9th  of  Edward  III.  and  are  continued  to  the 
18th  Henry  VIII.  but  with  many  chasms;  which  could  be  partly  filled  up  from  Birmingham  Tower,  and  the 
series  rendered  nearly  complete ; from  that  period  to  the  present  time,  the  Rolls  are  in  regular  order,  (exce|rt 
that  one  Roll  of  the  11th  of  Charles  I.  was  lost  or  mislaid  many  years  ago.)  Upon  those  Rolls  are  contained 
the  enrolments  of  Grants  hi  fee  or  perpetuity,  for  lives  and  years,  of  Crown  Lands,  Abbey  Lands  and 
Escheated  Lands,  Patents  of  Creations  of  Honour,  Grants  of  Charters  of  Incorporation  and  Liberties,  Grants 
of  Offices,  Denizations,  Ferries  and  Fisheries,  Patents  for  Inventions,  and  specifications  thereof,  Licences  and 
Pardons  of  Alienation,  Presentations,  Special  Liveries,  Grants  of  Wardships,  Commissions,  a few  Inquisitions 
post  mortem,  Special  and  General  Pardons,  Deeds  and  Conveyances,  Letters  of  Attorney,  King’s  Letters, 
Wills,  Orders  of  Council,  Grants  of  Lands  under  the  Acts  of  Settlement,  and  explanation,  and  under  the 
Commissions  of  Grace  of  Charles  II.  and  James  II.;  Grants  from  the  Commissioners  of  forfeited  Estates, 
Decrees  of  Commissioners  of  Wide  Streets,  &c.  Many  of  those  Rolls  are  in  good  preservation,  but  some  have 
felt  very  much  tlie  injuries  of  time,  and  of  bad  accommodation,  before  they  were  brought  to  the  place  they 
now  occupy ; and  even  there  &lso,  some  of  tlie  Records  have  suffered  some  injury,  for  tlie  reasons  hereinafter 
mentioned.

There  are  no  Books  of  reference  in  this  Office  to  any  of  the  above  Rolls,  prior  to  the  18th  Henry  VIII. 
but  from  this  period  the  alphabetical  Catalogue  and  Indexes  begin,  and  are  continued  in  regular  succession, 
(save  as  hereafter  mentioned)  and  consist  of  many  folio  volumes,  some  of  them  in  good,  and  some  of  them 
in  very  bad  condition,  particularly  the  Index  to  James  I.  and  one  of  the  Indexes  to  Cliarlcs  II.  Those 
Catalogues  refer  principally  to  the  Grantees’  names,  and  are  tolerably  correct ; but  as  it  often  happens  that 
persons  wanting  to  search  for  G rents  of  Manors,  Offices,  Tithes,  Fisheries,  or  particular  denominations  of 
Lands,  do  not  know  the  exact  time  when  those  Grants  were  passed,  nor  to  whom  they  were  made,  a General 
Index  or  Catalogue  of  such  Offices,  Things  mid  Places,  alphabetically  arranged,  referring  to  the  name  of  the 
office,  thing,  or  place,  with  the  Grantee's  name,  and  date  of  the  Grant,  lips  been  very  much  wanted. 

The  Parliament  Rolls, — commence  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VI. ; and  to  the  lith  James  I.  are  without 
references  of  any  kind;  from  James  I.  to  1715,  the  public  and  private  Acts  being  promiscuously  enrolled 
together  on  the  same  Rolls,  an  imperfect  Calendar  was  at  that  time  made  of  both  kinds  of  Acts ; but  from 
1715  to  1 800  inclusive,  when  our  Parliament  ceased,  the  private  Acts  being  enrolled  separately  by  themselves, 
there  was  a regular  Catalogue  and  Index  made  to  those  private  Acts,  (but  to  the  entire  exclusion  of  all 
the  public  Acts)  which  is  in  good  order. 

The  Close  Rolls. — I have  found  but  one  Roll  of  this  description,  commencing  the  1 2th  and  ending  in  the 
13th  of  Charles  I.  It  contains  the  enrolments  of  Kings  Letters,  Deeds,  and  oilier  Memorandums,  scarcely 
differing,  if  at  all,  from  the  Patent  Rolls.  There  is  an  alphabetical  List  or  Catalogue  of  the  names  of  the 
several  Grantees  in  this  Reign,  in  very  excellent  order,  referring  partly  tn  « folio  Volume  or  Index,  commencing 
the  first,  and  ending  the  9th  year  of  Charles  I.  which  is  in  tolerable  condition,  and  partly  referring  to  the 
number  of  the  Rolls  only.  The  second  Volume,  or  Index,  of  the  rest  of  this  Reign,  called  Liber  Secundus. 
was  lost  or  mislaid  many  years  ago,  and  nothing  has  been  done  since  to  remedy  this  chasm  or  deficiency,  save 
that  Mr.  Lodge,  one  of  ray  predecessors,  while  in  Office,  as  I have  heal'd,  did  compile  many  Books  of  Indexes 
to  many  of  the  Records  both  in  the  Rolls  Office  and  Birmingham  Tower,  and  that  those  Books  being  his 
private  property,  Government,  after  his  decease,  purchased  them  from  his  representatives ; and  that  they  are 
now  kept  at  the  Castle,  under  the  cure  and  protection  of  the  Chief  Secretary,  anti  would,  I am  sure,  not 
only  provide  for  the  above  deficiency,  but  for  many  others  in  the  Rolls  Office,  if  free  access  could  be  had 
to  them. 

Cromwell’s  Rolls. — Those  Rolls  commence  in  1C53,  and  end  in  1 6.59 ; they  contain  a few  Grants,  but 
mostly  Deeds,  and  other  Memorandums.  There  is  a small  folio  volume,  comprising  an  alphabetical  Index, 
w liich  refers  to  the  Parties’  names,  and  is  in  very  bad  condition. 

The  Judgment  or  Decree  Rolls, — contain  the  Decrees  and  Dismisses  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  and  commence 
in  the  Reign  of  Elizabeth ; and  until  3d  James  II.  were  enrolled  and  made  up  separately  (as  I must  suppose) 
in  small  Rolls,  which  were  transmitted  to  the  Rolls  Office  by  their  respective  six  Clerks,  who,  (I  presume)  had 
prepared  them,  and  there  made  up  into  bundles ; in  which  state  they  still  remain ; without  any  kind  of 
reference  whatever.  From  this  last  period,  the  six  Clerks  began  to  make  up  their  Decrees  into  large  Rolls, 
comprising  several  Decrees  in  each  Roll;  this  practice  they  exercised  until  1775,  when  it  was  discontinued ; 
and  ever  since  they  have  adopted  the  manner  of  making  them  up  separately  in  small  Rolls,  as  hereinbefore 
described.  From  3d  James  II.  to  the  present  time,  all  the  Decrees  have  references  to  them,  by  Books  of 
Indexes  that  from  time  to  time  have  been  made,  consisting  of  two  folio  volumes,  one  of  which  is  in  good 
order,  and  the  other  in  bad  condition,  and  it  is  very  inaccurate  and  confused.  If  new  Calendars  were  made  to 
those,  ami  many  others  equally  defective  Books,  upon  Plans  different  from  those  already  practised,  it  would 
prove  very  advantageous  to  the  Public. 

The  Convert  Rolls,  and  Bundles. — The  Convert  Rolls  commence  in  1703,  and  contain  the  enrolments  of 
Bishops’  and  Ministers'  Certificates  to  such  Persons  as  had  conformed  from  the  Popish  to  the  Protestant 
Religion.  The  Bishops’  Certificates  end  in  1782,  and  the  Ministers’  then  begin,  and  continue  in  regular 
succession  to  the  present  time.  The  Converts’  Bundles  contain  Certificates  from  such  Clerks  of  the  Peace, 
and  from  other  Officers,  before  whom  affidavits  were  made,  stating  that  every  such  person  so  conforming  had 
within  a limited  time,  (I  suppose  6 months  from  the  date  of  the  enrolment  of  his  conformity)  received  the 
Sacrament,  and  had  done  the  other  legal  requisites.  Those  Certificates  commence  in  1709,  and  end  in  1781, 
and  were  filed  in  the  Rolls  Office,  and  are  there  kept  in  Bundles,  where  they  have  been  entered  in  Books 
alphabetically  arranged ; as  also  the  Bishops’  and  Ministers’  Certificates,  likewise  in  Books  kept  for  that  purpose, 
comprehending  two  folio  volumes  in  good  order. 

The  Catholic  Rolls. — Those  Rolls  commence  in  1778,  and  contain  the  qualifications  of  the  Roman 
Catholics,  and  were  made  up  and  prepared  by  certain  Officers  in  the  Courts  of  Chancery,  King’s  Bench,  and 
Common  Pleas,  and  by  the  several  Clerks  of  the  Peace  throughout  Ireland,  who  occasionally,  as  it  suited 
their  convenience,  returned  them  into  the  Rolls  Office,  many  of  them  in  so  obliterated,  obscure,  and  incorrect 
a state,  that  it  is  impossible  to  decypher  the  names  on  them ; and,  in  many  parts,  where  the  Sessions  ought  to 
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AvrF.vmx.  be  particularly  specified,  they  are  entirely  omitted,  and  the  additions  ami  residences  of  the  Parties  totally 
omitted;  by  which  means  the  object  of  the  Act  becomes  nugatory  and  void,  and  the  salutary  effects  thereby 
0 ' intended  entirely  defeated,  to  the  great  injury'  of  the  Public,  but  more  especially  to  the  qualifying  jiersons. 
Rolls  Office,  whose  case  is  truly  unfortunate,  and  would  dierefore  require  the  interference  of  Parliament  to  dense  or 
' ’ ' substitute  some  remedy  in  future-  Mr.  Franks,  one  of  my  predecessors  in  Office,  some  years  ago.  at  his  own 

private  expense,  caused  an  alphabetical  Calendar  to  he  made  of  the  names  of  all  those  who  qualified  from 
1778  to  1790,  in  one  very  large  folio  Volume;  which  was  discontinued  until  1793,  and  then  taken  up  again 
by  him  from  this  last  period,  and  continued  until  1796,  in  four  Volumes  ; but  finding  that  tire  profits  arising 
from  those  arrangements,  were  not  adequate  to  the  expense  incurred,  and  the  confusion  very  little  lessened, 
he  dropped  it  altogether,  and  nothing  further  has  been  since  done  in  that  respect ; the  Fees  allowed  under  the 
Act  of  Parliament  for  each  Certificate  being  no  more  than  One  Shilling. 

The  Palatine  Rolls,  and  Pleadings. — These  Rolls  contain  Leases  of  Lands  from  the  Duke  of  Ormond  to 
several  Lessees  ; and  commence  in  1703,  and  end  in  1714. 

The  Pleadings  contain  Hills,  Answers,  &c.  filed  in  the  Court  Palatine  of  Tipperary  and  commence  in 
1G62,  and  end  in  1714.  Those  Pleadings  (as  I have  been  informed)  were  deposited  in  the  Rolls  Office,  pursuant 
to  an  Act  of  Parliament,  passed  in  the  2d  of  George  I.  and  have  no  references  to  them. 

The  Letters  of  Guardianship,  &c. — Those  Records  and  the  Committeeship  of  Lunatics,  commence  in  1 796, 
and  are  continued  in  regular  succession  to  the  p esent  time,  and  are  kept  in  Bundles,  or  upon  Files,  and  have 
an  alphabetical  Book  of  References  made  to  them,  which  is  in  good  order. 

The  Pleadings  and  Proceedings  in  Chancery. — There  is  a small  Roll  entitled.  Lord  Chancellor  Ely's 
Proceedings  ui  Chancery,  commencing  and  ending  in  1637.  There  arc  likewise  a great  number  of  Bills, 
Answers,  and  other  'Pleadings  in  the  Rolls  Office,  which  commence  in  1 656,  and  continue  in  regular  succession 
to  the  present  period.  To  those  Bills  and  Answers,  &c.  the  Books  of  reference  do  not  commence  till  1673, 
and  from  thence  arc  in  regular  succession  to  the  present  time,  forming  a great  number  of  volumes 
alphabetically  arranged,  referring  to  the  Plaintiff's  name  in  each  Cause;  some  of  which  are  in  good,  and 
sonic  in  bad  condition. 

The  Miscellanea. — There  are  also  remaining  in  the  Rolls  Office  sundry  miscellaneous  Records,  not  digested 
under  any  particular  head;  viz.  many  bundles  of  Inquisitions  and  Attainders,  from  the  reign  of  Elizabeth  to 
William  the  Third;  several  bundles  of  I’iants  and  Warrants  for  Enrolments;  Transmisses  of  public  and  private 
Acts  of  Parliament,  with  many  other  documents  of  importance,  which  cannot  be  particularized  without  great 
labour  and  expense ; some  of  them  now  lying  in  heaps  on  the  tops  of  presses  in  the  Gallery  of  the  Record  Room, 
in  a state  of  confusion  and  decay ; which  (if  rescued  from  oblivion  and  properly  arranged)  would  be  of  great 
importance  to  the  Public.  To  any  of  those  Records  there  are  no  references  in  the  Rolls  Office,  or  elsewhere,  to 
my  knowledge,  except  in  Mr.  Lodge's  books  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

There  arc  are  no  other  Public  Records,  Rolls,  Instruments,  or  Manuscript  Books,  under  my  care  as 
Deputy  Keeper  of  the  Rolls. 

(2.) — The  Records  are  lodged  in  a part  of  the  Rolls  Office,  called  The  Record  Room,  which  is 
Public  property ; and  is  well  secured  from  fire,  it  being  arched  under,  but  is  not  well  secured  from  water,  which 
- enters  in  large  quantities  from  the  roof  as  often  as  a heavy  fall  of  snow  happens,  sometimes  to  the  injury  of  the 
Records;  and  although  application  was  often  made  to  the  Board  of  Works  to  remedy  this  defect,  it  was  always 
alleged,  that  it  could  not  be  remedied  on  account  of  the  bad  construction  of  the  roof;  nor  is  it  sufficiently 
accommodating,  from  the  manner  iu  which  the  presses  have  been  constructed,  being  all  made  of  one  dimension, 
which  now  occasions  want  of  room ; whereas,  had  some  of  those  presses  been  made  upon  a smaller  scale,  the 
Records  in  general  differing  very  much  in  size,  it  would  have  been  not  only  much  more  accommodating,  but  the 
want  of  room  which  is  now  felt,  would  not  so  soon  occur. 

(3.) — All  the  before-mentioned  Records,  except  the  Miscellanea,  and  those  Records  to  which  there  are  no 
references,  are  conveniently  arranged  in  the  order  mentioned  in  my  answer  to  the  first  Quere,  and  are  mostly 
in  good  preservation,  except  some  that  have  suffered  from  damp,  and  some  that  have  been  injured  by  time,  and 
their  bad  accommodation,  especially  before  they  were  brought  to  the  Rolls  Office. 

(4.) — There  are  no  general  Catalogues  of  the  Records  in  the  Rolls  Office,  but  the  several  particular  Indexes 
I have  before  distinguished  under  each  particular  head  of  Records,  many  of  them  in  bail  order,  and  very 
defective,  which,  to  complete  thoroughly,  would  require  great  diligence  and  much  time,  but  how  long,  I cannot 
take  upon  me  to  state;  and  I do  not  know  of  any  Catalogues  or  Indexes  wanting  in  the  Rolls  Office  to  exist 
elsewhere,  except  those  I have  before  mentioned. 

(.5.) — The  Officers  and  Clerks  employed  for  the  arrangement  of  the  Records  in  my  Office,  consist  of  myself  the 
Clerk  of  the  Enrolments,  the  two  stationed  copying  Clerks,  and  the  comparing  Clerk;  and  our  several  duties 
are  as  hereinafter  mentioned.  * My  duty  consists  in  attesting  all  Enrolments,  Copies,  &c.  and  all  other  matters 
necessary  to  be  attested  in  said  Office,  to  make  up  and  settle  the  quarterly  Accounts,  as  also  the  Treasury 
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Accounts  tor  his  Honor  the  Master  of  the  Rolls,  and,  generally,  to  sec  that  the  business  of  the  Office  be 
properly  done  and  executed. 

The  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Enrolments  is  to  make  all  Searches  that  may  be  deemed  necessary  or  wanting 
to  be  made  in  said  Office,  and  to  copy  all  such  Enrolments  when  required;  and  when  any  Record  is  taken 
down  to  be  read,  or  to  be  copied,  or  to  attend  with,  in  any  of  the  Courts,  or  before  any  of  the  Masters  in 
Chancery,  he  is  to  take  care  that  the  same  shall  be  afterwards,  within  a convenient  time,  returned  to  its  proper 
place;  and  his  duty  is  likewise  to  enrol  all  Patents,  Grants,  Deeds  or  other  Instruments,  that  are  brought  to 
said  Office  to  be  enrolled,  and  when  ingrossed  and  made  into  Rolls,  then  to  make  correct  and  proper  Catalogues 
and  Indexes  to  same.  And  his  further  duty  is,  upon  the  commencement  of  eveiy  suit  in  Chancery,  to  enter  in 
Rooks,  kept  for  that  purpose,  the  Parties'  names  in  said  Cause,  together  with  the  dates  of  filing  all  Rills,  Answers, 
Demurrers,  Pleas,  Replications  and  Rejoinders,  in  said  Suit;  and  to  make  Alphabetical  Indexes  to  each 
Rook,  referring  to  the  Plaintiff's  name  in  each  Cause. 

The  several  duties  of  the  stationed  copying  Clerks,  consist  in  attending  to  the  several  Solicitors  or  Agents,  who 
apply  for  copies  of  said  Rills,  Answers,  &c.  & c.  which,  when  copied  and  compared  by  the  comparing  Clerk, 
and  entered  in  Books  kept  for  the  purpose,  arc  then  attested  by  me ; and  the  Record,  so  copied,  returned  to 
its  proper  place. 

The  Clerks’  hours  of  attendance  are  daily,  from  ten  in  the  morning  till  three  m the  afternoon,  and  from  six 
till  eight  in  the  evening,  except  two  days  at  Christmas,  and  two  at  Easter. 

I have  no  Salat y,  Allowance  or  Emolument,  paid  me  by  the  Public,  for  my  care  of  the  Records,  except 
wertaiu  Fees  for  Searches,  Certificates,  Copies,  &c.  &c.  as  mentioned  in  my  I’hst  Schedule,  to  this  my  Return 
annexed,  and  to  which  I beg  leave  to  refer;  and  also  to  my  Second  and  Third  Schedules,  as  they  state  various 
particulars  relating  to  the  produce  of  those  Fees,  and  the  net  annual  Amount  thereof,  upon  an  Average  of  the 
last  three  years  for  which  the  same  can  be  made  up.  No  Officer  or  Clerk  in  my  Office  has  any  Salary, 
Allowance  or  other  Emolument,  paid  liiin  by  the  Public,  except  such  Fees  and  Emoluments  as  arc  stated 
in  my  Fourth  Schedule  annexed  to  this  my  Return,  to  which  I likewise  beg  leave  to  refer. 

(6.) — The  Clerk  of  the  Enrolments  is  the  person  specially  entrusted  with  the  care  of  said  Records,  whose  duty 
it  is  to  attend  upon  every  Search,  and  to  take  care  that  every  Record  is  duly  and  fairly  restored  to  its  proper 
place.  And  I do  not  know  any  other  Regulation  to  be  observed  in  respect  to  said  Records,  but  what  I have 
already  mentioned. 

(7.) — The  number  of  Searches,  Certificates  and  Copies,  respecting  the  said  Records,  that  have  been  made 
in  my  Office,  during  the  last  three  year's,  whereof  any  account  has  lx?en  kept,  and  the  particular  years,  and  the 
niunbers  of  such  Searches,  Certificates  and  Copies  respectively,  in  each  year,  are  set  forth  in  my  said  several 
Schedules  to  this  my  Return  annexed,  to  which  I refer. 

(8.) — No  alteration  has  taken  place  in  the  Contents,  Arrangement,  or  Condition  of  my  Office,  respecting 
said  Records,  since  the  last  Parliamentary  inquiry  relating  thereto. 

(9.) — I do  not  know  any  matters,  not  comprised  in  the  preceding  Questions,  which  might  be  necessary  or 
expedient  to  observe,  for  rendering  the  use  of  said  Records  more  convenient  to  the  Public ; except  a * Plan  of 
certain  regulations  which  have  been  some  time  ago  suggested  to  me,  and  which  I humbly  submit  to  your 
Lordships’  consideration,  whether  same  ought  to  be  adopted ; but  being  too  copious  for  insertion  here,  I take 
the  liberty  of  sending  herewith  a Copy  of  said  Plan.

“ THE  following  is  submitted  to  The  Right  Honourable  the  Commissioners  of  Records,  as  intended 
Regulations,  respecting  certain  Books  to  be  kept  by  the  Deputy  Keeper  of  the  Rolls,  and  the  Filacer 
of  the  Exchequer,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  any  Bill  is  pending  respecting  the  title  to 
Lands  and  Houses,  where  third  Persons  might  be  affected  by  notice  of  such  Bills. 

“THE  Doctrine,  held  in  Courts  of  Equity,  that  the  pendency  of  a Suit  respecting  Houses  or  Lands,  is 
notice  to  all  the  world,  though  no  parties  in  the  cause,  though  just  and  equitable,  yet  is  peculiarly  severe 
on  third  persons ; who,  on  making  a purchase  of  Houses  or  Lands,  if  directed  by  Counsel  to  search  for  twenty- 
years  back,  to  see  if  any  Bill  were  then  pending  touching  such  Houses  or  Lands,  in  either  Court  of  Chancery 
or  Exchequer,  cannot  attain  such  information,  unless  by  reading  over  the  whole  Bills  in  both  Courts  for 
twenty  years  back.  To  remedy  this  great  hardship  and  inconvenience  to  Parties,  which  has  occasioned  very 
great  litigation  in  this  Country,  Master  King,  shortly  before  Lord  Redesdale  left  Ireland,  submitted  to  him, 
that  if  he  and  the  Ilarons  of  the  Exchequer  made  a Rule,  that,  with  every  Bill  hereafter  to  be  filed  in  either 
Court,  in  which  Houses  or  Lands  are  sought  to  be  recovered*  or  Leases  impeached,  the  Solicitor  or  Attorney 
filing  such  Bill,  should  lodge  with  the  Deputy  Keeper  of  the  Rolls,  or  Deputy  Filacer  of  the  Exchequer,  an 
Extract,  signed  bv  him,  containing  the  Pas-ties'  Names  in  such  Bill,  the  day  filed,  the  Clerk,  Solicitor  or  Attorney

9.  such  Bill  is  filed,  tlie  Extract  as  to  the  Lands  and  Parties'  Names  may  be  carefully  compared  in  such  Office,  before 
nolle  Office,  same  shall  entered  as  hereinafter  stated  ; and  that  with  such  Extract  a Fee  of  three  shillings  and  four- pence 
be  paid  to  the  Deputy  Keeper  of  the  Rolls,  or  Deputy  Filacer  of  tlie  Exchequer,  who  are  to  be  obliged  to  enter  in 
Books,  to  be  kept  by  them  respectively  for  that  purpose,  a copy  of  such  Extract,  to  be  alphabeted  in  the  name 
of  the  county,  city,  or  town,  where  such  Lands  or  Houses  lie,  in  tlie  same  manner  as  the  Books  are  kept  in 
the  Registry  Office  for  registering  Deeds,  See.  And  that,  for  tlie  purpose  of  having  an  alphabetical  List  of  all 
Lands  or  Houses,  tlie  subject  matter  of  Bills  filed  for  twenty  years  back  (which  Courts  of  Equity  consider  an 
equitable  bar)  Master  King  stated  to  Lord  Redesdale,  that  the  Deputy  Keeper  of  tlie  Bolls,  and  the  Deputy 
Filacer  of  tlie  Exchequer,  be  authorized  by  the  two  respective  Courts  to  commence  such  alphabetical  List  for 
twenty  years  back,  and  to  finish  same  with  all  expedition,  so  as,  if  possible,  to  have  a regular  set  of  Books 
open  for  the  inspection  of  the  Public  some  time  in  the  next  year ; from  which  Books,  every  person  requiring  a 
Search,  as  to  Lands,  Houses,  &c.  shall  be  entitled  to  take  copies  of  such  entries,  charging  no  more  than  tlie 
usual  Fee  of  three  shillings  «nd  four-pence  for  the  Search.  This,  in  one  moment,  refers  a Purchaser  to  every 
Bill  (if  any)  filed  for  twenty  years  back,  and,  on  reading  such  Bill  or  Bills,  he  can,  before  he  closes  liis  pur- 
chase or  takes  a lease,  sec  how  far  the  Title  of  the  Landlord  or  Seller  is  affected  by  such  Bill. 

And,  in  order  that  tlie  Deputy  Keeper  of  the  Bolls,  and  tlie  Deputy  Filacer  of  tlie  Exchequer  should  be 
Compensated  by  Parliament  for  such  extraordinary  trouble  for  the  extract  of  Bills  for  twenty  years  back,  and  of 
entering  same  in  regular  Books  for  tliat  purpose,  with  proper  Alphabets,  it  is  submitted,  that,  when  said  Books 
Ore  finished,  on  tlie  representation  of  the  Chancellor,  Master  of  the  Bolls,  and  Judges,  the  quantum  of 
such  compensation  be  ascertained  by  any  two  or  more  of  the  Masters,  assisted  by  two  or  more  of  the  Six  Clerks, 
w ho  shall  have  power  to  inspect  the  Books  compiled  by  the  Deputy  Keeper  of  the  Rolls,  and  Deputy  Filacer  of 
tlie  Exchequer,  who  should  be  empowered  to  inquire  into  and  report,  to  tlie  Chancellor  and  the  Judges,  the 
expense,  labour  and  trouble,  they  were  at  in  such  investigation,  and  what  they  are  of  opinion  ought  to  be  paid 
them  for  such  their  trouble. 

Lord  Redesdale,  on  inspecting  the  outline  of  Master  King’s  plan  (which  he  delivered  to  his  Lordship  in 
writing)  highly  approved  thereof,  and  declared  his  intention  to  have  same  carried  into  effect ; which  was  pre- 
vented by  his  removal. 

It  is  proposed,  to  have  thirty-six  Books  kept  in  each  Court,  one  for  each  County,  and  one  for  each  of 
the  Four  Cities,  of  Dublin,  Cork,  Kilkenny,  and  Waterford ; so  tliat,  on  a Search  required,  when 
the  name  of  the  Lands  or  Houses,  and  where  situate,  is  stated,  the  Book  for  the  County  or  City  is 
• immediately  turned  to,  and  the  Letter-in  the  Alphabet  referring  to  the  Name  of  the  Lands  instantly 
is  found,  and  that  refers  to  the  entry  of  the  Bill  filed  respecting  such  Lands.” 


To  the  Right  Honourable  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Records  in  Ireland, 

Further  Return  from  the  Rolls  Office; 

by  William  Nash  and  James  Ha&diman,  Sub-Commissioners. 

THE  Secretary  to  the  Record  Commission  having  intimated  to  us,  that  a more  particular  Return 
relating  to  the  Records  preserved  in  the  Rolls  Office,  than  tliat  made  by  tlie  Deputy  Keeper  thereof, 
would  be  desirable ; as  weH  to  obtain  an  accurate  knowledge  of  tlie  Contents  of  tlie  Repository,  as 
to  facilitate  the  arrangement  thereof  under  tlie  Commission,  requested  that  we  should  turn  our 
attention  thereto : 111  consequence  whereof,  we  humbly  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  Return 
to  Your  Honourable  Board,  in  addition  to  that  heretofore  made ; in  tlie  drawing  up  of  which  we 
have  endeavoured  to  be  as  correct  and  particular  as,  from  tlie  yet  confused  state  of  the  principal  part 
of  the  Records,  we  could  possibly  be. 

Km. nt  Patent  Rolls. — These  Rolls  are  tlie  most  numerous,  and,  next  to  the  Enrolmehts  of  Acts  of  Parliament, 

• — ^ the  most  valuable  species  of  Rolls  preserved  in  this  Repository,  In  the  former  Return  it  was  stated,  that  they 
commenced  in  tlie  qtli  year  of  Edward  III.  which  at  the  time  seemed  correct ; ami  particularly  as  It  agreed  with 
tlie  Return  formerly  made  by  Mr.  Lodge.  But,  having  since  found  reason  to  suppose  tliat  they  commenced 
at  a niufcli  earlier  period,  it  accordingly  so  turned  out,  upon  a minute  investigation  of  an  old  Roll,  which  is 
endorsed  “ Antiquissiuic  latere  Patentes  to  tlie  heading  of  which  Roll,  we  have  restored  the  following  words, 
which  before  were  illegible,  “ A'ntiquissime  Litere  Patentes  et  Conccssiones and  which  arc  in  the  hand-writing  of 
the  reign  of  James  I.  These  words  shew,  that  when  they  were  written  this  was  known  to  be  the  oldest  Roll  ; 
which  is  the  case,  as  it  appeals  to  be  a Patent  Roll  (so  far  as  the  first  six  membranes)  of  Edward  I.  commencing 
in  the  eleventh  year,  and  extending  to  the  end  of  lus  reign ; it  is  consequently  tlie  oldest  Boll  of  this  kind  as  yet 

known

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known  to  exist  in  the  Kingdom  *.  The  two  last  membranes  (which  are  the  7th  and  8th)  are  of  the  following 
Reign.  They  commence  in  the  9U1  of  Edward  II.  and  extend  to  the  nth  of  his  Reign  ; and  seem  to  have 
been  formerly  attached  to  the  Roll  of  Edward  I.  for  better  preservation,  being  perhaps  considered  too  small  to 
form  a separate  Roll.  These  conclusions,  which  we  have  made  not  only  from  the  writing,  but  from  internal 
evidence  in  the  Roll  itself,  appear  fully  corroborated  by  a circumstance  which  lias  since  come  to  our  knowledge ; 
that,  in  a Return  from  this  Office  made  in  1 723,  by  Mr.  Baldwin,  then  one  of  the  Deputy  Keepers  of  the  Rolls, 
it  was  stated,  “ that  there  was  one  Roll  of  old  Patents,  &c.  with  a label  on  one  side,  writ  ‘ De  anno  Edwardi 
• Primi  ct  Secundi,'  and  on  the  other  side,  ‘ Ano  undccimo  Edwardi,’  hut  which  labels  are  since  lost.”  We 
have  been  the  more  particular  in  fixing  the  true  date  of  this  Roll,  as  Mr.  Lodge  returned  and  abstracted  it  as  one 
of  Edward  III.  thereby  committing  a mistake  of  more  than  half  a century,  besides  mixing  the  two  Reigns,  which 
greatly  confuses  the  first  volume  of  his  Manuscripts,  and  led  the  Sub-Commissioners  from  England  to  suppose 
he  had  not  at  all  abstracted  it : and  as  the  attaching  of  both  Rolls  to  each  other  was  obviously  the  cause  of  those 
mistakes,  we  think  it  would  be  proper  to  separate  them. 

From  the  1 1 th  of  Edward  I.  to  the  1 8th  of  Henry  VIII.  there  are  many  chasms  in  the  Patent  Rolls  in  this 
Repository  : some  without  doubt  are  iirccoverably  lostf.  but  many  yet  remain  in  Birmingham  Tower,  which, 
according  to  Mr.  Lodge,  were  left  there  by  mistake,  and  ought  to  be  restored  to  the  Rolls  Office.  They  are 
about  fifty  in  number,  and  would  very  nearly  complete  the  series  here.  The  inconvenience  and  irregularity  of 
having  them  separate  are  too  obvious  to  need  any  further  remark ; and  if  removed  to  the  Rolls,  they  would  be 
much  more  accessible  to  the  Public  than  they  are  at  present. 

From  the  18th  of  Henry  VIII.  to  the  present  time,  the  Patent  Rolls  arc  complete,  with  the  exception  of  one 
Roll  of  the  1 ith  of  Charles  1.  mentioned  in  the  lormer  Return  to  have  been  lost  many  years  ago  ; the  want  of 
which  has  been  frequently  the  cause  of  very  great  inconvenience  and  detriment  to  many,  who  from  time  to  time 
had  occasion  to  refer  thereto.  And,  us  the  supplying  of  this  loss  would  be  of  great  advantage  to  the  Public,  the 
only  way  of  doing  so,  at  present,  is  to  ascertain,  from  the  Books  of  Reference  still  remaining  in  the  Office,  the 
several  Fiants,  Deeds,  and  other  articles  of  which  it  was  composed,  and  which  are  still  preserved  amongst  the 
respective  Classes  of  Records  to  which  they  belonged ; and  by  collecting  and  arranging  them,  and  having  them 
enrolled  anew,  in  the  order  in  which,  as  will  appear  from  the  Books  of  Reference,  they  were  before  enrolled, 
by  this  means  the  defect  would  be  remedied,  and  the  trouble  and  expense  attending  it  would  be  trifling  in 
comparison  to  its  utility.

Close  Rolls. — The  oldest  Roll  of  this  description  is  one  of  the  20th  year  of  Edward  11.  It  contains  Close 
Liberates,  Writs  of  various  kinds,  Pardons  of  Alienation,  Recognizances,  a few  Deeds,  and  an  article  entitled 
“ Statutum  de  Hibernia,”  a copy  of  which  is  subjoined  to  this  Return.*  This  Class  of  Rolls  does  not  appear  to  • pages  77, 
have  been  continued  in  regular  succession,  none  other  occurring  until  die  time  of  Richard  II.  of  whose  Reign  "lfra 
there  are  two  Close  Rolls,  one  of  the  first,  and  the  other  of  the  fourth  year.  They  contain,  amongst  other 
mixed  matters,  Deeds,  and  Writs  of  “ Amoveas  Manus.”  The  next  we  find,  is  one  of  Henry  IV.  and  in  the  time 
of  Henry  VI.  there  are  five,  (each  of  which  is  entitled  “ Rotulus  Clausus;”)  viz.  in  the  5th,  6th,  14th,  191I1. 
and  20th  years  of  his  Reign.  The  next  are,  one  of  die  19th  of  Edward  IV.  another  of  the  9th  of  Henry  VII. 
one  of  die  5th  of  Edward  VI.  two  of  the  1 2th  and  1 ,5th  of  Elizabeth,  and  -die  Roll  of  die  1 2th  and  1 3th  of 
Charles  I.  mentioned  in  the  former  Return.  We  have  not,  as  yet,  been  able  to  ascertain,  whether  there  are  any 
Close  Rolls  of  a later  period  than  that  last  mentioned.  But  it  is  observable,  that  any  difference  which  might 
originally  have  existed  between  the  Close  and  Patent  Rolls  was  discontinued  in  course  of  time,  although  die  name 
of  the  former  was  still  preserved  ; for  both  species  of  Rolls  contain  matters  of  a similar  kind  ; and  in  no  one 
instance,  except  the  Roll  above-mentioned  may  be  considered  as  an  exception,  is  there  a Close  and  Patent  Roll 
for  the  same  year  or  period  ; which,  if  they  were  meant  to  be  distinct  in  their  nature,  could  not  but  in  some 
instance  have  been  the  case ; and,  as  far  back  as  the  Books  of  Reference  to  the  Rolls  extend,  the  Close  Rolls  are 
referred  to  without  any  distinction  from  the  Patent  Roll. 


Parliament  Rolls. — The  oldest  Roll  of  this  description  preserved  here,  is  one  of  the  7th  of  Henry  VI ; pARUA. 
they  are  in  order  and  number,  to  the  commencement  of  the  reign  of  George  I.  as  follows ; —

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Not  having  proceeded  in  the  arrangement  of  this  species  of  Rolls  any  later  than  die  beginning  of  George  the 
First,  when  the  public  and  private  Acts  were  enrolled  separately,  we  cannot  immediately  set  forth  the 
number  since  that  time  ; but  they  are  very  numerous.  The  Statute  Rolls  prior  to  the  todi  of  Henry  VII.  are  all 
in  Norman  French;  and  as  there  are  printed  Statutes  long  prior  to  the  oldest  Roll  appearing  here,  some  of  the 
more  ancient  of  those  Rolls  must  have  been  lost  We  liave  met  with  a Manuscript  note,  written  about  the 
year  1 634,  in  one  of  die  old  Reference  Books  in  the  Office,  by  which  it  appears,  that  a Parliament  Roll  of 
Edward  III.  was  dien  in  die  possession  of  the  Lord  Primate,  Archbishop  Usher. 

Recognizance  Rolls. — In  the  former  Return  these  Rolls  were  omitted;  the  oldest  Roll  of  this  kind  that 
we  have  met  with,  is  one  of  die  21st  year  of  Henry  VIII.  and  the  latest  the  todi  of  Charles  1. ; they  are 
about  twenty  in  number,  and  are,  in  general,  in  good  preservadon ; but,  as  there  is  neither  Index  nor  Reference 
of  any  kind  to  them  in  die  Office,  no  recourse  could  be  had  to  diem  for  many  years,  and  the  Contents  are 
almost  entirely  unknown. 

Decree  Rolls. — The  oldest  Decrees  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  preserved  here,  commence  in  the  24th  year 
of  Henry  VIII.  The  practice  originally  seems  to  have  been,  to  lodge  in  the  Office  die  original  Docquet,  or 
Decree  engrossed  on  Parchment,  and  signed  by  the  Lord  Cliancellor  or  Master  of  the  Rolls,  which  practice 
continued  until  the  1 2di  year  of  James  I.  at  which  time  the  Decrees  were  first  enrolled.  There  is  a chasm 
in  the  Decree  Rolls  from  1643  to  165.5,  owing  to  the  suspension  of  business  by  the  dissentions  in  this  Kingdom 
during  that  period ; from  thence,  until  die  Restoration,  there  are  Rolls  of  the  Decrees  and  Adjudications  of  the 
Commissioners  for  the  Administration  of  Justice  in  Ireland.  The  Decrees  or  Certificates  of  die  Commissioners 
appointed  for  executing  the  Acts  of  Settlement  and  Explanation  are  separately  preserved,  and  are  in  very  good 
preservation.  The  Chancery  Decree  Rolls  are  in  regular  succession  from  the  Restoration  to  the  year  1 775,  as 
mentioned  in  the  former  Return,  but  from  that  time,  and  particularly  at  the  present,  the  manner  of  enrolling 
diem  (if  it  can  be  so  termed)  calls  for  particular  animadversion,  and  we  humbly  beg  leave  to  direct  the 
attention  of  this  Honourable  Board  thereto.  The  practice  then  adopted,  and  still  continued,  by  the  Six  Clerks, 
is,  to  have  die  Decrees  ingrossed  on  skins  of  Parchment,  generally  of  an  irregular  size,  and  closely  written  on  both 
sides,  in  very  indifferent,  and  often  illegible  handwriting,  and  full  of  mistakes  for  want  of  comparing;  then  they 
are  sent  to  die  Rolls  Office;  instead  of  being  made  up  in  Rolls  of  an  uniform  size,  and  written  in  legible  and 
durable  hand  writing,  which  might  well  be  done  out  of  the  Charges  made  for  die  purpose;  this  practice,  if 
continued,  may  ultimately  defeat  the  object  of  enrolling  Decrees,  and  therefore  requires  to  be  remedied.  There 
are  no  Books  of  reference  to  the  Decrees  prior  to  James  II.  but,  we  are  informed  that  tiiere  are  some  Books 
relating  to  them  in  the  Library  of  Christ-Church  Dublin. 

The  foregoing  is  all  that  at  present  occurs  to  us  respecting  the  several  kinds  of  Rolls  in  diis  Repository;  but 
as  to  their  state  of  Preservation,  we  have  generally  observed,  that  the  first  Membranes,  particularly  of  the  more 
ancient  Rolls,  have  suffered  more  by  time  and  accident,  and  are  in  worse  condition  than  any  other  part  of  die 
Rolls,  being  quite  obliterated,  tom  and  otherwise  damaged,  by  which  several  articles  enrolled  on  them,  and 
particularly  on  the  back,  are  irrecoverably  lost.  The  easiest  and  most  effectual  way  to  prevent  tiiis  for  die 
future,  would  be  to  have  a membrane,  or  strip  of  strong  parchment,  affixed  to  die  first  Membrane,  so  as  to 
wrap  round  and  cover  the  entire  Roll.  A few  of  die  old  Rolls,  with  which  tills  precaution  was  taken,  are  by 
far  in  the  best  Preservation. 

Chancery  Pleadings. — The  next  species  of  Record,  and,  by  far  die  most  extensive,  preserved  hero,  are 
the  Pleadings  and  Proceedings  in  the  Court  of  Chancery,  consisting  of  Bills,  Answers,  Replications,  Rejoinders, 
Orders,  &c.  The  more  ancient  Bills  and  Answers  are  tied  in  heavy  bundles ; and,  since  the  beginning  of  the 
1 8U1  Century;  they  are  deposited  in  Presses,  and  to  them  access  is  easy;  but  those  prior  thereto,  and  even 
Stopped  Pleadings  of  a much  later  date,  to  which  there  is  no  Book  of  Reference  whatsoever,  are  thrown  promis- 
cuously, in  large  heaps,  on  the  tops  of  the  presses,  so  that  we  cannot,  at  present,  precisely  ascertain  when 
they  commence;  but  we  have  seen* several  bundles  of  Chancery  Pleadings  prior  to  the  year  1640,  which  arc 
lying  at  present  among  die  Records  lately  removed  to  the  Dome  of  the  Four  Courts,  to  be  regulated.  As  to 
the  more  recent  Pleadings,  they  are  very  injudiciously  placed,  those  of  the  same  year  being,  in  many  instances, 
in  presses  at  great  distance  from  each  other,  while  tiiose  of  distant  years  are  in  the  same  press:  This  inconve- 
nience is  remedied,  in  some  degree,  by  the  local  knowledge  of  some  of  the  Clerks  : but  in  any  future  arrange- 
ment of  the  Pleadings,  great  care  should  be  taken  that  the  current  business  of  the  office  should  not  be  in  any 
way  impeded. 

Plants,  or  Grants  and  Appointments  of  various  kinds  by  the  Crown,  are  the  next,  111  point  of  magnitude, 
to  the  Pleadings;  they  commence  in  the  21st  year  of  the  Reign  of  Henry  VIII,  and  are  continued  down 
to  the  present  time;  they  are  all  enrolled,  or  supposed  to  be  so ; but  are  in  no  sort  of  arrangement,  nor  is  there 
any  Index,  or  other  reference  whatsoever  to  diem  ; a due  regulation  of  them,  which  has  been  nearly  completed, 
was  highly  necessary,  as  is  also  the  careful  preservation  of  them ; because,  in  case  of  any  accident  happening 
to  any  of  the  Patent  Rolls,  thfey  can  be  replaced  in  a great  measure  from  the  Plants,  as  we  before  observed  in 
respect  of  the  lost  Roll  of  Charles  1. 

Inquisitions, 
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Inquisitions  post  mortem. — These  Records,  which  are  very  numerous,  and  highly  interesting,  and 
valuable  in  many  respects,  commence  in  the  Reign  of  Elizabeth,  (very  few,  if  any,  being  prior  thereto)  and 
extend  to  the  Restoration,  soon  after  which  they  ceased ; tliey  were  taken  under  Commissions  directed  to  the 
Escheators  of  each  Province,  and  others  joined  with  them,  and  find,  by  the  Oath  of  a Jury,  what  Lands  any 
Person  died  seised  of,  by  what  Rents  and  Services  they  were  held,  and  w ho  was  the  next  Heir,  and  his  age,  by 
which  the  right  of  the  Crown  to  Escheat,  or  Wardship,  was  ascertained.  Although  they  are  the  best  evidence 
of  descents  and  property,  and  the  rights  and  privileges  appendant  to  property,  during  the  period  aforesaid,  and 
set  out  several  Deeds,  Wills,  and  Instruments,  of  which  there  may  be  no  other  evidence  existing,  they  were, 
notwithstanding,  very  badly  preserved  heretofore,  being  thrown  on  the  tops  of  Presses  in  the  Record  Room, 
without  any  arrangement  whatsoever;  by  which  many  of  them  were  much  injured  and  defaced,  and,  although 
frequently  resorted  to  of  late  years,  it  was  impossible  to  find  such  as  were  enquired  for,  from  the  confusion  ip 
which  tliey  lay.  We  understand  that  there  are  some  original  Inquisitions,  or  Books  of  reference  to  Inquisitions, 
in  the  Manuscript  Library  of  Trinity  College. 

Inquisitions  on  attainder. — These  Inquisitions,  which  were  equally  neglected  with  the  former,  being 
mixed  with  them,  commence  in  the  Reign  of  Elizabeth,  and  come  down  to  the  Reign  of  William  III. ; very  few, 
if  any,  being  subsequent  thereto ; tliey  were  taken  under  Commissions  directed  like  the  former,  and  shew 
whether  any  Person  was  attainted,  in  which  case  his  Lands,  which  were  also  found,  were  seized  into  the 
King’s  hands.  ' 

There  are  also  preserved  here,  the  celebrated  Inquisitions  finding  the  Title  of  Charles  I.  to  the  Province 
of  Connaught;  they  are  commonly  called  S-ruArroni/a  Inquisitions,  having  been  taken  before  that  Nobleman 
in  the  years  1635  and  1637.  They  found  all  the  Lands  in  the  Province,  and  the  Tenants  and  Holders  thereof 
at  tlie  time,  with  the  exception  of  the  County  of  Leitrim,  of  which  County  no  Inquisition  appeal's  to  have 
been  taken. 

The  old  Books  of  reference  to  the  Inquisitions  remaining  in  the  Office,  a List  of  which  will  be  found  in 
the  Schedule  annexed,  are  at  present  of  little  use,  from  the  derangement  of  the  Records  to  which  they 
refer ; some  of  them  appear  to  be  lost,  and  the  remainder  are  defective  in  many  respects,  being  no  other  than 
the  Books  of  Entries  of  the  Inquisitions,  as  tliey  were  received  into  the  Office,  containing  in  general  only  the 
Names  of  the  Persons,  the  Date,  and  County;  so  that  now,  when  the  contents  of  these  Inquisitions  are 
entirely  unknown,  tliey  are  quite  inadequate  for  the  purposes  of  reference ; and,  as  the  preservation  of  these 
Records  is  of  much  importance,  we  feel  it  necessary  to  observe,  that  when  properly  arranged,  and" subdivided 
into  Counties  and  Reigns,  if  Portfolios  of  an  adequate  size  were  provided  lor  them,  they  could  be  more 
easily  referred  to,  and  would  moreover  be  completely  protected  from  any  further  injury  or  derangement. 

Transmisses  of  Public  and  Private  Acts  of  Parliament. — The  oldest  Transmisses  we  could 
yet  discover,  are  of  the  Reign  of  Henry  VIII. ; from  thence  to  the  time  of  the  Union  in  1800  tliey  are 
preserved  here;  they  arc  in  good  Preservation,  and  arc  lodged  in  Presses ; but  there  is  no  List  of  them,  nor 
Index  of  any  kind. 

Besides  the  several  species  of  Records  herein-liefore,  and  in  the  former  Return  mentioned,  there  are  many 
others  of  various  kinds;  but  we  regret  to  state,  that  all  these  are  so  entirely  deranged  and  dispersed 
throughout  the  Record  Room,  that  we  cannot,  at  present,  be  more  particular  in  our  account  of  them,  hut  wc 
hope,  in  the  course  of  the  ensuing  summer,  to  have  them  in  some  arrangement 

As  the  form  and  tenor  of  several  of  the  more  ancient  Records  before  mentioned  are  at  present  unknown, 
except  to  very  few,  w ho  had  a particular  opportunity  of  applying  themselves,  from  time  to  time,  thereto,  we 
thought  it  would  lie  a matter,  not  alone  of  curiosity  to  some,  hut  of  utility  to  man}’,  if  a few  Specimens  and 
Extracts  from  them  were  given,  whereby  die  nature  of  the  Records  would  be  exhibited,  so  as  to  afford  some 
light  to  an  Inquirer,  in  what  Class  of  them  the  object  of  his  Search  is  moat  likely  to  be  found,  and  the  reading 
of  the  Originals  be  perhaps  facilitated,  an  end  very  much  to  be  wished  for ; and  in  doing  so,  and  having  those 
ends  in  view',  it  is  hoped  that  such  Specimens  as  we  have  subjoined,  will  be  found  neither  uninteresting  nor 
unimportant. 

The  Books  of  Reference  to  the  various  classes  of  Records,  are  very  numerous,  and,  for  many  reasons,  we 
judged  it  necessary'  to  annex  a List  or  Schedule  of  them  hereto.*  The  only  Books  at  present  in  use,  are  those 
relating  to  the  Chancery  Pleadings,  and  those  referring  to  the  Patent  Rolls,  the  former,  consisting  of  about 
sixty  folio  Volumes,  are  in  general  in  very  bad  condition,  being  much  tom,  effaced,  and  otherwise  damaged, 
in  consequence  of  their  being  kept  in  the  Office  of  the  Copying  Clerks,  where  the  Public  have  indiscriminate 
access  to  them  on  the  most  trivial  occasions  ; by  which  the  entire  Alphabets  of  several  are  entirely  defaced, 
and  the  reference  to  the  Pleadings  thereby  in  danger  of  being  entirely  lost ; to  obviate  this  inconvenience,  we 
beg  leave  to  suggest,  that  it  would  be  highly  advisable  to  have  them  immediately  removed  into  the  inner  Office, 
under  the  care  of  a Clerk,  or  confidential  Person,  who,  for  his  trouble,  might  be  authorized  to  receive  some 
trifling  sum  by  w ay  of  Fee  for  Search,  as  is  the  practice  in  other  Offices ; by  doing  so,  tliey  w ould  be 
referred  to  only  when  necessary,  and  would  be  preserved  from  any  future  injury. 
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The  other  Books  now  in  use,  namely,  those  referring  to  the.  Patent  Rolls,  are  carefully  kept  in  the  way 
above  recommended,  as  to  the  Pleading  Books,  but  they  are  not  in  good  condition,  and  are  far  from  being 
complete  or  satisfactory  references,  even  so  far  as  they  extend,  which  is  only  from  the  18th  of  Henry  VI 11,  and 
even  in  that  period  there  is  a chasm,  by  the  want  of  the  Book  called  Liber  Secundus,  referring  to  the  greater 
part  of  the  Reign  of  Charles  I.  as  mentioned  in  the  former  Return.  This  Book  has  been  lately  discovered 
in  die  Parliament  Office,  and  the  restoration  of  it  to  the  Rolls  would  be  of  much  advantage. 

The  only  Reference  to  the  Rolls  prior  to  Henry  VIII.  extant,  is  to  be  found  in  the  valuable  Manuscripts 
of  the  ingenious  Mr.  Lodge,  and,  as  it  is  matter  of  just  concern,  as  well  as  of  Public  inconvenience,  that  the 
Office  should  be  destitute  of  a reference  to  those  early  Records,  we  beg  leave  to  submit  to  this  Honourable 
Board,  the  propriety  of  ordering  a Transcript  of  Lodge’s  Manuscripts,  with  some  necessary  alterations  and 
amendments,  down  to  the  time  the  references  here  commence;  it  would  be  contained  in  a folio  Volume  of 
moderate  size,  which  would  render  the  reference  nearly  complete,  to  the  great  benefit  of  the  Public. 

Besides  the  Books  before-mentioned,  there  are  several  Volumes  not  in  use,  the  principal  part  of  which  are 
prior  to  the  Restoration ; and,  although  not  immediately  in  use,  they  are  of  too  much  consequence  not  to  be 
preserved  with  care ; we  therefore  beg  leave  to  recommend  the  necessity  of  having  them  repaired,  bound,  and 
properly  lettered  ; for,  in  case  any  accident  should  hereafter  happen  to  any  of  the  Books  now  in  use,  it  might 
be  remedied  from  some  of  these. 

And  lastly,  we  take  this  opportunity  of  stating  what  occurred  to  us,  after  much  deliberation  concerning  the 
final  arrangement  of  the  several  Records  in  the  Record  Room,  winch  is  extremely  well  adapted  for  the  purpose 
to  which  it  is  applied.  This  Room  is  about  too  feet  long,  and  40  broad,  and  is  divided  into  two  parts,  called 
the  Lower  and  Upper  Record  Rooms,  which  latter  is  but  a surrounding  Gallery.  After  the  completing  of 
these  Buildings,  and  the  bringing  of  the  Records  here,  they  were  placed  in  the  Presses,  both  above  and  below, 
without  any  regularity  whatsoever,  except  what  little  was  observed  towards  the  Pleadings  and  Patent  Rolls ; 
but  almost  all  the  other  Records  were  promiscuously  heaped  together.  Now,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  intended 
regulation,  we  found  it  necessary  to  consider  all  the  Records  under  two  general  heads,  namely,  1st.  Stopped 
Records,  or  such  as  have  ceased,  as  Inquisitions,  Transmisses,  See.  all  of  which  can  be  placed  so  as  to  lose 
no  room ; and  idly,  Growing  Records,  or  such  as  are  daily  increasing,  as  Pleadings,  Fiants,  Decrees,  &c.  all 
of  which  must  be  so  placed  as  to  leave  room  for  those  to  come.  And,  as  the  Chancery  Pleadings  are  by  far 
the  most  numerous  Records  here,  we  think  that  the  under  Room  should  be  appropriated  for  them  exclusively. 
It  contains  218  Presses,  each  containing  sLx  shelves,  in  which  all  the  Pleadings  to  the  present  time  could  be 
chronologically  arranged,  and  room  left  for  Pleadings  for  many  years  hereafter.  The  Upper  Room  or  Gallery, 
contains  54  Presses,  each  having  six  shelves,  and  in  these  we  recommend  the  placing  of  the  Fiants,  Inquisitions, 
Transmisses,  Decrees,  and  other  miscellaneous  Records,  which  they  will  easily  contain  when  judiciously 
arranged  anil  distinguished ; but,  as  in  this  case  there  would  be  no  room  left  for  the  Patent,  Statute,  and  other 
Rolls,  which  are  at  present  in  the  under  Room,  the  Presses  of  which  are  not  at  all  calculated  for  Rolls,  being 
entirely  too  large,  but  which,  as  before  mentioned,  ought  to  contain  only  the  Pleadings ; we  are  entirely  of 
opinion,  that  this  much  wished  for  arrangement  cannot  be  completed,  unless  a range  of  new  Presses  be 
constructed  exclusively  for  the  Rolls,  and  properly  adapted  for  their  reception,  which  might  be  fixed  round  the 
Gallery,  in  place  of  the  present  railing,  and  should  be  made  so  as  to  contain  not  only  all  the  Rolls  to  the 
present  time,  in  proper  order,  but  also  those  for  many  years  to  come.  By  those  means  the  arrangement  would 
be  complete  ; a circumstance  which  could  not  but  redound  as  much  to  the  honour  of  its  Promoters,  as  it  would 
be  of  real  service  to  the  Country  at  large  : And  we  beg  leave  to  add,  that,  as  Sub-Commissioners  under  this 
Honourable  Board,  our  humble  exertions  shall  never  be  wanting  towards  the  accomplishment  of  so  desirable 
an  object.

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Decree  \ Memorand  in  Ester  term  die  XVIUlh  day  of  Apryll  in  die  XXXIIIl,h  yore  of  the 
J Reigne  of  our  Soveraigne  Lorde  Ilenry  die  VIIIth  by  die  grace  of  God  kyng  of  Inglond, 
France  and  Irelond,  defender  of  the  faith,  and  in  erthe  supreme  hed  immediately  undre  God  of  die  phurcke 
of  Englond  and  Irelond.'  Where  as  matter  of  Variance  ys  dependyug  in  die  King’s  most  honorable  Courte  of 
Chauncery  before  the  right  honorable  John  Alen  Esquier  Lorde  Clmuncelor  to  our  saide  Sov’aigne  Lorde  the 
Kyng  of  diis  his  grac’  Realme  of  Irelond  bitwinc  the  moste  Reverent  fadier  in  God  George  Archbussliop  of 
Dublyu  and  prymat  of  Irelond  plantyf  and  S'  Clirystofer  Howtiie  knight  lorde  of  Liowtke  Def'  cqncnynge  die 
Ryght  title  int'est  and  possessyon  of  a certeyne  Hand  cullyd  Irelandisia  or  Irelandis  eye  with  th’  apptenne’  as 
apperyth  by  die  Byll  Answer  and  Replication  on  botiie  parties  exhibited  before  the  saide  lorde  Chaunceler  in 
the  saide  Couite  of  Chauncery  and  thereupon  beying  at  yssue  Witnesses  on  eidier  ptie  sworne  and  examyned 
which  Bylle,  Answer,  and  Replycacion,  with  die  Witnesses  before  the  said  lorde  Chaunceler  in  the  saide 
Courte  of  Chauncery  by  good  delyberacyon  often  tymes  herde  seen  and  well  undrestoude.

successoures  in  Uiere  juste  and  rightful  tide  inheritauncc  and  possessyon  of  the  saide  Hand,  hadi  shevvid  and 
publyshed  the  same  dede  and  by  diverse  and  sundry  antyke  Dedes,  Evidences,  & Wrytyngs,  on  the  behalf  of 
the  said  most  Reverent  father  in  God  George  Archebushop  of  Dublvn  shewyd  before  the  lorde  Cliauncelor 
in  die  said  Courte  of  Chauncery,  yt  dotiie  apere  unto  the  saide  lorde  Chaunceler  and  Courte,  diat  die  very 
right  tide  interest  inheritaunce  and  possession  of  die  said  Irelands  eye  or  Irelandisia  only  hath  and  doth 
ap|>ertcyne  unto  the  saide  Archebusshop  and  his  Successours,  and  that  the  said  lorde  of  Houthe  ne  none  otiier 
of  his  Auncetoius  were  seaside  or  possessyde  or  had  any  other  right  tide  possession  or  interest  but  only  at 
wylle  and  by  sufferance  of  die  saide  Archebusshop  and  his  pVicccssoures,  pavinge  dierefore  yearly  "such  rent 
and  pfyt  as  was  bitwene  them  agreed.  Wherefore  it  ys  finally  onlred,  decreed  and  judged,  by  die  said  lord 
Chaunceler  and  Couite  of  Chauncery,  that  the  said  Archbussliop  and  his  Successours  shall  have  hold  occupye 
and  enyoie  the  possession  of  the  said  Hand  Irelandisia  or  Irelands  eye,  with  di’app'tennc'  as  in  dieir  owne  mere 
right  title  and  interest  for  ev  witiiout  impechemeut,  let,  interrupticion,  or  disturbance,  of  die  said  S'  Clirystofer 
hys  Heires  or  any  odier  persone  or  persones  for  dieym  or  in  tiiere  name  or  names,  undll  suche  time  as  die  said 
S'  Clirystofer  his  Heires  or  Assignes  shall  shew  better  mater  for  liis  claymc  and  title  which  he  ptendyd  unto  die 
same  Hand  callyd  Irelandisia  or  Irelandes  eye.  And  furdier  it  is  ordred  decreed  and  judged  by  die  said  lorde 
Chaunceler  anti  Courte  of  Cliauncery  dial  the  said  S'  Chrystofer  Houthe  knyght  and  bis  Executoures  shall 
pay  unto  die  said  moste  Reverent  father  in  God  George  Archbussliop  of  Dublin  & his  Successours  or 
Assignes  a hundredth  shillings  for  hys  costes,  expenses  and  charges,  susteyned  by  wrongfull  vexacion  sewte 
and  trouble  of  die  said  S'  Clirystofer  in  the  saide  Courte  of  Chauncery.

The  foregoing  Books  are  the  only  References  (for  none  of  them  can  with  any  propriety  be  termed 
Repertories)  to  the  Patent  Rolls  in  this  Repository.  They  are  in  many  respects  very  deficient;  but 
to  enumerate  the  several  instances  would  take  much  time  and  exclusive  application  to  them;  and 
digesting  proper  Plans  to  remedy  their  defects,  would  require  considerable  judgment  and  consideration. 
There  is  however  one  deficiency  throughout,  which  we  will  mention,  as  being  a great  inconvenience  to 
the  Public,  namely,  the  want  of  particular  References  to  Grants  of  Offices,  Manors,  Tithes,  Weira, 
Fisheries,  &c.  and  particular  Denominations  of  Land ; which,  if  the  time  of  the  Grants  or  Patentees’ 
Names  be  unknown,  as  is  very  frequently  the  case,  cannot  be  at  all  ascertained.

The  Return  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown  ami  Clerk  of  the  Hanaper  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  in  Ireland,  Crown  and 
to  the  Queries  directed  by  die  Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records  of  Ireland.  v -L 

(1). — TIIE  Records,  See.  in  the  custody  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown  and  Hanaper  of  the  Court  of  Chancery 
in  Ireland,  are  as  follows;  viz. 

Writs  of  Election  of  Members  to  serve  in  the  House  of  Commons,  and  Returns  thereon,  commencing 
mostly  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Anne,  and  brought  down  to  the  time  of  the  Union  between  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland  ; since  which  period  they  are  transmitted  to  the  Crown  Office  in  England.  There  are  Books  in  the 
■Office  containing  the  names  of  the  several  Members  returned  upon  those  Writs,  arranged  under  the  several 
Counties  alphabetically;  and  the  Writs  and  Returns  being  placed  in  different  presses  under  the  heads  of  the 
different  Provinces  and  Counties,  all  die  purposes  of  an  Index  are  by  this  means  answered. 

Writs  for  electing  temporal  Peers,  and  Returns  thereto,  pursuant  to  the  Act  of  Union,  commencing 
September  1S01  and  ending  October  1809,  when  die  last  election  took  place;  there  is  a Book  kept  containing 
the  names  of  the  Peers,  and  an  account  of  their  votes,  with  an  Index  referring  diereto. 

Commissions  of  Lunacy  and  Idiotcy,  and  Inquisitions  diereon,  commencing  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Anne, 
ami  brought  down  to  die  present  time.  There  is  reason  to  appreheild  that  these  are  very  imperfect,  as  the 
Inquisitions  are  wanting  to  some  of  the  Commissions,  and  there  arc  Inquisitions  without  Commissions,  which 
it  is  supposed  has  been  occasioned  by  die  frequent  removals  of  the  Records  and  Papers  of  tliis  Office  before 
they  cuiuc  to  their  present  situation,  and  the  great  neglect  that  took  place  in  the  conduct  and  management  of 
the  Office  from  1776  to  1784,  during  some  part  of  which  period  and  even  down  to  1789,  these  Commissions 
were  issued  by  the  Lord  Chancellor's  Secretary,  and  several  Writs,  & c.  which  properly  belonged  to  tliis  Office, 
were  issued  by  odier  Officers  of  die  Court  There  is  no  Index  to  dicse  Commissions ; but  they  are  arranged 
jn  die  different  reigns,  and  any  particular  one  can  be  easily  found. 

Writs  of  “ Ad  quod  damnum,”  and  Inquisitions  thereon,  commencing  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Anne,  and 
brought  down  to  the  present  time;  they  are  in  very  good  condition;  but  there  is  no  Index  to  them;  nor  docs  it 
appear  to  me,  after  an  experience  of  twenty-three  years,  that  it  would  be  of  any  great  use  or  advantage  to  the 
Public  to  have  one. 

Commissions  of  Inquiry  and  Inquisitions  thereon,  commencing  in  the  reign  of  Charles  the  second ; there 
arc  so  very  few  of  these,  tlujt  an  Index  to  them  is  unnecessary,  but  it  would  of  course  take  a very  short  time  to 
make  one. 

Writs  to  elect  Coroners  and  Returns  thereon,  commencing  in  the  reign  of  George  II. ; these  are  very 
incomplete,  and  they  are  frequently  never  returned ; there  never  has  been  an  Index  to  them. 

Significavits  and  Warrants  thereon  for  Wilts  of  Excom  Capio,  commencing  hi  the  reign  of  James  the  first; 
they  are  in  good  condition,  and  arranged  in  the  different  reigns;  but  there  is  no  Index  to  them,  nor  can  I see 
that  any  is  necessary. 

Apostles  and  Warrants  thereon  for  Commissions  of  Delegates,  commencing  in  the  reign  of  George  the  first; 
they  are  in  good  condition,  and  arranged  in  the  different  reigns;  but  there  is  no  Index  to  them,  nor  is  any 
necessary,  as  they  are  never  looked  after  when  the  Commission  of  Delegates  issues. 

Books  of  Dockets  of  the  Writs  issued  by  the  Six  Clerks  in  the  several  Causes  in  the  Court  of  Chancery, 
commencing  in  the  reign  of  Charles  the  second,  and  comprising  different  periods  of  time,  endorsed  upon  the 
hack  of  each  Book.  There  are  no  chasms  in  these  Books,  viz.  from  17/53  to  1768,  and  from  1774  to  1788; 
they  are  very  seldom  referred  to,  as  the  Six  Clerks  keep  similar  Books  of  their  own. 

Books  of  Dockets  of  fineuble  Writs  issued  from  the  Cursitor’s  Office,  containing  accounts  of  the  King’s  Silver 
payable  thereon,  commencing  in  the  reign  of  Charles  the  first,  and  divided  into  different  periods  of  time,  endorsed 
on  the  back  of  each  book,  and  numbered:  there  is  a chasm  in  these  Books,  from  17(10  to  1788;  during  which 
period  they  were  wholly  discontinued,  but  were  restored  by  me  oh  coming  into  Office;  there  is  no  Index  to 
them,  nor  is  there  any  wanting,  as  the  entries  arc  all  dated,  and  any  person  wanting  to  make  a Search  (which 
very  rarely  happens)  for  the  quantum  of  the  King’s  Silver,  can  find  it  directly  by  knowing,  as  they  always  do, 
the  Term  in  which  the  Fine  was  levied,  or  Recovery  suffered. 

Books  of  Entries  or  Dockets  of  all  Patents,  Commissions,  Writs,  See.  which  pass  the  Great  Seal  of  Ireland 
through  this  Office,  commencing  in  the  reign  of  Charles  II.  There  is  a chasm  in  .these  Books  from  1776  to 
1 784,  but  they  have  been  since  regularly  kept.  There  is  no  Index  to  them,  but  the  several  articles  contained 
therein  are  entered  according  to  the  date ; and  dining  the  whole  time  lliat  the  present  Deputy  has  been  in 
Office  (23  years)  be  does  not  recollect  any  Searches  to  be  made  in,  or  reference  to  those  Books,  and  of  course, 
hr  presumes  they  are  as  perfect  for  every  purpose  of  the  public  convenience,  as  it  is  necessary  they  should  be. 

Dedimoss  to  swear  Justices  of  the  Peace  with  Returns  of  the  execution  of  them.  These  are  extremely 
imperfect,  as  not  one  out  of  20  that  issue  is  ever  returned  or  filed. 

W umints  and  Fiats  for  business  issued  from  and  transacted  in  this  Office,  viz.  For  Licences  of  Absence, 
Proclamations,  W rits  of  “ Ad  quod  damnum,”  Writs  to  elect  Coroners,  Copimissioners  of  Valuation,  Pardons 
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of  course,  Commissions  to  examine  Witnesses  on  proceedings  before  the  Lord  Deputy  and  Council,  Writs  of 
Ease,  Sheriffs’  Patents,  Commissions  of  the  Peace,  Custodes  Rotulonun,  Writs  of  Supersedeas,  Masters 
Extraordinary,  Commissions  of  Perambulation,  Commissions  of  Array,  Commissions  of  Assize  and  Associa- 
tion, Commissions  of  Inquiry  for  appointing  King's  Counsel ; to  administer  Oaths  for  Writs  of  Election  of 
Members  to  serve  in  Parliament,  before  and  since  the  Union ; for  Writs  of  Summons  to  Parliament  before  the 
Union ; for  Writs  to  elect  temporal  Peers  of  Parliament  since  the  Union  ; for  Special  Commissions  of  various 
kinds,  &c.  &c.  &c.'  These  several  Warrants  are  separately  tied  up  and  endorsed,  in  Bundles  of  different  periods 
of  time,  and  there  are  references  to  them  so  easy  and  simple,  that  any  particular  Warrant  may  be  found  (if 
wanted)  in  a few  minutes. 

Rolls  of  Oaths  of  Allegiance,  Sec.  commencing  in  the  reign  of  William  and  Mary,  but  not  regular  from- that 
time;  on  each  Roll  is  endorsed  the  period  of  time  it  contains;  und  there  are  Books  in  the  Office  with  Indexes 
which  refer  to  them. 

Sundry  other  Rolls  of  Oaths,  viz.  for  swearing  Roman  Catholic  Barristers,  Assistant  Barristers,  the  Oaths 
“ of  Offices  hereinafter  mentioned,  &c.” 

A Book,  containing  Causes  heard  in  the  Court  of  Claims  in  1665  and  1666;  the  only  one  in  tire  Office, 

A Survey  of  Ulster,  taken  first  December  1618,  and  the  9 March  1619. 

Files  of  Certificates  of  Qualifications  of  Persons  for  Offices,  & c.  commencing  in  1 704. 

Evidence  taken  before  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  House  of  Commons,  since  the  Union,  upon  Trials 
of  Controverted  Elections,  pursuant  to  the  Act  of  42  Geo.  III. 

Consents  under  hands  and  seals  of  Banisters  to  act  as  Commissioners,  upon  the  Trial  of  Controverted 
Elections,  pursuant  to  said  Act  of  42  Geo.  III. 

A Book,  containing  the  votes  upon  the  Election  of  the  28  Peers,  at  the  time  of  the  Union  between  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland. 

Several  Books,  containing  various  collections  of  Precedents,  Drafts,  Copies,  See.  for  transacting  business  of 
the  Office  ; mostly  bound  and  indexed. 

Several  Books  containing  the  names  of  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  of  Ireland  at  different  periods,  marked  on 
each,  with  Indexes  thereto. 


(2.) — The  Office  is  now,  and  has  been  for  more  than  thirty  years  past,  erected  in  two  Rooms  upon  the  ground 
floor  of  one  of  the  buildings  in  the  Square  at  the  west  side  of  the  Four  Courts,  immediately  under  the  Record 
Room  of  the  Rolls  Office.  It  is  perfectly  secure,  and  convenient  in  every  respect,  for  the  accommodation  of 
ti>c  business  ; and  is  Public  property. 


(3.) — The  Records  are  arranged  as  mentioned  in  the  Answer  to  the  first  Quere,  and  are  kept,  in  Presses 
always  locked,  in  the  Rooms  belonging  to  the  Office ; and  they  are  in  as  good  a state  of  Preservation  as  can 
be  expected. 


(4.) — The  Records  and  Papers  in  this  Office  were  found  in  1784,  by  Mr.  Marshall  (predecessor  to  the  present 
Deputy)  as  he  informed  me,  all  lying  in  one  promiscuous  heap  in  the  middle  of  the  Office ; and  he,  with 
considerable  labour  and  expense,  sorted  and  arranged  them  all  in  so  very  complete  a maimer,  both  for  Preservation 
and  facility  of  Reference,  that  there  is  no  article  of  any  import  in  the  Office  to  which  recourse  may  not  be  had  in 
the  space  of  a few  minutes;  and  nothing  having  been  neglected  dial  has  from  time  to  time  occurred,  or  suggested 
itself,  for  rendering  the  arrangement  and  mode  of  keeping  the  several  matters  in  this  Office  more  perfect  and 
convenient,  it  is  not  conceived  that  any  addition  or  alteration  is  at  this  time  necessary  or  likely  to  promote 
more  effectually  those  purposes. 

(5.) — The  Persons  employed  in  the  care  and  custody  of  this  Office,  are,  a Deputy,  and  two  Clerks.  The 
former  attends  daily  from  eleven  till  three  o’clock ; and  the  Clerks  during  the  same  hours,  and  from  six  to  eight 
There 'is  a Salary  of  960/.  per  annum  paid  to  the  Principal,  and  100/.  per  annum  to  the  Deputy,  by  the 
Public.  The  Fees  taken  for  Copies  are  1 5.  per  Sheet,  and  3 s.  4 d.  for  a Search  ; and  the  same  are  so  very 
inconsiderable,  that  no  account  has  been  kept  of  them  ; but  it  is  supposed  they  do  not  amount  to  more  than 
4/.  a year  at  the  utmost ; and  it  has  not  occurred  more  than  two  or  three  times,  in  the  last  twenty-three  years, 
that  any  Record  has  been  taken  out  of  the  Office  for  the  purpose  of  producing  the  same  in  any  other  place. 

(6.) — There  is  not  any  Person  specially  entrusted  with  the  care  of  the  Records,  other  than  those  mentioned  in 
the  Answer  to  the  last  Question. 


(7-) — It  does  not  occur  to  me  that  there  are  any  matters  not  comprised  in  the  foregoing  Questions,  w hich 
it  is  necessary  or  expedient  to  observe  upon,  for  rendering  the  use  of  the  said  Records,  See.  more  convenient 
to  the  Public. 
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11.  CURSITOR’S  OFFICE. 

The  RETURN  of  the  Cursitor  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  of  Ireland,  to  certain  Queries  contained 
in  an  Order  of  the  Commissioners  upon  the  Public  Records,  &c.  of  this  Kingdom. 

(l.) — The  Records,  or  supposed  Records,  in  the  Cursitor's  Office  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  in  Ireland,  are 
Praecipes  or  Instructions,  on  plain  paper,  for  die  issuing  of  original  Writs,  and  die  Warrants  of  Attorney,  which 
are  filed  in  the  Office  upon  the  issuing  of  said  Writs,  as  also  Precipes  to  the  Oudawry. 

They  commence  in  Michaelmas  Term  1714;  and  from  that  dme  to  Hilary  1 745,  diere  are  many  chasms,  the 
cause  of  which  die  Cursitor  does  not  know. 

There  are  Books  kept,  wherein  Entries  of  the  different  Writs  issuing  out  of  die  Office,  and  the  Attomies’ 
Names  issuing  such  Writs,  arc  entered,  commencing  in  1656;  but  from  this  time  to  the  year  1791,  there  are 
many  chasms. 

(2.)— They  are  lodged  in  the  Buildings  attached  to  the  Four  Courts,  well  secured ; and  die  Building  is  Public 
property. 

(3.) — The  Records,  of  rather  Pnecipes,  are  in  a bad  state  of  preservation  from  1714  to  1745;  but  from 
1 745  to  the  present  time  are  in  a good  state  of  Preservation,  and  are  arranged  in  good  order  in  point  of  time, 
but  not  alphabetically.  1 

(4.) — There  is  a regular  Book,  as  mentioned  in  my  Answer  to  the  first  Quere,  hut  not  alphabeted  ; nor  do 
-I  think  any  other  Books  would  be  of  any  public  benefit,  being  seldom  applied  to  for  Searches,  as  appears  iu  my 
Answer  to  die  5di  Quere.  This  Book  is  considered  Public  property. 

(5.) — There  is  only  one  Clerk  employed  for  the  custody  and  arrangement  of  the  Records  or  Praecipes,  and  for 
conducdng  the  clerical  part  of  the  Office.  Attendance  every  day  (Sundays  excepted)  from  ten  to  three  o’clock, 
and  from  six  to  eight;  Salary  20  guineas  per  year ; Fees  charged  for  each  Search  <\d.  per  Term,  where  the 
immediate  date  is  not  specified  ; one  shilling  is  only  taken  where  a reference  is  made  to  a particular  date.  The 
Certificate  of  any  Writ  issuing  is  charged  34. 4 d.  There  have  not  been  more  than  three  or  four  attendances  with 
any  of  the  foregoing  Records  or  Praecipes  these  thirteen  years  back. 

The  Fees  of  searching  anil  copying,  upon  an  average  of  the  three  last  years,  do  not  exceed  104.  for 
each  year. 

(6.) — There  is  one  Clerk,  whose  duty  it  is  to  attend  to  the  general  business  of  the  Office ; and  none  other, 
save  the  Cursitor,  who  attends  in  person. 

(7.) — The  Cursitor  is  not  aware  of  any  other  matter  necessary  to  observe,  for  rendering  die  use  of  the  said 
Records  or  Prscipes  more  convenient  to  the  Public.  Thomas  Prcmkrgast.

(1.) — Books  of  Hearings  and  Motions,  from  1621  to  1729*; — Book  of  Hearings,  from  1729  to  1811; — 
Book  of  Orders,  from  1623  to  1811;— Book  of  Motions,  from  1729  to  1811; — Book  of  Attachments, 
from  1739  to  1811; — Book  of  Pleadings,  from  1717  to  1811 Papers,  Decrees,  Consents,  Petitions, 
Certificates,  Reports,  and  Bundles  of  Depositions,  in  great  number.  The  periods  cannot  be  stated,  said  Papers 
having  been  always  placed  alphabetically,  and  not  by  date. 

(2.) — Said  Books  and  Papers  are  lodged  in  Chancery  Registry  Office,  at  Four  Courts;  a strong  Building, 
secure,  but  much  too  small ; can’t  say  whose  property  the  Building  is. 

(3.) — Said  Papers  and  Books  well  preserved,  and  in  the  same  state  as  received;  and  are  all  arranged,  Books 
according  to  dates,  and  Papers  alphabetically. 

(4.) — There  are  alphabetical  Indexes  to  all  said  Books,  perfect;  and  that  all  the  said  Papers  are  in  alphabets, 
regularly  placed  as  received. 

(3.) — That  the  acting  Registers  and  Head  Office  Clerks  all  attend  the  year  round  regularly,  during  Office 
hours,  to  the  keeping  the  foregoing  Books  and  Papers  in  the  above  state.  No  Salary,  Allowance,  or  Emolument, 
paid  by  the  Public  for  such  custody ; Searches  not  paid  for,  except  when  further  back  than  three  years,  in  which 
case  24.  8 id.  charged  (never  20 L a year  at  the  most)  for  Certificates  and  Copies;  legal  Fees  paid 
according  to  length;  impossible  to  state  Produce  of  same,  separate  from  general  Emolument  of  Patentee 
Register. 

(6.) — The  Registers  and  Head  Clerks  are  all  specially  intrusted  with  the  care  of  said  Books  and  Papers, 
and  thereby  all  regulated  and  attended  to,  and  kept  as  mentioned  in  Answer  to  fourth  Quere. 

(7.) — No  matters  necessary,  as  Deputy  Registers  conceive.

U.  ACCOUNTANT  GENERAL. 

The  Patentee,  Henry  Cope,  returns  the  following  Answers  to  Queries  comprised  in  a printed 
Paper,  dated  18th  September  1810. 

There  are  no  Records  kept  in  this  Office;  a mere  Account  with  the  Bank  of  Ireland,  kept  by  the  Patentee, 
who  is  stiled  “ The  Accountant  General”  of  the  Court  of  Chancery. 

There  are  lio  Deeds  lodged  in  this  Office:  The  Deeds  and  Original  Instruments  belonging  to  the  Suitors, 
are  deposited  in  the  Bank  of  Ireland,  and  delivered  to  those  entitled  to  them,  when  directed  to  do  so  by  an 
Order  of  the  Court  of  Chancery.  The  Preservation  of  these  Deeds  and  Papers  belongs  to  the  Bank  alone  ; 
the  Accountant  General  keeps  an  account  of  them. 

'Die  Office  of  Accountant  General  was  created  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  in  1 784;  and  this  Officer  is  required 
to  keep  a correct  account  of  all  Deposits  of  Suitors’  Money  in  the  Bank,  also  such  Drafts  as  he  from  time  to 
time  draws  on  the  Bank  under  Orders  of  the  Court ; so  that  the  Balance  in  each  Cause,  may  at  all  times  be 
perfectly  ascertained  : for  this  purpose,  a regular  set  of  Books,  from  the  commencement  of  the  Office  to  the 
-present  time,  have  been  kept  in  this  Office  with  the  Bank  of  Ireland,  as  to  the  Balances  in  each  Cause. 

When  Money  is  lodged  in  the  Bank,  it  must  be  by  an  Order  from  the  Court  of  Chancery,  which  enables  the 
Party  to  lodge  tire  Money,  under  a Certificate  from  the  Accountant  General. 

What  benefit  may  arise  to  those  who  are  to  act  as  Commissioners,  from  the  preceding  Statement,  the 
Accountant  General  knows  not ; but  information,  as  required,  has  not  been  refused,  and  the  Accountant  General 
has  conducted  himself  under  the  Act  of  Parliament,  and  under  tliree  Chancellors,  without  a complaint  against 
tire  Office  since  his  appointment 

The  Office  of  Accountant  General  is  held  by  Patent  under  the  Crown,  to  which  is  annexed  a Salary  of 
500 1.  per  year,  which,  alter  deducting  Pells  and  Poundage,  nets  yearly  480/.  7#.  4 d.  There  was  also 
an  allowance  of  100/.  per  year  to  Robert  Dickinson,  the  only  Clerk  in  tire  Office  when  the  present  Patentee 
was  appointed,  which  had  been  granted  to  him  for  his  life.  He  died  in  1800.  On  tills  event,  tire  present 
Patentee  engaged  James  Harrold  and  Richard  Davis,  gentlemen,  to  be  employed  for  transacting  the  business 
in  the  Office  ; whose  occupations  are,  to  keep  the  Books  regular,  so  as  to  enable  them  to  prepare  Certificates 
of  tire  balances  in  Bank,  and  to  prepare  the  Drafts  on  the  Bank  when  money  is  ordered. 

There  are  no  Fees  annexed  to  this  Office. 

Robert  Dickinson  aforesaid  was  the  only  Clerk  in  this  Office  at  the  time  of  its  creation  in  17S4  ; and  having 
obtained  from  Government  the  Salary  of  too/,  per  year  for  his  life,  be  became  independent  of  the  Patentee, 
to  the  great  injury  of  the  Office.  Dickinson  having  died  in  1 Soo,  his  Salary  (as  Clerk)  of  1 00 1.  ceased  on  tire 
Establishment.  The  Patentee  used  every  diligence  to  have  it  again  placed  on  tire  Establishment ; and  Govern- 
ment, in  consequence,  referred  it  to  Lord  Redcsdale,  the  then  Chancellor,  for  his  approbation;  but  after  repeated 
attendances  on  his  Lordship  and  tire  then  Secretary,  the  Accountant  General  being  in  ill  health,  was  obliged  to 
desist  his  further  applications. — Upon  the  ajipointment  of  tire  Chancellor  Ponsonby,  the  Accountant  General 
renewed  his  applications  to  tire  new  Chancellor,  who  certified  the  Arreur  due,  and  recommended  that  it  should  be 
placed  oh  tire  Establishment,  that  is  loo/,  per  year,  which  was  accordingly  done;  and  in  consequence,  the 
Patentee  received  at  tire  Treasuiy,  March  1807,  167/.  i-2.v.  9 d.  as  arrears  due  from  that  Establishment;  and 
was  then  infurmed  by  the  Officer  of  die  Treasury,  that  no  more  would  be  paid  by  them  on  account  of  Arrears. — 
The  Patentee  then  represented  those  Arrears  to  the  present  Lord  Chancellor  (Manners),  who  certified  their 
amount,  which  was  paid,  in  consequence  of  a transaction  which  took  place  hi  England;  and  in  August  1808, 
•tile  Patentee  received  the  total  of  this  Arrear  of  Salary,  wliich  continued  for  seven  or  eight  years. 

The 
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The  Accountant  General,  during  this  investigation,  paid  his  Clerks  quarterly  out  of  his  own  pocket,  which 
was  much  to  his  inconvenience  ; and  he  was,  during  this  lojjg  negotiation,  put  to  infinite  trouble,  besides  the 
loss  of  Interest  on  his  advancements,  for  all  which  he  makes  no  claim. 

That  this  Office,  from  its  commencement,  was  supplied  with  Stationary  by  Government.  In  1805,  Alderman 
King  furnished  his  bill  for  Stationary  supplied  to  the  Office,  which  amounted  to  87  /.  1 1 s.  1 d.  The  Privy 
Council  referred  the  charge  to  the  then  Lord  Chancellor  lledesdale,  as  was  usual,  for  his  approbation  ; but  his 
Lordship,  for  several  months,  not  having  mentioned  the  subject  to  the  then  Secretary,  the  Patentee  considered 
it  better  not  to  persevere  in  two  applications  at  the  same  time  to  Government,  namely,  the  Salary,  and 
Stationary.  He  then  pursued  the  object  of  Salary  only,  which,  after  eight  years,  he  at  length  accomplished. 

Alderman  King  declares  he  will  sue  the  Ofiice  for  his  bill  of  87 1.  it  s.  1 d. ; and,  since  January  1805,  has 
refused  to  furnish  any  Stationary  ; and,  since  that  time,  the  Patentee  has  furnished  the  Accountant  General’s 
Ofiice  of  Chancery  w ith  Stationary  out  of  his  own  pocket ; and  from  the  multiplied  increase  of  business,  the 
sum  of  30/.  per  annum  (the  usual  allowance  for  Stationary)  is  inadequate  to  the  expenditure  iu  this  article, 
which,  from  1-805  to  the  present  time,  makes  180/.  the  whole  whereof  now  remains  due  to  the  Patentee; 
who,  from  severe  illness,  has  hitherto  lieen  prevented  from  laying  his  claim  to  the  same  before  Government. 

The  Office  of  Accountant  General  was  kept  in  various  lodging  houses  by  the  Accountant  General,  from  the 
time  of  his  appointment  in  1792  to  December  1808,  when  he  obtained  new  Offices  hi  the  King's- Inns,  built 
by  Government.  The  rent  of  those  hired  Offices  has  been  paid  by  the  present  Patentee  for  sixteen  years,  at 
the  rate  of  20/.  yearly,  making  320/.  which  sum  is  also  due  to  him. 

In  May  1810,  the  present  Lord  Chancellor  caused  his  Secretary  to  inclose  to  him  an  Order  of  the  Imperial 
Parliament,  dated  20th  March  1810,  requiring  him  to  state  the  nature  of  his  Office,  os  Accountant  General; 
which  he  immediately  paid  obedience  to,  and  forwarded  it,  as  directed  by  the  Lord  Chancellor ; and  therefore 
he  now  considers  that  his  Reply  to  said  Order  is  before  the  House  of  Commons  for  consideration. 

The  present  application  of  the  Commissioners  has  not  been  notified  by  the  Chancellor’s  Secretary,  but  by- 
Mr.  William  Shaw  Mason’s  Letter,  as  Secretary  to  those,  who  are  stiled  Commissioners  of  Public  Records 
in  Ireland.  '

17-  EXAMINERS. 

The  Axswers  of  Thomas  Quinan,  Esq.  Chief  Examiner  of  His  Majesty’s  High  Court  of  Chancery  in  Ireland, 
to  the  Question's,  proposed  to  him  by  the  Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records. 

(1.) — THE  Office  of  Chief  Examiner  (which  Mr.  Quinan  has  now  the  honour  to  hold)  was  created  in  the 
Reign  of  King  Henry  the  Eighth,  anno  domini  1540.  That  of  Second  Examiner  (now  held  by  Mr.  Digby)  was 
created  in  the  year  1628.  The  Records  consist  of  Interrogatories,  filed  for  the  Examination  of  Witnesses  in 
Causes  in  the  Court  of  Cliaucery;  the  Depositions  taken  thereto;  personal  Interrogatories,  and  Answers

' (2.) — The  Building,  in  which  the  said  Records  are  kept,  is  a Public  Office,  in  one  of  the  Court-yards  or 

Wings  belonging  to  the  Four  Courts ; and  which  Office  is  well  adapted  for  the  accommodation  of  sucli  Records 
at  present,  and  is  perfectly  secure,  the  Floor  being  fire-plated. 

(3.) — The  state  of  Preservation  of  the  ancient  Records  is  tolerably  good,  notwitlistanding  the  lapse  of  time; 
those  of  the  last  and  present  century,  are  in  good  order  aiichcoadition,  considering  that  the  Depositions  have 
been  taken  upon  paper.  The  arrangement  of  the  said  Records  is  chronological,  the  custom  being  to  select 
the  Interrogatories,  and  the  Depositions  taken  thereto,  and  to  file  them  according  to  the  respective  terms  to 
which  they  belong. 

(4.) — There  are  complete  and  correct  general  Alphabetical  Catalogues  of  all  the  Records  and  Causes 
brought  into  the  Cliief  Examiner’s  Office;  such  Entries  arc  made  on  the  first  Interrogatory  being  filed,  and  sucli 
Entries  have  complete  Indexes,  which  have  never  been  found  defective. 

(5.) — The  Chief  Examiner  has  not  as  yet  appointed  any  Deputy;  but  discharges,. himself,  the  duties 
belonging  to  his  Department;  and  daily  attends  the  examination  of  Witnesses  in  the  Office  in  which  the  said 
Records  are  kept ; he  therefore  has  the  custody,  and  takes  care  of  the  arrangement  of  such  Records.  Me 
attends  Ins  Office,  during  the  sittings  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  from  about  half  past  Ten  o’clock  until  Four, 
and,  according  as  he  has  Witnesses  to  examine,  to  Five  and  sometimes  Six  in  the  evening ; and  in  Vacations 
his  attendance  is  regulated  according  as  liis  business  requires ; but  he  employs  a Clerk,  who  gives  the  same 
attendance  in  Vacation,  as  during  die  Sittings  of  die  Court.  The  Fee,  which  is  demandable  for  each  Search, 
is  2 s.  tl  d.  for  die  first  year,  and  Four-pence  a Term  for  every  Terra  to  the  period  to  which  the  Record 
belongs ; but  he  very  seldom  lias  required  Fees  for  such  Searches  to  be  paid,  they  being  scarcely  ever  made, 
except  in  Causes  where  he  has  been  previously  remunerated  for  examining  Witnesses,  and  where  Copies  of 
Depositions  have  been  taken  out 

(6.) — It  is  die  duty  of  die  Chief  Examiner,  with  the  assistance  of  his  Clerk,  to'  attend  upon  every  Search, 
and  to  take  care  diat  every  Record  be  duly  restored  to  its  proper  place. 

(7.) — The  Chief  Examiner’s  Office  is  situated  at  die  very  top  of  the  Building,  die  ascent  to  which  lias  been 
found  very  inconvenient  to  the  number  of  old  sickly  and  decrepit  Witnesses  lie' from  time  to  time  examines ; 
nor  is  there  any  Anti-chamber  for  die  reception  of  Witnesses,  or  odier  Persons  on  business,  during  the  time 
he  is  examining,  which  is  always  private.  The  Clerk’s  Office  is  entirely  too  small  and  incommodious,  there 
being  but  one  Clerk’s  Office  for  transacting  the  business  of  both  the  Chief  and  Second  Examiner ; and  die 
Clerks  being  frequentiy  interrupted  by  die  number  of  Witnesses,  and  odier  Persons  in  attendance  on  one  or 
other  of  die  Examiners,  die  Records  are  liable  to  be  lost  or  mutilated  by  dieir  exposure  to  die  number  of 
Strangers,  who  have  recourse  to  such  Office.  Besides  suitable  apartments,  it  would  tend  to  the  Preservation 
of  the  Records,  and  to  the  dispatch  of  Business,  if  the  copying  Clerk  was  sworn,  and  if  the  Depositions 
(after  diey  were  taken  by  the  Examiners)  were  ingrossed  upon  Parchment,  us  is  the  custom  with  Depositions 
taken  by  Commission,  and,  as  Mr.  Quinan  apprehends,  is  die  custom  in  England.

SIR, 

ABOUT  a fortnight  ago,  I received  a Letter  from  you  as  Secretary  to  the  Right  Honourable  the  Com- 
missioners of  Public  Records  in  Ireland,  requesting  my  Answer  to  a set  of  Queries  therewidi  transmitted. 


Permit  me  to  assure  you  of  my  zealous  co-operation  in  a Research,  stated  to  be  eminendy  conducive  to  the 
interest  of  die  respective  Officers,  as  well  as  teethe  community  at  large;  and  I shall  therefore  endeavour  to 
make,  in  answer  to  the  Queries,  a full  and  open  statement  of  my  Office,  and  such,  as  I trust,  will  forward  the 
views  of  die  Right  Honourable  the  Commissioners  in  diat  respect. 

I consider  it  necessary  to  premise,  that  the  duties  of  the  Examiners  of  die  Court  of  Chancery  are,  to 
examine  such  Witnesses,  as  are  produced  before  them,  to  Interrogatories  previously  lodged  with  diem  ; also 
to  enter  and  file  Depositions  taken  by  Commission  in  Causes  depending  in  die  Court ; and  also  to  enter  and 
file  personal  Interrogatories  and  die  .Answers  thereto.  The  powers  and  authorities  of  the  two  Examiners 
are  equal  and  mutual,  and  die  one  is  not  in  any  degree  inferior  or  subordinate  to  the  other;  eidier  may 
examine  on  die  part  of  the  Plaintiff  or  the  Defendant,  as  it  may  happen  ; but  in  the  Examination  of  Witnesses, 
the>  same  Examiner  cannot  act  for  both  the  parties  in  a cause.  Plaintiff  and  Defendant.  This  was  the  case 

formerly 
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formerly  as  to  the  Depositions  taken  in  the  Country  by  Commission ; and  those  on  the  part  of  the  Plaintiffs  Appemhx. 
only  were  exclusively  received  into  my  office,  and  entered  and  filed  there  exclusively.  This  practice  obtained  Chancery 
till  about  the  year  1755,  when  my  Predecessors  (having  by  mutual  Agreement  with  their  respective  Coadjutors  *7 & l8- 
divided  equally  between  them,  share  and  share  alike,  the  joint  Emoluments  of  both  the  Offices)  became  no  longer  Ex,uiuntif^ 
interested  in  preserving  and  keeping  up  this  (as  it  now  turns  out  to  my  Office  very  important)  Practice,  and 
since  that  time  the  Depositions  by  Commission  have  been  received  promiscuously  into,  and  entered  and  filed, 
in  either  office.  The  Examiners  have  no  Salary,  but  receive  certain  Fees  on  the  business  done  in  their  respec- 
tive Offices ; and  the  copying  of  the  Depositions  by  Commission  is  the  most  lucrative  part  thereof,  anil  by 
which  chiefly  they  are  recompensed  for  their  time  and  personal  attendance  to  the  important  and  confidential 
duty  of  examining  Witnesses ; and  the  proportion  of  the  Depositions  by  Commission  received  into  each 
Office  since  I came  into  Office  (the  other  Examiner  having  refused  to  continue  the  above  Agreement  with 
me)  is  according  to  the  popularity  of  each  Examiner  with  the  Public,  or  rather  with  a particular  Profession. 

How  far  such  a situation  is  inconsistent  and  unsuitable  to  such  secret  confidential  Officers  of  the  Court  of 
Chancery,  as  the  Examiners  are ; and  whether  the  ancient  practice  in  that  respect  should  not  be  restored,  as 
more  conducive  to  the  interests  of  the  Community,  and  ultimately  to  the  Examiners,  may  not  perhaps  be  out 
of  die  scope  of  die  Right  Honourable  die  Commissioners  of  Public  Records  to  consider. 

The  several  sorts  of  Public  Records  in  my  custody,  as  Keeper  of  such  Records,  are  Interrogatories  ingrossed 
on  parchment  previous  to  being  received,  and  the  Examinations  of  the  Witnesses  thereto  sigued  by  them  and 
the  Examiners  (not  ingrossed  when  the  Examination  is  before  die  Examiner*.)  The  Interrogatories  and 
Depositions  by  Commission,  with  die  Commission  annexed  (all  ingrossed  on  parchment)  together  with  the 
Depositions  on  paper  signed  by  the  Witnesses  and  the  Commissioners ; personal  Interrogatories  and  die  Answers 
thereto,  also  ingrossed  on  parchment.  These  go  back  to  the  year  one  diousand  six  hundred  and  sixty  (about 
the  dme  of  the  creation  and  establishment  of  my  Office)  and  there  is  no  chasm  that  I know  or  believe  in  the  series 
of  said  Records.  But  I have  to  observe,  that  formerly  the  Depositions  by  Commission  were  received,  entered, 
and  filed  in  this  department,  immediately  and  without  delay  on  being  returned  into  the  Court  of  Chancery ; 
latterly  they  lie  in  the  Office  of  the  Register  of  the  Court,  until  publication.  The  Register's  Office  is  not 
an  Office  of  Record,  nor  is  it  a fit  place  for  diem,  as  dicre  is  no  person  in  that  Office  sworn  to  keep  diem  secret, 
as  the  Examiners  are  before  publication.  They  should,  most  undoubtedly,  on  being  returned  into  the  Court 
(diat  is,  on  being  sworn  before  anil  left  with  the  Masters)  pass  from  them  direct  into  this  Department,  to 
be  entered,  filed  and  recorded,  according  to  the  ancient  practice  in  that  case,  and  thereby  be  kept  by  die 
Examiners  themselves  secret  until  publication.  I have  known  Depositions  to  lie  in  die  Register’s  Office 
several  years. 

The  said  Records  are  kept  in  an  apartment  in  die  Four  Court  Buildings  ; which  is  public  property ; and  are 
in  as  good  condition,  as  to  Security,  as  possible. 

The  said  Records  are  in  a good  state  of  Preservation,  and  are  arranged  according  to  years  and  law  terms. 

The  said  Records  are  carefully  entered  in  books  tor  tiiat  purpose ; and  the  Books  of  Entries  go  back  to  the 
year  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty  (about  the  time  of  the  creation  and  establishment  of  my  Office).  They 
are  complete  and  correct  to  the  present  time,  and  each  Book  has  its  particular  Index  at  the  end  thereof. 

There  is  no  Clerk  employed  particularly  in  die  custody  and  arrangement  of  the  said  Records ; but  iny 
Clerk  (whose  chief  business  is  the  superintending  the  making  out  copies  of  the  Depositions)  takes  care  of,  and 
arranges  the  said  Records.  There  is  little  or  nodiing  done  in  die  way  of  Search  merely ; nevertheless,  in  die 
Table  of  appointed  Fees  of  this  Department,  there  is  a Fee  of  two  shillings  and  sixpence  for  every  Search 
within  twelve  months,  and  l'our-pence  for  looking  into  any  Term  before ; but  when  it  happens  that  recourse  is 
had  to  Depositions  of  an  Enrolment,  ancient  or  otherwise,  a copy  is  usually  required,  and  tiien  the  Search  is 
not  charged. 

There  is  not  any  person  but  my  Clerk,  specially  entrusted,  to  take  care  of  die  Records ; and  he  attends  on 
every  Search,  and  takes  care  to  restore  the  Record  to  its  proper  place. 

I am  glad  to  have  this  opportunity,  in  answer  to  the  seventh  Quere,  of  mentioning  some  circumstances 
•whieli  have  (as  long  I have  been  in  Office,  now  about  five  years)  given  me  (as  being  somewhat  responsible  for 
the  safety  of  die  Records  of  my  Office)  a considerable  degree  of  uneasiness,  and  to  which  I eamestiy  intreat 
die  attention  of  die  Right  Honourable  the  Commissioners.  The  Examiners’  apartments  are  in  diat  wing  of 
die  Four  Court  Buildings,  which  was  first  erected ; and  in  the  distribution  of  the  Apartments  but  diree  rooms 
were  allotted  to  tiiis  Department ; on  the  principle  (as  would  seem)  then  and  so  long  before  acted  upon,  of 
the  community  of  interest  with  respect  to  the  Examiners,  as  already  alluded  to,  tiiat  is,  one  Sitting  room 
for  each  Examiner,  and  one  room  for  Clerk’s  Office  common  to  both.  The  Sitting  rooms  are  die  Record  rooms ; 
as  Sitting  rooms  they  must  be  most  private,  as  Record  rooms  they  should  be  public  and  open  at  all  times  to 
their  Clerks  and  others.  * 

The  inconvenience  and  impropriety  of  this,  is  obvious,  and  it  is  unnecessary  further  to  dwell  on.  Besides 
the  inconvenience  now  of  a room  in  common,  the  Clerk’s  Office  is,  I tiiink,  ratiier  small  even  for  die  business 
of  one  Office ; the  consequence  is,  that  my  Clerk  is  obliged  to  suffer  the  Records  out  of  the  building,  and  to 
entrust  them,  and  a quantity  ol  stamped  paper  to  a considerable  amount,  to  die  common  writing  Clerks,  who

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Appendix,  ply  about  the  Offices,  to  make  copies  at  their  lodgings,  or  wherever  they  please.  The  accidents  to  which  the

>7  & >8-  are  obvious ; and  I have  known  my  Clerk,  after  waiting  a day  or  two  beyond  the  appointed  time  for  the  return 

Examiners.  of  a writing  Clerk,  (with  a Record  and  his  Stamps,  and  after  a long  Search)  at  lust  find  him  in  some  public 

house  in  the  Liberty,  drunk  in  open  day,  and  with  the  Record  in  his  pocket,  tom,  greasy,  und  worn,  and 
the  stamps  pledged. 

I think  I could  suggest  some  alteration  in  the  apartments,  which  would  render  the  use  of  the  Records 
more  convenient  to  the  Public,  and  better  ensure  their  safety ; aud  shall  be  at  all  times  ready  to  make  uuy 
farther  communication  on  the  subject  of  this  Paper,  should  the  Right  Honourable  the  Commissioners 
require  it  I have  the  honour  to  be.

Six  Clerks.  Answer  to  your  Letter,  we  are  to  request  you  will  inform  the  Right  honourable  the  Commissioners  on 

the  Public  Records  in  Ireland,  that  the  Office  of  Six  Clerk  in  the  Court  of  Chancery  of  Ireland,  is  not  a 

Public  Record  Office,  and  not  being  such,  it  is  scarce  necessary  for  us  to  add,  that  it  is  out  of  our  power  to 
answer  any  of  the  Queries  transmitted. 

We  beg  to  remark,  that  the  controul  over  the  Pleadings,  and  the  Emolument  arising  from  their  copies,  and

present  time.  The  same  are  enrolled,  with  the  exception  of  an  interval  from  the  17th  March  1802  to 
7th  November  1812,  save  such  as  were  vacated  within  the  said  period;  for  the  cause  of  which  omission 
I cannot  account,  having  only  been  in  said  Office  three  months,  or  thereabouts. 

(2.) — In  one  of  the  Offices  in  the  public  Buildings  at  the  Four  Courts,  which  is  as  secure  as  any  Office  in 
the  same  Building,  as  I believe.  The  Recoguizances  are  enclosed  in  Presses  with  secure  Locks. 

(3.) — They  are  in  very  good  preservation,  aud  are  in  perfect  order,  arranged,  as  appears  by  my  Answ  er  to 
the  first  Quere. 

(4-) — There 
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(4.) — There  are  books  in  which  the  tide  of  each  Recognizance  is  entered;  there  are  other  books  in  which  Aptbxdix. 
die  names  of  the  Person  or  Persons  entering  into  such  Recognizance,  as  well  Principals  as  Sureties,  are  Chancery: 
entered  in  alphabetical  order,  with  the  number  of  each  Recognizance  marked  opposite  to  each  name,  referring  ^ 

to  the  number  of  each  Recognizance  on  its  respective  Roll.  To  complete  the  deficiency  of  Enrolment,  RrCogni*i>cr*. 
mentioned  in  Answer  to  Querc  first,  would  he  proper  and  of  much  use;  it  could  not  be  done  by  die  ordinary  ‘ v ' 
diligence  of  the  Persons  usually  employed  in  die  said  Office,  but  would  require  two  extra  Clerks,  at  least,  for 
a period  of  three  months,  to  complete  the  same.  There  are  no  Catalogues  or  Indexes  wanting  in  die  Office, 
die  Catalogues  and  Indexes  being  complete  for  every  Recognizance  there. 

(5.) — I have  one  Clerk  who  assists  me  in  the  custody  and  arrangement  of  the  aforesaid  Records ; is  paid  by 
me,  and  attends  said  Office,  each  day  (Sundays  excepted)  from  eleven  till  half  past  three  o’clock.  The  Table 
of  Pees  demandable  is, — For  each  Search;  four  shillings  and  live  pence,  anil  increase  according  to  die 
number  of  Abstracts  taken  down: — For  a Certificate,  if  of  a Recognizance,  seven  shillings  and  ten  pence,  and 
if  a Negative  C ertificate,  eleven  shillings  and  four  pence  halfpenny*  and  increase  in  like  manner  as  the 
common  Search,  and  for  a Copy  twelve  shillings  anil  sixpence. — No  charge  for  attendance  therewith.  As  to 
die  annual  amount,  I do  not  know  what  it  might  have  been,  for  the  reason  stated  in  my  Answer  to  the  First 
Quere. 

((5.) — My  Clerk  attends  nidi  me  on  each  Search,  who  restores  every  Record  to  its  proper  place ; and  there 
is  no  other  Regulation.  1 

(7.) — I do  not  know  of  any;  except  that  it  might  hereafter  be  necessary that  cidier  the  said  Office,  or  another 
equally  as  good,  should  be  exclusively  set  apart  for  the  Rccognbamccs.

22.  SECRETARY  OF  BANKRUPTS. 


Answers  of  Daniel  McKay,  Deputt  Secretary  of  Bankrupts  and  Clerk  of  the  Bankrupt  Office, 
to  the  Queries  forwarded  to  him  by  die  Secretary  to  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Records. 

(1.) — TIIE  Instruments  and  Papers  in  my  custody  relate  to  the  Commissions  of  Bankrupt,  Certificates, 
Supersedeases,  Affidavits,  Petitions,  and  Orders  made  in  matters  of  Bankrupt  by  the  Lord  High  Chancellor  of 
Ireland,  from  the  first  enactment  of  the  Bankrupt  Laws  in  Ireland  down  to  this  dme.  There  are  several 
Books  in  which  the  issuing  of  such  Commissions  have  been  from  time  to  time  entered  ; also  the  allowances  of 
Certificates  and  granting  of  Writs  of  Supersedeas.  Books  of  issuing  Commissions  are  brought  down  to 
24di  March  1 807,  and  were  therkdiscontinucd.  This,  I apprehend,  arose  from  my  Predecessor’s  not  finding  any 
actual  necessity  to  continue  same ; particularly  as  I know  that  he  considered  the  Books  he  had  hitherto  kept 
as  matters  of  private  information,  and  not  a part  of  his  public  duty.  Since  my  undertaking  the  Duties  of  the 
Office,  viz.  in  January  1810,  I have  kept  a regular  entry  of  every  Commission  of  Bankrupt,  and  have  also 
other  Documents  for  that  interval ; upon  turning  to  which,  as  well  as  the  original  Papers,  I can  ascertain  any 
matter  of  inquiry  whatsoever. 

(2.) — In  an  Office  in  the  Public  Buildings  at  the  Four  Courts;  in  which  I have  only  a use  in  right  of 
another  Office  jointly  with  another  Officer  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  there  being  no  Office  appointed  for  the 
custody  of  said  Papers  anil  Documents. 

(3.) — All  said  Papers  are  in  the  best  state  of  Preservation;  and  are  severally  arranged  in  very  good 
order  according  to  their  dates,  anil  alphabetically. 

(4.) — The  preceding  part  of  this  Quere  is  replied  to  by  my  Answer  to  the  first  Quere.  I cannot  see  what 
degree  of  utility  would  result  from  said  Indexes  or  Books  being  completed;  to  do  so  however  would  probably 
require  the  assistance  of  two  additional  Clerks,  and,  in  consequence  of  the  regular  state  of  all  the  original 
Papers,  might  be  completed  by  them,  with  my  assistance,  in  three  months. — I believe  all  Pa  pci's  belonging  to  the 
Office  are  in  my  custody.  * 

(5.) — I have  one  Clerk  to  assist  me  in  said  Office ; and  we  arrange  all  the  Papers  regularly. — The  Office  is 
open  every  day  from  eleven  till  four  o'clock  (Sundays  excepted  :)  but  the  duties  of  the  Office  are  also  performed 
by  me  at  my  own  house  in  Stephen’s  Green,  where,  on  Sundays  as  well  as  week  days,  and  at  all  hours  either 
of  night  or  day,  I attend  for  the  dispatch  of  any  urgent  business  of  said  Office,  for  which  purpose  I am  frequently 
applied  to,  particularly  as  to  the  striking  Dockets  and  issuing  Commissions.  The  said  Clerk  is  paid  by  me, 
and  derives  no  salary,  allowance  or  emolument  from  the  Public.  I demand  three  shillings  and  four  pence  for 
each  Search;  six  shillings  and  eight  pence  for  each  Certificate;  and  the  Copies  of  the  Records  of  the  Office  I 
charge  for  according  to  their  length.  The  net  annual  Amount  of  the  Searches,  and  Copies  and  Certificates 
of  Records,  on  an  Average  of  the  last  three  years,  do  not  amount  to  one  hundred  pounds  per  annum. 

(6.) — My  Clerk  assists  me  in  the  care  of  said  Records.  We  attend  on  every  Search,  and  restore  the 
Records  to  their  proper  places. 

(7.) — I do  not  know  of  any,  save  only  the  want  of  an  Office.

The  Records  of  the  Court  of  Commission  of  Oyer  and  Terminer  for  the  County  and  County  of 
the  City  of  Dublin  (consisting  of  Indictments,  Informations,  Recognizances,  and  Crown  Books)  from  the 
creation  of  that  Court  in  the  year  1729  to  the  year  1794, ‘are  in  presses  in  this  Office,  arranged  in  chrono- 
logical order,  but  without  any  Catalogue  or  Indexes ; save  as  far  as  the  Crown  Books  are  Indexes  to  the 
Indictments,  when  the  Persons  accused  were  b custody  or  under  bail.  The  Records  of  that  Court,  since 
1794,  arc  in  the  custody  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown  for  the  Province  of  Leinster,  who,  in  that  year,  clabied  the 
Office  of  Clerk  of  the  Crown  in  that  Court,  and  obtained  the  possession  thereof,  though  it  had  been  held  till 
then  bv  the  Clerks  of  the  Crown  of  the  King’s  Bench  from  the  year  1 729.  There  are  several  Records  of 
Outlawry  for  High  Treason,  lodged  in  an  Iron  Chest,  b the  custody  of  the  Deputy  Prothonotaries.  The  late 
Lord  Chief  Justice  (Lord  Kilwarden)  made  an  order  (shortly  before  his  death)  to  have  tiiis  Chest  removed 
to  the  custody  of  the  Deputy  Clerk  of  the  Crown  b the  Crown  Office. 

(2.) — These  Records  are  lodged  in  two  apartments  appropriated  to  the  Crown  Office  of  the  King’s  Bench  in 
the  New  Offices  on  the  Inns  Quay,  which  are  public  property;  the  security  and  accommodation  is  quite 
perfect 

(3.) — The  old  Rolls,  Rule  Books  and  Indictments,  prior  to  the  year  1 700,  appealed  to  have  suffered  very 
much  from  dirt  and  damp,  previously  to  their  removal  into  their  present  situation.  The  Rolls  arc  arranged  in 
chronological  order,  with  labels  denoting  the  reigns  to  which  they  relate.  The  Rule  Books  arc  arranged  b like 

manner. 
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manner,  with  labels  denoting  the  years.  The  old  Indictments  prior  to  1729  arc  on  shelves  in  a press,  without 
any  arrangement;  the  Records  in  Nos.  3,  4,  5,  8,  9.  11,  12,  are  on  separate  Files  in  chronological  order, 
with  labels  denoting  the  periods  to  which  they  respectively  relate;  those  in  No.  15,  are  tied  in  a bundle,  with 
an  appropriate  endorsement  on  each  paper;  and  those  in  No.  16  and  17,  are  in  presses,  arranged  on  shelves 
in  bundles,  with  labels  denoting  the  years  to  which  they  relate. 

(4.) — There  arc  no  Catalogues,  Calendars,  Schedules,  or  Repertories,  to  any  of  the  Records  in  this  Office 
(except  from  the  year  1798  as  hereafter  mentioned)  nor  any  Indexes,  save  the  alphabeting  of  the  Rule  Books; 
these  books  contain  the  names  of  the  Parties  in  all  matters  m this  Office ; ami  the  period  of  time  when  the 
Proceedings  occurred  being  thereby  ascertained,  the  Records  are  readily  referred  to.  Since  my  appointment 
as  Deputy  Clerk  of  Crown  (in  the  year  1 798)  I have  kept  a Book,  wherein  all  Pleadings  and  Proceedings 
arc  entered,  which  is  a sufficient  Catalogue  of  the  Records  for  that  period;  I have  added  to  it  an  alphabetical 
Index,  which,  with  the  like  Index  to  the  Rule  Books,  is,  in  my  humble  opinion,  sufficient  for  every  purpose 
of  public  utility.  It  would  he  highly  satisfactory  to  have  a Catalogue  of  the  material  matters  that  proceeded  in 
judgment,  or  were  finally  determined  and  enrolled;  such  Catalogue  with  a proper  Index,  could  be  prepared 
from  the  period  of  the  first  Record  in  the  Office  up  to  the  beginning  of  the  present  reign,  by  the  Clerks  at 
present  employed  in  the  Office,  with  die  assistance  of  a Person  (acquainted  with  the  ancient  abbreviations  and 
the  Court  and  other  Hands  anciently  used)  in  aliout  u year. 

(5.) — The  only  Officer  or  Clerk  particularly  employed  for  die  custody  atiil  arrangement  of  the  Records  in 
the  Crown  Office,  is  the  Deputy  Clerk  of  die  Crown : his  Office  is  open  daily  throughout  the  year  (the  usual 
Holydays  and  Sundays  excepted)  where  lie  or  his  Clerks  give  constant  attendance;  lie  has  no  Salary,  Allowance 
or  Emolument,  paid  by  die  Public  in  respect  to  such  custody: — The  Fee  demandablc  for  each  Search  is  2 s.  6'd. 
for  every  term,  if  above  dirce  years  (widiin  that  period  diere  is  seldom  any  demand  made);  for  the  Copy  of 
any  Record  10 d.  a Sheet,  including  2 d.  a Sheet  to  die  Clerk;  and  for  a Certificate  7 s.  gd. : For  attendances 
with  Records  dierc  is  no  specific  Fee;  die  compensation  is  expected  to  be  according  to  the  time,  distance,  and 
trouble:  No  account  is  kept  of  such  Fees  distinct  from  die  odier  receipts  of  the  Office,  so  that  no  net  annual 
Amount,  or  triennial  average  thereof,  can  be  made  up. 

(6.) — The  only  Person  specially  intrusted  with  the  care  of  the  Records,  is  the  Deputy  Clerk  of  die  Crown; 
he  attends  on  every  Search,  and  takes  care  diat  every  Record  is  duly  restored  to  its  proper  place. 

(7.) — I am  not  aware  of  any  matter,  not  comprised  in  the  Queries  put  by  the  Commissioners,  and  die 
preceding  Answers  thereto,  that  it  is  necessary  or  expedient  to  observe,  for  die  rendering  the  use  of  said  Records 
more  convenient  to  the  Public.

No.  8.  The  Books  in  which  all  Judgments  in  Case  are  entered,  pursuant  to  tlie  directions  contained  in  the  Airtsuix. 
Stamp  Act  of  the  48tii  Geo.  III.  1808,  being  three  in  number;  from  27U1  June  in  said  year,  to  Michaelmas  Kind's 
Term  1810  inclusive.  • 

It  is  observable,  tliat  all  tlie  Books  included  in  the  foregoing  numbers  are  jjeifectly  regular  and 
complete  ; they  are  all  in  good  order,  with  an  Alphabet  annexed  to  each.  Oflice. 

No.  9.  Tlie  Judgment  Rolls ; containing  all  Judgments  of  the  Court,  whether  iu  Debt,  on  the  Case,  or  other- 
wise. Tliey  are  arranged  in  Rolls  or  Bundles  bound  up  in  vellum  covers,  each  Roll  containing  one  Term.  They 
are  all  indorsed,  specifying  tlie  Term  they  Respectively  contain.  The  Judgments  in  Debt  commence  Hilary 
Term  1661,  and  are  complete  to  and  lor  Michaelmas  1810.  Those  in  Case,  commence  Hilary  1738,  and  are 
complete  to  and  for  tlie  same  period.

Office  in  Kennedy's  Lane)  have  been  mislaid  ; but  these  are  few  in  number ; and  such  as  are 
wanting  are  of  ancient  date,  and  little  inconvenience  can  arise  from  their  being  mislaid.

(2.)— These  Records  are  lodged  in  several  Apartments,  appropriated  to  the  Prothonotary 's  Office  of  the 
King’s  Bench,  in  the  new  Offices  on  the  Inns  Quay,  which  are  Public  property.  The  security  and  accom- 
modation is  quite  perfect ; but  we  apprehend,  that,  in  a very  few  years,  more  rooms  will  be  necessary,  as 
those  now  in  use  are  nearly  full. 

(3.)— The  Judgment  Books,  Rolls,  Rule  Rooks,  and  all  other  Books,  are  (considering  the  length  of  time, 
and  the  variety  of  Persons  who  have  daily  access  to  them)  in  good  preservation,  care  having  been  taken  to 
have  such  Books  transcribed,  repaired,  and  fc-bound,  when  necessary.  The  Rolls  are  arranged  in  chrono- 
logical order,  with  labels,  denoting  the  Terms  and  Years  to  which  they  belong.  The  Books  in  like  maimer. 
The  different  Files,  from  No.  12  to  36  inclusive,  arc  tied  and  kept  in  separate  Presses  for  that  purpose,  with 
labels,  denoting  the  Years  to  w hich  they  respectively  belong. 

(4.) — There  arc  complete  Catalogues  kept  of  all  the  Judgments  which  are  contained  in  the  Rolls;  also 
Indexes  kept  of  all  Rules  and  Orders  made  by  the  Court ; and  also,  of  all  the  other  Books. 

There  are  not  any  Catalogues  kept  of  the  different  Files  from  Nos.  12  to  36  inclusive ; nor  do  we  appre- 
hend any  necessary,  as  they  all  merely  relate  to  the  different  Proceedings  in  the  progress  of  the  Cause  to  final 
Judgment;  which,  when  complete,  are  put  upon  the  Rolls,  and  alphabeted  in  the  Judgment  Books,  as  stated 
above  ; but,  when  wanting,  are  easily  obtained,  by  reference  to  the  Rule  or  Judgment  Books. 

(5.)— 'ITie  Officers  arc,  the  Two  Prothonotaries,  the  Two  Deputy  Protlionotarics,  a Joint  Clerk  of  the 
Rules,  and  Eleven  Clerks,  who  regularly  served  their  Apprenticeships  in  the  said  Office ; and  several  under 
Clerks.  The  Office  is  open  every  day,  except  Sunday : the  hours  of  attendance  are  from  ten  to  three  ; but 
the  Office  is  kept  open,  during  Term,  while  any  Business  is  wanting ; and  several  of  the  confidential  Clerks 
attend  in  the  evening,  from  7 to  9,  to  receive  any  Copy,  Pleadings,  Affidavits,  See.  There  is  no  Salary  paid 
by  the  Public ; but  the  Clerks  are  paid  by  Fees,  payable  by  the  Suitors. 

The  Amount  of  the  Income  of  the  Patentees,  the  two  Deputy  Prothonotaries,  and  Clerk  of  Rules,  have 
been  returned  to  the  Finance  Committee ; and  the  Patentees  have  been  examined  by  said  Committee  respect- 
ing them  ; but  the  Income  of  the  Clerks  cannot  be  ascertained,  no  Aecount  having  been  kept  by  them.  The 
Fee  for  a Search  is  2 s.  8 $d.  for  every  20  years.  They  are  also  entitled  to  2 d.  per  Sheet  for  the  Copy 
of  each  Record,  or  other  Pleading ; and  they  are  also  entitled  to  other  Fees,  upon  the  different  Proceedings 
in  the  Court,  incident  to  their  respective  Employments,  which  are  likewise  paid  by  the  Suitors.  There  is  no 
Fee  demandablc  for  the  attendance  of  Clerks  out  of  our  Office  with  any  of  the  Records,  the  same  bcin° 
removed  very  seldom,  and  then  only  by  tile  order  of  the  Court. 

(6.) — There  arc  different  Clerks,  \yhose  duty  it  is  to  attend  to  the  safe  custody  of  the  different  Records, 
Judgment  Books,  Files,  &c.  who  read  and  translate  die  Court-hand  and  Latin  Records;  who  make  the 
necessary  Entries,  Searches,  &c.;  and,  when  completed,  restore  the  different  Books,  Files,  and  Rolls,  to 
their  proper  places.

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(7.) — There  does  not  any  other  matter  occur  to  us,  at  present,  as  expedient  or  necessary  to  observe,  for 
rendering  the  use  of  said  Records,  &d.  more  convenient  to  the  Public ; save  that  we  wish  to  repeat,  that,  in

The  Answer  of  the  joint  Filacers,  (who  are  the  Keepers  of  the  Declarations,  Pleas,  Demurrers, 
Joinders,  Rejoinders,  Recognizances,  and  Bails  of  His  Majesty's  Court  of  Kind's  Bench,  to  the 
Queries  directed  by  the  Right  honourable  the  Commissioners  on  Public  Records  in  Ireland. 

(1.) — THE  following  are  the  Records  in  our  possession,  as  Filhcers  of  the  Court  of  King’s  Bench  : — Twenty- 
four  volumes  of  Alphabetical  Books,  containing  references  to  Declarations.  Pleas,  Demurrers,  Joinders, 
Rejoinders,  and  so  forth;  commencing  Michaelmas  Term  1707,  and  ending  Michaelmas  Term  1810,  complete: 

• — The  different  Pleadings  here  mentioned,  and  to  which  these  Books  retef  numerically,  commencing  Hilary 
Terra  1755,  and  ending  Michaelmas  Tcnn  1810.  complete: — Recognizances,  commencing  Hilary  Term  1729; 
and  ending  Michaelmas  Term  1810,  complete  : — Two- volumes  of  Manuscript  Books,  containing  Entries  of  Bail 
Pieces,  from  Trinity  Term  1733  to  Michaelmas  1769  : — Original  Bail  Pieces,  commencing  HilarvTerm  1770, 
and  ending  Michaelmas  Term  r&l'O,  complete: — Two  volumes  of  Alphabetical  Books,  referring  to  those 
numerically,  complete. 

(2.) — The  above  Records  are  lodged  in  that  part  of  the  King's  Bench  Office  appropriated  to  the  Filacers  of 
the  Court  of  King’s  Bench,  in  presses  kept  for  that  pur|jose ; which  are  locked  by  the  filacers  at  all  times  of 
leaving  their  Office.  The  accommodation  as  to  room  is  inconvenient',  the  Office  being  now  nearly  full ; and  the 
more  so,  as  the  Agents  of  the  Court  and  their  Assistants,  must  of  necessity  have  recourse  to  this  Office,  it 
being  Public  property. 

(3.) — The  above  Records  are  in  a perfect  state  of  Preserv  ation,  and  arc  severally  arranged  on  Files,  each 
«ontaining  one  Term  (save  the  Recognizances  and  Bails  :)  to  which,  Alphabetical  Books,  as  mentioned  in  the 
Answer  to  the  first  Quere,  refer  numerically;  but  the  Recognizances  and  Bails  are  arranged  thus : — ist  The  two 
Manuscript  Books  mentioned  in  Answer  to  1st  Quere:  Recognizances  commencing  Hilary  1729,  and  ending 
Michaelmas  Term  1810,  tied  up  in  four  parcels,  denoting  the  periods  when  each  begins  and  ends  : — ad.  The 
two  Manuscript  Books  of  Entries  mentioned  in  Answer  to  1st  Quere : — 3d.  Eight  Files  of  original  Bail  Pieces, 
engrossed  on  parchment,  and  lodged  on  iron  Files,  with  labels  denoting  the  periods  when  each  begins  and  ends : 
-—4th.  Volumes  of  Alphabetical  Books,  referring  to  these  numerically,  labelled  in  like  manner : And  are  so 
arranged  on  account  of  their  being  comparatively  few  in  number. 

(4,) — There  are  not  (nor  is  there  need  of)  general  Catalogues,  Schedules,  or  Repertories,  nor  particular 
Indexes  (save  the  books  which  refer  by  numbers  to  the  Originals,  and  which  are  in  fact  a Repertory  of  this 
Office,  and  in  themselves  a Catalogue) ; nor  are  any  of  those  Books  defective  ; they  do  not  know  of  any  other 
place  in  which  such  Catalogues  or  Indexes  are. 

(5.) — The  Officers  and  Clerks  employed  for  the  custody  and  arrangement  of  these  Records,  are  the  Deputy 
Filacers,  and  one  Clerk,  whose  duty  it  is  to  attend  every  day  (Sunday  excepted)  from  ten  o’clock  in  the 
forenoon  until  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  in  Term  time  from  seven  o’clock  in  the  evening  until  nine,  and 
even  alter  those  hours,  as  public  convenience  may  require. 

The  amount  of  the  Income  of  the  Patentees  and  the  two  Deputy  Filacers,  have  been  returned  to  the 
Committee  of  Finance  or  Committee  on  Public  Expenditure,  before  whom  the  Patentees  liave  Been  examined 
concerning  them;  and  in  the  Return  so  made,  is  comprised  an  Annuity  granted  to  Thomas  Church,  father  and 
joint  Deputy  Filacer  with  Dawson  Church  (in  consideration  of  his  long  sendees  as  an  Officer  of  the  Court) 
by  the  liberality  of  the  Right  honourable  Lord  Henry  Seymour  and  the  Right  honourable  Lord  Robert 
Seymour,  joint  Patentees,  out  of  the  Emoluments  of  this  part  of  the  Office  of  the  Court  of  King’s  Bench,  and 
is  to  the  amount  of  200  Z.  per  annum: — The  emoluments  of  A.  Lacy,  their  Clerk,  amount  to  100/.  per 
annum,  on  an  average  of  the  last  three  years.

(6.) — The  Deputy  Filacers  are,  by  their  deputation,  specially  entrusted  with  the  care  of  these  Records,  and 
it  is  their  duty  to  attend  with  their  Clerk  and  other  assistants,  upon  every  Search,  as  occasion  may  require,  and 
to  take  care  that  every  Record,  &c.  is  duly  restored  to  its  proper  place.  There  is  not  any  other  regulation 
observed,  nor  do  they  conceive  it  necessary  that  any  other  should  be  observed,  for  effecting  these  purposes. 

(7.) — From  long  experience,  we  conceive  that  there  are  no  other  matters,  not  comprised  in  the  preceding 
Queries,  necessary  or  expedient  to  be  observed,  for  rendering  the  use  of  these  Records  more  convenient,  no 
pains  being  left  untried  to  render  every  reference  convenient  to  the  Public.  But  here  we  beg  leave  to  repeat, 
that  inconveniences  may  in  a short  time  occur  for  want  of  sufficient  room  : — We  also  beg  leave  to  remark,  that

Acts  : — This  Report  is  laid  before  the  Judges  by  the  Prodionotary ; and  admission,  or  rejection,  follows: — The 
mode  of  application  is  by  petition  to  die  Judges,  verified  by  diree  affidavits  (one,  of  the  person  applvbg, 
another,  of  the  person  to  whom  he  served  his  time,  and  die  third,  that  die  proper  notices  have  been  posted ;) 
widi  two  Certificates,  from  die  King's  Inns,  and  Stamp  Office,  that  die  Fees  and  Stamps  have  been  respectively 
paid  : These  Documents,  and  die  Report,  are  all  filed  with  the  Prothonotary.

The  Answer  of  Henry  Yeo,  Seal  Keeper  of  His  Majesty’s  Court  of  King’s  Bench,  to  the  Queries 
directed  by  die  Right  honourable  the  Commissioners  011  Public  Records  in  Ireland. 

Seal  Keeper.  (1.)— ' TIIF.  Public  Records,  in  my  custody,  are  die  manuscript  Boob,  prepared  pursuant  to  the  Act  of  die 

* v ' 46th  year  of  His  present  Majesty  chapter  64,  in  which  are  entered  the  Christian  and  surnames  of  the  practising 
Attomies  of  the  said  Court,  tlieir  place  of  abode,  whether  practising  more  or  less  than  three  years,  die  date  of 
die  Licence  issued  to  them  by  the  Stamp  Office,  and  die  time  when  the  same  was  produced  to  be  registered. 

The  period  to  which  Uiese  Books  relate,  is  from  the  time  of  the  operation  of  the  said  Act  (viz.  2 November 
1806)  to  die  present  time;  there  are  no  chasms  whatever  in  diem;  die  entries  are  made  in  alphabetical  order, 
and  form  a complete  Index  in  themselves.  There  are  other  Books  kept  by  me  as  Seal  Keeper,  viz.  The  Boob 
in  which  are  entered  all  the  different  Writs  and  Process  issued  under  die  Seal  of  the  said  Court,  specifying  the 
County  to  which  such  Writ  lias  been  directed,  the  name  of  die  Writ,  the  Parties'  names,  the  Return  thereof, 
die  sum  for  which  such  Writ  lias  been  marked  (in  cases  where  they  are  marked)  aud  the  Attorney’s  name 
thereto,  with  die  Fee  payable  thereon  to  die  Clfief  Justice  of  die  Court.  Uiese  Books  have  never  been 
considered  Public  Records,  but  merely  an  account  between  die  Chief  Justice  and  the  Seal  Keeper,  whereby 
he  charges  himself  with,  the  Fees  received  by  him,  and  payable  to  die  Chief  Justice  as  above-mentioned.  But  it 
has  frequently  occurred,  tiiat  die  Seal  Keeper  has  been  applied  to,  to  grant  a Certificate  of  the  entry  and  issue 
of  various  Writs,  die  Returns  of  which  must  have  previously  elapsed,  and  which  Certificate  has  been 
considered,  in  many  cases,  as  Evidence  of  the  issuing  of  such  Writs  respectively,  for  which  the  Seal  Keeper  has 
been  paid  in  proportion  to  the  time  and  trouble  in  searching  for  the  Entry,  and  granting  the  Certificate.  Uiese 
Books  are  not  liable  to  public  inspection,  inasmuch  as  die  different  Persons  against  whom  a Writ  had  been 
issued,  and  who  it  was  intended  should  be  arrested,  might,  by  a reference  to  die  Book,  be  aware  of  the  fact, 
and  conceal  themselves,  and  thereby  avoid  such  Arrest,  to  the  manifest  injury  of  tlieir  Creditors. 

The  earliest  period,  to  which  die  Seal  Books  in  my  custody  refer,  is  the  27th  August  1760;  from  that  period 
to  the  present  time  diere  are  several  Chasms,  which  are  as  follow;  viz.  From  die  -2d  March  17S4  to  die 
12th  May  1784: — From  the  25th  January  1789  to  the  Tdi  June  1789: — From  the  30th  October  1791  to 
die  17th  June  1792: — From  the  12th  May  1793  to  the  30th  April  1794: — From  die  1st  August  1794  to  the 
31st  July  1797: — From  die  15th  November  1797  to  the  2d  July  1798: — From  the  1st  April  1S01  to  the 
31st  December  1802. 

All  the  foregoing  chasms  have  occurred  previously  to  my  appointment  to  die  said  Office;  die  causes  of  which, 
or  the  particular  periods  at  which  they  occurred,  I am  therefore  not  enabled  to  state;  hut  I humbly  conceive 
tiiese  chasms  are  not  material,  inasmuch  as,  by  any  reference  during  my  experience  in  the  Office,  the  want  of 
them  has  not  been  attended  with  any  public  inconvenience. 

(2.) — Uie  Building,  in  which  these  Records  are  lodged,  is  an  apartment  in  the  King's  Bench  Office,  situate 
on  the  Inns  Quay.  Uiis  Building  is  Public  property ; and  its  condition,  as  to  security  and  accommodation, 
may  be  considered  as  sufficient  for  die  purpose. 

(3.) — The  Books,  in  which  is  contained  die  Registry  of  die  Attomies’  names,  are  in  good  Preservation ; with 
respect  to  the  arrangement  of  them,  diey  are  so  recently  adopted,  that  the  entries  hitherto  made,  are  contained 
in  two  Books,  w hich  are,  during  Office  hours,  left  for  public  inspection,  and  consequently  require  no  arrange- 
ment at  present.  With  respect  to  the  Seal  Books  (before  observed  upon)  they  are  also  in  good  Preservation,  and 
arranged  in  sufficient  order  for  any  reference  that  may  lie  had  to  them  by  the  Seal  Keeper,  to  whom  (as  before 
observed)  the  inspection  of  them  belongs.  There  is  no  Catalogue  or  Index  to  them,  nor  is  it  conceived 
necessary,  for  the  before-mentioned  reason,

(5.) — There  is  an  Assistant  employed  by  tne,  whose  Duty  is,  in  my  absence,  to  enter  and  seal  the  Writs, 
and  to  enter  in  the  Book  for  that  purpose  the  Certificates  of  Licence,  produced  to  lie  registered  by  the 
Practitioners  of  the  said  Court 

The  Horn's  of  Attendance  are  from  eleven  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  four  o'clock  in  the  evening,  and  from 
seven  to  nine  o'clock  at  night  during  the  Terms,  and  for  a part  of  the  Vacations.  There  is  no  Salary  or 
Allowance  paid  by  the  Public  whatever. — The  Fees  payable  to  me  on  the  Registry  of  the  Attomies’  Licence 
pursuant  to  the  foregoing  Act,  and  for  the  Search  and  Certificate  of  the  Entry  of  all  Writs  issuing  under  the 
Seal  of  the  Court,  are  as  follow;  viz. 

For  each  Entry  of  the  Registry,  dating  and  signing  the  Licence  of  an  Attorney,  1 s.  id. : — For  the  Search  for 
the  Entry  of  any  Writ  issuing  under  the  Seal  of  the  said  Court,  in  proportion  to  the  trouble  and  labour 
thereof: — For  the  Certificate  of  such  Entry,  2$.  8 id. : — For  attending  in  Court  to  prove  the  Issue  of 
any  Writ  under  Seal,  6^.

The  average  annual  amount  of  the  Fees,  received  on  the  Registry  of  Attornies’  Names,  for  the  last  three 
years  that  the  same  could  he  made  up,  was  38/.  os.  6 d. 

Not  having  kept  any  account  of  the  Fees  received  for  Searching,  and  granting  the  above-mentioned 
Certificates,  I nm  not  enabled  to  state  the  precise  amount  thereof,  but  they  are  trivial,  and  I should  suppose, 
on  an  average,  they  might  amount  annually  to  a sum  of  3 /.  , 

(6.) — There  is  not  any  person,  specially  intrusted  with  the  Care  of  the  said  Records,  save  myself  and  the 
Assistant  already  mentioned,  whose 'duty  it  is,  equally  with  mine,  to  see  that  the  Books,  in  which  is  contained 
the  Registry  of  the  Attomies’  Licences,  are  properly  preserved,  and  restored  to  their  places,  when  not  required 
for  public  inspection. 

(7,) — There  are  no  matters  not  comprised  in  the  Questions  to  which  these  Answers  refer,  which  it  is 
necessary  to  observe  upon,  further  than  has  been  already  stated.

Description  of  the  several  sort t of  Records.

(1.) — Fines,  comprehending  Writs 
of  Covenant,  Dedimus  or  Commis- 
sion, Concords,  Affidavits  of  due 
Acknowledgment 


These  commence  in  the  reign  of  James  the  First  and  thence  to  tlie 
year  1698  they  are  not  very  regular;  which  cannot  however  be  considered 
of  any  significant  consequence  to  the  Public,  those  ancient  Records 
never  having  once  become  the  subject  of  Search,  or  Inquiry,  for  the  last 
fifty  years.  From  the  year  1698  to  the  present  time,  these  Records  are 
regular  and  complete,  without  any  chasm  or  deficiency. 


Foot,  or  Record  of  Fine  - - J The  earliest  of  these  appear  in  the  18th  of  Elizabeth ; and  from  that 
1 period  to  the  year  1 665,  they  are  generally  irregular ; but  as  no  Search 
lias  been  required  amongst  them  in  the  memory  of  any  person  now  living,  they  cannot  be  of  much 
consequence  to  the  Public  in  future.  From  the  year  1 665  to  the  present  time  they  are  complete  and 
regular,  without  any  chasm  or  deficiency,  except  the  year  1689,  and  Easter,  Trinity,  and  Michaelmas 
Terms  of  1 690;  which  deficiency  has  always  been  considered  to  have  been  occasioned  by  the  disturbances 
of  those  times. . 


Writs,  comprehending  Writs  of  [ 'I'llrae  commencc  *>  «“ly  85  the  year  1551,  but  thence  to  the  year 
every  description,  returnable  into  the  J '702  they  are  put  up  in  irregular  bundles,  probably  on  removals  from

[_  would  be  impossible  now  to  arrange  them  better;  nor  would  it  he  of  any 
advantage  to  the  Public,  if  they  were  arranged,  there  not  being  any  instance  of  a Search  required  for  a 
longer  period  than  thirty  years  hack,  and  even  so  far  has  not  occurred  thrice  within  these  last  forty 
years,  and  few  Searches  are  made  amongst  these  Records  further  than  two  or  three  years  back ; but 
from  1702  to  the  present  time,  these  Records  are  in  regular  succession.

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(2.) — All  the  Records  mentioned  in  the  Answer  to  the  first  Quere,  are  lodged  in  the  Public  Offices  on  the 
Inns  Quay,  which  Offices  are  complete  as  to  security  and  accommodation. 

(3.) — The  Fines  are  in  a state  of  perfect  preservation  from  1665  to  the  present  time,  and  are  severally 
arranged,  on  Term  Files  and  Rolls,  indorsed,  and  placed  in  order  of  years  on  shelves,  in  presses  properly 
labelled. 

The  Writs  also  are  in  perfect  preservation  from  1702  to  the  present  time,  except  a very  few,  which  were 
injured  by  damp,  before  they  were  removed  to  the  present  place  of  keeping. 

(4.) — There  are  complete  and  correct  Indexes  to  all  the  Fines,  but  as  these  Indexes,  as  well  as  the  Fines 
down  to  the  year  1 737,  are  written  in  Court  hand,  and  in  the  Latin  language  much  abbreviated  ; the  Patentees 
conceiving  it  would  be  a Public  advantage,  determined  on  making  out  a new  Intlex  in  large  and  plain  English 
characters,  and  it  is  now  proceeding  in  accordingly.  There  never  was  any  Index  to  the  Writs,  nor  is  any 
necessary  ; liecauscthey  are  kept  on  Files,  each  File  holding  all  the  Writs  of  one  Term,  and  at  the  end  of  every 
year-  the  four  Terms  arc  made  up  in  one  parcel,  and  labelled  accordingly. 

(5.) — One  of  die  Patentees,  and  one  Deputy,  are  constantly  employed  in  the  receiving,  making  up, 
arranging,  anil  keeping  die  Records.  They  receive  and  enter  the  Fines,  and  prepare  drafts  of  the  Indentures  of 
them ; and  when  engrossed  hy  the  Clerks  employed  for  the  purpose,  the  Patentee  or  Deputy  examines, 
compares  and  makes  them  up  in  Term  Files  and  Rolls,  and  deposits  them  in  fit  and  regular  order,  in  presses 
assigned  to  them  in  the  Office,  mentioned  in  the  Answer  to  the  second  Quere. 

The  Estreats  of  Outlawries  when  engrossed  by  the  Clerks,  are  compared  and  made  up  by  die  Patentee  or 
Deputy,  who  attends  the  Puisne  Judge  with  them  to  the  Court  of  Exchequer  on  the  last  day  of  every  issuable 
Term,  to  deliver  them  into  that  Court  Two  persons  are  included  in  die  deputation,  to  guard  against  the 
effects  of  sickness  or  any  odier  unavoidable  absence,  and  one  of  the  Patentees  or  one  of  die  Deputies,  attends 
in  Court,  every  sitting  day  of  every  Term  ; and  their  attendance  hi  die  Office  is  every  day  in  the  year  (except 
Sundays,  Christmas-day,  Good  Friday,  Easter  and  Whit  Monday  and  Tuesday;)  heretofore  the  hours  of 
attendance  in  die  Office  were  from  ten  in  the  morning  to  three  in  the  afternoon,  but  now.in  Term  they  have 
been  necessarily  extended  to  four,  and  often  to  five  and  six  o'clock,  as  Forenoon  attendance,  and  from  seven 
to  nine,  and  sometimes  ten  at  Night  For  die  arrangement,  custody,  &c.  of  the  Records,  the  Deputies  or 
Clerks  have  no  salary,  allowance  or  emolument  whatever,  paid  by  the  Public.  The  Fees  dcinondable  for  each 
Search,  are  65.  8 d.  for  every  ten  years ; for  every  Certificate,  2s.  6 d. ; for  every  copy  of  a Record,  6d.  per 
sheet ; of  which  the  Chief  Clerk  receives  from  die  Public  at  die  rate  of  1 s.  for  every  six  sheets  contained  in 
such  copy;  and  the  Fees  for  attending  with  any  Record  in  Court,  arc  2 s.  6d.  Tlic  net  annual  amount  of  die 
Fees,  See.  mentioned  in  this  Quere,  is,  on  an  average  for  the  last  three  years,  85/.  25.  3 d. 

(6.) — None  but  the  Patentees  or  Deputies  are  -ever  intrusted  with,  or  have  access  to  the  Records;  one  of 
diem  invariably  attends  upon  every  Search,  never  suffers  die  Record  out  of  his  sight,  and  uniformly  returns  it 
to  its  proper  place,  when  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  resorted  to  is  satisfied. 

(7.) — As  every  File  or  Roll  now  in  die  Office  can  be  immediately  turned  to  and  produced  when  required,  the 
Patentees  have  not  anytiiing  to  suggest  which  could  tend  to  render  the  use  of  the  Records  more  convenient  to 
die  Public.

31.  PROTIlONOTARY. 


The  Answers  of  die  Puotiionotaries  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  in  Ireland,  their  Deputies 
and  Secondaries,  to  the  several  Queries  directed  by  the  Right  honourable  the  Commissioners 
on  Public  Records. 

(1.) — THE  Public  Records,  Books,  and  Rolls,  in  our  custody,  are  Remembrance  Rolls,  which  contain 
the  Entries  of  Precipes  for  suffering  Recoveries,  with  the  Tenants’,  Demandants’  and  Vouchers’  names,  togetiier 
with  the  descriptions  and  denominations  of  Lands  to  be  passed  at  Bar.  They  commence  in  die  year  1715,  and, 
to  die  year  1 727  inclusive,  appear  complete  ; but  from  die  year  1727  to  die  year  1 746  is  a chasm  ; from  the 
1 year  1746  to  the  present  time  complete.  We  cannot  account  for  die  above  chasm,  as  die  Rolls  that  are 
missing  were  not  returned  to  us  by  die  late  Deputy,  and  upon  the  most  minute  inquiry  vve  find  they  were  not 
returned  to  him. 

The  Remembrance  RoHs  are  bound  in  vellum  cov  ers,  and  placed  in  a press  in  die  Record  Room,  which  we 
have  particularly  allotted  to  them,  being  Records  of  the  greatest  consequence. 

The  Judgment  Rolls  are  bound  also  in  vellum  covers,  indorsed  in  Years  and  Terms ; and  each  Record  contains, 
the  nature  of  die  Action,  whether  in  Debt,  Case,  Dower,  Partition,  Quare  Impedit,  Replevin,  or  Ejectment, 
and  is  regularly  numbered ; they  also  contain  the  Enrolments  of  Recoveries,  Deeds  declaring  the  uses  of  Fines 
ami  Recoveries,  and  Memorials  of  Assignments  of  Judgments,  forming  a complete  series  from  die  year  1663 
inclusive,  to  die  [ire sent  time.  Th^re  are  likewise  several  Rolls  commencing  in  die  year  1591  to  the  year 
r 663  above  mentioned,  partly  defaced,  without  any  Index  or  Reference  to  them.  We  consider  it  would  be  of 
little  consequence  to  the  Public  to  make  an  Index  to  those  Rolls,  tiiat  are  so  defaced,  as  they  are  written  in  the 
11  Court' 
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Court  hand,  and  other  hands  anciently  used,  and  only  relate  to  Entries  of  Suits,  Actions,  and  Proceedings  Appendix. 
immaterial  at  this  period  of  time,  and  seldom,  if  ever,  resorted  to.  Common 

Rolls  of  Attomics  admitted  in  this  Court,  commence  in  the  year  1741,  and  from  thence  to  the  year  1 7C0  ,:|eiS 
are  complete ; from  the  year  1 7C0  to  the  year  1 766  there  is  a chasm ; from  1 7 00  to  the  present  time  complete. 

The  above  Roll,  which  Is  missing,  was  not  returned  to  us  by  the  late  Deputy.  v * ' 

Rolls  containing  the  Names  of  all  Persons  who  have  taken  tlie  Oaths  of  Allegiance  and  Supremacy  in  Court, 
from  Hilary  Term  171410  and  for  Hilary  Term  1811. 

Rolls  of  all  Persons  qualifying  as  Roman  Catholics,  commencing  in  1 793,  are  complete  to  the  present  time  ; 
all  the  Rolls  of  this  description,  prior  to  that  jieriod,  were  returned  to  the  Rolls  Office  in  Chancery  by  the 
late  Deputy. 

Judgment  Books  (wherein  Searches  are  made)  and  referring  to  the  Judgment  Rolls,  commence  in  the  year 
1661,  arc  complete  to  the  present  lime,  and,  considering  the  length  of  time  in  use,  are  in  good  preservation. 

The  J udicial  Rule  Books  commence  in  the  year  1 698,  and  are  complete  to  the  present  time ; except  from  the 
year  1 722  to  the  year  1 730,  from  the  year  1 744  to  1 748,  and  from  1 754  to  1 763,  Which  are  missing.  They  were 
not  returned  to  us  by  the  late  Deputy  ; however,  we  do  not  consider  the  loss  of  these  Books  of  much  conse- 
quence to  the  Public,  none  of  them  having  been  called  for  since  we  came  into  Office,  ten  years  ago. 

Writs  of  Entry,  Commissions,  and  Warrants  of  Attorney  for  suffering  Recoveries,  commence  in  the  year 
1713;  from  thence  to  the  year  1 769  they  were  put  up  in  Files  irregularly  as  to  Terms  and  Years,  and  many  of 
them  so  irregular  that  it  would  he  scarcely  possible  now  to  arrange  them ; nor  would  it  be  of  any  advantage  to 
the  Public  if  they  were,  as  they  are  seldom,  if  ever,  resorted  to;  but  from  the  year  1769  to  the  present  time, 
they  are  in  regular  succession,  and  can  be  produced  when  required. 

Writs  comprehending  Inquiries,  Scire  Facias,  Fieri  Facias,  Capias  ad  Satisfaciendum,  Capias  ad  Respon- 
dendum, and  Habere  Facias  Possessionem,  are  irregularly  sorted  and  labelled,  commencing  in  the  year  1741, 
and  from  thence  to  the  year  1781  ; but  from  that  period  to  tlie  present  time  they  are  regularly  placed  on  Files, 
and  arranged  in  years,  indorsed,  and  placed  in  presses  for  that  purpose.  There  never  was  any  Index  to  these 
Writs,  nor  is  it  necessary,  because  they  can  be  resorted  to  readily  when  occasion  requires,  the  period  of  issuing 
them  being  known. 

Affidavits  on  which  Writs  are  marked,  Affidavits  of  the  Service  of  Ejectments,  Affidavits  ascertaining  Rent, 
and  all  Affidavits  to  ground  Motions  in  Court,  commencing  in  tlie  year  169,5,  and  from  thence  to  the  year  1770, 
are  put  on  Files,  and  many  of  them  so  irregular,  that  it  would  be  a difficult  matter  now  to  arrange  them  better. 

There  is  seldom,  if  ever,  any  reference  made  to  them ; and  we  consider  it  would  be  of  no  benefit  to  tlie  Public 
were  we  to  make  any  other  arrangement ; hut  from  the  year  1 770  to  the  present  time  they  are  kept  on  Files 
properly  labelled,  each  containing  the  Affidavits  of  the  Term,  and  at  the  end  of  each  year  are  placed  in 
a press  allotted  for  them. 

Affidavits  of  the  Service  of  Process  to  compel  Appearances,  which  have  issued  pursuant  to  tlie  44th  of  the 
King,  intituled,  “ A11  Act  to  render  tlie  Process  of  the  King’s  Bench,  Common  Pleas,  and  Exchequer,  more 
“ beneficial  to  tlie  Public;”  and  Affidavits  verifying  the  same,  together  with  the  Process,  commence  in 
Michaelmas  Term  1 803,  are  likewise  kept  on  Files,  and  regulated  as  before  mentioned. 

(2.) — The  Buildings  (in  which  the  above  Records  and  Books  are  kept)  are  in  good  Preservation,  and  the 
Record  Room  particularly  is  well  adapted  for  that  purpose,  it  being  secure  from  fire.  This  Building  belongs  to 
Government,  and  is  situate  on  tlie  Inns  Quay. 

(3.) — The  Books,  Rolls,  Writs,  and  Affidavits,  before  mentioned,  are  in  good  Preservation,  considering  the 
length  of  time,  and  the  variety  of  Persons  who  have  daily  access  to  them ; Care  having  been  taken  to  have  such 
Books  repaired  and  rebound  as  were  found  necessary.  They  are  arranged  in  presses  in  the  Record  Room, 
properly  labelled. 

(4.)— Each  Judgment  Book  is  an  Index  of  itself,  and  none  of  them  are  defective;  tlie  Index  to  tlie 
Recoveries  is  not  complete  ; but  since  we  came  into  Office  we  have  used  every  exertion  to  complete  it ; it  will 
take  about  two  years  to  do  so,  as  the  Entries  must  be  made  from  the  Remembrance  Rolls. 

(5.) — The  Prothonotaries,  their  Deputies,  and  Secondaries,  have  the  custody  of  the  Books,  Rolls,  and 
Records  before  mentioned  ; and  also  all  Writs  of  Inquiries,  Posteas,  and  Pleadings,  on  which  Issues  are  joined 
and  Judgments  marked,  as  incident  to  their  Office.  There  are  also  eleven  Clerks,  who  regularly  served,  their 
apprenticeship  in  said  Office,  most  of  whom  read  and  translate  the  Court  Hand  and  Latin  Records,  employed 
by  the  Prothonotaries  for  conducting  tliiT  general  business  of  the  Office,  who  have  access  to  the  said  Rolls, 

Books,  and  other  Records,  as  occasion  requires,  and  whose  duty  it  is  to  see  that  the  same  are  placed  in  their 
proper  places  after  searches  are  made.  To  guard  against  any  neglect  in  the  different  Clerks,  in  not  properly 
replacing  the  Books  and  Rolls  after  searches  are  made,  & c.  &c.  we  have  appointed  an  intelligent  and  careful 
Clerk  to  the  care  of  tlie  Record  Room,  whose  duty  it  is  to  prevent  any  improper  use  being  made  of  tlie 
Books,  Rolls,  ami  other  Records,  and  to  see  that  they  are  regularly  put  in  their  premier  places,  after  Searches 
are  made. 

Tlie  hours  of  attendance  in  Term  are  from  ten  until  five,  and  in  tlie  vacation  from  eleven  until  four;  but 
one  of  the  Deputies  always  remains  in  the  Office  as  long  as  there  is  any  business  to  do,  and  some  of  the 
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Attesdix.  confidential  Clerks  attend  in  the  evening  from  seven  until  nine,  and  sometimes  until  ten  o'clock,  to  receive  and 
Common  c0Py  Pfeatfingp,  Affidavits,  &c.  The  Clerks  have  no  Salary,  Allowance  or  Emolument  paid  by  tlje  Public. 

Pleas : The  Fees  demandable  for  eaeh  Recovery-Searcli  b 3*.  4 el.  for  every  ten  years,  and  for  each  Search  for 

Frotiumotary  Judgments  for  twenty  years  2s.  8 §d.,  and  so  in  jiroportion  to  the  length  of  the  Search ; which  ore  received  by  the 

* ■ different  Clerks  in  tlie  Office,  and  amount  to  an  inconsiderable  sum  yearly.  The  Clerks  are  also  entitled  to 

two  pence  a sheet  for  the  Copy  of  each  Record  or  other  Pleadings,  and  are  entitled  to  certain  other  Fees  on 
the  different  Proceedings  incident  to  their  employments.  These  Fees  are  paid  by  the  Suitors  of  the  Court,  but 
no  account  being  kept  of  such  Fees,  the  average  amount  cannot  be  ascertained  for  the  last  dure  years.  There 
is  no  Fee  demandable  for  the  attendance  with  any  of  the  Records  in  our  Office,  the  same  being  never  removed 
without  a special  Order  of  the  Court ; the  amount  of  the  several  Fees  payable  to  the  Prothonotaries,  their 
Deputies,  and  Secondaries,  lias  been  returned  to  the  Finance  Committee,  and  the  Patentees  have  been 
examined  by  said  Committee  relatively  to  them. 


(6.)— It  is  the  Duty  of  all  die  Clerks  employed  in  our  Office,  to  attend  to  die  safe  keeping  of  the  different 
Records,  Files,  &c.  who  make  the  necessary  Entries,  Searches,  &c.  &c.  and  when  completed,  restore  die 
different  Books,  Files,  and  Rolls,  to  Uicir  respective  places. 

(7.) — Nodiing  occurs  to  us  at  present  dial  can  render  die  Books  and  Records  before  mentioned  more  con- 
venient to  die  Public,  save  tliat  we  consider,  iu  a few  years,  more  room  will  he  required  to  be  added  to  die 
Record  Room,  as  the  presses  at  present  are  nearly  full  ^ ^ ffidi*  Hll, 

Deputy  Prothonotaries  and  Secondaries. 


32.  FILACERS. 

Filacers.  (i.)-TllF.  Records,  at  present  in  the  custody  of  the  Filacer,  are  Appearance  Books,  containing  Entries 

' of  Appearances,  Bail,  and  Defences  in  Ejectment,  in  a regular  Series,  from  1714  to  the  present  day,  together 

with  die  Files  of  Appearances,  Bail,  and  Defences,  from  1 790  to  the  present  time.  Rolls,  containing  Enrol- 
ments of  Judgments  of  Non  Pros  in  Debt,  Case,  Ejectment,  Replevins,  Sic.  See.  and  Judgments  in  Dower, 
Parddon,  Scire  Facias  against  Bail,  &c.  from  1714  to  die  present  time.  Files  of  Bills  against  Peers, 
Privileged  Persons,  &c.  &c.  from  i8o(i  to  the  present  time.  Books,  containing  entries  of  Writs  issued  from 
the  Filacer's  Office,  from  1731  to  the  present  day. 

The  Rolls,  from  17(11  to  1767,  and  from  1800  to  1807,  are  wanting.  There  arc  also  several  chasms  in  die 
entries  of  Writs. 

(2.) — -The  above  Records  are  kept  in  an  Office  in  the  new  Four  Courts,  but  are  in  a state  of  extreme 
insecurity.  The  Chief  Justice  1ms,  however,  applied  to  Government  for  a commodious  Office  for  the  Pre- 
servation of  Records,  of  such  vast  consequence  to  the  Public. 

(3.)— Said  Records  are  in  a tolerable  state  of  Preservation;  but  are  badly  arranged,  and  rather  in  con- 
fusion, for  want  of  room,  and  places  of  security. 

(4.) — There  are  Books,  called  Judgment  Books,  containing  entries  of  ti  e several  Judgments  enrolled  in  the 
Filacer's  Office,  from  1704  to  1762,  and  from  1808  to  the  present  time;  but  the  intermediate  years  are 
wanting.  Much  utility  would  arise  from  enrolling  said  Judgments,  from  die  year  1800  to  1808,  and  malting 
entries  of  them  in  Judgment  Books,  it  being  often  necessary  to  search  for  and  refer  to  them  : this  might  be 
accomplished  by  the  ordinary  diligence  of  one  Clerk  in  about  a year.  The  Indexes  or  Entries  of  other  Records 
are  sufficiently  complete : no  Records  belonging  to  the  Filacer  are  known  to  exist  elsewhere. 

(5.) — The  Duties  of  the  Filacers  and  Exigentcrs  Offices,  are  discharged  by  two  Deputies  and  a Clerk.  In 
Term  an  additional  Clerk  is  employed,  when  Business  requires  it. 

The  Duties  of  the  Filacer  are,  as  follow ; viz.  To  sign,  examine,  and  enter  all  Mesne  Process,  to  file 
Appearances,  Bails  and  Defences,  and  to  make  Entries  thereof  in  Books,  kept  for  that  purpose,  with  alpha- 
betical references : — To  file  Bills  against  Peers,  Bodies  Corporate,  Sic.  Counts  in  Dower,  See.  and  to  make 
out  Writs  of  Summons,  Distringas,  Grand  Cape,  See.  thereon: — To  sign,  enter  and  enrol  Judgments  of  Non 
Pros,  Dower,  Partition,  Quare  Impcdit,  Waste,  See.  and  Judgments  by  default  against  Manucaptors,  and  to 
make  out  Executions,  Inquiries,  or  other  Writs  thereon  : — To  make  out  Writs  of  Habeas  Corpus,  Procedendo 
Scire  Facias  against  Bail,  Scire  Facias  to  revive  Judgments  of  Non  Pros,  See.  Writs  of  Retorno  Habendo 
Capias  in  Withernam,  Attachments  of  Privilege,  Grand  Cape,  Habere  Facias  Seizinam,  Inquiries  in  Dower 
Replevin,  & c.  and  other  Writs  before  mentioned ; — To  tax  the  Costs  of  all  Judgments,  and  other  Proceedings, 
in  the  Filacer’s  Office : — To  attend  at  the  sitting  of  the  Court  in  Term,  to  justify  Bail ; — To  file  Affidavits  of 
Notice  of  Bail  served,  Affidavits  of  the  Service  of  Rules  for  Procedendo,  Non  Pros,  Retorno  Habendo,  &c.  It 
is  also  the  duty  of  die  Filacer  here,  as  yi  England,  to  file  Affidavits  upon  which  Writs  are  marked.  Affidavits  of" 
the  service  of  Process,  and  to  verify  same.  But,  in  the  time  of  the  late  Filacer  (when  such  Affidavits  were  first 
filed  in  the  Common  Pleas  in  Ireland)  the  right  of  Filing  them  was  assumed  by  the  Prothonotaiy.

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The  present  Filacer  obtained  the  Grant  of  his  Office  in  April  1808  ; so  that  he  is  unable  to  return  an  average  Appendix.

The  total  amount  of  Fees  as  Filacer,  the  first  year,  was  1,369/-  05.  2 d. ; the  second  year  1,376/.  10$.  7 Id. 

The  total  amount  of  Fees  as  Exigenter,  the  first  year  51/.  12 s. ; the  second  year  .52/.  15  a. 

The  Salary  of  the  Clerk  (including  some  Perquisites)  amounts  to  about  90/.  jier  annum.  The  hours  of 
attendance  are,  in  Term,  from  10  in  the  morning  till  4,  and  from  7 in  the  evening  till  9.  Vacation,  from  11 
in  the  morning  till  4,  and  from  half  past  7 in  the  evening  till  9. — N.  13.  There  is  no  Evening  attendance  in  the 
Summer  Vacation,  from  the  middle  of  August  to  the  first  of  November,  nor  on  the  last  Evening  of  every 
Term,  from  an  immemorial  custom.  The  only  Holidays  kept  in  this  Office  are,  Good  Friday  until  after 
Divine  Service,  Easter  Monday,  Christmas  day,  St  Stephen's  day,  and  the  King's  Birth-duy,  unless  it  falls 
in  Term. 

(6.) — -The  Persons  intrusted  with  the  care  of  said  Records  are  the  two  Deputies. 

(7.) — A new  and  commodious  Office  for  the  Preservation  of  the  important  Records  of  the  Filacer  is 
indispensably  necessary. 

The  Duties  of  the  Exigenter  are,  to  make  out  and  sign  Writs  of  Exigent,  and  Proclamation  to  Outlawry, 
and  make  Entries  thereof  in  Books  kept  for  that  purpose.  The  Records  of  his  Office  consist  of  books,  con- 
taining such  Entries  from  1 668  to  the  present  year.  The  Entries  of  » few  years,  in  the  time  of  the  late  Filacer, 
are  not  to  be  found  ; nor  can  they,  though  of  much  consequence,  be  ever  completed  or  restored. 

The  above  Duties  are  performed  in  the  Office  of  the  Filacer,  who  is  also  Exigenter,  by  two  Deputies  and 
a Clerk.  The  liours  of  Attendance,  and  Holidays,  are  consequently  the  same  as  above  mentioned.

33.  CLERK  OF  THE  WARRANTS. 

The  Answer  of  Francis  Pierpoint  Hewitt,  Esquire,  Clerk  of  die  Warrants  and  Estreats 
' of  die  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  to  die  Queries  directed  by  the  Commissioners  of  die  Public 
Records  in  Ireland,  to  be  answered  by  him.  ^ 

(1.) — THERE  are  no  Public  Records,  Rolls,  Instruments.  Registers,  or  Manuscript  Books  and  Papers,  C^rk  °^‘e 
containing  any  acts  or  proceedings  by  Royal,  Parliamentary,  Judicial,  or  other  Public.  Audiority,  in  my  power  . v —> 
at  present,  as  keeper  of  the  said  Records,  except  as  herein  mentioned ; viz.  one  Manuscript  Book,  containing 
an  Entry  of  Rules  for  Fines  and  Amerciaments  against  all  Sheriffs,  Coroners  and  Seneschals,  commencing  hi  the 
year  1786  and  ending  in  the  year  1787,  which  Book  was  kept  by  my  predecessor,  Mr.  Richard  Fenner,  and 
afterwards  kept  for  some  time  by  Mr.  Patrick  Clanchy,  lately  deceased,  who  acted  as  my  Deputy,  who  then 
filled  a situation  or  situadons  in  the  Offices  of  said  Court,  to  whom,  as  such  Deputy,  Mr.  Fenner  handed  (at 
the  time  ot  my  appointment  to  office,  which  was  in  the  year  1 786)  all  such  Books,  Rolls,  Papers,  and  other 
Records  and  Entries,  as  my  said  Predecessor  theretofore  kept  in  the  discharge  of  the  said  office ; none  of  which 
were  handed  back  to  me  by  the  said  Clanchy,  or  any  other  person,  save  said  Manuscript  Book  above  mentioned  ; 
but  the  said  Clanchy  accounted  with  me  for  part,  but  not  the  entire,  of  the  Fees  relating  to  my  said  Office. 

The  reason  why  said  Fines  and  Amerciaments  were  not  continued  to  be  entered  in  said  Book  is,  the  said 
Clanchy  entered  into  a treaty  with  Mr.  T.  Morton,  (who  then  kept  the  Common  Rule  Book  of  said  Court,  and 
when  the  business  of  said  Court  was  extremely  light)  that  he  should  include  said  Rules  against  Sheriffs,

occasion  said  Book  became  unnecessary ; and  the  said  Morton,  during  his  stay  in  office,  accounted  with  said 
Clanchy,  for  my  use,  for  the  Fees  payable  to  me  on  said  Fines;  but  Mr.  Jackson  (the  successor  of  said  Morton) 
has  declined  to  render  an  account  of  said  Fees  to  me,  save  in  one  or  two  instances,  alter  his  coming  into 
office.  The  only  papers  in  my  custody,  as  received  by  me  in  virtue  of  my  said  office,  are  consents  to  reduce 
Fines  against  Sheriffs,  Seneschals  and  Coroners,  also  the  Paper  extracts  of  all  absolute  Fines  entered  in  the 
Rule  Book,  which  it  is  my  duty  to  extract,  and  estreat  same  into  the  Court  of  Exchequer,  engrossed  on  a 
roll  or  strip  of  parchment. 

(2.) — The  said  Documents,  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  Quere,  have  been  lodged  with  me  or  my  Clerk  or 
Deputy,  at  my  lodgings  in  the  City  of  Dublin,  which  have  been  changed  perhaps  two  or  three  times  a year, 
according  to  convenience.  Their  condition  as  to  Security,  is  the  same  as  my  own  private  family  papers;  and  the 
Building  is  Private  property. 

(3.) — The  said  Documents  in  said  first  Quere  mentioned,  are  in  good  Preservation,  but  not  arranged  in  any 
regular  order. 

(4.) — Tlie  Catalogues,  Calendars,  Schedules,  and  Repertories  and  Indexes,  belonging  to  this  Office  (not  having

Affidavits  of  the  execution  thereof,  the  Roll  of  Attomies,  the  enrolments  of  Deeds,  as  also  all  Warrants  of 
Attorney  on  filing  Ejectments,  are  kept  in  the  Public  Office  of  said  Court  by  the  Prothonotaries  or  their 
Deputies,  and  are  in  their  possession,  and  they  are  supposed  to  be  Public  property,  and  Warrants  of  Attorney 
on  all  Actions  in  the  Case,  are  usually  lodged  with  and  filed  by  the  persons  issuing  or  signing  all  Writs  out  of 
said  Court. 

(5.) — I always  keep  a Clerk  or  Deputy  ; whose  duty  it  is,  in  every  issuable  Term,  to  estreat  from  the  Rule 
Book  of  each  Term,  the  absolute  Fines  entered  against  Sherifls,  Coroners,  and  Seneschals,  and  also  to  receive 
such  Consents  to  reduce  Fines,  as  may  be  lodged  in  my  Office.  The  sulary  I pay  said  Clerk,  for  the  discharge  of 
said  Department  of  my  Office,  is  60/.  a year;  his  hours  of  attendance  are  from  ten  o’clock  in  the  morning  till 
four  in  the  afternoon ; he  receives  no  allowance  or  emoluments  from  the  Public  in  respect  thereto.

in  1711,  and  are  continued  to  the  present  time.  The  Books  in  which  the  Names  of  all  the  practising 
Attomies  of  said  Court,  pursuant  to  the  Order  of  said  Court  and  by  Act  of  Parliament,  are  entered,  are 
also  in  my  department  and  care,  and  lodged  in  my  Office.  There  are  Indexes  to  said  Books.  Persons 
applying  for  the  benefit  of  the  different  Insolvent  Acts,  also  file  their  Petitions  in  my  Office,  where  they 
remain  as  of  Record. 

Consents  entered  into  by  the  Suitors  of  said  Court,  and  made  Orders  thereof,  are  also  filed  in  my  Office, 
when  the  Orders  are  made  out  on  such  Consents. 

These  several  Books  are  kept  in  Presses  in  my  Office,  and  are  arranged  in  numerical  order ; and  I 
must  observe,  that  though  they  are  Books  of  the  utmost  consequence  to  the  Suitors  of  said  Court,  and 
kept  for  Public  inspection,  and  for  Searches  to  be  made  m them  ; and  though  there  are  two  Clerks,  paid  by 
me,  in  attendance  {luring  Office  hours,  the  greater  part  of  whose  business  is  to  take  care  of  said  Books ; 
yet  the  generality  of  Practitioners  and  their  Clerks,  who  make  such  Searches,  toss  these  Books  about  in 
such  a manner,  on  every  opportunity,  that  it  is  a very  difficult  task  to  preserve  them  perfect,  and  from 
being  tom  and  blotted. 

These  two  Clerks  attend  in  my  Office  every  day  (except  Sunday  and  Christmas  Day)  from  ten  to  five 
o’clock  or  later,  and  in  die  Evening  from  six  to  nine  o’clock ; and  their  Salaries  are  paid  by'  me,  and  not 
by  the  Public,  or  in  any  other  manner.  Their  Duties  are,  to  enter  and  copy  Orders ; attend  to  hand  those 
Books  to  have  Searches  made  in  tiiem,  and  for  which  no  Fee  is  paid ; but  if  there  was  a small  Fee  to  be 
paid  for  each  Search,  these  Books  would  not  lie  so  much  unnecessarily  used  and  abused  as  they  are,  suppose 
two  shillings  for  every  Temi  or  more? 

All  Notices  of  Motions,  and  Trials,  are  to  be  filed  in  my  Office  previously  to  the  making  of  such  Motions, 
or  tlie  hearing  of  such  Trials,  on  which  a Fee  is  paid.  There  are  no  other  Records  lodged  in  my  Office  but 
those  stated  before. 

The  Office,  I occupy,  is  in  the  King’s-Inns  Square  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas ; and  I apprehend  it  is 
in  the  gift  of  Government.  It  is  vciy  inconvenient  and  insecure ; and  though  I have  made  several  appli- 
cations to  have  some  Repairs  and  Alterations  made  in  it,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Public,  and  comfort  of  m vself 
and  Clerks,  yet  I have  not  been  attended  to.  * Peter  Jackson.

(i.) — AS  Clerks  of  the  Errors,  we  have  in  our  custody  all  Writs  of  Error  not  proceeded  upon,  from  the  . t'rrul5'  , 
year  173S  to  the  present  time;  in  which  there  does  not  appeal-  to  be  any  chasm.  Such  Writs  of  Error  as 
have  been  proceeded  upon,  were  annexed  to  the  Transcripts  of  the  Records  in  Error,  and  transmitted  to  the 
Court  of  Error.  We  have  also  in  our  custody  Enrolments  of  Records  in  Error  from  inferior  Courts,  during 
the  Reign  of  King  George  II.  Since  that  period  we  cannot  discover  any  Record  of  a similar  nature. 

As  Clerks  of  die  Juries,  we  have  in  our  custody  all  Writs  of  Venire  I’acias,  with  the  Sheriff1: s Returns 
issuing  out  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  from  the  year  1 786  to  the  present  time ; except  the  File  for  the 
year  17S8,  which  is  missing.

Sec.  complete,  except  one  Book  of  Charles  II.  supposed  to  have  been  burned  when  the  Office  was  kept  in 
Crane  Lane: — Patents  passed  under  the  Commission  of  Defective  Tides,  Charles  I.: — Decrees  of  the 
Commissioners  for  executing  die  Act  of  Settlement  1 663  : — Certificates  of  die  Commissioners  for  executing 
said  Act: — Certificates  of  transplanted  Persons,  under  D°: — King's  Letters,  from  Henry  VIII.  to  the  present 
time; — Assignments  and  Powers  of  Attorney,  from  Charles  I.  to  D°: — Book  of  Indentures  of  Composition, 
in  the  reigns  of  Queen  Elizabeth  and  Janies  I.:— Rent  Roll  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  of  Monasteries,  See.  and

III. : — Maps  of  die  Lands  forfeited  in  1688,  and  sold  by  die  Trustees  of 
Forfeitures  in  1 702,  Sec.  Sec.  &c. : — All  Incumbrances  affecting  Papists,  pursuant  to  an  Act  of  Queen  Anne, 
directing  that  tiiey  should  be  entered  of  Record  in  this  Office;  there  are  136  large  Rolls  engrossed  on 
parchment: — The  engrossed  National  Public  Account,  from  Charles  II.  to  the  present  time: — Roll  of  Lands 
decreed  and  restored  to  Roman  Catholics,  called  Innocents,  and  many  other  Rent  Rolls,  very  old; 
Collectors’  Accounts  of  the  Customs  and  Excise,  for  every  Port  and  District  in  the  Kingdom,  from  1684  to  die 
present  time,  sworn  to  before  die  Barons  of  die  Exchequer;  with  all  the  Vouchers  accompanying  die  same. 
There  are  a great  variety  of  odier  Books  and  Papers  in  die  Office,  from  a very  early  period  to  the  present 
time,  which  are  not  deemed  of  such  value  as  those  mentioned.  There  appears  a chasm  of  about  20  years  from 
1641  to  1660,  and  another  of  about  7 years,  from  1685  to  1692,  occasioned  (as  supposed)  by  die  disturbed 
state  of  die  times. 

(2.) — The  foregoing  Records  are  lodged  in  the  Casde,  and  in  the  Dome  of  the  Four  Courts.  Those  in  die

both  places  are  Public  property. 

(3.) — The  Records  in  the  Castle  are  in  good  Preservation,  and  well  arranged ; but  the  constant  Searches 
made  in  them,  have,  in  many  instances,  nearly  destroyed  the  binding  of  the  Rooks.  Those  iu  the  four  Courts 
arc  in  danger  of  being  destroyed  by  dust  and  damp,  and  are  in  an  unarranged  state,  and  supjioscd  to  contain 
many  valuable  Records,  which,  were  they  examined  and  arranged,  would  be  of  great  Public  use.

(4.) — There  is  an  Alphabet  to  each  Book,  with  a few  exceptions;  also  general  Alphabets,  but  not  complete, 
many  necessary  matters  being  omitted ; and,  from  their  constant  use,  some  of  them  are  nearly  defaced,  or 
destroyed  or  tom : it  would  therefore  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  Public,  that  these  defects  were  remedied ; but  it 
cannot  be  ascertained  what  time  it  would  take  to  complete  these  Alphabets ; that  must  depend  on  the  number 
and  abilities  of  the  Persons  employed.  The  Auditor  General  understands  that  Heniy  Harding  has  finished 
one  general  Alphabet  to  the  oldest  Books,  and  has  three  more  in  hand,  one  nearly  finished;  these  he 
considers  as  Private  Property,  befog  done  out  of  his  official  hours  of  attendance;  he  does  not  know  that  any 
of  the  Catalogues  or  Indexes  wanting  exist  elsewhere. 

(5.) — The  Officers  or  Clerks  employed  for  the  custody  and  arrangement  of  the  Records,  See.  in  the  Auditor 
General’s  Office,  are  William  Bower  first  Clerk,  and  Henry  Harding  second  Clerk;  but  the  immediate  care  of 
the  old  Records  is  delegated  to  Henry  Harding,  subject  to  die  control  of  the  Deputy  and  First  Clerk : Iris 
general  Duty  is,  to  attend  from  eleven  till  three,  to  make  Searches,  Copies,  F.  x tracts,  &c.  from  them.:  For 
which,  exclusively  of  the  Fee  to  the  Auditor  General,  the  following  Fees  are  demanded  and  received  by  die

(8.) — No  alteration  has  taken  place  in  the  Contents,  Arrangement,  or  Condition  of  die  Office,  or  in  any  other 
material  circumstance  respecting  said  Records,  since  the  last  Parliamentary  inquiry  relating  tiiereto. 

(9.) — From  die  want  of  room  in  the  Auditor  General’s  Office  in  Dublin  Casde,  many  of  the  oldest  of  the 
Records  (as  has  been  before  observed)  have  been  removed  to  the  Dome  of  die  Four  Courts,  and  are  in  a very 
unarranged  State,  and  consequendy  great  trouble  in  making  Searches  dicrein,  and  giving  such  necessary  informa- 
tion as  is  required;  to  the  manifest  injury  of  the  Public  in  making  such  Searches,  &c.  It  certainly  would  be  of 
National  advantage,  if  a proper  Building  were  procured,  where  they  might  (from  the  earliest  period  to  the  present 
time)  be  properly  arranged.

I HAVE  had  the  honour  of  receiving  your  Letter  of  the  28th  ultimo,  and  one  also  of  a much  earlier 
date,  but  both  on  the  subject  of, 'and  requiring  (in  the  name  of  die  Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records  in 
Ireland)  Returns  relative  to  tlie  Records  in  die  Office  of  the  Clerk  of  die  Pells. 

I would  most  certainly  have  answered  these  requisitions  much  sooner,  but  have  hitherto  been  prevented  by 
severe  illness,  which  has  confined  me  almost  wholly  to  my  bed  for  a tedious  length  of  time,  and  rendered  it 
impossible  for  me  to  use  a pen,  or  even  to  take  any  species  of  business  into  contemplation. 

I avail  myself  now,  however,  of  a momentary  gleam  of  returning  strength,  to  reply  to  your  Letter,  and  for

44.  LORD  TREASURER’S  REMEMBRANCER* 

The  Answers  of  the  Lord  Treasurers  Remembrancer  of  His  Majesty’s  Court  of  Exchequer, 
his  Deputy,  and  the  Secondaries  hi  the  Office  of  the  Lord  Treasurer’s  Remembrancer,  to 
the  several  Queries  they  have  been  furnished  with,  by  Order  of  the  Right  Honourable 
the  Commissioners  of  Public  Records. 

THE  Public  Records,  Rolls,  Instruments,  Manuscript  Books  and  Papers,  in  said  Office,  are,  (first,)  Enrol 
ments  of  the  Pleadings  and  Proceedings,  with  the  Judgments  given  by  the  Court  thereon,  which  are  called  the 
Communal,  and  which  we  find  to  commence  in  the  year  1 606,  and  which  are  continued  down  to  the  year  1 746  ; 
but  it  must  be  observed,  that  it  is  found  that  in  several  years  during  this  period,  there  are  three,  four,  and 
five  Rolls  in  each  year,  and  in  other  years  but  one,  and  for  several  years  no  Roll  whatever;  but  as 
they  seem  to  have  been  carefully  preserved  and  labeled,  these  apparent  wants  or  chasms  may  he  reasonably 
attributed  to  no  such  Proceedings  having  occurred  in  the  several  years  in  which  deficiencies  or  wants  appear.— 
These  Rolls  are  all  bound  up  in  Parchment  covers,  and  indorsed  and  labeled. 

The  Originalia  of  Process,  called  the  Schedules  of  Nils  from  the  Pipe,  containing  die  Original  of  Process, 
transmitted  from  the  Pipe  Office,  to  he  issued  in  the  process  of  the  Second  Remembrancer,  called  the  Preroga- 
tive Process.  These  are  found  to  be  regular,  from  the  year  1676  down  to  the  present  time,  and  are  contained  in 
Rolls  of  each  year’s  transmission,  regularly  indorsed  and  labeled. 

The  several  Returns  of  Process  which  had  issued  from  this  Office  to  the  several  Sheriffs,  grounded  on  the 
foregoing  Pipe  Schedule  of  Nils,  and  which  have  been  accounted  on  by  said  Sheriffs,  and  returned  into  said 
Office,  from  the  year  1721  down  to  the  present  time. 

Files  of  Pleadings  of  every  description  relating  to  that  branch  of  the  Proceedings  of  said  Office,  commencing 
in  the  year  1612,  and  coming  down  to  the  present  time.  These  are  kept  in  bundles,  folded  up  in  parchment 
covers,  tied,  indorsed  and  labeled. 

Schedules  of  Assistance,  with  Affidavits  annexed,  which  have  been  brought  into  and  filed  in  said  Office,  to 
ground  W rits  of  Assistance  granted  by  the  Court  to  Sheriffs  after  accounting,  to  enable  them  to  levy  such  Sums 
as  they  had  been  charged  with  upon  their  so  accounting,  and  which  they  had  when  in  Office  neglected  to  enforce 
or  levy.  These  are  kept  in  bundles,  covered  with  parchment,  indorsed  and  labeled ; and  are  complete  from 
the  year  1708,  down  to  the  present  time. 

Certificates  returned  yearly  from  Corporate  Towns  and  Cities,  of  the  election,  appointment  and  swearing 
into  office,  of  Mayors,  Sheriffs  and  Bailiffs.  These  are  kept  in  bundles,  covered  with  parchment,  endorsed  and 
labeled,  commencing  in  the  year  1612,  and  from  thence  to  the  year  1748  seem  to  be  imperfect;  those  from 
the  year  1 748,  down  to  the  present  time,  are  complete.  Books  or  Registries  thereof  from  said  year  1 748  are 
kept,  and  which  Books  are  also  complete. 

One  Class  of  Records  in  this  Office  will  be  best  given  under  the  head  Miscellaneous  ; and  is  as  follows  : —

year  178S  to  the  present  time  : — Inquisitions  of  various  kinds,  in  the  years  1605,  1G12,  1615,  1625,  1635, 
1674,  1077,  1681,  1(192,  1693,  1694,  1696,  1698  and  1798: — -The  Record  of  the  Plea  of  the  Mayor  and 
Sheriffs  of  the  Town  of  Galway,  in  1707  : — Particulars  of  Lands  forfeited,  1O41,  1664,  and  1665  : — Record 
of  Lord  Gormanstown,  1701  : — The  like  of  Lord  Antrim,  1702  : — Inquisitions  on  Pipe  process,  from  17C2  to 
the  present  time  : — -Writs  of  Seizure  and  Inquisitions,  from  1763  to  the  present  time. 

Enrolments  of  Patents,  from  the  year  1604,  down  to  the  year  1713:  These  are  uot  regular  for  each  year, 
there  being  many  years  in  which  pone  appear ; which  may  have  arisen  from  no  such  Enrolments  occurring  in 
said  years ; if  otherwise,  it  would  be  difficult  at  this  day  to  say  what  has  become  of  them,  none  such  having 
been  in  this  Office  since  the  coming  into  office  of  the  present  Deputies  and  Secondaries. 

Estreats  of  Outlawries  and  Inquisitions,  returned  into  this  Court  from  the  Court  of  Common  Picas,  to  which 
are  annexed  Estreats  of  Inquisitions  upon  Writs  of  Levari  Facias,  occasionally  returned  into  the  Court  of 
Exchequer  from  the  Court  of  King’s  Bench ; the  first,  namely,  the  Estreats  of  Outlawries  are  uniform  and 
regular  from  the  year  1CS5  down  to  the  present  time  ; the  latter,  namely,  the  Estreats  of  Inquisitions  from  the 
other  Courts  occurring  but  seldom  are  annexed  to  the  Files  of  the  Estreats  of  Outlawries,  as  of  the  Term  in  which 
they  are  brought  in,  tlie  whole  are  contained  in  Rolls  covered  with  parchment,  regularly  indorsed,  and  kept  in 
Presses  set  apart  for  that  purpose  in  said  Office. 

The  Orders  of  the  Court,  previously  to  the  present  system  of  entering  them  in  Books,  were  kept  in  Bundles, 
with  the  Documents  on  which  each  Order  was  founded  annexed ; and  it  would  seem  as  if  this  was  the  method 
formerly  used  of  preserving  the  original  Orders  and  Documents.  These  Bundles  of  Orders  are  from  the 
year  1GG0,  dowp  to  tire  year  1760,  and  are  carefully  tied  up,  labelled,  and  kept  in  a Press  made  convenient 
and  suitable  to  the  purpose, — The  Documents,  on  which  Orders  of  this  description  are  now  conceived,  are 
classed,  kept  on  distinct  Files,  folded  up  and  labeled,  and  arranged  in  suitable  Presses. 

Tiles  of  Inquisitions,  founded  upon  Custodiams;  these  are  tied  up  in  yearly  and  half  yearly  Bundles,  indorsed 
and  labeled,  and  are  regular  from  the  year  1720  down  to  the  present  time,  and  are  kept  in  Presses  made 
Convenient  for  and  suitable  to  the  purpose. 

Files  of  Affidavits  upon  which  motions  and  other  proceedings  have  been  founded ; they  are  regular  from  the 
year  1079  down  to  the  present  time,  and  are  tied  up  in  yearly  or  half-yearly  Bundles,  covered  with  parchment, 
labelled,  and  kept  in  Presses  made  convenient  for  and  suitable  to  the  purpose. 

Files  of  Notices,  with  Affidavits  of  sendee  thereof,  from  the  year  1775  down  to  the  present  time:  these  are 
tied  up  in  Bundles,  covered  with  parclunent,  with  their  dates  regularly  indorsed  thereon,  and  in  like  manuer 
kept  in  Presses  made  convenient  for  and  suitable  to  the  purpose. 

Piles  of  Reports,  made  by  His  Majesty's  Auditor  and  Attorney  General,  and  by  the  Lord  Treasurer’s  Remem- 
brancer and  other  Officers,  upon  Orders  of  Reference  made  by  the  Court;  these  are  from  the  year  1690  down 
to  the  present  time,  and  arc  folded  up  in  Bundles,  covered  with  parchment,  with  the  periods  of  each  indorsed 
thereon,  and  in  like  manner  kept  in  Presses  convenient  for  and  suitable  to  the  purpose. 

There  are  in  this  Office  several  other  Files  of  Documents,  on  which  Proceedings  and  Orders  of  the  Court 
have  been  founded,  such  as  Consents,  Certificates,  Charges  and  Discharges ; which  are  carefully  preserved, 
and  from  time  to  time  tied  up  in  Bundles,  and  covered  with  parchment ; the  periods  of  each  Bundle  indorsed, 
and  in  like  manner  kept  in  Presses  convenient  for  and  suitable  to  the  purpose. 

Petitions,  which  from  time  to  time  have  been  presented  to  the  Commissioners  of  Reducements  to  remit  or 
reduce  Fines  and  Recognizances,  with  the  Orders  made  by  the  said  Commissioners  thereon.  These  are  from  the 
year  1(192  down  to  the  present  time,  made  up  in  yearly  Bundles,  labeled  and  kept  in  Presses. 

Petitions  to  live  Court  of  Exchequer  to  discharge  Arrears  of  Quit  Rent,  and  for  various  Regulations  of 
Ilis  Majesty’s  Quit  and  Crown  Rents.  These  are  from  the  year  1 770  down  to  the  present  time,  made  up  in 
Bundles,  with  labels  thereon  stating  their  periods,  and  kept  in  Presses. 

The  Books  in  this  Office  are  of  various  descriptions,  some  of  them  very  ancient  and  difficult  to  be  read  ; and 
an  endeavour  is  herein  made  to  give  the  best  description  of  them  in  our  power ; viz.  A Book,  containing 
Entries  of  Lands  and  Wards  in  the  year  1592. — A Cover,  containing  several  sheets  or  leaves  of  Books  relative 
to  the  Accounts  of  different  Sheriffs,  in  and  previous  to  the  year  1625. — Several  Books  of  Judgments,  of  various 
kinds,  but  irregularly  entered,  from  the  year  1 603  to  1 640. — Several  Books,  containing  Entries  of  Lands 
liable  to  Fines  for  homage,  from  die  year  1606  to  1638. — Four  Books,  containing  Entries  of  Kings’  Letters, 
Lord  Lieutenants’  Warrants,  and  Orders  of  Council,  from  the  year  1 605  to  1 C63. — Fourteen  Books,  concerning 
an  Account  of  the  lapse  Money,  with  an  Order,  dated  26th  February  1 702,  first  of  Queen  Anne,  striking 
same  out  ol  charge. — A Book,  containing  the  Report  of  the  Clerk  of  die  Pipe  on  James  Duke,  of  York's 
Cjustodiams,  dated  13th  November  1767, — Several  Books,  containing  Entries  of  Orders  of  the  Court  of 
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Exchequer,  from  the  year  1609  to  1699. — A Book,  containing  Entries  of  Warrants,  Orders,  and  Letters,  from 
the  Lord  Protector  to  his  Commissioners  in  Ireland,  from  1658  to  1600  ; and  Entries  of  Acknowledgments, 
and  Confessions  of  different  Persons  to  the  Lord  Protector,  during  that  period. — A Book,  containing  an 
Account  of  the  Bishops’  Bents,  delivered  to  the  Lord  Protector,  ending  Easter  16.55. — A Book,  containing  an 
Account  of  the  Fee  Farm  Bents  due  to  the  Lord  Protector,  ending  Easter  1656. — The  Certificate  of  the  Auditor 
General  of  Arrears  of  Quit,  and  Crown  Rent,  due  at  Michaelmas  1676. — A Cover,  containing  a List  of  die  Earl 
of  Clanrickard’s  Lands  liable  to  Composition  Rent,  in  die  year  1674. — A Cover,  containing  the  Accounts  of 
die  Collectors  of  the  County  and  City  of  Kilkenny,  and  County  of  Wexford,  for  the  year  1685. — These  Books 
do  not  seem  to  have  due  care  taken  of  them  formerly  ; but  since  they  liave  come  into  the  custody  of  the  present 
Officers,  diey  have  been  all  labeled,  and  die  utmost  care  taken  to  preserve  them. 

The  others,  not  so  ancient,  and  more  uniform,  are  die  Rule  Books,  containing  the  Notes  or  Registry  of  die 
Proceedings  of  die  Court,  and  arc,  from  the  year  1570  down  to  the  present  time,  kept  in  Presses  proper  and 
suitable;  and  each  Book  labeled  on  the  back,  with  its  description  and  period.  These  Books  are  imperfect 
down  to  the  year  1699,  but  from  that  period  to  the  present  arc  perfect  and  in  good  order. 

Also,  Books  containing  Entries  af  full  length  of  the  Orders  from  time  to  time  made  out,  founded  on  the 
Rules  before  mentioned.  These,  from  die  year  1570  down  to  the  year  1699,  are  irregular  and  imperfect, 
several  years  being  deficient ; and  it  is  supposed  that  die  Bundles  of  Orders  herein-before  mentioned,  in  some 
measure  supply  this  deficiency,  but  from  die  year  1 699  down  to  die  present  time  they  are  perfect. 

Those  of  the  description  of  Absolute  or  Decretal  Orders,  are  signed  by  die  Lord  Chief  Baron  for  die  time 
being  : die  cilia’s  arc  of  die  description  of  Conditional  Orders,  and  are  not  so  signed.  These  Books  are  in 
good  Preservation,  regularly  ranged  in  Presses,  with  a label  on  the  back  of  each,  giving  its  description  and 
date.  In  the  year  1775,  an  arrangement  was  made,  by  which,  instead  of  entering  die  Decretal  or  Absolute 
Orders  of  die  Court  in  one  Book,  as  theretofore,  diey  were  divided  into  tiiree  distinct  Classes ; first,  The 
General  Absolute  Orders ; secondly,  Orders  for  Custodiams;  and  thirdly,  Orders  on  Inquisitions  : and  in  diis 
manner,  these  Orders  have  continued  to  be  entered  from  diat  period  to  die  present  time. 

The  Statute  Measures  are  deposited  in  this  Office.  They  are  composed  of  brass,  and  consist  of  the  Barrel, 
Half  Barrel,  Bushel,  and  Peck.  There  is  stamped  on  diem,  “7di  year  of  William  die  third,  1696."  They  are 
in  good  Preservation,  and  are  supposed  to  have  been  lodged  in  this  Office  about  that  period. 

This  Office  is  held,  and  the  foregoing  Records  lodged,  in  a part  of  the  public  Buildings  adjoining  the  Four 
Courts;  the  Security  of  them  may  be  good,  but  the  Rooms  assigned  to  the  accommodation  and  keeping  thereof, 
are  quite  insufficient  in  respect  to  compass  and  accommodation;  an  additional  Room  being  absolutely  necessary, 
where  all  the  Records  of  this  Office,  in  general  use,  should  be  collected  together,  and  where  one  of  die 
Secondaries  should,  at  all  times  during  Office  Hours,  remain  to  see  that  no  improper  use  is  made  by  die  various 
Persons  who  must  necessarily  be  allowed  access  to  the  most  of  diem.  At  present,  they  are  obliged  to  be  very 
much  dispersed  in  die  two  Rooms  given  to  tiiis  Department ; one  of  which  Rooms  being  allowed  to  the  Deputy, 
it  often  occurs  that  he  is  interrupted  by  persons  making  Searches,  whilst  atotiier  times  such  persons  arc  obliged 
to  lie  admitted  to  make  Searches  unattended  by  die  Secondaries.  The  Records  are,  however,  kept  iu  die  best 
manner  possible,  under  such  circumstances,  arranged  in  Presses  erected  in  said  two  Rooms. 

There  is  a Repertory  to  die  foregoing  Records  of  the  Class  of  Communia,  from  the  year  1628  down  to  the 
year  1686  : — Also,  Repertories  of  all  Enrolments  and  Pleadings,  from  the  year  1762  to  the  present  time ; botii 
complete  and  in  good  Preservation ; and  all  die  modern  Books  in  tiiis  Office,  as  before  stated,  are  regularly 
indorsed,  and  in  good  order.  But  we  have  not  found  in  the  Office  any  Repertory  to  the  several  Inquisitions 
Enrolments  of  Patents,  and  Kings’  Letters ; which,  though  seldom  resorted  to,  have,  in  some  recent  instances, 
been  found  of  much  importance.  The  whole  of  this  Class  are  in  Latin,  written  hi  court  hand,  and  very  difficult 
at  this  day  to  be  read  : we  titerefore  conceive  it  might  be  of  importance  to  die  Public,  to  have  these  Records 
carefully  examined,  and  a Repertory  made  thereto,  which  would  aid  die  Officers  in  any  Searches  tiiat  may  be 
required,  and  be  of  much  service  to  die  Public.  We  also  beg  leave  to  observe,  that  at  present,  there  are 
Indexes  of  the  Names  of  the  Parties  only,  in  the  Books  of  Orders  for  Grants  in  Custodiam  ; whereas,  if  a 
Registry  was  made  of  the  several  denominations  of  Lands  contained  in  such  Orders,  it  would  be  of  great 
convenience  to  die  Public,  and  save  much  of  the  time  of  the  Court,  as  also  many  of  the  Practitioners  from 
incurring  contempts  by  bringing  ejectments,  and  taking  other  proceedings,  thereby  interfering  with  the  rights  of 
die  Crown  ; it  sometimes  having  happened,  that  from  die  want  of  knowledge  of  the  names  of  the  Parties  or 
Persons  who  lately  had,  or  might  formerly  have  had  interests  in  such  Lands  so  in  the  hands  of  die  Crown,  it  was 
found  extremely  difficult  to  avoid  committing  such  Contempts  ; which  lias  subjected  the  Practitioners  to  be 
attached,  the  Parties  put  to  considerable  expense,  and  the  great  inconvenience  of  all  their  Proceedings  being 
vacated ; but  it  would  be  attended  with  considerable  trouble,  labour  and  expense,  to  make  such  a Registry, 
perhaps  far  beyond  the  advantage  that  might  arise  therefrom  to  the  Office.  We  do  not  know  of  any  such 
Registry  existing  elsewhere,  or  whether  any  Catalogues  or  Indexes,  relative  to  this  Office,  exist  elsewhere. 

The  Deputies  to  the  Lord  Treasurer’s  Remembrancer,  and  Secondaries  in  the  said  Office,  have  the  custody 
of  die  several  Records,  Books  and  Documents,  before  stated  ; whose  duty  it  is  to  preserve  and  arrange  them  ; 
and  tiicir  hours  of  attendance  are  generally  from  eleven  until  four,  and  from  seven  until  nine  in  the  afternoon. 

6 The 
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The  Clerks  of  said  Deputies  and  Secondaries  are  necessarily  taken  into  such  care  and  arrangement  thereof,  but 
no  annual  Salary  is  particularly  allowed  to  any  of  them  for  the  purpose. 

The  Fees  deraandable  for  a Search  in  said  Office  are  three  shillings  and  four-pence ; and  if  the  Search  is  for 
many  years  back,  then  for  every  Term  four-pence ; and  when  such  Searches  are  called  for,  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
Secondaries  in  the  Office  to  make  them.  It  seldom  happening  that  such  Searches  are  called  for,  no  regular 
Account  has  been  kept ; therefore  the  Average  cannot  be  struck  of  the  Fees  arising  therefrom  for  the  last  three 
years.  And  there  is  no  Fee  demandable  for  attendance  with  any  of  the  Records  of  this  Office. 

The  Care  of  the  said  Records  is  not  particularly  intrusted  to  any  one  particular  Person ; but  it  is  die  special 
duty  of  the  Secondaries  to  attend  thereto,  and  to  take  care  that  they  are  restored  to  their  respective  places  after 
Searches  made  thereiu ; and  the  present  Secondaries  are  particularly  careful  and  attentive  to  such  duty,  bv  their 
daily  and  constant  superintendence. 

Nothing  further  occurs  to  us,  as  necessary  or  expedient  to  observe  on,  to  render  the  use  of  the  Records 
of  this  Office  more  convenient  to  the  Public,  except  what  has  been  before  stated  relative  to  die  want  of  an 
additional  Room,  and  die  Registry  to  the  Denominations  of  Lands  seized  into  die  hands  of  die  Crown,  and 
granted  in  Custodiam.

Return  from  the  Clerk,  of  the  Pipe  and  Engrosser  of  the  Great  Roll,  to  Queries  directed 
by  His  Majesty's  Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records  in  Ireland. 

T H E Records  of  diis  Office  are  as  follow,  viz.  The  Great  Roll  of  die  Exchequer,  containing  an  account  clerk  of  the 
of  Fines  imposed  on  Sheriffs  for  not  accounting,  and  for  not  paying  their  Tots ; Fines  on  Clerks  of  the  Crown  Pipe, 
and  Clerks  of  the  Peace,  for  not  returning  the  Estreats ; and  a Copy  of  the  Custodiam  Rents  annually  sent  in  ' v * 
process  to  the  several  Sheriffs  of  Ireland  by  the  C ■ p trailer  of  the  Pipe;  which  said  Fines  and  Custodiam 
Rents  are  accounted  for  by  said  Sheriffs  on  their  Apposal : Roll  commences  from  year  1746  to  present  time. — 

The  Estreats  of  said  Fines  are  delivered  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Pipe  twice  every  year,  by  the  Pursuivant  of  the 
Court  of  Exchequer,  and  a Copy  of  same  sent  from  this  Office  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Pipe,  for  the  purpose 
of  issuing  and  sending  same  in  .process  to  the  several  Sheriffs  in  Ireland : The  Estreats  commence  from  the 
year  1770  to  present  time. 

Sheriffs'  Accounts  completed,  made  up  in  Rolls  annually  from  year  1 746  to  year  1 809  inclusive. 

There  are  two  Volumes  of  Books  of  Custodiam  Rents,  commencing  from  His  present  Majesty’s  Reign,  and 
continued  annually  to  present  time.  There  are  also  Books  of  Entries  of  Orders,  which  are  as  follow;  viz. 

Absolute  Orders,  Orders  to  dissolve  Custodiams,  Orders  to  issue  Custodiams,  from  the  Lord  Treasurer’s 
Remembrancer’s  Office,  and  the  King's  or  Chief  Remembrancer’s  Office,  and  Orders  to  renew  Custodiams; 

Orders  to  reduce  Fines  on  Jurors,  Magistrates,  and  other  Persons  fined;  Orders  to  reduce  Forfeited  Recog- 
nizances; Orders  to  discharge  Fines  on  Sheriffs  and  Coroners,  for  not  returning  Writs,  and  Fines  imposed  on 
Sheriffs  for  not  accounting  and  not  paying  their  Tots,  and  for  not  perfecting  their  Accounts,  and  also  I’iues 
imposed  on  Attornies  for  not  answering  Bills  filed  against  them:  said  Books  commence  in  the  year  1686,  and 
continue  to  present  time.  Books  of  Copies  of  Grants  of  Lands  under  Custodiams,  from  year  1685  to  present 
time.  Two  Books  of  Entries  of  Sheriffs  passing  their  Accounts,  and  paying  their  Tots,  first  commencing  from 
year  1775  to  year  1780,  and  second  Book  from  that  period  to  present  time  inclusive.  Books  of  Entries  of 
Sheriff's’  Debits,  and  Sheriffs  having  paid  their  Tots,  from  year  1 750  to  present  time. 

(1.) — There  does  not  appear  any  Chasm  or  deficiency  in  Books,  Records,  Rolls,  Instruments,  or  Manuscript 
Books  and  Papers,  in  my  custody  as  Deputy  Clerk  of  the  Pipe,  save  the  Great  Roll  of  last  year,  which  is  not 
yet  perfected,  owing  to  the  pressure  of  business,  but  is  now  in  progress. 

(2.) — The  said  Records  are  lodged  in  the  House,  No.  33,  Great  Gloucester-street ; the  condition  as  to  security 
and  accommodation  is  similar  to  other  Houses,  being  liable  to  fire  and  depredations;  same  being  private 
property. 

(3.) — The  Great  Roll  is  in  tolerable  good  preservation.  The  Sheriffs’  Rolls  are  in  good  preservation,  and  the 
Books  are  now  in  good  preservation,  as  the  Officer  had  the  binding  repaired  where  requisite  at  his  own  expense  : 

The  above  Records,  Rolls  and  Books,  are  arranged  in  order  of  tune;  the  Rolls  labeled,  and  Books  lettered;  so 
that  immediate  recourse  may  be  had  to  them  when  required. 

(4.) — There  are  no  Catalogues,  Calendars,  &c.  to  the  aforesaid  Rolls,  or  particular  Indexes.  It  is  conceived 
that  great  utility  would  result  from  a general  Catalogue  or  Index  being  alphabetically  made  to  the  Great  and 
other  Rolls,  which  would  facilitate  the  Public  business,  particularly  an  Alphabetical  List  of  all  Lands  granted  in 
Custodiam,  from  the  commencement  of  His  present  Majesty’s  Reign,  as  at  present  a Search  for  Custodiams 
can  only  be  made  in  the  Outlaw’s  name,  and  very  imperfectly  against  Lands,  which  renders  it  troublesome  to 
the  Officer,  and  tedious  to  the  Agent  requiring  such  Search.  There  is  at  present  an  Alphabetical  List  to  each 

Book, 
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Book,  which  would  admit  of  great  improvement;  as  they  only  refer  to  particular  names.  Particular  Indexes 
to  each  Book  would  be  of  great  use,  as  well  as  a copious  Index  to  the  whole.  It  is  humbly  suggested  that 
the  particular  and  general  Indexes  both  of  Rolls  and  Books  might  be  completed  by  the  ordinary  diligence  of  the 
Persons  usually  employed  in  said  Office,  as  well  as  the  extra  assistance  of  two  Clerks  under  the  inspection  and 
direction  of  the  Officer.  There  are  no  Catalogues  or  Indexes  existing  elsewhere,  or  iu  the  possession  of  any 
other  person,  to  tlic  Officers  knowledge  or  belief. 

(5.) — The  Deputy  and  one  Clerk  executes  the  business  of  this  Department,  and  the  Deputy-  alone  has  the 
custody  and  arrangement  of  the  Records  of  the  Office.  It  is  the  duty  of  die  Deputy  to  attend  on  every  Search 
made  in  the  Office:  the  Hours  of  attendance  are  from  10  o’clock  in  the  morning  until  four  o’clock  in  the  after- 
noon, and  from  seven  o'clock  until  nine  o’clock,  and  sometimes  later,  and  from  morning  until  night  in  Term 
time,  in  order  to  dispatch  the  current  business  of  the  Office.  The  Principal  of  the  Office  receives  annually  at 
His  Majesty’s  Receipt  Treasury,  the  net  Sum  of  289/.  i6a  4 d.  paid  quarterly,  for  engrossing  the  Great  Roll, 
and  in  lieu  of  Fees  on  Sheriffs  passing  their  Accounts.  There  has  been  no  Account  kept  of  the  annual  Emolu- 
ments of  this  Office  for  three  years  back,  the  Fee  on  each  Search  is  3 s.  4 d. ; for  attending  with  any  Record 
in  Court,  per  diem,  1/.  2 s.  9 d.  which  occurred  but  once  these  three  years  since  the  present  Deputy  succeeded 
to  the  Office;  3/.  8a  3 d.  per  diem,  for  attending  in  the  Country  with  a Record,  bearing  his  own  expenses, 
which  has  never  occurred  since  the  appointment  of  the  present  Deputy, 

((5.) — Die  Deputy  is  specially  intrusted  with  the  care  of  said  Records,  Sec.  whose  duty  it  is  to  attend  upon 
every  Search,  and  when  such  Search  is  made,  he  takes  care  to  restore  said  Records,  Books,  &c.  to  their 
proper  places. 

(7.) — It  is  humbly  conceived  there  are  no  matters,  not  comprised  in  the  preceding  Questions,  which  it  is 
expedient  to  observe,  for  rendering  the  use  of  said  Records,  &c.  more  convenient  to  the  Public ; except  what 
has  been  already  suggested,  respecting  the  Catalogues,  Indexes,  See.  which  will  no  doubt  appear  obvious  to 
His  Majesty’s  Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records ; together  with  the  necessity  of  a permanent  Building 
suitable  to  the  purpose,  for  the  safe  custody  of  said  Records,  Sec.  (water  and  fire  proof)  as  the  Records  of  this 
Office  are  highly  important  in  their  nature,  as  affecting  not  only  the  Revenue  of  the  Crown,  but  also  the 
property  of  the  Subject  jym

Die  Report  of  the  Deputy  Comptroller  of  the  Pipe,  in  Answer  to  the  Requisition  of  Commissioners 
of  the  Public  Records  of  Ireland,  requiring  him  to  detail  the  Nature,  Situation,  Emoluments, 
Mode  of  Appointment,  State  of  Records,  &c.  of  the  Office  of  Comptroller  of  the  Pipe  and 
his  Deputy,  in  Ireland ; — viz. 

THE  Records  belonging  to  this  Office  are  as  follow : First,  A large  folio  Book,  containing  about  250  pages, 
transmitted  to  the  Office  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Pipe  from  that  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Pijie,  containing  the 
names  of  the  several  Persons  who  have  been  outlawed,  at  the  suit  of  the  Crown,  in  Civil  Actions  (which  at 
present  amount  to  the  number  of  about  nine  thousand)  with  the  names  of  all  those  suing  out  the  Outlawries  to 
ground  the  issuing  of  what  are  called  Custodians,  which  are  Leases  from  the  Crown  under  the  Seal  of  the 
Exchequer,  whereby  the  Lands  and  Tenements  of  a person  outlawed  are  forfeited  and  seiseil  into  the  hands 
of  the  Crown,  and  are  afterwards  made  over  to  the  Plaintiff  for  and  towards  satisfying  his  Debt:  The  names 
of  the  Lands  granted  in  Custodiam,  and  the  different  Rents  reserved  to  the  Crown  in  the  Leases  thereof,  the 
annual  Amount  of  w hich  are  five  or  ten  shillings  each  per  annum,  and  which  amount  altogether  to  an  annual 
average  Sum  of  about  Two  thousand  eight  hundred  Pounds,  but  which  are  always  fluctuating  by  the  suing 
out  of  new  and  the  dissolving  of  old  Custodiams;  and  this  Book  is  corrected  and  compared  annually  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  Pipe,  and  copied  and  engrossed  on  long  strips  of  parchment,  and  issued  in  process  by  the 
Comptroller  of  the  Pipe  with  his  Writ  annexed,  directed  to  the  different  Sheriffs  of  the  different  Counties, 
Cities,  and  Counties  of  Towns  in  Ireland,  commanding  them  and  each  of  them  to  appear  at  the  Return 
thereof  before  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer,  and  to  levy  the  Sums  in  the  Schedules  annexed ; and  those  Rolls, 
when  made  up,  are  sent  to  the  Second  Remembrancer  of  His  Majesty’s  Court  of  Exchequer,  through  whom 
they  are  delivered  to  the  different  Sheriffs,  at  the  commencement  of  each  Summer  Assizes  ; and  those  Rolls, 
when  the  Sheriffs  come  to  tot  or  account  in  the  Exchequer,  after  they  are  superseded  in  Office,  are  returned 
to  and  deposited  with  the  Comptroller  of  the  Pipe,  and  from  thence  remain  ever  afterwards  as  Records  in  his 
Office ; and  Constats  of  them  are  taken  out  by  all  the  different  Sheriffs,  when  they  come  to  get  what  is  called 
their  Debit,  which  comprehends  the  amount  of  the  different  Sums  they  tot  for,  and  are  chargeable  with ; and 
those  Constats  consist  of  Transcripts  of  the  foregoing  Crown  Rents,  with  the  Comptroller's  Certificate  annexed 
of  the  amount  the  Sheriffs  stand  charged  with ; and  is  for  the  information  of  the  Tellers  and  Clerks  of 
His  Majesty’s  Treasury,  whose  Duty  it  is  to  investigate  inspect  and  certify  the  Debits,  and  receive  their 

amount.  e « 

Secondly, 
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Secondly  ; Sdicdules  or  Transcripts  of  Fines,  sent  immediately  before,  or  at  the  commencement  of  Appendix. 
every  Spring  and  Summer, Assizes,  every  year,  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Pipe  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Pipe;  Exchequer .- 
containing  certain  Fines  imposed  by  the  Court  of  Exchequer,  at  the  times  therein  mentioned,  upon  different  Revenue. 
Persons,  and  for  different  defaults ; viz. — Upon  Sheriffs  for  not  paying  their  Tots : — Upon  Sheriffs  for  escapes 
of  Persons  fined : — Upon  Sheriffs,  Mayors  and  other  Officers,  for  not  returning  names  of  Persons  to  serve  as 

Sheriffs: — Upon  Clerks  of  the  Crown  and  Peace,  for  not  returning  their  Estreats : — Upon  Defaulters,  therein  — * * 

named,  for  not  answering  Bills  filed  in  His  Majesty’s  Court  of  Exchequer: — Upon  Esclieators  of  the  Four 

Prov  inces,  for  not  making  what  is  termed  their  Prefers. All  these  are  engrossed  twice  a year,  in  rolls  or 

strips  of  parchment,  by  the  Comptroller  of  the  Pijie,  to  which  he  annexes  a similar  Writ  as  that  annexed  to 
the  Custodian)  ltolls  already  described,  directed  to  the  different  Sheriffs  to  levy  the  amount  contained  in  the 
Schedules  therein  mentioned ; and  when  made  up,  the  Comptroller  delivers  them  to  the  Deputy  Second 
Remembrancer,  to  forward  to  the  different  Sheriffs  of  Ireland.  And  all  the  foregoing  are  denominated  Pipe 
Process,  or,  the  second  Process  of  the  Pipe,  and  are  or  may  be  termed,  Crown* -Be venue  Process. 

Thirdly ; The  original  Estreats  of  all  Fines  imposed  and  Becognizances  forfeited  at  Assizes,  Commissions  of 
Oyer  and  Terminer  and  General  Gaol  Delivery,  and  Sessions  of  the  Peace;  which  are  sent  out  to  be  levied  as 
hereafter  mentioned,  and  are  called  Green  Wax ; (Convicts’  Fines  excepted,  the  Estreats  of  which  are  sent  to 
the  Summonister’s  Office.) 

By  the  I Oth  Section  of  the  38th  of  the  King,  cap.  50,  “ all  Green  Wax  which  issues  from  the  Office  of  the 
Comptroller  of  the  Pipe,  is  to  he  delivered  to  the  different  Treasurers  of  every  County,  City,  and  County  of  a 
Town,  in  Ireland,  within  ten  days  alter  every  Easter  and  Michaelmas  Term ; who,  by  the  nth  Section  of  that 
Act,  are  to  issue  their  Warrants  to  the  respective  Collectors  to  levy  same;  and  by  die  17th  Section  of  it,  the 
Treasurers  are  bound,  on  the  first  day  of  every  Assizes,  to  lay  before  the  Grand  Jurors  of  their  respective 
Counties,  die  original  Process  which  issues  from  the  Comptroller's  Office,  - for  the  levying  of  forfeited  Recog- 
iiizances  and  Fines,  and  die  names  of  the  Collectors,  and  all  such  Accounts  to  be  passed  before  the  Grand 
Juries  of  each  Spring  and  Summer  Assizes  after  die  Collectors  are  sworn  in  Court  before  the  Judges  of  Assize, 
to  account  for  the  Receipts  thereof ; which  are,  by  said  Act,  directed  to  be  paid  unto  the  different  Treasurers, 
aud  introduced  into  their  Accounts,  and  then  applied  in  reduction  of  die  Baronial  Assessments.” 

The  original  Estreats,  at  present,  come  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Pipe  from  die  Second  Remembrancer’s 
Office  of  Ills  Majesty’s  Court  of  Exchequer,  to  which  they  are  first  transmitted  by  die  several  Clerks  of  the 
Crown  and  Peace  in  Ireland : a practice  arising  more  from  acquiescence  and  want  of  correction,  than  any 
necessity  or  use,  as  the  Original!,,  by  the  Statute,  are  all  to  be  filed  in  die  Comptroller’s  Office,  which  is  the 
only  Office  of  Record  for  them,  arid  tiiere  they  should  (not  circuitously  but  directly  and  immediately  after  each 
Assizes,  Commission,  and  Sessions)  be  returned ; inasmuch  as  those  of  them  that  come  to  the  Office  of  die 
Comptroller  of  die  Pipe  never  come  regularly,  nor  are  filed  with  him  in  time  to  issue  the  Process  at  near  the 
periods  prescribed  by  Law.  These  Estreats  when  tiiey  are  filed  witii  die  Comptroller  are  transcribed,  and 
ingrossed  in  rolls  of  parchment,  and  sent  out  twice  each  year  in  process,  witii  his  W rit  annexed,  directed  to 
the  different  Treasurers  of  each  County,  City,  and  County  of  a Town,  in  Ireland,  commanding  diem  to  levy 
die  amount  thereof;  and  which  should,  at  die  expiration  of  the  several  Returns  thereof,  be  returned  to  the 
Comptroller's  Office,  and  filed  with  him,  with  Schedules  annexed,  containing  the  Amount  of  die  Sums  levied, 
from  whom,  and  the  manner  in  which  they  have  been  applied,  with  die  Sums  unpaid,  Sic.  Si c.  pursuant  to  the 
forms  prescribed  by  the  different  Sections  of  the  Act  of  the  38th  of  die  King;  a practice  now  almost  if  not 
entirely  abandoned.  And  all  the  foregoing  are  called  Green  Wax  Process,  and  may  properly,  since  the  Act  of 
tiie  38di  of  the  King,  he  considered  as  Civil-Revenue  Process,  the  Revenue  thereby  arising  being 
appropriated  to  Civil  Purposes. 

The  Principal  of  this  Office  is  appointed  by  Patent  from  the  Crown,  during  pleasure ; and  the  Principal 
appoints 'the  Deputy,  subject  to  die  approval  of  the  Crown;  and  neither  are  obliged  to  give  any  Security. 

The  Business  of  this  Office  is  totally  performed  by  the  Deputy  ; and  no  Principal  as  yet  has  ever  interfered 
or  taken  the  smallest  share  in  the  Duties  of  it ; the  Office  being  hitiierto  considered  as  a Sinecure  merely,  and 
bestowed  by  Government  to  the  present,  as  well  as  to  all  preceding  Principals,  as  such  only. 

The  Duties  of  die  Office  consist  in  the  annual  Ingrossment  of  die  Custodian)  Rolls  of  the  thirty-two  Counties, 
five  Cities,  and  three  Counties  of  Towns,  making  forty  Sets  of  Process ; and  which  are  Crown-Revenue 
Process  : The  annual  Ingrossment  of  all  the  Fines  estreated,  and  all  the  Recognizances  forfeited,  at  four  Com- 
missions of  Oyer  and  Terminer  and  Gaol  Delivery,  besides  occasional  special  Commissions : The  annual 
Engrossment  of  Finis  imposed,  and  Recognizances  forfeited,  at  160  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  Peace,  of  the 
40  Counties,  Cities,  and  Counties  of  Towns,  as  at  bottom*,  the  Proceeds  of  which  are  become  (since  the  Act 

of 

• Viz.  The  32  Counties  ; and  the  Cities  of  Kilkenny,  Waterford,  Cork,  Dublin  and  Limerick  ; and  the  Counties  of 
the  Town  of  Carrickfergus,  Drogheda  anti  Galway. 
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of  the  38U1  of  the  King,  as  before  mentioned)  Civil  Revenue  ; as,  for  time  immemorial,  until  tliat  Act  passed, 
the  Green  Wax  Revenue  was  paid  (where,  in  Uiv  humble  opinion,  it  should  have  still  continued  to  be  paid, 
for  the  reasons  hereafter  mentioned,)  viz.  into  Ilis  Majesty's  Treasury. 

As  for  the  Iugrossment  of  all  the  foregoing  Processes,  whether  Crown  Revenue  or  Civil  Revenue,  or  for  any 
part  thereof,  there  is  no  Sum  whatever  paid  to  the  Deputy  by  the  Crown,  by  the  Principal,  or  by  any  Person 
whatsoever,  or  received  by  him,  from  or  out  of  any  Fund  whatsoever. 

The  Principal  receives  445  /.  or  thereabouts,  per  annum,  out  of  the  gross  amount  of  453/.  105.  per  annum,  after 
the  deduction  of  Pells  or  Poundage  and  Fees,  from  tl»e  Treasury  in  Ireland,  as  Comptroller  of  the  Pipe;  but 
the  Office  was  not  given  to  him  to  do  the  Duties  of  it,  or  disburse  any  part  of  its  expenses;  on  the  contrary, 
it  was  given  to  him  that  he  should  receive  the  entire  of  the  foregoing  annual  sum  as  a Sinecure,  which  it  always 
has  been  ; and  the  Apiiointment  was  made  to  liiiu  in  particular  as  such,  in  consideration  of  the  Principals  Father 
actually  surrendering  to  the  Crown  a Pension  of  four  hundred  pounds  a year  on  the  Civil  Establishment,  which 
he  then  held  for  life,  independently  of  the  Crown  ; and  which  he  surrendered  in  his  life-time,  in  consideration  of 
the  Crown  apjiointing  his  Son,  the  present  Principal,  to  this  Office,  as  a Sinecure. 

The  Deputy,  with  the  assistance  ofbis  own  private  Clerks,  at  present  does  the  business  of  the  Office ; but  not 
to  the  extent  it  should  be,  on  account  of  the  total  inadequacy  of  the  means  it  affords.  And  it  is  not  possible 
for  any  Deputy  to  perform  the  Duties  of  the  Office,  while  the  Expenses  of  it  exceed  its  Products ; and  no 
Deputy  could  he  reasonably  required  to  do  the  business  of  it,  as  it  should  he  done,  in  the  degraded  state  the 
Office  is  at  present- 

And  the  Deputy  has  never  received,  neither  does  the  Office  produce,  nor  is  it  capable  of  producing,  fairly 
inuuaged  (at  present)  any  greater  sum  annually  than  a sum  of  between  eighty  and  ninety  Pounds  per  annum; 
and  eighty-four  Pounds  five  shillings  and  five-pence,  mentioned  in  the  Schedule  hereunto  annexed,  with  the 
items  specified  therein,  is  the  whole  gross  product  of  the  last  year,  viz.  1 Si  1,  u Sum  scarcely  sufficient  for  the 
payment  of  the  lowest  Clerk. 

'lliere  is  no  mode  of  sending  out  the  Green  Wax  Process,  as  at  present  regulated,  save  through  the  General 
Post  Office,  a practice  tor  the  first  time  struck  out  by  the  present  Depnty,  he  having  no  other  means  whatever 
to  forward  it  at  all ; and  Answers  or  Receipts  are  forbidden,  as  the  expense  of  their  postage  back  (if  permitted) 
would  noon  consume  more  than  the  amount  of  the  gross  Proceeds  of  the  Office  ; and  therefore,  whether  the 
Process  ever  arrives  to  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  or  not,  is  unknown ; and  no  Returns  arc  now  made  or  can  be 
iuforced,  as  there  can  he  no  proof  of  delivery ; therefore  the  Comptroller  remains  in  total  ignorance  whether 
the  sums  arc  ever  levied;  and  if  levied,  of  course,  how  Uiey  are  applied.  And  that  part  of  the  Act  of  Lire 
3SU1  of  the  King,  directing  Returns  to  be  made  bv  Hie  Treasurers,  with  nil  the  particulars  prescribed  by  said 
Act  to  die  Comptroller,  is  not  complied  with,  and  is  a dead  letter. 

The  annual  gross  Amount  of  the  Green  Wax  Process  estreated,  is  from  twenty-five  thousand  to  thirty  thousand 
Pounds  per  annum,  and  maybe  said  to  average  twenty-seven  diousand  five  hundred  Pounds,  the  one  third  of 
which  is  not  collected,  and  what  is  collected  is  generally  misapplied  ; and  the  Grand  Juries  no  longer  attend  to 
the  Accounts,  but  leave  all  to  die  Rarony  Constables,  who  are,  by  the  said  Act,  die  Collectors  of  it ; and  die 
Treasurers  scarcely  render  any  Accounts ; and  dicse  are  such,  by  die  false  deductions  of  the  Constables,  as 
produce  no  benefit  whatever  of  any  description. 

And  it  is  to  be  observed,  that  several  of  die  Grand  Jurors  (which  Body  have  die  appointment  of  all  diose 
Barony  Constables  who  arc  Collectors  of  Green  Wax)  in  dieir  capacities  of  Grand  Jurors,  as  well  as  (not 
unfrequently)  in  their  civil  capacities,  as  special  Jurors,  are  Gned  by  die  going  Judges  of  Assize;  and  these 
Fines,  when  estreated,  go  out  to  be  levied  as  Green  Wax,  and  are  sent  out  in  Process  to  the  several  Treasurers, 
who  issue  their  Warrants  to  the  Constables  to  collect  ami  levy  it ; hut  it  can  hardly  he  thought,  diat  persons 
xvho  owe  their  appointment  to,  and  are  dependent  solely  upon  the  Grand  Jury,  should  be  very  active  in  levying 
Fmcs  lYoui  the  very  individuals  who  appoint  them  ; or,  vice  versa,  that  the  Jurors  themselves,  whose  province  it 
is  to  make  die  Constables  fully  account  for  die  due  collection  and  levying  of  Green  Wax,  should  inforce  or  follow 
up  wbat  might  end  in  an  arrest  of  their  own  persons,  or  a seizure  of  dieir  own  goods  and  chattels  ; and  it  would 
be  a very  invidious  task  for  either  of  die  parries,  in  such  a state,  and  in  the  strange  predicament  they  stand 
towards  each  other,  to  be  forward  in  such  a pursuit,  notwithstanding  it  is  a public  duty.  And  again ; the 
Collectors  themselves,  in  dieir  official  station  as  Constables,  are  frequently  fined ; and  it  is  not  to  be  supposed 
dial  they  will  levy  off  diemseives,  or  their  owu  goods,  See.  any  part  of  this  Revenue  ; and  dierefore  I conceive, 
diat  the  present  Act,  in  those  particulars,  as  well  as  in  many  others,  is  not  only  impracticable,  but  repugnant 
and  absurd. 

The  Constables  contrive  to  apply  nearly  die  whole  product  of  die  Green  Wax  Levy  to  their  own  use  and 
benefit;  viz.  they  first  deduct  six  shillings  and  eight-pence,  being  one  third  in  the  pound,  for  their  own 
Poundage,  from  the  gross  amount  of  die  easiest  and  largest  part  of  the  product,  which  arises  out  of  die  Fines 
imposed ; (as  die  forfeited  Recognizances  are,  for  the  greater  part,  confined  to  the  poorest  and  neediest  of  the  lower 
1 1 order 
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order  of  the  people,  who  sometimes  may  be  unable,  and  always  are  unwilling,  to  pay  them),  and  which,  with  the 
Treasurer’s  Fees,  amount  to  eight  shillings  British  in  the  pound  ; and  afterwards,  out  of  the  surplus  money  in  their 
liands,  thev  likewise  deduct  a similar  poundage  of  eight  shillings  for  the  autount  of  the  sums  due  by  the  persons 
who  forfeit  Recognizances ; most  of  whom  are  tempted  to  surrender  themselves  at  the  time  of  Assizes,  to  lie  dis- 
charged upon  an  oatli  of  insolvency,  though  very  few,  in  strictness  and  in  reality,  arc  so ; and  those  of  this 
description  the  Constables  let  remain  quiet  till  then,  as  they  deduct  equal  poundage  for  the  amount  due  by 
discharged  persons  as  for  the  sums  levied  ; so  dial  they  not  only  take  poundage  for  the  money  they  levy,  but 
for  die  money  they  do  not  levy,  and  wilfully  neglect  to  levy,  and  by  these  means  take  care  to  balance  the 
Accounts ; us  the  poundage  for  money  levied,  and  the  extra  poundage  upon  sums  due  by  supposed  insolvents 
exhaust  die  whole  Fund  ; which  o|>ens  a temptation  to  die  gieatest  possible  fraud  and  perjury,  whereof  as  an 
instance,  in  one  County  alone,  at  one  Assizes  last  year,  direc  Constables,  by  dicse  means,  pocketed  a sum  not 
less  than  Nine  hundred  Pounds  unaccounted  for.

And  those  Persons  who  enter  into  Recognizances  (the  amount  of  which  js  generally  from  five  pounds  to  fifty 
pounds)  conditioned  eidicr  to  prosecute,  or  for  the  fordicoming  of  Persons  admitted  to  Bail,  at  the  time  of  entering 
into  the  Recognizances,  most  chearfully  and  without  die  smallest  hesitation,  take  an  Oath,  that  they  are  really 
worth  the  sum  specified  in  their  Recognizances  above  all  their  just  debts;  and  in  a few  months  afterwards  those 
identical  Persons,  oue  and  all,  surrender  themselves  at  an  Assizes,  and  in  order  to  be  released  and  discharged 
from  an  ideal  Caption,  but  really  from  die  Debt,  take  a deliberate  Oatji  they  are  utterly  insolvent.  I should 
therefore  submit,  that,  without  diminishing  or  altering  die  powers  of  the  Commissioners  of  Reducements,  or 
abridging  in  the  slightest  degree  the  powers  given  to  Mis  Majesty’s  Judges  of  Assize,  this  Revenue  should 
be  collected  by  citiier  Sheriffs  or  Coroners,  or  other  sufficiently  responsible  Officers,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Government  only,  at  a Poundage  or  a Salary,  totally  excluding  the  present  anomalous  appointment  of  Constables 
as  Principals,  in  the  collection  and  management  of  it.  The  Persons  appointed  as  Collectors  to  account  as 
Sheriffs  now  do,  once  a year,  and  to  pay  the  amount  ol'  dicir  Debit  in  like  manner,  into  die  Treasury ; for  I 
aver,  the  Counties  or  the  Public,  or  die  Crown,  gain  no  advantage  whatever  by  this  Revenue,  as  at  present 
collected  and  applied ; and  the  change  would  be,  in  a Financial  point  of  \ iew,  serviceable  to  the  State,  and,  in  a 
Moral  sense,  useful  to  tiie  community  at  large;  and  by  a new  Act,  all  the  mischiefs  I have  pointed  out  might 
be  remedied. 


The  Principal  had  been  a prisoner  in  the  French  territory  since  die  peace  of  1 802,  and  lately  returned,  viz.  • 
in  July  1812;  and  die  Deputy  has  never  received  any  Compensation  whatsoever,  for  the  business  or  expenses 
of  die  Office,  save  what  annually  arises  out  of  the  Items,  which  are  contained  in  one  of  the  Schedules  hereunto 
annexed. 


In  die  Y ear  1 807,  die  preceding  Deputy  (however  willing  he  was)  being  totally  unable  to  manage  the  business 
of  die  Office,  from  want  of  adequate  means,  omitted  to  send  out  a great  portion  of  the  Process  for  the  eight 
years  preceding;  which  the  present  Deputy  cleared  off;  and  sent  out  to  die  different  Treasurers  in  Ireland,  in 
tiiat  year,  Green  Wax  Process  to  die  amount  of  two  hundred  and  fifty-two  diousand  Pounds,  or  tiiereabouts  ; 
and  which  were  all  afterwards  in  the  following  year  of  1 808,  done  away  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislature,  and 
which  consumed  twelve  months  labour  of  die  Deputy,  and  cost  him  between  two  and  three  hundred  Pounds, 
the  entire  of  which  he  is  still  out  of  i>ocket.

By  the  foregoing  Schedules  it  will  be  seen,  that  the  Office  of  Comptroller  of  the  Pipe  (always  exercised  by 
Deputy)  which  is  inferior  to  none  in  the  importance  of  it,  is  perhaps  the  only  deputation  in  the  United  Kingdom 
destitute  of  means  to  sustain  it;  and  it  must  appear,  if  the  Business  oi'  it  us  done  to  the  extent  it  should  be, 
die  Office  should  be  put  upon  a very  different  footing  from  what  it  is  at  present.  All  which  I submit  as  uiy 
Report  (widiout  presuming  to  attach  any  blame  in  any  Office  or  to  any  Officer,  in  the  slightest  degree.)

P.  S.  There  is  a very  great  hardship  imposed  upon  the  Subject,  by  the  very  unnecessary  expenses  attendant 
upon  die  Reduction  of  Fines.  It  frequently  happens,  that  His  Majesty’s  Judges  (where  diere  is  a proper  object 
for  it,  and  a proper  cause  assigned)  sign  a Consent  for  die  Reducdon  of  Fines,  imposed  by  diemselves  in  dieir 
Courts  above,  and  upon  their  respeedve  Circuits ; and  also  His  Majesty’s  Commissioners  of  Redueements 
frequently  order  Fines  to  be  reduced  to  sixpence.  However,  pursuant  to  the  forms  at  present  in  practice,  the 
Costs  and  Expenses  to  obtain  die  final  Reducdon,  which  requires  the  payment  of  sixpence  into  His  Majesty’s 
Treasury,  when  paid,  amount  to  a sum  of  between  seven  and  eight  pounds  ; so  that  to  reduce  a Fine  of  Five 
Pounds  would  be  an  increase  of  loss  of  near  diree  pounds,  and  a reducing  Order  for  Ten  Pounds  would  be  not 
worth  obtaining ; and  corisequentiy  many  Fines  are  submitted  to  by  persons  who  cannot  very  well  afford  to  pay 
diem,  rather  than  incur  the  expenses  of  Reduction ; and  the  interposition  of  die  King’s  Judges  towards  many 
most  deserving  objects,  is  rendered  unbeneficial  and  thrown  away. 

I would  therefore  submit,  that  the  Fiat  of  die  Commissioners  of  Redueements,  grounded  upon  die  usual 
Petition  preferred  to  them,  stating  the  grounds  to  reduce  Fines,  or  die  amount  of  Recognizances  for- 
feited, verified  by  the  Affidavit  of  the  Petitioner,  or  accompanied  with  the  consent  of  any  of  His 
Majesty’s  Judges,  should  be  directiy  filed  in  the  proper  Office,  viz.  with  the  Comptroller  of  the  Pipe ; and 
upon  being  filed,  the  Comptroller  of  the  Pipe,  where  the  Fine  or  Recognizance  had  not  issued  in  Process, 
should  at  once  expunge  them  from  the  Estreat,  and  where  they  had  been  issued  in  Process,  withdraw 
or  recall  them,  without  any  condition  or  reservation  of  Payment,  of  any  nominal  sum,  to  the  Treasurers. 
Whereas,  at  present,  the  Fiat  or  Order  of  the  Commissioners  of  Redueements  never  appears  in  the  proper 
Office,  and  in  no  instance  is  filed  diere;  and  ihasmoch  as  the  Order 'specifies  a condition,  that  the  Fine  or  Sum 
for  which  die  Recognizance  is  forfeited  shall  be  reduced,  upon  the  usual  payment  of  a Sixpence,  to  be  paid  to 
the  Treasurers;  the  Clerk  of  the  Pipe,  (who  is  not  the  Officer  for  Civil  Revenue,  and  who  has  no  concern  or

intercourse  with  any  of  the  Treasurers,  or  interference  in  Civil  Fines  or  forfeited  Recognizances  otherwise,)  AmsDi.i. 
makes  out  a debit  Order  grounded  on  the  Fiat  of  the  Commissioners  of  Reducements,  that,  upon  payment  of  F.scLequer 
those  paltry  Pence  to  the  Treasurers,  which  are  never  collected,  the  amount  of  the  Fine  or  forfeited  Recog-  Rwrmm*. 
nizance  should  l»e  reduced ; and  tlxis  creates  an  out-of-the-way  and  vexatious  routine  and  expense,  which  has  no  46. 
rational  object  or  purpose  whatsoever ; for  as  well  might  a Warrant  to  satisfy  a Judgment,  entered  in  the  Pleas’ 

Side  of  the  Court  of  Exchequer,  be  carried  to  enter  a Satisfaction  upon  it  to  the  Equity  or  Revenue  Sides  of  1 , 

that  Court,  where  there  would  not  be  any  Record  to  enter  it  at  the  foot  of,  as  carry  the  Fiat  of  the  Commis- 
sioners to  an  Office,  where  the  slightest  trace  of  the  Fine  or  Recognizance  was  not  to  be  found,  as  the  Estreat 
Records  of  them  are  confined  solely  to  the  Comptroller's  Office,  totally  independent  of  any  other ; and  the 
consequence  is,  as  the  Fiats  for  Reduccmeut  are  not  carried  to  or  filed  in  the  Office  of  the  Comptroller  of  the 
Pipe,  Fines  and  Recognizances  for  which  there  are  already  reducing  Orders,  made  out  elsewhere,  are  not 
only  issued  and  sent  out  in  process  to  be  levied,  but  have  been  actually  inforced.  though  reduced ; and  individuals 
greatly  inconvenienced  by  it;  and  for  the  space  of  six  years,  the  Comptroller  never  was  apprized  of  the 
Reduction  of  a single  Fine  or  a Recognizance.

47.  TRANSCRIPTOR  AND  FOREIGN  APPOSER. 

Answers  to  the  Queries  directed  by  the  Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records  in  Ireland,  to  the 
Transcriptoe  and  Foreign  Apposer  of  tire  Court  of  Exchequer. 

(1.) — THERE  is  but  one  sort  of  Record  in  the  custody  of  the  Transcriptor  and  Foreign  Apposer,  and  that  is  Tran*Criptor 
a Transcript  of  the  Process  which  issues  from  the  Summonistcr  to  the  different  Sheriffs  throughout  Ireland,  and  and  Foreign 
is  by  each  Sheriff  lodged  with  the  Transcriptor  and  Foreign  Apposer,  previously  to  passing  his  Accounts  for  the  . App‘>sr>' 
year  of  his  Sheriffalty.  The  Rolls  of  such  Process  in  the  Transcviptor's  custody  commence  at  the  year  1774,  and 
contiuue  clown  to  the  present  time.  There  are  not  any  manuscript  Books,  or  Papers,  in  the  Transcriptor’s 
custody,  as  Keeper  of  said  Records ; the  only  Book  kept  by  him  is  one  for  his  own  convenience,  in  which 
Entries  are  made  of  the  period  at  winch  each  Sheriff  passes  his  Accounts.  And  it  is  to  be  observed,  that  after 
each  Sheriff  passes  his  Account  and  pays  his  Tots  (of  which  Tots  duplicates  remain  with  the  Suminonister  and 
the  Auditor  General)  the  Process  lodged  by  the  Sheriffs  as  above-mentioned,  is  of  no  further  use  after  the  Tots 
and  Nils  are  discharged. 

(2.) — These  Records  are  kept  in  an  Office  in  the  dwelling  house  of  the  Transcriptor,  and  consequently  subject 
to  the  same  risque  as  every  other  private  house.  The  Building  private  property. 

(3.) — The  Records  are  in  good  Preservation,  and  are  kept  in  parcels,  each  parcel  containing  the  Processes 
of  each  several  year,  which  were  lodged  with  the  Transcriptor. 

(4.) — From  the  nature  of  these  Rolls  or  Records,  as  before  stated,  being  merely  Transcripts,  there  does  not 
appeal-  to  me  to  be  any  necessity  for  making  any  alteration  in  respect  to  their  custody  or  arrangement. 

(,•-,.) — The  Transcriptor  and  his  Clerk  compare  the  original  Process,  which  is  lodged  with  him,  with  a 
copy  of  tile  Process  which  is  kept  by  the  Sheriffs,  in  order  to  direct  them  in  passing  their  Accounts  of 
the  Sums  the  Sheriffs  tot  for ; they  also  attend  at  the  Court  of  Exchequer,  when  a Sheriff  gives  notice  of 
passing  his  Accounts,  to  read  out  in  Court  the  different  items  of  the  Process,  and  to  see  that  the  Sheriff 
makes  due  Returns  for  all  such  Sums  as  by  virtue  of  said  Process  he  was  directed  to  collect.  It  sometimes 
happens  that  Sherifts  (notwithstanding  their  utmost  diligence  and  exertions)  are  unable  to  collect  within  the 
year  they  are  in  office,  the  entire  amount  of  the  sums  specified  in  the  Process ; and  whenever  that  appear^ 
satisfactorily  to  the  Court,  the  Sheriff's  are  permitted  to  return  Nils  on  all  such;  it  then  Incomes  the 
duty  of  the  Transcriptor  to  send  out  in  Process  to  the  Sheriffs  of  the  next  year,  these  Nils,  in  order  that 
the  succeeding  Sheriffs  may  levy  the  amount  (if  possible);  and  as  soon  as  the  Sheriff  is  about  to  pay  in 
the  amount  of  his  Tots,  lie  gets  from  the  Transcriptor  or  Ills  Deputy  a Transcript  of  the  Sums  he  was 
chargeable  with,  and  by  this  document  appears  the  exact  Sum  he  is  to  pay  into  the  Treasury  on  foot  of 
the  said  Process.  The  Office  is  open,  and  the  hours  of  attendance  from  ten  until  three  o’clock  each  day.  _ 

The  annual  Salary  paid  to  the  Transcriptor  out  of  the  Treasury  is  52/.  2 s.  Q</. ; there  is  no  further 
Allowance  or  Emolument  paid,  except  the  usual  Fees  ascertained  by  Act  of  Parliament,  which  are  paid  by 
the  Sheriff's  on  accounting,  as  follows:  For  each  Search,  3s.  4 d. — For  comparing  Process,  and  attending  to 
pass  Accounts,  if  for  a County,  1/.  2S.  gd.;  if  a City,  1/.  14 s.  1 1 </. ; for  a Transcript  of  Fines,  if  one 
Roll,  >3$.  4 d.-,  for  every  Roll  same  contains  after  the  first,  135.  41I. 

((>.) — There  is  no  further  or  other  Person  intrusted  with  the  care  of  said  Records,  save  the  Transcriptor 
and  his  Clerk. 

(7.) — Perhaps  it  would  be  advisable  every  ten  years,  or  as  soon  as  Sheriffs  pay  in  their  Tots,  to  have  the 
Records  deposited  in  the  Bcrminghsun  Tower,  and  then  all  responsibility  would  be  taken  off  the  Transcriptor, 

N-fl  who 
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who  at  present  has  no  place  but  his  own  house  for  the  custody  of  them : and  if  any  Office  on  the  Inns  Quay 
could  be  given,  it  might  answer  for  two  or  three  branches  of  the  Sheriff-’  business.  In  consequence  of  the 
different  Offices  of  the  Revenue  Exchequer  being  kept  in  different  parts  of  Dublin,  the  Sheriffs  are  necessarily- 
put  to  a great  deal  of  trouble  in  comparing  their  Process,  and  attending  at  the  different  Offices,  previous  to 
passing  their  Accounts.  PM,

The  Answer  of  the  Summoxister  and  Cjlerk  of  the  Estreats,  to  the  Queries  directed  by 
the  Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records  in  Ireland. 

(t.) — THE  several  sorts  of  Public  Records,  Rolls,  Instruments,  and  Manuscript  Books  and  Papers,  in  my 
custody,  are,  Estreats  returned  to  me  of  Fines  and  Amerciaments  imposed  on  Magistrate*,  and  also  on  Convicts, 
at  the  several  Assizes  held  in  Ireland,  and  at  Commissions  of  Oyer  and  Terminer,  held  in  and  for  the  County 
and  City  of  Dublin;  and  also  at  the  several  Quarter  Sessions  held  iu  Ireland,  and  at  all  Adjournments  thereof, 
(except  the  Fines  and  Amerciaments  imposed  on  Convicts  at  the  Quarter  Sessions  held  in  and  for  the  City  of 
Dublin)  ; and  also.  Records  of  Fines  imposed  in  the  several  Law  Courts  in  Ireland,  against  Sheriffs,  Coroners, 
and  Seneschals,  for  not  returning  Writs;  and  also  Extracts  of  Fines  levied  in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  in 
Ireland,  called  the  King's  Silver. 

All  Recognizances  in  Ireland,  and  Fines  imposed  on  Jurors  anti  Convicts,  at  the  several  Quarter  Sessions  of 
the  Peace  held  in  and  for  the  City  of  Dublin,  were  returned  to  the  Summonister  to  be  estreated,  until  about  the 
year  1787,  when  an  Act  of  Parliament  was  passed,  in  Ireland,  appointing  Collectors,  mid  directing  the 
Comptroller  of  the  Pipe  to  estreat  the  forfeited  Recognizances  for  tire  County  and  City  of  Dublin ; and  also  the 
Fines  imposed  on  Jurors  and  Convicts  at  the  Quarter  Sessions  held  ill  and  for  die  City  of  Dublin. 

All  the  other  forfeited  Recognizances  in  Ireland,  and  all  other  Fines  imposed  on  Jurors  in  Ireland,  were 
returned  to  the  Summonister,  to  be  estreated,  until  the  year  1798,  when  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed,  in  Ireland, 
appointing  Collectors,  and  directed  the  Comptroller  of  the  Pipe  to  estreat  all  the  forfeited  Recognizances  and 
Fines  imposed  on  Jurors,  throughout  Ireland  ; which  occasioned  a diminution  of  the  Fees  and  Emoluments 
arising  to  the  Summonister  by  virtue  of  the  Patent  he  holds,  without  his  having  ever  received  any  compen- 
sation whatever. 

All  Fines  and  Amerciaments  herein-before  mentioned,  that  are  returned  to  the  Summonister  in  each  year,  are 
estreated  by  him  in  Process  in  each,  issuable  Term,  viz.  Hilary  and  Trinity  in  each  year,  to  the  several  and 
respective  Sheriffs  of  the  Counties,  Cities,  and  Towns  in  Ireland,  to  which  they  ought  to  he  respectively 
estreated,  with  authority  to  levy  the  same  ; and  the  said  Estreats,  so  returned  to  the  Summonister,  are,  at  each  of 
said  periods,  made  up  in  a Roll,  in  alphabetical  order,  and  indorsed,  to  signify  what  Roll  is  contained  therein  ; 
and  the  Summonister,  in  order  to  facilitate  all  necessary  Searches  in  his  Office,  makes  out,  for  his  own 
convenience  and  private  use  in  each  year,  one  Book  or  Copy  of  each  of  said  two  Rolls ; which  said  Copies  or 
Books  are  indorsed,  to  signify  what  each  of  said  Books  contain  : And  the  Summonister,  at  each  of  said  periods 
that  he  so  estreats  said  Fines,  &*.  also  makes  out  and  furnishes  Richard  Martin,  Esquire,  Solicitor  for  the 
Casual  Revenue,  with  an  exact  Copy  on  paper,  which  lie  attests  as  such,  of  eadi  of  the  Processes  that  the 
Summonister  so  estreats,  twice  each  year,  to  the  several  and  respective  Sheriffs  in  Ireland ; and  the  original 
Estreats  so  returned  as  aforesaid,  still  remain  with  the  Summonister,  from  the  year  1 780  to  the  present  time. 

(•>.)— The  said  Records  are  kept  in  Presses  in  the  Summonister’s  dwelling  house  in  Great  Ship-street ; which 
Building  is  the  private  property  of  the  Summonister. 

(3.) — The  said  Records  are  in  good  Preservation,  and  are  arranged  in  alphabetical  order,  as  mentioned  in 
1 the  Answer  to  the  first  Quere. 


(4.) — There  are  two  complete  correct  Rolls  for  each  year,  of  such  Estreats  as  are  each  year  returned  to  the 
Summonister,  in  alphabetical  order ; and  each  of  such  Rolls  indorsed  in  the  following  manner ; viz.  the  first 
Roll  of  each  year  indorsed,  “Hilary  Vacation  Process,  returnable  Trinity and  the  second  Roll  of  each  year 
indorsed,  “Trinity  Vacation  Process,  returnable  Michaelmas adding  to  each  indorsement  the  date  of  the 
year  in  which  the  same  were  issued ; and  in  like  manner  for  every  year.  There  are  no  other  Indexes. 

(*,.) — There  are  two  Clerks  employed  by  the  Summonister,  and  at  his  expense,  for  the  arrangement  of  said 
Recordsiin  manner  herein-before  mentioned,  and  for  copying  and  ingrossing  the  Process.  The  Fee  demandable 
by  the  Summonister  for  each  Search,  is  is.  6 d.  and  3 s.  4 d.  for  a Constat  or  Copy  of  each  Fine,  when  wanted 
in  order  to  have  same  reduced. 


(6.) — There  is  no  Person  specifically  intrusted  with  the  care  of  said  Records ; but  tire  same  remain,  in  the 
manner  herein-before  mentioned,  in  the  house  of  the  Summonister,  and  under  his  protection.

I have  received  your  favour  of  the  1 Sth  of  September 
last,  requiring  Answers  to  the  several  Queries  transmitted  therewith : In  pursuance  of  which,  I have  to 
acquaint  you,  that  no  Public  Records,  Rolls,  Instruments,  or  Manuscript  Books  or  Papers,  are  in  my  custody, 
as  Keeper  of  any  Records,  or  belonging  to  the  Office  I hold  of  Solicitor  of  the  Casual  Revenue  in  the  Court 
of  Exchequer ; the  Duties  of  which  are  merely  those  of  inforcing  the  due  execution  of  the  several  Offices  of 
Sheriffs,  Justices  of  the  Peace,  and  other  Magistrates  of  Ireland,  where  any  defaults  or  neglects  arise  in  the 
performance  of  their  respective  duties,  as  an  Attorney  or  Solicitor  : And  that  all  Records  relating  thereto  are 
kept  in  the  several  Offices  of  the  said  Court  of  Exchequer,  in  which  the  particular  modes  of  proceeding  are 
transacted  ; (that  is  to  say)  the  Chief  or  King’s  Remembrancer ; the  Lord  Treasurer's  or  Second  Remem- 
brancer ; the  Summonister  or  Clerk  of  the  Estreats ; the  Clerk  of  the  Pipe,  and  the  Comptroller  of  the  Pipe ; 
from  which  lutter  Office  most  of  the  Writs,  Schedules,  and  Rolls  of  Green  Wax  Process  (except  those  of  the

50.  FIRST  FRUITS  REMEMBRANCER'  AND  RECEIVER. 


The  Return  of  the  Remembrancer  and  Receiver  of  First  Fruits  and  Twentieth 
Parts,  to  certain  Queries  transmitted,  pursuant  to  an  Order  of  His  Majesty’s 
Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records  of  Ireland,  dated  the  nth  September  1810. 

IT  may  be  necessary  to  premise,  that  the  Revenue  of  First  Fruits  (being  the  first  year’s  supposed  Value  of 
every  Spiritual  Living  in  the  Kingdom)  was  formerly  a Tax  paid  by  the  Clergy  to  the  Pope,  until  the  Reign  of 
Henry  VIII,  when  it  became  vested  in  the  Crown  under  the  Act  of  28th  of  that  King;  and  so  continued 
until  the  lotli  of  Anne,  when  the  annual  produce  of  tills  Revenue  was  transferred  to  Trustees  for  the  disposal 
thereof,  anil  the  Twentieth  Parts  (which  had  also  been  vested  in  the  Crown)  were  abolished. 

The  power  of  valuing,  compounding,  and  taking  sureties  for  First  Fruits,  was  given  by  the  former  of  said 
Statutes  to  the  Chancellor!  Master  of  the  Rolls,  and  Vice  Treasurer;  but  was  afterwards  transferred  (under  a 
Clause  in  the  some  Statute)  to  Officers  appointed  by  Commission  under  the  Great  Seal ; and  one  of  the  Patents 
or  Grants  of  said  Office  (so  early  as  James  I.)  directs,  that  the  same  shall  be  called  and  known  by  the  name 
of  “ The  First  Fruits  Office  of  the  Court  of  Exchequer.’’ 

There  are  no  remains  of  Records  in  this  Office  prior  to  the  last  mentioned  period,  as  the  original  Surveys 
or  Inquisitions,  ascertaining  the  value  of  Ecclesiastical  Benefices,  were  returned  into  the  Office  of  the  Chief 
Remembrancer  of  the  Court  of  Exchequer. 

From  that  period  to  the  present  time,  the  Records  of  this  Office  consist,  1st,  of  Returns  of  Promotions 
within  the  several  Dioceses  of  Ireland,  made  by  the  several  Archbishops  and  Bishops,  under  their  Diocesan 
Seals,  to  the  Precept  or  Mandate,  which  issues  forth  half-yearly  from  this  Office,  under  the  Seal  of  the  Court 
of  Exchequer : — 2<lly,  The  original  Inquisitions  and  Findings  of  Sherifls  under  First  Fruits  Process ; which  likewise 
issues,  under  the  same  authority,  against  delimiting  Incumbents  and  their  Sureties  :■ — To  these  it  may  be 
proper  to  add  a third,  the  Incumbents’  Composition  Bonds,  the  number  of  which  are  subject  to  constant 
increase  or  diminution. 

Of  these  three  Classes  of  Records,  the  First  is  considered  the  most  valuable,  as  the  Returns  ascertain  not 
only  the  Names  of  the  Incumbents,  but  also  the  extent  and  period  of  the  Unions  of  Parishes,  and,  in  many 
cases,  the  right  of  Presentation. 

It  is  to  be  regretted,  that  there  are  many  chasms  and  deficiencies  in  the  series  of  the  above  Records ; 
which,  from  their  unarranged  state,  it  would  be  impossible  to  ascertain  precisely,  or  the  causes  thereof ; except, 
in  the  remarkable  instances  of  1C41  and  1G88,  when  the  duties  of  the  Office  were  probably  interrupted  ; as  no 
Records  appear  in  it,  which  relate  to  those  times  of  national  confusion  and  disorder. 

There  are  but  two  Rolls  in  the  Office,  (viz.)  one  of  Debtors,  and  the  other  of  Defaulters,  commencing  so 
late  as  1 803,  when  the  present  Patentees  came  into  office. 

There  are  a variety  of  Manuscript  Books,  in  the  nature  of  Records,  in  this  Office.

Among  the  old  Books,  may  be  reckoned  one  containing  Enrolments  or  Entries  of  Composition  Bonds,  for 
a period  of  three  years,  commencing  1636;  and  two  Books,  containing  a Copy  of  the  Valor  Beneficiorum, 
Cases  and  Opinions  of  Counsel,  Forms  of  Writs,  and  other  matters,  relating  to  the  Practice  and  Proceedings  of 
the  First  Fruits  Office.

There  are  eighteen  of  these,  commencing  in  die  year  1789,  at  which  time  die  Process  of  the 
Office  (w  hich  had  fallen  into  disuse  after  die  First  Fruits  became  vested  in  Trustees)  was  revived,  and  con- 
tinued down  to  the  present  day.  These  Books  are  immediately  in  die  custody  of  the  junior  Clerk  ; as  also  a 
Book  of  Mort  Process,  an  Appearance  Book,  and  Rule  Book ; which  two  last  have  also  been  revived,  since 
die  present  Patentees’  appointment. 

(2.) — The  Building  in  which  said  Records,  See.  are  lodged,  is  situate  in  Stephen’s -street ; and  is  private 
property.  The  condition  of  die  Office,  as  to  security,  is  like  all  other  private  buildings,  subject  to  Fire.  As 
to  Accommodation,  there  are  two  Parlours,  fitted  out  in  a commodious  manner,  for  the  safe  keeping  of  said 
-Records,  and  transaedng  the  Business  of  the  Office. 

(3.) — The  Records  are  in  as  good  Prescrvadon  as  can  be  expected  from  their  age,  and  are  arranged 
according  to  dieir  subject  and  dates. 

(4.) — There  are  no  General  Catalogues,  Calendars,  Schedules,  Indexes  or  Repertories,  save  diose  which 
relate  to  die  great  Ledger  before  mentioned,  which  has  an  Index  to  the  Livings  in  each  Diocese ; and  also  die 
Book  of  Returns  now  in  use,  which  has  an  Index  Nominum  et  Locorum.  It  is  conceived,  a great  degree  of 
utility  would  result  from  a General  Index,  &c.  being  made  to  all  the  Books  and  Records  in  die  Office,  after 
undergoing  a proper  arrangement  and  examination ; die  completion  of  which  might  be  effected  in  about  two 
years,  by  the  ordinary  diligence  of  the  Persons  usually  employed  in  said  Office.  There  are  no  Catalogues,  &c. 
existing  elsewhere,  which  did  belong  to  the  Office,  to  die  knowledge  of  die  present  Officers. 

(.5.) — This  Office  (which  is  held  by  Patent)  comprehends  two  distinct  Departments  ; viz.  Remembrancer , and 
Rtrehxr.  Tiie  Duties  are  discharged  by  one  of  the  Patentees  and  a Deputy,  who  chiefly  attends  to  the  Receiver’s 
Department,  and  is  also  Senior  Clerk  in  that  of  the  Remembrancer,  in  which  there  is  likew  ise  a J unior  Clerk 
employed.  The  Dqiuty  Remembrancer  and  Receiver  has  the  custody  of  all  the  Records  in  the  Office,  to  all 
of  which  the  junior  Clerk  lias  access  (except  to  the  Comjiosition  Bonds,  Account  Books,  and  all  otiier  matters 
relating  to  die  Receiver's  Department.)  Attendance  is  given  in  tiiis  Office  from  eleven  till  three  o’clock  each 
day  (Sundays  and  all  public  Holidays  excepted).  Besides  die  Salaries  paid  from  the  Civil  List,  and  allowed 
by  the  Board  of  First  Fruits,  not  amounting  altogether  to  1 00  /.  a year,  there  are  Fees  of  tiiree  shillings  and 
four-pence  for  every  common  Search  that  does  not  exceed  ten  years ; and  six  shillings  and  eight-pence  for 
every  Certificate  or  Constat.  Where  die  Search  exceeds  ten  years  (or  is  otherwise  particular)  a Fee  at  die 
rate  of  fonr-jience  a Term  is  charged,  agreeably  to  die  practice  of  this  side  of  the  Exchequer.  The  net 
annual  amount  thereof,  upon  an  average  of  the  last  three  years,  is  estimated  at  40  /.  13  s.  1 d. 

(6.) — The  Senior  Clerk  is  intrusted  (as  aforesaid)  witii  the  care  of  said  Records  ; and  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
Junior  Clerk  to  attend  upon  every  Search,  after  which,  he  takes  care  to  restore  said  Records  to  dieir  proper 
1 places ; lie  is  (as  before  mentioned)  Junior  Clerk  in  die  First  Fruits  Office. 


(7.) — There  are  not  any  matters,  not  comprised  in  the  preceding  Questions,  except  what  have  been  already 
suggested,  wiiich  it  is  necessary  or  expedient  to  observe,  for  rendering  die  use  of  the  said  Records  more

(4.) — The  Indexes  are  by  no  means  defective,  but  are  much  worn,  by  reason  of  being  in  constant  use.  This 
Officer  has  been  informed,  that  the  Solicitor  of  Forfeitures  has  in  bis  possession  a printed  List  of  the  Claims, 
whether  public  or  private  property  he  cannot  say ; and  that  there  is  a Book  of  Postings  on  the  Sale,  in  the 
possession  of  Mr.  Henry  Harding,  in  the  Auditor  General’s  Office ; which  Book  refers  to  the  Forfeitures  of 
1688,  and  to  no  other ; and  which  this  Officer  believes  to  be  private  property. 

(5.) — There  are  two  Appointments  for  this  Office.  The  Register,  whose  Employment  is  a Sinecure,  and 
whose  Income,  arising  from  tills  Office,  amounts  to  300/.  per  annum  Salary : the  Clerk,  who  is  Keeper 
of  the  Records,  and  whose  business  consists  in  making  Searches,  giving  Copies,  Certificates,  &c.  and 
producing  in  evidence  Books  of  Record  in  open  Court  throughout  Ireland,  when  called  upon.  This  Officer 
has  no  particular  hours  for  attendance,  but  must  be  always  in  readiness  when  referred  to.  The  Salary 
annexed  to  this  Employment  is  .Eighty  Pounds  per  annum  ; and  the  Fees  established  in  tills  Office  are  as 
follow ; viz. — For  producing  in  Evidence  a Book  of  Record,  in  Dublin,  One  Guinea,  and  One  Guinea  for 
the  Officer’s  attendance,  2/.  5 s.  (id.: — For  an  attested  Copy,  containing  one  thousand  words  and  upwards, 
from  any  of  the  Books  of  Record,  xl.  2 s.  gd. : — For  a Certificate,  135.  4 d. : — For  a Search,  6s.  8 d. — 
The  Fees  arising  from  this  Office  are  very  uncertain,  and  they  depend  much  upon  chance,  which  makes  it 
difficult  to  ascertain  the  Amount  thereof;  the  Produce  of  the  three  last  years  being  considerably  less  than 
at  any  other  former  proportionate  time,  and  so  very  trilling,  that  this  Officer  prays  to  be  allowed  to  go  farther 
back  than  three  years,  that  he  may  be  enabled  to  return  a just  and  accurate  Account  of  the  Annual  Amount 
of  his  Office  Fees.  He  estimates  his  Fees,  on  an  Average  tor  the  last  three  years,  at  the  Annual  Amount 
of  only  13  /.  whereas,  taking  them  on  an  Average  for  four  years  past,  they  would  amount  to  60/.  annually. 

(6.) — The  Records  are  consigned  to  the  care  of  the  Clerk,  and  to  him  only,  whose  duty  it  is  to  make  all 
Searches,  as  well  as  to  transact  the  entire  business  of  this  Office.  He  is  called  the  Clerk  and  Keeper  of  the 
Records,  or  the  Acting  Officer,  or  otherwise  the  Proper  Officer,  who  by  virtue  of  his  Commission,  has  the 
power  of  attesting  and  making  out  Certificates  in  his  own  name,  which  is  his  prerogative. 

(7.) — This  Officer  has  nothing  further  to  observe  in  this  his  Return.

The  Answers  of  Ilis  Majesty’s  Surveyor  General  of  Crown  Lands  and  Honors  in  Ireland, 
to  the  Queries  of  the  Commissioners  of  Records;  received  in  1810. 

(1.) — THE  Public  Records  in  this  Office  are,  certain  Maps  of  several  Districts  of  Lands  in  Ireland;  the 
^ description  whereof  has  been  stated  to  the  Commissioners  of  Inquiry,  in  the  Examination  on  Oath  before 
them,  on  19th  and  24th  February  1S06,  by  Richard  Underwood,  Esquire,  at  that  time  Deputy  Surveyor 
General  of  Lands  and  Honors,  and  by  General  Vallancey,  on  24U1  July  1806;  a copy  of  which  Examinations 
I beg  leave  here  to  set  forth,  in  my  Answer  to  this  Quere ; and  I beg  leave  also  to  subjoin,  a copy  of  Two 
Statements,  laid  at  the  same  time  before  the  said  Commissioners,  of  the  Maps  in  this  Office. 

The  Examinations  of  Mr.  Richard  Underwood ; taken  on  Oath,  the  19th  and  24th  February  1806  : “ This 
' “ Examinant  saith,  That  he  is  Deputy  Surveyor  General  of  Lands  belonging  to  His  Majesty  in  Ireland. 

“ In  this  Office  are  kept  the  Maps  of  the  Down  Survey,  which  were  made  by  Sir  William  Petty,  of  the 
“ Lands  forfeited  in  consequence  of  the  Rebellion  of  1C41,  except  such  Maps  as  were  burned  by  a Fire, 
“ which  happened  in  1711;  in  some  cases,  they  contain  Lands  which  were  not  forfeited.  The  Office  also 
“ contains  Copies  of  the  Barony  Maps,  which  he  understands  were  taken  by  General  Vallancey  from  the  Originals 
“ in  Pains.  The  Commissioners  of  Excise  frequently  apply  to  this  Office,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the 
“ situation  of  Lands,  when  Quit  and  other  Rents  cannot  be  collected,  on  account  of  the  situation  of  the  Lands 
“ being  unknown  to  the  Collectors ; in  such  cases,  the  Deputy  Surveyor  General  gives  copies  of  the  Maps 
“ from  the  Down  Survey,  which  ascertains  the  Counties,  Baronies,  Parishes,  Town  Lauds,  quantity  of  Lands, 
“ Situations  and  Boundaries,  and  the  names  of  the  adjoining  Lands ; and  in  cases  where  the  Down  Survey  has 
“ been  burned  by  the  Fire  of  1 7 1 1 , or  otherwise  destroyed  or  lost,  in  consequence  of  said  Fire,  he  gives  copies

The  Examination  of  General  Charles  Vallancey;  taken  on  Oath,  the  24th  July  1806  : “ Thjs  Examinant 
“ saith,  That  the  Maps  which  lie  brought  over  from  France,  were  exact  copies  of  all  Sir  William  Petty’s  Maps, 
“ lodged  in  the  King’s  Library  at  Paris.  That  the  set  of  Maps  at  Paris  were  bound  in  two  volumes,  and  did 
“ not  appear  to  have  suffered  any  injury,  or  to  have  undergone  any  alteration.  „ Qfapfo  Vallancey? 

(2.) — The  said  Records  are  lodged  in  a small  room  in  the  attic  story  of  the  Treasury,  in  the  Castle  of  Dublin. 
The  Office  appeals,  from  its  being  in  the  Castle,  to  be  perfectly  sufficient,  as  to  security ; but  the  accommo- 
dation is  very  inadequate  ; first,  in  respect  of  the  room  being  unprovided  with  a fire-place,  for  the  purpose  of 
keeping  the  Records  free  from  damp ; secondly,  in  respect  of  its  being  so  small,  as  scarcely  to  be  sufficient 
for  executing  the  duties  of  the  Office,  when  rccouise  is  had  to  the  Records,  by  Persons  applying  for  that 
purpose ; it  would  be  very  desirable,  that  some  better  situation  in  the  Castle  should  be  assigned  for  the  Office. 

(3.) — The  answer  to  this  is  given  in  that  to  Quere  isL 

(4.) — There  are  Indexes  to  the  Books  of  Maps  which  arc  in  the  Office,  which  render  resort  to  each  Map  easy 
and  expeditious. 

(5.) — The  ouly  Officer  attending  in  the  Office  is  the  Deputy  Surveyor  General ; the  duties  of  that  Officer 
are  as  follow  : — The  custody  of  the  Maps ; the  making,  when  required  so  to  do,  Surveys  of  Lunds,  preparatory 
to  Grants  thereof,  proposed  to  be  made  by  the  Crown  ; the  copying  of  Maps,  when  required  so  to  do,  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  Lands,  which  in  the  Rent  Roll  of  the  Crown  are  charged  with  Rents  payable  to  the 
Crown ; the  making  of  Searches,  preparatory  to  the  inspection  of  the  Maps,  and  the  making  of  copies  thereof 
when  required  so  to  do,  for  Suitors  in  the  Courts  of  Law,  mid  all  other  Persons  applying  for  tire  same  ; the 
duties  of  the  Office  are  merely  ministerial.  There  are  no  Salaries  or  Emoluments  paid  by  the  Public,  but  the 
Salary  of  the  Surveyor  General,  of  600/.  per  annum,  charged  011  the  Civil  List,  subject  to  deduction  at  the 
Exchequer.  There  are  Fees  payable,  according  to  an  ancient  Table,  belonging  to  the  Office,  viz. — A 
Search,  5 s.  fid. ; Search  and  Certificate,  8 .?.  gd; ; and  for  a Trace  of  each  Surround  of  Lands,  containing 
too  acres  and  upwards,  13$.  4 d. ; and  for  each  Surround  of  Land  under  ioo  acres,  6s.  8 d.;  such  Fees  are 
payable  by  the  Persons  applying  at  the  Office,  are  received  by  the  Deputy,  and  are  all  assigned  by  the 
Surveyor  General  to  him  for  his  own  use ; their  Amount  is  variable,  and  proportionate  to  the  duties  performed 
by  him.  I cannot  (from  my  own  knowledge)  state  what  the  average  Amount  of  Fees  may  be,  for  the  last 
Three  Years,  noL  having  been  so  long  Deputy  in  the  Office  of  Surveyor  General  of  Lands ; but  I beg  leave 
to  add,  that  Returns  of  their  Amount  have  been  repeatedly  laid  before  Parliament  There  is  no  specific 
Regulation  for  attendance  at  the  Office ; but  it  has  been  my  practice,  since  my  appointment,  to  attend  daily, 
for  the  execution  of  such  business  as  may  from  time  to  time  off  er. 

(6.) — This  Quere  is  answered  in  Answer  the  5th. 

(7.) — I have  nothing  to  submit  in  Answer  to  this  Quere,  save  the  particulars  heretofore  stated,  which  seem 
to  afford  the  information  desired  by  this  last  Quere.

57.  THE  KING’S.  OR  CHIEF  REMEMBRANCER. 

The  Return  of  the  Deputy  Chief  Remembrancer,  in  Answer  to  the  Queries  transmitted 
to  him  by  the  Secretary  to  His  Majesty's  Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records  of  Ireland,  pursuant 
to  their  Order. 

(1.) — THE  Records  in  this  Office  consist  of  Memorandum  Rolls  of  the  Equity  Side  of  the  Court  of 
Exchequer,  from  the  Reign  of  Edward  I.  to  the  present  time,  on  which  various  matters,  besides  the  Decrees  of  the  Remem- 
Court  and  Audito  Compoto  are  enrolled ; such  as  Charters  of  Towns,  Letters  Patent,  Wards,  Liveries,  Acts  . 
of  Parliament,  &c.  To  these  there  is  no  Index  or  Repertorium  previous  to  the  reign  of  Edward  VI. ; from  which 
time  to  the  time  oi'  Charles  II.  there  is  a very  good  Repertorium,  but  no  Index.  From  the  time  of  Charles  II. 
to  the  present  time,  the  Repertorium  and  Indexes  are  very  good. — Bundles  of  Inquisitions  post  Mortem,  like- 
wise Inquisitions  on  the  surrender  of  Monasteries,  the  Estates  of  attainted  Persons,  and  the  Value  of  Ecclesi- 
astical Benefices,  from  the  1st  of  Henry  VIII.  to  the  Reign  ol' James  I. — Some  few  Bundles  of  Charles  1.  and  the 
Usurper  Cromwell ; and  also  some  of  Charles  B.  and  William  and  Mary  : and  to  these  there  is  a Repertoriuni 
from  Henry  VIII.  to  James  1.  but  no  Index  ; nor  is  there  any  means  of  reference  whatsoever  to  the  remainder. 

The  whole  of  the  above  are  in  a very  bad  condition,  many  torn  and  mutilated,  and  others  lost. — Thirty  Rolls  of 
Certificates  granted  to  Adventurers  Soldiers,  in  the  time  of  the  Usurpation  : — Thirteen  Rolls  of  Decrees  of  the 
Commissioners  in  favour  of  innocent  Papists,  tern.  Charles  II.: — Eight  Rolls  of  the  Reducement  of  Quit  Rents 
in  1670 : — Seven  Rolls  of  Certificates  of  Persons  transplanted  into  Connaught,  in  the  time  of  the  LTsurpation. 

To  the  last  lour  of  this  description  there  are  very  good  Indexes,  well  written,  in  parchment  Books  : — Many

1 am  not  able  to  state 
any  particular  chasms  or  deficiency  in  the  said  Records,  none  such  liavbg  come  to  my  knowledge,  save  some 
parcels  of  Bills,  Answers  and  Exceptions  in  the  Filacer's  Office,  which  are  torn  and  separated  into  several 
parts,  and  have  never  been  regulated  or  .put  together  since  they  have  been  removed  from  the  old  Offices ; and 
chiefly  are  Records  or  Pleadings  from  the  year  17(14  to  1778,  from  which  latter  period  to  the  present,  the 
Pleadings  arc  in  regular  order. 

(2.) — The  Records  are  lodged  b the  Office  b the  West  Quadrangle  of  the  Building  adjoining  the  Four 
Courts;  which,  having  been  built  expressly  for  the  purpose,  affords  very  good  accommodation  for  the  keepbg 
thereof.  This  Building  b the  property  of  the  Public. 

(3.)= — Generally  speaking,  the  Records  in  this  Office  arc  in  good  preservation,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Records  before  referred  to.  They  are  arranged  b Presses  in  the  said  Office  ; as  those  in  the  Filacer’s  Office, 
Bills,  Answers,  Pleas,  Demurrers,  Exceptions,  Replications  and  Rejoindei's,  commencing  in  the  year  1674, 
and  continuing  in  regular  succession  from  the  said  period  to  the  present  time.  The  above  Records  are  laid  flat 
in  Presses  in  the  said  Office,  and  afford  sufficient  facility  for  the  convenience  of  the  Public.  In  the  Secondary’s 
Office,  the  Records  are  Recognizances  entered  into  in  Causes  depending  in  said  Court,  and  also  by  Sheriffs  on 
their  entering  into  office  ; which  are  kept  in  covered  Books,  and  commence  in  the  year  1 6(5 1,  and  continue  to  the 
present  time : — Bonds  passed  by  the  different  Collectors  of  His  Mujesty’s  Revenue  on  their  appointment ; and 
also,  Bomb  passed  conditioned  for  the  delivery  of  the  Goods  at  particular  Ports;  and  generally,  Bonds 
passed  to  His  Majesty,  which  are  found  necessary  to  be  put  in  suit: — Informations  filed  by  His  Majesty’s 
Attorney  General  against  Debtors  to  His  Majesty,  or  for  the  Discovery  of  Estates  claimed  by  the  Crown  (wliich 
Informations  are  similar  to  the  English  Bills,)  with  the  Answers  thereto,  and  other  Proceed bgs  thereon,  from

(4.) — There  are  very  satisfactory  Indexes  to  the  different  Records  contained  in  tins  Office,  so  far  as  the 
same  have  come  withb  my  general  observation ; and  sufficient  to  obviate  any  bconveniencc  to  the  Public, 
save  so  far  as  I have  stated  in  my  Answer  to  the  first  Quere : to  complete  the  matters  stated  as  deficient 
b wliich,  will  require  the  assbtance  of  a Person  experienced  in  the  old  Court  hand ; and  with  such  assistance 
same  could  in  a very  short  time  be  completed.  It  would,  however,  be  desirable  that  the  whole  of  the 
Records  b thb  Office  should  be  b some  degree  revised ; same  having  been  removed  to  their  present  situation 
5 b 
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in  the  year  and  since  that  time  not  having  been  generally  examined ; and  although  no  inconvenience  is 

actually  suffered,  it  would  be,  as  I conceive,  well  to  have  such  a general  examination. 

(5.) — The  Officers  and  Clerks  employed  in  this  Office  are ; the  Deputy  Chief  Remembrancer,  the  Register, 
and  two  Clerks;  die  Filacer,  his  Deputy,  and  one  Clerk;  a Clerk  in  the  Secondary's  Office,  and  an  Assistant. 
The  several  Officers  are  charged  with  the  custody  of  the  Records  in  their  different  departments,  and  are 
answerable  for  the  same.  The  Fees  chargeable  are  33.  \d.  for  each  Search,  24.  8 i.  for  each  Certificate,  and 
b</.  per  Office  Sheet  for  each  Copy  of  any  Record. 

(6.) — It  is  the  Duty  of  the  several  Officers,  to  take  care  that  each  Record  is  restored  to  its  proper  place 
after  Search ; and  (so  far  as  1 am  able  to  judge)  the  several  Officers  are  accurate  in  so  doing.  With  reference 
to  the  Vety  ancient  Records,  in  the  old  Court  hand,  it  is  found  necessary  occasionally  to  coll  in  the  assistance 
of  i\n  experienced  Person,  who  makes  such  Searches  as  may  be  required,  under  the  inspection  of  some  of  the 
established  Officers  or  Clerks.

58.  EXAMINERS. 

58- 

Examiners  (l.) — INTERROGATORIES  exhibited  to  Witnesses  in  Causes  instituted  in  the  Equity-side  of  the  Court 

Exchequer*  Exchequer  in  Ireland,  and  the  Depositions  taken  thereto  by  me,  are  the  only  Records  in  my  Possession. 

v , — -•  When  His  Majesty  appoints  a Baron  of  the  Court  of  Exchequer,  sucli  Baron  appoints  his  Examiner.  I am 

Examiner  to  the  Honourable  Baron  Smith  ; and  have  in  my  custody  such  Interrogatories  as  have  been  lodged 
with  me  since  my  appointment,  and  the  Depositions  taken  thereto  by  me,  and  none  others. 

(2.) — Such  Records  as  are  described  in  my  Auswer  to  the  first  Quere,  are  lodged  in  my  own  private  Office, 
at  No.  58,  Camden-street ; it  is  as  secure  as  any  private  apartment  in  a gentleman’s  house,  in  a press  put 
up  at  my  own  expense.  The  Office  is,  of  course,  private  property. 

(3.) — The  Records  are  in  good  preservation,  and  alphabetically  arranged. 

(4.) — I have  no  Catalogue  or  Index  of  the  said  Interrogatories  and  Depositions.  The  Depositions  are 
enclosed  in  their  respective  Interrogatories,  and  alphabetically  arranged  in  a pigeon-hole  alphabet.  I do  not 
think  that  any  material  degree  of  utility  would  result  from  a Catalogue  or  Index  being  made,  (which,  however 
might  be  made  at  a small  expense.)  When  the  Order  for  publication  in  a Cause  is  lodged  with  the  Examiner, 
the  Parties  concerned  take  out  from  him  attested  Copies  of  the  Interrogatories  and  Depositions ; after  which, 
there  is  usually  no  Search  made  for  the  Record.  I do  not  think  that  since  my  apjiointment  any  Search  for 
a Record  has  been  made  in  my  Office. 

(5.)— I have  no  Officer  or  Clerk  assisting  me,  in  the  custody  or  arrangement  of  said  Records : — (The  business 
of  a single  Examiner  being  very  limited,  his  Examination  of  Witnesses  being,  in  general,  confined  to  Persons 
residing  in  the  City  of  Dublin ; all  other  Witnesses  being  examined  under  Commissions  issued  for  that  purpose.) 
I have  no  regular  hour  of  attendance  in  my  Office ; I do  not  believe  I examined  a Witness  in  the  course 
of  last  Term ; when  I am  employed  by  an  Agent  to  examine  Witnesses  in  a Cause,  I attend  for  that  purpose 
at  my  Office,  or  go  out  to  examine,  if  required.  I never,  since  my  appointment,  was  required  to  attend 
with  any  Record  out  of  my  Office,  save,  when  I attended  to  examine  a Witness  abroad.  When  attested 
Copies  are  required  of  me,  I employ  a copying  Clerk  to  write  them,  and  then  compare,  and  attest  them  by 
signing  my  name  on  die  back  of  diem. 

(6.) — If  any  Person  should  require  to  see  any  Record  in  my  custody,  I would  open  my  press,  of  which  I 
always  keep  the  key,  and  shew  it ; and,  when  inspected,  return  the  Record  to  its  proper  place  in  the  Alphabet ; 
but  no  such  Search  was  ever,  to  my  recollection,  required  of  me. 

(7.) — I am  of  opinion,  tiiat  it  would  much  convenience  the  Examiners  and  the  Public,  if  each  Examiner 
were  allowed  a small  Office,  in  die  Public  Offices  on  the  Inns  Quay,  for  the  safe  custody  of  the  Records : 
for  instance,  I am  totally  ignorant  of  what  has  become  of  the  Interrogatories  and  Depositions  of  my 
immediate  predecessor,  Mr.  Ford,  late  Examiner  to  the  Honourable  Baron  Medtge,  who  was  succeeded  by 
Baron  Smith ; whereas,  if  four  apartments  were  allotted  to  die  Examiners,  diey  would  succeed  to  the 
custody  of  the  Records  in  the  possession  of  their  predecessors  in  office,  all  of  which,  or  the  major  part  of 
them,  I am  convinced,  are  not  forthcoming.  I also  think,  diat  an  Act  of  Parliament,  empowering  die 
Examiners  of  the  Court  of  Exchequer  (who  are  Swom  Officers  of  the  Court,)  to  swear  the  Witnesses  (as 
Examiners  in  die  Court  of  Chancery  are  empowered,)  would  much  conduce  to  the  safe  keeping  of  the 
Interrogatories ; as,  under  the  present  system,  whenever  a Witness  is  required  to  be  swom,  the  Examiner 
is  obliged  to  part  with  the  Record  to  die  Attorney  concerned,  or  his  Clerk,  who  is  to  attend  the  Witness 
to  a Baron  of  die  Court,  to  be  swom,  by  which  the  Record  runs  a risk  of  being  either  lost  or  altered.

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59.  ACCOUNTANT  GENERAL. 

The  Answer  of  the  Accountant  General  of  the  Court  of  Exchequer,  to  the  Queries 
of  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Records. 
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Exchequer : 
Equity  Side. 


59- 

THE  Office  of  Accountant  General  of  the  Court  of  Exchequer  was  constituted  by  Act  yf  Parliament,  Accountant 
in  the  year  1784 ; and  I was  the  first  appointed  to  the  Office  under  that  Act  The  duties  of  the  Office  are  - ' 

prescribed  by  that  Act,  to  which  I beg  leave  to  refer  ; but  a great  variety  of  new  duties  have  been  annexed 
to  it  by  the  Court,  which  render  the  execution  of  it  now  infinitely  more  laborious,  complex,  and  dangerous 
to  the  Officer  and  to  the  Public. 

(1.) — The  Records  of  my  Office  are  ; First,  the  Orders  of  the  Court  of  Exchequer,  and  Certificates  of  the 
Chief  Remembrancer  of  that  Court,  whereby  in  all  the  variety  of  Causes  in  that  Court,  different  Sums  of 
Money,  Deeds,  Securities,  and  other  Papers,  are  ordered  to  be  lodged  in  the  Bank  of  Ireland. — Second,  The 
Schedules  of  those  Deeds  and  Securities,  8c c.  so  ordered  to  be  lodged. — Third,  The  Orders  of  said  Court, 
whereby  the  different  Sums  of  Money  so  lodged  are  ordered  to  be  paid  out  to  different  Persons, 
in  the  progress  of  the  Suits,  or  at  the  termination  of  the  Causes  respectively ; and  the  like  Orders,  whereby 
the  different  Securities,  &c.  are  ordered  to  be  delivered  out — Fourth,  The  Orders,  whereby  the  Government 
Stock  is  ordered  to  be  purchased,  and  again  ordered  to  be  sold  or  transferred,  in  the  progress  or  termination 
of  the  respective  Causes. — Fifth,  The  Powers  of  Attorney,  under  which  the  Sums,  Securities,  and  other  Papers, 
ordered  to  be  paid  out  or  handed  over,  or  the  Government  Stock  ordered  to  be  transferred,  are  sometimes 
received,  when  the  persons  in  whose  favour  the  Order  is  made,  cannot  attend  in  person  to  receive  them. — 

Sixth,  The  Affidavits  verifying  those  Powers  of  Attorney,  made  by  one  of  the  subscribing  Witnesses,  some- 
times before  a Judge  in  Dublin,  sometimes  before  Judges,  and  Chief  Magistrates  of  Towns  in  England  or 
elsewhere,  and  sometimes  before  Commissioners  in  the  country  towns  for  receiving  Affidavits. — Seventh,  The 
Certificates  and  Calculations  of  Public  Notaries  and  Stock  Brokers,  of  the  Current  Price  of  the  Day  of 
Government  Securities  and  Stock,  when  the  Order  of  the  Court  directs  that  any  specific  Sum  in  Bank  shall 
be  vested  in  Government  Securities,  or  that  such  Securities  shall  be  sold  or  transferred.—  Eighth,  The  Chief 
Remembrancer’s  Certificates,  of  the  Amount  of  Costs  ordered  to  be  taxed  and  paid  in  all  the  different 
Causes. — Ninth,  The  Journals  and  Ledgers,  in  which  Accounts  are  kept  of  all  Sums  paid  into  the  Bank 
and  paid  out  of  it ; of  all  Stock  bought,  sold,  or  transferred  ; and  of  all  the  times  at  winch  such  Sums  have 
been  paid  in  and  paid  out,  and  at  which  such  Stock  has  been  bought,  sold,  or  transferred,  the  Persons  who 
paid  in,  and  to  whom  such  Sums  have  been  paid  out,  and  to  whom  such  Transfers  have  been  made. — 

Tenth,  The  Receipt  Books,  in  which  all  Persons  who  receive  Drafts  for  Money,  or  Transfer  of  Stock,  or 
Orders  on  the  Bank  to  take  out  Deeds,  Securities,  or  other  Papers,  give  Receipts  for  the  same. — Eleventh,  The 
Schedules  of  all  Deeds  and  Securities  lodged  in  the  different  Causes,  by  Order  of  the  Court,  in  the  Bank. — 

Twelfth,  The  Draft  Books,  from  whence  all  Drafts  on  the  Bank  for  Money,  or  Transfer  of  Stock,  are  taken, 
and  given  to  the  Persons  for  whom  they  are  ordered ; a part  of  each  leaf  on  which  the  Draft  or  Transfer  is 
drawn,  is  left  in  the  Book,  in  which  is  stated  the  date  of  the  Draft  or  Transfer  made,  and  the  Person  in 
whose  favour  it  is  drawn  or  transferred ; and  whenever  the  Accountant  General  draws  a Draft  or  makes  a 
Transfer,  he  sends  a Certificate  of  such  Draft  or  Transfer  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Reports,  who  keeps  that 
Certificate,  and  files  it  as  of  Record.  There  are  some  other  Papers,  connected  with,  and  dependent  on  the 
above-mentioned  Records,  Books  and  Papers,  which  are  of  little  consequence,  and  which  it  would  be  very 
difficult  and  tedious  to  detail.  All  these  Records,  Books,  and  Papers  have  been  regularly  kept  by  me,  and 
those  who  have  acted  under  me  in  my  Office,  during  a period  of  seven  and  twenty  years ; and  I think  I can 
venture  to  say,  there  is  not  a single  chasm  or  deficiency  in  them.  I settle  my  Accounts  regularly  once  a year 
with  the  Bank  of  Ireland ; and  during  the  whole  course  of  those  seven  and  twenty  years  there  has  not  been 
a single  farthing  difference  between  us. 

(2.) — All  the  above  Records,  &c.  See.  are  kept  at  my  Dwelling-house  in  Leinster-street.  Government  has 
never  allowed  me  sixpence  for  the  rent  of  an  Office,  or  more  than  one  Clerk,  at  a Salary  of  forty-seven  pounds 
eleven  shillings  per  annum  ; and  my  own  Salary  is  but  two  hundred  and  eighty-eight  pounds  per  annum.  The 
Office  requires  incessant  attention  every  day  in  the  year  (Sundays  and  Christmas  Day  excepted.)  The  Hours 
of  Attendance  are  from  ten  to  three  o’clock.  I have  applied  for,  but  have  not  got  any  Office  in  the  Public 
Buildings  at  the  Four  Courts.  I think  no  private  house  so  secure  for  Public  Records  as  an  Office  in  those 
Buildings  would  be  : great  part  of  the  house  I live  in,  was  once  destroyed  by  fire. 

I conceive  the  Answer  to  the  third  and  fourth  Quere  is  comprised  in  what  I have  already  stated. 

(5-) — Government,  as  above  stated,  allows  but  one  Clerk,  and  to  that  Clerk  but  47/.  m per  annum ; 
and  as  the  business  has  increased  enormously,  since  the  institution  of  the  Office,  it  requires  my  own  incessant 
attention,  as  well  as  his,  to  fulfil  its  various  and  complicated  duties ; the  least  error  may  prove  fatal  to  an 
incalculable  extent.  The  Act  of  Parliament  has  forbid  my  receiving  Fees ; and  I can  boldly  challenge 
every  Attorney  in  the  Hall,  and  every  other  man  in  the  United  Kingdom,  to  shew  that  I have,  during  the 
whole  course  of  twenty-seven  years  (that  1 have  been  in  Office)  ever  by  myself,  or  by  any  body  on  my  behalf,

or  for  my  use,  received  one  farthing  Fee,  Gratuity,  or  Emolument,  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  for  any  thing 
done  in  the  execution  of  my  Office ; and  I can,  with  equal  boldness,  challenge  all  the  Suitors  in  the  Hall  to 
shew,  that  any  man  has  ever  lost  a single  farthing  by  any  mistake,  error,  or  misconduct  of  mine,  in  the 
execution  of  that  office.  Yet,  although  the  labour  and  responsibility  of  the  Office  have  increased  four-fold  ; 
although  the  Emoluments  of  every  other  Office  in  the  Courts  increase  by  Fees,  in  proportion  to  their  trouble ; 
although  other  Offices  have  doubled  and  trebled  their  Fees,  compared  with  what  they  were  twenty-3even  years 
ago;  and  although  the  Salaries  of  the  Judges  have  been  more  than  doubled  within  that  period;  the  Office 
of  Accountant  General  has  alone  remained  stationary,  without  one  penny  addition  from  the  day  it  was 
instituted  : so  that,  were  it  not  for  an  expectation  of  increase  of  Salary,  no  gentleman  of  property  and 
responsibility  would  hold  it  an  hour.  It  is  certainly  the  worst  paid  Office  in  Ireland.  My  late  Clerk, 
Mr.  Mollan,  refused  to  remain  in  the  Office  under  a Salary  of  150/.  per  annum  ; and  my  present  Clerk  would 
not  remain  five  minutes  in-  the  Office,  did  he  not  expect  that  Government  would  enable  me  to  make 
his  Salary  equal  to  what  Mr.  Mollan  insisted  on.  Every  Attorney  in  the  Hall,  and  every  Suitor  of 
the  Court,  claims  it  as  a matter  of  right  to  search  the  Records  and  Books  of  my  Office,  to  demand  Copies 
of  Accounts,  Certificates,  &c.  &c.  &c.  for  his  amusement,  without  paying  a farthing  for  the  trouble  he 
gives,  be  it  ever  so  great ; and  as  their  resentment  is  often  excited,  by  my  refusal  to  draw  Drafts  on  the 
Bank  on  defective  Documents,  they  not  unfrequently  avenge  themselves  by  annoyances  of  this  kind. 

(6.) — My  Clerk  is  the  person  specially  intrusted  with  the  care  of  the  Records  of  my  Office;  but  the  Orders 
for  drawing  out  Money,  and  transferring  Stock,  and  the  Draft  Books,  I keep  in  my  own  custody.

(1 . & 2.) — THE  only  sort  of  Public  Records,  Rolls,  or  Instruments  in  my  custody,  is  a Certificate  from  the 
Accountant  General  of  said  Court  of  Exchequer,  certifying,  that,  pursuant  to  an  Order  of  said  Court,  he  has 
drawn  on  the  Governor  and  Company  of  the  Bank  of  Ireland,  in  favour  of  the  Persons  to  whom  the  said 
Order  directs  the  money  to  be  paid  ; upon  which  Certificate  the  draft  of  the  Accountant  General  is  counter- 
signed by  me;  and  the  money  directed  by  said  Order  to  be  paid,  is  paid  to  the  Person  to  whom  it  is 
payable,  in  the  same  manner  as  drafts  of  the  Accountant  General  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  are  paid,  on 
being  countersigned  by  the  Register  of  that  Court ; and  the  Certificates,  from  the  Accountant  General  to  me, 
are  filed  in  my  own  house,  there  not  being  any  Office  allotted  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Reports.  A copy  of  one  of 
the  Certificates  I take  the  liberty  of  annexing  hereto. 

(3.) — The  said  Certificates,  from  the  time  of  my  appointment,  are  allin  my  possession,  but  are  not  arranged 
in  any  particular  manner. 

(4.)— From  the  foregoing  Answers,  it  will  appear  to  the  Right  Honourable  the  Commissioners,  that  there 
are  not  any  Catalogues,  Calendars,  Schedules,  or  Repertories,  in  my  department 

(5.  6.  & 7.) — There  are  not  any  Officers  or  Clerks  employed  in  my  Office;  the  Salary  annexed  to  my  Office 
being  but  125/.  per  annum,  which,  with  deductions  at  the  Treasury,  is  reduced  to  about  115/.  per  annum. 
This  makes  it  necessary  that  the  entire  business  should  be  done  by  myself,  the  Salary  not  being  sufficient  to 
afford  the  appointment  of  a Clerk  ; never  having  received  any  Fee  or  other  Emolument  from  said  Office,  save 
the  said  sum  of  115/.  which  is  paid  at  the  Treasury ; and  which  it  is  conceived  is  but  a small  compensation, 
the  Duties  of  said  Office  requiring  the  constant  residence  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Reports  in  Dublin.

(1.) — TIIE  Public  Records,  Rolls,  and  Manuscript  Books  in  my  custody,  consist  of  the  following;  viz. 
Judgments  by  Cognovit  Actionem;  Judgments  by  Nil  dicit,  together  with  all  Judgments  in  Actions  on  the 
Case  ; viz.  Judgments  onPostea  and  Inquisition ; Judgments  in  Ejectment;  Judgments  on  Scire  Facias.  These 
are  the  various  descriptions  of  Judgments  obtained  and  made  up  in  this  Court,  and  are  enrolled  and  bound 
together  hi  Rolls  of  Parchment,  one  or  more  for  each  Term ; and  each  Roll  specifically  indorsed,  according 
to  the  nature  of  its  Contents.  Alphabeted  Books  referring  to  these  Rolls ; the  Memorials  of  the  Assignments 
of  Judgments;  the  Warrants  to  acknowledge  the  Satisfaction  of  Judgments  ; the  Books  of  the  various  Rules, 
Orders,  Judgments,  and  Proceedings  of  the  Court ; the  Certificates  of  the  amount  of  Plaintiff’s  debt,  signed 
by  Plaintiff’s  Attorney,  in  all  Cases  where  Execution  issues. 

All  the  foregoing  Rolls  and  Books  are  continued  down  to  the  present  time,  with  the  exception  of  a few 
chasms  at  different  intervals,  viz.  in  Trinity  Term  1689,  the  Rolls,  from  No.  12  to  No.  16,  both  inclusive; 
the  entire  Roll  of  Judgments  of  Michaelmas  1710;  the  Rolls,  from  No.  1.  lo  No.  2.  (both  inclusive)  of 
Michaelmas  1712  ; and  in  Trinity  Term  1736,  the  Rolls  from  No.  1.  to  No.  131.  inclusive ; are  all  wanting. 

There  are  also  filed  in  my  Office,  Declarations  and  other  Pleadings  in  Causes  pending  before  the  Court ; 
which  Pleadings  or  Papers  are  considered  as  transitory,  and  are  seldom  referred  to  after  the  Causes  have 
proceeded  to  issue  or  judgment.  These  Pleadings  and  Papers  are  in  the  custody  of  the  several  Officers 
employed  in  their  respective  departments,  whose  Duty  is  fully  detailed  in  the  Answer  to  the  fifth  Quere. 

(2.) — The  Buildings  in  which  the  above  Records  are  lodged,  are  situate  on  the  Inns  Quay,  adjoining  the 
Four  Courts,  and  are  Public  Property.  The  Buildings  are  new,  and  in  good  preservation  ; but  they  were,  in 
my  humble  opinion,  originally  ill  conceived,  and  radically  defective,  in  the  following  essential  requisites : — 
1st,  In  the  spaces  allotted  for  the  actual  performance  of  the  public  Duties  of  this  Office,  being  insufficient  for 
the  purposes  intended  ; — 2tlly,  In  the  arrangement  of  the  Windows,  as  they  bear  ujion  the  Fire  Places  in  the 
several  Offices  or  Departments ; — 3dly,  In  the  spaces  allotted  for  the  custody  of  the  Records  being  utterly 
inadequate  and  insufficient,  in  point  of  room,  for  the  objects  intended  ; and  4thly,  That  the  ingress  and  egress 
of  the  Public  to  and  from  the  different  Offices  of  this  Department,  are  by  a single  passage,  leading  through 
the  middle  of  two  ranges  of  Offices,  one  on  the  right  mid  the  other  on  the  left,  in  which  are  the  Public 
Records,  and  in  which  also  remain  those  Clerks  employed  in  the  execution  of  the  ordinary  business  thereof 
during  Office  hours ; so  that  it  is  impossible,  from  the  want  of  sufficient  room  wherein  to  deposit  the  great  body 
of  accumulated  and  accumulating  Records,  to  accommodate  those  Clerks  with  sufficient  room  for  doing  such 
business,  whereby  much  danger  and  insecurity  may  arise,  by  the  possibility  of  spoliation  or  fire. 

The  Apartments  allotted  to  this  Department  of  the  Court  of  Exchequer  are,  for  the  reasons  before  men- 
tioned, wholly  insufficient  to  admit  of  the  Records  being  arranged  in  the  methodical,  alphabetical,  and 
chronological  order,  that  the  public  service,  security  and  convenience,  require.  For  wai;t  of  sufficient  space 
for  those  purposes,  the  Records  are,  from  necessity,  placed  in  Presses  along  the  public  passage,  and  in  rows 
behind  each  other ; whereby  they  often  become  misplaced,  and  consequently  occasion  additional  trouble  and 
uncertainty  in  making  Searches. 

(3.) — A part  of  the  Records  mentioned  in  the  Answer  to  the  first  Quere,  namely,  the  Rolls  of  final  Judgments 
and  the  Court  Books  referring  thereto,  as  also  the  Rule  Books,  Books  of  Pleadings,  Books  of  Attachment,  and 
Books  of  Appearance,  are  in  good  preservation,  and  arranged  in  as  good  order  as  the  confined  situation  in 
which  they  are  placed  will  admit  of. 

(4-) — There  are  complete  Repertories  and  particular  Indexes  to  all  the  Books  of  Judgments,  alpha- 
beted in  the  name  of  the  several  Defendants,  and  distinguishing  the  names  of  the  Parties,  and  the  sum 
for  which  each  Judgment  was  obtained;  the  description  (if  any  such  description  there  appeared  on  the 
Pleadings)  ot  the  Defendant,  the  day  of  entry  of  each  Judgment,  and  references  to  the  respective  Rolls 
thereof.  These  Books  are  in  good  order  from  the  year  1660  to  the  preseut  time,  and  respectively  contain 

Y y perfect 
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Appendix,  perfect  Indexes  of  their  several  Contents ; and  they,  together  with  the  other  Books  alluded  to,  are,  in  my  judgment. 
Exchequer:  fully  sufficient  for  the  public  service.  The  chasms  in  the  Records  of  this  Office  have  arisen  from  the  Records 

Law  Side,  having  been  (previous  to  the  removal  of  them  in  the  year  1 794  to  the  present  Public  Offices)  kept  not  only  in 
6a.  private  but  obscure  houses ; and  therefore  they  were  liable,  as  well  to  embezzlement  and  spoliation,  as  to 
f 'ep*Las 1136  destruction  from  neglect  In  such  cases  or  periods  where  any  defects  now  apjjear,  they  are  irremediable ; 

> because,  being  matter  of  Record,  where  the  original  Document  has  been  spoliated  or  embezzled,  or  from 

neglect  suffered  to  be  decayed  or  destroyed,  it  cannot  be  replaced.  No  inconvenience,  for  the  last  thirty  years, 
to  my  own  personal  knowledge,  has  arisen  from  any  fatality  occurring  in  the  custody  or  arrangement  of  the 
Records  of  this  Office  ; and  that  fact  will  probably  suggest  to  the  Commissioners  the  dangers  that  may  arise  to 
the  Public  by  a more  detailed  Answer  to  the  fourth  Quere. 

(5.) — There  are  employed,  for  the  Custody  and  Arrangement  of  the  Records,  &c.  the  following  Officers  and 
Clerks : — John  Pollock,  Esquire,  First  Deputy  Clerk  of  the  Pleas ; Joseph  Farran,  Second  Deputy  Clerk  of 
the  Pleas;  William  Haughton,  Clerk  of  Attachments  and  Appearances;  Launcellot  Lewis,  Clerk  of  the 
Alphabets  and  Memorials,  of  Assignments  of  Judgments,  and  Clerk  of  the  Special  Bails ; John  Carey  and 
Henry  Carey,  Clerks  of  the  Pleadings;  Gerald  Byrne,  Clerk  of  the  Rules;  Richard  Patten,  Clerk  of  the 
Satisfaction  of  Judgments.  For  their  several  Duties,  I beg  leave  to  refer  to  the  several  statements  thereof 
hereunto  annexed. 

There  are  also  in  the  Office  the  under-named  established  Clerks ; viz.  William  Mathers,  Joseph  Mathers, 
Charles  II.  Meares,  and  Henry  Yeo.  The  Duty  of  these  Gentlemen,  together  with  Messrs.  Carey  and 
Patten,  is  to  make  out,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Attomies  of  the  Court  who  may  think  fit  to  retain  and  employ 
them  for  those  purposes,  the  various  judicial  Writs  which  issue  forth  of  the  Court;  also,  the  marking  of 
Judgments,  preparing  Records  of  Nisi  Prius  for  trial,  Books  for  Judges  on  the  various  Law  Arguments ; and 
such  other  official  business  as  such  Attomies  may  direct  them  to  transact.  In  fact,  these  Persons  bear  to  the 
Attomies  of  this  side  of  the  Court  of  Exchequer,  a relation  nearly  similar,  in  the  respect  alluded  to,  to  that  in 
which  the  Six  Clerks  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  stand  to  the  Solicitors  of  that  Court ; and  these  Persons  and  their 
Predecessors  have,  by  the  Custom  and  Practice  of  this  Office,  for  time  immemorial  transacted  such  business. 
All  the  foregoing  Persons  served  their  apprenticeships  in  the  Office,  and  are  sworn  Attomies;  and  their  Duties, 
as  l>efore  stated,  arc  performed  by  them,  and  such  Clerks  as  they  find  necessary  to  employ  ; and  they  are  paid 
by  the  several  Solicitors  who  employ  them,  according  to  established  Rates  of  Charges,  or  adequately  to  the 
nature,  labour  and  time,  expended  by  them  in  such  business,  according  to  the  circumstances  attending  it.

(7.) — I do  not  know  of  any  Matters  not  comprised  in  the  preceding  Questions,  which  are  necessary  or  expe- 
dient to  observe,  for  rendering  the  use  of  the  said  Records  more  convenient  to  the  Public.

Court  of  Exchequer,  in  Ireland,  to  the  Queries  directed  by  the  Commissioners  on  Public 
Records. 

•rk  ofthe  0-) — THE  Records  (subordinate^)  in  my  custody,  are  Manuscript  Books,  called  Rule  Books;  in  these 

Rules.  Books  are  contained  the  Orders  made  by  said  Court  in  the  progress  of  Causes  therein;  there  are  not 

v ' any  chasms  or  deficiencies  in  these  Books,  from  the  year  1726  to  the  present  time. 

(2.) — Is  fully  answered  in  the  Report  of  John  Pollock,  Esquire,  Deputy  Clerk  of  the  Pleas  ; to  which  I beg 
leave  to  refer. 

(3.) — In  general  these  Books  are  in  good  preservation,  some  of  the  old  Books  would  require  new  binding; 
they  are  arranged  in  regular  yearly  and  termly  order,  and  are  easily  referred  to. 

(4.) — Each  of  these  Rule  Books  hath  a particular  Index  of  the  Parties’  names  in  each  cause  therein,  arranged 

alphabetically  in  the  Plaintiff’s  name,  and  referring  to  the  number  of  the  page  wherein  the  Rule  or  Order  ia 

entered. 

(5.) — The  duties  of  the  Office  are  so  laborious  during  the  Terms,  and  a great  part  of  the  Vacations,  that 
my  whole  time  is  occupied  in  attending  to  them,  whereby  I am  compelled  to  relinquish  (though  otherwise 
qualified)  the  general  business  of  the  Law  Exchequer  Office,  for  such  of  the  practitioners  of  the  Court  as  might 
think  proper  to  employ  me.  There  is  a Clerk  assisting  and  joined  with  me  in  the  custody  and  arrangement 
of  the  said  Rule  Books;  his  name  is  Henry  Yeo;  his  duty  it  is  to  assist  in  giving  the  Books  for  the 
inspection  of  Attomies  and  their  known  Clerks,  and  the  Parties  interested,  who  demand  an  inspection  of 
them,  and  to  assist  in  entering,  alphabeting,  and  making  out  the  Rules  and  Orders ; he  has  no  annual  or 
other  Salary,  Allowance,  or  Emolument,  from  the  Public  in  respect  of  such  Custody  and  Services. 

Hours 
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Hours  of  Attendance:  In  Term,  from  ten  in  the  forenoon  until  four,  and  from  seven  in  the  afternoon  Atoejtoix. 
until  nine.  In  Vacation,  Evening  attendance  is  neither  required  nor  necessary ; daily  attendance  is  given,  Exchequer : 
between  the  hours  of  twelve  and  four.  But  at  all  times  of  the  year,  attendance  is  uniformly  given  at  all  Law  Side, 
reasonable,  and  often  at  most  unreasonable  times,  when  from  previous  intimation  and  urgent  circumstances  63. 
such  attendance  has  been  found  necessary  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Public,  or  individual  Suitors  of  C,tj|'u,0^tl'e 
the  Court.  ' » • 

Fees  and  Emoluments : The  Rule  Books  for  the  last  two  years,  which  consist  of  Eight  Books,  are 
open  for  inspection  without  Fee  or  Reward.  The  Fees  received  by  me  in  virtue  of  this  Office,  are  as 
follow  : For  every  Search  and  Attendance  more  remote  than  two  years  and  within  five  years,  1 9. : — For 
die  like,  more  remote  than  five  and  within  ten  years,  as.  6d. : — For  the  like,  still  more  remote,  according 
to  time  and  trouble: — For  every  Attendance  in  Court  with  any  Record,  6s.  Sd. : — Searching  for  and  issuing 
each  attested  Copy  of  a Rule  (exclusive  of  the  Stamp  Duties  and  Attestation,)  a s. : — But  if  the  Order  be 
long,  as  on  debuted  Motions,  3 s. : — Net  Annual  Amount  of  said  Fees,  upon  an  Average  of  the  last  three  years, 
according  to  a computation,  possibly  not  strictly  correct,  yet  the  best  1 am  able  to  make,  416/.  8$. 

(6.) — I hope  I have  fully  answered  in  die  Fifth. 

(7.) — It  would  tend  much,  in  my  humble  opinion,  to  die  convenience  of  the  Public,  and  of  the  Suitors,  and 
also  to  the  preservation  of  the  Records  themselves ; that  additional  Apartments  should  be  built  and  presses 
made  therein,  for  die  reception  not  only  of  die  Records  before  mentioned,  but  of  the  progressively  accumulating 
Records  of  this  Office.  It  might  be  necessary  that  die  Architect  employed  for  dint  purpose,  should  act  under 
die  direction  of  die  Chief  Officer,  as  he  best  knows  what  the  size,  shape,  height,  and  depth,  of  the  presses 
ought  to  be,  from  his  knowledge  of  die  Records  intended  to  be  deposited.  As  the  present  Offices  are  lofty, 
perhaps  Galleries  might  be  made  going  round  the  Offices;  this  would  probably  be  preferable  to  the  present  mode 
of  using  long  ladders,  a mode  very  injurious  to  the  Records,  (most  of  the  Rolls  being  very  weighty,  and 
receiving  great  injury  from  removing  them  down  a ladder,)  and  highly  dangerous  to  die  personal  safety  of  those 
employed  to  produce  them.  .

— THE  Records  diat  are  in  my  custody,  as  Clerk  of  die  Pleadings,  consist  of  the  Declarations,  clerk  of  the 
Demurrers,  Replications,  Rejoinders,  and  odier  the  Pleadings  of  all  kinds,  in  Actions  in  die  Law  side  of  the  Pleadings. 
Exchequer  (except  Declarations  and  Pleas  in  Ejectment);  all  Affidavits  filed  in  the  Pleas  Office  (Affidavits  to 
ground  Writs  of  Capias  Quominus  and  Affidavits  of  Service  of  Common  Law  Subpoenas,  and  of  Capias  ad 
Respondendum  excepted,  which  are  in  the  custody  of  the  Clerk  of  die  Appearances  and  Attachments.)  I have 
die  different  files  of  Pleadings  since  die  year  1780,  with  die  exception  of  die  following  Files  between  1780  and 
1793 ; Michaelmas  Term  1780,  Michaelmas  Term  1781,  Easter  Term  1781,  Hilary  Term  1782,  Trinity 
Term  1782,  Michaelmas  Term  1782,  Easter  Term  1783,  Michaelmas  Term  1784,  Trinity  Term  1785, 

Hilary  Term  1787,  Trinity  Term  1787,  Hilary  Term  1 788,  Easter  Term  1788,  Michaelmas  Term  1789, 

Hilary  Term  1790,  Easter  Term  1790,  Michaelmas  Term  1791,  Easter  Term  1792,  and  Easter  Term  1793, 
winch  were  many  years  ago  partly  destroyed  in  a House  in  Fishamble  Street,  where  the  Office  was  then  kept, 
before  its  removal  to  its  present  situation ; other  of  such  Files  were  destroyed,  after  die  removal  of  diem  to 
the  present  Buildings,  by  a sudden  inundation  of  the  River  Liffey,  into  an  apartment  of  the  present  Building, 
where,  for  want  of  presses  or  rooms  to  put  diem  in  they  were  obliged  to  be  deposited ; since  which  time  presses 
have  been  erected  in  every  vacant  space  of  the  Offices  allotted  to  this  side  of  die  Court,  and  even  in  die 
common  passage  for  want  of  other  room,  where  they  are  now  kept,  as  regularly  as  the  space  and  accommoda- 
tion allotted  to  this  Office  can  permit ; but  the  same,  from  the  want  of  sufficient  room,  are  by  no  means  in  a safe 
or  proper  situation.  Previous  to  the  period  above-mentioned,  I know  of  110  other  Pleadings,  none  having  ever 
come  to  my  custody  or  keeping,  except  odd  Files  of  different  years. 

(a.) — Such  Records  are  lodged  in  die  Common  Pleas  Office  of  the  Exchequer,  which  Building  is  Public 
property ; its  condition  as  to  accommodation  is  deficient,  in  die  want  of  a sufficient  number  of  rooms  and 
presses,  wherein  such  Records  could  be  lodged  with  safety  and  regularity. 

(3O — The  Records  above-mentioned,  are  in  a state  of  good  preservation.  The  Declarations  are  on  Files,  a 
separate  File  for  each  Term,  and  the  Pleas  on  Files,  one  for  each  year,  and  are  kept  in  presses  regularly 
arranged  according  to  the  years  and  terms ; the  different  Files  of  Affidavits  are  kept  in  die  same  order. 

(4.) — There  are  Books  in  which  die  different  Pleadings  are  regularly  entered  and  numbered,  according  to  their 
receipt  in  die  Office,  with  proper  Indexes  to  the  same,  and  which  Books  are  in  regular  order,  since  the  year 
1 770,  inclusive.  I have  some  Books  previous  to  that  period,  but  not  in  any  regular  order;  the  Affidavits  are 

numbered 
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numbered  and  put  upon  different  Files,  according  as  they  are  received  in  the  Office.  There  are  separate  Files 
for  each  term,  and  each  year  is  tied  up  together.  I know  not  where  such  Books  or  Files  are,  previous  to  die 
]ieriod  above  alluded  to  (nor  can  the  want  of  such  Files  or  Books  be  attended  with  any  inconvenience  or  injury 
to  the  Public,  as  pleadings  after  six  or  seven  years  are  never  resorted  to,  nor  was  there  a pleading  wanted  for 
23  years  back,  tlrnt  was  not  immediately  found  ;)  wherever  they  may  be,  they  are  Public  property. 

My  Son  is  joined  with  me  in  die  Office.  The  care  and  custody  of  all  die  foregoing  Books,  Pleadings,  and 
Affidavits,  remain  with  him  and  me.  We  have  an  Apprentice,  and  employ  three,  or  sometimes  four  or  more 
Clerks,  to  assist  us  in  expediting  the  public  business ; which  Clerks  are  paid  by  us,  and  receive  no  Fee  or 
Emolument  from  the  Public  whatsoever.  The  attendance,  is  every  day  in  the  year  (Sundays  excepted.)  The 
hours  of  attendance,  in  Term-time,  are  from  Ten  o'clock  in  the  Morning  until  Four,  and  from  Seven  o’clock  in 
die  Evening  until  Nine;  but  during  die  Vacation,  evening  attendance  is  dispensed  with. 

The  Fees,  dcmandahlc  and  received  by  us  from  the  Public  in  our  Office,  on  die  under-mentioned  business, 
are  as  follow: — For  every  Sheet,  Pleading,  or  Affidavit,  containing  72  words,  2d.: — For  every  Certificate, 
1 s.  6 d. : — For  every  Attendance  and  Search  for  an  Affidavit,  within  four  years,  1 6'. : — If  above  four  years, 
2 s.  6d. : — For  every  Attendance  with  a Record  in  Court,  6s.  S d.: — For  every  Search  for  a Pleading,  after 
three  years,  2 s.  6d. : — There  is  no  Fee  charged  for  any  Search  for  a Pleading  within  diat  period. — Not  having 
kept  any  Account  of  tile  annual  Amount  of  the  foregoing  Fees  received  by  me  or  my  Son,  (except  an  Account 
of  the  Copies  of  Pleadings,)  I am  not  able  to  give  an  average  Amount  of  the  total  yearly  Emoluments  of  my 
Office,  for  such  Foes  for  the  last  three  years,  but  believe  they  may  amount  to  about  500  /.  Independent  of 
die  Emoluments  arising  from  the  business  above-mentioned,  we  have  certain  Fees  and  Allowances  paid  to  us 
by  such  of  die  Attomies  as  we  may  be  employed  by,  for  die  purpose  of  transacting  their  official  business,  and 
making  out  the  various  judicial  Writs,  marking  Judgments,  preparing  Records  for  Trial,  and  enrolling  the 
issue  of  such  Records,  enrolling  Records  in  Demurrer,  and  Bills  of  Exception,  and  making  out  Books  for  the 
Barons  for  the  argument  of  same,  aud  such  other  official  business  as  has  been  die  use  and  custom  of  die 
Court  and  Office  to  have  transacted  by  such  Officers,  from  time  immemorial ; but  as  dicse  Emoluments  do 
not  relate,  either  to  the  custody  or  arrangement  of  the  Records,  they  are  not  included  hi  the  foregoing 
Statement. 

(6.) — Myself  and  my  Son  arc  the  only  persons  intrusted  widi  the  care  and  custody  of  said  Records,  whose 
duty  it  is  to  attend  upon  every  Search,  and  to  take  care  that  each  Record  is  restored  to  its  proper  place. 

(7.) — The  name  of  our  Office  is  Filacer  and  Clerk  of  the  Pleadings.  I know  of  no  other  Matter  which  it  is 
necessary  to  observe,  for  rendering  the  use  of  such  Records  more  convenient  to  die  Public.

65.  CLERK  OF  THE  ALPHABETS. 

The  Answers  of  Lanccllot  Lewis,  Clerk  of  the  Alphabets  in  the  Pleas  Side  of  the  Court  of  Exchequer, 
to  the  Queries  directed  by  the  Commissioners  on  die  Public  Records  in  Ireland. 

(1.) — TIIE  making  out  in  alphabetical  order  in  the  Defendants'  names  the  Judgment  Books,  containing  all 
Judgments  obtained  by  Cognovit,  aud  in  Actions  on  the  Case,  the  Memorials  of  Assignments  of  Judgments, 
Books  of  Bails  at  Bar,  and  the  Petitions  of  Insolvent  Debtors.  The  Eurolment  of  the  Memorials  commenced 
in  the  year  1 73C,  and  was  discontinued  in  1 76.fi : I have  no  knowledge  of  the  reason  or  cause  of  such 
discontinuance. 

(2.) — Answered  by  John  Pollock,  Esq.  Officer;  to  which  I beg  leave  to  refer. 

(3.) — The  Memorials  of  Assignments  of  Judgments  are  made  up  in  annual  order,  and  placed  in  presses, 
which  are  ranged  in  the  centre  passage  of  the  Offices ; a situation  very  insecure  and  unfit  lor  their  preservation, 
and  not  sufficiently  spacious  to  contain  die  progressive  Files. 

(4.)— There  are  regular  Entries  of  such  Records,  with  proper  references  to  them  from  die  Judgment  Rolls. 
The  Enrolment  of  the  Memorials,  mentioned  in  my  Answer  to  the  first  Quere,  I apprehend  may  be  completely 
brought  up  by  four  Clerks,  in  about  three  years. 

(5.) — -There  is  not  any  Salary  in  my  Department  chargeable  on  Public  Money.  The  Fee  on  a Search 
is  2 s.  6 d.t  and  fora  Copy  of  a Memorial  of  Assignment  of  a Judgment,  is.  6d. ; there  is  no  Attendance 
therewith.  I have  an  Assistant  Clerk  ; hours  of  attendance  from  Ten  to  Four  in  die  forenoon,  and  from 
Seven  to  Nine  in  die  evening.  Not  having  kept  any  Account  of  die  annual  Amount  of  die  Fees  in  my  Depart- 
ment, I am  not  enabled  to  give  an  average  rate  of  die  yearly  Emoluments  of  my  Office  for  the  last  three 
years,  but  believe  it  may  amount  to  about  So/.

The  different  Files  of  Affidavits  of  Common  Law  Subpccnas,  on  which  the  foregoing  Attachments  arc  entered 
are  regular,  from  the  year  1768  to  the  present  time,  except  that  the  different  Files  for  the  years  177S, 

1785,  178G,  1787,  1788,  1789,  and  1790,  and  also  three  Terms  of  those  Affidavits,  for  the  year  1791, 
viz.  Hilaryr,  Trinity,  and  Michaelmas,  are  wanting. 

The  different  Files  of  Appearances  are  regular,  from  the  year  1793  to  tlie  present  time,  with  the  exception 
of  the  following  Years  and  Terms  ; viz.

There  are  also  in  my  custody,  the  Warrants  of  Attorney  to  acknowledge  Satisfaction  of 
such  Judgments  as  the  same  relate  to,  from  the  year  1.761,  and  are  continued  down  to  the  present  time, 
without  any  chasm  or  deficiency. 

(•2.) — Fully  answered  by  John  Pollock,  Esquire. 

(3.) — The  state  of  the  lirst-mentioned  Records;  namely,  the  Judgment  Rolls  and  the  Books  referring  thereto, 
are  also  answered  as  above.  And  in  respect  to  the  Warrants  to  acknowledge  Satisfaction,  they  are  in  a good 
state  of  preservation,  and  are  arranged  in  presses,  in  regular  order.  These  Warrants  are  filed  according  to 
their  respective  dates,  and  are  tied  up  in  bundles,  one  bundle  for  each  year,  and  are  indorsed  accordingly.

The  attendance  in  my  Office  (which 
is  daily)  is  in  Term  time  from  ten  o’clock  in  the  morning  to  lorn'  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  or  later,  if  business 
requires,  and  from  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening  to  nine  o'clock  at  night;  but  in  Vacation,  evening  attendance  is 
dispensed  with.

Not  having  kept  any  Account  of  the  annual  Amount  of  the  foregoing  Fees,  I am  not  enabled  (with  accuracy) 
to  state  the  exact  amount  of  die  Average  tiiereof  for  the  three  last  years,  but  believe  the  Average  of  such  Fees 
may  amount  to  250/.  yearly,  independent  of  the  Emoluments  arising  from  the  business  above  mentioned. 
I have  certain  usual  Fees  paid  to  me  by  such  of  the  Attornies  as  I may  be  employed  by,  for  the  purpose  of 
transacting  their  official  business,  and  making  out  the  various  Judicial  Writs,  marking  Judgments,  preparing 
Records  for  Trial,  and  enrolling  die  Issue  of  such  Records,  enrolling  Records  in  Demurrer  and  Bills  of 
Exception,  and  making  out  Books  for  the  Barons  for  die  argument  of  same,  and  such  other  official  business  as 
bus  been  the  custom  and  praedee  of  die  Court  and  Office  to  have  transacted  by  such  Officers  from  time 
immemorial;  but  as  these  emoluments  do  not  relate,  eidier  to  die  custody  or  arrangement  of  the  Records, 
they  are  not  included  in  the  foregoing  Statement. 

(6.) — I am  the  Person  acting  under  the  first  Deputy,  specially  intrusted  with  the  care  of  die  said  Records, 
and  my  duty  is  to  attend  upon  every  Search ; but  the  custom  has  been,  diat  every  Officer  and  established 
Clerk  in  die  Office  have  had,  and  still  have,  the  privilege  of  referring  to  the  aforesaid  Books  and  Rolls.

There  are  fourteen  of  these  Books 
in  the  Offiee,  commencing  April  1787,  and  ending  1st  September  1810.  There  are  no  Books  or  Records 
previous  to  that  time. 


(2.) — The  Books  are  kept  in  tlie  Public  Office,  King’s  Inns  Quay,  Dublin. 

(3-) — They  are  in  good  preservation,  arranged  by  numbers. 

(4-) — The  entries  are  made  therein,  according  to  the  day  of  the  month  and  year.  An  Index  is  not  necessary.

The  several  Answers  of  Henry  Dwyer,  Esquire,  Register  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  to  the  several 
Queries,  as  required  by  the  Right  Honourable  the  Commissioners  on  Public  Records  in  Ireland. 

(1.) — THE  several  sorts  of  Public  Records,  Rolls,  Instruments,  and  Manuscript  Rooks  and  Papers  in  my 
custody,  as  Register  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  and  Keeper  of  such  Records,  are  Petitions  of  Suitors  appealing 
from  the  Judgment  of  the  Commissioners  and  Sub-Commissioners  in  Revenue  and  Excise  Causes,  requiring 
In  junctions  to  stop  the  effect  of  Such  Judgments,  until  tire  Causes  should  be  heard,  and  Judgments  given  by 
the  Commissioners  of  Apjicals.  Petitions  of  like  nature  have  not  been  regularly  kept  before  my  appointment; 
nor  were  same,  on  my  appointment,  handed  over  to  me.  The  Petitions  are  kept  in  bundles,  according  to  their 
dates.  All  Petitions,  from  the  16th  day  of  July  1807  (the  time  when  I was  appointed  Register),  until  the 
present  lime,  I have  in  my  custody.  The  Petitions  which  were  presented,  from  the  year  1 749  to  the  year 
1807,  I have  not ; but  I do  not  conceive  that  the  want  of  such  Petitions  can  be  any  material  loss  to  the  Public, 
as  Entries  are  made  in  Rooks  kept  for  that  purpose,  of  all  Injunctions  which  were  issued  in  consequence  of 
such  Petitions  ; which  Rooks  (commencing  the  26th  February  1761,  and  continued  to  the  present  time)  are  in 
my  custody,  and  are  kept  in  a Press  under  lock  and  key,  in  the  Court  of  Appeals.  Four  Books,  containing 
the  Rules  respectively  entered  in  every  Cause  heard  in  said  Court  on  such  Petitions  and  Lijunctions,  com- 
mencing in  Easter  Term  1 749,  and  ending  last  Trinity  Term ; which  Books  are  also  kept  in  said  Press  in  said 
Court  of  Appeals.  Copies  of  the  Proceedings  had  before  the  Commissioners  and  Sub-Commi3sioners  arc 
transmitted  by  the  Examiner  of  Information  Rooks,  or  by  the  several  Collectors  (hs  the  case  may  be,)  to  the 
Register  of  die  Court  of  Appeals ; which  Copies  being  transmitted  to  die  Register  as  aforesaid,  are  by  him 
kept  in  alphabetical  order,  in  a Press  in  said  Court.  Affidavits  made  by  the  Parties  Appellants  and  Respon- 
dents in  said  Court,  or  those  concerned  for  them,  are  in  Bundles  and  on  Files  prepared  for  that  purpose,  and 
kept  in  a Press  in  said  Court.  Decrees  pronounced  by  the  Commissioners  of  Appeals,  which  are  entered 
in  Rooks  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  signed  by  die  respective  Commissioners  before  whom  sucli  Causes  were 
beard  : The  first  Book  containing  such  Decrees,  commences  the  26th  of  February  1761,  and  ends  the  21st  of 
February  1772; — die  second  commences  die  6th  of  March  1772,  and  ends  die  2$di  May  1784  (but  die 
Decrees  in  the  second  Book  have  not  been  signed  by  die  Commissioners,  as  they  have  been  in  the  first  Rook) ; — 
the  diird  commences  the  19th  of  June  1784,  and  ends  the  lidi  of  June  1801  ; — the  fourdi  commences 
the  12th  of  June  1801,  and  ends  Michaelmas  Term  1809  ; — and  the  fifth  commences  in  Hilary  Term  1810, 
and  is  continued  to  the  present  time.  The  first  Book,  containing  the  Rules  entered  on  Proceedings  in  said 
Court,  commences  in  Easter  Term  1 749 ; and  die  first  Book,  containing  the  Decrees  of  said  Court,  com- 
mences the  26th  of  February  1761  ; so  that  the  Decrees  of  said  Court  are  w-anting  from  Easter  Term  1740  to 
Hilary  Term  1761,  and  from  the  6th  of  March  1 772  to  the  2Sth  May  1784;  die  Book  for  which  period 
coutains  Entries  of  Decrees  only,  which  Entries  have  not  been  signed  by  the  then  Commissioners.  The 
foregoing  Petitions,  Entries  of  Injunctions,  Rule  Books,  Transmisses  or  Copies  of  Proceedings  lmd  before 
tlic  Commissioners  and  Sub-Commissioners  in  Revenue  Causes,  with  the  Documents  made  use  of  before  them ; 
Affidavits,  and  Books  containing  die  Decrees  of  the  Commissioners  of  Appeals ; are  the  only  Public  Records, 
Rolls  Instruments,  manuscript  Books  or  Papers,  diat  now  are  or  ever  were  in  my  custody  as  Keeper  of 
same  ; no  other  having  been  handed  to  me  by  Henry  Coddington,  Esquire,  the  late  Register  : nor  can  I account 
for  any  chasm  or  deficiency  in  die  series  of  such  Records,  save  as  is  hereinbefore  stated. 

(2.) — The  said  Books  and  Papers  relating  to  the  Court  of  Appeals,  are  lodged  in  die  Room  in  which  said 
Court  sits,  at  the  Four  Courts,  Dublin,  which  is  in  good  condition  as  to  security ; but  for  accommodation,  and 
for  the  purpose  of  keeping  die  Books  and  Papers  iu  a more  distinct  and  better  manner,  it  would  be  necessary  to 
have  a separate  Office,  and  two  Alphabets,  similar  to  the  one  at  present  iu  said  Court ; which  Court  is  part  of 
a public  Building,  and  not  private  property. 

(3,)-Tl* 
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(3.) — The  Records,  which  are  the  Decrees  of  said  Court  (as  handed  over  to  me  by  the  late  Register),  are  in 
good  condition,  and  are  contained  in  five  Books;  the  first  containing  Decrees  (with  Injunctions  in  tire  same 
Book)  commencing  the  26th  of  February  1701,  and  ending  the  21st  of  February  1772;  the  second  com- 
mencing the  6th  of  March  1772,  and  ending  the  28th  of  May  1784;  but  which  last  Decrees  have  not  been 
signed  by  the  then  Commissioners;  the  third  commencing  the  19th  of  June  1784,  and  ending  the  Uth  of  June 
1801 ; the  fourth  commencing  the  12th  of  June  1801,  and  ending  Michaelmas  Term  1809  ; and  the  fifth  from 
Michaelmas  Term  1 809  to  the  present  time. 

(4.) — There  are  no  Indexes  to  any  of  the  Rule  Books,  or  Books  containing  the  Entries  of  Injunctions  issued ; 
nor  are  there  Indexes  to  the  first  or  second  Books  containing  the  Decrees  and  Entries  of  Decrees  made  by 
said  Court ; but  by  having  Indexes  to  said  Books,  it  would  enable  any  Person  who  might  require  to  know  the 
Proceedings  had  in  any  Cause  to  refer  to  same,  and  vvbuld  very  materially  facilitate  such  Search,  and  make  it 
perfectly  easy  to  Persons  making  the  same,  which  is  now  attended  with  difficulty  and  loss  of  time : such 
Indexes  would  therefore  be  of  general  use,  but  could  not  be  completed  by  the  ordinary  diligence  of  the 
Persons  usually  employed  in  my  Office,  and  therefore  extraordinary  assistance  would  be  necessary,  and  which 
could  not  be  completed  by  one  Person  in  less  time  than  twelve  months.  But  I am  not  able  to  state  whether 
such  Catalogues  or  Indexes,  or  other  Books,  as  are  wanting  in  my  Office)  are  in  the  possession  of  any  other 
Person ; but  if  they  are,  they  are  public  and  not  private  property. 

(5.) — I am  the  only  Officer  employed  by  the  Commissioners  of  Appeals  for  the  custody  and  arrangement  of 
the  Records,  & c.  in  my  Office  ; and  two  Clerks  are  employed  by  me,  (one  to  assist  me  in  attendance  in  the 
Court  of  Appeals  each  day  during  the  Sitting  of  said  Court,  to  issue  Injunctions  and  Decrees;  and  the  other 
Clerk  is  employed  to  make  Copies  of  the  Transmisscs  in  each  Cause  for  the  Parties  applying  for  same,)  who 
respectively  attend  my  Office  from  ten  till  four  each  day,  and  from  seven  until  nine  in  the  evening;  and  whose 
Salaries  are  respectively  paid  by  me.  The  Fees  payable  to  me  are  the  same  as  were  payable  to  the  late  and  all 
former  Registers,  and  are  paid  by  the  Suitors  in  said  Court,  and  are  as  follow ; — 1 /.  10$.  on  issuing  an 
Injunction;  1 3 x.  4 d.  for  entering  and  Copy  of  each  Rule;  6 s.  Sd.  for  filing  an  Affidavit,  and  \s.Sd.  for 
swearing  same ; 9 d.  per  sheet  for  Copies  of  Transmisses ; and  1 1.  1 8 s.  9 d.  for  each  Decree : The  net 
Average  of  which  Fees,  for  the  last  three  years,  amounts  to  about  960 1.  yearly. 

(6.) — I am  the  only  Person  specially  intrusted  with  the  care  of  said  Records,  &c.  and  whose  duty  it  is  to 
attend  on  every  Search,  and  to  take  care  that  every  Record,  &c.  be  duly  and  fairly  restored  to  its  proper  place  ; 
and  the  name  of  my  Office  is,  Register  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  ; and  to  enable  me  to 
fulfil  the  duties  of  which,  I am  under  the  necessity  of  employing  two  Assistants. 

(7.) — I know  of  no  Matters  not  comprised  in  the  said  Queries,  which  I think  necessary  or  expedient  to 
observe,  for  rendering  the  use  of  said  Records,  &C.  more  convenient  to  the  Public.

I HAVE  been  favoured  with  your  Letter  of  the  18th  of  September  last,  addressed  to  me  as  Clerk  of  the 
Errors  of  the  Court  of  Exchequer  Chamber ; in  reply  to  which  I am  to  state,  that  the  only  sort  of  Public 
Record,  Roll,  Instrument,  or  Manuscript  Book  or  Paper,  which  comes  to  my  hand  or  care  in  that  capacity, 
is,  the  Transcript  of  every  Record  removed  by  Writ  of  Error  from  the  Courts  of  King’s  Bench,  Common 
Pleas,  or  Exchequer,  into  the  Exchequer  Chamber,  where  the  same  afterwards  remains  in  my  care.  And 
there  are  not  any  chasms,  deficiencies,  or  losses  of  any  of  such  Transcripts,  since  the  said  Court  was  esta- 
blished, at  which  time  I was  appointed  Clerk  of  the  Errors  by  the  King’s  Patent.  There  being  no  Public- 
Office  allotted  to  me,  the  said  Transcripts  are  kept  by  me  in  my  private  House,  in  Great  George’s-street, 
Rutland-square,  where  they  remain  in  perfect  Preservation ; and  are  not  so  numerous  as  to  require  any 
arrangement  in  point  of  order,  the  whole  being  contained  in  one  private  Drawer  in  my  Study. 

I do  not  employ  any  Officer  or  Clerk  for  the  custody  or  arrangement  of  the  said  Records  or  Transcripts. 
One  confidential  Clerk  is  intrusted  with  each  Record  whilst  he  makes  out  one  Copy,  from  which  the  other 
Clerks  make  the  other  Copies  of  the  said  Records  for  the  Judges.  The  Fees  of  the  Clerks  intrusted  to  make 
these  Copies  are  2 d.  per  office  sheet,  and  3 s.  per  Roll  on  the  Enrolments  of  the  Judgments.  They  have  no 
particular  horn's  of  attendance ; it  being  my  duty  to  expedite  every  case  that  is  transmitted  to  the  Court. 

My  Fees,  as  Patentee,  are  as  stated  in  the  Schedule  hereunto  annexed,  which  are  the  same  as  charged  in 
the  former  Court  of  Exchequer  Chamber  by  ray  Predecessor  ; and  die  Average  of  those  Fees,  as  received  by 
me  for  the  years  1808,  1809,  and  1810,  is  761  /.  5 s.  5 d.  I cannot  think  of  any  other  thing  material  for  ms 
to  state  in  reply  to  your  Inquiries.

Judge*’  THERE  are  Twelve  Judges  Registers,  Eleven  of  whom  have  made  their  Returns,  which  are  in  substance 
Rrgi-ters.^  ^ follow  : The  Findings  of  Juries  on  Trials  by  Nisi  Prius,  are  lodged  with  them,  and  are  their  authority  to 
make  up  the  Posteas;  which,  when  signed  by  the  respective  Judges,  may  or  may  not  (at  die  will  of  the  Party) 
become  Records,  by  filing  them  in  their  proper  Courts.  Affidavits,  to  postpone  Trials,  are  also  lodged  with 
them ; but,  being  only  of  a temporary  nature,  are  not  considered  as  Records.

The  Answer  of  the  Cleric  of  the  Crown  for  the  Province  of  Leinster,  fo  the  Queries 
transmitted  to  him  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Right  Honourable  the  Commissioners  on  the 
Public  Records  in  Ireland. 

Province  of  (O — THE  Records  arc  as  follow;  viz.  Indictments  for  Crimes  and  Offences  committed  in  the  several 

Leinster.  Counties,  with  the  Informations  in  writing  on  which  the  same  are  grounded,  as  disposed  of  by  the  Grand 

Juries,  at  the  respective  Assizes  holdcn  in  the  several  Counties  within  tliis  Province:  Books,  containing 
Entries  of  all  such  Indictments,  where  the  Parties  accused  were  in  custody,  or  under  Bail  to  appear;  in  wiiich 
Books  are  also  entered,  the  Pleas  of  the  Prisoners,  Verdicts  of  the  Jury,  and  Judgments  of  the  Court : Books, 

containing  the  Presentments  of  the  Grand  Juries  for  raising  Money,  for  making,  widening,  and  repairing 

Roads,  building  and  repairing  Bridges,  Gaols,  Court-houses,  and  other  public  Works,  made  pursuant  to  the 
several  Statutes  in  force  in  Ireland,  for  such  purposes:  Also,  Books  ol  Queries,  formed  on  said  several 
Presentments,  the  several  Affidavits  to  ground  said  Presentments,  and  account  for  the  Sums  of  Money  pre- 
sented : Rolls  of  Informations  returned  at  the  Assizes,  in  cases  where  the  Party  accused  has  not  been  in 
custody  or  bailed : Recognizances  for  the  Appearance  of  persons  under  Bail : together  with  the  Issues  and 
Verdicts  of  the  Petit  Juries  on  persons  tried.  The  said  Records,  for  the  several  Counties  in  the  Province  of 
Leinster,  begin  at  a period  many  years  previous  to  the  year  1 794,  from  wliich  year  they  arc  perfect  to  the 
present  time ; but  to  what  precise  period  of  time  previous  to  said  year,  said  Records  may  be  found,  I cannot 
state,  without  referring  to  the  Records,  which  have  always  remained  in  each  respective  County. 

I state  the  said  Records  to  be  in  a perfect  state  from  the  said  year;  because  on  the  1 otb  of  May  in  said  year, 

I succeeded  to  the  said  Office  : I have  however  little  doubt  that,  with  the  exception  of  the  Queen's  Cpuutv, 
and  County  of  the  Town  of  Drogheda  (and  which  is  hereafter  accounted  for),  tlic  Records  of  my  Office, 
throughout  the  Province,  are  complete,  without  any  chasm  or  deficiency  for  the  last  half  century ; inasmuch 
as  I have,  without  any  difficulty,  whenever  it  became  necessary  to  have  recourse  to  the  antecedent  Recovds, 
always  found  them  without  delay.  The  exception  of  the  Queen's  County  is  owing  to  tliis  circumstance,  which 
appears  recorded  on  oue  of  the  Records  of  said  County ; namely,  that  by  an  accidental  Fire,  which  broke 
out  in  Maryborough,  between  the  Lent  Assizes  in  the  year  1782  and  the  Summer  Assizes  in  the  said  year,  all 
the  Records  previous  to  the  said  Lent  Assizes  1782  were  burned;  and  in  Drogheda,  the  Records,  up  to  the 
year  1793,  were  destroyed  in  the  Tholsel  of  the  Town,  in  the  Rebellion  of  1798. 

(2.) — The  Records  throughout  the  Province  (save  Dublin  and  Drogheda)  are  kept  in  Offices  in  private 
houses,  in  the  respective  County  Towns,  rented  and  paid  for  by  each  County;  with  the  exception  of  the  County 
of  Kildare,  it  being  necessary  in  this  County  to  transmit  the  Records,  for  a few  years  back,  from  and  to  Naas 
to  and  from  the  Town  of  Athy,  (the  Assizes  being  alternately  holdcn  in  each  of  these  Towns ;)  and  therefore,  as 
to  this  County,  the  Records  for  a few  years  back,  so  to  he  removed,  are  deposited  in  an  apartment  in  the  Gaol. 
The  Records  for  Drogheda,  from  the  said  year  1793  to  the  present  time,  are  deposited  in  the  house  of  the 
Deputy  Clerk  of  the  Crown  fur  that  Town,  owing  to  the  Grand  Jury  declining  to  present,  to  defray  the 
expense  of  an  Office  in  the  County  Town ; and  the  Records  for  the  Court  of  Commission  of  Oyer  and 
6 Terminer 
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Terminer  and  Gaol  Delivery  for  the  County  of  Dublin,  and  for  the  County  of  the  City  of  Dublin,  are  deposited 
in  the  New  Sessions  House,  Green-street,  Dublin,  and  are  in  a perfect  state.  The  said  last-mentioned 
Records,  namely  those  for  Dublin,  previous  to  the  year  1792,  were  deposited  by  the  former  Patentee,  in  the 
Office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown  few  the  Court  of  King’s  Bench,  where  they  remain  also  in  a state  of  perfect 

preservation. 

(3.) — The  Records  are  in  perfect  preservation,  and  arranged  according  to  their  respective  Assizes ; the  Indict- 
ments and  Informations,  on  Files,  with  an  alpliabctical  Entry  of  the  Names  and  Residences  of  the  accused, 
the  Offence  shortly  stated,  and  the  Prosecutors  name. 

(4.) — The  Subscriber  begs  leave  to  state,  that  the  Records  are  arranged  as  stated  in  his  last  Answer ; that 
the  Indexes  are  not  defective ; nor  has  the  Subscriber,  during  a period  of  upwards  of  sixteen  years,  found  any 
inconvenience  in  turning  to  the  Records  of  his  Office  at  any  period,  however  distant ; nor  does  he,  at  present, 
conceive  any  benefit  likely  to  arise  to  die  Public,  from  any  further  or  odier  Indexes. 

(5.) — The  only  Officers,  permanently  employed  lor  the  custody  and  arrangement  of  die  said  Records,  arc  the 
Clerk  of  the  Crown  and  liis  Deputy  Clerks  of  the  Crown ; nor  is  diere  any  Officer  paid  for  tiieir  custody  or 
arrangement  by  the  Public.  There  are  no  specified  hours  of  attendance  in  die  Assizes  Towns,  except  during  the 
Assizes,  when  he,  with  his  Clerks  and  Assistants,  constantly  attends : it  being  however  necessary  in  the 
execudon  of  his  Office,  and  in  die  arrangement  ol'  certain  branches  of  it,  with  the  Judges  in  Dublin,  after 
each  Assizes,  and  in  preparing  for  every  succeeding  Circuit,  diat  the  Records,  for  a short  period  antecedent, . 
should  be  in  Dublin,  they  are  accordingly  carried  by  him  to  his  Office  in  Dublin;  by  which  incans  die  Public 
have  an  opportunity,  at  all  times,  of  receiving  whatever  information  may  be  sought.  If  occasion  requires,  die 
Officer  attends  in  the  County  Town  when  called  on.  The  Fees  received  for  Searches,  &c.  are  specified  in  die 
Act  49th  of  George  the  3d.  chap.  lbi.  Sec.  1. ; but  the  same  being  by  no  means  considerable,  no  Account 
having  been  ever  kept  of  them,  I cannot  return  any  Average  thereof ; such  Fees  are  received  by  the  Deputy, 
and  probably  do  not  amount  to  40  s.  per  annum. 

I conceive  the  Glh  Quere  is  replied  to  by  the  last  Answer. 

(7.) — I am  not  aware  of  any  Matters  necessary  or  expedient  to  be  observed  upon,  for  rendering  die  use  of 
die  Records  herein  specified  more  convenient  to  the  Public.

(1 .) — T II E Records  in  the  Crown  Office  are,  Tlic  Crown  Books,  Indictments,  Informations,  Bail  Bonds,  County  of 
Affidavits  returnable  to  Assizes,  for  a considerable  time  past ; as  also  the  Presentment  and  Quere  Books ; . C1‘trt'  . 
togedier  with  the  Presentments  and  Accounting  Affidavits,  Appointment  of  die  different  Officers  by  the  Grand 
Jury;  which  said  several  Books,  &c.  are  arranged  on  Shelves  and  in  Presses  in  annual  succession,  from  the 
year  1 Soo  to  the  present  time.  Prior  to  that  period  there  is  no  regularity  or  order,  but  the  Papers,  &c.  are 
all  lying  in  a separate  apartment  in  confusion,  and  in  a large  heap,  yet  secure.  Some  part  of  the  said  Records 
bear  date  as  far  back  as  the  year  1719  : if  there  are  any  deficiencies  in  die  same,  it  cannot  be  ascertained, 
until  such  time  as  die  Papers  arc  regularly  arranged. 

(2.) — The  Records  arc  kept  in  an  Office  and  other  apartments,  in  die  Town  of  Ennis,  die  private  property 
of  my  Deputy.  Its  condition,  as  to  security,  is  no  otiicr  tiian  tiiat  of  Dwelling  Houses  in  general ; the 
remainder  of  said  House  is  occupied  by  my  Clerk  or  Deputy,  who  occasionally  resides  therein. 

(3.) — See  die  Answer  to  the  J st  Quere. 

(4.) — There  are  no  Catalogues  or  Indexes  in  my  Office,  save  as  mentioned  in  the  First  Answer ; yet  Cata- 
logues, Indexes,  or  Repertories,  would  be  of  great  utility  to  die  Public,  if  the  entire  of  the  Papers  were 
properly  arranged.  I beg  leave  to  state  one  circumstance,  in  support  of  wbat  I assert there  is,  at  present,  a 
man  in  our  Gaol,  who,  at  the  last  Assizes  was  to  have  been  tried  for  some  tririal  Offence,  until  recognized  to 
have  been  a person  who  committed  murder,  in  or  about  the  year  178S,  for  which  he  had  been  indicted ; on 
account  of  die  irregularity  of  die  Papers,  &c.  the  Indictment  could  not  be  found  ; and  the  man  must,  I believe, 
be  prosecuted  on  a new  Information. 

(5-)  My  Deputy  attends  particularly  to  die  regulation  of  die  Papers.  There  are,  independent  of  him,  two 
Clerks,  who  write  continually  in  die  Office ; and  for  some  considerable  time,  before  anil  after  each  Assizes,  there 
are  two  additional  Clerks ; none  of  whom  are  paid  any  Salary  by  the  Public.  The  Fees  demandablc  on  every 
Search,  Certificate,  &c.  are  regulated  by  an  Act  of  the  last  Session  of  Parliament,  entided,  “ An  Act  to  regulate 
“ die  Fees  to  be  paid  to  die  Clerk  of  die  Crown  and  other  Officers,  on  Criminal  Prosecutions  in  Ireland 

and 
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and  the  said  Fees  on  the  Searches,  Certificates,  Copies  of  Informations,  Crown  Summonses,  Capias's,  filing 
Affidavits  on  Crown  business,  &c.  have  amounted,  in  the  year,  to  the  Sum  of  200/.  sterling;  therefore,  for 
the  last  Three  Years,  it  must  be  Goo/,  sterling,  independent  of  the  Fees  presented  on  the  County  for  Criminals 
tried,  indicted,  and  acquitted  during  that  ]>eriod.  I attend  the  Office  myself  frequently ; which  Office  is  open 
from  Ten  until  Four  o'clock,  and  at  any  oilier  hour  requisite. 

(6.) — The  Deputy's  duty  is  to  attend  upon  every  Search,  and  to  take  care  that  every  Record  be  restored  to 
its  proper  place,  with  the  assistance  of  Two  Clerks. 

(7.) — The  Records  are  extremely  defective,  as  the  want  of  them  has  been  often  the  cause  of  very  great 
inconvenience  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown,  in  the  preparation  of  Indictments,  as  well  as  of  great  disappoint- 
ment, in  many  instances,  to  the  Public.  A Map  of  the  County  would  likewise  be  of  very  great  utility  to 
those  concerned  in  the  Office,  as  well  as  the  Public  in  general.

omit'y  of  (1.) — AS  Clerk  of  die  Crown  of  die  County  of  Cork,  I have  die  custody  of  the  following  Records,  &e. — - 

Cork.  Crown  Books,  from  the  year  1740  to  the  present  time. — Capias  Rooks  (in  which  are  alphabetical  Entries 
of  all  Bills  of  Indictment  found)  from  the  year  1747  to  the  present  time. — The  Inquests,  Informations, 
and  Recognizances  returned  to  the  Office,  from  die  year  1740  to  die  present  time;  with  the  several  Bills  of 
Indictment  preferred  diereon,  whether  true  or  ignored  (on  separate  Files). — The  Qucre  and  Presentment 
Books  and  Rolls ; and  the  Affidavits  to  obtain  and  account  for  Presentments,  from  the  year  1 740  to  die  present 
time. — Treasurer's  Accounts,  from  1771  to  1797. — Civil  Bill  Books  of  the  Assizes,  from  1760  to  1796. — 
There  are  also  sonic  old  Records,  of  a date  prior  to  the  year  1 740  ; but  they  arc  in  so  imperfect  a state,  from 
dme  and  damp,  and  die  manner  in  which  diey  were  formerly  kept,  that  nothing  like  a series  or  connection 
can  be  traced  in  them.  Since  my  entering  upon  my  Office  in  the  year  1 794,  I am  not  aware  that  diere  are 
any  chasms  or  deficiencies  in  the  Records ; but  those  of  die  earlier  periods,  owing  to  their  having  been  for- 
merly kept  on  a ground  floor  in  the  Offices  belonging  to  die  Old  Court  House,  considerably  below  the  level 
of  the  street,  were  much  injured  by  a sudden  flood,  which  overflowed  the  greater  part  of  the  City  of  Cork, 
about  twenty  years  since. 

(2.) — There  has  not  been  any  Building  peculiarly  appropriated  to  the  lodgment  of  die  Records : but  on  the 
erection  of  a new  Court  House  and  Offices,  I applied  one  small  room,  on  an  upper  floor,  to  the  purpose.  This 
room  is  very  small  and  inconvenient,  and  not  well  adapted  ; but,  being  enclosed  within  the  precincts  of  die 
Court  House,  where  the  Court  Keeper  resides,  it  is  tolerably  secure. 

(3.) — The  Records,  fr  om  the  year  1 740  to  the  year  1 769,  arc  kept  in  large  boxes,  each  containing  Records 
of  ten  years ; and  from  that  period  to  the  present  time  inclusive,  the  Records  of  each  year  are  contained  in 
a separate  box,  with  die  cxcepdon  of  die  Books  which  arc  arranged  in  order  on  shelves ; and  die  whole  are 
in  tolerably  good  preservation,  with  the  foregoing  exceptions. 

(4.) — There  are  no  Catalogues  or  Repertories,  or  any  more  particular  Indexes,  than  as  before  stated,  nor 
do  I conceive  any  benefit  Uiey  would  be  of  to  the  public  service.  But  should  any  such  be  deemed  expedient, 
I have  no  doubt  but  the  persons  at  present  employed  by  me  would  be  fully  competent  to  form  die  same, 
without  any  further  assistance,  and  in  as  short  a time  as  possible ; but  in  what  time  exactly,  it  would  be 
impossible  to  form  even  a conjecture. 

(5.) — There  are  no  Officers  or  Clerks  employed  for  the  particular  custody  or  arrangement  of  the  Records  hi 
my  Office,  and  paid  by  the  Public ; but  being  also  Clerk  of  die  Peace  of  die  County  of  Cork,  I employ,  at 
my  own  expense,  Two  Deputies  and  Two  Clerks,  for  die  purpose  of  executing  and  assisting  me  in  die  general 
. duties  of  my  Offices ; and  amongst  others,  die  custody,  regulation,  and  arrangement  of  the  Public  Records. 

The  Hours  of  Attendance  for  which  purposes  are,  from  Ten  to  Four  o'clock  each  day  (Sundays  excepted),  and 
frequently  a longer  attendance  is  necessary  : To  these  I pay  considerable  Salaries;  and  they  also  receive  sucli 
Fees  for  Searches,  &c.  as  are  appointed  by  die  Act  of  die  49th  of  die  present  King;  but  die  same  being  by  no 
means  considerable,  and  no  account  having  been  ever  kept  of  them,  I cannot  return  any  Average  thereof. 

(6.) — There  is  no  Person  especially  intrusted  with  die  care  of  said  Records,  odier  than  myself,  and  my 
Deputies  and  Clerks,  to  whom  I commit  the  same,  and  who  attend  upon  every  Search,  and  take  care  that  the 
Records  be  duly  and  fairly  restored  to  the  proper  places. 

("•) — I am  not  aware  of  any  other  Matter  not  comprised  in  diis  Statement,  necessary  or  material  for 
rendering  the  use  of  the  said  Records  more  convenient  to  the  Public.

(1.) — T H E Public  Records  of  diis  Office  are  as  follow : The  Informations  on  which  Indictments  have  been  city  ot  Cork. 

prepared  ; those  On  which  Indictments  have  been  found,  and  those  on  which  they  have  been  ignored,  are  kept  ' ■ * 

on  distinct  Files ; all  Affidavits  relative  to  Crown  business,  kept  on  Files ; Lists  of  Juries,  and  the  several  Findings, 
kept  also  on  Files;  an  alphabetical  Book  of  all  Bills  of  Indictments  found,  called  a Capias  Book,  with  the 
Persons  tried  marked  in  it.  The  Crown  Books  containing  Entries  of  the  Proceedings  at  die  Assizes,  are  also  kept 
in  this  Office  ; also  all  Affidavits  for  obtaining  Presentments  at  the  Assizes,  and  all  Affidavits  accounting  for  die 
expenditure  of  Public  Money,  and  die  Rolls  of  Presentments  made  at  die  preceding  Assizes,  with  a Quere  Book, 
containing  dieir  Entry,  and  how  disposed  of.  The  foregoing  relate  to  the  time  die  present  Clerk  of  die  Crown 
lias  been  in  office,  about  twenty  years;  but  widiout  going  through  diem  all,  it  could  not  be  particularly  ascer- 
tained whedier  there  be  any  chasms  in  die  series  or  not,  but  it  is  radier  supposed  not.  There  are  also  Returns 
made  under  die  late  Militia  Laws. 

(2.) — These  Records  are,  of  necessity,  from  the  want  of  room,  kept  in  the  same  place  with  die  Peace  Office 
Records  and  Town  Office  Records  ; and  the  place  is  very  bad  b point  of  security  or  accommodation. 

(3.) — The  Records  are  in  a very  tolerable  state  of  Preservation,  but  not  arranged  in  so  good  order  as  diey 
might  be,  for  want  of  room ; each  separate  File  is  made  up,  and  indorsed  with  the  Title  of  its  Contents. 

(4.) — There  are  not  any  general  Catalogues,  or  Schedules,  or  any  Index,  but  that  to  die  Capias  Book.  It 
might  be  useful  to  have  diem  completely  arranged,  tiecause  (if  necessity  should  at  any  time  require)  they 
might  be  more  readily  resorted  to  ; but  it  is  very  seldom  indeed  (scarcely  ever)  that  a Search  is  required,  for  any 
time  back. 

(5.) — There  is  no  Officer  or  Clerk  particularly  employed  for  die  custody  and  arrangement  of  these  Records, 
nor  any  Salary  paid  for  any  such  Officer  by  die  Public ; the  Clerk  attending  die  Office,  when  required  to  make 
a Search  or  give  a Copy  of  a Record,  charges  die  Fee  allowed  for  each  by  the  Act  of  the  49th  year  of  die  Kbg, 
chapter  101,  and  no  more. 

(6.) — There  is  no  Person  specially  charged  with  the  care  of  diese  Records ; die  Clerk  in  the  Office  makes 
the  Search  himself,  and  restores  die  File  or  Books  to  its  former  place. 

(7.) — Nothing  occurs  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown  that  is  not  staled  in  the  Answer  to  die  foregoing

Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records  b Ireland. 

(1.) — S AY  S,  That  the  several  sorts  of  Public  Records  in  his  possession,  as  Patentee  Clerk  of  the  Crown  for  conniv  of 
the  County  of  Kerry,  and  Keeper  of  said  Records,  arc,  Coroners  Inquests,  Informations,  Recognizances,  Indict-  Kerry, 
inents;  Crown  Books  of  the  criminal  and  other  Trials  at  die  several  Assizes;  Issues,  with  Verdicts  of  the  Juries 
thereon ; Affidavits  in  criminal  cases ; Indexes  of  Indictments ; Robbery  and  Burning  Petitions,  Presentments 
grounded  thereon ; Recognizances  on  traversing  Presentments ; Affidavits  to  obtain  Presentments  for  Roads, 

Bridges,  and  otiier  Public  Works,  Presentments  thereon;  Accounts  of  the  Expenditure  of  Public  Money,  and 
Affidavits  verifying  same ; Quereson  Presentments;  Maps  and  Estimates  of  Bridges  and  new  Roads,  Contracts 
for  keeping  Roads  in  repair,  the  County  Treasurer’s  Accounts,  and  Affidavits  verifying  same;  Civil  Bill  Books; 
two  Leases  executed  by  the  late  Sir  Barry  Denny  the  elder,  whereby  he  demised  for  Lives  renewable  for  ever, 
to  the  then  Grand  Jury  (b  Trust  for  said  County),  the  Ground  whereon  the  County  Court  House  and  its 
Offices,  and  the  County  Gaol  and  its  Offices,  are  built;  an  Abridgement  of  the  Statutes,  the  Statutes  at  large 
to  the  commencement  of  the  Union,  and  the  Statutes  received  by  him  from  thence  to  the  last  Session  of 
Parliament;  the  County  and  Baronial  Maps,  the  Mail  Coach  Road  Maps,  and  Estimates.  Says,  that*  in  the 
Index  of  Indictments  a chasm  or  deficiency  has  occurred  for  some  years  back,  for  want  of  die  alphabetical 
Books  necessary  to  continue  the  same,  but  which  Books  havbg  been  lately  procured  by  Presentment  on  the 
County,  the  said  Index  will  be  forthwith  continued  to  the  present  time. 

(2.) — Says,  the  said  Records  are  deposited  in  shallow  and  inconvenient  presses  ranged  against  the  damp  wall 
of  a room  or  apartment  on  the  ground  floor  of  said  County  Court  House,  with  a narrow  entrance,  and  lighted  bv 
one  wbdow  only;  in  which  room  in  separate  presses  the  Records  of  the  Peace  Office  are  also  deposited,  the  Clerk 
of  the  Crown  being  also  Clerk  of  the  Peace  of  said  County-;  anil  notwithstandbg  that  the  Grand  Juries  present 
five  guineas  at  each  Assizes  for  fuel  for  said  apartment,  yet  by  reason  of  the  situation  thereof,  and  its  contiguity  to 

* Rbb  the 
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the  Street,  the  said  Records  cannot  be  sufficiently  preserved  from  damp.  The  said  apartment  is  Public  property, 
the  same  being  as  aforesaid  an  apartment  of  die  County  Court  House;  and  so  conscious  were  die  Grand  Jury 
of  said  County,  of  the  inconvenience  and  insufficiency  of  said  Office,  and  of  the  necessity  of  additions  being 
made  thereto,  for  die  better  preservation  of  said  Records,  and  for  the  reception  and  accommodation  of  die 
Counsel  and  Officers  of  die  Crown,  on  occasional  private  conferences  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown  on  subjects 
relating  to  the  business  of  his  Office,  diat  they  lately  purchased  a plot  of  Ground  at  the  real-  of  said  present 
Office,  for  such  additional  apartments  for  those  purposes ; which  liave  not  been  yet  erected,  but  for  which  it  is 
intended  to  present  at  the  next  Assizes,  the  Plan  and  Estimates  thereof  having  been  lodged  in  the  Secretary's 
Office. 

(3.) — Savs,  all  the  Records  lodged  in  die  Crown  Office  are  in  a state  of  Preservation,  except  die  File  of 
Indictments  of  Spring  Assize  1801,  which  received  great  damp,  and  is  much  injured  thereby.  All  the  Records 
of  each  Assize,  and  the  other  Records,  are  severally  arranged  by  diemselves  in  regular  order,  according  to  their 
different  sorts,  back  to  about  die  year  one  diousand  six  hundred  and  ninety-nine. 

(4.) — Says  diere  is  an  Index  of  Indictments  in  said  Office,  consisting  of  the  names,  places  of  abode,  and 
crimes  of  Persons  indicted ; but  which  Index  is  not  complete,  in  regard  it  has  not  been  brought  down  to 
the  present  time,  for  want  of  the  alphabetical  Books  mentioned  in  die  Answer  to  die  first  Quere;  but 
such  Books  having  been  lately  procured  by  Presentment  on  die  County,  said  Index  will  be  forthwith 
completed,  which  will  be  of  great  public  utility  in  the  dispatch  of  the  business  of  diat  department  of  said 
Office.  Says,  diat  not  having  any  intercourse  with  any  other  Office  but  his  own,  he  cannot  specify  whether 
any  Catalogues,  Schedules,  or  Indexes,  are  known  to  exist  elsewhere,  or  die  Person  in  whose  hands  they  are, 
or  whether  they  are  public  or  private  property. 

(5.)— Says,  diat  the  Indictments  being  mostly  for  capital  offences,  he  keeps  them  under  his  own  lock  and 
key : Keeps  two  Clerks  in  his  Office,  one  of  whom  attends  diere  every  day  constantly  (Sundays  excepted) 
from  nine  in  the  morning  until  four  in  die  afternoon,  and  from  six  in  the  afternoon  until  nine  of  the  same 
night,  and  who  does  die  writing  business  of  die  Office  at  the  Assizes : Their  hours  of  attendance  are  not  limited, 
being  obliged  to  apply  much  closer  according  to  die  weight  of  business,  when  additional  Clerks  are  called  in 
as  occasion  requires,  whom  he  pays.  The  Clerk  of  die  Crown  generally  attends  personally,  and  executes  the 
duties  of  his  Office,  particularly  in  Court:  He  gives  his  Clerks  no  Salary,  nor  are  they  allowed  any  by  die 
Public ; but  he  allows  die  writing  Clerk  (who  is  one  of  them)  Emoluments,  consisting  of  die  Fees  for 
Searches,  Clerk’s  Fees  on  attested  Copies  of  the  different  Records,  Fees  on  Certificates,  Bench  Warrants, 
Crown  Summonses,  &c.  &c.;  which  Fees,  with  others  ascertained  by  the  Act  of  June  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  nine,  are  so  casual  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  ascertain  the  annual  amount  thereof,  and 
no  Account  to  his  knowledge  has  been  ever  kept  of  the  same.  The  Clerk  never  attends  with  any  of  those 
Copies,  &c.  save  when  required  by  die  Crown  Solicitor,  die  other  Persons  requiring  diem  always  coming  to 
the  Office,  and  no  Fee  is  demanded  from  die  Crown  Solicitor  for  die  Clerk’s  attendance  on  liim  with  any 
such  Copies.  The  second  Clerk  he  gives  nothing  to,  he  being  bis  Apprentice,  and  living  in  his  house. 

(6.) — Says,  the  Clerk  he  makes  mention  of  in  his  Answer  to  die  fifth  Quere,  is  intrusted  with  the  care  of 
all  die  Records  in  die  Crown  Office,  except  those  composed  of  die  Indictments  for  Capital  Offences,  which  he, 
the  Clerk  of  die  Crown,  keeps  himself,  under  his  own  lock  ; and  when  a Search,  or  any  other  matter  relating 
thereto,  is  required,  he  attends  in  person  while  the  Clerk  is  making  such  Search ; and  he  returns  the  Record 
to  its  proper  place. 

(7.) — Says,  he  knows  no  Matters  not  comprised  in  the  preceding  Questions,  necessary  to  observe  for  rendering 

the  use  of  the  Records  more  convenient  to  the  Public.  7 . „ ,

81.  COUNTY  AND  CITY  OF  LIMERICK. 

(1.)— THE  Records  deposited  in  die  Clerk  of  the  Crown’s  Office  of  the  City  of  Limerick,  consist  of  the 
Crown  Book  and  Indictments,  so  far  back  as  die  year  1 780 ; togedier  with  die  Affidavits  granted  for  making 
and  repairing  Roads,  and  other  public  purposes ; as  also  accounting  Affidavits  of  Monies  expended,  Quere  and 
Presentment  Books. 

(2.) — The  Records  are  lodged  in  an  Office  appointed  for  the  Clerk  of  die  Crown  by  the  Corporation,  in  a 
Building  called  die  Exchange,  erected  by  the  Corporation  whose  property  it  is,  perfectly  secured  by  Iron 
Bars  and  Lattice,  and  in  good  condition. 

(3-) — The  Records  are  in  proper  Preservation,  arranged  on  Shelves  in  said  Office,  and  filed  on  different 
Files. 

(4O  There  are  no  Catalogues  or  Indexes,  the  business  of  said  Office  not  being  of  such  great  extent  as  to 
require  it ; therefore  no  deficiencies  or  want  of  completion  exist. 

(5-)  The  Clerk  of  the  Crown  attends  the  business  belonging  to  his  department,  with  the  assistance  of  his 
Son,  and  a Clerk,  for  the  arrangement  of  the  different  matters ; hours  of  attendance  from  ten  o’clock  in  the 
5 morning 
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morning  until  tour  in  the  afternoon.  The  Clerk  is  paid  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown  a yearly  Salary  of  20  and 
is  not  entitled  to  any  Allowances  or  Emoluments.  A sum  of  1 s.  is  paid  for  each  Search  or  Copy  of  Record. 
No  charge  made  for  attendance.  The  annual  amount  for  each  Copy  of  Record  being  so  seldom  applied  for, 
cannot  be  ascertained.

(7.) — There  are  no  Matters  not  comprised  in  these  Queries  that  can  render  the  1

Answers  to  the  Queries  directed  by  the  Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records  in  Ireland, 
referred  to  in  the  Letter  of  their  Secretary,  of  the  18th  September  xSio,  by  the  Patentee 
Clerk  of  the  Crown  for  the  County  of  Tipperary'.  g2 

(1.) — THE  Records  are,  the  Informations,  Indictments,  Pannels,  Issues,  Affidavits,  Orders,  and  Proceedings  County  of 

of  each  Assizes,  from  1 720  to  this  day  ; the  Books,  Manuscript,  containing  the  Abstracts  of  Indictments  and  111,13  ^ . 

Trials  of  each  Assizes,  from  1720  to  this  day;  the  Books,  Manuscript,  containing  the  Indictments  against 
Persons  not  amenable  to  justice,  called  the  Capias  Books,  from  1751  to  this  day;  the  Quere  Books,  Affidavits 
and  Plans  of  Public  Works,  from  1 720  to  the  present  day.  I know  of  no  chasms  or  deficiencies  in  the  series. 

Note. — The  County  of  Tipperary  was  a County  Palatine,  which  was  dissolved  by  the  Act  of  the 
6th  George  I. ; and  all  the  Records  belonging  to  tire  said  County,  as  I understand,  were 
removed  to  Dublin. 

(2.) — Those  Records  are  kept  in  the  Crown  Office,  part  of  a Public  Building,  perfectly  secure,  with  sufficient 
accommodation. 

(3.) — The  Books,  Papers  and  Parchments,  of  an  old  date,  are  some  of  them  decayed  by  time,  and  they  are 
arranged  thus : — The  Books  in  Cases ; the  Rolls  on  Shelves  ; the  Informations,  Indictments,  Pannels,  &c.  in 
small  yearly  cells  of  a Press,  for  the  last  ten  years,  and  in  Repertories  contained  in  a Counter,  which  divides 
the  Crown  Office,  each  containing  the  Documents  of  ten  years. 

(4.) — There  are  complete  Repertories,  of  ten  years  each,  containing  the  Documents  belonging  to  that  space 
of  time,  all  properly  arranged,  so  us  to  give  a speedy  Answer  to  any  Question  which  might  be  asked.  There  are 
Indexes  to  the  Capias  and  Quere  Books.  I do  not  consider  the  arrangement  defective,  as  the  Office  was 
formed  under  my  direction,  and  the  Records,  See.  removed  from  the  old  to  the  new  Court  House,  (now  twelve 
years  built)  by  my  own  hand  ; nor  do  I know  of  arty  Records  being  wanting  in  my  Office.  The  Records  of  the 
County  belonging  to  the  Peace  Office  were  handed  over  by  me  to  the  Person  appointed  by  the  Custos,  when 
he  succeeded  in  setting  aside  my  Patent  for  that  Office,  and  turned  me  out  of  possession. 

(5.) — I am  the  only  Officer  and  only  constant  Clerk  in  my  Office.  The  Records  are  all  arranged  by  my 
own  hand.  From  the  responsibility  of  my  situation,  I do  not  suffer  any  Person  in  my  Office,  unless  I am 
present ; and  I attend  there  from  day  to  day,  and  from  time  to  time  through  the  year,  as  far  as  may  be  neces- 
sary. But  for  some  time  before,  at,  and  after  each  Assizes,  I employ  a Clerk  to  copy  the  Books  and  Papers, 
and  engross  the  several  Parchments  which  are  to  be  done ; and  he  is  paid  entirely  by  myself. 

The  Fees  deniandable  by  me  under  the  49th  of  the  King  are  as  follow  : — For  every  Search,  2 s.  2d.: — 

For  every  Copy  of  an  Information  I am  authorized  to  give,  6 s.  8 d. : — For  every  Copy  of  an  Indictment,  6s.Sd.: 

— For  every  Copy  of  an  Affidavit,  6 s.  8 d. : — For  every  Certificate,  3 s.  4 d. : — For  every  Abstract  of  Indictment, 

$s.  4 d.  I cannot  accurately  set  forth  the  net  annual  Amount  of  the  Fees  received  by  me  for  Searches,  Copies, 
and  Certificates,  having  kept  no  account  thereof;  but  from  the  immense  weight  of  business  in  this  County,  I 
should  think  that  such  Fees  may  amount  to  loot,  per  annum.  There  is  a Presentment  under  the  25th  Geo.  II. 
for  Salary,  of  20 1.  per  annum ; — under  the  36th  Geo.  ill.  for  Prisoners  at  Sessions,  of  20  /.  per  annum  ; — under 
the  36ft)  Geo.  III.  for  Stationary,  and  the  Quere  Books,  of  60 1.  per  annum ; — under  the  49th  Geo.  III.  for 
distributing  Presentment  Books,  20 1.  per  annum ; — under  the  49th  Geo.  III.  for  Prisoners  Fees  acquitted, 
a sum,  which,  taking  the  Average  of  the  last  three  years,  came  to  338  /.  per  annum. 

I do  not  suppose  it  is  required  of  me  by  the  fifth  Quere,  to  set  forth  the  Duties  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown  : 
if  it  is,  I am  ready  to  do  so.  When  I was  appointed  Clerk  of  the  Crown  and  Peace  of  tills  County,  by  the 
King’s  Patent,  I relinquished  my  profession,  and  left  my  residence  iu  Dublin,  and  came  to  reside  at  Clonmel!,  in 
order  more  fully  to  execute  die  Duties  of  my  Offices.  And  though  the  Custos  Rotulorum,  widioutany  fault  laid 
to  my  charge,  deprived  me  of  die  Peace  Office,  worth  about  400 1.  per  annum,  and  put  me  to  the  expeuse  of 
800 1.  for  Damages  and  Costs,  for  which  I have  not  received  any  compensation,  yet  still  the  whole  of  my  time 
and  abilities  are  devoted  to  the  execution  of  the  Duties  of  the  Crown  Office. 

(6.) — No  one  is  specially  intrusted  with  the  care  of  said  Records.  I attend  and  make  every  Search  that 
is  required;  and  every  Record,  &c.  is  restored  by  me  to  its  own  place  after  it  is  used. 

(7-) — I know  no  Matters  not  comprised  hi  the  preceding  Questions,  which  it  is  necessary  or  expedient  to

(i.) — THE  following  are  the  Books,  Rolls,  and  Records,  in  the  care  and  custody  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
Crown,  or  his  Deputy,  viz. : — Inquisitions,  Examinations,  Informations,  and  Recognizances,  returned  to  the 
several  Assizes  and  Commissions  of  Gaol  Delivery,  from  the  year  1775  to  the  present  time,  with  the  Bills 
of  Indictment  preferred  thereon ; those  relating  to  each  Assizes  on  separate  Files. — -Crown  Books,  or  Pleas 
of  the  Crown,  from  the  same  time ; Capias  Books,  in  which  the  names  of  die  Persons  against  whom  Bills 
of  Indictment  have  been  found,  are  entered  in  alphabetical  order,  with  a short  description  of  the  Offences 
and  Names  of  the  Prosecutors  ; — Presentments  of  the  Grand  Jury,  from  the  year  1780  to  the  present  time  ; — 
Affidavits,  Estimates,  and  Accounts,  for  obtaining  and  accounting  for  such  Presentments,  for  the  same 
period ; — Quere  Books,  for  the  same  period  ; — Alphabetical  Registries  of  Roman  Catholics  who  qualified, 
from  the  year  1778  to  1794  ; — the  Precepts  for  holding  the  several  Assizes,  with  the  Panels  of  Jurors,  & c. 
annexed.  These  Records  ore  complete,  and  without  any  chasm  or  deficiency,  that  I know  of.  There  are 
some  more  ancient  Books  and  Files,  the  dates  of  which  are  totally  broken  and  unconnected  ; but  I cannot 
state  when  the  deficiencies  in  them  occurred. 

Q2  & 3.) — The  Records  of  the  later  years,  such  as  it  may  be  necessary  to  resort  to  at  the  Assizes,  have 
been  usually  kept  in  an  Office  or  Apartment  in  a private  house  in  Waterford,  rented  annually  by  the  Clerk  of 
the  Crown ; the  others  are  locked  up  in  chests  or  boxes,  which  are  lodged  in  a spare  Room  in  the  County 
Gaol ; they  are  all  safely  preserved,  and  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  cause  of  apprehension  for  their 
security. 

(4.) — There  ar  e not  any  general  Catalogues,  Schedules,  Repertories,  or  Indexes,  save  the  Alphabetical 
Books  and  Registries  before-mentioned ; these  seem  hitherto  to  have  answered  every  purpose  required : and 
without  being  apprized  of  the  nature  and  object  of  those  which  it  may  now  be  deemed  expedient  to  form,  it 
would  be  impossible  to  state  the  time  necessary  to  complete  them. 

(5  & 6.) — There  is  no  Officer  or  Clerk  particularly  employed  for  the  custody  or  arrangement  of  the 
Records.  Copies,  Certificates,  and  Searches,  are  scarcely  ever  required  or  applied  for,  except  during,  and 
immediately  about  the  time  of  the  Assizes ; they  are  made  by  myself  or  those  assisting  me  in  the  duties  of  the 
Office,  at  any  hour  they  may  be  called  for,  and  the  Records  are  always  duly  and  fairly  returned  to  their  places. 
The  legal  Fees  are  received  for  such  Copies,  &c. ; but  no  Account  of  their  amount,  annually  or  otherwise,  has 
been  kept  The  Grand  Juries  of  the  County  of  Waterford  for  some  years  back,  and  of  the  City  for  the  last 
year  only,  have  presented  Five  Guineas  at  each  Assizes  to  be  paid  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown,  for  an  Office  to 
keep  the  Records,  and  these  are  the  only  Sums  paid  by  the  Public  on  that  account 


(7.) — The  building  Record  Rooms,  with  suitable  Presses,  &c.  seems  to  be  a measure  that  would  render  the

North-West  (1.) — THE  several  sorts  of  Public  Records,  Rolls,  Instruments,  Manuscripts,  Books  and  Papers,  in  my 

. Circult-  custody,  are  as  follow: — Rolls  or  Files  for  said  several  Counties,  of  the  Indictments  for  Crimes  and 
Misdemeanors,  with  Inquisitions,  Depositions,  Informations,  Examinations,  and  Confessions,  on  which  said 
Indictments  were  respectively  found  by  the  Grand  Juries,  with  the  Precepts  of  the  Judges  for  holding  the 
Assizes  ; — Crown  or  Court  Books,  containing  Entries  or  Abstracts  of  all  Indictments  where  the  Parties  accused, 
or  any  of  them,  were  in  custody,  or  under  Recognizances  to  answer; — Entries  of  the  Pleas,  Verdicts,  and 
Judgments  in  such  cases,  together  with  the  Names  of  the  Grand  Jurors  and  Sheriffs ; also  the  Names  of  the 
several  Prisoners  discharged  by  Proclamation,  in  cases  where  the  Indictments  against  them  were  ignored,  or 
no  Indictment  preferred,  and  of  Persons  remaining  in  custody  under  orders ; also  all  the  Orders  of  the  Court, 
and  generally  Entries  or  Memorandums  of  all  Proceedings  on  the  Crown  Side  of  the  Court  at  the  Assizes. 
These  Books  are  Indexes  to  the  Files,  so  far  as  respects  the  Persons  in  custody  or  under  Recognizances,  as 
the  number  of  the  Indictment  on  the  File  is  placed  opposite  the  name,  so  that  reference  can  be  immediately 
had  to  the  Indictment ; — Capias  or  Process  Books,  containing  the  Names  and  Additions  of  die  several  Persons 
indicted,  in  alphabetical  order,  the  nature  of  the  Crimes,  the  number  of  the  Indictment  on  the  File,  by 
which  reference  can  be  immediately  had  to  said  Indictment, — Files,  or  Bundles  of  Recognizances  to  answer 
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Affidavits  filed  at  tlie  Crown  Side  of  the  Court  for  postponing  Trials  and  other  purposes;  the  Dominicals  of  Awesmx. 

the  Verdicts,  with  the  Jurors’  Names;  also  Informations  taken  and  returned  by  Justices  of  the  Peace,  against  Circuits: 

Persons  not  in  custody,  or  under  Recognizance  to  answer,  upon  which  no  Indictments  were  preferred.  These  Cro*“  Clcrk*- 
several  matters  are  of  little  or  no  use  after  a few  years. — The  Presentments  of  the  Grand  Jul  ies  of  said  several  s4- 

Counties,  for  making,  widening,  and  repairing  Roads ; building  and  repairing  Bridges,  Gaols,  Court  Houses,  Circuit. 

and  other  public  Works,  made  pursuant  to  the  several  Statutes  in  force  in  Ireland  for  such  purposes ; also  ‘ • 

Books  of  Queries,  respecting  said  several  Presentments,  and  to  account  for  them  : All  these  several  Records 
are  complete  in  the  several  Counties  aforesaid  (except  the  County  of  Donegal),  from  the  year  1780  to  the 
present  time,  except  the  Affidavits  respecting  Presentments,  which  are  complete  from  the  year  1 800 ; those  of 
a prior  date,  being  useless  and  of  great  bulk,  are  not  preserved.  The  exception  of  the  County  of  Donegal 
is  owing  to  the  following  circumstance : For  some  time  before  the  Rebellion  of  1 798,  it  became  necessary  to 
have  Troops  quartered  in  the  Town  of  Lifford  (the  County  Town);  and  there  being  no  Barracks,  and  the  Town 
being  too  small  to  billet  the  Soldiers  on  the  Inhabitants,  all  the  public  Offices,  the  Grand  Jury  Room,  and 
part  of  the  Gaol,  w ere  taken  possession  of  by  them,  as  a temporary  Barrack;  during  which  time  the  Presses, 
containing  the  Records,  were  broken  open  by  the  Soldiers,  and  nearly  the  entire  of  them  were  either  burned, 
or  otherwise  destroyed.  From  that  time  to  the  present  they  are  complete.  In  the  other  Counties,  there  arc 
Records,  of  the  several  descriptions  before  enumerated,  prior  to  the  year  1780,  but  the  series  is  not  complete, 
and  most  of  them  are  in  a very  imperfect  state;  not  having  had  occasion  however  to  refer  to  any  of 
them  for  twenty  years  (during  which  I have  been  in  the  Office)  I cannot  set  forth  the  particular  chasms  or 
deficiencies. 

(2.) — The  Records  of  the  County  of  Fermanagh  are  kept  in  a Room  in  the  Court  House,  those  of  the 
County  of  Donegal  in  a Room  in  the  House  of  Correction,  in  their  respective  Counties,  in  which  proper 
Presses  are  prepared  for  their  reception ; the  Buildings  are  public  property,  belonging  to  said  Counties ; the 
security  and  accommodation  for  keeping  said  Records  are  very  sufficient.  The  Records  for  the  other 
Counties  are  kept  in  Presses,  in  Offices  in  private  Houses  in  the  respective  Towns,  for  which  Offices  the 
Grand  Juries  pay  an  annual  Rent ; the  security  and  accommodations  are  as  perfect  as  can  be  expected  from 
Offices  of  such  a description,  liable  to  the  change  of  Proprietors  and  accidents  from  Fire. 

(3.) — The  Records,  from  the  year  1 780,  are  in  perfect  Preservation  (except  as  before),  arranged  according 
to  the  respective  Assizes,  in  manner  specified  in  my  Answer  to  the  First  Quere. 

(4,) — There  are  no  general  Catalogues,  Calendars,  Schedules,  or  Repertories  of  said  Records,  or  any 
Indexes,  but  those  stated  in  my  Answer  to  the  First  Quere,  (namely,  the  Crown  Book  and  Capias  Book) ; 
which  Indexes  are  in  no  wise  defective,  and  I do  not  conceive  that  any  degree  of  utility  would  result  from 
any  Catalogue,  &c.  being  prepared. 

(5.) — The  only  Officer  employed  for  the  custody  and  arrangement  of  the  Records,  is  the  Subscriber,  as 
Deputy  Clerk  of  the  Crown ; he  has  no  specified  hours  of  attendance,  save,  that  during  the  Assizes  he 
constantly  attends  in  the  Assizes  Towns,  and  at  other  times  whenever  called  on.  There  are  no  annual  Salaries, 

Allowances,  or  Emoluments  paid  to  him  by  the  Public,  in  respect  of  such  custody  or  arrangement  The 
Fees;  demandable  for  each  Search  are  2 s.  2 d. — for  each  Certificate  3*.  4d- — for  a Copy  of  any  Record  Sd. 
per  sheet  containing  72  words.  There  are  no  specific  Fees  for  attendance  with  Records,  such  attendance 
being  seldom  required  ; whenever  it  is,  one  guinea  is  generally  the  sum  demanded  : No  account  is  kept  of  such 
Fees,  and  therefore  no  Account  of  the  net  annual  amount  thereof  can  be  furnished. 

((j.) — The  Deputy  Clerk  of  the  Crown  is  the  only  person  intrusted  with  the  care  of  the  Records ; it  is  his 
duty  to  attend  upon  every  Search,  and  to  take  care  that  every  Record  is  fairly  restored  to  its  proper  place;  in 
which  duty  he  is  usually  assisted  by  the  Clerks,  necessarily  employed  in  the  Office  during  the  Assizes. 

(7.)— I am  not  aware  of  any  Matters  not  comprised  in  the  Questions  put  by  the  Commissioners,  which  it 
is  necessary  or  expedient  to  observe,  for  rendering  the  use  of  the  Records  of  this  Office  more  convenient  to 
the  Public.

(l.) — THE  several  sorts  of  Public  Records,  Rolls,  Instruments,  Manuscript  Books  and  Papers,  in  my 
custody,  are  as  follow : — Rolls  or  Files  for  said  several  Counties,  of  the  Indictments  for  Crimes  and  Misde- 
meanors, with  the  Inquisitions,  Depositions,  Informations,  Examinations,  and  Confessions,  on  which  such 
Indictments  were  respectively  found  by  the  Grand  Juries,  with  the  Precepts  of  the  Judges  for  holding  the 
Assizes. — Crown  or  Court  Books,  containing  Entries  or  Abstracts  of  all  Indictments,  where  the  Parties  accused, 
or  any  of  them,  were  in  custody,  or  under  Recognizance  to  answer ; — Entries  of  the  Picas,  Verdicts  and 
Judgments  in  such  cases,  together  with  the  Names  of  the  Grand  Jurors  and  Sheriffs ; also  the  Names  of  the 
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several  Prisoners  discharged  by  Proclamation,  in  cases  where  the  Indictments  against  them  were  ignored,  or 
no  Indictment  preferred  ; and  of  Persons  remaining  in  custody  under  orders ; also  all  Orders  of  the  Court,  and 
generally  Entries  or  Memorandums  of  all  Proceedings  on  the  Crown  Side  of  the  Court  at  the  Assizes.  These 
Books  are  Indexes  to  the  Files,  so  far  as  respects  the  Persons  in  custody  or  under  Recognizance,  as  the 
number  of  the  Indictment  on  the  File  is  placed  opposite  the  same,  so  that  reference  can  immediately  be  had  to 
the  Indictment. — Capias  or  Process  Books,  containing  the  Names  and  Additions  of  the  several  Persons 
indicted,  in  alphabetical  order,  the  nature  of  the  Crimes,  the  number  of  the  Indictment  on  the  File,  by  wliich 
reference  can  immediately  be  had  to  such  Indictment- — Files,  or  bundles  of  Recognizances  to  answer; 
Affidavits  filed  at  the  Crown  Side  of  the  Court,  for  postponing  Trials  and  other  purposes ; the  Dominicals  of 
the  Verdicts,  with  the  Jurors’ Names;  also  Informations  taken  and  returned  by  Justices  of  the  Peace,  against 
Persons  not  in  custody,  or  under  Recognizance  to  answer,  upon  whicli  no  Indictments  were  preferred.  These 
several  matters  are  of  little  or  no  use  sifter  a few  years. — The  Presentments  of  the  Grand  Juries  of  said  several 
Counties,  for  making,  widening,  and  repairing  Roads,  building  and  repairing  Bridges,  Gaols,  Court  Houses, 
end  other  public  Works,  made  pursuaut  to  the  several  Statutes  in  force  in  Ireland  for  such  purposes ; also 
Books  of  Queries  respecting  said  several  Presentments,  with  the  several  Affidavits  made  to  ground  said 
Presentments,  and  to  account  for  them.  All  these  several  Records  are  complete,  from  the  year  1770  to  the 
present  time,  except  the  Affidavits  respecting  Presentments,  which  are  complete  from  the  year  1800;  those 
of  a prior  date,  being  useless  and  of  great  bulk,  are  not  preserved. — There  are  Records  of  the  several 
descriptions  before  enumerated,  prior  to  the  year  1770;  but  the  series  is  not  complete,  and  most  of  them  arc  in 
a very  imperfect  state ; but  not  having  had  occasion  to  refer  to  any  of  them  for  upwards  of  twenty-six  years 
(during  whicli  I have  been  in  the  Office),  I cannot  set  forth  the  particular  chasms  or  deficiencies. 

(2.) — The  Records  for  the  Counties  of  Antrim  and  Dow  n are  kept  in  Rooms  in  the  Court-houses  of  these 
respective  Counties,  in  which  proper  Presses  are  prepared  for  their  reception.  The  Buildings  are  public 
property  belonging  to  said  Counties.  The  security  and  accommodation  for  the  keeping  said  Records  are  very 
sufficient ; but  the  Rooms  are  not  regularly  aired  by  Fires.  The  Records  for  the  other  Counties  are  kept  in 
Presses  in  Offices  in  private  Houses  in  the  respective  Towns,  for  which  Offices  the  Grand  Juries  pay  an  annual 
Rent  The  security  and  accommodation  are  as  perfect  as  can  lie  expected  from  Offices  of  such  a description, 
liable  to  the  change  of  Proprietors  and  accidents  from  Fire.  In  Armagh,  an  Office  is  preparing  in  the  new 
Court-liouse  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Records,  wliich  is  expected  to  be  ready  by  next  Assizes. 

(3.) — The  Records,  from  the  year  1770,  are  in  perfect  Preservation,  and  arranged  according  to  the  respective 
Assizes,  in  the  manner  specified  in  my  Answ'er  to  the  first  Querc. 

(4.) — There  are  no  general  Catalogues,  Calendars,  Schedules,  or  Repertories  of  said  Records,  or  any  Indexes, 
but  those  stated  in  my  Answer  to  the  first  Quere,  namely,  the  Crown  Book  and  Capias  Book ; wliich  Indexes 
are  in  no  wise  defective ; and  I do  not  conceive  that  any  degree  of  utility  would  result  from  any  Catalogue,  &c. 
being  prepared. 

(5.) — The  only  Officer  employed  for  the  custody  and  arrangement  of  the  Records  is  the  Subscriber,  as  Deputy 
Clerk  of  the  Crow  n.  He  lias  no  specific  hours  of  attendance,  save  that  during  the  Assizes  he  attends  constantly 
in  the  Assizes  Towns,  and  at  other  times,  whenever  called  on.  There  are  no  annual  Salaries,  Allowances  or 
Emoluments,  paid  to  him  by  the  Public,  in  respect  of  such  custody  or  arrangement.  The  Fee  demandable  for 
each  Search  is  2 a-.  2 (I. ; for  each  Certificate  35.  4 d. ; for  a Copy  of  any  Record,  8 d.  for  each  sheet  containing 
seventy-two  words:  There  are  no  specific  Fees  for  attendance  with  Records,  such  Attendance  being  seldom 
required  ; whenever  it  is,  one  guinea  is  generally  the  sum  demanded.  No  account  is  kept  of  such  Fees,  and 
therefore  no  account  of  the  net  annual  Amount  thereof  can  be  furnished ; but  it  is  conceived  they  do  not 
amount  in  any  County  to  30  s.  a year. 

(6.)— The  Deputy  Clerk  of  the  Crown  is  the  only  Person  intrusted  with  the  care  of  the  Records.  It  is  his 
Duty  to  attend  upon  every  Search,  and  to  take  care  that  every  Record  is  fairly  restored  to  its  proper  place ; 
in  whicli  Duty  he  is  usually  assisted  by  the  Clerks  necessarily  employed  in  the  Office  during  the  Assizes. 

(7.) — I am  not  aware  of  any  Matters  not  comprised  in  the  Queries  put  by  the  Commissioners,  whicli  it  is 
necessary  or  expedient  to  observe,  for  rendering  the  use  of  the  Records  of  this  Office  more  convenient  to  the 
Public,  save,  that  if  it  shall  be  considered  useful  or  expedient  to  concentrate  and  perpetuate  the  Records, 
in  cases  of  conviction  for  Treasons,  capital  and  transportable  Felonies,  or  any  other  Offences,  this  object 
could  be  attained  by  requiring  the  Clerks  ol  the  Crown  of  the  several  Counties  in  Ireland,  to  make  up  and 
enrol  the  Records  in  all  such  cases,  and  deposit  such  Enrolments  annually  in  the  Crown  Office  of  the  King's 
Bench,  that  Court  at  present  having  a general  control  over  all  inferior  Courts  of  criminal  jurisdiction,  and 
power  to  remove  the  Records  of  such  Courts  before  them.  For  tills  Duty,  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown’s  Fees 
are  105.  for  each  Roll  containing  six  hundred  words,  so  that  I apprehend  50  l.  a year  upon  an  average  for  eacli 
County  in  Ireland  would  defray  this  expense,  which  the  respective  Grand  Juries  might  be  empowered  to 
present ; which,  with  a moderate  allowance  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown  of  the  King’s  Bench  for  preserving  such 
Records,  and  making  proper  Indexes  thereto,  would  be  the  only  expense  attending  this  arrangement,  calculated 
to  conceutrate  and  perpetuate  very  important  Records  in  one  Office  in  Dublin.

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86.  PROVINCE  OF  CONNAUGHT. 

Answers  to  the  Queries  directed  by  the  Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records  in  Ireland,  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Crown  for  the  Province  of  Connaught. 

(1.) — THE  several  sorts  of  Public  Records,  Manuscript  Books,  Rolls,  Instruments,  and  Papers,  which 
are  in  my  custody,  and  of  which  I am  Keeper,  as  Clerk  of  the  Crown  for  the  Province  of  Connaught,  are 
Manuscript  Books,  called  Crown  Books,  of  which  there  is  one  for  each  County;  and  in  these  Books  are  recorded 
all  the  Indictments  made  by  the  Grand  Juries  at  the  several  Assizes,  the  Verdicts  of  the  Petty  Juries,  and  the 
Sentences  of  the  Court  on  the  several  Persons  tried  on  said  Indictments;  in  these  Books  are  also  recorded  the 
Fines  imposed  by  the  Court,  and  all  the  circumstances  connected  with  the  Proceedings  of  the  Crown  in  criminal 
cases  at  the  Assizes.  I have  also  in  my  custody  the  several  Panels,  so  called,  containing  the  Names  of  all 
Persons  summoned  by  the  Sheriffs  to  attend  the  Grand  and  Petty  Juries  of  the  several  Counties;  and  also  the 
several  Calendars  relumed  by  the  Sheriffs,  containing  the  Names  of  all  Persons  committed  to  their  custody, 
specifying  the  Magistrate  by  whom,  where,  and  for  what  crime,  committed.  I have  also  in  my  custody  the 
several  Informations  of  Felonies,  and  other  Offences  sworn  before  the  Magistrates  of  the  Province,  and  the 
Recognizances,  if  any  such  are  entered  into,  by  the  Persons  so  charged  in  said  Informations*  I have  also  in 
my  custody  all  Indictments  framed  on  tlwse  Informations  engrossed.  The  Informations  and  Indictments  are 
kept  each  in  a distinct  and  separate  Roll,  labelled  with  the  County,  Year,  and  Assizes,  to  which  they  relate. 
There  are  not  any  chasms  or  deficiencies  in  the  series  of  these  Records,  since  my  appointment  to  office  in  1795, 
nor  have  I found  any  such  chasm  or  deficiency  in  the  Records  prior  to  my  appointment,  though  I have 
frequently  had  occasion  to  refer  to  them.  I have  also  in  my  custody.  Manuscript  and  Printed  Books  called 
Query  Books,  one  for  each  County  in  the  Province;  and  in  these  Books  are  recorded  all  Presentments  for 
levying  the  Public  Monies,  or  for  the  other  purposes  lor  which  Presentments  have  been  made  by  the  Grand 
Juries  of  the  Province,  and  fiated  by  the  Judges  at  the  several  Assizes.  The  original  Presentments  are  kept 
filed  in  Rolls,  a distinct  and  separate  Roll  for  each  Barony  in  each  County  of  the  Province ; and  both  Query 
Books  and  Rolls  are  labelled,  specifying  the  year  and  the  Assizes  to  which  they  relate. 

(2.) — The  Records  are  lodged  in  the  Crown  Office  of  the  County  to  which  they  relate ; and  there  is  a distinct 
Crown  Office  kept  in  each  County,  which  renders  it  nearly  impossible  that  the  Records  of  one  County  can  be 
intermixed  with  those  of  another.  These  Offices  consist,  generally  of  two  or  three  Rooms  of  a House  that  is 
private  property,  and  these  rooms  are  fitted  up  with  presses,  locks  and  keys,  and  are  divided  into  separate 
compartments  in  which  the  different  Sorts  of  Records  are  kept.  The  keys  of  those  rooms  and  presses  are  always 
in  my  keeping. 

(3.) — The  Records  are  in  a state  of  Preservation,  and  are  arranged  in  the  order  hereinbefore  submitted. 

(4.) — There  are  not  in  my  Office  any  Catalogues,  Calendars,  Schedules,  Repertories,  or  Indexes,  save  such 
as  I have  already  mentioned  and  described.  I do  not  know  of  any  others  wanted  in  the  Office,  or  that  exist 
elsewhere  in  the  hands  of  any  other  person,  or  whether  they  are  public  or  private  property.  I do  not  conceive 
that  any  degree  of  public  utility  would  result  from  rendering  these  Records  more  numerous  or  complete  than 
they  at  present  arc,  as  I have  always  found  them  sufficiently  so  for  every  purpose  of  the  Office. 

(5.) — I have  not  any  Officer  or  Clerk  employed  in  the  custody  or  arrangement  of  the  Records  of  my  Office, 
having  invariably  executed  those  duties  myself,  during  the  fifteen  years  I liave  been  in  office,  one  Assizes  only 
excepted,  when  a severe  illness  rendered  me  unable  to  attend.  There  is  not  any  Salary,  Allowance,  or  Emolu- 
ment, from  the  Public,  in  respect  of  such  custody,  unless  I am  so  to  consider  1 0 /.  presented  by  the  Grand 
Juries  of  each  County  at  each  Assizes,  to  enable  me  to  pay  the  Rent  of  a Crown  Office.  The  several  Fees 
dcmandable  under  an  Act  of  Parliament,  49th  of  the  King,  are: — For  each  Search,  as.  2 d. : For  each  Certificate 
or  Copy  of  a Record,  6s.  8 d. — The  attendance  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown  with  die  Records  of  his  Office,  or 
Copies  of  them,  for  the  accommodation  of  individuals,  is  scarcely  in  any  instance  necessary,  his  signature  to 
such  Copies  being  always  deemed  sufficient,  except  where  Records  of  Acquittal  or  Conviction  are  called  for 
from  the  Office;  and  for  making  one  of  such  Records,  which  must  be  a very  special  document,  and  which  always 
consists  of  one  sheet  of  parchment  at  least,  and  for  attending  to  prove  it  when  required,  the  Fee  tlemandable  is 
Two  Guineas.  This  sort  of  Record  however  is  so  seldom  required,  that,  in  the  course  of  the  fifteen  years  tliat 
I liave  been  in  office,  I have  never  received  altogether  on  such  Records  twenty  guineas.  And  I am  sure  tliat  the 
amount  of  the  other  Fees  refereed  to  in  the  Fifth  Quere  does  not  exceed,  for  the  entire  Province,  .50  /.  annually. 

(6.) — There  is  not  any  Person  specially  intrusted  by  me  with  tlie  care  of  such  Records,  or  whose  duty  it  is 
to  attend  upon  every  Search,  and  to  take  care  that  every  Record  be  entered  in  its  proper  place ; this  duty  as 
well  as  all  the  others  of  my  Office  are  executed  personally  by  myself. 

(7.)— I am  not  aware  tliat  there  is  any  Matter  not  comprised  in  the  preceding  Answers,  wliich  it  is  necessary 
or  expedient  for  me  to  observe,  for  rendering  the  use  of  the  Records  more  convenient  to  the  Public.

W E received  your  favour ; and  in  reply  beg  to  acquaint  you,  That  the  different  Records,  &c.  &c.  which  are- 
in  our  Office  as  Town-Clerks  of  the  City,  are  the  several  Charters  which  have  been  at  different  periods 
granted,  and  under  which  several  Charters  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Dublin  derive  their  respective 
powers  ; — the  various  Bills  of  Indictment  found  at  the  four  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  Peace,  and  the  Records 
of  the  several  Convictions  had  thereunder ; — the  various  Bills  of  Indictment  which  have  been,  from  time  to 
time,  before  the  Grand  Juries,  and  which  have  been  ignored  ; — the  Rolls  of  the  Acts  of  each  Assembly  of  the 
Corporation,  which  contain  their  different  Rules,  Orders,  and  Acts : These,  with  the  different  Pleas, 

Declarations,  and  Proceedings  in  the  Lord  Mayor  and  Sheriff’s  Court,  constitute  the  different  Documents 
which  remain  in  our  Office,  and  of  which  we  have,  by  virtue  thereof,  the  safe  keeping.  Most  of  those  relating 
to  the  Corporation,  and  being  the  Documents  under  which  they  act,  and  by  which  their  conduct  is  governed, 
we,  with  great  deference,  presume  they  do  not  come  within  the  object  of  die  Record  Commissioners.  Were 
we  to  answer  the  different  Queries  contained  in  your  Letter,  the  first  one  would  occupy  two  or  three  Clerks 
for  near  a year;  for,  upon  an  average,  there  are  generally  tried  thirty  Prisoners  every  fortnight;  and  we 
prepare  more  Bills  of  Indictment  to  go  before  the  Grand  Juries  in  one  Quarter,  than  any  Four  Counties  in 
Ireland  do  in  twelve  months.  Suffer  us  however  to  observe,  that  if  the  foregoing  Statement  does  not  meet  your 
idea,  we  shall  feel  it  our  inclination,  as  well  as  our  duty,  by  any  other  act  of  ours,  to  promote  and  forward 
the  views  of  the  Record  Commissioners ; and  have  the  honour  to  be,  & c.

— Secondly,  Those  relating  to  the  Criminal 
Prosecutions  in  said  Court. — Thirdly,  The  Registry  of  Persons  admitted  to  be  Freemen  by  the  Corporation  of 
Dublin. 


In  the  First  description  are  comprised  the  following  Books  and  Files  of  original  Papers  : 

Books  : Action  Book;  wherein  are  entered  the  Names  of  Plaintiff  and  Defendant,  together  with  the  amount, 
of  the  Sum  sued  for  in  each  Cause.

Records  ; and  it  is  the  sole  property  of  the  City  of  Dublin. 

(3.) — All  the  Records  are  in  good  Preservation ; and  such  as  the  Public  have  occasion  to  search  for,  are 
arranged  in  perfect  order. 

(4.) — There  are  Indexes  to  such  of  the  Books  as  require  them ; but  the  nature  of  the  documents  in 
general  is  such,  that  it  does  not  appear  that  any  benefit  would  result  to  the  Public  from  having  any  further 
Indexes  made. 

(5.) — We  have  not  any  Clerks  paid  by  the  Public.  We  charge  six  shillings  Mid  eight-pence  for  each 
Search,  and  also  for  attendance  with  a Record ; the  amount  arising  from  such  Searches  and  Attendances  is 
extremely  trifling. 

(6.) — We  keep  in  our  possession  the  key  of  the  Room  in  which  the  Records  are  lodged ; and  strict 
attention  is  always  paid  to  the  restoration  of  each  Record  to  its  proper  place.

(3.) — The  Books  are  in  a very  good  state  of  Preservation,  and  are  arranged  in  periodical  order,  from  the 
year  1798  to  the  present  time. 

(4.) — The  Civil  Bills  and  Decrees  are  entered  numerically  in  the  respective  Books ; and  as  each  Book  is 
labelled  with  the  Session  and  Year,  the  reference  to  them  is  not  attended  with  any  delay  or  difficulty. 

(5.) — There  is  one  Clerk  or  Assistant  employed  by  me,  for  the  purpose  of  attending  to  these  Books,  and  to 
the  Business  of  the  Court ; but  there  are  not  any  days  or  hours  particularly  specified  for  attendance,  as  the 
Books  are  at  all  times  (during  the  usual  Office  Hours)  open  for  the  inspection  of  the  Suitors,  without  any  Fee 
being  demanded  for  a Search. 

(6.) — The  Records  are  in  my  own  immediate  custody,  as  already  stated ; and  they  are  always  carefully 
preserved  in  the  place  allotted  for  the  purpose,  as  herein-before  mentioned. 

(7.) — I am  not  aware  of  any  Matter  not  comprised  in  the  Queries,  which  it  is  material  to  observe  upon; 
nor  do  I think  that  any  alteration  is  necessary  to  render  the  use  of  the  Records  more  convenient  to  the  Public.

The  Answers  of  the  High  Sheriffs  of  the  City  of  Dublin  to  the  Queries  directed  by  the  Commissioners 
on  the  Public  Records  in  Ireland. 

(1.) — THERE  are  not  any  Public  Records,  Rolls,  Instruments,  or  Manuscript  Books  or  Papers,  in  our 
custody,  save  the  several  Writs  issued  forth  of  His  Majesty’s  High  Court  ofCiiancery,  the  Courts  of  King's 
Bench,  Common  Pleas,  and  Exchequer,  in  Ireland,  since  our  coming  into  office,  which  was  on  the  first  day 
of  October  instant 

(2.) — Said  Writs  are  lodged  in  a House  in  Mass-lane,  in  the  City  of  Dublin,  called  the  Sheriffs’  Office  ; 
which  is  not  in  a condition  of  security  or  accommodation  for  the  keeping  thereof;  and  same  is  private  pro- 
perty, rented  by  the  Sheriffs  at  a considerable  annual  Rent,  from  the  absolute,  necessity  of  same  being 
contiguous  to  the  said  Courts,  in  order  to  expedite  and  carry  into  effect  the  several  purposes  for  which  His 
Majesty’s  said  Writs  issue  therefrom. 

(3.) — Said  Writs  are  all  in  good  order  and  Preservation ; and  are  severally  arranged  "by  numbering,  entering 
and  filing  same,  on  their  being  delivered  at  said  Office. 

(4.) — There  are  complete  and  correct  Indexes  to  each  sort  of  Writ,  specifying  the  Court  from  whence  they 
issue,  and  their  nature,  respectively. 

(5.) — There  is  but  one  Clerk  employed  in  said  Office,  who  has  the  arrangement  of  said  Writs,  and  who 
attends  every  day  in  the  year  (Sundays  excepted)  from  eleven  o’clock  in  the  forenoon  to  three  o’clock  in  the 
afternoon,  and  from  seven  to  nine  in  the  evening ; to  whom  neither  Salary,  Allowance  nor  Emolument,  is 
paid  by  the  Public  in  respect  thereof.  There  are  not  any  Fees  ikmandubie  for  any  Search,  Certificate,  or 
Copy  of  said  Writs,  or  attendance  therewith. 

(6.) — There  is  not  any  Person  specially  intrusted  with  the  care  of  said  Writs,  other  than  as  before 
mentioned;  nor  is  there  any  other  Regulation  observed  in  regard  to  the  care  thereof,  than  as  above 
mentioned. 

(7.) — There  are  not  any  Matters  necessary  or  expedient  to  observe,  for  rendering  the  use  of  the  said  Writs 
more  convenient  to  the  Public,  save  tl»e  insufficiency  and  inc.onvenicncy  arising  from  the  Sheriffs'  Office  being 
private  property,  and  being  at  a distance  from,  and  apart  and  unconnected  with,  the  Law  Courts,  and  the 
Offices  from  whence  His  Majesty’s  said  Writs  issue  as  before  mentioned.

Return  of  the  Records  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  for  the  County  of  Dublin,  in  the 
Custody  of  the  Chairman’s  Register,  with  Answers  to  the  several  Queries  directod  by  the 
Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records  in  Ireland. 


Register  (1 .) — THE  only  Records  in  my  custody,  appertaining  to  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  for  the  County  of 

°Sess!ons ^ Dublin,  are, — I.  The  Book  of  Entries  of  the  Civil  Bills,  tried  before  the  Chairman  Mr.  Seijeant  Moore,  since  his 

County  of  appointment  to  that  situation.  This  Book  commences  the  7th  August  1810,  and  contains  the  Entries  and 

. . Decrees  upon  all  Civil  Bills  entered  for  Trial  from  that  period  to  the  present,  regularly  divided  under  the 

heads  of  the  several  Sessions  at  which  such  Entries  and  Decrees  were  made ; and  (inasmuch  as  a greater  or  lesser 
number  of  Entries  and  Decrees  have  been  made  since  the  above  period,  ut  every  Quarter  Sessions  for  the 
County  of  Dublin,  and  as  same  have  been  regularly  entered  in  said  Book)  there  is  not  any  chasm  or  deficiency 
therein. — II.  The  several  Affidavits  made  by  the  Plaintiffs  or  their  Agents,  to  obtain  Renewals  of  Decrees,  anil 
filed  with  me. — III.  The  original  Consents  signed  by  the  Defendants  in  such  Cases  as  were  decreed  upon  Consent 
(which  Consents  I require  to  be  filed) ; — and,  IV.  The  several  Recognizances  of  Bail  in  all  cases  wherein  the 
Decrees  pronounced  have  been  appealed  from.  I have  not  got  possession  of  any  of  the  Records  antecedent 
to  tlie  Quarter  Sessions  of  August  1810,  which  are  in  the  custody  of  Thomas  Snagg,  Esquire,  late  Register 
of  the  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  County  of  Dublin ; to  whom,  however,  I have  applied  for  the  same,  and  who 
has  promised  to  hand  them  over  to  me  ; and  of  which,  when  received,  I shall  return  an  account. 

(2.) — The  Records  above  mentioned  are  kept  in  my  own  House,  No.  28,  French-street,  and  are  lodged  in 
my  own  Office,  to  which  there  is  not  any  recourse  during  my  absence  from  home;  which  renders  the  same 
perfectly  secure. 

, (3-) — The 
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(3.) — The  Book  of  Entries  is  quite  new,  and  in  excellent  Preservation;  The  other  Documents  above  stated 
are  also  in  good  Preservation.  The  latter  are  upon  Files  distinctly  kept  for  that  purpose. 

(4.) — There  are  not  any  Catalogues  or  Indexes  to  the  above.  I conceive  same  would  be  superfluous,  ns  the 
Entries  made  at  each  Sessions  are  far  from  being  numerous,  and  easily  discovered  under  die  head  of  die  parti- 
cular Sessions  when  same  were  made : when  the  Book  of  Entries,  however,  becomes  more  voluminous,  an  Index 
may  be  useful,  and  shall  be  added. 

(5.) — There  is  not  any  Person  permitted  to  have  recourse  to  the  above  Records,  save  a confidential 
Apprentice,  who  copies  the  several  Entries  into  said  Book  from  the  rough  Book  which  I keep  for  Court  use, 
and  which  I always  see  correcdy  done.  No  Copies  of  such  Entries,  Searches,  or  Certificates  thereof,  have 
ever  been  required  ; nor  are  there  are  any  Fees  allowed  for  same,  the  Act  of  Parliament  prohibiting  such. 

(6.) — I conceive  answered  above. 

(7.) — There  are  not,  in  my  judgment,  any  Matters  which  are  not  comprised  in  die  Queries  proposed,  which 
it  is  necessary  or  expedient  to  observe  for  rendering  the  use  of  the  above  Records  more  convenient  to  the 
Public,  or  ameliorating  the  method  of  their  disposal  or  custody.

The  Answer  of  John  "William  Ball,  Deputy  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  die  County  of 
Dublin,  to  the  several  Queries  directed  by  the  Right  Honourable  the  Commissioners 
on  die  Public  Records  of  Ireland. 

(1.) — AS  Deputy  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  the  County  of  Dublin,  the  following  Records  are  in  my 
custody ; viz. — Some  true.  Bills  of  Indictment,  found  by  the  Sessions  Grand  Jury  of  said  County,  from  the 
year  1752  to  the  year  17G3,  both  inclusive:  the  ignored  Bills  within  that  period  are  not  to  be  found,  except 
those  of  October  Sessions  1 763  ; the  earlier  parts  of  these  Records  are  rather  mutilated  and  imperfect,  but 
those  of  die  later  years  are  in  a tolerably  good  state  of  Preservation. — From  1 7G4  inclusive,  to  the  present 
year,  the  Files  of  true  and  ignored  Bills  -are  in  excellent  Preservation  ; and  (with  die  exception  of  the  ignored 
Bills  of  the  several  Sessions  of  January  and  April  1764,  April  1770,  and  July  1792,  and  the  true  Bills  of  die 
Sessions  held  in  July  1793,  and  October  1802,  which  are  not  to  be  found)  are  complete,  without  any  apparent 
deficiency.—1 The  Recognizances  returned  to  this  Office  from  the  year  1753,  for  die  appearance  of  Prosecutors, 
and  Persons  against  whom  Informations  have  been  sworn ; those  from  the  year  1 753  to  1 758  inclusive,  are 
imperfect,  both  in  point  of  number  and  of  preservation ; but  from  diat  period  to  the  present,  diey  arc  in  good 
order,  and  appear  complete. — One  Extra-baronial  and  nine  Baronial  Files,  containing  die  original  Affidavits  of 
all  die  50/.  and  20/.  Freeholders  registered,  from  1795  to  the  present  year. — A distinct  set  of  Files,  for  die 
Affidavits  of  40  s.  Freeholders  registered,  from  1795  to  1805;  and  similar  Files  for  diosc  registered  from  that 
to  the  present  period ; these  Affidavits,  but  particularly  die  latter,  are  in  a good  state  of  preservation,  and 
placed  upon  the  Files  of  dieir  respective  Baronies,  according  to  the  date  of  Registry.  — Two  County-at-large 
Books,  for  the  general  alphabetical  Registry  of  die  preceding  Affidavits,  and  nine  Baronial  Books,  containing 
the  same  Registry,  classed  in  the  respective  Baronies. — Another  County-at-large,  and  a similar  number  of 
Buronial  Books,  for  die  Registry  of  40  s.  Freeholders,  as  directed  by  die  Act  of  the  45th  of  His  present 
Majesty. — The  Swords  Borough  Book,  containing  die  original  Affidavits  of  die  Burghers,  from  October  1 795  ; 
and  an  alphabetical  Entry  tiiereof. — A Book,  containing  an  alphabetical  List  of  Catholic  Freeholders  taking 
the  Oadi  of  Qualification,  commencing  in  1799,  and  continued  to  the  present  period. — The  Baronial  Poll- 
Books,  kept  by  the  High  Sheriffs  of  the  County  of  Dublin,  on  the  several  Elections  for  Knights  in  Parliament, 
of  1802,  1806,  and  1807. — Affidavits  and  Notifications  as  to  die  keeping  of  Arms,  commencing  3d  Sep- 
tember 1 792 ; with  Baronial  Books,  in  which  the  Names  and  Residences  of  the  Persons  licensed  to  keep 
same,  are  alphabetically  entered. — Affidavits  and  Certificates,  relating  to  the  Qualification  of  County  of  Dublin 
Militia  Officers,  commencing  in  1 793  and  ending  in  1 806. — Returns  made  by  Treasurer  of  County  of 
Dublin;  and  Abstracts  of  Orders  relative  to  Militia  Families,  commencing  in  1797  and  ending  in  1811. 

■ — Qualifications  of  Deputy  Governors  for  the  County  of  Dublin. — A Set  of  miscellaneous  Affidavits, 
made  in  Mitigation  of  Punishment,  to  postpone  Trials,  reduce  Fines,  take  off  Estreats ; and  several 
Informations,  (upon  which,  from  their  insufficiency,  no  Indictments  could  be  drawn),  from  die  year  1 75$ 
to  i8u. — Issues  from  1759  to  179&>  and  from  1S05  to  the  present  time;  from  1798  to  1805,  die 
Issues  are  not  to  be  found. — Appeals  from  Civil  Bill-Decrees,  and  Adjudications  of  Magistrates,  and 
Releases,  from  1759  to  the  present  period. — The  Roll  formerly  subscribed  by  Publicans,  and  die  Bonds 
entered  into  by  them,  on  obtaining  License  to  retail  Spirits,  commencing  in  1760:  die  bonds  of  17G0  appear 
complete  ; of  1761  there  are  but  two  Bonds  ; from  that  period  to  the  year  1776,  I do  not  find  any ; nor  are 
there  any  from  that  year  to  die  29th  September  1804;  from  which,  to  the  present  period,  tiiere  are  not  any 
deficient. — Convictions,  from  December  1806  to  February  iSo8,  for  retailing  Spirits  illegally,  and  the  Bonds 
and  Appeals  of  Spirit  Retailers  against  such  Convictions;  commencing  at  same  period,  and  ending  in 
August  1 SoS. — A Roll,  containing  the  Oatiis  of  Allegiance  anil  Transubstantiation,  with  the  Signatures  of 
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Persons  taking  same,  from  1 7.56  to  1 800 ; and  Certificates  of  their  hating  previously  attended  Divine  Service,  and 
received  the  Sacrament — Capias  Books,  in  which  are  alphabetical  Lists  of  all  Bills  of  Indictment  found,  from 
1751  to  the  present  time;  and  the  Court  and  Crown  Books,  and  Gaolers'  Calendars,  from  1759  t0  the  present 
period. — The  several  Affidavits,  from  1779  ^1C  present  time,  for  the  Registry  of  Trees;  and  a Book, 

containing  the  Entry  of  such  Affidavits  respectively. — The  Schedules  and  Affidavits  of  Debtors,  who  have 
taken  tin  benefit  of  Insolvent  Acts,  in  1801,  1804, 1S05,  1806,  and  1809,  and  the  Gaolers'  Returns  of  Debtors 
in  custody. — Enrolments  of  Judgments  past  on  Prisoners  under  Sentence,  commencing  in  26th  George  II. 
and  ending  in  the  40th  of  His  present  Majesty  ; and  Pardons,  commencing  in  1771,  and  ending  in  1802. — 
Presentment  Book,  commencing  in  1721,  and  ending  in  1 742 ; another,  commencing  in  1753,  and  ending  in 
1763;  ard  a third,  commencing  in  1777,  and  continued  to  the  present  year. — Commissions  of  the  Peace,  from 
30th  Gc«rge  the  Second  to  1790;  and  Writs  of  Supersedeas,  from  1802  to  December  1807.  The  foregoing 
is  a correct  detail  of  the  Records  at  present  in  my  custody,  as  Deputy  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  the  County  of 
Dublin,  to  which  Office  I was  appointed  in  the  month  of  May  1810.  There  are  not  (as  far  as  I can  discover) 
any  chosns  or  deficiencies  in  the  series  of  such  Records,  except  as  I have  before  specified.  As  to  the  causes 
of  these  leficiencies,  it  is  impossible  for  me  even  to  form  a conjecture,  with  any  degree  of  certainty.  They 
are,  however  (as  I am  inclined  to  believe)  attributable  to  the  frequent  changes  which  may  have  occurred  in  the. 
appointment  of  the  Clerks  of  the  Peace  and  their  Deputies,  but  more  particularly  to  the  want  of  any  permanent 
public  Oficc,  in  which  they  could  have  been  securely  deposited.  The  Records,  having  been  generally  transferred 
from  the  private  residence  of  the  former  Clerk  of  the  Peace  to  that  of  his  Successor,  were  thus  rendered 
liable  to  frequent  losses,  and  their  state  of  Preservation  much  impaired.  A great  part  of  these  Records  too  were, 
until  latey,  deposited  in  a damp  and  insecure  Room,  at  the  old  Court-house  of  KUmainham,  from  whence 
I had  them  removed  to  my  Office.  The  deficiencies,  however,  are  not  (as  I conceive)  of  any  importance, 
as  they  10  not  affect  the  material  Records,  but  are  principally  confined  to  those  casual  and  unimportant 
document  (such  as  Releases,  Recognizances,  Panels,  &c.),  the  want  of  which,  it  is  humbly  suggested, 
never  car  operate  as  a public  injury. 

(2.) — Said  Records  are  at  present  lodged  in  my  Office,  No.  32,  Dominick-strcct,  Dublin ; the  house,  in 
which  such  Office  is  held,  is  private  property,  and  is,  in  point  of  security,  similarly  circumstanced  with 
the  generality  of  private  residences.  In  point  of  accommodation,  it  is  well  adapted  for  the  keeping  of 
said  Records,  and  lies  in  a central  and  convenient  situation  for  the  Public. 

(3.) — The  state  of  Preservation  of  these  Records  (with  the  exceptions  already  particularized  in  my  Answer  to 
the  First  Quere)  is  very  perfect  The  Freeholders’  Affidavits  have  sustained  some  little  injury,  from  the  frequent 
recurrence  had  to  them  by  the  several  Agents  for  the  Candidates  on  the  contested  Elections  since  the  date  of 
their  Registry ; they  are  not  however  at  all  materially  defaced.  The  different  Records  are  severally  arranged  in 
their  respective  classes,  the  latter  ones  in  wooden  presses,  procured  by  me  for  that  purpose.  The  true  and 
ignored  Bills  are  classed  in  the  respective  Sessions  and  Years ; the  Releases,  Issues,  Jury  Panels,  Recognizances, 
Appeals,  kc.  are  also  similarly  regulated,  so  as  to  give  complete  facility  to  any  Search  it  might  be  necessary  to 
make ; tht  Freeholders’  Affidavits  are  (as  I have  before  mentioned)  regularly  placed  upon  the  respective 
Baronial  liles,  and  the  different  Books  are  severally  arranged  according  to  their  date  and  description. 

(4.) — There  are  not  any  complete  or  general  Catalogues,  Calendars,  Schedules,  or  Repertories,  relating  to 
these  Records,  except  so  far  as  each  Book  (which  I have  before  alluded  to)  is  in  itself  an  Index  to  the  several 
Records  o:'  which  it  forms  a compendium;  and  indeed  these  Books  seem  fully  calculated  to  answer  every  object 
of  public  utility ; nor  do  I conceive  that  any  degree  of  utility  would  possibly  result  from  having  more  complete 
(or  rather  more  diffuse)  Catalogues  of  such  Records,  as  suggested  in  this  Quere,  the  present  Books  forming  in 
themselves  a concise  but  perfect  transcript  of  all  the  material  parts  of  such  Records,  and  giving  an  immediate 
direction  to  any  document  it  may  be  necessary  to  recur  to : Should  it  be  deemed  essential  to  frame  such  general 
Schedules,  they  might,  in  my  opinion,  be  completed  in  about  one  month,  by  the  ordinary  diligence  of  two 
active  Cleiks.  There  are  not,  I am  convinced,  any  Manuscript  or  other  Copies  of  such  Indexes  in  existence. 

(.5.) — I lave  not  any  Clerks  employed  for  the  custody  or  arrangement  of  said  Records,  &c.  in  my  Office,  the 
whole  dutj  of  such  arrangement  devolving  upon  myself,  except  such  aid  as  I occasionally  derive  from  the 
adventitiois  assistance  of  the  Clerks  whom  I employ  in  my  distinct  profession  as  an  Attorney  and  Solicitor  in 
Dublin.  Indeed  the  Emoluments  of  my  Office,  as  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  are  so  very  trivial  and  inconsiderable, 
as  not  to  admit  the  expense  of  a Clerk  in  that  exclusive  department,  although  the  pressure  of  business  very 
frequently  obliges  me  to  employ  one.  The  Office  is  open  every  day  from  ten  to  five,  and  from  seven  to  nine 
in  the  Eveiing.  The  Fees  demandable  and  received  by  me,  are  those  directed  by  the  Act  of  the  49th  of  His 
present  Majesty.  The  Searches,  Certificates,  Copies  of  Records,  &c.  mentioned  in  this  Quere,  are  but  seldom 
demanded,  and  the  Fees  upon  them  have  not  since  my  appointment  (a  period  of  about  thirteen  months), 
amounted  is  I believe  in  the  whole  to  Ten  Pounds  sterling. 

(6.) — There  is  not  any  Person  specially  intrusted  by  me  with  the  care  of  said  Records,  as  I myself  retain 
the  keys  ot  the  presses  containing  them,  and,  generally,  superintend  the  making  of  every  Search ; should  a Copy 
of  any  such  Records  be  required,  it  is  my  usual  custom  to  give  the  original  to  one  of  my  Clerks  for  that  purpose, 
*iid  afterwards  have  it  replaced  in  its  former  situation. 

(7.) — There 
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(7.) — There  are  not  any  Matters,  not  comprised  in  the  preceding  Queries,  which  it  is  necessary  to  observe, 
except  to  suggest  the  expediency  of  immediately  allotting,  in  a commodious  situation  in  the  City  of  Dublin, 
(which  in  fact  lies  in  the  centre  of  the  County,  and  would  consequently  be  most  convenient  to  the  Public), 
a secure  and  permanent  public  Office  for  the  custody  of  said  Records,  some  of  which  (particularly  the  Free- 
holders’ Affidavits)  are  of  the  utmost  importance.  It  probably  may  not  be  improper  here  to  offer  an  observation 
with  respect  to  the  Registry  of  those  Affidavits ; the  Fee  upon  each  of  which  being  but  one  shilling,  is  quite 
an  insufficient  recompence  for  the  trouble  of  doing  so,  and  the  expense  of  procuring  the  Books  directed  by  Act 
of  Parliament  for  that  purpose,  one  set  of  which  alone  cost  me  25/.  sterling.  The  Sessions  are  also,  for  the 
convenience  of  Freeholders,  very  frequently  adjourned  to  remote  parts  of  the  County  of  Dublin ; at  which 
Adjournments  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  is  bound  to  attend,  and  for  which  he  does  not  receive  any  additional 
remuneration.  It  is  in  the  power,  too,  of  any  Freeholder  to  demand  a List  of  the  Freeholders’  names,  with 
their  Residences,  nature  and  value  of  Freehold,  date  of  Registry,  Sec.  as  entered  in  the  County-at-large  Books, 
paying  for  such  Lists  at  the  rate  of  three  pence  for  every  100  names,  a recompence  which  will  obviously  appear 
inadequate  to  the  purchase  of  the  very  paper  used  in  completing  it : these  Entries  may  be  at  about  50  words 
each  ; the  usual  charge  of  Scriveners  is  1 id.  for  each  sheet  containing  72  words  ; so  that  the  bare  expense  of 
procuring  100  names  to  be  thus  copied,  independently  of  the  trouble  of  subsequently  comparing  and  attesting 
such  Lists,  would  amount  to  about  gs.  and  for  this  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  is,  by  Act  of  Parliament, 
allowed  but  3 d. ; and  in  default  of  fumislung  such  Lists,  within  ten  days  after  demand,  becomes  liable  to  a 
Penalty  of  50/.  sterling.  It  appears  that  this  clause  fortunately  is  not  generally  known  ; for  if  it  were,  a few 
ill-inclined  Freeholders  could  (by  repeating  such  demands)  actually  oblige  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  rather  to 
abandon  his  situation  than  fulfil  the  duty  imposed  on  him  by  the  Act,  and  which  it  would,  in  fact  (in  the  event 
of  such  demand  being  frequently  made)  become  utterly  impossible  for  him  to  perform.  It  is,  besides,  humbly 
apprehended,  that  such  Lists  can  only  be  essential  for  Candidates  upon  General  Elections ; and  as  eacli 
Freeholder  has,  at  reasonable  hours,  a right  of  access  to  the  Registry  Books,  the  withholding  of  such  Lists 
(except  upon  very  particular  occasions)  would  in  no  way  militate  against  the  freedom  of  Elections,  nor  would 
the  generality  of  Freeholders  sustain  any  injury  whatever  from  the  deprivation  of  the  pow-er  of  demanding 
such  Lists,  which  each  of  them  at  present  possesses.  It  is,  therefore,  with  great  humility  suggested,  that  an 
amendment  of  the  Law  in  this  respect  would  be  essentially  conducive  to  public  benefit,  since  it  would  protect 
the  several  Clerks  of  the  Peace  from  being  harassed  at  the  caprice  of  malicious  persons,  and  enable  them, 
by  an  increase  of  their  Emoluments,  to  adopt  a more  enlarged  and  better  arrangement,  for  the  purpose  of 
making  the  use  of  said  Records  more  convenient  to  the  Public,  than  their  present  trifling  Fees  can  possibly 
admit  of.

original  Inquisitions,  &c.  &c.  There  are  also  Books,  in  which  the  several  Writs,  See.  are  correctly  entered  in 
alphabetical  order;  also  Panels  of  Juries,  See.  The  above  Writs,  Sec.  Sec.  commence  12th  February  18 jo,  and 
end  12th  February  1811  ; Entries  of  which  will  also  appear  in  the  several  and  respective  proper  Offices  from 
whence  they  issued.  There  are  no  chasms  or  deficiencies  in  the  series  of  said  Records. 

(2.) — The  above  Records,  Sec.  are  lodged  in  the  house,  No.  7,  Stafford-street.  The  accommodation,  as  to 
security,  for  the  keeping  of  said  Records,  is  in  common  with- all  other  houses  which  are  private  property. 

(3.) — The  said  Records  arc  in  good  Preservation,  and  are  severally  arranged  in  alphabetical  order. 

(4.) — There  are  no  complete  or  correct  General  Catalogues,  Calendars,  Schedules,  Repertories,  or  Indexes  ; 
and  it  is  conceived  that  no  utility  would  result  from  having  the  said  Catalogues,  Sec.  Sec.  completed. 

(5.) — There  is  one  Clerk  employed  for  the  custody  and  arrangement  of  said  Records,  and  for  conducting 
the  general  business  of  this  Office ; the  said  Clerk  has  been  employed  in  said  Office  these  ten  years  last  past, 
and  is  very  competent  for  performing  the  duties  of  this  Department.  This  Clerk  attends  in  said  Office  from 
Ten  till  Four  each  day,  and  from  Seven  till  Nine  in  the  evening,  for  discharging  the  duties  aforesaid,  and  is 
paid  by  the  Sheriff.  There  are  no  Salaries,  Fees,  Allowances  or  Emoluments  paid  by  the  Public,  in  respect 
of  said  Records.

— I do  not  feel  myself  competent  to  suggest  any  further  or  other  Matters  which  are  necessary  or  expedient 
to  observe,  for  rendering  the  use  of  the  said  Records,  &c.  more  convenient  to  the  Public,  save  the  want  of  a 
secure  and  permanent  Office,  (which,  it  is  humbly  conceived,  ought  to  be  supplied  by  the  County,)  that  might  be 
secure  against  fire  or  other  depredations  which  private  dwelling-houses  are  constantly  exposed  to.  All  which 
is  respectfully  submitted,  &c.

Register,  (1.) — I HAVE  in  my  possession  Files  of  Affidavits,  Warrants  of  Attorney,  Precepts,  Attachments,  Appear- 

Stisepdchre.  a0065!  Bail  Pieces,  Declarations  in  Debt,  and  in  Assumpsit,  Pleas,  Venires,  Distringases,  Dominicals,  Issues 

• , and  Verdicts,  from  the  time  of  my  Appointment  as  Register  to  said  Liberty  and  Manors,  which  took  place 

in  February  1808,  to  the  present  time;  as  also  Books  of  Hearings  of  Summonses  for  Small  Debts  under  5I. 
for  the  same  period.  I have  also  the  Book  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Juries  of  said  Liberty  and 
Manors,  their  Presentments  and  Contracts,  for  the  like  period  ; which  Book  also  contains  the  Proceedings  of 
the  Grand  Juries  of  said  Liberty,  and  the  different  Manors  attached  thereto,  from  the  year  1782  to  the 
time  of  my  Appointment ; but  I have  no  other  Records  of  the  Proceedings  of  said  Courts,  previous  to  my 
Appointment,  for  the  reasons  stated  in  my  Answer  to  the  Second  Quere. 

(2.) — The  Palace  of  the  Archbishop  of  Dublin,  the  Court  House,  and  Registry  of  said  Liberty,  having 
been  purchased  by  Government  about  the  year  1798  for  a Barrack;  the  Records,  &c.  were  removed  to  the 
then  Deputy  Seneschal’s  House,  in  Charlemont-street,  from  whence  they  were  only  lately  removed  by  the 
present  Seneschal,  Doctor  Hare,  to  his  House  in  Park-street,  where  they  still  remain;  those  Records  are  of  a 
like  nature  with  what  are  in  my  possession,  and  are  from  a very  early  period,  to  the  conclusion  of  the  last 
century ; a great  part  of  which  being  in  Law-Latin  or  Norman  French,  and  in  the  old  Court  hand,  I cannot 
detail  their  contents.  The  Records  commencing  about  1 798  (when  the  late  Register  Mr.  Bury  was  appointed), 
to  the  year  1808,  when  I was  appointed,  are  detained  by  him,  although  they  are  dearly  Public  Property, 
because  he  alleges,  that  there  is  a Sum  of  Money  due  to  him  for  Rent  of  the  temporary  Court  House  of  said 
Liberty,  which  Rent  became  due  previous  to  the  appointment  of  the  present  Seneschal. 

(3.) — The  Records  of  the  Proceedings  of  said  Courts  since  my  appointment,  are  in  my  possession,  regularly 
filed  ; but  those  previous  to  my  appointment  are  unascertained  and  unarranged,  as  there  is  not  any  Office 
at  present  appropriated  to  them.  They  are  kept  in  the  Seneschal's  house,  in  a dry  room,  and  have  not  suffered 
any  injury  since  they  came  into  his  possession ; but  it  is  apprehended,  from  the  state  in  which  they  were 
found,  that  they  are  somewhat  imperfect  and  defective. 

(4.) — There  are  no  Catalogues,  Calendars,  Schedules,  Repertories,  or  particular  Indexes,  of  any  of  said 
Records,  nor  am  I aware  that  any  such  are  in  existence  ; but  the  utility  of  having  such  must  be  obvious,  as  at 
present  it  would  be  impossible  to  undertake  any  search  for  any  Proceedings  which  occurred  in  said  Courts 
previous  to  my  appointment ; and  as  the  practice  of  said  Courts  is  regulated  almost  entirely  by  ancient 
usage  and  custom,  it  would  be  very  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  refer  to  those  Precedents  with  ease  and  expedi- 
tion. It  would  be  also  absolutely  necessary,  if  there  was  a proper  Office,  to  have  the  Leases  of  the  Tenants 
to  the  several  Manors  under  the  See  of  Dublin  registered,  as  was  formerly  the  custom,  which  appears  by 
Clauses  contained  in  some  of  the  old  Leases ; and  if  this  regulation  were  revived,  it  would  materially  assist  in 
ascertaining  the  bounds  and  limits  of  those  Liberties,  which  at  present  in  many  instances  are  in  great  doubt 
and  uncertainty.  And  I think  that  if  a proper  Office  were  provided,  I could,  with  the  assistance  of  three 
intelligent  Clerks,  arrange  all  the  Records,  &c.  and  complete  Catalogues  and  Indexes  thereto,  in  the  course 
of  nine  months. 

(5.) — From  there  not  being,  as  before  mentioned,  any  Office  wherein  the  business  of  said  Liberties  could 
be  conducted,  I have  no  Officers  or  Clerks,  whose  particular  duty  it  is  to  keep  or  arrange  said  Records.  The 
general  duties  of  a Clerk  or  Clerks  in  said  Office,  would  be,  to  assist  me  in  entering  Precepts,  receiving  and 
filing  Affidavits,  Declarations,  Pleas,  &c. ; engrossing  Records  and  Rolls  of  the  different  Proceedings : issuing 
Precepts,  Attachments,  and  Summonses,  &c. ; drawing  Warrants,  copying  Affidavits,  and  Declarations,  and 
making  regular  Indexes  and  Catalogues  of  the  same ; and  if  I had  a regular  Office  for  these  purposes,  it 
would  be  necessary  for  the  benefit  of  the  Public,  that  there  should  be  a regular  attendance  therein  for  about 
five  hours  in  edch  day.  There  is  therefore  no  Salary,  Allowance,  or  Emolument  whatever,  paid  any  Officer 
5 or 
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or  Clerk  in  my  Office  by  the  Public.  The  Fees  demandable  for  any  Search,  and  the  Attendance  thereon,  as 
well  as  for  the  Copies  of  each  Search,  depend  u|>oa  the  length  of  time  for  which  the  Search  is  made,  the 
trouble  therein,  the  length  of  the  Copy  of  the  Proceedings  required,  and  the  Stamp  Duty  thereon,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Seneschal  for  the  time  being. 

(6.) — I am  the  Person  intrusted  with  the  care  of  the  Records  (except  as  before  mentioned),  and  have 
always  attended,  and  (with  assistance  when  requisite)  made  any  Searches  required ; but,  for  the  reasons  con- 
tained in  the  Answer  to  the  last  Quere,  there  cannot  be,  under  existing  circumstances,  any  regulation  observed 
for  effecting  the  purposes  in  this  Querc  mentioned.

(7.) — By  an  Act  passed  in  die  44th  year  of  His  present  Majesty,  Chap.  63,  on  Government  purchasing 
the  Palace,  Court  House,  &c.  the  Purchase  Money  amounting  to  7,92 3/.  12s.  7 d.  was  deposited  in  the 
Bank  of  Ireland,  bearing  Interest,  to  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  a Palace  for  the  Archbishop,  and  a 
Court  House  for  his  Liberties ; but  until  a Palace  was  purchased,  the  Sum  applicable  to  the  building  of  a 
Court  House  could  not  be  ascertained.

IN  compliance  with  the  request  of  the  Right  Honourable  the  Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records,  Seneschal, 
contained  in  a Letter  from  their  Secretary,  dated  the  18th  of  September  1810,  but  which  I did  not  receive  ^Patrick. 

till  the  9th  of  October  instant,  I beg  to  submit  the  following  as  my  Answers  to  the  Queries  annexed  to  the  ' • 

said  Letter;  making  this  preliminary  observation,  that  I do  not  hold  any  Manor  Court,  but  merely  a 
Court  Leet,  or  View  of  Frank  Pledge,  whose  ancient  Authorities  have  become,  in  a great  measure,  obsolete ; 
and,  as  the  business  now  transacted  there  is  of  a trifling  nature,  the  Records  of  it  are  not  deserving  public 
attention. 

(1 .) — The  only  Records,  Rolls,  Instruments,  Manuscript  Books  or  Papers  in  my  possession  or  custody, 
as  Keeper  of  the  said  Records,  or  relating  to  my  Office,  are  two  Manuscript  Books,  and  a number  of  Warrants 
from  the  Treasurer  of  the  County  of  Dublin,  to  collect  the  portion  of  County  Cess  payable  by  the  Liberty  of 
Saint  Patrick's.  The  first  Book  commences  the  6th  of  October  1778,  and  ends  the  26th  of  April  1804;  but 
having  been  injured,  and  some  leaves  torn  and  others  loosened,  I procured  another  Book,  into  which  I copied 
the  proceedings,  from  the  15  th  April  1 799  to  the  26  th  of  April  1804  (both  inclusive);  from  which  last  mentioned 
period  the  proceedings  have  been  entered  in  said  second  Book  by  myself.  There  arc  some  trifling  chasms  in 
the  first  Book,  occasioned  by  some  leaves  having  been  torn;  but  at  what  time  that  happened  I cannot  say,  save 
that  it  must  have  been  before  the  year  1796. 

(2.) — The  said  Books  and  Warrants  are  kept  in  my  Dwelling-house,  No.  40,  Harcourt-street,  Dublin,  which 
is  sufficient,  as  to  security  and  accommodation,  for  the  keeping  thereof,  and  which  Building  is  my  private 
property. 

(3.) — The  first  Book  is  not  in  a good  state  of  Preservation,  having  heen  injured,  as  stated  in  my  Answer  to 
the  first  Quere.  The  second  Book  is  in  good  Preservation.  They  require  no  arrangement. 

(4.) — There  are  no  general  or  particular  Catalogues,  Calendars,  Schedules,  Repertories  or  Indexes;  I am  not 
aware  of  any  degree  of  utility  which  would  result  from  them.  An  Index  to  both  might  be  made  in  one  day, 
by  a diligent  and  intelligent  Clerk. 

(5.) — There  is  no  Officer  or  Clerk  employed  for  the  custody  or  arrangement  of  the  Records  of  my  Office. 

(6.)— -I  apprehend  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Seneschal  to  take  care  of  the  Records  ; there  is  no  other  person 
specially  intrusted  in  this  Liberty,  and  therefore  I have  taken  care  of  them  since  my  appointment.  In 
tiie  time  of  my  predecessor,  the  first  Book,  above  mentioned,  was  kept  by  an  Officer  called  The  Marshal. 

It  follows,  from  my  conception  of  the  Seneschal's  duty,  that  lie  is  bound  to  attend  upon  every  Search  when 
required,  and  to  take  care  that  the  Book  be  restored  to  hs  usual  place.  There  is  no  other  Regulation  observed 
in  this  respect.  But  since  the  16th  of  November  1796,  the  time  of  my  appointment,  I do  not  recollect  that 
any  application  was  ever  made  for  a Search  in  these  Books,  or  either  of  them ; but  if  a Search  were  called 
for,  I would  attend,  and  let  it  be  made  without  any  Fee,  Allowance  or  Emolument.

ending  in  June  1 805  ; a file  of  Affidavits  respecting  said  Debts ; three  Declarations  filed  for  Recovery  of  Debts; 
and  one  Plea  to  one  of  said  Declarations. 

(2.) — The  said  Books,  Declarations,  Plea  and  Affidavits,  are  lodged  in  the  House,  No.  1 , Russell-street,  in 
said  Manor ; which  is  my  residence  and  private  property. 

(3.) — The  said  Books,  Affidavits,  Declarations  and  Plea,  are  in  good  Preservation. 

(4.) — There  being,  as  aforesaid,  no  Records  in  said  Manor,  save  said  Books,  Affidavits,  Declarations  and 
Plea ; there  are  no  Catalogues,  Calendars,  Schedules,  Repertories  or  Indexes  thereto,  nor  do  they  exist  in 
any  other  place  to  my  knowledge.

' * ' from  the  9th  of  July  1 807  to  the  present  time.  I have  also,  Books  of  the  Proceedings  and  Presentments  of  the 

Grand  Juries  of  said  Liberty,  for  Lighting,  Paving,  and  Cleansing,  &c.  from  the  year  1 738  to  the  present  time, 
except  from  the  year  1768  to  the  year  1769;  as  also,  a Book  of  Hearings  of  Summonses  for  small  Debts  under 
5/.  from  the  4th  October  1769  to  the  12th  of  June  1776  inclusive.  I have  also  the  Fragments  of  a Book 
containing  a Calendar  of  Prisoners  returned  on  each  Court  Day,  commencing  the  18th  of  November  1766,  and 
ending  the  14th  of  June  1769  ; but  I have  no  other  Records  of  the  Proceedings  of  said  Court  previous  to  the 
period  already  stated,  save  a Memorial  to  register  a Lease  made  of  part  of  said  Liberty  by  the  Right 
Honourable  the  Earl  of  Meath,  Lord  of  said  Liberties  and  Manor.  But  there  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Seneschal, 
at  his  house  in  Stephen’s  Green,  an  attested  Copy  of  the  original  Patent,  granting  said  Liberty  and  Courts  to 
the  Ancestor  of  the  Earl  of  Meath,  bearing  date  the  last  day  of  May  in  the  35th  year  of  the  reign  of 
Henry  VIII. ; and  a Decree  or  Order  of  the  Court  of  Castle  Chamber,  made  on  the  15th  day  of  February 
1611,  whereby  the  Sheriffs  of  Dublin  were  prohibited  from  arresting  or  attaching  any  Person  within  said 
Liberty,  except  for  Felony  or  Treason.  There  are  also  in  his  hands,  Grants  by  several  Inspeximus’s  to  said 
Court,  and  Parchment  Rolls  of  the  Proceedings  therein,  from  a very  early  period  ; but  those  being  in  Law- 
Latin  or  Norman  French,  and  written  in  the  old  Court  Hand,  I cannot  detail  their  contents  more  at  present. 
I also  understand  there  are,  in  the  Library  of  the  Earl  of  Meath,  several  ancient  Records  of  the  same 
description,  one  of  which  his  Lordship  lately  procured  to  be  translated  at  a very  considerable  expense,  and 
which  contains  a succinct  History  of  said  Liberty  and  Court. 

(2.) — There  being  no  regular  Registry  Office  in  this  Liberty,  the  Books,  Records,  Rolls,  Pleadings,  and 
Registry  of  Leases,  &c.  were  kept  by  a Mr.  Black,  my  Predecessor,  at  his  House  in  Hanbury-lane  in  the  said 
Liberty.  Mr.  Black,  I am  informed,  died  some  time  in  1 803 1 and  the  Insurrection  having  then,  or  shortly 
after,  broken  out,  many  of  the  ancient  Records  were  then,  as  it  is  apprehended,  lost  or  destroyed.  Upon  my 

appointment 
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appointment  as  Register,  which  took  place  about  a year  afterwards,  I made  strict  inquiry  and  search  after 
them,  but  without  success.  I w as  informed  that  the  Persons  who  were  about  Mr.  Black  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  not  knowing  the  value  of  those  things,  had  sold  them  to  the  neighbouring  huxters  and  grocers.  I made 
some  inquiry  in  the  neighbourhood  on  the  subject,  and  received  the  same  information.  Some  of  them,  as  I 
am  informed  (and  I hope  the  most  valuable)  have,  however,  been  transferred  to  my  Lord  Meath's  Library ; 
but  as  I have  no  access  to  them,  I cannot  particularize  their  nature  or  contents. 

(3.) — The  Affidavits,  Declarations,  &c.  since  my  appointment,  are  in  good  Preservation,  but  unarranged, 
for  want  of  accommodations,  as  there  is  not  any  Office  appropriated  to  them. 

(4.) — There  are  no  Catalogues,  Calendars,  Schedules,  Repertories,  or  particular  Indexes,  to  any  of  said 
Records  ; nor  do  I conceive  there  are  any  such  in  existence ; but  tbe  utility  of  such  must  be  obvious,  as  the 
Practice  and  Proceedings  of  the  Courts  of  said  Liberty  are  regulated  by  ancient  usage  and  custom  ; and  the 
extent  and  limit  of  said  Liberty  could  only  he  ascertained  by  a regular  Registry  of  the  Leases  made  to  the 
Tenants  of  said  Liberty  and  Manor,  as  had  been  from  time  immemorial  the  custom,  but  which  has  been 
altogether  neglected  since  the  death  of  my  Lord  Meath's  late  Agent,  Mr.  Pearson.  If  this  regulation  were 
revived,  it  would  materially  assist  in  ascertaining  the  Boundaries  and  Extent  of  this  Liberty,  which,  in  some 
instances,  are  in  doubt  and  uncertainty.  It  would  be  actually  necessary,  as  well  as  satisfactory,  to  be  able  to 
refer  to  these  Precedents  and  Documents  with  ease  and  expedition ; and  I think,  if  a proper  Office  was  provided, 
that  I would,  with  the  assistance  which  would  lie  offered  me  by  Mr.  Knox,  my  Lord  Meath’s  present  Agent, 
and  the  aid  of  two  intelligent  Clerks,  arrange  the  Records,  Registry,  &c.  of  said  Liberty  and  Manor,  and  com- 
plete Catalogues  and  Indexes  thereto,  in  the  course  of  six  months. 

(5.) — From  there  not  being,  ns  before  mentioned,  any  Register  Office,  wherein  the  business  of  said  Liberty 
could  be  conducted,  I have  no  Officers  or  Clerks,  whose  particular  duty  it  is  to  keep  or  arrange  said  Records. 
The  general  duties  of  a Clerk  or  Clerks  in  said  Office  would  be,  to  assist  me  in  entering  Precepts,  receiving 
and  filing  Affidavits,  Declarations,  Pleas,  &c.  drawing  Warrants,  copying  Affidavits  and  Declarations,  entering 
Rules,  issuing  Summonses,  and  enrolling  the  Tenants'  Leases,  &c.  and  making  regular  Indexes  and  Catalogues 
of  the  same ; and  if  I had  a regular  Office  for  those  purposes,  it  would  be  necessary,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Public,  that  there  should  be  a regular  attendance  therein  for  about  five  hours  each  clay.  The  Fees  demandable 
for  any  Search,  and  the  attendance  therein,  as  well  as  for  the  Copies  of  such  Search,  depend  upon  the  length 
of  time  for  which  the  Search  is  made,  the  trouble  therein,  the  length  of  the  Copy  of  the  Proceedings  required, 
and  the  stamp  duty  thereon,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Seneschal  for  the  time  being. 

(6.) — I am  the  Person  intrusted  with  the  care  of  the  Records  (except  as  before  mentioned)  and  have  always 
attended ; and,  with  Assistants,  when  requisite,  made  any  Searches  required ; but,  for  the  reasons  contained 
in  the  Answer  to  the  last  Quere,  there  cannot  be,  under  existing  circumstances,  any  regulation  for  the  effecting 
the  purposes  in  this  Quere  mentioned. 

(7.) — I have  nothing  to  suggest  in  Answer  to  this  Quere,  in  addition  to  what  is  stated  in  my  Answers  to  the 
4tl.  and  5th  Queries.  Gs*w  ^

The  Answers  of  Leonard  M'Nally  Junior,  Register  of  the  Court  of  the  Liberties  of 
Kilmainbam,  in  the  City  and  County  of  Dublin  and  Barony  of  New  Castle,  to  the  Queries 
of  the  Right  Honourable  the  Commissioners  of  Records  in  Ireland. 

(».) — I HAVE  in  my  possession  an  attested  Copy  of  the  Charter  of  the  Liberties  of  Kilmainham,  from  HegUter, 
King  John  to  the  Knights  Templars  established  at  Kilmainham  ; as  also  Books  of  Hearings  of  Summonses  for  Liberties  of 
Small  Debts  from  the  year  1779  the  year  1782,  which  Books  refer  to  several  others  long  before  lost,  / 

particularly  to  one  Book  of  the  year  1 747,  stating  the  names  and  number  of  Attomies  who  practised  in  the 
Court  at  that  period.  I have  no  other  Records  previous  thereto ; but  I have  reason  to  believe  there  were 
several,  which  were  either  lost  or  mislaid  during  the  period  that  Mathew  Dowling  (who  had  the  custody  of  them 
previous  to  my  predecessor  ]\lr.  Godfrey  Janies)  was  Register.  But  I have  in  my  possession  Files  of  Affidavits, 

Warrants  of  Attorney,  Attachments,  Appearances,  Bail  Pieces,  Declarations  in  Debt  and.  Assumpsit,  Pleas, 

Venires,  Distringases,  Issues  and  Verdicts,  from  the  year  1805  to  the  present  time;  and  also  Books  of  Hearings 
of  Summonses  for  Small  Debts  under  5/.  from  that  period. 

(2.) — The  Records  of  the  said  Court,  so  far  as  I have  before  stated,  to  the  present  time,  are  lodged  with  me 
as  Register,  in  my  private  Office,  (and  not  in  a public  Building,)  which  I consider  sufficiently  commodious  for 
their  safe  keeping. 

(3.) — The  Affidavits,  Declarations,  and  other  Proceedings,  since  my  appointment,  are  in  good  Preservation, 
and  arranged  together  according  to  their  dates  and  the  names  of  the  Cases. 

(4.) — There  are  at  present  no  general  Catalogues,  Calendars,  Schedules,  Repertories  or  particular  Indexes; 
no  doubt  a considerable  degree  of  utility  would  result  from  such  regularity  ; and  such  could  be  completed  in  the 

F f f course 
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course  of  a month,  in  which  no  extraordinary  assistance  would  be  necessary.  I have  not  as  yet  ascertained 
whether  any  such  Catalogues,  & c.  are  known  to  exist  any  where,  and  therefore  I cannot  specify  any  place 
where,  or  Person  in  whose  hands,  any  such  are,  or  whether  they  are  public  or  private  property. 

(5.) — I have  no  particular  Office,  or  Clerk  employed  for  the  custody  or  arrangement  of  the  Records  in  my 
Office ; but  tiie  general  duty  of  a Clerk  would  be  to  assist  me  in  receiving  and  filing  Affidavits,  and  regulating 
and  issuing  Copies  of  the  subsequent  proceedings.  I have  no  particular  days  or  hours  appropriated  specifically 
to  attendance  for  that  purpose,  the  Public  having,  at  all  seasonable  times,  a claim  on  my  attention.  The  Fees 
demandable  depend  upon  the  nature  of  the  Search,  the  length  of  the  Copies,  and  the  Stamp  Duties,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Seneschal. 

(6.) — I am  the  Person  specially  intrusted  with  the  care  of  the  Records,  and  whose  duty  it  is  to  attend  upon 
every  Search,  and  to  take  care  that  every  Record,  &c.  be  duly  and  fairly  restored  to  its  proper  place ; and  I am 
regularly  appointed  and  denominated  Register  of  the  Liberties  of  Kilmainhain. 

(7.) — There  are  not  any  Matters  not  comprised  in  the  preceding  Questions,  on  which  it  is  necessary  or 
expedient  to  observe,  for  rendering  the  use  of  the  said  Records,  &c.  more  convenient  to  the  Public.

Class  the  First : — Set  the  First ; consists  of  the  old  Freehold  Registry  Books,  commencing  in  the  year  1 74(1, 
containing  the  names  of  Freeholders  and  situations  of  Freeholds  till  1 757,  which  is  the  oldest  Record  in  the 
Office,  and  die  File  of  Affidavits  relating  thereto,  commencing  in  17G1  till  the  year  1795. — Set  the  Second ; 
consists  of  die  County  Freehold  Registry  Book,  the  Treasurer’s  Book,  two  Baronial  and  twelve  Half  Baronial 
Books,  commencing  in  the  year  1795,  and  ending  in  1805;  containing  the  Entries  alphabedcally  and 
numerically  arranged  of  the  Freehold  Registries  during  said  time,  as  directed  by  the  Act  of  the  35  George  III. ; 
and  two  Baronial  and  twelve  Half  Baronial  Files  of  die  Rolls  of  Affidavits  relating  thereto  during  said  period. 
— Set  die  Third ; consists  of  the  like  set  of  Books,  Rolls  and  Files,  from  1 805,  with  the  like  Entries,  as  directed 
by  the  Act  of  the  45  George  III.  and  regularly  continued  dll  the  present  time. — Set  the  Fourth ; consists  of  the 
Book  of  Entries  of  Cadiolic  Qualifications,  from  die  year  1 796  till  the  present  time,  and  the  Rolls  of  such 
Qualifications,  from  the  year  1 802  till  the  present  time. 

Class  the  Second : — Consists  of  the  Registry  Book  of  the  Borough  of  Lisburn,  commencing  in  the  year  1 793, 
and  continued  till  the  present  time,  containing  the  Affidavits  and  alphabetical  Entries  of  the  Registries  of  the 
Inhabitants  of  said  Borough  during  said  period. — N.B.  The  Books  of  the  Registries  of  the  Boroughs  of  Antrim 
and  Randalstown  were  formerly  kept  in  this  Office,  but  have  been  discontinued  since  the  Act  of  Union. 

Class  the  Third : — Set  the  First;  consists  of  the  old  Planting  Registry  Book,  commencing  in  1767,  and 
contains  the  Entries  of  Certificates  only  till  1786,  when  the  Affidavits  of  Planting  commenced,  and  are 
regularly  entered  therein  till  the  present  time. — Set  the  Second ; consists  of  the  Roll  of  Affidavits  relating 
thereto,  which  are  kept  on  a File  for  that  purpose. 

Class  the  Fourth: — Set  the  First;  consists  of  die  Roll  of  Informations  returned  to  the  General  Quarter 
Sessions,  and  the  Bills  of  Indictment  thereon  (for  Assaults,  Pedt  Larceny,  Forcible  Possession,  and  divers 
Misdemeanors  against  the  Peace,  See.  committed  in  said  County)  commencing  in  die  year  1 788,  and  continued 
to  die  present  time. — Set  die  Second ; consists  of  the  Rolls  of  Recognizances  to  appear  at  Sessions,  and  for 
keeping  the  Peace  and  good  behaviour,  &c. — Set  die  tiiird ; consists  of  the  Rolls  of  Affidavits,  Issues  and 
4 Verdicts,

Class  the  Fifth: — Set  the  First;  consists  of  the  Civil  Bill  Books,  commencing  in  1796,  and  continued  till  the 
present  time  ; wherein  the  Entries  are  made  of  all  such  Civil  Bill  Process  as  have  been  tried  before  the  Assistant 
Barrister  for  said  County  at  General  Quarter  Sessions,  together  with  his  Decrees  thereon. — Set  the  Second ; 
consists  of  the  Roll  of  Affidavits  of  all  such  of  said  Decrees  as  have  been  renewed  at  Quarter  Sessions  during 
said  period ; together  with  the  Book  of  the  Entry  thereof,  called  the  Renewal  Book. 

Class  the  Sixth  : — ’Set  the  First ; consists  of  the  Roll  of  Affidavits  and  Notifications  of  Persons  requiring 
Licences  at  Quarter  Sessions  to  keep  Arms  and  Forges,  from  1 799  till  the  present  time. — Set  the  Second; 
consists  of  two  Baronial  and  twelve  Half  Baronial  Books  of  tlie  Entries  of  all  such  Licences. 

Class  the  Seventh : — Set  the  First ; consists  of  the  Roll  of  the  Oath  and  Qualifications  of  the  Deputy 
Governors,  and  such  of  the  Officers  as  have  been  qualified  for  Commissions  in  the  Antrim  Regiment  of  Militia, 
from  the  year  1 793  till  the  present  time. — Set  the  Second ; consists  of  the  File  of  Qualifications  of  Property, 

&c.  sent  to  the  Office  by  the  Deputy  Governors  and  Officers  of  the  Antrim  Regiment  during  said  period.

Class  the  Eighth  : — Set  the  First ; consists  of  the  yearly  Special  Sessions’  Book  of  the  Entries  of  the  Names 
of  Persons  approved  of  by  the  Justices  at  Special  Sessions  to  retail  Spirituous  Liquors.  &c.  in  said  County, 
from  the  year  1 795  to  the  present  time. — Set  the  Tim'd  ; consists  of  the  Rolls  of  the  Bonds  of  such  of  said 
Retailers  as  took  out  Licences  for  said  purpose. 

Class  the  Ninth : — Consists  of  the  different  Acts  of  Parliament  forwarded  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  the 
use  of  the  Office,  from  the  year  1800  till  the  present  time;  they  we  however  very  incomplete,  not  being 
regularly  forwarded,  and  many  Sets  wanting. 

(2.) — The  Records  aforesaid  are  lodged  in  a well  -secured  Office,  kept  for  the  purpose,  in  the  Dwelling-house 
of  Neal  Mc Peake,  Esquire,  one  of  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  said  County,  at  Ballymena  in  the  said 
County. 

(3.) — The  said  Records  are  in  a very  good  state  of  Preservation ; anil  are  severally  arranged  in  the  Classes 
and  Sets,  set  forth  in  my  Answer  to  the  First  Quere,  and  kept  so  arranged  in  a large  press  made  for  the 
purpose. 

(4.) — There  are  no  Catalogues,  Calendars  or  Schedules,  & c.  relating  to  said  Records,  other  than  what  are 
contained  in  the  Books  hereinbefore  set  forth  ; nor  do  I think  there  would  be  any  material  degree  of  utility 
resulting  from  any  general,  further  or  other  Catalogue,  Calendar,  Schedule,  &c.  being  made. 

(5.) — I have  had  employed,  ever  since  I came  into  office,  a Person  who  acts  as  my  Deputy  in  the  Office, 
and  has  tho  charge  of  all  the  said  Records,  and  whose  duty  is  to  attend  the  General  Quarter  Sessions,  Freehold 
Registry  Sessions  and  Special  Sessions,  therewith,  throughout  the  year,  and  to  perform  the  several  duties 
attendant  on  the  Office  at  said  several  Sessions,  and  at  the  end  of  each  Session  to  arrange  and  restore  them  to 
their  proper  places  aforesaid  ; and  I occasionally  assist  and  superintend  my  said  Deputy  in  performing  said  duty. 

1 have  also  a Clerk  employed  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  my  said  Deputy  in  making  the  necessary  Entries, 
making  out  the  Lists  and  Schedules,  and  posting  all  said  Books ; which  I also  assist  and  superintend.  There  is 
not  any  annual  Salary  allowed  or  Emolument  paid  by  the  Public,  either  to  my  said  Deputy  or  Clerk,  for  or  in 
respect  of  the  safe  custody  and  proper  arrangement  of  said  Records.  The  Fees  demandable  for  any  Search, 
are,  1 s.  %d.: — Copy  of  any  Record,  1 s.Sd.: — Any  Certificate,  is.  Sd.  And  the  net  annual  amount  of  such 
Fees,  averaged  by  the  produce  of  the  last  three  years,  does  not  exceed  Thirty  Shillings. 

(6.) — My  said  Deputy,  who  is  duly  qualified  by  law,  is  specially  intrusted  with  the  care  of  said  Records. 

It  is  his  duty,  as  before  stated,  to  attend  therewith  at  every  Sessions,  and  to  attend  upon  and  make  any 
Search ; and  he  is  particularly  charged  with  the  care  of  having  every  Record  duly  and  fairly  restored  to  its  proper 
place ; and  the  Name  of  his  Office  is,  Deputy  and  Acting  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  the  County  of  Antrim. 

(7-) — It  would  greatly  tend  to  the  convenience  of  the  Office,  and  of  the  Public,  to  have  public  Offices  at  each 
of  the  Sessions  Towns  in  the  County  ; namely,  Antrim,  Ballymonev,  Ballymena,  and  Camckfergus,  for  the  safe 
keeping  of  the  Records  belonging  to  the  respective  districts,  and  in  particular  at  Carrickfergus,  being  the  Assizes 
Town.

IN  reply  to  your  favour  of  18th  ultimo,  I have  to  state,  that  the  Books  recording  the  public  business  of 
the  Town,  are  in  the  custody  of  William  Fox,  Esquire,  who  will  not  give  them  up ; he  is  Town  Major;  and  lie 
says  that  he  purchased  the  same  along  with  the  printed  Books  belonging  to  the  late  William  Atkinson, 
who  preceded  me  in  the  Office  of  Town  Clerk.  Perhaps  an  Order  from  your  Office  might  induce  him  to  give 
them  up.  My  Father  and  Grandfather  held  said  Employment  for  a century  past,  except  the  period  of  a few 
years  that  Mr.  Atkinson  got  it,  which  was  during  my  minority ; and  the  Office  was  always  kept  in  the  Dwelling- 
house  of  the  Town  Clerk.  There  is  no  Salary  annexed  to  the  Office ; and  the  Fees  for  signing  and  sealing 
Powers  of  Attorney  do  not  in  any  year  exceed  5/.  frequently  not  so  much.  There  has  been  no  Registry  kept 
for  Lire  last  ten  years  or  more;  but,  as  Mr.  Fox  has  the  original  Book,  cannot  say  to  what  period  it  comes 
down  or  wliat  are  its  contents ; but  it  is  the  same  that  was  begun  in  my  Grandfather’s  time,  and  continued 
down.

SIR,  Carrickfergus,  igtli  October  1810. 

I received  yours  of  the  i8tk  ultimo,  on  yesterday:  In  answerto  which  I have  to  state,  that  the  Records 
of  this  Corporation,  such  as  Deeds  and  Counter  Parts  of  Leases,  are  all  kept  in  what  we  call  the  Town  Chest, 
winch  is  always  in  the  possession  of  the  Mayor  for  the  time  being ; saiil  Chest  has  three  Locks,  and  a Key  kept 
for  each  Lock  by  three  Aldermen,  viz.  Sir  William  Kirk,  II.  C.  Ellis,  and  E.  D.  Wilson,  Esquires.  Said 
Chest  has  been  opened  only  twice  since  I came  into  office,  (which  is  a period  of  nearly  four  years)  for  which 
no  Fees  were  either  asked  or  given,  only  one  guinea  to  my  Deputy,  for  copying  a Roll  of  nearly  eight  hundred 
Freemen,  by  II.  C.  Ellis,  Esquire.  The  Book,  which  contains  a List  of  the  Aldermen,  Burgesses,  See.  (which 
is  what  we  call  the  Assembly  Book)  with  all  the  transactions  of  said  Assembly,  is  also  lodged  with  the  Mayor. 
The  Quarter  Sessions  Indictment  Book  is  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Adams  Cunningham,  who  has  acted  as  mv 
Deputy  for  some  time.  The  Fees  are  taken  agreeably  to  a late  Act  of  Parliament.  The  Mayor’s  Court  Book, 
with  all  the  Pleadings,  are  likewise  kept  by  my  Deputy.  The  Fees  are  regulated  by  the  Mayor  and  Recorder, 
winch  are  generally  from  fifteen  to  Twenty  Shillings  for  each  Action,  of  which  there  have  only  fourteen  come 
to  trial  since  I came  into  office.

The  Fees  for  the  admission  of 
Aldermen  or  Burgesses,  are  left  to  their  own  discretion.  My  Salary  is  settled  by  the  Assembly,  at  ~l.  10  s. 
annually.  There  is  no  Public  Office  or  Building  belonging  to  this  Corporation,  for  keeping  of  Records.  The 
Mayor's  Courts  are  held  on  Mondays  and  Fridays,  and  the  Sessions  on  Sessions’  Week.  Attendance  is  given  at  any 
time,  for  issuing  Summonses  or  Attachments,  See.  If  any  further  information  is  wanted,  please  to  let  me  know.

Books  of  each  Registry ; Books  containing  the  Proceedings  of  each  Quarter  Sessions  in  the  Crown  Side,  and 
Books  of  the  Proceedings  in  the  Civil  Side ; Books  for  die  registering  Arms,  and  Trees  planted ; Books  of 
Entries  of  Bills  of  Indictments  found  by  die  Grand  Jury ; and  Books  containing  die  Entry  of  all  Publicans 
who  enter  into  Bail  for  Licences,  and  dicir  Bail  Bonds;  and  the  different  Commissions  of  the  Justices  of  the 
Peace.  I have  all  the  Records  for  these  fifty  years  past  in  the  foregoing  Account,  except  such  as  relate  to 
the  commencement  of  die  Civil  Bill  Act,  registering  Arms,  and  Spirit  Retailers;  and  there  is  no  chasm  or 
deficiency  in  the  series  of  die  different  Records. 

(2  ) — The  Records  are  at  present  lodged  in  my  own  House,  in  a large  room  flagged  with  stone,  and  no  fire- 
place, only  a removable  stove  in  the  rooms.  But  the  County  has  built  a new  Court-house,  and  allotted  a 
Room  for  die  Records,  on  the  second  floor,  under  the  Grand  Jury  Room,  and  over  the  kitchen  of  the  Grand 
Jury : there  are  no  apartments  for  me  or  my  Clerk,  and  therefore  cannot  be  answerable  for  diem.

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(3.) — The  Records  are  all  in  good  Preservation,  and  arranged  in  alphabetical  order. 

(4.) — There  are  no  Catalogues,  Calendars,  Schedules,  Repertories,  or  particular  Indexes ; and  I do  not  think 
there  would  be  any  utility  in  completing  same ; inasmuch  as  the  Books  are  all  in  alphabetical  order.  My 
Answers  to  the  remaining  part  of  this  Querc  may  be  inferred  from  the  foregoing. 

(5-) — One  Clerk  constantly  attends  the  custody  and  arrangement  of  the  Records,  makes  ah  Entries  in  the 
different  Books  of  Registries,  regulates  the  different  Indictments  according  to  each  Session,  makes  Copies  of 
the  Freeholders'  Registry  for  the  Treasurer  of  the  County.  There  are  two  Clerks  frequently  attending  in  my 
Office ; and  when  an  Election  for  Representatives  of  the  County  takes  place,  I always  employ  three,  four, 
or  five  Clerks.  I pay  one  Clerk  annually  Thirty  Guineas,  and  the  other  Clerks  in  proportion  to  the  business 
done.  I do  not  know  of  any  Emoluments  paid  to  them  by  the  Public.  The  Fee  for  each  Search  in  the 
Crown  Side  is  20 d.  and  the  Certificate  or  Copy  of  the  Record  is  charged  according  to  the  length;  the  annual 
Amount  of  which,  for  the  last  three  years,  does  not  exceed  Two  Pounds. 

(6.) — My  Clerk  (who  is  my  Deputy)  is  specially  intrusted  with  the  care  of  the  Records,  and  attends  to 
each  Search,  and  to  restore  each  Record  to  its  proper  situation.

There  is  one  Manuscript  Book  for  the  Sovereign  and  Burgesses,  in  which  are  entered  the  Acts,  Elections  of 
Members  to  serve  in  Parliament,  also  of  Sovereigns  and  Burgesses ; the  Records  entered  therein  commence 
24th  June  1738.  There  is  one  other  Record  Book  for  the  Corporation  Jury,  in  which  are  entered  the  Acts 
of  the  said  Jury,  Appointments  of  the  several  Officers,  and  Overseers  of  the  different  Markets  within  said 
Borough,  and  all  Corporation  Taxes,  and  how  the  same  are  applied ; the  Entries  in  said  Book  commence  the 
11th  November  1776.  There  does  not  seem  to  be  any  deficiency  in  said  Records  since  the  above  dates,  to 
the  present  period;  the  Register  did  not  receive  any  Books  or  Records  from  the  Administrators  of  his 
Predecessor,  of  prior  date  to  said  periods.

and  one  of  the  Windows  might  be  shut  up,  and  a Press  or  Presses  put  against  it. 

(3.) — Some  of  the  Records  (as  appears  to  me)  are  destroyed,  or  lost  or  mislaid,  and  were  so  before  I came 
into  office  ; viz.  Some  Affidavits  of  Registries  of  the  County,  and  of  the  Boroughs  of  Down  and  Newry ; some 
of  the  Civil  Bill  Books,  ruled  before  the  Judges  of  Assize;  some  Crown  Books,  and  some  Certificates  and 
Bonds  of  Spirit  Retailers.  All  the  Records  in  my  Office  of  the  same  kind  are  kept  separate  and  apart  from 
others  of  different  kinds,  though  not  so  much  so  as  could  be  wished,  from  the  reasons  given  in  my  Answer  to 
Quere  2d. 

(4.) — There  are  not  any  Catalogues,  Calendars,  Schedules,  Repertories  or  Indexes,  in  my  Office,  save  those 
mentioned  in  my  Answer  to  Quere  1st ; nor  do  I conceive  any  others  requisite. 

(5.) — I keep  one  Clerk  always  employed  to  take  care  of  the  Records,  and  to  arrange  them  in  proper  oraer, 
and  am  often  obliged  to  employ  two  for  the  purpose ; those  Clerks  I keep  at  my  own  expense,  not  being  allowed 
any  thing  by  the  Public  for  Clerks.  I keep  my  Office  open  from  nine  in  the  morning  till  nine  at  night,  save 
the  time  my  Clerks  are  at  dinner.  They  have  not  any  Fees  for  Searches,  Certificates,  or  Copies  of  Records.  I 
myself  charge  and  take  the  Fees  allowed  by  Law  in  such  cases ; viz.  for  each  Search  in  Crown  Business 
is.  8 d. ; and  for  each  Certificate  3 s.  Ad. ; for  a Search  for  Registry  of  Trees  6 d. ; and  for  a Copy  of  the 
Registry  of  Freeholders,  at  the  rate  of  3 d.  for  every  hundred;  and  for  Copies  of  Borough  Registries  2d.  for 
every  four  Inhabitants,  including  the  Index,  and  1 d.  for  every  ten  names  included  in  the  Index,  if  Copies  of 
Registries  be  not  demanded.  The  Fees,  however,  for  copying  the  Registries  of  Freeholders  and  of  Inhabitants 
of  Boroughs,  are  totally  inadequate  to  pay  the  expenses  thereof.  A Clerk,  at  the  rate  allowed  for  copying 
Freeholders  Registries,  could  earn  about  6d.  in  the  day,  out  of  which  Stationery,  Fire  and  Candles  are  to  be 
deducted  ; so  that  for  every  hundred  Registries  it  costs  me  about  2 s.  6d.  more  than  I am  allowed  ; and  the 
Borough  Registries  are  in  the  same  proportion.  In  fact,  each  Copy  of  the  Freeholders  Registries  costs  me 
out  of  pocket,  about  30 1. ; three  Copies  of  which  I have  been  called  on  for  since  my  commencement  in  office  ; 
and  each  Copy  of  Borough  Registries  costs  me  out  of  pocket  about  5 /.  As  to  what  the  net  annual  Amount 
of  Fees,  upon  the  average  of  the  last  three  years,  is,  I cannot  say,  having  been  only  in  office  since  the  gth  day

(6.) — I am  the  only  Person  intrusted  with  the  care  of  said  Records,  and  am  obliged  myself,  or  by  deputy,  to

— Books  used  for 
taking  the  Poll  at  several  Elections  for  Knights  of  the  Shire,  sealed  up  by  the  different  Sheriffs,  are  intrusted 
to  my  care ; to  the  contents  of  which  I have  no  access. 

(2.) — The  foregoing  Records  are  lodged  in  an  Office  appointed  for  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace;  it  is  the 
property  of  a private  family  in  Lifford,  the  annual  Rent  of  which  is  paid  at  the  expense  of  the  County ; it  is 
commodious,  and  in  good  condition  for  holding  them,  and  secured  by  a good  lock  and  key. 

(3.) — The  Records  are  in  a good  state  of  Preservation.  Freeholders  Affidavits  are  arranged  in  alphabetical 
order ; and  the  qualified  Roman  Catholic,  Crown,  and  Civil  Bill  Books,  arranged  in  Sessions,  as  they  succeed 
each  other.

(6.) — The  Clerk  under  my  own  inspection  is  specially  intrusted  with  the  care  of  the  Records,  attends  to 
every  Search  that  may  be  required  of  him,  and  restores  every  Record  to  its  proper  place. 

(7.) — There  is  no  Matter,  not  comprised  in  the  preceding  Questions  (respecting  myself),  that  I think  necessary 
or  expedient  to  observe,  for  rendering  the  use  of  the  said  Records,  &c.  more  convenient  to  the  Public.

The  above 
are  the  only  Records  in  the  Office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  and  in  this  County ; same  are  in  general  (so 
far  as  has  come  to  my  knowledge)  without  any  deficiency  or  chasm  since  the  year  1 796 ; but  no  Record 
appears  in  my  Office  prior  to  that,  the  cause  of  which  I cannot  assign,  being  only  five  years  in  office,  but 
have  been  informed,  same  were  all  burned  by  accident  about  that  period. 

(2.) — The  Records  are  lodged  in  my  Office  in  my  own  House,  oue-and-an-half  mile  from  Dungannon  ; 
which  Office  is  at  all  hours  of  the  day  (say  from  seven  o’clock  in  the  morning  until  ten  at  night)  open,  and 
either  a confidential  Clerk  or  myself  there  to  make  such  Searches,  and  do  such  tilings  as  may  be  legally 
demanded.  The  Office  where  said  Records  arc  kept  is  my  own  private  property ; no  Baronial  or  even  Public 
County  Office  being  allowed,  the  sum  of  Five  Pounds  being  only  presented  by  the  Grand  Jury  at  each 
Assize  for  an  Office,  which  sum  does  not  even  pay  for  same  during  the  time  of  holding  Sessions. 

(3.  & 4.) — The  Records  (so  far  as  I have  hitherto  mentioned,  as  in  my  possession)  are  in  a perfect  state 
of  Preservation,  and  are  so  arranged  as  to  bear  the  strictest  scrutiny  and  search  in  a short  period  of  time,  all 
being  Numerically,  Alphabetically,  Baronially,  and  according  to  their  Dates,  entered  in  Books  labelled,  or 
on  Files;  therefore  in  no  way  defective,  same  being  by  me  at  all  times  carried  on  in  the  same  degree  of 
arrangement  (as  above  stated)  instantly  after  they  severally  come  into  my  custody.  No  further  assistance 
necessary  than  the  Person  employed  by  me,  as  stated  in  Answer  to  next  Quere. 

(5.) — I am  the  Acting  Clerk  of  the  Peace  lor  the  County,  and  have  a Partner  resident  in  Dublin,  who 
receives  only  part  of  the  Profits,  but  transacts  no  part  of  the  Business ; and  I have  a confidential  Clerk  employed, 
who  receives,  for  his  assistance  and  attendance  at  my  Record  Office,  Seventy  Pounds  per  annum  from  my  own 
private  monies.  The  Salary  presented  by  the  County  to  me  (for  different  Duties  of  my  Office)  has  been 
fluctuating,  but  on  an  Average  for  the  last  three  years,  was  about  One  hundred  Pounds  per  Annum. ; all  other  Fees 
taken  by  me  as  prescribed  by  the  several  Acts  (which  on  the  healing  of  Civil  Bills  are  no  way  adequate  to  the 
trouble)  on  an  average,  amounted  for  the  last  three  years  to  Three  hundred  Pounds  or  thereabouts,  makin"  in  all 
the  annual  Sum  of  Four  hundred  Pounds,  which  is  as  near  as  I can  possibly  calculate.  The  Expenses  attendant 
on  same,  for  Clerk,  Carriage  of  Records,  Rent  of  Offices,  and  Expenses  attending  Sessions,  on  an  average  for  the 
last  five  years,  amounted  to  at  the  least  200/.  jier  annum,  leaving  a Net  Annual  Profit  of  about  200/. 

(6.) — I am  the  Person  intrusted  with  the  care  of  all  the  Records,  under  the  Right  Honourable  Thomas 
Lord  Viscount  Northland.  Either  my  Clerk  or  I are  at  all  hours  (as  before  mentioned)  in  my  Office,  to  attend 
to  every  Search,  and  to  restore  each  Record  to  its  own  proper  place.  The  name  of  the  Office  is  in  general 
called,  Clerkship  of  the  Peace. 

(7.) — As  the  convenience  of  the  Public  seems  to  be  a particular  feature  of  the  object  of  the  present  Queries, 
it  requires  me  to  answer  the  7th  Quere,  in  the  way  of  opinion ; which,  with  deference,  I shall  offer  on  a few 
points,  which  I am  convinced  would  render  the  use  of  the  Records  more  convenient  to  the  Public,  ami  be 
of  more  general  sendee.  First,  a Residence,  with  a General  and  Public  Office,  should  be  obtained  fertile  Clerk 
of  the  Peace,  in  one  of  the  principal  Baronial  Towns,  or  in  the  County  Town ; and  a Public  Office  for  Sessions 
in  each  of  the  other  Baronies.  And  as  the  situation  is  a place  of  great  trust,  ami  takes  the  entire  application 
of  the  Persons  placed  therein,  every  Expense  therein  should  be  saved,  to  make  such  Office  independent  of 
other  Employments ; and  to  effect  this  in  a very  great  degree,  and  to  render  the  carriage  of  the  Rocords 
more  safe,  and  to  enable  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  to  extend  the  number  of  his  Records  carried  from  his 
Public  Office  to  those  Baronial  Towns,  at  times  of  Sessions,  Elections,  &c.  a particular  commodious  Conveyance 
should  be  procured  him,  and  Arms  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  same,  and  only  to  be  used  for  such 
purposes.  These  are  the  only  Observations  I can  at  present  make,  in  addition  to  the  Answers  to  the  Queries 
as  above ; and  which  Answers  I am  ready,  and  at  all  times  willing,  to  verify  on  Affidavit,  and  on  Examination, 

to  give  every  information  I possibly  can  to  the  Commissioners  on  the  subject  _ , , , _

— Copy  of  Charter  dated  the  lSth  of  March,  10  James  l.  granting  power  to  the  Corporation  to  make 
Bye  Laws  for  the  advantage  of  the  Borough ; there  is  a Book  wherein  the  Bye  Laws  are  engrossed ; also,  a Book 
where  the  Election  of  the  Provost,  and  Members  of  the  Corporation,  are  recorded  ; a Book  for  the  Entry  of  all 
Actions  in  the  Borough  Court,  and  the  Proceedings  thereon.  I know  of  no  deficiencies. 

(2.) — They  are  kept  at  my  Office  at  my  own  House. 

(3.) — They  are  in  a perfect  state  of  Preservation,  and  entire. 

(4,) — The  Records  are  so  few  in  number,  Catalogues  and  Indexes  would  be  useless ; nor  is  any  assistance 
necessary  to  make  them  out;  nor  were  there  ever,  to  my  knowledge, ' any. 

(5.) — There  are  no  Officers  or  Clerks  employed  by  me,  being  enabled  to  do  the  entire  duty  myself.  I never 
was  called  upon  for  a Search,  and  therefore  never  received  any  Fee. 

(f).)_I  have  before  stated,  that  I do  all  the  duties  myself.

(4.) — Regular  Books  are  kept,  in  which  are  entered  the  Names  of  Persons  indicted  and  tried.  The  Names 
and  Places  of  abode  of  each  Person  registering  a Freehold,  in  a County  Book ; the  Freeholders’  Names  are 
also  entered  in  Baronial  Books ; and  the  Affidavits  of  each  Freeholder  are  preserved  in  boxes  alphabetically, 
according  to  their  Baronies.  A Book  with  the  Names  of  Persons  registering  Trees,  entered  alphabetically. 
The  Names  of  Persons  registering  Anns,  entered  in  Barony  Books.  A Book  with  Names  of  Persons  exercising 
the  Baking  trade.  No  Indexes  or  Catalogues  are  wanting  to  the  different  Records. 


(5.) — The  Clerk  of  the  Peace  attends  to  the  duties  of  his  Office,  takes  care  of  all  Records  and  Papers, 
and  employs  one  Clerk,  who  receives  a Salary  of  20/.  a year  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  who  attends  daily 
at  the  Office,  from  eleven  o'clock  until  tliree  (Sundays  excepted)  and  assists  in  the  general  business  of  the 
Office. 


(6.) — The  Clerk  of  the  Peace  (or  in  his  absence  the  Clerk  employed  by  liim  in  the  Office)  attends  on 
every  Search,  which  occurs  but  seldom  ; the  charge  for  each  Search  is  1 s.  8d.  The  Fees  for  Searches  have  not 
amounted,  on  an  average  for  three  years,  to  Twenty  Shillings  annually.  The  entire  profits  of  the  Office 
amounted  annually  to  about  300/.  on  an  average  for  the  last  three  years.

The  Deeds  of  Sale,  from  the  different  Persons  who  liad  Estates  in  the  Ground 
on  which  the  New  Gaol  has  been  built,  to  the  Governors  and  Trustees  of  the  Count}’,  and  the  Receipts  for 
the  Purchase  Money. 

(2.) — They  are  kept  in  an  Office  attached  to  my  dwelling-house,  which  I made  up  at  my  own  expense,  and 
is  perfectly  secure,  save  by  accident  of  fire ; and  which  Office  the  County  pays  the  Rent  of. 

(3.) — Such  Records  as  are  in  the  Office  are  in  a good  state,  of  Preservation,  but  are  all  hi  disorder,  and  irregular, 
having  got  them,  on  my  being  appointed  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  in  a room  in  the  Court  House,  where  they  had 
been  thrown  on  the  death  of  the  late  Clerk  of  the  Peace  by  his  landlord ; and  by  the  removal,  and  state  of 
confusion  they  were  left  in,  several  must  have  been  lost 

(4.) — There  are  no  correct  Catalogues,  Schedules  or  Repertories  of  any  of  the  Records ; every  tiling  of  that 
kind  being  defective  in  the  Office,  and  if  completed  must  be  of  vast  use  to  the  County.  I do  not  tiiink  they 
could  be  completed,  by  myself  and  two  Clerks  that  are  usually  employed  in  the  Office,  in  less  than  one  year, 
with  doing  the  other  routine  business  of  it ; with  the  assistance  of  one  Clerk,  whose  tune  might  be  entirely  given 
2 up 
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up  to  it,  they  might  be  done  in  Six  Months.  Nor  do  I know  of  any  Index  or  Records  belonging  to  the  County 
in  any  Person’s  hands,  or  in  any  other  place,  save  those  in  the  Office. 

(5.) — There  arc  two  Clerks,  besides  myself,  for  the  arrangement  of  the  Records,  and  doing  the  duty  of  the 
Office ; the  Clerks  attend  from  nine  o’clock  in  the  Morning  until  tliree  in  the  Afternoou,  and  from  Six  in 
the  Afternoon  until  nine  at  night,  every  day  (save  Sundays ;)  which  Clerks  I pay  Salaries  to,  but  who  do 
not  receive  any  Allowance,  Emolument  or  Fee  whatsoever,  from  the  Public;  and  the  only  Fees  taken  for 
a Search,  Certificate  or  Copy  of  a Record,  are  those  allowed  by  Act  of  Parliament.  Cannot  set  forth  the 
annual  amount  of  the  Fees  of  the  Office,  not  being  yet  eight  months  in  the  Office  of  Clerk  of  the  Peace. 

(6.) — -There  is  no  Person  specially  intrusted  with  the  care  of  the  Records,  they  being  in  presses  and 
alphabets  made  up  for  llie  purpose  in  my  Office;  and  when  a Search  is  required,  I take  care  to  have  the  Record 
restored  to  its  proper  place. 

(7.) — As  I found  all  the  Papers  in  such  a state  of  confusion,  I have  been  (with  the  assistance  of  my  Clerks) 
endeavouring  to  regulate  and  put  them  into  some  order,  which  prevented  an  Answer  going  long  since. 

Observation. — From  the  state  of  the  Public  Records  in  the  County,  and  the  casualties  attendiug  Records  iu 
Offices  so  situated  as  those  of  Clerks  of  the  Peace,  I should  conceive  Duplicates  necessary  to  be  sent  yearly 
of  all  business  occurring  in  the  Office,  to  be  lodged  with  the  Records  in  the  Register's  Office  in  Dublin ; and 
some  compensation  should  be  made  to  the  Clerks  of  the  Peace  for  such  additional  trouble.

(1.) — THE  Records  now  in  my  possession  (as  Clerk  of  the  Peace  of  the  City  of  Kilkenny)  are,  Bills  of 
Indictment,  from  April  Sessions  1778  to  die  present  lime;  togedier  with  Books  containing  Entries  of  Indict- 
ments, and  the  Proceedings  thereon,  from  April  Sessions  1 762  to  the  present  time ; Qualification  Oaths  for 
Protestants,  from  July  1758,  and  of  Roman  Catholics,  from  December  1775;  Certificates  and  Affidavits  of 
Persons  receiving  the  Sacrament,  commencing  in  1760  and  ending  in  1790;  Registries  of  Trees  from  1792 ; 
of  Freeholds  from  1796;  of  Persons  keeping  Arms  in  said  year  1796;  of  Bakers,  from  the  year  1800;  and 
Bonds  of  Spirit  Retailers,  for  die  years  ending  September  1 799,  1802,  1803,  1804,  1805,  1S0G,  1807,  1808, 
1809,  1810,  1811. 

(2.) — The  Building  in  which  said  Records  are  lodged  in  said  City  is  my  own  House,  and  private  property ; 
and  I consider  such  Building  sufficiently  secure  for  die  keeping  of  said  Records. 

(3.) — The  said  Records  are  in  good  Preservation,  and  securely  kept,  but  are  not  as  well  arranged  as  tiiey 
might  be  in  suitable  and  commodious  Presses  for  that  purpose. 

(4.) — There  are  Repertories  to  die  Bills  of  Indictment  at  die  Sessions  of  the  Peace  for  said  City,  so  far 
as  keeping  them  entered  in  bound  Books ; and  though  they  are  not  indexed,  it  is  easy  to  refer  to  die  Proceed- 
ings of  each  year  and  sessions,  as  they  are  entered  with  regularity.  The  Registries  of  Freeholds,  Trees, 
Anns,  and  Bakers,  are  made  alphabetically.  Unless  it  should  be  considered  necessary  to  index  die  Names  of 
the  Persons  against  whom  there  are  Indictments  at  each  Sessions  of  the  Peace,  I do  not  think  any  other 
Index  wanting  in  my  Office,  as  Clerk  of  the  Peace. 

(3.) — There  is  no  Officer  or  Clerk,  except  myself,  employed  for  the  custody  and  arrangement  of  the 
Records.  The  usual  Hour  of  Attendance  in  my  Office  are  from  Ten  to  Four  o'clock  each  day.  The  Fee 
payable  for  any  Search,  in  relation  to  Crown  Business  is  1 s.  8 d.  and  for  which  Searches  I have  not  received 
1 /.  for  die  last  three  years ; and  (to  the  best  of  my  recollection)  there  was  not  any  other  Search  made  in  my 
Office  for  the  last  three  years,  for  which  I made  any  charge. 

(6.) — The  only  Person  intrusted  with  die  care  of  said  Records  is  myself,  and  I give  diem  the  best  attention 
ki  my  power. 

(-.) — Commodious  Presses  are  die  only  tilings  diat  occur  to  me  as  necessary,  to  render  the  use  of  die 
Records  of  my  Office  more  convenient  to  the  Public,  and  enable  me  to  arrange  them  with  more  regularity

The  Answers  of  die  Town  Clerk  of  the  City  of  Kikenny,  to  the  Queries  directed  by 
the  Commissioners  on  die  Public  Records  in  Ireland. 

(1.) — THE  Records  now  in  my  possession  as  Town  Clerk  of  the  City  of  Kilkenny,  are,  the  Charter  of 
said  City,  granted  by  King  James  the  First,  in  the  7U1  year  of  his  reign;  Books,  containing  Entries  of  die 

Proceedings 
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Proceedings  of  die  Corporation  of  said  City,  from  the  year  1 656  to  the  present  time,  except  an  interval  from 
iliSy  to  1O90,  which  I presume  was  occasioned  by  the  Civil  Wars  then  prevailing;  Qualification  Rolls; 
together  with  a variety'  of  Pleadings  and  Proceedings  in  the  Court  of  Record  of  said  City'.  It  may  be  here 
necessary  to  observe,  that  the  Clerkship  of  the  Peace  of  said  City  goes  along  with  die  Town  Clerkship 
according  to  the  Charter ; and  that  as  Clerk  of  die  Peace  there  are  several  Records  now  in  ray  possession, 
such  as  Indictments,  Registries  of  Freeholds,  Trees.  Anns,  Bakers,  Bonds  of  Spirit  Retailers,  Qualification 
Rolls  for  Protestants  and  Roman  Catholics.

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(2.) — The  Building  in  which  the  said  Records  arc  lodged  is  my  own  house  in  said  City,  and  is  of  course 
private  property ; and  I consider  such  Building  sufficiently  secure  for  the  keeping  of  said  Records. 

(3.) — The  said  Records  are  in  as  good  Preservation  as  might  reasonably  be  expected  from  the  antiquity  of 
some  of  them,  and  are  arranged  in  tolerably  good  order. 

(4.) — There  are  not  any  Catalogues,  Calendars,  Schedules,  Repertories,  or  Indexes  to  any  of  said 
Records,  nor  do  I see  any  very  great  degree  of  utility  that  would  result  from  Indexes ; but.  if  the  Books  of 
said  Corporation  were  to  be  indexed,  I think  it  would  take  six  months  to  complete  same,  and  that  they  should 
(in  justice  to  the  Corporation)  be  done  by  myself  or  a confidential  person. 

(5,) — There  is  no  Officer  or  Clerk,  except  myself,  employed  for  the  custody  and  arrangement  of  the 
Records ; and  the  business  of  the  Record  Court  is  so  trifling,  that  Searches  are  scarcely  ever  made  in  my 
Office  as  Town  Clerk,  and  (to  the  best  of  my  recollection)  I did  not  receive  any  Sum  whatever  for  any  Search 
in  said  Office  for  the  last  three  years.  The  Fee,  which  I consider  myself  entitled  to,  for  a Search  in  stud 
Court  is  1 s.  G d. ; and  I beg  leave  to  refer  to  the  Fees  laid  down  by  the  Act  of  the  49th  of  Ills  present 
Majesty,  for  Clerks  of  the  Peace.  The  usual  Hours  of  Attendance,  in  my  Office  of  Town  Clerk,  arc  from 
Ten  to  Four  o'clock  each  day. 

((5,) — The  only  Person  intrusted  with  the  care  of  said  Records  is  myself;  for,  as  the  business  of  said  Office 
of  Town  Clerk  is  very  little,  it  does  not  make  it  necessary  to  keep  a Clerk  for  its  attendance. 

(7.) — I must  here  beg  leave  to  observe,  that  the  Statutes  at.  large,  with  the  Index  thereto,  would  be  very 
useful  to  my  Office  as  Clerk  of  the  Peace.  And  with  respect  to  the  Court  of  Record  of  this  City,  to  observe, 
that  as  the  Stamp  Duty  on  the  admission  of  Attomics,  equally  extends  to  inferior  Courts  as  to  the 
superior,  most  of  the  Attomies  now  resident  in  the  City  of  Kilkenny  do  not  think  it  worth  while  to  pay  so 
high  a duty  to  get  admission  into  said  Court  of  Record,  on  account  of  the  small  Fees  at  present  allowed  upon 
the  Proceedings  in  that  Court:  I would  therefore  beg  leave  to  suggest,  that  if  the  Stamp  Duly  on  tire 
admission  of  Attornies,  was  made  3/.  instead  of  20/.  it  would  be  a more  productive  Duty  to  that  branch  of 
His  Majesty's  Revenue ; and  that  if  the  Attomics’ Fees  were  somewhat  increased  (with  a moderate  increase 
also  of  Fees  to  Counsel)  it  would,  for  two  reasons,  be  the  means  of  making  the  Law  Business  of  tire  City 
almost  entirely  local,  and  of  the  most  material  benefit  to  the  Inhabitants  of  said  City;  first,  because  they 
would  obtain  Judgment  mid  Execution  at  an  expense  at  least  two-thirds  less  than  the  Costs  in  the  superior 
Courts ; and  next,  because,  under  the  Charter  of  said  City,  every  Tuesday  and  Friday  throughout  the  year 
are  Court  Days,  and  (of  course)  the  Trial  of  any  Action  could  be  speedily  obtained.  And  as  Writs  of  Cer- 
tiorari to  remove  Plaints  to  the  Court  of  King’s  Bench  from  inferior  Courts  of  Record,  arc  in  general  issued 
more  for  the  purpose  of  delay  than  the  attainment  of  Justice,  I beg  leave  to  suggest,  that  instead  of  the 
Stamp  Duty  of  1 /.  now  chargeable  upon  a Writ  of  Certiorari,  it  might  be  advisable  to  raise  it  to  5/. 
and  to  make  it  necessary,  that  upon  the  issuing  of  such  Certiorari,  an  Affidavit  should  be  made  and  filed  by 
the  Attorney  thereto,  that  such  Certiorari  was  not  issued  for  the  purpose  of  delay,  but  (to  the  best  of  his 
belief)  for  the  attainment  of  Justice,  and  that  there  should  be  also  at  the  same  time  filed  a Certificate  of 
Counsel  to  the  same  effect.  I should  also  beg  leave  to  suggest,  that  in  a moderate  increase  of  the  Attomics’ 
and  Counsels'  Fees,  so  as  not  to  let  them  bear  too  heavily  upon  either  Plaintiff  or  Defendant,  it  might  probably 
be  advisable  to  limit  the  issuing  of  Actions  in  said  Court  of  Record  to  a Sum  not  less  than  10/.  by  which 
means  Persons  would  be  left  to  their  remedy  under  the  present  Civil  Bill  Act,  at  a light  expense  for  small  Sums.

131.  SOVEREIGN  OF  CALLAN. 

SIR,  Callan,  November  2,  1810. 

THIS  day  I had  the  honour  of  receiving  your  Letter;  and  though  I am  not  Sovereign  of  Callan  for  the 
present  year,  think  it  my  duty  to  answer  it,  as  Lord  Callan  is  not  in  Ireland,  and  his  Deputy  (a  Mr.  Walsh) 
does  not  reside  in  Town.  I was  Chief  Magistrate  here  for  the  last  seven  years.  During  that  time,  I never 
saw-  any  Record,  Roll  or  Instrument,  except  what  is  called  the  Corporation  Book,  wherein  the  Names  of 
the  Burgesses  and  Freemen  are  eutered,  and  the  Proceedings  at  the  Elections  of  die  Magistrates,  to  which 
the  Burgesses  sign  their  names.  As  to  chasms  or  deficiencies,  I can  give  no  information,  never  having  seen 
it  but  on  Election  and  Swearing-in  Days.  The  Book  is  not  kept  in  this  Town,  but  by  Lord  Calkin's  Agent 
There  is  no  Public  Building  here,  except  an  old  Court  House,  where  the  Elections  are  held,  and  Complaints 
beard  : it  belongs  to  tbe  Corporation.  As  there  are  no  Records  kept  here,  of  course  there  are  no  Officers 
or  Clerks.  I should  have  pleasure  in  giving  you  any  information  in  my  power;  and  if  you  wish  to  apply  to

ON  my  arrival  in  town  a few  days  ago,  I received  your  Letter  of  die  1 8th  September ; and  beg  to  observe 
in  return,  that  I conceive  that  the  Clerk  of  die  Peace  is  the  proper  Person  to  direct  your  Queries  to,  as  he 
has  the  Custody  of  the  Records;  and  I have  accordingly  transmitted  your  Letter  to  him,  with  directions  to 
answer  it,  without  any  unnecessary  delay : at  die  same  time  I will  feel  great  pleasure  in  assisting  an  inquiry 
of  this  description,  as  much  as  it  is  in  my  power,  as  I am  confident  it  may  be  attended  wiUi  great  public 
advantage,  but  at  present  I can  say  but  little  that  is  satisfactory  on  the  subject. 

In  the  King’s  County,  ami  I believe  in  every  odier  County  in  Ireland,  die  Grand  Jury  present  annually 
to/,  to  die  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  to  pay  for  an  Apartment  in  die  County  Town,  to  keep  his  Records  and 
transact  his  Business  in ; and  in  the  Court  House  lately  erected  at  Philipstown,  there  is  a room  exclusively 
for  his  accommodation  in  diesc  respects  which  when  sufficiently  aired,  will  in  my  mind  be  perfectly  adequate 
to  diose  purposes,  without  liaving  a distinct  Building,  which  will  he  attended  with  much  unnecessary  Expense. 
I conceive  it  would  be  a most  useful  regulation,  diat  die  Records  of  all  descriptions  should  be  on  Parchment, 
and  in  truth  they  arc  not  properly  Records  without  being  so ; but  some  of  the  Clerks  of  the  Peace,  to  save 
themselves  the  Expense  of  Parchment,  have  even  the  Indictments  on  Paper : In  the  case  of  the  Registration 
of  Trees,  for  example,  upon  which  much  Property  may  depend,  the  Evidence  of  it  Ls  on  Paper,  which  is 
so  liable  to  decay,  and  which  it  may  not  he  necessary  to  consult  for  a considerable  lapse  of  years.  It  would 
also  be  advisable,  that  all  the  Books  in  which  there  are  Alphabetical  Lists  of  the  Records,  should  be  bound, 
as  it  would  tend  to  their  preservation ; and  timt  there  should  be  a Duplicate  of  each  lodged  with  another 
Officer  appointed  for  the  purpose ; for  at  present  there  is  no  check  on  those  who  have  these  Documents  in 
tbeir  custody.

— THE  Public  Records,  Rolls,  Instruments,  Manuscript  Books  and  Papers,  in  my  custody,  as  Keeper  Pearc  clerk, 
of  the  Records  of  said  County,  are  Examinations,  Indictments  and  Recognizances,  Affidavits  of  the  Registry  c^'muy 

of  Freeholders,  and  the  Manuscript  Books  in  which  same  are  entered  ; the  Affidavits  of  the  Registry  of  Trees,  ' •<— — * 

and  the  Manuscript  Book  in  which  same  are  entered;  the  Roll  for  Qualification  of  Roman  Catholics,  the 
former  one  being  filed  in  the  Rolls  Office;  the  Roll  for  such  Qualifications  for  Officers  serving  in  the  Militia, 
and  Deputy  Governors,  as  have  been  sent  to  me  ; the  Returns  of  Actions  tried  at  Manor  Courts,  as  sent  me 
by  the  Seneschals ; a File  containing  the  Affidavits  of  Persons  who  have  qualified  for  keeping  Arms ; the 
Civil  Bill  Books,  and  Affidavits  for  renewal  of  Decrees,  since  the  commencement  of  the  Act  36th  George  in. — : 

1 have  answered  Qucre  1 . so  far  as  I have  been  able  to  do  since  I received  the  same,  and  from  the  period 
to  which  I began  to  act  as  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  which  took  place  in  the  year  1 799. 

(2.) — The  above  mentioned  Records  and  Books  are  kept  in  a safe  dry  office  press,  in  the  Towns  of  Birr 
tuid  Philipstown,  and  paid  for  at  my  expense ; and  same  ore  private  property. 

(3.) — The  said  Records  are  in  a good,  safe  and  perfect  state,  and  arranged  as  follows: — The  Examinations, 

Indictments  and  Recognizances  for  each  Sessions,  arc  tied  up  in  separate  Parcels,  and  labelled  on  tlie  outside ; 
the  Affidavits  of  Freeholders  are  in  alphabetical  order,  corresponding  with  the  Book  in  which  they  arc 
entered  ; the  Affidavits  for  the  registering  of  Trees  are  kept  together  in  numerical  order,  and  correspond 
with  the  Entries  in  the  Book ; and  the  Civil  Bill  Books  are  kept  together,  and  severally  indorsed. 

(4.) — There  are  not  any  other  Catalogues,  Calendars,  Schedules,  Repertories  or  Indexes  to  the  said  Records 
or  Papers ; nor  do  I conceive  any  Other  necessary,  or  that  any  utility  would  result  therefrom,  inasmuch  as 
every  Record  and  Paper  in  my  Office  is  regularly  tied  up,  and  the  nature  of  the  same,  and  the  date 
thereof  indorsed  thereon,  and  each  Session’s  Papers  put  together. 

(5.) — I employ  a Deputy,  who  has  a Person  employed  to  assist  him  at  all  Sessions  and  Adjournments 
thereof,  who  docs  the  Business,  and  arranges  the  several  matters  herein  before  specified ; and  my  Deputy 
afterwards  keeps  the  Records  at  liis  House  in  the  Town  of  Birr,  where  he  constantly  attends  to  make  any 
Search  required  by  the  Public.

I am  desired  by  my  Lord  Granard  to  say,  that  at  the  time  his  Lordship  was  appointed  Governor  and 
Custos  Rotulorum  of  the  County,  there  were  scarcely  any  Records  handed  over  to  his  Clerk  of  the  Peace  ; 
and  I must  also  observe,  that  at  the  time  his  Lordship  appointed  me  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  said  County 
(which  took  place  in  the  year  1805),  I found  scarcely  any  Records  in  the  Office,  and  such  as  were  in  it  were 
of  little  consequence,  and  in  a most  neglected  state  ; but  since  I have  had  the  honour  of  tilling  the  Employ- 
ment, I have  the  satisfaction  to  be  able  to  say,  that  every  Paper  and  Record  relative  to  the  Office,  has  been 
kept  in  a state  of  order  and  regularity.

— THE  Records  kept  in  my  Office  are  as  follow  : — A Parchment  Roll  for  the  Qualification  of  Roman 
Catholics;  Affidavits  of  the  Registry  of  Trees  planted  in  said  County,  with  a Book  where  said  Registries 
are  alphabetically  arranged ; the  Affidavits  of  the  Registries  of  Freeholders  of  the  County,  with  a general 
County  Book,  wherein  the  Names  of  the  Freeholders  are  alphabetically  arranged,  together  with  a Book  for 
each  Barony  in  the  County ; the  different  Examinations  returned  by  the  Magistrates  to  the  Sessions,  with 
the  Recognizances  entered  into  on  swearing  such  Examinations,  and  the  Bills  of  Indictment  found,  all  of  which 
are  tied  up  in  Bundles  for  each  Sessions,  and  regularly  labelled ; the  Recognizances  (entered  into  at  the  several 
Sessions)  for  keeping  the  Peace ; the  Spirit  Licence  Bonds ; the  Commissions  of  the  Deputy  Governors  of  the 
County ; the  Qualifications  of  the  Militia  Officers  of  the  County  ; Affidavits  of  Roman  Catholics,  for  the  purpose 
of  obtaining  Certificates  to  enable  them  to  keep  Arms ; the  Crown  and  Civil  Books  of  the  several  Sessions. 

(2.) — The  foregoing  Records  are  kept  in  a good  Room  in  a private  House  in  the  Town  of  Longford, 
perfectly  secure;  for  the  Rent  of  which  Room  the  County  allows  me  to/,  per  year,  but  I pay  a greater  Rent 
for  same. 

(3.) — The  said  Records,  since  my  commencement  (1 805)  are  in  a perfect  state  of  Preservation.  Such 
Records  as  were  handed  to  me  on  my  coming  into  office  were  then  in  a very  mutilated  state.  I have 
arranged  them  in  the  best  manner  I could. 

(4.) — From  the  nature  of  the  said  Records,  there  are  not  (nor  do  I conceive  there  is  any  necessity  for)  anv 
Catalogues,  Calendars,  Schedules  or  Repertories,  or  particular  Indexes. 

(5.) — The  said  Records,  in  my  absence,  are  committed  to  the  custody  of  my  Deputy,  who  attends  the  Office 
daily,  when  called  on.  He  is  not  allowed  any  Salary  by  the  County,  or  by  any  private  individual,  except 
myself.  lie  is  entitled  to  the  following  Fees,  viz. — For  every  Search  on  Crown  business,  1 s.  8 d. ; — for  a Search 
respecting  Registry  of  Trees,  6d. ; — for  a Copy  of  the  Names  of  each  100  Freeholders,  3 d.

(6.) — My  Deputy,  in  my  absence,  is  the  only  Person  who  has  the  care  of  said  Records. 

(7.) — It  does  not  strike  me  that  there  are  any  Matters,  not  comprised  m the  preceding  Queries,  which  it' 
would  be  necessary  or  expedient  to  observe,  for  rendering  the  use  of  said  Records  more  convenient  to  the

1 have  five  Files  of  Freeholders'  Affidavits,  carefully  arranged  in  alphabetical  and  baronial  order. — I have  a 
Book  which  contains  the  Names  and  Additions  of  all  Persons  who  have  registered  their  Arms,  since  the  Law 
was  made  to  register  same.  I have  a File  of  die  several  Notifications  of  such  Registry. — I have  a Book  in 
which  I register  all  Trees  planted  ; and  I have  a File  made  up  and  indorsed,  of  the  several  Affidavits  made  to 
Register  same. — I have  a Roll  of  Oaths  necessary  for  the  Qualification  of  Roman  Catholics,  which  they  sign  ; 
upon  which  Roll  I mark  the  date  of  such  Qualification ; this  Roll  I return  yearly  to  the  Rolls  Office. — I keep 
also  a Book,  in  which  I enter,  in  alphabetical  order,  the  Names  and  Additions  of  such  Catholics,  in  order  to 
save  them  the  trouble  and  expense  of  going  to  the  Rolls  for  a Certificate  of  such  Qualification. — I have  a 
Book,  called  a Civil  Bill  Book,  in  which  I enter  all  Civil  Bills,  with  the  Names  of  the  several  Witnesses 
produced  upon  the  hearing,  with  the  Barrister’s  Decree  or  Dismiss  pronounced  thereon  ; in  which  Book  I also 
enter  every  Renewal  of  any  former  Decree  or  Dismiss. — I have  also  a File  of  all  Affidavits  made  before  the 
Barrister,  to  renew  such  Decree  or  Dismiss. — I have  a Book,  in  which  I enter  the  Names  of  all  Spirit 
Retailers,  who  obtain  licence  to  retail  Spirits. — I have  a File  of  the  several  Bonds  entered  into  by  every  such 
Retailer,  upon  his  obtaining  such  License. — I have  a File,  alphabeted  and  made  up,  of  all  Appeals  to 
Magistrates’  Adjudications,  with  the  Bail  Bonds  of  such  Appellants. — I have  a File  of  Affidavits  made  by  Bakers. 

— I have  a File  of  Turnpike  Road  Affidavits.  The  foregoing  are  all  the  Records  in  my  Office.  But  I beg  to 
state,  that  I was  appointed  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  the  County  of  Louth  in  April  1 794,  in  the  room  of 
Mr.  Alexander  Pittman,  who  left  tins  Kingdom  without  delivering  to  the  Gustos,  or  any  other  Person,  any 
Record,  Book,  or  Paper  whatever  belonging  to  said  Office.  1 understand  that  said  Pittman  died  since  in  the 
West  Indies.  Since  my  appointment  in  1794,  I have  all  the  above  mentioned  Records  complete. 

(2.) — The  Records  I keep  in  my  House,  in  Dublin,  as  the  County  does  not  allow  me  any  Office  to  keep  such 
Records;  and  (by  right)  there  ought  to  lie  three  Offices,  one  in  Dundalk,  one  in  Ardee,  and  one  in  Drogheda, 
in  each  of  which  Towns  Sessions  are  regularly  held.  I am  obliged  at  each  Session  to  bring  with  me  such 
Records  as  are  necessary.  I have  all  the  Records  since  April  1 794  to  this  time,  in  perfect  order,  secure,  and 
in  the  best  possible  condition. 

(3.) — The  Records  are  in  great  Preservation,  and  arranged  as  mentioned  in  my  Answer  to  first  Quere.  They 
are  so  arranged,  that  I could  turn  to  any  Record  in  ten  minutes. 

(4.) — This  Quere  I have  nearly  answered  by  my  first.  The  Records  are  l>y  no  means  defective  in  any 
shape  or  way  since  April  1 794.  I am  convinced  three  days  would  be  more  than  necessary  to  complete  and 
make  perfect  said  Records,  (I  mean  complete,  to  alphabet  some  Freeholds  and  Trees  lately  registered.)  I have 
no  Person  employed  under  me  in  said  Office,  as  the  Emoluments  thereof  are  so  trifling,  that  they  would  not 
afford  an  Assistant.  The  Emoluments  of  said  Office  do  not  produce  me  a clear  Income  of  200  /.  a year ; and 
there  is  no  Office  under  the  Crown  that  wants  an  Assistant  so  much ; for  scarce  a Session  of  Parliament  passes, 
without  imposing  upon  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  some  additional  trouble  without  any  Emolument.  But  to 
compensate  such  Assistant  would  take  too  Guineas  a year,  independent  of  his  travelling  and  other  Expenses. 

(5.) — I employ  no  Clerk  or  Assistant,  for  the  reasons  last  mentioned,  which  makes  the  Office  to  me  very 
laborious.  The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  the  Earl  of  Roden,  or  die  Assistant  Barrister,  will  testify  how 
the  Business  of  die  Office  is  executed. 

Schedule: — For  every  Search  I only  charge,  as  to  Criminal  Cases,  is.  id. : — For  each  Certificate,  35.  4 d. : — 

Copy  of  each  Record,  7 s.  9 d.  I never  charge  for  my  attendance  with  any  Record,  but  leave  it  to  die  will 
of  the  Party.  The  Net  Annual  Amount  (at  die  most)  of  die  Emoluments  of  said  Office  for  die  last  three  years, 
deducting  my  Expenses  in  travelling,  and  exclusive  of  Stationary,  &c.  did  not  produce  more  on  an  average 
than  200/. — Observe,  the  County  of  Loutii  is  the  smallest,  and  perhaps  the  quietest  County  in  Ireland. 

(6.) — I intrust  the  Records  of  my  Office  to  no  Person ; I have  the  sole  possession  of  them.  I attend  and 
make  every  Search,  and  take  care  of  all  the  Records,  and  restore  diem  to  tiieir  proper  place. 

(7.) — I do  not  dunk  any  other  Matter  or  Quere  necessary  tiiat  I can  point  out ; save  diat  I think  it  most 
necessary  to  have  an  Office  in  each  District  where  Sessions  are  held ; and  to  enable  die  Clerk  of  the  Peace 
to  keep  a Deputy  or  an  Assistant  Mn

(1.) — SAITH,  That  as  Town  Clerk  of  Drogheda  he  is  possessed,  and  has  the  keeping  of  several  Manuscript 
Books,  containing  the  Corporate  Acts  and  Proceedings  of  the  General,  Quarterly,  and  other  Assemblies  of 
the  Corporation  of  Drogheda,  from  the  year  1649  to  l*ie  present  month  of  January  1811  ; containing  also 
the  Admissions  and  Swearing-in  of  the  Free  Members  thereof ; also  Entries  of  the  Elections  and  Swearing 
into  Office  of  such  of  them  as  have  been  from  time  to  time  elected  Mayors,  Sheriffs,  Recorders,  Aldermen, 
Justices  of  the  Peace,  Town  Clerks,  Coroners,  Common  Council  Men,  Mayors  and  Constables  of  the  Staple, 
Masters  and  Wardens  of  the  Guild  of  Merchants,  and  other  Officers  of  the  Corporation  ; also  the  Rolls 
of  the  Oatlis,  &c.  taken  by  them  : And  also,  several  Charters,  and  Copies  of  Charters,  given  and  granted  by 
several  Kings  of  England  to  the  said  Corporation,  by  the  Style  and  Title  of  the  Mayor,  Sheriffs,  Burgesses 
and  Commons  of  the  County  of  the  Town  of  Drogheda,  and  their  Successors ; setting  forth  the  Rights, 
Privileges,  Estates,  Royalties,  Jurisdictions  and  Immunities,  to  them  from  time  to  time  given,  granted  and 
confirmed.

Issues  to  Petit  Juries  on  Trials,  and  the  Fines  and  Estreats  and  the  other  Proceedings  at  said  Sessions  of  the 
Peace ; also  Certificates  of  the  Qualification  of  Persons  appointed  to  serve  as  Officers  of  the  Militia  of  said 
Town  and  County  and  to  be  Deputy  Governors  thereof,  and  the  Commissions  for  arraying  of  the  Militia  of 
said  Town  and  County ; also  Certificates  and  Bonds  exacted  and  given  by  Persons  licensed  to  sell  and  retail 
Spirituous  and  other  Liquors  in  tile  said  Town  and  County,  and  Bonds  of  Pawn  Brokers ; and  also  Rules  and 
Regulations  of  Charitable  or  Friendly  Societies  of  said  Town  anil  County.

(2.) — The  before  mentioned  Records,  See.  are  some  of  them  lodged  in  the  Tholsel  of  Drogheda,  which  is 
a public  secure  Building,  and  is  the  Court  House  of  the  Town  and  County  of  the  Town  of  Drogheda ; and  the 
rest  of  said  Records,  &c.  are  lodged  m his  own  Office  at  the  rear  of  his  dwelling-house,  in  Saint  Laurences 
Street  in  said  Town,  which  is  secure  and  convenient. 

(3.) — The  said  Records  are  (for  the  most  part)  in  a good  state  of  Preservation ; some  of  them  regularly 
arranged,  and  some  of  them  injured. 

(4.) — There  arc  not  correct  Catalogues,  Calendars,  or  particular  Indexes,  of  each  sort ; believes  some  utility 
might  result  from  the  same  if  completed,  and  flunks  such  might  be  done  in  a month  or  two.  There  are  not  any 
such  Catalogues,  & c.  existing  elsewhere,  to  his  knowledge. 

(5.) — Saith  he  employs  one  Clerk  as  an  Assistant  in  the  general  duties  of  lus  Office  as  Clerk  of  the  Peace, 
and  in  keeping  and  arranging  the  Records  thereof,  and  attending  the  General  Quarter  Sessions  and  Adjourn- 
ments thereof,  held  by  and  before  the  Mayor,  Recorder,  and  other  His  Majesty’s  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  the 
said  County  of  the  Town  of  Drogheda,  on  the  days  and  times  appointed  for  that  purpose.  Has  no  annual 
Salary  or  Emoluments  paid  him  by  the  Public,  except  the  annual  sum  of  2 l.  15  a.  sterling,  by  the  Corporation 
of  Drogheda,  in  lieu  of  Fees,  for  Persons  indicted,  tried  and  acquitted  by  Petty  Juries,  and.  some  small  Fees 
belonging  to  said  Office,  which  would  be  insufficient  to  enable  him  to  keep  a Clerk  solely  for  the  business  of 
said  Office,  if  he  had  not  other  business  to  employ  him.  The  annual  average  amount  (including  the  above 
Allowance)  of  all  Fees  and  Emoluments  of  said  Office,  received  for  the  three  last  years,  does  not  exceed  Fifty 
Guineas  per  annum  ; which  must  be  allowed  is  not  at  all  an  adequate  compensation  for  discharging  the  duties 
of  the  Office  of  Clerk  of  the  Peace.  There  we  some  Fees,  &c.  belonging  to  Lhe  Office,  which  might  be  raised 
by  Presentment  of  the  Grand  Jury,  but  such  are  not  presented  here,  the  County  being  but  very  small;  it  contains 
only  about  3,500  Acres,  including  the  Towns,  Roads  and  Rivers,  & c. ; and  the  necessary  assessments  for  Repairs 
of  Roads,  &c.  Gaol  Expenses,  Militia,  &c.  &e.  are  very  heavy,  and  considered  oppressive  by  the  Landholders 
and  Inhabitants. 


(6.) — There  is  no  Person,  save  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  and  his  Assistant,  intrusted  with  the  care  of  the 
Records,  &c\,  whose  duty  it  is  to  attend  upon  every  Search,  and  to  take  care  that  every  Record,  See.  be  duly 
and  fairly  restored  to  its  proper  place.

File,  containing  the  Affidavits  of  Persons  registering  as  Bakers,  from  28th  January  1788  to  the  present  period. — 
File  of  .Affidavits  and  Certificates  received  of  the  planting  of  Trees,  registered  pursuant  to  the  several  Acts  of 
Parliament  relating  to  same,  from  3d  July  1 767  to  the  present  period;  these  arc  entered  at  full  length  in  a Book 
alphabeted  according  to  the  name  of  the  Townland.  Vide  Answer  to  Quere,  No.  4. — Files  of  Affidavits  and 
Notifications,  for  the  registering  of  Arms  and  Blacksmiths’  Forges,  &c.  pursuant  to  the  several  Statutes,  from 
4 tli  April  1 796  to  the  present  period ; these  are  entered  alphabetically  in  Books,  which  are  a complete  Index  to 
same.  Vide  Answer  to  Quere,  No.  4.- — Files  of  Affidavits  made  by  Persons  accounting  for  tire  Repairs  of  Turn- 
pike Roads,  the  Accounts  of  their  Treasurers,  &c.  and  Contracts  made  for  said  Repairs,  from  1787  to  the 
present  period. — Files  of  Affidavits  made  for  the  Renewal  of  Civil  Bill  Decrees  and  Dismisses  at  Sessions,  from 
j 79C  to  the  present  period  ; diese  are  numerically  entered  in  the  Civil  Bill  Books. — Files  of  the  Affidavits  of 
Persons  registering  their  Freeholds  in  said  County,  from  January  1 796  to  the  present  period  ; these  are  filed 
on  eighteen  separate  Files,  according  to  the  number  of  Baronies  in  the  County ; these  are  first  entered  nume- 
rically and  alphabetically  in  the  County  Book,  and  then  entered  alphabetically  in  their  respective  Baronies. 
The  Act  of  the  45th  of  His  present  Majesty  having  prescribed  a new  Form  and  Entry  of  Registries  of  Free-

Files  of  Bonds  and  Certificates  of  Spirit  Retailers  in  each  year. — Files  of  Indictments  for  Misdemeanors 
tried  at  Sessions,  from  1 790  to  the  present  period  ; these  are  entered  numerically  in  the  Crown  Books  of  each 
Sessions.  Vide  Answer  to  4th  Quere. — Recognizances  of  Persons  for  Appearance  at  Sessions  of  the  Peace, 
from  1 790  to  the  present  period. — Books ; two  General  County  Books  and  thirty-six  Baronial  Books,  for  en- 
tering the  Registry  of  Freeholds,  pursuant  to  the  35th  and  45th  of  His  present  Majesty  : there  are  complete 
Indexes  to  the  Freehold  Registries. — The  several  Imperial  Statutes  transmitted  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace, 
commencing  1801,  to  the  present  period. — Books  of  each  Sessions,  from  October  1796  to  the  present  period, 
containing  the  Entry  numerically  of  the  several  Causes  tried  by  Civil  Bill  at  Sessions. — Books,  containing  the 
Names  of  all  Persons  registering  their  Arms  pursuant  to  the  several  Statutes,  from  4th  April  1 796  to  the 
present  period  ; these  are  entered  alphabetically,  and  are  an  Index  to  the  File. — Books,  containing  the  Entry 
of  all  Indictments  tried  at  Sessions,  numerically,  from  1 796  to  the  present  period ; these  are  Indexes  to  the 
Files  of  Indictments. — A Book,  containing  alphabetically  a full  Entry  or  Copy  of  all  Certificates  and  Affidavits 
made  and  registered  of  all  Trees  planted  in  the  County,  pursuant  to  the  several  Statutes  relating  to  same,  from 
July  1767  to  die. present  time;  these  Entries  are  made  according  to  the  name  of  die  Townland,  and  are  an 
Index  to  the  File  of  Affidavits. 

(2.) — These  Records  are  kept  in  a large  front  room  or  parlour,  fitted  up  as  an  Office,  in  one  of  the 
best  Houses  in  the  Town  of  Trim  (lately  occupied  by  Henry  Reynolds,  deceased)  which  is  situate  in  the  centre 
of  the  To>vn,  and  convenient  to  die  County  Court  House,  has  a good  fireplace  in  it,  and  is  free  from  damp ; 
my  Clerk  or  Deputy  lives  in  die  House,  and  from  that  circumstance,  and  its  being  situate  in  die  centre 
of  the  Town,  I conceive  it  to  be  safe  and  commodious  for  the  purposes  of  an  Office.  The  said  Office 
is  private  property,  and  a sum  of  Twenty  Pounds  per  annum  is  paid  by  the  County  for  it;  but  the  expense 
of  fitting  up  die  same  as  an  Office,  and  of  all  Books,  Stationary,  and  Fuel,  is  borne  by  the  Clerk  of 
the  Peace. 

(3-) — All  the  aforesaid  Records  in  my  possession  are  in  a good  state  of  Preservation,  and  severally 
arranged  and  classed  under  their  respective  titles  and  heads,  in  presses  made  by  me  for  the  purpose. 

(4-) — The  several  Books  stated  in  my  Answer  to  the  First  Quere  are  complete  Indexes  and  Catalogues 
to  die  respective  Records  to  which  they  refer:  viz.  The  two  County  Books,  and  36  Barony  Books,  are 
Indexes  to  the  several  Affidavits  made  for  registering  Freeholds,  pursuant  to  the  35th  and  45th  of  His

present  Majesty.  The  Book  of  Registry  of  Trees  is  a complete  and  full  Index  to,  and  Abstract  of,  the  several  AmsBtx. 
Affidavits  and  Certificates  lodged  in  said  Office  respecting  same.  The  Book  of  the  Registry  of  Arms  is  a complete  Leinster 

Index  to  the  File  of  Affidavits  of  same.  The  several  Grown  Books  are  Indexes  to  the  several  Indictments  ' 

preferred  and  tried  at  the  respective  Sessions;  and  the  Civil  Bill  Books  are  complete  numerical  Indexes  to  ,3y 
the  several  Civil  Bills  tried  at  Sessions.  And  I know  of  no  other  Indexes,  Catalogues,  Calendars,  Schedules  Peace  Clerk, 
or  Repertories,  that  are  wanting  to  said  Records.  ‘ v ‘ 

(5.) — I employ  one  permanent  Clerk,  who  also  (in  case  of  my  being  unable  to  attend  to  my  duty,  from 
sickness  or  any  other  inevitable  cause)  acts  as  my  Deputy ; but  as  I attend  personally  to  my  Office,  he  seldom 
acts  except  as  my  Clerk,  and  he  or  I are  always  in  attendance  at  said  Office,  which  is  open  for  business  from 
ten  o'clock  in  the  Forenoon  until  three  o’clock  in  the  Afternoon  of  every  day.  I am  also  necessitated 
occasionally  to  employ  another  Clerk  for  about  three  months  in  every  year,  to  assist  us  in  said  Office.  But  there 
is  no  Salaiy  allowed  or  paid  for  them  by  the  County;  I must  pay  them  myself;  to  my  permanent  Clerk  or 
Deputy  40/.  per  annum,  together  with  the  Fees  arising  from  Searches  made  in  the  Office,  and  the  Side  of  Civil 
Bill  Summonses : I cannot  exactly  state  what  these  may  amount  to  annually,  us  he  or  I have  kept  no  account 
of  same;  but  should  suppose  the  same  cannot  exceed  the  sum  of  30/.  per  annum,  for  an  average  of  the  last 
three  years.  As  to  the  other  Clerk  (which  I am  obliged  occasionally  to  employ)  I pay  him  eighteen  shillings 
per  week,  for  such  time  as  I employ  him.  My  Clerk  or  Deputy  receives  from  the_Public  1 s.  8t/.  for  every 
Search  made  relating  to  Crown  business;  one  shilling  for  every  other  Search;  and  four-pence  for  every 
Civil  Bill  Summons:  his  duty  in  said  Office  is  to  regulate  and  keep  said  Records,  make  Searches  in  same, 
make  the  Entries  required  in  said  Books,  anil  generally  to  assist  me  in  the  business  of  my  said  Office. 

(fi.) — Either  I or  my  said  Clerk  or  Deputy  attend  on  every  Person  requiring  Search  to  be  made,  and 
return  the  Records  to  their  respective  places. 

(7.) — As  the  Laws  now  are  (which  relate  to  the  duties  of  my  Office,  and  the  regulation  of  the  Records 
therein)  I know  not  of  any  other  mode  of  rendering  the  use  of  the  said  Records  more  convenient  to  the  Public ; 
but  as  this  Quere  is  very  general,  I have  taken  the  liberty  of  humbly  submitting,  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Right  Honourable  the  Commissioners,  that  some  alteration  is  requisite  in  the  Statutes,  which  would  make  the 
use  of  said  Records  more  convenient  to  the  Public. 

First ; with  regard  to  the  Qualification  of  Roman  Catholics : — The  Roll  which  is  subscribed  at  Sessions  or 
Assizes  by  Roman  Catholics  taking  the  Oaths  and  Declaration  prescribed  by  the  Statutes  of  the  13th  and 
14th  and  33d  of  IBs  present  Majesty,  is  by  the  Statute  directed  to  be  returned  to  the  Rolls  Office  at  the  end 
of  every  year ; in  consequence  of  this,  great  delay,  inconvenience  and  expense  is  created  at  every  Election  ; the 
Roman  Catholic  who  comes  to  vote,  and  has  either  neglected  to  take  out  his  Certificate  before  said  original 
Roll  has  been  returned,  or  who  having  taken  out  same,  has  lost  it,  is  prevented  from  voting,  and  a messenger 
must  be  dispatched,  from  the  most  distant  County  of  the  Kingdom,  to  the  Rolls  Office,  Dublin,  to  obtain  a 
Certificate,  which  is  perhaps  with  difficulty  done.  To  obviate  this,  were  only  an  attested  Copy  of  the  Roll  to 
be  transmitted  to  the  Rolls  Office,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown  or  Peace  to  keep  tire  original;  or  were  they 
directed,  before  they  transmit  the  original  Roll,  to  transcribe  in  a Book  (to  be  kept  for  that  purpose)  in 
alphabetical  order,  the  name,  residence,  and  addition,  of  the  Persons  taking  such  Oaths  ami  Declaration, 
and  subscribing  same,  and  the  time  and  place  at  which  same  was  taken,  either  at  Assizes  or  Sessions; 
and  w ere  such  Book  or  Certificate  from  same,  made  sufficient  Evidence  of  the  Persons  Qualification ; a great 
inconvenience,  delay  and  expense,  would  be  avoided. 

Secondly ; with  regard  to  the  keeping  and  using  of  the  original  Affidavits  of  Freehold  Registry,  at  every 
Election.  In  this  instance  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  of  conveniencing  the  Public  (by  expediting  the 
polling  of  the  Freeholders  at  Elections)  is  in  a great  measure  defeated,  for  want  of  some  provision  in 
the  Statutes  with  respect  to  die  dividing  and  filing  the  original  Affidavits  on  separate  Files  for  each 
Barony,  and  appointing  some  Person  to  take  charge  of  same  in  each  Barony  during  die  poll.  The 
Certificate  of  die  Registry  is  not  evidence  so  long  as  die  original  Affidavit  is  in  existence ; and  upon  the 
Freeholders  coming  to  poll,  in  the  Book  allotted  to  the  Barony,  the  original  Affidavit  is  resorted  to ; 
some  Counties  (viz.  Meath)  are  divided  into  such  a great  number  of  Baronies,  diat  it  is  impossible  the  Clerk  of 
the  Peace  can  attend  in  all  of  them  with  the  original  Records ; and  diere  is  no  provision  in  die  Statute, 
indemnifying  him,  or  directing  him  to  deliver  over  the  original  Records  to  die  Sheriff,  or  the  Deputies 
appointed  to  the  Booths ; nor  is  diere  any  Allowance  made  to  him  to  provide  confidential  Clerks  or  Deputies  to 
attend  with  them  ; if,  to  expedite  die  poll,  he  does  (w  hat  he  certainly  is  not  authorized  by  Law  to  do)  divide 
and  deliver  up  the  original  Affidavits,  and  if  they  in  consequence  thereof  are  lost,  destroyed  or  defaced, 
he  is  responsible ; if  he  does  not  do  so,  the  Election  is  delayed,  as  the  polling  in  the  Uootii  must  stop 
until  reference  can  be  had  to  the  original  Affidavit,  either  by  sending  for  die  Clerk  of  die  Peace  and 
die  Record,  or  going  to  wherever  he  remains  during  die  Election  with  diem,  for  it  is  impossible  he  can 
attend  in  all  die  different  Baronies : by  this,  great  delay  is  occasioned,  a manifest  inconvenience  to  die  Public, 
and  a great  exjicnse  to  the  Candidates,  created.  I also  humbly  beg  leave  to  represent  to  this  Honourable 
Board,  tiiat  some  provision  ought  to  be  made  as  to  the  arrangement  and  preservation  of  the  Imperial  Statutes  : 
diere  are  a number  sent  to  each  County  for  the  use  of  the  Justices  in  Sessions,  but  there  is  no  provision  made 

M in  m for 
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for  the  arranging,  binding,  or  preserving  them  in  each  of  the  Sessions  Towns ; there  is  but  one  Office,  viz,  in  the 
County  Town,  provided  for  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  although  there  are  several  Towns  appointed  in  each 
County  for  holding  the  Sessions  in,  nor  is  there  any  provision  made  for  the  safe  keeping  of  them  in  said  Sessions 
Towns.  The  Counties  do  not  present  any  sums  for  the  purpose;  and  the  consequence  is,  that  they  are  lying 
in  the  different  Post  Offices  throughout  the  Kingdom,  in  promiscuous  heaps,  out  of  which  it  would  l>e  almost 
im|)os3ible  to  form  a perfect  set,  which  at  all  events  could  be  only  done  by  an  experienced  bookbinder. 

I have  taken  the  liberty,  in  answer  to  the  Seventh  Quere,  of  submitting  the  above  Matters  to  the  consi- 
deration of  the  Right  Honourable  and  Honourable  the  Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records  in  Ireland ;

The  Rolls  on 
which  they  subscribe  their  Names,  are  transmitted  and  kept  in  the  Rolls  Office,  Dublin.  A Book  is  kept,  in 
which  are  entered  the  Affidavits  of  the  Registry  of  Trees  ; the  Affidavits  are  filed.  A Book  is  provided,  each 
General  Quarter  Session,  in  which  Civil  Bills  are  entered.  A like  Book  is  provided,  each  General  Quarter 
Session,  in  which  Crown  Prosecutions  are  entered.  The  Officers  of  the  Queen’s  County  Regiment  of  Militia, 
and  the  Deputy  Governors  of  said  County,  transmit  their  respective  Qualifications  to  this  Office.  Nine 
Barony  Books  are  kept,  in  which  are  entered  the  Names  of  Persons  who  register  Fire  Amis  and  Smiths 
Forges.  A Book  is  kept,  containing  the  Names  of  all  the  Publicans  in  said  County,  who  procure  Certificates 
from  this  Office  to  enable  them  to  take  out  Licences.  Magistrates’  Commissions,  Manor  Charters,  Returns  of 
Manor  Courts,  Proceedings,  &c.  are  filed  amongst  the  Records  of  the  County. 

(2.) — I have  appropriated  two  Rooms  in  my  House  (which  are  perfectly  secure)  for  keeping  the  Records. 

I consider  them  public  property,  as  I am  paid  by  the  County  for  an  Office.  I have  at  present  the  Walls 
of  an  Office  in  considerable  progress,  which  shall  be  arched  and  completely  finished  before  the  first  day 
of  May  next 

(3.) — -The  Records  are  in  a perfect  state  of  Preservation,  and  are  generally  arranged  in  numerical  order. 

(4.) — The  Books  mentioned  in  the  Answer  to  the  first  Quere,  are  in  alphabetical  order ; and  the  Records, 

&c.  arranged  so  as  not  to  create  inconvenience  or  trouble  in  die  perusal  of  them.  The  current  business  of 
die  Office  is  very  little  if  at  all  in  arrear ; and  any  arrear  that  exists  shall  be  forthwith  completed. 

(5.) — My  Deputy  is  constantiy  employed  in  my  Office,  and  occasionally  two  or  more  Clerks,  as  the  business 
requires.  The  Office  is  open  every  day,  from  eleven  to  three  o’clock  (with  the  exception  of  the  days  our 
General  Quarter  Sessions  are  holden,  which,  in  general,  occupy  eight  days  in  each  Quarter).  To  my  Deputy 
I pay  50 1.  per  annum  ; and  to  his  Assistant  Clerk,  according  to  the  times  and  places  he  is  employed  in,  a sum  not 
exceeding  30 1.  per  annum.  The  Deputy  or  his  Clerk  receive  no  Fees  from  the  Public  for  their  attendance,  or 
for  Searches.  They  have  printed  Schedules,  extracted  from  the  Acts  of  Parliament,  stating  the  Fees  allowed 
to  my  Office.

The  following  are  the  best  Answers  I can  give  to  your  Queries. 

SIR, 

(t-)— THERE  is  no  Record  belonging  to  this  Borough,  which  I have  ever  seen,  though  I am  conversant 
in  its  affairs  for  the  last  thirty-seven  years,  except  the  following : — Three  Sheets  of  Parchment,  whereon  there 
is  nothing  inscribed,  but  the  Oaths  of  the  Burgomaster,  Bailiffs,  and  Freemen  (when  elected) ; and  three 
Manuscript  Books,  the  oldest  of  which  begins  in  the  year  1 739,  in  which  there  is  nothing  entered  but  a Copy 
of  the  Charter,  the  Election  of  Members  of  Parliament,  the  Election  of  Magistrates,  the  Admission  of  Free- 
men, and  some  insignificant  Bye-Law  s for  the  Government  of  the  Borough. 

(2.) — There  is  no  Building,  public  or  private,  for  keeping  our  Records ; nor  have  we  any  but  the  before- 
mentioned,  which  the  Town  Clerk  for  the  time  being  has  in  his  custody,  along  with  a Silver  Mace. 

(3.) — The  most  ancient  of  tlie  three  Books  has  lost  some  leaves,  and  it  has  been  newly  bound  a few 
years  ago. 

(4.) — There  are  no  Indexes  or  Catalogues,  but  an  Account  of  different  Elections  for  Members  of  Parliament, 
Magistrates,  and  Freemen,  entered  in  the  order  in  which  they  happened. 

(5-) — There  is  no  Officer  but  the  Town  Clerk,  who  is  appointed  by  the  Burgomaster  for  the  time  being,  who 
only  enters  the  above-mentioned  transactions  as  they  happen ; nor  is  there  any  attendance,  only  on  Election 
days ; nor  is  there  any  Salary  or  Fees. 

(6.) — There  is  no  Officer  but  the  before-mentioned  Town  Clerk,  who  has  the  care  or  custody  of  the  Books, 
&c. ; nor  any  Search  ever  made,  except  on  Elections,  which  are  only  then  done  to  ascertain  whether  the  Person 
offering  to  vote  is  entitled  so  to  do. 

The  scarcity  of  Papers  belonging  to  this  Borough,  I think  is  owing  to  the  frequent  contests  between  different 
men  about  making  a property  of  it ; and  the  party  worsted  or  turned  out,  kept  every  thing  they  got  in  their

Mr.  John  Roberts,  now  resident  in  the  Town  of  Wexford,  had,  for  many  years  before,  acted  in  that  capacity, 
under  Charles  Marquis  of  Ely,  since  deceased ; and,  after  his  Lordship's  death,  held  over  and  acted  in  opposition 
to  me,  till  Mr.  Roberts  was  legally  evicted  in  Easter  Term  1809,  by  the  unanimous  decision  of  the  Court  of 
King's  Bench,  after  a solemn  healing  ; whereupon,  after  repeated  applications,  Mr.  Roberts  handed  over  to 
me  the  following  Books,  Records  and  Papers,  and  none  other ; viz.

7th  August  1809. — One  Book,  containing  Registry  of  Trees  since  October  1800,  and  also  the  original  Affi- 
davits of  said  Registries.

(6.) — My  Clerk,  Mr.  Robert  Lee  (who  is  my  second  cousin,)  and  who  has  accepted  of  the  office  purely 
to  oblige  me,  and  who  would  not  serve  for  twice  the  Salary  under  any  other  Person,  is  the  only  one  intrusted 
with  the  care  of  the  Recbrds,  and  whose  duty  it  is,  in  my  absence,  to  take  care  that  every  Record,  &c.  be  duly 
and  fairly  restored  to  its  proper  place.  There  is  no  particular  name  to  his  Office ; every  tiling  necessary  to  be 
signed,  appertaining  to  the  Office,  is  signed  by  myself. 

(7.) — I humbly  conceive  it  would  not  only  be  necessary,  but  highly  expedient,  that  some  Building  should 
be  erected  or  procured  for  the  more  safe  keeping  of  the  Public  Records,  and  for  the  convenience  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  Peace  and  his  Assistants.

The  Answer  of  Thomas  Jones,  Town  Clerk  of  Wexford,  to  the  Queries  addressed  to  him  by 
Order  of  the  Right  Honourable  the  Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records  in  Ireland. 


THE  Charter  of  Wexford,  granted  in  the  seventh  year  of  Kiug  James  the  First  of  England,  and  forty 
third  of  Scotland,  gives  and  grants  power  to  the  Chief  Magistrate  and  Bailiffs,  to  hold  one  Court  any  Monday 
from  fifteen  to  fifteen  before  the  said  Chief  Magistrate  and  Bailiffs ; and  that  in  said  Court  they  might  have 
full  Power  and  Jurisdiction  of  trying,  hearing  and  determining  all  and  all  manner  of  Actions,  as  well  real 
as  personal,  and  mixed  Suits,  Complaints  and  Trusts,  of  all  and  all  soils  and  singular  Lands,  Tenements, 
Debts,  Withholdings,  Transgressions,  Accounts,  Convictions,  Avoidances,  Replevins,  Contracts,  Causes  and 
Matters  whatsoever,  to  whatsoever  sums  they  shall  amount,  sued  in  the  said  Town  or  Borough,  and  the 
Franchises  and  Liberties  thereof,  and  not  existing,  issuing  or  happening  elsewhere ; and  that  the  said  Chief 
Magistrate  and  Bailiffs  of  said  Town  or  Borough  for  the  time  being  should  have  full  power  and  authority 
6 of 
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of  holding,  hearing  and  determining  Pleadings,  and  other  Complaints,  according  to  due  form  of  ArnttwHi 

and  of  proceeding  to  Judgment  thereupon,  and  to  make  execution  thereupon  according  to  the  Laws  and  Leinster 
Customs  of  his  Kingdom  of  England  or  Ireland ; with  power  to  build  a Gaol  or  Prison,  and  to  have  the  I>rovin«  : 
charge  thereof ; and  also  grants  to  the  said  Chief  Magistrate,  Bailiffs,  Free  Burgesses  and  Community  of  said 
Town  or  Borough,  and  their  Successors,  that  they  might  for  ever  have,  receive  aud  retain  in  their  power,  all  Town  Clerk. 

and  all  manner  of  Fines,  Issues,  Forfeitures  and  Amerciaments  in  the  said  Courts,  as  often  and  as  from  ‘ • 

time  to  time  to  be  imposed,  together  with  all  other  Profits,  Perquisites  and  Commodities,  to  the  said  Court 
belonging,  or  in  anywise  forthcoming  or  arising  thereout,  for  the  better  support  and  maintenance  of  the  Town 
or  Borough  aforesaid,  without  Account,  or  other  tiling  thereout,  to  be  rendered,  paid  or  made  to  the  King, 
his  Heirs  or  Successors. 

The  Corporation  have  always  exorcised  their  powers,  and  in  the  first  instance  have  issued  Attachments 
against  the  Goods,  Assetts  and  Effects  of  Debtors,  to  any  Amount,  ami  the  Bailiffs  have  seized  same  within 
the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Town,  and  held  them  in  custody  or  to  Bail  until  the  termination  of  the  Suit;  and 
this  Right  has  since  been  confirmed  to  them  by  Act  of  Parliament 

The  practice  in  these  inferior  Courts  has  been  considerably  lessened  by  the  Civil  Bill  Act,  the  Proceed-* 
ings  on  which  are  more  summary  and  less  expensive ; ami  the  late  Establishment  of  a Court  of  Conscience 
in  the  said  Town  of  Wexford,  makes  these  inodes  of  proceeding  more  desirable  for  the  recovery  of  Small 
Debts,  yet  does  not  lessen  the  utility  of  this  Court  for  the  recovery  of  larger  Sums  within  the  Corporation. 

In  the  late  Rebellion,  the  whole  of  the  Books  and  Manuscripts  relative  to  said  Tholscl  Court  were  destroyed ; 
and  for  these  four  years  last  past,  there  has  not  been  any  Cause  entered  in  said  Court,  although  regular 
Adjournments  (from  fifteen  days  to  fifteen  days)  have  been  duly  made. 

Your  Reporter  submits,  with  all  due  deference  to  the  Right  Honourable  the  Commissioners  on  Public 
Records,  whether  obtaining  from  the  Cities  of  Dublin,  Cork,  or  Waterford,  or  other  great  Commercial  Town 
or  Towns  (holding  such  Courts)  complete  Copies  of  the  Practice,  Rules,  Orders,  Fees,  Costs,  and  other 
Documents,  from  the  commencement  of  such  Suits  to  their  final'  Issue,  and  levying  the  Debts  adjudged 
thereon,  would  render  this  Court  more  useful  and  advantageous,  as  well  to  the  Public  as  the  Inhabitants  of 
said  Town. 

Your  Reporter  holds  the  Office  of  Town  Clerk  by  election  of  the  Corporation,  at  a small  Salary  paid  out 
of  their  Funds ; and  has  the  custody  of  the  Book  for  the  registering  their  Acts,  which  lie  keeps  iu  liis  own 
House  in  the  Town  of  Wexford  ; and  he  has  no  Salary  for  his  trouble  and  attendance  in  the  Court  of  Record, 
and  has  not  these  three  years  last  past  received  Five  shillings  in  the  whole,  for  Fees  in  said  Court. 

Reporter  conceives  the  Town  Clerk  (without  any  Assistant)  would  be  felly  competent  to  do  the  Duties 
of  the  Court  of  Record ; but  the  Fees  arising  therefrom  are  very  inadequate  to  remunerate  such  Town 
Clerk  for  his  trouble. 

Your  Reporter  imagines  there  must  be  some  mistake  in  applying  to  him  as  Town  Clerk  of  Fetbard,  Bannow, 
and  Cloumines,  your  Reporter  never  having  laid  any  intimation  of  his  being  appointed  Town  Clerk  to  these.

I IIAD  the  honour  to  receive  your  Letter,  which  I should  have  answered  before  now,  but  have  been  Town  Clerk 
from  home.  of  New  Ross. 

Shortly  after  the  death  of  the  late  Town  Clerk  of  this  Town  (who  had  been  murdered  in  the  Rebellion 
of  1798),  1 succeeded  to  the  Office,  and  found  amongst  his  Papers  some  trifling  Records  of  Suits,  depending 
in  the  Record  Court  of  Ross,  which  are  now  in  my  Office  in  the  same  state  of  Preservation  in  which  I found 
them,  not  arranged  in  order. 

For  several  years  past  there  has  not  been  any  Record  Business  transacted  in  the  Record  Court  of  Ross, 
and  therefore  (as  far  as  I am  capable  of  judging)  I do  not  imagine  that  any  degree  of  utility  would  result 
to  the  Public  from  the  same  Records  being  completed ; and  I do  not  know  of  any  other  Public  Records, 
belonging  to  the  Court  of  Record  of  New  Ross,  to  exist  elsewhere. 

I beg  leave  to  assure  you,  that  I shall  be  always  ready  to  give  you  any  further  information  in  my  power, 
whenever  you  may  please  to  call  on  me  so  to  do.

(i.) — IN  pursuance  of  the  Requisition  of  the  Right  Honourable  the  Commissioners  appointed  to  inves- 
tigate  die  Public  Records  in  Ireland,  communicated  to  ine  through'  you,  I beg  leave  to  state,  that  the  Records 
of  the  County  of  Wicklow  committed  to  my  care,  are  of  a twofold  uature.  The  First,  consisting  of  matters 
relating  to  Criminal  Jurisdiction:  the  Second,  which  are  rather  miscellaneous,  namely;  the  Proceedings  of 
die  Civil  Bill  Court;  the  Crown  and  other  Books  of  Sessions;  the  Registry  of  the  Freeholders  of  the  County ; 
Persons  entitied  to  keep  Arms;  Bakers;  Trees;  Qualification  of  Magistrates  and  other  Persons  iu  Offices  of 
Trust;  Qualifications  of  Officers  entitled  to  hold  Commissions  in  the  Regimental  Militia  of  die  County; 
Roman  Catholics  Qualifications;  Proceedings  at  Manor  Courts  and  Courts  Leet;  the  Proceedings  under  Spirit 
Licence  Act;  Persons  entitled  to  vend  Gunpowder;  and  also  to  receive  Family  Allowance  Money  under 
Militia  Act.  To  the  former  of  these  no  precise  Dates  can  be  fixed ; as  to  die  latter,  diey  have  commenced 
with  the  different  Acts  of  Parliament  under  which  diey  are  respectively  founded,  and  upon  which  Pro- 
ceedings no  chasm  or  deficiency  occurred  (as  far  as  I have  been  able  to  collect,)  except  as  to  the  Qualification 
of  Officers  in  the  Militia,  and  Returns  of  dieir  Appointment,  which  have  not  been  made  to  my  Office 
some  time  past. 

(2.) — The  Records  are  kept  in  an  Office  (rented  for  die  purpose  by  die  Clerk  of  the  Peace)  contiguous  to 
die  Court  House  of  Wicklow,  and  are  lodged  in  two  large  presses  or  lockers-up,  to  which  no  Person  has 
access  save  himself  or  his  Deputy;  the  House  is  consequently  private  property. 

(3.)—' The  Records  on  the  Crown  side,  as  to  business  of  each  Session,  arc  regularly  inrolled  and  indorsed  • 
tiiat  of  the  Civil,  on  different  Files,  on  which  they  are  respectively  arranged  according  to  dates  and  numbers  • 
both  being  previously  entered  in  alphabetical  order,  in  Books  kept  for  die  purpose. 

(4.) — These  are,  generally  speaking,  tolerably  correct ; some  have  Indexes,  odiers  not ; but  all  can  he 
referred  to  with  little  or  no  difficulty. 

(5.) — The  Persons  employed  in  diis  Office,  are  die  Clerk  of  die  Peace  and  his  Deputy,  whose  Duty  it  is 
(widi  other  matters  incident  to  the  Office)  to  attend  to  and  arrange  the  Records  alter  each  Session  or 
Adjournment  thereof,  who  give  constant  attendance  at  any  time  when  called  on;  to  whom  a Salary  not 
'exceeding  20/.  per  annum  is  granted  by  Presentment;  and  by  an  Act  of  49di  King  Geo.  Ill,  10 1.  (by 
which  die  Fees  payable  in  Crown  cases  are  at  present  regulated)  a Fee  of  1 3.  8 d.  is  allowed  him  on  each 
Search,  and  3s.  4 d.  for  a Copy  of  each  Record;  a sum  of  10/.  for  Duties  of  Chairman’s  Act;  10/.  for  Duties 
of  Registry  of  Arms ; 10/.  Duties  of  Militia  Act;  405.  each  Session  for  registering  Bakers;  5 percent  for 
Money  accounted  lor  at  Sessions  under  Road  Act;  and  which  several  Fees  die  Grand  Jury  may  at  their 
discretion  present  The  Clerks  receive  no  Salary  or  Emolument  whatever  from  die  Public,  but  such  as  is 
usually  paid  diem  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  or  his  Deputy. 

(6.) — There  is  no  odier  Person  (except  those  alluded  to)  intrusted  with  die  Records,  nor  is  there  any  other 
Regulation,  excepting  diosc  specified. 

(7.)— It  does  not  occur  to  me  that  there  are  any  other  Matters  to  be  observed  on,  except  those  suggested  in 
jour  Queries.

151.  ASSISTANT  BARRISTER. 

Answers  of  die  Assistant  Barrister  of  die  County  of  Wicklow,  to  the  Queries  addressed 
g j p to  him  by  His  Majesty’s  Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records. 

(1.) — IN  answer  to  die  several  Queries  put  to  me,  I shall  first  observe,  that  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace 
being  the  Deputy  of  die  Gustos  Rotulorum,  is  the  Keeper  of  all  the  Records  of  die  Comity ; and  that  there  are 
not  any  Records,  of  any  nature  whatsoever,  in  my  custody,  as  Assistant  Barrister  of  the  County  of  Wicklow  * 
and  this,  I trust,  is  a full  answer  to  die  first  Quere,  which  can  be  fully  and  completely  explained  by  die  Clerk 
of  the  Peace  only. 

(2.) — The  Records  are  kept  by  die  Clerk  of  the  Peace  (to  die  best  of  my  knowledge)  in  his  Lodgings  in  die 
Towns  of  Wicklow  and  Baltinglass,  being  the  only  Towns  for  holding  Sessions  in  the  County  of  Wicklow.  Thev 
are,  I believe,  lodged  in  small  Presses  made  for  the  purpose,  in  a bad  condition  for  security  or  accommodation ; 
and  such  Buildings  are  private  property. 

(3*) — I know  nothing  of  the  state  of  Preservation  of  die  several  Records,  save  what  relate  to  die  General 
Sessions  of  die  Peace;  and  they  are,  since  my  time,  viz.  fourteen  years,  contained  iu  bound  Books,  and  iu  a 
perfect  state  of  Preservation. 

(4.)— 1 believe  tiiere  are  not  complete  Catalogues,  Calendars  or  Repertories,  or  any  particular  Index ; but 
for  certainty  in  this,  I must  refer  to  the  Clerk  of  die  Peace  ; I cannot,  therefore,  state  in  what  respect  diey  are 

defective, 
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defective,  or  what  utility  would  result  from  their  being  completed  ; nor  any  further  answer  to  the  remainder  of 
the  4th  Qucre. 

(5.) — There  is  no  other  Officer  employed  for  the  custody  and  arrangement  of  the  Sessions  Records,  than  the 
Clerk  of  the  Peace.  It  is  his  duty  to  arrange  and  take  care  of  those  Records,  and  have  them  forthcoming  when 
called  upon  at  the  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace.  But  there  are  other  Sessions  and  Adjournments,  for  the 
purpose  of  registering  Freeholds  and  licensing  Publicans,  with  which  the  Assistant  Barrister  (as  such)  has  no 
interference.  Their  days  and  hours  of  attendance  at  the  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace,  are  fixed  at  October 
Sessions,  and  vary  according  to  the  will  of  the  Assistant  Barrister ; he  having  the  power  of  fixing  the  days  of 
holding  the  General  Quarter  Sessions  in  each  Session  Week,  in  order  more  effectually  to  enable  him  to  perform 
the  journey  and  do  the  duty.  I do  not  know  the  net  annual  Salary,  Allowance  or  Emolument  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
Peace : he  is  the  only  Person  who  can  answer  that,  or  the  different  Fees  to  which  he  is  entitled ; as  they  depend 
on  a great  variety  of  Acts  of  Parliament,  and  partly  upon  common  usage ; and  he  (of  course)  can  only  ascertain 
the  average  amount  thereof  for  the  last  three  years. 

(6.) — The  only  Person  intrusted  with  the  care  of  these  Records,  or  whose  duty  it  is  to  attend  on  every 
Search,  and  take  care  that  they  be  duly  and  faithfully  restored  to  their  proper  place,  is  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace 
or  his  Deputy ; and  there  is  no  other  regulation,  that  I know  of,  for  effecting  that  purpose. 

(7.) — There  are  not  any  Matters,  uncomprised  in  the  Questions  put  to  me,  which  would  render  those  Records 
more  convenient  to  the  Public,  except  it  were  having  a Public  Office  for  containing  them,  and  an  Officer  to 
attend  at  all  times,  to  permit  an  inspection  of  them  by  Persons  entitled.  The  Clerk  of  the  Peace  generally 
lives  in  Dublin,  and  attends  only  at  Sessions ; and  I believe  there  is  no  access  to  them  in  his  absence. 

Having  said  so  much,  I am  to  refer  you,  for  full  and  complete  satisfaction  on  those  various  points,  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  tire  County  of  Wicklow.  j bay(,  ,ile  honour  to  be.  &c.

Book  (which  seems  to  have  been  used  when  something  prevented  recourse  to  the  other  Books ;)  it  commences

(i.) — THE  Records  deposited  in  my  Office  as  Keeper  of  the  Records  of  said  County  are,  the  Crown 
Books,  whereon  Indictments  are  entered  against  the  several  Persons  tried  at  Sessions ; all  the  Informations, 
with  the  Bills  of  Indictment  annexed  thereto,  preferred  to  the  different  Grand  Juries ; the  several  Recog- 
nizances entered  into  before  the  different  Magistrates;  the  Issues  returned  by  the  Petty  Jurors  on  the 
several  Trials ; the  Precepts  and  Panels  returned  to  me  by  the  several  Sheriffs ; the  Civil  Bill  Books, 
containing  the  Names  of  the  Parties  concerned  in  each  Cause,  with  the  Rule  or  Decree  made  on  such 
Entry,  and  the  amount  thereof ; the  several  Affidavits  made  by  the  Party  on  the  renewal  of  every  Decree 
and  Dismiss  made  at  Sessions ; the  several  Recognizances  entered  into  by  the  Persons  appealing  from  such 
Decree  or  Dismiss  pronounced  by  the  Assistant  Ban  ister  for  said  County ; the  several  Affidavits  made 
by  all  Freeholders  at  the  time  of  their  respective  Registries,  all  filed  in  Alphabetical  and  Baronial  order, 
and  transcribed  from  said  Affidavits  into  County  and  Baronial  Schedules  in  proper  order,  agreeably  to  the 
several  Acts  of  Parliament  in  that  case  made  and  provided  ; the  Rolls  containing  the  Names  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  Freeholders,  who  have  taken  the  Oaths  of  Allegiance;  the  several  Bonds  entered  into 
by  the  Retailers  of  Spirits;  the  several  Schedules,  Affidavits  and  other  papers  relating  to  Insolvent  Debtors 
who  have  been  discharged  at  Sessions ; the  Affidavits  made  by  Persons  who  have  registered  Trees ; the 
Affidavits  made  by  Smiths,  who  have  registered  Forges ; by  Persons  registering  Arms ; and  of  the  different 
Bakers  w ho  have  been  registered  in  said  County  since  my  coming  into  office  in  1801,  and  previous  thereto. 

(2.) — The  Records  are  kept  by  me  in  an  Office  in  the  Town  of  Ennis  and  County  of  Clare ; its  condition 
as  to  security,  is  no  other  than  is  usual  in  private  houses ; the  remaining  part  of  said  house  is  occupied  by  my 
Clerk,  who  lives  and  resides  therein ; said  house  is  private  property. 

(3.) — The  Records  are  in  proper  Preservation,  arranged  and  deposited  on  different  Files,  with  labels 
affixed  to  each,  specifying  the  date  and  use  of  each  Record. 

(4.) — There  are  not  any  other  Catalogues,  Indexes  or  Repertories  to  said  Records,  but  such  as  are  already 
mentioned  relative  to  the  Registry  of  Freeholders,  none  of  which  are  defective;  nor  do  I conceive  any  others 
necessary. 

(5.) — I attend  the  Business  belonging  to  my  Office  constantly,  with  the  assistance  of  two  Clerks ; and  said 
Office  is  open  at  all  seasonable  hours  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Public,  from  whom  said  Clerks 
receive  no  Salary. 

The  Fees  on  Searches  are  regulated  by  an  Act  of  Parliament,  made  in  the  49th  year  of  His  present 
Majesty’s  Reign,  intitled,  “ An  Act  for  regulating  the  Fees  of  Prisoners  at  Assizes  and  Quarter  Sessions  in 
Ireland.”  The  whole  of  which  Fees  received  for  said  Searches  does  not  amount  to  Three  Pounds  annually. 

(6.) — The  sixth  Quere  is  answered  by  the  foregoing  Answer. 

(7.) — There  does  not  appear  to  me  any  Matters,  not  comprised  in  the  said  Queries,  which  it  would  be 
expedient  or  necessary  to  observe.

thereon,  whether  true  or  ignored,  on  separate  Files: — The  original  Affidavits  for  registering  Freeholds: — The 
Freeholders’  Books  of  tire  County  at  large,  alphabetically  arranged  : — The  like  for  the  separate  Baronies : — The

present  time  : — Civil  Bill  and  Renewal  Books  of  the  Sessions,  from  1796  to  the  present  time  : — Attested  Copies  Jg5 

of  Manor-Courts  Patents  : — Qualifications  of  Militia  Officers  and  Deputy  Governors  of  the  County.  Since  Peace  Clerk, 
my  entering  upon  my  office  (in  the  year  1 794),  I am  not  aware  that  there  are  any  chasms  or  deficiencies  in  the 
Records ; but  those  of  the  earlier  periods,  owing  to  their  having  been  formerly  kept  on  a ground  floor  in  the 
Offices  belonging  to  the  old  Court  House,  considerably  below  the  level  of  the  street,  were  much  injured  by  a 
sudden  flood,  which  overflowed  the  greater  part  of  the  City  of  Cork,  about  twenty  years  since. 

(2.) — -There  has  not  been  any  Building  peculiarly  appropriated  to  the  lodgement  of  the  Records  ; but,  on  the 
erection  of  a new  Court  House  and  Offices,  I applied  a small  Room  on  an  upper  floor  to  the  purpose.  This 
Room  is  very  small  and  inconvenient,  and  not  well  adapted  ; but  being  inclosed  within  the  precincts  of  the  Court 
House  (where  the  Court  Keeper  resides)  it  is  tolerably  secure. 

(3.) — The  Records,  from  the  year  1740  to  1779,  are  kept  in  large  Boxes,  each  containing  Records  of  ten 
years ; and  from  the  latter  period  to  the  present  time  inclusive,  the  Records  of  each  year  are  contained  in  a 
separate  Box,  with  the  exception  of  the  Books,  which  are  arranged  in  order  on  Shelves,  and  the  several  Files 
of  Affidavits,  which  are  deposited  in  a large  Press ; and  the  whole  are  in  tolerable  good  Preservation,  with  the 
foregoing  exceptions. 

(4.) — There  are  no  Catalogues  nor  Repertories,  nor  any  more  particular  Indexes  than  as  before  stated  ; nor 
do  I conceive  any  benefit  they  would  be  of  to  the  public  service.  But  should  any  such  be  deemed  expedient,  I 
have  no  doubt  but  the  Persons  at  present  employed  by  me  would  be  fully  competent  to  form  the  same,  without 
any  further  assistance,  and  in  as  short  a time  as  possible ; but  in  what  time  exactly,  it  would  be  impossible  to 
form  even  a conjecture. 

(5.) — There  are  no  Officers  nor  Clerks  employed  for  the  particular  custody  or  arrangement  of  the  Records  in 
my  Office,  and  paid  by  the  Public ; but  being  also  Clerk  of  the  Crown  of  the  County  of  Cork,  I employ,  at 
my  own  expense,  two  Deputies  and  two  Clerks,  for  the  purpose  of  executing  and  assisting  me  in  the  general 
duties  of  my  Offices,  and  (amongst  others)  the  custody,  regulation  and  arrangement  of  the  Public  Records. 

The  hours  of  attendance  for  which  purposes,  are  from  ten  to  four  o’clock  each  day  (Sundays  excepted,)  and 
frequently  a longer  attendance  is  necessary.  To  these  I pay  considerable  Salaries ; and  they  also  receive 
such  Fees  for  Searches,  &c.  as  are  appointed  by  the  Act  of  the  49th  of  tire  present  King;  but  the  same  being 
by  no  means  considerable,  and  no  account  having  been  ever  kept  of  them,  I cannot  return  any  average 
thereof. 

(6.) — -There  is  no  Person  especially  intrusted  with  the  care  of  said  Records,  other  than  myself  and  my 
Deputies  and  Clerks,  to  whom  I commit  the  same ; and  who  attend  upon  every  Search,  and  take  care  that  the 
Records  be  duly  and  fairly  restored  to  the  proper  places. 

(7.) — I am  not  aware  of  any  other  Matter  (not  comprised  in  tills  statement)  necessary  or  material  for 
rendering  the  use  of  the  said  Records  more  convenient  to  the  Public.  James  Chatterlon

156.  PEACE  CLERK  FOR  THE  CITY  OF  CORK. 

The  Answer  of  tire  Clerk  of  the  Peace  of  the  City  of  Cork,  to  the  Queries  received  from 
the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Records. 

(1 .) — TIIE  Public  Records  in  this  Office  consist  of  the  several  Informations  returned  into  it;  the  several 
Bills  of  Indictment  drawn  thereon,  and  returned,  found  or  ignored;  the  Lists  of  the  Juries,  with  their  respective 
Findings  on  the  several  Indictments  tried  by  them ; the  Affidavits  made  respecting  those  Indictments ; all 
which  are  kept  on  Files.  The  Books  of  this  Office  consist  of  an  alphabetical  Book  of  all  Bills  found,  and  such 
of  them  as  have  been  tried,  marked  respectively,  (this  Book  is  called  a Capias  Book)  ; and  the  Court  Book, 
in  which  the  Proceedings  in  the  Sessions  Court  are  entered  ; (these  relate  to  Criminal  Prosecutions).  There  is 
also  a File  on  which  Affidavits  for  registering  Freeholders  are  filed  ; and  two  alphabetical  Books  for  registering 
them,  one  for  40 s.  Freeholders,  and  the  other  for  Freeholders  of  20/.  and  50/.  There  is  also  an  alphabetical 
Book  of  Entry  of  Persons  directed  (by  the  Justices  of  the  Peace)  to  be  licensed ; and  the  Bonds  they  enter  into 
when  they  get  Certificates  for  selling  Spirituous  Liquors : and  Rolls  of  Oaths  of  Qualifications  (which  are 
returned  to  the  Rolls  office.)  These  Records  can  be  traced  for  the  last  twenty  years,  viz.  for  the  time  that  the 
present  Clerk  of  the  Peace  has  been  in  office ; but,  without  going  through  them,  it  cannot  be  ascertained 
whether  there  be  any  chasms,  but  it  is  rather  supposed  not.  There  are  some  Books  containing  Proceedings 
prior  to  that  period,  which  he  found  in  the  Office,  and  which  still  are  preserved,  but  not  in  any  order ; nor  can 
he  account  for  the  chasms  in  them. 

(2.) — These  Records  are  in  a very  inconvenient  Room  over  the  Public  Office  (which  is  also  the  Crown  and 
City  Office).  Its  condition,  both  as  to  security  and  accommodation,  is  very  bad.  It  is  private  property,  and 
i?  rented  with  the  Office. 

(3-) — The

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Appendix.  ^3.) — The  Records,  for  the  time  before  mentioned,  are  in  a good  state  of  Preservation  ; they  are  settled  as 

Munster  regularly  as  the  place  in  which  they  are  kept  will  admit  of;  Files  being  rolled  and  indorsed,  but  obliged  (for 
Province : want  Qf  room)  to  be  heaped  one  over  another,  and  the  Books  obliged  to  be  kept  in  the  same  way. 

156.  (4.) — There  are  not  complete  and  correct  general  Catalogues  nor  Indexes,  except  the  alphabetical  Register 

Pence  Clerk  to  the  Books  before  mentioned ; such  perhaps  may  be  useful,  so  far  as  that  (if  necessity  should  at  any  time 
City  of  Cork,  require  a Search  to  be  made)  they  could  be  more  readily  resorted  to,  but  this  very  seldom  happens,  for  any 
' ' ' time  back. 

(5.) — There  is  no  Officer  or  Clerk  particularly  employed  for  the  custody  and  arrangement  of  the  Records  in 
this  Office,  nor  is  there  any  Salary  or  Allowance  from  the  Public  for  any  such  Officer ; the  Clerk  attending 
the  business  of  the  Office,  when  called  upon  to  make  a Search  or  give  a Copy  of  a Record,  charges  for  his 
Fee  what  is  allowed  by  the  Statute  of  the  49th  year  of  the  King,  chap.  101.  and  no  more;  these,  on  an 
average  of  the  last  three  years,  do  not  annually  exceed  5 /. 

(6.) — There  is  no  Person  specially  charged  with  the  care  of  these  Records ; the  Clerk  in  the  Office  always 
makes  the  Search  himself,  and  of  course  restores  the  File  or  Book  to  its  former  place. 

(7.) — The  Clerk  of  the  Peace  begs  leave  to  remark,  that  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  Cork  is  held 
every  Monday  in  the  year,  by  the  Recorder  or  his  Deputy,  and  that  the  business  has  increased  considerably 
within  the  last  two  years,  in  consequence  of  the  Judges  of  Assize  having  directed  all  Indictments  for  Mis- 
demeanors to  be  tried  at  the  Quarter  Sessions ; there  is  no  provision  whatever  to  recompense  the  Recorder  or 
his  Deputy  for  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  their  office,  on  which  the  peace  of  the  City  so  much  depends. 


157.  TOWN  CLERK  OF  CORK. 

The  Town  Clerk  of  Cork’s  Answer  to  the  Queries  transmitted  by  the  Secretary  to  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Records.

Town  Clerk  (1.) — THIS  Office  contains  two  descriptions  of  Records;  one  relates  to  a Court  of  Record  held  in  said 

of  Cork.  Qty  ^ prescription,  for  determining  Civil  Suits ; the  other  relates  to  the  Body  Corporate.  The  Court 
Records  consist  of  Books,  w herein  are  kept  Entries  of  all  Processes  that  issue  from  the  Court. — Separate 
Files,  containing  all  the  Writs  issued  from  the  Court,  and  returned  into  it;  Warrants,  Declarations,  Appear- 
ances, Pleas  and  other  Pleadings,  Affidavits  made  and  filed  in  the  Court,  Records  of  Issues  which  have  beeu 
tried  therein,  and  the  several  Pleadings  relating  thereto ; and  a Book,  wherein  are  entered  all  Rules.  The 
periods  to  which  the  same  relate,  could  not  at  all  be  distinguished  beyond  the  last  20  years,  and  within  that 
time  chasms  and  deficiencies  may  possibly  be  found.  There  are  besides,  Books  of  the  City  Valuation.  With 
respect  to  the  Public  Records  of  the  Corporation,  they  consist  of  Books,  containing  the  transactions  of  the 
Corporate  Assemblies ; they  are  in  very  good  preservation  ; they  commence  in  the  year  1 690,  and  the  general 
transactions  are  regularly  continued  to  1643;  thence  to  1690  there  is  a chasm,  occasioned,  as  is  supposed, 
by  the  then  unsettled  state  of  Ireland  ; from  1 690  to  the  present  time  the  Books  are  regularly  continued. 

(2.) — The  Records  are  kept  in  a very  small  room  over  the  Office ; the  condition  of  it,  for  security  and 
accommodati  n,  is  very  bad,  and  which  occasions  much  irregularity  in  their  keeping.  Those  most  likely  to 
be  wanted  are  kept  in  boxes,  and  some  in  a press  made  for  the  purpose,  and  in  some  degree  of  order ; but  a 
great  part,  for  want  of  room,  are  obliged  to  be  heaped  on  the  floor,  one  over  another.  The  Building  is  private 
property,  and  rent  paid  for  it. 

(3.) — The  Records,  for  the  last  20  years,  are  in  a reasonable  state  of  Preservation  ; the  mode  of  arranging 
them  is,  rolling  up  the  different  Files,  and  indorsing  the  years  on  them  to  which  they  belong. 

(4.) — There  are  not  any  general  Catalogues  or  Schedules ; nor  is  the  Town  Clerk  aware  of  any  general 
public  utility  that  would  result  from  such  being  completed,  as  it  is  hardly  ever  that  any  of  them  are  looked 
for  to  any  time  back. 

(5.) — There  is  no  such  Officer  or  Clerk  as  described  in  this  Quere,  nor  any  Allowance  or  Salary  paid  by  the 
Public  for  any  such  Officer ; nor  any  Fee  demanded  for  any  Search  in  this  Office. 

(6.) — There  is  not  any  such  Person  specially  intrusted  with  the  care  of  the  Records,  as  mentioned  in  this 
Quere ; but  the  Clerk,  who,  at  the  different  periods  of  time  attended  to  the  business  of  the  Office,  had,  and  the 
present  attending  Clerk  has,  the  care  of  the  Records,  and  when  those  who  call  for  any  of  them  have  done  with 
them,  he  or  the  Town  Clerk  puts  diem  back  to  the  place  they  were  taken  from. 

(7.) — -There  does  not  appear  any  other  Matter  expedient  to  observe,  except  that  if  a proper  place  was 
provided,  they  could  certainly  be  better  arranged  than  they  are  at  present.

*Hie  Answers  of  the  Town  Clerk  of  Kinsalc,  to  the  Queries  put  to  him  by  the  Province: 

Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records  in  Ireland.  . Cortu  • 

(i.) — IN  the  Town  of  Kinsale  there  has  existed,  from  time  immemorial,  a Tholsel  Court  of  Record,  Town  Clerk 
Wherein  Debts  to  any  Amount,  accruing  within  the  said  Town  and  its  Liberties  (which  are  extensive,  and  of  K!ilsale\ 
its  Maritime  jurisdiction  particularly  so)  may  be  sued  for.  The  Records,  relative  to  said  Tholsel  Court,  consist 
of  the  Rule  Books,  and  of  the  Writs  of  Action  against  the  persons,  and  of  Attachments  against  the  properties 
of  the  individuals  sued  therein ; of  the  Affidavits,  Declarations,  Pleas,  Venires,  Writs  of  Inquiry,  and 
Records  of  the  Issues  for  Trial  in  the  various  Causes  pending  therein.  The  said  Rule  Books  in  my  possession 
are,  one  commencing  in  1752,  and  ending  in  1759;  one  commencing  in  1779  and  ending  in  1784;  and  the 
present  one,  commencing  in  the  said  year  1784.  The  said  Writs,  Affidavits,  and  Pleadings,  &c.  are  filed, 
and  the  Files  thereof  for  about  twenty-six  years  last  past  are  in  my  custody. — A Court  of  Gcueral  Sessions 
of  the  Peace  and  General  Gaol  Delivery  for  the  said  Town  and  Liberties  (confirmed  by  Charter  from 
Queen  Elizabeth  to  the  Corporation  of  Kinsale)  is  also  held  at  Kinsale ; at  which  every  Breach  of  the  Peace, 

Petit  Larceny,  and  other  Offence,  not  amounting  to  transportable  Felony,  committed  within  the  aforesaid 
Jurisdiction,  is  cognizable.  The  Records  in  my  custody,  relating  to  said  Sessions  Court,  consist  of  the  Crown 
Books  for  about  the  last  twenty-six  years,  and  of  the  Indictments  disposed  of-during  that  period  of  time. 

The  Indictments  are  kept  on  Files. — The  other  Records  of  the  Corporation,  in  my  custody,  consist  of  various 
Books,  wherein  arc  entered  the  several  Transactions  and  Proceedings  of  the  Body  Corporate,  in  chronological 
order ; the  oldest  of  such  Books  in  my  charge,  (viz.  the  Council  Book)  commences  in  the  year  1 652,  and  it, 
and  the  others  detail  the  transactions  from  that  to  the  present  period  of  time.  There  are  many  cliasms  in  the 
series  of  all  the  before  described  Books  and  Files  of  Records ; but  the  causes  thereof  (except  their  having  been 
impaired  by  time)  or  the  periods  when  same  happened,  I cannot  possibly  state,  having  held  the  Office  but  since 
June  1784. 

(2.) — Such  Records  in  my  custody  are  lodged  in  my  Dwelling-house : the  security  thereof  is  not  sufficiently 
good  for  such  documents,  being  not  more  than  a gentleman  residing  in  his  dwelling-house  can  afford  them ; and 
the  accommodation  for  their  keeping  is  very  bad,  there  being  no  regular  IVesses  or  Alphabets  for  the  purpose, 
and  most  of  them  being  consequently  crowded  into  small  drawers  and  laid  on  the  floor,  and  others  of  them 
stowed  in  three  very  old  trunks  or  boxes.  The  Building  is  private  property,  and  I pay  an  annual  rent  for  it. 

(3.) — Most  of  the  said  Records  (the  Books  particularly)  are  in  tolerably  good  Preservation ; the  order  of 
their  arrangement  (caused  from  the  badness  and  insufficiency  of  the  accommodation)  is  very  confused. 

(4.) — There  are  not  complete  or  correct  general  Catalogues.  &c.  to  each  sort ; in  some  of  the  Books  there 
are  Indexes,  but  such  are  defective;  the  utility  which  (I  conceive)  would  result  from  the  completion  thereof 
would  be  the  expediting  the  making  of  Searches  therein.  There  is  no  Clerk  allowed  by  the  Corporation  of 
Kinsale  to,  or  employed  by  me  in,  my  Office.  It  would  require  much  assistance  and  time  to  complete  them. 

I know  of  no  such  Catalogues  or  Indexes  existing  elsewhere. 

(5.) — As  mentioned  in  the  last  Answer,  there  is  no  Clerk  allowed  by  the  Corporation  of  Kinsale  to,  or 
employed  by  me  in,  my  Office ; my  duty  therefore  is  to  attend  to  the  general  business  thereof  at  all  reasonable 
times. 

(6.) — As  I have  before  stated,  there  is  no  Clerk  employed  in  my  Office,  and  therefore  the  duty  alluded  to 
in  the  Quere,  devolves  on  myself. 

(7.) — I know  of  no  Matters  (not  alluded  to  in  my  foregoing  Answers)  that  I think  it  would  be  necessary  to 
observe,  for  the  purpose  referred  to  by  the  Quere.

Answers  to  certain  Queries  directed  by  the  Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records  in  Ireland, 
referred  and  required  to  be  explained  and  replied  to  by  the  Town  Clerk  of  Youghall,  &c. 

(1.) — THE  Town  Clerk  aforesaid  (who  is  also  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  the  Town  and  Liberties  of  Youghall)  Town  Clerk 
answers ; — That  he  has  the  care  and  custody  of  the  following  Public  Records,  Rolls,  Instruments,  Manuscript  of  Youghall. 
Books,  and  Papers;  viz. — A List,  Abstract  or  Record,  of  all  Writs,  Actions  and  Attachments,  issued  forth 
of  the  Tholsel  Court  of  Youghall. — A Manuscript  Book,  in  which  Entries  and  Memorandums  of  all 
Proceedings  in  the  Tholsel  or  Record  Court  (held  in  and  for  said  Town  and  Liberties)  are  kept  and  recorded. 

— A Manuscript  Book,  wherein  all  Trials  and  Proceedings  at  the  Sessions  held  in  and  for  said  Town  and 
Liberties  are  duly  entered  and  recorded. — Files  of  original  Writs,  Actions  and  Attachments,  which  have  been 
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executed  at  id  returned  by  the  proper  Officers. — Files  of  Entries  of  Writs,  Actions,  Attachments.  Pleadings  and 
other  legal  Proceedings  in  said  Court — Rolls  ol  the  Oaths  of  Allegiance,  Supremacy  and  Abjuration,  with 
the  Declaration  taken  and  subscribed  by  the  several  Mayors  and  Bailiffs,  as  well  as  other  Persons  holding 
official  situations,  who  have  qualified  from  time  to  time  at  the  General  Sessions  or  Adjournments  thereof 
held  in  and  for  said  Town  and  Liberties. — Also  Files  of  Certificates  and  Affidavits,  purporting  that  the  several 
Magistrates,  & c.  had  received  the  Holy  Sacrament  as  prescribed  by  Law. — A Manuscript  Book,  containing 
the  Names  and  Residences  of  all  Persons  to  whom  Certificates  have  been  granted  by  the  Magistrates, 
entitling  them  to  Licences  for  selling  Spirituous  Liquors,  &c.  within  said  Town  and  Liberties. 

(2.) — All  Public  Records  and  Documents  committed  to  the  care  of  the  undersigned,  have  been  duly  and 
regularly  kept,  properly  arranged,  and  in  good  order  and  Preservation  (one  instance  only  excepted,  as  hereinafter 
mentioned)  partly  in  an  Oak  Press  or  Repository  heretofore  lodged  in  the  Council  Chamber  adjoining  the 
late  Court  House  of  said  Town,  and  partly  at  an  Office  fitted  up  and  prepared  by  the  Town  Clerk  at  his 
private  residence.  The  instance  or  exception  alluded  to,  arose  as  follows ; viz.  The  Couucil  Chamber  and 
Court  House  aforesaid,  having  been  converted  into  occasional  Prisons  and  Guard  Rooms  during  the  unfortunate 
He  hellion  in  1 798,  a considerable  part  of  the  Corporation  and  Court  Records  and  Proceedings  (together  with 
some  valuable  private  Papers)  were  lost,  spoiled  or  injured,  in  consequence  thereof;  when  discovered,  steps 
were  immediately  thereupon  taken  to  remove  all  that  escaped,  and  (as  it  happened  that  the  principal  Books 
and  Documents  had  been  previously  lodged  at  the  private  Office  of  the  undersigned,  and  as  arrangements  were 
made  in  the  best  maimer  circumstances  would  permit,  to  replace  the  loss  and  repair  the  injury  thus  sustained) 
it  therefore  fortunately  occurred,  that  no  material  inconvenience  has  since  arisen  from  the  transaction. 

(3.) — The  then  Court  House  and  Council  Chamber  having  become  ruinous  and  decayed,  it  hath  been 
resolved  to  erect  a new  Tholsel  or  Guildhall  and  Council  Chamber,  with  Jury  Rooms,  Record  and  other 
suitable  Offices;  for  which  purpose  a sum  of  2 000/.  has  been  granted  by  the  Corporation  of  Youghall. 

(4.) — The  Office  or  Offices  of  Town  Clerk  and  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  said  Town  and  Liberties,  and  all 
business  appertaining  thereto,  have  been  executed  and  transacted  for  many  years  back,  partly  in  the  Court 
House  of  said  Town,  but  more  generally  at  the  private  Residence  of  the  undersigned,  where  an  Office  has 
been  fitted  up  (at  his  own  Expense)  for  that  purpose ; and  it  is  probable  that  matters  will  continue  to  go  on 
in  this  way,  until  the  new  Building  before  mentioned  shall  be  completed.  On  the  foregoing  and  other  accounts, 
the  hours  of  attendance  are  not  therefore  limited  to  any  particular  period. 

(5.) — The  Corporation  Charters,  Counterparts  of  leases,  and  sundry  other  Public  Documents,  are  securely 
kept  in  a strong  Chest,  with  three  distinct  locks  and  keys  thereto,  severally  in  the  possession  of  the  Mayor, 
Mayor  of  the  Staple,  and  Senior  Bailittj  for  the  time  being.  All  the  Town  Books,  in  which  Entries  are  made 
and  recorded  of  Orders  and  Proceedings  at  Courts  of  Election,  Courts  of  d'Oyer  Hundred,  and  other  Cor- 
porate Meetiugs,  are  also  kept  in  the  said  Chest,  save  and  except  one  Book  in  present  use,  locked  up  in 
a separate  box,  the  key  of  which  is  kept  by  the  Chief  Magistrate. 

(6.) — It  has  occasionally  been  found  requisite  to  employ  extra  Clerks  or  Assistants,  in  executing  the  business 
of  Town  Clerk  and  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  said  Town  and  Liberties.  The  Fees  demandable  for  each  Search 
vary  according  to  the  degree  of  trouble,  attendance,  and  number  of  Abstracts  or  Copies  that  may  be  required : 
Two  Shillings  and  Sixpence  for  a short  Abstract,  has  been  the  usual  charge;  in  case  of  exceeding  five  office 
sheets  (of  ninety  words  each,)  an  additional  charge  of  Sixpence  per  Sheet  is  made  for  Copies  of  all  Records 
and  Pleading?.  The  Fees  payable  at  Sessions  are  similar  to  these  of  the  County.  The  Net  Annual  Amount 
of  Emoluments  (arising  from  said  Office  or  Offices,  upon  the  average  of  the  last  three  years,  as  far  as  the 
same  can  be  made  up  or  calculated)  has  not  exceeded  One  hundred  Pounds  per  Annum.  There  is  also  an 
Annual  Salary  or  Allowance  of  Fifty  Pounds,  payable  for  some  time  past  by  the  Corporation.  Such  Clerk  or 
Clerks  as  may  happen  to  be  employed  in  case  of  any  extra  hurry  of  business,  must  necessarily  be  paid  by 
the  Principal  in  office. 

(7.) — The  present  Town  Clerk  and  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  Youghall  has  been  in  office  for  twenty-seven 
years,  and  the  Assistant  (or  acting)  Town  Clerk  has  had  many  years  experience  in  the  Department.

‘ ’ ' and  Process.  Warrants  of  Attorney,  Bail  Pieces,  Entries,  Appearances,  Declarations,  Pleas,  Replevins, 

Venires,  original  Notices,  Records,  Findings,  Inquiries,  Judgments  and  Executions : — The  Crown  Books, 
3 containing 
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containing  the  Proceedings  in  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  ; the  Informations  and  Indictments  thereon  for 
Petit  Larceny,  Assault,  Trespass  and  Misdemeanors;  Petitions;  Recognizances;  Convictions;  Orders  of  the 
Court  for  granting  Licenses  to  retail  Spirituous  Liquors;  and  other  Proceedings  cognizable  at  Quarter  Sessions  : 
— The  Roll  of  the  Freemen  of  Youghall,  and  Book  of  Stamped  Entries  of  admission  of  Freemen  : — The  Roll 
of  Oaths  of  the  Magistrates,  Freemen  and  Public  Officers  of  the  Corporation  of  Youghall,  and  the  Qualification 
Oaths  and  Declaration  : — The  Inquisitions  and  Depositions  taken  before  the  Mayor  of  Youghall  as  Coroner 
thereof,  except  on  Verdicts  of  Murder,  in  which  case,  the  Record  of  the  Inquest,  and  Depositions  annexed, 
are  transmitted  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown  for  the  County  of  Cork : — The  Cora  Merchants  and  Bakers’ 
Affidavits  The  Grand  Jury  Presentments  of  Nuisances,  and  the  Appointment  of  Constables  : — Certificates 
of  the  approbation  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  Council  of  Ireland  of  the  Magistrates.  The  earliest  period  to 
which  the  Rule  Books  of  the  Court  of  Record,  and  Quarter  Sessions  Crown  Books,  relate,  with  the  Records 
appertaining  thereto,  is  the  year  1 768  ; and  from  thence  down  to  1 793  these  Books  are  preserved  in  regular 
succession.  From  1 793  to  1 798,  a chasm  appears  in  these  Books,  and  various  chasms  in  the  Records.  These 
chasms  were  caused  in  the  Rebellion  of  1 798,  when  the  Court  House  and  Council  Chamber  (where  these  Books 
and  Records  were  then  kept)  was  converted  into  a Guard  House,  and  occupied  by  Ilis  Majesty’s  Troops.  The 
Soldiers,  having  got  access  to  this  Depository,  through  ignorance  or  mischief,  burned,  destroyed  and  mutilated, 
a great  portion  of  the  Records.  From  the  year  1798  to  the  present  day,  the  Rule  and  Crown  Books,  with  the 
several  Records  lodged  since  that  period,  are  (with  very  few  exceptions)  regular  anti  complete. 

(2.) — The  Records  are  lodged  at  present  in  a secure  and  convenient  Office  in  the  Deputy  Town  Clerk’s  House, 
which  House  is  his  own  private  property.  They  were  formerly  lodged  in  the  Court  House  (as  mentioned  in  the 
.preceding  Answer) ; but  that  Building  being  now  unrooted,  and  in  a state  of  ruin,  and  the  present  Court  House 
being  temporary  and  insecure,  the  Records  are  therefore  deposited  in  the  Deputy  Town  Clerk’s  Office. 

(3.)_Such  of  the  Records,  previous  to  the  year  1784,  as  were  not  destroyed  in  the  Rebellion  of  1798,  are 
rather  in  a perishing  state  : those  subsequent  to  that  period  (and  which  at  that  time  also  escaped  destruction,) 
and  those  from  thence  to  the  present  day,  are  in  good  order  and  Preservation.  The  Records  are  arranged  in  the 
order  of  time. 

(4,) — There  are  not  complete  General  Catalogues  and  Indexes  to  the  Records ; and  inasmuch  as  they  are 
arranged  in  the  order  of  time,  and  reference  accordingly  easily  made,  it  is  conceived  Indexes  would  not  be 
attended  with  any  degree  of  utility  ; more  especially  as  the  Records  are  not  very  voluminous,  and  a Search  very 
rarely  required. 

(rp) — No  Clerk  is  employed  in  the  Office,  the  business  thereof  being  as  insufficient  to  employ  as  the 
Emoluments  are  inadequate  to  pay  one.  The  Town  Clerk  and  his  Deputy  are 'the  only  Officers  employed;  and 
the  latter  alone  has  at  present  the  custody  and  arrangement  of  the  Records,  during  the  Town  Clerk’s  absence  in 
England.  The  regular  hours  of  attendance  at  the  Office  are,  from  ten  in  the  Morning  until  four  in  the  Afternoon 
every  day  (Sunday  excepted).  The  Deputy  has  no  Salary  ; the  Town  Clerk  a Salary  of  fifty  pounds  a year, 
paid  by  the  Corporation  of  Youghall,  for  discharging  tire  general  duties  of  his  Office,  but  not  for  taking  care  of 
die  Records  in  particular.  The  Emoluments  for  Searches  and  Copies  of  Records,  for  the  last  three  years,  did 
not  average  more  than  5 1.  a year.  A Fee  of  6 s.  8 d.  is  demandable  for  a Search  and  Certificate  in  the  Record 
Court,  and  6V.  per  sheet  for  Copies.  The  Fees  of  the  Town  Clerk  (who  is  Clerk  of  the  Peace)  in  the  Court 
of  Quarter  Sessions,  are  those  allowed  in  the  Schedule  annexed  to  the  49th  of  the  King. 

(6.) — The  Town  Clerk  and  his  Deputy  being  alone  intrusted  with  the  care  of  said  Records,  it  is  their  duty  to 
attend  upon  every  Search,  and  take  care  of  every  Record. 

(7.) — The  Deputy  Town  Clerk  of  Youghall  has  not  any  observation  to  make  on  this  Quere ; but  has  generally 
to  remark,  tiiat  the  most  ancient  Records  of  the  Corporation  of  Youghall,  which  are  die  Charters  and  Exem- 
plifications, the  Town  Books  containing  the  Proceedings  of  their  Courts  of  d'Oyer  Hundred  since  the  year 
1690,  tire  local  Statutes  and  Bye  Laws,  and  some  other  old  Records,  are  lodged  in  the  Town  Chest,  and 
specially  intrusted  to  the  care  and  keeping  of  tire  Mayor,  Mayor  of  the  Staple,  and  Senior  Bailiff  of  Youghall, 
for  the  time  being.

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(l.) — THE  only  Public  Records,  now  extant  in  my  Office,  are,  the  occasional  Elections  of  Burgesses  to 
serve  in  Parliament  both  before  and  since  the  union  of  the  Legislatures ; die  Elections  of  Burgesses  and  Freemen 
of  the  Corporation  of  Tralee,  to  supply  incidental  vacancies ; die  Proceedings  of  a weekly  Court  instituted  by 
the  Charter  of  our  Incorporation  to  try  Personal  Actions  arising  within  die  Borough,  and  limited  to  live 
marks : dicre  were  other  Records  anterior  to  diese  (such  as  a body  of  Bye  Laws,  and  other  Regulations  for 
the  Government  of  the  Borough,  framed  by  the  Burgesses  under  the  authority  of  die  Charter)  which  have 
been  lost  or  misplaced  by  the  former  Town  Clerk,  who  is  dead. 
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(2.) — The  Records,  &c.  with  the  Common  Seal  of  the  Corporation,  are  lodged  in  the  House  of  the  Town 
Clerk,  which  is,  as  I conceive,  sufficicndv  secure,  and  is  his  private  property. 

(3.) — The  Records  are  in  good  Preservation,  and  their  arrangement  orderly  enough,  for  the  purpose  of  any 
occasional  reference  to  them. 

(4.) — I do  not  find  there  are  complete,  or  any,  Catalogues  or  Indexes ; nor  does  it  occur  to  me,  that  any 
considerable  advantage  would  accrue  from  framing  such,  as  the  matters  recorded  are  not  extensive  nor  multi- 
farious : but  if  the  Commissioners  should  think  it  proper  to  order  such  Catalogues,  &c.  to  be  made  out,  I drink 
the  work  may  be  done  at  a small  additional  expense. 

(5.) — The  Town  Clerk  is  the  Officer  to  whom  the  custody  and  arrangement  of  die  Records,  &c.  are 
committed,  and  as  they  are  lodged  in  his  House,  there  are  no  settled  periods  for  his  attendance  on  this  branch 
of  his  duty-  He  attends  the  Provost’s  Court  every  Thursday  with  the  Court  Books.  He  has  no  fixed  Salary, 
and  his  Emoluments  (as  well  as  part  of  the  Provost’s,  of  two  Serjeants  at  Mace,  and  of  the  Marshal)  arise 
principally  from  certain  Fees  payable  by  the  Suitors  on  the  proceedings  in  the  weekly  Courts ; there  are  also 
Fees  demandable  for  every  Search,  Certificate  or  Copy,  occasionally  made  from  die  Records,  and  to  which 
the  Corporation  Seal  is  affixed.  As  the  amouut  of  these  Emoluments  depends  on  the  quantity  of  business  from 
which, they  are  derived,  diey  cannot  well  be  set  down  but  at  a common  average,  and  this,  as  it  has  been 
returned  to  me,  is,  to  the  Provost  and  Town  Clerk  Fifty  Pounds  each,  to  each  of  die  Serjeants  at  Mace 
Twenty  Pounds,  and  to  die  Marshal  Ten  Pounds. 

(6.) — The  Town  Clerk,  under  die  control  and  direction  of  die  Provost,  is  intrusted  with  the  care  of 
the  Records,  &c.  and  (under  like  control)  makes  Search,  and  grants  Copies,  &c. 

(7.) — As  I am  not  aware  diat  any  inconvenience  is  felt  by  die  Public,  from  the  present  mode  of  trans- 
acting the  business  in  my  Office,  I am  not  prepared  to  suggest  any  Matters  for  its  improvement ; but  if 
the  Commissioners  shall  honour  me  with  further  commands  on  the  subject,  1 shall  take  care  to  have  diem 
fully  executed.

(5.) — There  is  a Clerk  at  present  in  the  Office  who  acts  as,  Deputy.  The  Fees  of  Office  are  very  fluctuating, 
and,  no  account  having  been  kept  of  them,  it  is  impossible  to  state  their  Amount. 

(6.) — The  Person  intrusted  with  the  care  of  said  Records  is  tlie  said  Clerk,  who  resides  in  the  Town 
of  Clonmel. 

(7.) — •There  is  nothing  further  appearing  to  me  as  necessary  to  observe  upon.

(l.) — THE  several  sorts  of  Public  Records,  Books,  Instruments,  and  Papers  in  the  cutsody  of  the  Town  Clerk 
Town  Clerk  of  Clonmel,  consist  of  Actions  and  Attachments,  with  Returns  thereon ; Affidavits  whereon  the  ofclo"mel- 
same  are  grounded ; Warrants  of  Attorney,  Declarations,  Pleas,  Venires,  Distringas’s,  Writs  of  Nisi  Prius, 
final  Judgments,  and  Executions,  with  Interlocutory  Judgments  for  want  of  Pleas;  together  with  a Book, 
containing  the  Rules  and  Orders  made  in  the  respective  Suits  instituted  in  the  Tholsel  Court,  (the  Proceedings 
of  which  are  somewhat  similar  to  the  Superior  Courts,  each  bearing  the  Stamp  Duty  imposed  by  Act  of  Par- 
liament ;)  but  there  are  no  Judgment  Rolls.  On  the  24th  of  June  1808,  the  appointment  of  the  present 
Clerk  took  place ; and  he  was  then  handed  a Book,  containing  the  Rules  and  Orders  of  the  said  Suits,  com- 
mencing the  6th  day  of  August  1777,  and  which  are  continued  up  to  the  present  day;  but  he  did  uot  receive 
any  of  the  other  Records  or  Instruments  before  enumerated,  except  one  Cause,  which  was  the  only  one 
proceeding  through  the  Court ; nor  can  he  account  for  die  deficiency. 

(3.) — There  is  no  Office  for  the  Town  Clerk  attached  to  the  Tholsel  Court  of  Clonmel ; and  therefore  he  is 
obliged  to  hold  die  Office,  and  keep  the  Records,  in  an  ajiartmeut  of  Ilia  own  residence. 

(3.) — The  Records  hereinbefore  mentioned  are  in  the  best  state  of  Preservation  possible;  arranged  in 
alphabetical  order,  and  easy  of  access. 

(4.) — There 
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(4.) — There  are  complete  Indexes  to  the  several  Causes  and  Suits  instituted,  with  the  Proceedings  had  and 
taken,  to  final  Judgment  and  Execution. 

(5.) — The  Town  Clerk  of  Clonmel  feels  himself  fully  adequate  to  the  arrangement  of  the  Records  and  the 
duties  of  that  Office,  without  the  assistance  of  any  Clerk,  the  Suits  there  not  being  numerous,  and  seldom 
litigated  beyond  the  issuing  of  the  Action  or  Attachment,  the  first  process  of  the  proceedings ; constant 
attendance  is  given ; and  the  Emoluments  of  the  Town  Clerk  arise  from  Fees  on  each  Process  and  Proceeding ; 
there  is  no  Fee  demanded  for  any  Search,  or  Attendance  thereupon ; but  2 s.  6d.  is  taken  for  a Certificate  or 
Copy  of  any  Record;  and  the  entire  of  the  net  annual  Sum  arising  to  the  Town  Clerk  from  that  Office,  for  the 
last  two  years  and  four  months,  amounts  to  the  Sum  of  from  Fifty  to  Seventy  Pounds.  A correct  Table  of  the 
regular  Fees  has  not  been  in  the  Office,  but  there  is  one  in  preparation. 

(6.) — The  Town  Clerk  is  the  only  Person  specially  intrusted  with  the  Records  of  the  said  Court ; and  it  is 
his  duty  to  take  care  that  every  Record  be  duly  and  fairly  restored  to  its  proper  place ; and  this  duty  is  care- 
fully performed.  The  Charters,  Deeds,  and  other  Muniments  relating  immediately  to  the  Corporation, 
remain  in  the  bands  and  custody  of  the  Mayor  or  Chamberlain,  who  alone  have  access  thereto. 

(7.) — A distinct,  permanent,  and  commodious  Office  for  the  Town  Clerk,  convenient  to  the  Tholsel  Court, 
would  be  expedient  and  useful  for  the  Records  to  the  Public.  And  there  is  a matter  (though  not  immediately 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Quere)  which  yet  would  be  of  die  first  utility  to  the  Public,  residing  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Tholsel  Court  of  Clonmel,  and  those  who  may  trade  and  deal  with  them.  The  Mayor’s 
authority  to  determine  matters  in  a summary  way,  extends  to  sums  under  Ten  Shillings  only ; the  Population 
of  the  Town  has  increased  considerably,  and  is  increasing,  and  the  trade  very  much  extended ; so  that  differ- 
ences respecting  small  Sums,  occur  more  frequently  than  any  other ; it  would  therefore  be  of  great  benefit,  if 
the  Mayor’s  jurisdiction  to  hear  and  determine  disputes  and  claims  for  small  Sums  in  a summary  way  was 
extended  to  Twenty  or  Tliirty  Shillings,  as  complete  and  speedy  justice  would  be  then  done  the  Public,  and 
that  at  a most  trifling  Expense,  the  cost  attending  a Proceeding. of  that  nature  amounting  only  to  Two  Shillings 
and  Eight-pence  halfpenny ; whereas,  as  it  now  stands,  a Suitor  is  put  to  the  expense,  cost,  and  delay  of  Action, 
Attachment,  and  the  usual  subsequent  Proceedings,  for  a Sum  of  10  s.  6 d.

I HAD  the  honour  of  receiving  your  Letter  of  the  1 8th  September  last,  written  by  Order  of  the  Right 
Honourable  the  Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records  in  Ireland,  desiring  full  and  distinct  Answers  to  the 
Queries  annexed  to  your  Letter ; and  beg  leave  generally  to  inform  you,  for  their  information,  that  there  are 
no  Records  of  the  smallest  consequence  in  my  custody  as  Town  Clerk  of  Cashel.  There  is  no  Office  allowed 
me  for  keeping  any  Records  or  Papers  appertaining  to  my  office,  such  Papers  being  always  kept  in  the  private 
residence  of  the  Town  Clerk ; the  only  Records  or  Papers  handed  over  to  me  at  the  time  of  my  appointment 
to  office,  were  three  Manuscript  Books,  containing  Rules  or  Entries  of  the  various  Causes  proceeded  upon 
in  the  Tholsel  Court  of  this  City,  viz.  One  Book,  commencing  the  7th  of  September  1780,  and  ending 
the  8th  of  May  1788;  another  Book,  commencing  the  24th  of  July  1788,  and  ending  the  17th  of 
September  1795 ; and  another  Book,  commencing  the  1st  of  October  1705,  and  continued  down  to  the  period 
of  my  appointment  in  1804. — Several  small  Bundles  of  Papers  were  also  handed  to  me,  consisting  of  Powers 
of  Attorney  to  conduct  Suits  in  this  Court,  Affidavits  of  Parties  instituting  Suits,  Attachments,  Declarations 
Replevins,  Bail  Bonds,  and  Pleas,  without  being  arranged  in  any  regular  order ; nor  are  there  any  Schedules 
or  Entries  ever  kept  thereof,  they  being  generally  looked  upon  as  useless  Papers  as  soon  as  such  Causes  are 
disposed  of ; and  1 am  of  opinion  that  no  degree  of  utility  would  result  from  the  keeping  of  such  Catalogues  or 
Schedules. — The  Salary  of  Town  Clerk  is  but  Twelve  Pounds  a year ; and  (since  Civil  Bills  have  been  tried  at 
Sessions)  the  business  of  the  Tholsel  Court  is  so  trifling,  that  the  Office  is  scarce  worth  attending  to.  If  mors 
particular  information  on  this  subject  shall  be  deemed  necessary  by  the  Right  Honourable  the  Commissioners, 
I shall  be  at  all  times  ready  to  furnish  it,  on  being  made  acquainted  with  the  manner  in  which  it  should 
be  done.  j imve  the  honour  to  be,  Sir,  &c.  &c.

(2.  Sc  3.) — There  lias  not  been  any  place  belonging  to  the  Public,  appropriated  for  the  keeping  or  lodgment  of 
the  Records.  I keep  them  in  my  own  House,  in  the  City  of  Waterford,  not  having  any  other  place,  and  receive 
no  allowance  for  the  use  thereof. 

(4.) — The  Alphabetical  Books  before  mentioned  are  the  only  Catalogues,  Repertories  or  Indexes,  which  have 
been  hi  use  in  tills  Office  ; and  I know  not  of  any  inconvenience  having  arisen  from -want  of  others. 

(5.) — .There  is  not  any  Person  employed  or  paid  by  the  Public  for  the  custody  or  arrangement  of  the  Records. 
I keep  them  in  regular  order  in  my  own  House,  os  before  stated,  anil  have  a Person  employed  and  paid  by 
myself,  who  assists  me,  as  well  in  that  department  us  in  the  general  execution  of  the  duties  of  my  Office.  He 
receives  the  lead  Fees  for  Searches,  kc.,  but  lias  not  kept  any  account  of  them  from  which  I could  correctly 
strike  an  average.  There  are  no  particular  Office  hours ; but  Persons  having  occasion  to  search  the  Records 
ere  accommodated  whensoever  they  may  call. 

((]'} — ]\Iy  Assistant  and  myself  are  the  only  Persons  to  whom  the  care  and  custody  of  the  Records  are  com- 
mitted ; and  we  are  particularly  careful,  after  every  Search,  to  retard  the  Records  to  their  proper  place.

not  being  Alphabet  Presses  or  Recesses  proper  for  their  reception,  nor  room  sufficient  in  said  Offices  for  such 
accommodations. 

(3.) — Said  Records  are  in  good  Preservation  ; and  with  regard  to  arrangement,  the  Books  ace  kept  in  Presses, 
and  Book  Racks  or  Shelves,  and  the  several  Papers  and  Instruments  upon  Files,  some  of  which  arc  lodged  in. 
Cupboards,  and  others  hung  upon  nails  driven  in  the  walls. 

(4.) — There  are  no  other  Catalogues,  Calendars,  Schedules,  Repertories,  or  Indexes  to  said  Records,  except  those 
which  I have  already  mentioned  in  my  Answer  to  the  first  Qtiere ; and  said  Indexes  arc  in  no  respect  defective. 
I have  not  found  the  said  Indexes  of  any  utility,  except  that  which  relates  to  the  Registry  of  Freeholders 
since  the  passing  of  the  Statute  of  tile  35th  George  HI.  chap.  29.  The  Indexes  also  respecting  the  Registry  of 
Trees  may  happen  at  some  period  to  be  useful ; and  also  the  Index  to  the  Names  of  Persons  who  have  registered 
their  Arms  and  Forges ; but  I do  not  conceive  that  any  other  Catalogues,  Calendars,  Schedules,  Repertories, 
or  Indexes  would  be  of  the  least  utility  ; and  if  Indexes  or  Catalogues,  &c.  were  to  be  made  of  such  as  appear  to 
me  to  require  none,  I apprehend  it  would  take  my  Clerk  usually  employed,  by  his  ordinary  diligence,  between 
four  and  five  years  to  complete  such  Catalogues  or  Indexes,  &e.  The  Indexes  in  tuy  Office  are  public  property, 
and  I know  not  of  any  of  them  to  he  wanting,  or  to  exist  clsewliere. 

(5.) — No  Clerk  or  Officer  is  specially  employed  for  the  custody  and  arrangement  of  die  Records  in  my  Office ; 
but  I keep  a Clerk  to  transact  my  business  generally,  and  to  him  I pay  an  annual  Salary  out  of  my  own  pocket, 
lie  receives  no  Salary,  Allowances  or  Emoluments  whutever  from  the  Public.  He  transacts  any  business  I 
require  of  him  in  my  Office.  There  are  no  fixed  days  or  hours  of  attendance : but  I keep  my  Office  open  usually 
every  day  in  the  week  (except  Sunday)  from  ten  in  the  morning  till  four  in  the  afternoun ; and  if  any  Person 
should  happen  occasionally  to  have  any  business  to  transact  at  my  Office  from  Uiat  hour  till  eight  in  die 
evening,  it  has  been  my  habit  and  custom  to  accommodate  die  in.  The  Fees  demamlable  for  each  Search, 
Certificate,  or  Copy  of  a Record,  or  attendance  therewith,  are  as  follow;  viz.  For  every  Certificate,  3 s.  4 d. — 
For  every  Search,  1 s.  8 d. — For  every  Copy  of  a Record,  3 s.  4 d. — For  every  attendance  therewith,  6 s.  8 d. 

I have  not  received  for  die  last  three  years  taken  altogether  1 o s.  for  said  Fees,  and  the  Average  docs  not 
exceed  2 s.

(fi.) — There  is  not  any  Person  specially  intrusted  with  the  care  of  said  Records,  save  as  mentioned  in 
my  Answer  to  the  5th  Qucre,  whose  duty  it  is  to  attend  upon  every  Search,  and  to  take  care  that  every 
Record,  &c.  be  duly  and  fairly  restored  to  its  proper  place,  nor  is  there  any  odier  regulation  observed  respecting 
same,  except  that  when  any  Record,  &e.  is  taken  to  be  copied,  it  is  usually  put  back  in  die  place  from  whence 
it  was  brought 

(7.) — In  respect  to  any  Matter  which  appears  to  me  expedient  to  observe  for  rendering  said  Records,  Sec. 
more  convenient  to  die  Public,  I diink  that  much  benefit  would  arise  from  having  Offices  sufficiently  com- 
modious, provided  with  proper  Alphabets,  Presses  and  otiier  accommodations  usual  in  Public  Offices,  to  enable

of  Appearances  of  Defendants  by  Attorney,  in  Suits  commenced  in  the  said  Gourt  of  Record,  from  the  14th  " utenord. 

July  1 780  to  the  present  time ; in  good  Preservation.  Pleadings  and  Proceedings  in  said  Court,  from  3d  March  Tow!n7i'ierk 
1786  to  the  present  time,  in  good  Preservation.  Affidavits  required  to  be  filed  before  the  issuing  of  process,  of  Waterford, 
pursuant  to  the  Statute  of  the  36th  year  of  His  present  Majesty's  reign,  chap.  39.  for  limiting  the  jurisdiction  ~ 
of  inferior  Courts,  commencing  from  the  time  said  Statute  took  effect,  to  the  present  day,  all  in  good  Pre- 
servation. Valuations  of  the  several  Dwelling  Houses,  Stores  and  Offices  in  the  several  Parishes  of  the  City, 
made  from  time  to  time  since  the  passing  of  the  Statute  of  the  Twenty-third  and  Twenty-fourth  of  George  III. 
chap.  52.  for  assessing  the  Rates  for  lighting  the  public  Lamps  and  establishing  a Watch,  down  to  the  present 
time;  all  in  good  Preservation.  Bonds  executed  by  Pawnbrokers  and  Appraisers  in  this  City,  since  the  passing 
of  the  Statute  of  the  Twenty-sixth  of  George  III.  chap.  43.  to  the  present  time ; all  in  good  Preservation.  An 
Index  to  the  Freemen  admitted  to  their  Freedoms  (or  directed  to  be  admitted  to  their  Freedoms)  of  the  City 
by  the  Corporation  Books,  from  the  year  1 700,  inclusive,  to  the  present  time,  in  good  order  and  Preservation. 

The  several  Statutes  passed  since  the  Union. 

(2.) — Said  Records  arc  lodged  in  Offices,  which  are  private  Property,  and  were  built  at  my  own  expense  ; 
with  respect  to  their  condition,  in  point  of  security,  it  is  good,  as  much  so  as_most  Offices  for  preserving 
private  Property  are ; but  said  Offices  are  not  suited  to  the  keeping  of  public  Records,  there  not  being 
Alphabets,  Presses  or  proper  Recesses  sufficient  for  their  reception,  whereby  they  might  be  arranged  in  such 
order  as  public  Records  ought  to  be,  and  inasmuch  as  there  is  not  room  sufficient  in  said  Offices  for  sucli 
accommodations. 


(3.) — Said  Records  are  in  that  sort  of  Preservation  before  stated  in  my  Answers  to  the  first  Quere;  and 
with  respect  to  arrangement,  the  Charter  anti  several  Books  are  kept  in  a Chest  and  Presses,  and  the  other 
Instruments  and  Papers  upon  several  Files,  supported  by  nails. 

(4.) — There  is  an  Index  to  the  Entries  of  the  Freemen  admitted  or  ordered  to  be  admitted  on  the  Cor- 
poration Books  from  the  year  1700  to  the  present  time  complete  and  cornet,  which  is  my  own  private 
Property,  the  same  having  been  done  at  my  own  Expense,  and  never  having  been  paid  for  it.  There  is  also 
an  Index  or  Alphabet  to  the  Rule  Books  since  the  year  1787,  but  no  other  Indexes,  Catalogues,  Calendars, 
Schedules  or  Repertories ; the  first  Index,  namely,  of  Freemen,  has  been  found  to  be  of  great  utility ; but 
that  to  the  Rule  Books  of  little  or  no  use,  and  I do  not  apprehend  that  any  other  Index  or  Indexes,  &c.  would 
in  the  smallest  degree  be  useful,  as  I do  not  know  one  single  instance  of  their  being  wanted  for  twenty  years 
past  aud  upwards  ; and  I believe  it  would  take  the  Clerk  usually  employed  by  me,  by  the  ordinary  diligence 
of  such  Clerk,  four  years  at  least  to  complete  such  Indexes,  &c.  as  would  not  in  my  opinion  be  of  any  use. 

1 do  not  know  of  any  Catalogue,  & c.  or  Index  belonging  to  my  Office,  existing  elsewhere. 

(5.) — There  is  not  any  Officer  or  Clerk  specially  employed  for  the  custody  aud  arrangement  of  the  Records 
in  my  Office ; but  I employ  a Clerk  for  transacting  my  Business  generally,  to  whom  I pay  out  of  my  own 
pocket  an  annual  Salary,  and  he  transacts  any  Business  I require  of  him  in  said  Office;  there  is  not  any 
Salary,  Allowance  or  Emolument  whatsoever  paid  him  by  the  Public ; there  are  no  fixed  days  or  hours  of 
attendance,  but  I usually  keep  my  Office  open  from  ten  o’clock  in  the  morning  every  day  (Sunday  excepted) 
till  four  in  the  afternoon,  and  I have  been  constantly  in  the  habit  of  accommodating  any  Person  who  may 
happen  occasionally  to  have  Business  to  transact  in  my  Office,  from  that  hour  till  eight  in  the  evening. — The 
Fees  demandable  for  each  Search,  Certificate  or  Copy  of  a Record,  or  attendance  therewith,  are  as  follow ; 
viz. : — For  any  Search  or  Certificate,  2 s.  6rf. — For  any  Copy  of  a Record,  Sixpence  per  Office  Sheet,  each 
sheet  containing  twelve  lines,  and  each  line  six  words. — For  any  attendance  therewith,  6 5.  8 d.  I have  never 
kept  any  account  of  the  Net  annual  Amount  of  said  Fees,  but  I can  very  safely  take  upon  me  to  sav,  that 
upon  the  average  of  the  last  three  veal's,  they  have  not  amounted  to  Twenty  shillings  altogether. 

(6.) — There  is  not  any  Person  specially  intrusted  with  the  care  of  said  Records  (save  as  mentioned  in  my 
Answer  to  the  5th  Quere)  whose  duty  it  is  to  attend  upon  every  Search,  and  to  take  care  that  every  Record, 
&c.  be  duly  and  fairly  restored  to  its  proper  place,  nor  is  there  any  other  regulation  observed  respecting  same, 
except  that  whenever  any  Record  (which  has  been  wanted  either  for  copying  or  examining)  has  been  copied  or 
examined,  it  is  put  back  into  the  place  from  whence  it  was  taken. 

(7.) — With  respect  to  any  Matter  which  appears  to  me  expedient  to  observe  for  rendering  the  use  of  the 
said  Records,  &c.  more  convenient  to  the  Public.  I apprehend  it  would  be  of  great  benefit  and  utility  to  have 
good  and  sufficient  commodious  public  Offices  provided  with  proper  Alphabets  and  Presses  for  having  the 
Records  arranged  and  kept  in  a regular  state,  with  sufficient  firing  allowed  to  preserve  them  from  being  injured 
by  damps ; likewise  a servant  to  keep  said  Offices  swept  and  cleaned,  to  light  fires  in  them,  and  give  air  to  the 
Rooms  when  requisite  ; also  a Clerk  specially  to  attend  to  regulate,  occasionally,  to  examine,  free  them  from 
dust,  and  prevent  their  being  injured  by  vermin.  Robert  Cooke

SIRS,  Garbally,  November  loth,  1810. 

I HAVE  had  the  honour  of  receiving  the  printed  Letter  of  your  Secretary,  with  the  string  of  Queries 
thereto  annexed. 

Before  I proceed  to  answer  the  Queries  therein  conveyed,  I must  request  your  notice  to  the  following 
Observations  : — 1st  That  my  appointment  to  the  Office  of  Keeper  of  the  Bolls  of  the  County  of  Galway, 
did  not  take  place  till  the  month  of  November  1808;  the  Patent  of  my  appointment  actually  bearing  date  on 
the  7th  of  that  month,  in  the  49th  year  of  the  King : — 2d.  That  in  consequence  of  the  refusal  of  the  late  Clerk 
of  the  Peace  to  deliver  over  to  me,  or  my  Deputy,  the  Rolls  and  Records  of  the  said  Couuty,  I was  obliged 
to  have  recourse  to  the  Court  of  King’s  Bench  in  order  to  coni|)cl  their  delivery ; and  that,  in  point  of  fact,  the 
custody  of  the  said  Records  was  not  delivered  over  to  my  Deputy  on  my  behalf,  till  the  2d  June  1809,  and 
consequently,  that  from  this  last  date  only,  I consider  myself  as  responsible  for  their  due  Arrangement  and 
Preservation : — 3d.  That  the  Records  of  this  County  are  and  have  been  for  a long  course  of  years,  kept  at  the 
Tow  n of  Loughrea,  as  the  most  central  Town  in  the  County,  for  the  purpose  of  affording  greater  accommodation 
to  the  Public.  These  Matters  being  premised,  I shall  proceed  to  give  the  best  Answers  in  my  power  to  the 
several  Queries  proposed  on  behalf  of  the  Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records  of  Ireland. 

(1.) — The  Public  Records,  Rolls,  Instruments  and  MS.  Books  and  Papers  are  as  follow: — 1st.  The  Rolls 
or  Records  of  the  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  Peace  relating  to  Criminal  Matters ; these  consist  of  Bills  of  Indict- 
ment found  and  ignored.  Informations,  Recognizances,  Issues,  and  the  Crown  Books. — 2d.  Records  relating 
to  the  proceedings  at  Quarter  Sessions  on  the  Civil  Side  ; these  consist  of  the  Civil  Bill  Books,  in  which  are 
entered  the  several  Civil  Bill  Causes,  with  the  decree  or  decision  of  the  Court  thereon ; under  tliis  head  may 
also  lie  classed.  Affidavits  filed  for  the  renewal  of  Decrees. — 3d.  The  registry  of  Leases  and  Indentures  of 
Apprenticeship. — 4th.  The  registry  of  freeholders  under  Election  Acts. — .5.  The  Poll  Books  of  Election  of 
Knights  of  the  Shire  to  serve  in  Parliament — 6th.  Militia  Certificates  of  Qualification. — 7th.  Tree  Registry 
under  the  Acts  for  the  encouragement  of  Planting. — 8th.  Spirit  Licences. — 9th.  Anns  Registry. — 10th.  Bakers 
Registry  under  3361  Geo.  III.  Ch.  42.— 1 lth.  Smiths  Forges. 

Of  these  in  their  order;  and,  First,  of  the  Records  of  the  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  Peace,  relating  to  Criminal 
Matters : — 

The  earliest  of  these,  consisting  of  Bills  of  Indictment  found  and  ignored,  and  the  Informations  relating 
thereto,  is  of  the  Lcut  Sessions  in  1 760 ; and  thence  to  the  Lent  Sessions  in  1763  there  is  a chasm  in  the 
Records  of  tills  description  ; and  thence  again  another  chasm  till  the  October  Sessions  of  1773;  the  Records  of 
the  few  Sessions  above  enumerated  as  being  forthcoming  are  also  in  a very  imperfect  state.  From  October 
1773  till  the  July  Sessions  1777,  there  is  another  chasm;  after  which  the  Records  of  tliis  nature,  tied  up  in 
separate  years,  are  tolerably  correct,  with  however,  some  deficiencies  till  1 800  ; although  they  are  not  in  the 
best  state,  many  of  them  having  considerably  suffered  from  damp  prior  to  their  having  been  delivered  into  my 
custody.  From  1799  the  Recognisances  are  tolerably  well  kept,  in  regular  series  and  good  Preservation, 
but  very  few  Indictments,  Informations  or  Issues  appear  till  1808;  from  thence  to  the  present  time,  they 
have  been  carefully  and  regularly  preserved  and  in  good  order.  The  Crown  Books  ore  in  a very  imperfect 
state  till  that  commencing  with  the  Sessions  held  in  January  1SO9;  from  that  period  till  the  present  these 
documents  are  duly  presen  t'd  in  regular  series  and  good  order. 

2d.  Records  relating  to  the  proceedings  at  Quarter  Sessioas  on  the  Civil  Side  : — The  Civil  Bill  Books  arc 
tolerably  perfect  from  the  year  1S05;  prior  to  that  period  they  are  very  defective,  and  in  a very  bad  state  of 
Preservation.  The  Renewal  Affidavits  or  Affidavits  for  the  renewal  of  Decrees,  are  also  regularly  kept  from 
the  same  year,  and  in  good  condition. 

3d.  The  Registry  of  Leases  and  Indentures  of  Apprenticeship : — Those  are  classed  under  the  same  head,  as. 
being  entered  in  the  same  Book,  though  without  any  other  connection  that  I am  aware  of.  I have  not  heen 
able  to  discover  under  what  Act  of  Parliament  the  registry  of  Leases  among  die  County  Records  was 
required  to  be  made ; possibly  under  some  of  the  early  and  now  repealed  Election  Acts,  as  all  the  Leases  so 
registered  in  tins  County  are  of  Freeholds.  The  Registry  of  these  is  made  in  a fair  hand,  and  in  a large 
folio  Book  in  good  Preservation ; the  entries  commence  with  one  made  on  the  9th  of  April  1 746,  and  end 
w;th  nn  entry  of  the  first  of  June  1751,  between  which  periods  they  appear  to  have  been  made  as 
proffered  with  the  greatest  degree  of  punctuality  and  regularity.  The  Registry  of  Indentures  of  Appren- 
ticeship are  entered  up  in  the  same  Book,  and  at  the  other  end  of  it ; these  commence  with  an  entry  made 
on  the  2t)th  November  1794,  and  die  last  entry  of  this  nature  is  dated  on  the  22d  June  1810.  Although  there 
sterns  to  be  no  reason  to  infer  diat  die  registry  of  any  Indentures  of  Apprenticeship  tendered  for  this  purpose, 
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has  been  omitted,  yet  it  is  to  be  observed,  that  the  entries  of  the  period  intervening  between  the  29th  November 
1704  and  the  22d  June  1810,  do  not  follow  each  other  in  regular  order,  but  some  of  later,  are  with  consi- 
derable irregularity  placed  before  others  of  a prior  date. 

4th.  The  Registry  of  Freeholders  under  the  Election  Acts  : — The  Books  of  these,  from  Septemljer  1 805, 
with  the  proper  Affidavits,  are  carefully  preserved  and  in  good  order,  the  last  being  regularly  filed  and  kept 
on  shelves.  Upon  inquiry  for  the  Books  and  Affidavits  of  the  earlier  periods,  my  Deputy  informs  me, 
that  the  late  Clerk  of  the  Peace  declined  making  them  over  to  him. 

5th.  The  Poll  Books  of  Election  of  Knights  of  the  Shire  to  serve  in  Parliament: — The  first  Poll  Book 
in  the  Office  is  that  of  the  Election  held  in  1 783 ; and  those  of  all  the  subsequent  Elections  to  the  present 
period,  at  which  a Poll  has  been  resorted  to,  are  regularly  preserved  and  in  good  condition. 

6th.  Militia  Certificates  of  Qualifications : — The  Qualifications  under  the  Militia  Acts,  seem  to  have  been 
duly  entered  on  parchment,  the  Roll  of  which  is  in  good  preservation ; and  the  original  Certificates  are  regularly 
filed  from  the  commencement  of  the  operation  of  the  Militia  Laws.  The  first  Entry  and  Certificate  bear  date 
15th  April  1793. 

7th.  Tree  Registry  under  the  Acts  for  the  encouragement  of  Planting : — The  earliest  Registry  in  the  Book 
kept  for  this  purpose  is  in  1 796 ; and  the  Book  in  which  the  Entries  are  made  is  in  good  order,  and  appears  to 
have  been  regularly  kept.  The  Affidavits  upon  which' these  Registries  are  founded,  are  also  filed  in  series,  and 
are  in  good  condition,  and,  except  in  one  instance  relating  to  a Registry  in  1798,  appear  perfect : the  Affidavit 
to  support  the  Registry  in  1798  is  not  upon  the  File. 

8th.  Spirit  Licences  : — The  Bonds  upon  this  subject,  were  not  made  over  to  the  present  Clerk  of  the  Peace, 
till  that  of  the  13th  September  1808 ; from  whence  till  the  present  period  they  are  regularly  filed,  and  a Book 
of  the  Names  carefully  entered  and  kept. 

gth.  Arms  Registry  : — The  Papers  under  this  head  are  composed  of  a collection  of  small  Paper  Books, 
dated  the  25th  April  1795,  arranged  in  Baronies,  and  entitled,  “ The  Names  of  such  Persons  as  gave  notifi- 
cation of  having  Arms,”  and  contains  the  Names  and  Places  of  Abode  of  such  Persons  : these  Books  are  in 
good  order,  and  seem  to  have  been  properly  kept. 

10th.  Bakers  Registry  under  3561  Geo.  III.  chap.  42. : — So  far  as  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  or 
Deputy  Keeper  of  the  Records  is  concerned,  this  duty  appears  to  have  been  performed ; the  Affidavits 
tendered  since  1796,  seem  to  have  been  duly  filed,  and  are  in  good  order. 

11th.  Smiths’  Forges  : — The  same  observation  will  also  apply  to  these  ; the  Affidavits  have  been  filed  with 
apparent  regularity,  and  are  in  good  condition. 

I have  above,  as  far  as  I have  been  able,  pointed  out  the  several  chasms  and  defects  in  the  series  of 
the  respective  Records  above  enumerated.  With  respect  to  the  cause  of  these  chasms  and  deficiencies, 
as  far  as  they  relate  to  myself,  they  have  arisen  from  the  Records  and  Papers,  the  absence  of  which 
creates  them,  not  having  been  delivered  over  to  me.  or  the  custody  of  my  Deputy.  How  they  were  originally 
occasioned,  the  Commissioners  will  doubtless  be  aware  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  me  to  state ; more 
especially  as  the  Custos  Rotulorumship  was  granted  to  me  upon  the  death  of  the  late  possessor  of  that  Office, 
which  precludes  all  reference  to  him,  and  that  his  Deputy  no  longer  resides  in  this  part  of  tire  Kingdom. 
The  same  reasoning  will  likewise  serve  to  account  for  the  impracticability  of  my  stating  the  periods  of  time 
when  tire  same  may  have  happened, 

(2.)' — The  Records  of  the  County  of  Galway  are  lodged  in  a small  room,  up  two  pair  of  stairs,  in  a small  private 
House ; which  is  the  best  accommodation  that  could  be  procured  for  them  in  the  Town  of  Loughrea,  for  the 
very  limited  allowance  hitherto  afforded  by  the  Public,  in  this  County,  for  the  Rent  of  an  Office  for  their 
custody.  This  allowance  made  by  Grand  Jury  Presentment  (although  the  powers  of  Presentment  for  the 
purpose  are  unlimited  under  the  Act  36th  Geo.  III.  chap.  55.)  has  amounted  only  to  the  Sum  of  20/.  sterling 
per  Annum;  which  has  not  only  been  supposed  to  cover  the  Rent  of  a permanent  Office  in  some  fixed  point 
within  the  County,  for  the  Preservation  of  the  Rolls,  &c.  but  also  the  expense  of  procuring  a fit  Place  or 
Office  for  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  at  the  several  Sessional  Towns  in  the  County  to  which  he  is  obliged  to 
resort,  with  parts  of  the  Public  Records,  in  his  official  attendance  at  the  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  Peace. 

(3.) — The  approach  to  the  Room  in  which  the  Records  are  kept,  is  by  small  narrow  stairs  common  to 
all  tile  Lodgers  and  Inmates  of  the  house : With  respect  to  their  security,  I have  however  no  apprehensions 
of  any  attempt  being  tnude  either  to  purloin  or  mutilate  them  ; but  the  effects  of  damp  (from  which  in  fact 
many  of  them  have  considerably  suffered)  are  always  to  be  apprehended  in  this  climate,  more  especially  in 
tills  county,  where  the  walls  of  all  the  houses  are  composed  of  limestone,  and  where  none  of  those,  of 
persons  in  moderate  circumstances,  are  either  lined  with  brick  or  studded.  On  the  other  hand,  in  order  to 
meet  this  apprehension,  it  would  be  necessary  to  have  fires  constantly  kept  in  die  room  in  winter,  and 
occasionally  even  in  the  summer  months;  for  die  expense  of  which,  in  the  first  place,  there  is  no  fund;  and 
secondly,  from  the  confined  space  and  crowded  state  of  the  room,  unless  under  the  actual  inspection  of  a 
peculiarly  careful  person,  it  would  be  extremely  hazardous  to  permit  any  fire  being  admitted  into  it 

S s s (4.)— There 
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(4-) — There  are  no  General  Catalogues,  Calendars,  Schedules  or  Repertories,  or  particular  Indexes,  to 
each  sort  of  Record  in  my  Office.  It  appears  to  me  that  a General  classified  Schedule  of  all  the  Records, 
&c.  would  be  highly  useful ; first,  for  the  purpose  of  more  easy  reference ; and  secondly,  w ith  a view  to  the 
better  ensuring  the  Preservation  of  the  said  Records,  as  I shall  have  the  honour  of  suggesting  in  answ  er  to 
the  7th  Quere.  I am  of  opinion  that  such  a classified  Schedule  might  he  well  completed  by  the  ordinary 
diligence  of  the  Persons  actually  employed  in  the  said  Office,  within  the  course  of  six  or  eight  months, 
and  that  no  extraordinary  assistance  would  be  requisite  for  this  purpose.  I am  not  aware  that  any  such 
Catalogues,  &c.  Indexes,  &c.  relating  to  my  Office,  are  iu  existence  in  any  quarter. 


(5.)— The  Officers  and  Clerks  employed  hi  the  Office  of  Keeper  of  the  Rolls,  in  the  County  of  Galway, 
are  two ; viz.  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  and  his  Deputy  or  Clerk : Their  duty,  as  applicable  to  the  Quere,  is 
safely  to  keep  all  die  Rolls,  Papers  and  Records ; and  hitherto  lias  been,  to  arrange  such  as  gradually  come 
in,  and  such  to  which  reference  is  likely  to  be  made,  in  such  manner,  as  that  they  may  be  referred  to 
without  difficulty. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  who  is  an  Attorney  in  the  Courts  above,  is  constantly  and  personally  attendant 
upon  the  Courts  of  General  Quarter  Sessions,  where  the  Criminal  and  Civil  Bill  business  of  the  County  is 
performed ; and  either  he  or  his  Deputy  (who  is  bound  in  security  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  the  perform- 
ance of  his  duties)  attend  the  Adjournments  of  the  Quarter  Sessions,  for  the  registry  of  Freeholders,  See. 
Wlten  tire  'Quarter  Sessions  are  not  sitting  in  other  plaees,  the  attendance  at  the  Office  of  Loughrea  is  daily, 
and  the  hours  of  attendance  between  twelve  o’clock  and  two  in  the  afternoon;  besides  which,  the  Deputy  is  con- 
stantly resident  at  the  Town  of  Loughrea,  and  reference  may  at  any  time,  and  frequently  is  had  to  the  Records 
of  the  County  at  other  hours.  The  only  Salary  to  which  the  Peace  Clerk  appears  to  me  in  any  way 
entitled,  in  respect  of  his  custody  of  the  Records,  or  other  duties,  is  under  36  Geo.  ill.  c.  55.  and  which  is 
limited  to  20/.  per  annum;  viz.  10/.  presentable  by  the  Grand  Jury  at  each  Assizes.  With  respect  to  the 
Allowance  and  Emoluments  of  this  Office,  including  Fees  paid  him  by  the  Public,  I take  the  liberty  of 
referring  to  the  Answer  of  my  Deputy  to  this  Quere,  to  whom  I understand  a Letter  upon  this  subject  has 
also  been  sent ; as  also  for  the  Table  of  the  several  Fees  demandable  for  each  Search,  Certificate  or  Copy 
of  the  said  Record,  &c.  or  attendance  therewith,  and  for  the  Annual  Amount  thereof;  which,  I take  the  further 
liberty  of  suggesting,  must  in  this  instance  be  taken  upon  the  actual  Receipt,  and  not  on  the  Average  of  the 
last  three  years,  which  the  short  time  he  has  been  in  office  will  incapacitate  him  from  affording. 

(6.) — It  is  the.  duty  either  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  who  is  Deputy  Keeper  of  the  Records,  if  present,  or 
in  his  absence,  of  his  Deputy  or  Clerk,  to  attend  upon  every  Search,  and  to  take  care  himself  to  replace  every 
Record  referred  to,  in  the  situation  whence  it  was  taken. 


(7.) — It  appears  to  me,  and  I therefore  take  the  liberty  of  submitting  it  with  great  diffidence  to  the  better 
judgment  of  the  Commissioners,  that  it  would  be  highly  advisable  that  all  Clerks  of  the  Peace,  or  Deputy 
Keepers  of  the  Records  in  Ireland,  should  be  obliged  to  give  security  to  the  amount  specified  in  the 
36th  Geo.  III.  c.  55.  as  well  for  the  due  performance  of  their  other  official  duties,  as  specifically  for  that  of 
carefully  arranging  and  preserving  the  Public  Records,  &c.  intrusted  to  their  charge.  As  a check  upon  them  for 
this  purpose,  I should  further  suggest,  that  they  should  be  obliged,  with  all  convenient  speed,  to  make  outgeneral 
classified  Schedules  of  all  the  Rolls,  Records,  Books,  and  other  Papers  severally  intrusted  to  their  care,  as  already 
noticed  in  the  Return  to  the  4th  Quere ; that  a Copy  of  these  Schedules  should  be  respectively  certified  by 
them  into  some  public  Office  or  Court  of  Record  in  Dublin ; and  that  they  should  annually,  before  the  last 
day  of  March  or  some  earlier  period  in  each  year,  be  obliged  to  make  out  similar  Schedules  of  all  the  Records 
which  had  come  to  their  hands  during  the  preceding  year,  and  transmit  a certified  Copy  thereof  to  the  Office 
aforesaid,  there  to  be  preserved : Thus,  upon  the  death,  resignation,  or  dismissal  of  any  of  these  Officers, 
the  means  would  exist  of  checking  the  due  delivery  of  the  Records,  &c.  to  his  Successor,  through  the  medium 
of  Copies  taken  from  the  Schedules  lodged  above,  with  which,  and  the  Records  actually  delivered  over,  if 
there  should  be  any  variance,  immediate  resort  might  be  had  to  the  Securities,  and  an  example  thus  afforded, 
which,  it  is  with  great  diffidence  conceived,  would  effectually  operate  to  prevent  future  carelessness  or 
misconduct. 

Having  gone  through  the  several  Answers  to  the  Questions  proposed,  I have  only  to  hope  that  those 
Answers  may  convey  the  information  required,  and  to  subscribe  myself,  as  I shall  now  have  the  honour

(1.) — AS  to  the  several  sorts  of  Public  Records,  and  the  State  of  the  same : First  The  Bills  of  Indictment  found 
and  ignored,  Informations,  Recognisances,  Issues,  and  Crown  Books,  at  the  several  Quarter  Sessions  of  the 
Peace  Second,  the  Civil  Bill  Books,  with  the  Affidavits  for  the  Renewal  of  Decrees : — Third,  the  Registry 
of  Leases,  and  Indentures  of  Apprenticeship: — Fourth,  the  Registry  of  Freeholders  under  the  Election  Act: — 
Ftfth,  the  Poll  Books  of  Election  of  Knights  of  the  Shire  to  serve  in  Parliament : — Sixth,  Militia  Certificates 
of  Qualification  of  Officers  for  Commissions  : — Seventh,  Tree  Registry  under  the  Act  for  encouragement  of 
Planting: — Eighth,  File  of  Qualifications  for  Spirit  Licences: — Ninth,  Registry  of  Persons  qualified  to  keep 
Fire  Arms: — Tenth,  Bakers’  Registry  under  the  35th  of  George  the  Third : — Eleventh,  Registry  of  Smiths’ 
Forges. — As  to  the  earliest  Date,  and  state  of  Preservation,  of  these  Records,  the  earliest  appear  to  be  Bills  of 
Indictment  found  and  ignored,  and  Informations  relating  thereto,  of  Lent  Sessions  1 760 ; from  whence  to 
Lent  Sessions  1763  there  is  a chasm  in  those  Records,  and  from  thence  again  to  October  1773,  and  from 
thence  a chasm  to  July  Sessions  1 777 ; which  Records  are  in  a very  imperfect  state 5 from  1 777  to  1 800  they 
appear  tolerably  correct,  though  not  in  good  Preservation,  most  of  them  having  suffered  considerably  from 
damp,  prior  to  their  having  been  placed  in  my  custody.  From  1 799,  the  Recognirances  appear  tolerably 
correct  and  in  good  Preservation;  but  very  few  Indictments,  Informations,  or  Issues  appear  till  1808,  from 
whence  they  are  regularly  kept,  and  in  good  order.  The  cause  of  those  deficiencies,  they  not  having  occurred 
since  mv  appointment  to  the  Office  of  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  the  County  of  Galway,  it  is  not  in  my  power 
to  explain. 

Secoud.  The  Records  relating  to  Proceedings  at  the  Quarter  Sessions,  on  the  Civil  Side : — The  Civil 
Bill  Books,  prior  to  1 805,  are  in  a very  bad  state  of  Preservation  ; from  thence  to  the  present  period  they 
are  in  pretty  good  order,  and  for  the  last  year  perfectly  so ; as  are  the  Affidavits  for  the  Renewal  of  De- 
crees at  the  Quarter  Sessions. 

Third.  Registry  of  Leases,  and  Indentures  of  Apprenticeship,  which  are  in  a large  Book  kept  for  that 
purpose,  and  in  a good  state  of  Preservation.  The  first  Registry  of  a Lease  bears  date  9th  of  April  1746, 
the  last,  1st  of  June  1751;  the  first  Registry  of  Indenture  of  Apprenticeship  bears  date  29th  of  November 
1794,  and  the  last,  22d  of  June  1810. 

Fourth.  The  Registry  of  Freeholders  under  the  Election  Acts : — The  Books,  from  September  1805,  with 
the  Freeholders’  Affidavits,  are  in  good  order.  The  Books  prior  to  that,  were  not  handed  over  to  me  by  the 
late  Clerk  of  the  Peace. 

Fifth.  The.  Poll  Books  of  Election  of  Knights  of  the  Shire  to  serve  in  Parliament : — The  first  of  these  is  for 
the  Elections  in  the  year  1783;  from  whence  to  the  present  they  appear  in  good  order. 

Sixth.  Militia  Certificates  : — The  Qualifications  under  the  Militia  Acts  are  entered  on  a Parchment  Roll 
kept  for  that  purpose,  which  is  in  good  Preservation.  The  first  Certificate  is  dated  15th  of  April  1793. 

Seventh.  Tree  Registry  under  the  Acts  for  the  encouragement  of  Planting : — The  Book  in  which  those 
Registries  are  made  is  in  good  order.  The  File  of  Affidavits  relative  to  the  Planting  of  Trees  is  also  in 
good  Preservation ; but  an  Affidavit  of  a Registry  in  1798  was  not  on  the  File  when  delivered  to  me  by  the 
late  Clerk  of  the  Peace. 

Eighth.  Qualifications  for  Spirit  Licences : — Of  the  Bonds  entered  into  by  Spirit  Retailers  and  their 
Sureties,  the  first  in  my  custody  bears  date  13th  of  September  1808  ; from  whence  to  the  present  time  they 
are  regularly  filed,  and  the  Names  entered  in  a Book  kept  for  that  purpose.  Prior  to  that  period,  none  were 
handed  over  to  me  by  the  late  Clerk  of  the  Peace. 

Ninth.  Arms’  Registry  : — The  Names  and  Additions  of  such  Persons  as  have  qualified  for  keeping  Fire 
Arms,  are  entered  in  a Book  kept  for  that  purpose.  The  first  of  these  Books,  which  were  handed  to  me 
by  the  late  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  commences  the  25th  of  April  1795,  from  which  time  they  appear  to  have 
been  properly  kept 

Tenth.  Bakers’  Registry  : — The  first  Affidavits  of  Bakers  filed  in  my  Office,  are  in  the  year  1 796 : They, 
with  any  that  have  since  been  filed,  are  in  good  order. 

Eleventh.  Smiths’  Forges : — The  few  Registries  of  this  kind,  that  have  been  made,  are  in  good  order;  but 
they  do  not  register  regularly.

(2.) — The  Records  of  the  County  of  Galway  are  lodged  in  a small  Room  in  a private  House,  in  the  Town 
of  Loui'hrea,  which  is  rented  by  me,  and  fitted  up  as  an  Office,  lined  with  Shelves,  and  with  lock-up  Chests 
for  their  security-;  which  is  the  best  place  I could  procure  for  the  sum  allowed  by  the  Grand  Jury  for  the 
Rent  of  an  Office,  being  10/.  at  each  Assizes ; for  which  sum  I am  not  only  obliged  to  find  an  Office  for 
the  safe  custody  of  the  Records  that  are  stationary,  but  to  find  a suitable  Office,  at  each  Quarter  Sessions 
Town,  for  such  Records  as  are  necessary  to  be  brought  thereto. 

(3.) — The  Records  of  latter  years  are  in  pretty  good  Preservation,  and  arranged  in  order,  as  well  as  the 
Office  in  which  they  are  kept  will  permit.  Those  that  are  out  of  date  are  not  arranged  with  the  same 
regularity,  and  appear  to  have  suffered  much,  both  from  damp  and  vermin,  before  they  came  to  my  care. 

(4.)— No  General  Catalogues,  Calendars,  or  Indexes,  to  each  sort  of  Record,  were  handed  to  me,  with 
the  Records  given  up  to  me  by  the  late  Clerk  of  the  Peace ; but  I will  endeavour  to  have  such  prepared, 
which  I hope  may  be  accomplished  in  the  course  of  seven  or  eight  months,  without  any  extraordinary 
assistance. 

(5.) — I keep  one  Clerk  or  Deputy,  who  has  given  security  to  me  for  his  good  conduct  and  care  of  the 
Records  with  which  he  is  intrusted:  His  duty  is  to  attend  every  day  at  my  Office  at  Loughrea,  between  the 
hours  of  twelve  and  two  o’clock,  to  make  any  Searches  among  the  Records,  or  transact  such  other  official 
business  as  may  be  requisite ; to  attend  Adjournments  from  the  General  Sessions,  for  the  registry  of  Free- 
holders, when  the  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  Peace  are  not  sitting ; and  to  assist  me  in  the  care  of  such  Records 
as  are  necessarily  obliged  to  be  brought  to  the  different  General  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  Peace,  where  I always 
attend  in  person  : The  Salary  of  my  Deputy  is  a matter  of  private  agreement  between  him  and  me,  no  public 
Salary  being  allowed  for  him.  The  Fees  demandable  for  each  Certificate  or  Copy  of  a Record,  are  as 
follow : J'or  filing  every  Affidavit  that  shall  be  sworn  in  relation  to  Crown  business,  Gs.  8r/.  For  making  out 
a Copy  and  attesting  every  such  Affidavit,  34.  4</.  :-f For  every  Crown  Summons  in  which  the  Parties  may 
insert  the  names  of  four  Witnesses,  5*~: — For  every  Bench  Warrant,  34.  4(1. : — For  every  Certificate  in 
relation  to  Crown  business,  3x4  d. : — For  every  Copy  of  an  Indictment,  34.41/.: — For  every  Copy  of  the 
Entry  of  such  Indictment  on  the  Crown  Book,  34.  4 d.\ — For  the  same,  for  every  Copy  of  an  Examination,  14. : 
— For  every  Search  among  the  Records  in  relation  to  Crown  business,  1 4.  8 d. — I am  unable  to  average  these 
Fees  for  the  last  three  years,  not  having  been  Clerk  of  the  Peace  so  long. 

(6.) — It  is  the  duty  of  my  Deputy,  when  I cannot  attend  in  person,  to  attend  upon  every  Search  required 
to  be  made  among  the  Records,  and  to  restore  them  duly  and  fairly  to  their  proper  place. 

(7.) — In  answering  tins  Quere,  if  I may  be  permitted  to  offer  an  opinion,  I think  it  would  be  of  great 
public  utility,  that  the  allowance  to  the  Clerks  of  the  Peace,  for  Rent  of  their  Offices,  should  be  increased  to 
a sum  that  would  enable  them  to  provide  proper  and  suitable  Offices  for  the  safe  custody  and  convenient 
arrangement  of  the  Records  committed  to  their  care;  which  the  sum  at  present  presented  by  the  Grand  Juries 


for  that  purpose  is  very  inadequate  to.

I HAD  not  the  honour  of  receiving  your  Letter  of  the  1 8th  of  September  last,  until  the  20th  ult. 

(1.) — T beg  leave  to  inform  you,  for  the  Information  of  the  Commissioners  on  the. Public  Records  in  Ireland, 
that  the  several  sorts  of  Public  Records,  Rolls,  Instruments,  Manuscript  Books  and  Papers,  in  my  custody 
as  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  the  County  of  Leitrim,  are  as  follow:  All  such  Informations  and  Reco<misauces  as 
were  returned,  by  the  several  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  said  Comity,  into  my  Office  since  the  year  1798,  being 
the  period  at  which  I was  appointed  to  that  situation ; all  the  Indictments  which  have  been  drawn  on  said  Infor- 
mations; Abstracts  from  said  Indictments,  which  are  entered  in  Books  at  each  Sessions,  for  the  use  of  the  Bench ; 
Entries  of  all  Fines  imposed,  and  Recognisances  forfeited,  which  have  been  estreated,  at  each  Sessions;  all 
such  Rules  and  Orders  as  the  Assistant  Barrister  and  Justices  may  order  to  be  taken  dow  n ; Entries  of  all 
Civil  Bills  ruled  at  the  General  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  Peace,  or  Adjournments,  since  said  period,  together 
with  the  several  Decrees  made  on  each  respectively ; the  Registry  of  Freeholders  of  said  County,  from  the 
year  1 793  to  the  present  time,  the  Affidavits  of  which  I keep  on  Files,  and  Abstracts  from  which  I enter  in 
Barony  Books  pursuant  to  Act  of  Parliament;  the  Names  and  Places  of  Abode  of  such  Persons  as  take  and 
subscribe  the  Oaths  of  Allegiance,  which  are  preserved  and  kept  on  Parchment  Rolls  from  the  said  year  1 798 
to  the  present  period ; the  Names  and  Places  of  Abode  of  such  Persons  as  have  registered  their  Fire  Arms,  or 
Forges,  since  1807,  the  Affidavits  of  the  Registry  of  which  are  kept  on  a File;  the  Registry  of  Trees  since 
1798,  which  are  entered  in  a Book  pursuant  to  Act  of  Parliament ; and  the  Certificates  of  Retailers  of  Spirits, 
which  are  only  in  force  from  year  to  year.

(2.) — That  the  said  Records  are  lodged  in  the  House  of  a private  individual  in  the  Town  of  Carrick-on- 
Shannon  (the  Assizes  Town  of  this  County ;)  and  that  the  said  House  is  in  my  opinion  perfectly  secure  (with 
the  exception  of  its  not  being  slated ;)  and  the  accommodation  for  the  keeping  of  said  Records,  although  not  so 
convenient  as  it  might  be,  yet  as  much  so  as  could  reasonably  be  expected  for  the  sum  allowed  by  Act  of 
Parliament. 

(3.) — That  the  said  several  Records  are  arranged  in  the  manner  I have  already  stated,  and  are  in  a 
perfect  state  of  Preservation. 

(4.)— That  to  the  Registry  of  the  Freeholders  of  the  County  from  1795,  and  also  to  the  Registry  of  Trees 
since  1798,  there  are  complete  alphabetical  Indexes;  and  1 do  not  know  of  any  other  Indexes  that  would  be 
necessary,  unless  an  Index  to  the  Roll  of  those  who  take  and  subscribe  the  Oaths  of  Allegiance  ; the  number 
of  Spirit  Licences  taken  out  in  this  County  within  the  year  being  so  few,  that  an  Index  to  them  would,  in 
my  opinion,  be  unnecessary. 

(5.) — That  I have  no  Officers  or  Cierks  employed  for  the  custody  or  arrangement  of  the  said  Records, 
the  emoluments  arising  from  said  Office  being  small.  The  Fees  demandable  on  each  Search  are  those 
mentioned  in  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  the  49th  of  His  Majesty,  and  may  probably  since  that  period 
have  amounted  to  Three  Pounds. 

(6.) — That  I intrust  no  Person  with  the  care  of  said  Records ; and  that  there  are  no  Searches,  except 
what  I make  myself,  when  each  Record  is  fairly  restored  to  the  place  from  whence  it  was  taken. 

(7.')— Permit  me  to  observe,  that  the  Sessions  business  of  this  County  Ls  done  in  three  different  places, 
Carrick-on-Shannon,  the  County  Town;  Ballinamore,  a Town  in  the  same  Division;  and  Manor-hamilton, 
a Town  in  the  Division  of  that  name.  In  the  two  last  mentioned  Towns  there  is  no  Office  whatever, 
although*  in  general,  a great  deal  of  business  is  to  lie  done  in  both ; nor  is  there  any  place  for  preserving  or 
keeping  such  of  the  said  Records  as  may  be  deemed  to  belong  exclusively  to  said  Division  of  Manor-hamilton, 
namely,  the  Informations  and  Recognizances  returnable  to  the  Sessions  held  there,  and  the  Decrees  on  Civil 
Bills,  pronounced  by  the  Assistant  Barrister;  and  for  some  years  past,  there  has  not  even  been  a Court 
House  in  said  Town  of  Manor-huinilton,  in  which  the  public  business  of  that  Division  could  with  any 
degree  of  convenience  be  transacted.

Answers  of  the  Assistant  Barrister  of  the  County  of  Mayo,  to  the  Queries  addressed  to  him 
by  His  Majesty’s  Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records. 

SLR  Dublin,  November  19th,  1810. 

I WAS  honoured  with  your  Letter,  on  my  coming  to  Town  at  the  beginning  of  this  Term ; and  should 
have  been  more  speedy  in  my  reply,  if  I bad  been  able  to  afford  any  assistance  in  the  furtherance  of  an 
object  that  I consider  of  so  much  importance  as  the  subject  of  it  I regret  that  this  Ls  not  the  case; 
any  information  that  I could  give  being  such  as  must  already  be  in  the  possession  or  within  the  reach  of 
the  Commissioners,  from  much  more  authentic  and  immediate  sources. 

I have  the  honour,  then,  to  stale,  that  I am  not  the  Keeper  of  any  Public  Records,  nor  are  any  such 
in  my  custody ; and  I can,  therefore,  give  no  answers  to  the  particular  Queries  relating  to  them.  The 
Records  of  the  County  are  legally  in  the  keeping  of  the  Custos  Rotulorum,  who  executes  that  part  of  his 
office  entirely  by  his  Deputy  (for  that  purpose)  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace ; concerning  whose  duties,  emoluments, 
and  powers,  it  were  quite  superfluous  for  me  to  offer  any  thing,  they  being  well  known  and  defined  by  the 
Common  Law,  recognised,  modified,  and  enlarged  by  various  statutable  regulations : to  that  Officer,  there- 
fore, I must  beg  leave  to  refer  you,  for  the  details  you  require.  The  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  the  County 
of  Mayo  is  Mr.  Thomas  Gildca,  of  Castlebar. 

I have  only  further  to  add,  that  the  improvements  alluded  to  in  your  Queries,  aided  by  the  'enforcement 
of  the  legislative  provisions  already  subsisting  on  this  head,  would,  I am  convinced,  eminently  conduce  to 
the  benefit  and  convenience  of  the  Community,  in  so  grave  and  interesting  a concern  as  the  safety, 
order,  and  use  of  the  Public  Records,  to  which  the  attention  of  the  Right  honourable  the  Commissioner?

36th  George  III. 

(6.) — The  Clerk  of  the  Peace  is  the  only  Person  specially  intrusted  with  the  care  of  the  said  Records ; 
whose  duty  it  is  to  attend  upon  every  Search,  and  to  take  care  that  every  Record  be  duly  and  fairly  restored 
to  its  proper  place  ; and  his  Office  is  that  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  and  the  only  one  in  said  County.

(4.) — There  are  no  other  Catalogues,  Schedules,  Repertories  or  Indexes,  to  each  sort  of  said  Records, 
fardier  than  I have  before  mentioned  in  my  Answer  to  the  First  and  Third  Queries ; and  which  I conceive  to 
be  sufficiently  complete  to  answer  all  degrees  oi  utility. 


(5.) — I keep  one  Clerk  annually  employed  for  the  custody  and  arrangement  of  said  Records,  and 
writing  and  transcribing  the  business  relating  thereto : and  occasionally  one  or  more  Clerks,  as  the  hurry  of 
Sessions  and  other  business  requires : My  annual  Clerk  resides  in  the  House  wherein  I keep  said  Records, 
and  is  in  daily  attendance  from  ten  o’clock  in  the  morning  until  four  in  the  afternoon,  save  when  he  may 
be  obliged  to  attend  Sessions  and  Adjournments  ; to  whom  I pay  50 1.  a year  net  annual  Salary,  beside  some 
Perquisites,  which  he  has  on  Searches,  Bench  Warrants,  Copies  of  Examinations  and  Certificates,  Crown 
Summonses,  and  Civil  Bill  Tests,  the  amount  of  which  I cannot  set  forth,  as  they  vary  according  to  the  w ill 
and  pleasure  of  the  giver ; neither  can  I set  an  average  thereon  for  the  three  last  years,  or  any  other  period, 
as  no  account  has  been  ever  kept  thereof. 


(6.)— My  annual  Clerk,  whom  I have  mentioned  in  my  Answer  to  the  Fifth  Quere,  is  specially  intrusted 
with  the  care  of  said  Records ; whose  duty  it  is  to  attend  upon  every  Search,  and  to  take  care  that  every 
Record,  and  other  tiling  relating  thereto,  shall  be  duly  and  fairly  restored  to  its  proper  place;  and  whenever 
I am  unable  to  attend  in  person,  he  is  authorized  to  act  as  my  Deputy,  so  that  the  name  ol  his  office  is 
Deputy  Clerk  of  the  Peace. 


(7.) — I do  not  know  of  any  Matter,  not  comprised  in  the  preceding  Questions,  which  it  is  necessary  or 
expedient  to  observe,  for  rendering  the  use  of  the  said  Records  more  convenient  to  the  Public ; save  that 
I conceive  that  there  ought  to  be  an  Allowance  mode  for  the  expenses  of  procuring  Fire  to  keep  said  Records 
free  from  damp ; and  that  the  Fees  now'  allowed  for  making  Copies  of  the  Registry  Books  of  Freeholders  and 
Poll  Books  should  be  increased,  for,  as  they  now  stand,  they  are  not  sufficient  for  the  purchase  of  paper 
necessary  for  same,  exclusive  of  the  arduous  trouble  in  making  them  out,  and  to  which  every  Clerk  of  the 
Peace-is  liable  to  be  put  by  any  Freeholder  of  the  County,  which  also  leaves  great  room  for  vexatious  trouble

(1.) — THE  Clerk  of  the  Peace  answers: — The  Records  in  his  possession  are  those  of  the  Freeholds  of  the 
County ; of  the  Roman  Catholic  Qualifications,  and  the  Papers  belonging  thereto ; the  Registry  from  Sessions, 
to  Sessions  of  the  Crown  and  Criminal  Prosecutions,  with  their  Verdicts,  &c. ; that  of  the  Civil  Bills,  with  their 
attendant  Decrees,  Dismisses,  Appeals,  &c. ; the  Registry  of  Trees  planted,  &c.  in  said  County ; together 
with  that  of  Roads  accounted  for  at  the  October  Sessions,  since  the  commencement  of  the  Act  allowing  them 
so  to  be  done.  These  Records  appear  to  him  to  be  in  a tolerable  state  of  Preservation  for  30  or  40  years 
past  The  Writer  hereof  was  appointed  to  the  Office  of  Clerk  of  the  Peace  in  1805. 

(2.) — In  a private  room  appropriated  to  that  purpose  in  the  dwelling-house  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  which 
is  slated,  and  secured  as  slated  houses  generally  are,  and  in  a proper  keeping  press,  with  necessary  alpha- 
bets, &c.  Said  House  is  private  property. 

(3.) — In  Preservation,  as  stated  in  No.  1.;  and  in  regular  alphabetical  order. 

(4.) — The  Clerk  of  the  Peace  has  only  to  say,  in  reply  to  this  Quere,  that  sufficient  Catalogues  and  Indexes 
are  forthcoming,  so  far  as  they  can  be  said  to  be  necessary  for  the  regulation  of  the  Records  stated  in  No.  1. 
to  be  in  existence. 

(5.) — A Deputy  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  who  attends  from  ten  till  four  o’clock  each  day,  to  transact  such  business 
as  may  occur,  to  arrange  the  Papers  of  the  Office,  and  see  that  they  do  not  suffer  for  want  of  air : He  has  no 
Salary  whatever  from  the  Public ; the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  pays  him  Thirty  Guineas  per  annum,  and  allows 
him  the  casual  Fees  on  Searches  into  the  Records,  and  on  Processes  ad  Testificandum,  which  he  averages  at 
Six  Guineas  per  annum.

THE  several  Public  Records  belonging  to  the  Corporation  of  Sligo,  in  my  custody,  as  Keeper  of  the 
uf  sl‘8°-  Records  of  said  Corporation,  and  in  which  there  is  no  chasm  or  deficiency  from  the  year  1783  down  to  the 

present  period,  are,  the  Book  wherein  are  entered  the  Names  and  Elections  of  all  the  Members  to  serve  in 
Parliament  for  the  Borough  of  Sligo,  down  from  the  year  1754  to  the  present  time,  with  the  Names  of  the 
several  Provosts  and  Burgesses,  and  all  Bye  Laws  enacted  for  the  said  Corporation  of  Sligo  during  said  time : 
A Book  is  also  kept,  wherein  all  Actions  or  Writs  issued  by  the  Provost  are  entered,  as  are  the  Declarations 
filed  by  Plaintiffs,  with  the  Issues  to  Juries,  and  Judgments  of  the  Court;  in  all  of  which  there  is  no  chasm 
from  the  period  aforesaid. 

(2.)  —Said  Records  are  lodged  in  the  Town  of  Sligo,  in  a secure  and  commodious  Office ; which  Office  is 
private  property. 

(3.) — Said  Records  are  in  a state  of  perfect  Preservation,  and  entered  as  stated  in  last  Quere. 

(4.) — There  is  no  Catalogue,  Calendar,  Repertory  or  Index,  to  any  of  said  Records,  save  that  they  are 
entered  according  to  their  respective  dates  in  the  Books  before  mentioned ; nor  can  I take  on  myself  to  say 
what  degree  of  utility  would  result  from  such  being  completed ; but  should  it  be  necessary,  one  Assistant,  with 
the  Town  Clerk,  would  accomplish  the  same  in  twenty-one  days.  I do  not  know  where  any  of  the  Records  of 
said  Corporation  are,  except  as  before  stated. 

(5.) — There  is  no  Clerk  for  the  arrangement,  save  the  Town  Clerk,  whose  duty  it  is  to  keep  such

Advocates  Proctors  and  Officers  of  the  Court  sign  their  names,  at  the  periods  of  their  admission,  on  taking 
the  Oath  of  Allegiance  and  other  usual  Oaths  and  Declaration  thereon  written  ; it  contains  four  half  skins  of 
parchment,  commences  in  the  year  1727,  and  ends  in  1802:  One  other  Parchment  Roll,  of  a similar 
kind  as  the  above,  with  similar  signatures,  commencing  in  1797  and  ending  in  1809.  The  foregoing  are  the 
only  Rolls. 

The  Instruments  are,  Stipulations  or  Bail  Bonds,  signed  by  Persons  to  obtain,  pendente  Lite,  the  Release  of 
Vessels  or  Persons  detained  under  process  of  the  Court,  and  commonly  given  up  to  them  on  the  termination 
of  the  Suit.  Of  these  there  remain  Twenty-seven  in  number,  commencing  in  the  year  1 805,  and  ending 
in  1809.

The  Papers  are,  the  Affidavits  on  which  Warrants  have  issued,  besides  those  made  in  the  different  Causes; 
Warrants,  when  returned  into  the  Registry,  after  having  been  issued ; Proxies,  being  Powers  or  Warrants  of  Attor- 
ney from  the  Suitors,  to  authorize  the  Proctors  to  commence  and  defend  Suits  ; Fiats,  Appearances,  Notices, 
Orders,  Allegations,  Petitions,  andlibels;  Exceptions.  Matters  contrary  and  defensive.  Monitions,  Sentences ; and 
the  different  Papers  incidental  to  the  Causes  instituted  in  the  Court.  The  Chasms  of  Deficiencies  principally 
consist  in  the  Rule  Books,  and  are  in  the  year  1748,  and  between  1748  and  1751,  1753  and  1757,  1763 
and  1783,  1787  and  179-2,  1796  and  1797.

(3.) — These  Records  are  arranged  in  the  following  order : — The  Affidavits  of  each  year  since  1 805  are  on 
separate  Files,  labelled  with  the  year;  the  Proxies,  Fiats,  Consents,  Warrants  returned,  Commissions  of 
Appraisement  and  Sale,  Monitions,  are  all  on  separate  Files,  and  labelled ; the  Papers  relating  to  each  Cause 
are  tied  up  together,  and  labelled  with  Promovent  and  Impugnant’s  Names,  and  placed  in  an  Alphabet, 
alphabetically  arranged  according  to  the  Sliip’s  Name. 


(4.) — There  is  an  Inventory  of  all  the  Papers  now  in  the  Registry,  with  a reference  where  each  may  be 
found  immediately,  answering  all  necessary  purposes. 


(5.) — The  Register  keeps  the  Records  in  his  own  custody;  and  neither  he  nor  his  Clerk,  who  only 
copies  Proceedings,  and  is  puid  by  the  Register  half-a-guinea  a week  when  employed,  which  is  not  constantly, 
derive  any  Emolument,  Income,  or  Salary,  for  such  custody.  The  Register  makes  no  charge  for  Searches  in 
his  Office  for  one  year,  but  charges  3 s.  4 d.  for  every  previous  ten  years ; and  3 s.  4 d.  for  each  Certificate,  if 
required ; and  gd.  for  every  seventy-two  words  of  attested  Copies  of  the  Records,  and  2 d.  to  the  Clerk  for 
ditto ; and  6 s.  Sd  for  attending  each  Day  in  Court  with  the  Records,  for  the  Parties  in  each  Cause,  on  a 
hearing  day.  The  Fees  and  Emoluments  of  the  Register,  for  the  last  three  years  for  which  the  same  have  been 
made  up,  deducting  the  expense  he  pays  out  of  his  own  pocket  to  the  Clerk,  amount  to  Fifty-two  Pounds 
a-year ; and  those  of  the  Clerk,  for  the  same  period,  received  from  the  Public,  did  not  amount  to  5 /.  a-year.

The  Answers  of  John  Hawkins,  Deputy  Register  of  His  Majesty’s  Court  of  Prerogative 
and  Faculties  in  Ireland,  to  the  several  Queries  directed  by  the  Right  Honourable  the 
Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records. 

183. 

Register,  (1.) — TIIE  Records  in  my  possession,  as  Deputy  Register,  are — The  original  Wills  lodged  in  the  Office  of 

Prerogative  said  Court ; the  Books  of  Entry,  or  Copies  of  such  Wills  ; and  also  the  Books  of  Entry  of  Administrations 
• and  Marriage  Licences  issued  from  said  Court ; the  Rule  Books  of  same ; and  the  several  Pleadings  mid 

Depositions  in  Causes  that  now  are  prosecuting,  or  have  been  heretofore  prosecuted  in  said  Court : — The 
Books  of  Entries  of  Faculties  granted  to  Clergymen  to  hold  Pluralities  of  Livings,  and  to  other  Persons  for 
exercising  the  Office  of  Public  Notary ; as  also  the  Rolls  containing  the  Oaths  and  Declarations  which  the 
latter  take  and  subscribe : — Several  Manuscript  Books,  termed  Regal  Visitation  Books,  of  very  ancient  dates, 
and  rarely  resorted  to  ; some  Extracts  from  which  are  subjoined  to  the  Returns  from  this  Office.  The  earliest 
of  said  Records  (namely,  original  Wills)  appear  to  commence  about  the  year  1.530;  and  I know  of  no  Chasms 
or  Deficiencies,  save  that,  previous  to  the  commencement  of  my  Predecessor,  some  Wills  were  delivered  out, 
according  10  ancient  custom,  which  never  were  returned. 

(2.)— The  several  Records  already  stated,  are  lodged  in  a Building  in  Henrietta-street,  the  property  of 
the  Reverend  John  Robinson,  the  Register  of  said  Court;  which  Building  contains  sufficient  accommodation 
for  said  Records,  and  is  as  secure  as  private  houses  usually  are. 

(3.)— All  said  Records  are  in  good  Preservation,  and  are  arranged  in  alphabetical  order;  save  some  very  old 
Cause  Papers,  scarcely  ever  resorted  to,  which  are,  mid  for  many  years  back  have  been,  in  a promiscuous 
state : Nothing,  however,  but  the  uncertainty  of  the  time  the  Office  might  remain  in  its  present  situation, 
prevented  their  being  arranged  as  the  others. 

(4.) — There  are  Indexes  and  Alphabets  to  such  of  said  Records  as  are  necessary,  and  suited  to  public 
convenience  ; and  I do  not  consider  that  they  are  at  all  defective,  or  that  any  utility  could  arise  from  varying 
the  present  system,  or  making  any  additional  Alphabets.  I know  of  no  Catalogues,  Index,  or  Record, 
pertaining  to  this  Office,  that  exist  elsewhere ; save  that  I understand  there  is  a Regal  Visitation  Book  in  the 
possession  of  William  Bethmn,  Esquire,  Deputy  Ulster  at  Arms;  but  whether  the  same  was  ever  in,  or  of 
right  belongs  to,  this  Office,  I cannot  take  upon  me  to  determine. 

(5.)— I have, 
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(5.) — I have,  as  Deputy  Register,  the  exclusive  custody  and  arrangement  of  the  several  Records  ; but  some  Appendix. 
of  the  Clerks  employed  by  me  have  occasional  access  to  them,  without  any  Emolument  in  consequence  Ecrlesws- 
thereof;  and  the  hours  of  their  Attendance  for  the  general  Business  of  the  Public,  are  from  ten  to  four  each  day,  Courls; 
Sundays,  and  Holidays,  which  are  very  few  indeed,  excepted.  The  Fees  demandable  and  payable  by  the  Prerogative. 
Public  are  as  follow  For  each  Search,  2 s.  8 £ d. ; for  Certificate  or  Copy,  gd.  per  Office  Sheet  (exclusive  183. 
of  Stamp  Duty) ; and  for  Attendance  an  entire  day  with  any  Record,  11  s.  4 f d.  As  to  the  net  annual  Register, 

receipt  of  such  Fees,  it  would  be  a matter  of  great  difficulty  indeed  to  ascertain,  as  they  are  blended  with 
the  general  Accounts  of  the  Office. 

(fi.) — 1 am  specially  intrusted  with  the  care  of  said  Records ; and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Clerks  acting  under 
me  to  attend  to  the  Searches,  and  of  some  of  them  to  restore  the  several  Records,  resorted  to,  to  their 
proper  places. 

(7.)—  I know  of  no  Matter,  not  comprised  in  the  foregoing ; save  that  a Public  Repository,  in  a central 
situation,  and  secured  from  fire,  would,  as  I conceive,  be  most  expedient,  inasmuch  as  it  would  preserve  the 
said  Records  from  accident,  and  render  them  more  convenient  to  the  Public.

A true  aceompt  of  the  Bishop  of  Femes  and  Leighlin,  how  he  hath  performed  those  duties  wch  the  Right 
Reverend  father  in  God  the  Archbp  of  Dublin,  being  his  Metropolitane,  undertook  unto  Iris  Majesty 
for  him  and  the  rest  of  his  Suffragans;  made  this  first  of  September  itii2. 

1 . Concerning  the  order  and  course  which  I have  holden  for  the  suppressing  of  popery  and  planting 
the  truth  of  Religion  in  each  of  my  Dioces,  it  hath  beene  of  two  sorts — ffirst  being  advised  by  some  in 
authority  (unto  whom  his  Ml*  pleasure  and  the  state  of  those  times  were  lietter  known  then  unto  me)  to  carry 
myself  in  all  mild  and  gentle  manner  toward  my  diocesans  & circuits,  I never  (till  of  late)  proceeded  to  the 
excommunication  of  any  for  matter  of  Religion,  but  contented  myself  only  to  confer  with  divers  of  each  dioces 
both  poure  and  rich,  and  that  in  'the  most  familial-  and  kind  manner  that  I cold,  confirming  our  doctrines 
and  confuting  tlier  assertions  by  the  touchstone  of  all  truth  the  holy  scriptures.  And  for  the  poorer  sort,  some 
of  them  have  not  only  discovered  unto  me  privately  ther  dislike  of  popery'  and  of  the  masse,  in  regard  they 
understood  not  what  is  said  of  done  therein,  but  al3o  groaned  under  the  burthen  of  the  many  priests  in  respect 
of  the  double1  tithes  and  offerings,  the  one  paid  by  them  unto  us  and  the  other  unto  them.  Being  then 
demurfded  of  me  why  they  did  not  forsake  the  inhsse,  and  come  to  our  Church,  ther  answerc  hath  bene  (wch 
I know  to  be  Line  in  some)  that  if  they  shold  be  of  our  Religion,  no  popish  marchant  wold  employ  them  being 
sailors,  no  popish  landlord  wold  let  them  any  lands  being  husbandmen,  nor  sett  them  houses  in  tenantry  being 
Artificers,  And  therefore  they  must  either  starve  or  doe  as  they  doe.  As  for  the  Gentlemen  and  those  of  the 
richer  sort  I have  alwaies  found  them  very  obstinate,  wch  hath  proceeded  from  the  priests  resorting  unto  ther 
houses  and  company,  and  continuall  hammering  of  them  upon  ther  superstitious  anvell.  Touching  the  second 
course,  since  the  time  that  His  Mtr  signified  his  expresse  pleasure  that  the  censures  of  the  Church  shold  be  by

plain  and  mild  manner,  but  all  to  no  purpose,  I [ torn ] 

to  repair  unto  ther  parish  Church  on  daies

Sheriff,  I caused  to  be  brought  before  me,  hoping  then  that  my  perswasbn  and  reasons,  together  with  their 
apparent  and  present  danger,  wold  make  them  relent;  myself  prevailing  nothing  w!h  them,  I entreated  ther 
landlord  Sir  Henry  Wallop  to  try  what  he  could  doe  w,b  them,  but  all  in  vaine  : this  done  I. singled  them  out 
one  by  one  and  offered  each  of  them  this  favour  to  give  them  any  reasonable  time  to  bethink  themselves,  upon 
these  Conditions,  first  that  they  wold  repair  to  ther  ourats  house  twist  or  thrist  a week,  and  heare  our  service

2.  I have  contenually  resided  either  m tile  Diocese  of  Femes  or  of  Leighlin,  sometimes  in  the  one  some-  Prerogative, 

times  in  the  other.  And  in  whoever  myself  have  been  I have  exercised  the  ecclesiasticall  jurisdiction  in  person,  184- 

when  I was  not,  mine  officiall  supplied  my  roome.  Examiner. 

3.  Having  been  about  VII  years  Bishop,  I have  every  yeare  once  visited  each  of  my  dioces  in  person,  and 
have  called  before  me  my  clergy  in  each  deaury,  and  two  at  the  lest  of  the  laity  out  of  every  parish  for  sides- 
men upon  their  oaths  to  detect  all  the  offences  and  defects  of  ecclesiasticall  cognisance  committed  W,kin  ther 
several  parishes,  and  have  accordingly  proceeded  therein. 

4.  If  I be  authorized  under  the  scale  to  tender  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  every  man  of  sort  within  my 
dioeesses,  I am  most  reddy  and  willing  to  put  it  in  execution,  to  persuade  them  in  the  best  and  serious 
manner  that  I can  to  take  that  oath,  and  duely  and  truely  to  certify  the  L.  Deputy  from  time  to  time  the 
names  both  of  the  takers  and  refusers  thereof. 

5.  There  was  never  any  yet  admitted  by  me  or  mine  officiall  unto  any  spiritual  living  w,bin  either  of  my 
dioces,  but  he  did  distinctly  wth  his  mouth  pronounce  and  (I  doubt  not)  but  truely  and  willingly  w,k  his 
hart  embrace  and  take  the  oath  of  supremacy.

7.  No  popish  priest  hath  ever  been  admitted  either  to  Church  living  or  Cure  \\’hin  either  of  my  diocess 
during  mine  Incumbency ; nether  (God  willing)  during  my  time  ever  shall. 

8.  All  the  Churches  w,hin  both  my  diocess  are  budded  accordinge  the  Country  fashion,  or  bonds  taken 
for  the  building  of  those  few  that  are  unbudded,  except  some  few  |>arislies,  wherin  tlier  is  yet  little  or  no 
habitation,  and  except  the  Cathedral  Church  of  Femes,  which  having  been  burnt  by  I’eagh  M‘  How  in  the 
time  of  Rebellion,  is  so  chargeable  to  reedify,  that  the  Deane  and  Chapter  are  not  able  to  compasse 
that  work  ; neither  is  it  indeed  fitt,  that  the  Cathedral  Church  shold  be  at  Femes,  being  now  but  a poor 
Country  Village,  but  either  at  Wexford,  or  at  New  Rosse,  being  both  incorporat  townes,  very  populous 
of  themselves,  especially  Wexford,  and  of  much  resort  by  strangers.  Yet  there  is  an  de  of  the  Cathedral 
Church  budded,  wherein  devinc  service  is  duely  celebrated. 

9.  There  is  in  each  of  my  dioces  a free  schoole,  the  one  in  the  townc  of  Wexford  for  the  Diocess 
of  Femes ; the  other  in  the  towne  of  Mariborogh  for  the  Diocess  of  Leighlin.  The  schoolmasters  are 
inaintened  by  myself  and  my  Clergy  accordinge  the  statute,  Nether  have  I ever  licenced  any  School- 
master to  teach  but  such  as  have  first  entered  bouds  to  teach  none  other  books  but  such  as  are 
agreeable  to  the  King’s  Injunctions : But  these  schooled  established  by  authority  are  to  small  purpose 
if  all  the  popish  priests  in  this  Kingdome,  take  that  course  (as  in  all  probability  they  doe)  well  a priest 
called  Laghlin  Oge  took  not  long  since,  after  the  celebration  of  his  masse ; for  he  taught  the  people 
first,  that  whosoever  did  send  ther  Children  or  pupils  to  be  taught  by  a Scholemaster  of  our  Religion, 
they  were  excommunicated  ipso  facto,  and  should  certenly  be  damned  w,hout  they  did  undergoe  great 
penance  for  ther  so  doing.  Next  (though  not  apperteining  to  this  Branch)  that  die  infants,  wch  were 
by  us  baptised,  if  diey  were  not  brought  to  them  to  be  rebaptised,  both  die  parents  so  doing,  and  the 
Children  so  baptised  were  damned. 

10.  Lastly  though  I have  used  my  best  endeavour  according  my  simple  skill  to  reform  recusants, 
vet  have  I come  farre  short  of  what  I ought  to  have  done ; and  I must  needs  acknowledge  myself  to 
be  an  unprofitable  servant.  But  by  the  Grace  of  God  I am  what  I am,  and  by  the  said  Grace  assisting 
mc,  I will  endevor  myself  daily  more  and  more  to  root  out  popery  and  to  sow  the  seed  of  true  Religion 
in  the  harts  of  all  the  people  committed  to  my  charge ; w‘h  tiiough  I liave  no  hope  to  effect  as  I wold, 
yet,  est  aliquid  prodire  tenus  cum  non  datur  ultra.

Tlie  annual 
rent  thereof  is  £24  Ster.  besides  tlie  demeasnes  wCL  are  very  large,  if  the  Bishop  might 
enjoy  his  right.  But  in  respect  thev  are  almost  all  mountany  grounds,  and  much  of  them  is  witholden 
by  the  neighbours  thereof,  veld  very  little  profit.  The  deteyners  of  tlie  demeasnes  of  Old  Leighlin  are. 
Sir  Richard  Butler  of  Polestone  Knight,  Richard  Comberford  of  Ballerloghna  Rsqr.  Wiflyam  Fannynge 
of  Ballecloglma  gent,  who  taking  advantage  of  Rebellion  in  theis  parts  and  of  the  often  and  long  vacancy 
of  this  poore  Bishopricke,  have  deteyned  (and  still  so  doe)  almost  tliree  miles  of  land  belouginge  unto 
it.  The  Incroacbers  of  the  manor  of  Shanecourt  ats  Woodstocke  in  tlie  Queens  County  are,  Sir  Richard 
Greame  of  Ballelehan  Knight,  and  Peirs  Ovington  of  Amorstowne  Esq.  who  have  the  one  of  the  one 
side  and  tlie  other  of  the  other  side  so  encroched  uppon  the  sayd  manuor,  tliat  whereas  it  consisted 
of  eight  score  acres  arable  land  in  the  fift  yere  of  Edward  the  first  as  by  the  Exclietor  then  beinge, 
liis  accompte  appeareth  in  the  King’s  rowles,  and  so  much  hath  bin  in  possession  with  tlie  Bishop  of 
Leighlin  his  tennaunt  within  fiftie  years  last  past:  they  have  left  with  the  House  but  one  acre  of  land.

3.  At  my  first  preferment  unto  these  Bishopricks,  and  finding  such  want  of  Clergymen  within  both  my 
Dioces  especially  of  Leighlin,  that  some  of  the  parishioners  being  by  me  blamed  for  carrveing  their 
Children  to  popish  priests  to  be  christened,  answered  (thoug  rather  for  Excuse,  as  I found  afterwards  in  that 
they  reformed  not  themselves,  then  for  conscience  sake)  that  they  were  compelled  so  to  doe,  in  regard  they 
had  no  Curate  of  our  Religion  neere  unto  them ; in  imitation  of  the  Reverend  Bishops  living  in  the  beginning 
of  the  raigne  of  our  late  Queene  of  happy  memory,  I entreated  3 or  4 men  of  English  birth  of  staid  carriage 
and  good  report,  being  well  able  to  give  an  account  of  their  faith  in  the  English  tong,  and  to  instruct  the  people 
by  reading,  to  enter  orders  of  the  Church,  and  provided  for  them  first  Cures  amongst  the  English  parishes, 
afterward  small  Vicarages  which  tliey  enjoy  at  this  time,  and  reside  upon  them.  And  Whereas  2 or  3 of  the

(1.) — THE  several  sorts  of  Public  Records  contained  in  the  Office,  duly  dated  and  indorsed,  are — Wills;  Register, 

original  Processes,  and  Pleadings  in  the  several  Causes  commenced  in  Court;  Registries  of  Administrations;  Diocese. 

Marriage  and  other  Licenses ; Inventories  ; Renunciations ; Administration  Bonds  ; Collations  and  Presenta-  k * 

turns  of  the  Clergy  to  their  respective  Benefices;  Nomination  of  Curates,  Parish  Clerks  and  Schoolmasters ; 

Rolls  of  Oadis,  &.c.  The  only  Manuscript  Books,  are  those  wherein  such  Registries  are  made;  also  Visitation 
Books,  and  Rule  Books.  All  the  original  Wills,  from  the  year  1687,  are  in  a good  state  of  Preservation,  in 
an  alphabetical  and  numerical  Catalogue  made  out  by  the  present  Deputy. 

(2.) — Said  Records,  &c.  are  lodged  or  kept  in  a Public  Office,  built  for  that  purpose  by  the  late  Primate 
Robinson,  and  in  all  respects  convenient  and  well  secured. 

(3.) — Said  Records,  &c.  are  in  a good  state  of  Preservation;  and  arc  distinctly  arranged,  some  in 
alphabetical  order,  others  according  to  the  years  they  were  exhibited  in  the  Court  or  Office. 

(4.) — There  are  not  any  Catalogues,  Schedules,  or  Indexes,  except  as  above  mentioned,  Probates,  Admi- 
nistrations, and  licences,  being  entered  according  to  their  several  Dates ; neither  we  the  original  Wills  copied 
into  Books.  Copies  and  Catalogues,  or  Indexes,  of  such  original  Records  as  are  in  the  Office,  would  doubtless 
be  of  great  utility,  particularly  if  the  Wills  were  copied  into  proper  Books,  as  they  would  thereby  be  better 
preserved,  and  less  liable  to  decay  than  the  Originals.  As  to  the  time  it  would  take  to  complete  such  Catalogues, 

Calendars,  Schedules,  Indexes,  Copies  of  Wills,  &c»  it  might  probably  be  effected,  by  two  Clerks,  m the 
course  of  two,  three,  or  four  years  ; but  a positive  answer  cannot  be  given  thereto.  At  present  there  we  not 
any  Clerks  employed  for  that  pur|»ose,  the  business  of  the  Office  being  altogether  done  by  the  Deputy.  The 
Catalogues,  Indexes,  &c.  so  wanting,  the  Deputy  cannot  say  where  they  do  or  ever  did  exist,  further  than 
already  stated. 

(•>)  There  are  no  other  Officers  or  Clerks  employed  for  the  custody  and  arrangement  of  the  Records  here, 
except  the  said  Deputy,  whose  duty  it  is  to  attend  to  the  registering  transacting  and  arranging  such  matters 
as  occur  m his  official  capacity.  To  supply  omissions,  and  make  good  deficiencies,  could  not  be  effected 
without  considerable  assistance.

(7.)— There  are  not  any  Matters  (except  those  above  stated)  occurring  to  said  Deputy,  that  would  render 
the  use  of  the  said  Records  more  convenient  to  the  Public.

Register,  (1.) — -THE  several  sorts  of  Public  Records,  Rolls,  Instruments,  and  Manuscript  Books  and  Papers  in  inv 

C°DublitK  ’ custody,  as  Keeper  of  said  Records,  are — Original  Wills,  beginning  in  the  year  1 502  : — Administration  and 

1 * Marriage  Licence  Bonds,  beginning  1703: — Sequestration  Bonds,  beginning  1742: — Original  Citations, 

Monitions,  and  other  Processes,  Pleadings,  Exhibits,  Interrogatories,  Depositions,  Sentences,  and  other 
Papers,  in  Causes  expedited  in  the  Consistorial  and  Metropolitical  Court  of  Dublin,  whether  by  Appeal  from 
inferior  Jurisdictions  within  the  Province,  or  originally  instituted  in  said  Court ; with  the  Rule  Books,  containing 
the  Acts  of  Court  sped  in  each  Cause  every  Court  day  during  their  dependence,  from  about  the  year  1 708 : — 
Inventories,  beginning  1 603  : — A Book,  wherein  is  entered  Marriage  Licences,  from  1638  to  1647;  Unions 
of  Benefices,  1638  to  1640;  Institutions  and  Collations  to  Livings,  1638  to  1648;  Letters  of  Ordination  of 
Clergymen,  1638  to  1644: — Books  containing  Probate  and  Administration  Acts,  from  1G38  to  1710; 
Transcripts  of  Wills,  from  1652  to  1715;  Marriage  Licences  Acts,  from  1661  to  1746.  There  appear,  in 
the  series  of  these  Books,  the  following  Chasms: — In  the  Transcripts  of  Wills,  a chasm  of  about  six  years, 
between  1654  and  1661,  and  about  four  years  between  1708  and  1712  : — In  the  Licence  Act  Books,  about 
sixteen  years,  between  1697  and  1713,  and  five  years,  between  1741  and  1746.  In  1715,  a set  of  Books  was 
begun  for  the  Transcripts  of  Wills  only:  from  1779  they  arc  regular  to  the  present  day;  but  there  is  a 
chasm  for  a period  of  about  six  years,  between  1720  and  1727,  and  forty-nine  years,  between  1730  and  1779. 
In  1710,  a set  of  Books  was  begun  for  the  Probate  and  Administration  Acts  only,  which  are  regular  down 
to  the  present  day.  In  1 74G,  the  Marriage  Licence  Acts  were  begun  to  be  entered  in  the  Probate  and 
Administration  Act  Books  : they  are  regular  down  to  the  present  day.  These  chasms  in  the  Transcripts  of 
Wills  are  not  attended  with  any  inconvenience  to  the  Public,  as  the  Originals  can  he  easily  referred  to  ; but 
it  would  be  very  desirable  to  have  them  completed,  for  the  better  preservation  of  die  Originals.  I know  not 
any  instance  in  which  the  Chasms  in  die  Licence  Acts  have  been  attended  with  any  inconvenience  to  die 
Public  : die  causes  of  these  chasms  are  not  known. — A set  of  Books,  in  a regular  series,  called  Tide  Books, 
wherein  are  entered  all  Patents,  Presentations,  Insututions  and  Colladons  to  Benefices ; Nominations  and 
Licences  to  Curacies;  Nominations  and  Licences  to  Parish  Clerks,  Schoolmasters,  and  others;  Unions  of 
Benefices;  Faculties  for  Pews  in  Churches;  Commissions  and  Appointments  of  Vicars  General,  Registers, 
Surrogates,  and  other  such  matters;  Deeds  of  Endowment,  and  other  Deeds  and  Leases  (die  See  Leases 
excepted),  relating  to  these  Dioceses ; Commissions,  Proceedings,  and  Certificates,  respecting  Glebes,  Glebe 
Houses,  and  Dilapidations  ; Proceedings  upon  the  Consecration  of  Bishops  and  of  Churches  ; Sequestration  of 
Benefices,  and  Relaxations,  Letters  Demissory,  and  other  matters  relating  to  the  Clergy  of  die  Archbishop's 
Dioceses,  and  the  Bishops  and  Clergy  within  his  Grace's  Province,  from  die  year  1684  to  die  present  time  ; 
together  with  some  of  die  original  Presentations  and  other  original  Documents  entered  in  said  Books. — A set 
of  Books,  in  a regular  series,  in  which  are  entered  die  Letters  of  Ordination  of  the  Clergymen  ordained  by  the 
Archbishops  of  Dublin,  and  otiier  Bishops  in  Dublin,  in  cases  where  the  Archbishops’  Registers  have 
attended  die  Ordination  as  Actuaries,  beginning  in  1722. — Caveat  Books,  from  170710  die  present  time, 
regular. — Books  and  Papers  relating  to  die  Annual  and  Triennial  Visitations  of  the  Archbishops  of  Dublin, 
from  die  year  1 639.  There  appear  some  few  chasms  in  this  series  of  Visitation  Books,  of  very  old  dnte. — 
Parchment  Rolls,  containing  die  Canons,  Declarations,  and  Oatiis  and  Subscriptions  of  die  Clergy,  on 
Ordinations,  Institutions,  and  Colladons  to  Benefices;  and  Licences  to  Curacies,  and  of  Parish  Clerks, 
Schoolmasters,  and  others,  beginning  in  the  year  1 700.  There  appears  a chasm  in  die  series  of  tiiese  Rolls, 
of  about  six  years,  between  1700  and  1707,  and  of  four  years,  between  1740  and  1745,  and  three  years, 
between  1755  and  1759;  from  which  period  they  are  regular:  the  causes  of  these  chasms  not  known. — 

Certificates 
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Certificates  of  Conformity  of  Papists,  beginning  in  1707. — A Book,  which  contains  Copies  of  the  See  Leases 
of  the  Archbishoprick  of  Dublin,  from  1717  to  172,5  : — Counterparts  of  the  See  Leases  of  the  Archbishoprick 
of  Dublin,  from  the  year  1726  to  the  present  time. — Original  Maps  and  Terriers  of  Glebe  Lands  and 
Houses;  and  Plans  and  Estimates  of  Glebe  Houses  belonging  to  Livings  in  the  Dioceses  of  Dublin  and 
Glandelagh. — Copies  of  Registers  of  Baptisms,  Marriages,  and  Burials,  given  in  by  the  Clergy  at  each  Annual 
Visitation  since  the  year  1720. 

(2.) — Said  Records  are  kept  in  a House  situate  in  South  King-street,  Dublin,  the  private  property  of  the 
Deputy  Register,  wherein  he  resides,  and  wherein  his  Predecessors  have  resided  and  kept  said  Records  for 
about  40  years  past,  and  is  as  secure  as  private  Houses  usually  are,  and  in  a central  situation.  There  are 
two  apartments  appropriated  to  the  keeping  of  the  Records : those  of  old  date,  and  of  a description  seldom 
referred  to,  are  kept  in  a back  Office  or  apartment ; all  the  original  Wills,  the  Probate,  Administration,  and 
Marriage  Licence  Act  Books,  the  Title  Books  relating  to  the  Clergy,  Cause  Papers  of  a recent  date,  and 
o tlier  matters  likely  to  be  frequently  resorted  to,  are,  for  the  better  accommodation  of  the  public,  kept  in  a front 
Office,  where  the  daily  business  of  the  Office  is  transacted.  From  the  increase  of  Records,  those  apartments 
are  becoming  too  confined,  and  in  a few  years,  additional  or  more  spacious  apartments  must  be  appropriated 
to  the  keeping  of  the  Records. 

(3.) — The  said  Records  are  in  a good  state  of  Preservation ; and  are  all  labelled,  and  arranged  in  Alphabetical 
and  such  other  order  as  to  be  referred  to  with  facility. 

(4.) — There  are  Indexes  to  all  said  Books,  except  a few  of  the  old  Visitation  and  Rule  Books,  and  to  which, 
Indexes  are  not,  as  I conceive,  necessary,  nor  would  any  utility  result  from  completing  them.  Exclusive  of  the 
Indexes  to  the  Probate  and  Administration  Act  Books  and  Will  Books,  and  which  immediately  refer  to  the 
Wills,  there  is  a general  Index  to  all  the  Wills,  completed  by  the  present  Deputy  Register,  for  the  purpose 
of  more  expeditious  searching.  I do  not  conceive  that  any  additional  Indexes  are  necessary,  or  that  any 
degree  of  utility  could  arise  to  the  Public,  by  varying  the  present  mode  of  keeping  stud  Records. 

(5.) — The  Deputy  Register  has  exclusively  the  custody  and  arrangement  of  the  Records.  He  finds  his  own 
Clerks,  who  receive  no  Salary'  or  Emolument  from  die  Public,  in  respect  to  the  custody  or  arrangement  of 
said  Records.  Attendance  is  given  by  the  said  Deputy  Register  and  his  Clerks,  for  the  public  business,  every 
day  (a  very  few  Ilolydays  excepted)  from  ten  to  four.  The  Fees  demandable  for  Searches,  Certificates  and 
Copies,  &c.  in  this  Office,  arc  as  follow: — For  every  Search,  2 5.  8 hd.\ — For  Certificate  or  Copy,  9 d.  per 
office  sheet,  exclusive  of  Stamp  Duty : — And  for  attendance  per  day  with  any  Record,  in  Dublin,  115.  4 \d. : — 
The  Net  Annual  Amount  of  which  for  the  last  three  years,  is  about  74/.  15.  3 id. — Copies  of  Depositions 
or  Pleadings  during  the  progress  of  Causes  in  the  Court,  are  not  included  in  the  above. 

(C.) — The  Deputy  Register  has  the  care  of  the  said  Records ; he  or  his  Clerks  attend  upon  every  Search. 
When  it  becomes  necessary  to  refer  to  an  original  Will  or  other  original  Record,  the  Deputy  Register  himself, 
or  his  confidential  Clerk,  resorts  to  it,  and  restores  it  to  its  proper  place. 

(7.) — I do  not  know  of  any  Matters,  not  comprised  in  the  Questions  sent  to  me,  that  are  necessary  or 
expedient  to  observe,  for  rendering  the  use  of  the  said  Records  more  convenient  to  the  Public,  save  that  a 
Repository  secured  from  fire  would,  as  it  is  humbly  conceived,  be  very  expedient,  as  it  would  preserve  the 
said  Records  from  accident,  and  thereby  be  of  public  utility. 

To  the  Additional  Quere. — The  number  of  Parishes  of  every  description  or  denomination  in  the  Diocese 
of  Dublin  and  Glandelagh,  and  the  number  of  them  which  are  united  episcopally  or  otherwise,  how  their 
members  are  distinguished,  and  by  what  names  they  are  so  united,  appears  by  the  annexed  List. — Copies  of 
Registries  of  Baptisms,  Marriages  and  Burials,  are  given  in  by  the  Clergy  at  each  Annual  Visitation,  to  the 
Deputy  Register ; they  are  tied  up  in  bundles,  each  bundle  marked  with  a label  to  denote  the  period  of  time 
to  which  it  relates.  Of  late  years  they  are  alphabetically  arranged,  and  those  of  each  year  tied  up  in  two 
bundles,  one  bundle  containing  those  returned  by  the  City  Clergy,  the  other  by  the  Country  Clergy,  and 
labelled  accordingly.  Prior  to  1 774  they  are  very  defective,  but  since  that  period  they  appear  to  be  regular. 
As  it  is  highly  material  to  the  Public,  that  these  Copies  of  Registries  should  be  preserved  with  care,  and  as  in 
time  they  will  become  very  voluminous,  I humbly  conceive  it  would  be  of  advantage,  if  certain  Books  were 
set  apart  in  the  Office,  for  the  purpose  of  making  entries  of  these  Records  for  their  better  preservation,  and 
to  have  the  same  properly  alphabeted,  for  the  more  easy  reference  thereto ; the  keeping  of  such  Books  would 
however  be  attended  with  considerable  labour  and  expense.  Whether  Registries  have  been  regularly  kept  in 
the  different  Parishes  in  these  Dioceses,  or  not,  I cannot  answer.  Thomas  Clark

— IN  the  Registry  Office  of  the  Diocese  of  Cashel,  are  lodged  original  Wills;  all  Papers  relating  to  the 
building  of  See  Houses  by  the  Bishops  in  the  Province,  and  of  Glebe  Houses  built  by  the  Clergy  of  the 
Diocese;  all  Papers  relative  to  the  Proceedings  had  in  the  Consistorial  Court;  Counterparts  of  Leases 
made  by  the  Archbishop  of  Cashel  and  Incumbents  in  the  Diocese,  and  the  Vicars  Choral  of  the  Cathedral 
of  Cashel ; Marriage  License  Bonds,  and  Administration  Bonds.

(2.) — The  said  Records  are  safely  kept  in  an  Office  in  the  Deputy  Register’s  House,  which  is  private 
property. 

(3.) — Said  Records  are  kept  in  a good  state  of  Preservation,  and  regularly  sorted  ; except  very  old  Papers 
relative  to  the  Proceedings  in  the  Diocesan  Court,  which  are  not  of  much  consequence,  and  are  kept 
separately. 

(4.) — There  is  a Catalogue  of  the  Papers  in  the  Office,  and  an  Index  to  each  Registry  Book.  The 
completing  of  them  would  not  be  attended  with  much  trouble. 

(5.) — No  Person  is  employed  in  'the  Registry  Office  but  the  Register : the  entire  business  of  the  Office 
is  transacted  by  him.  The  cost  of  making  a Search,  or  for  the  Copy  of  any  Record,  is  regulated  according 
to  the  Table  of  Fees  laid  down  in  the  Consistory  Office,  Dublin.  The  net  annual  Amount  of  such  Searches 
or  Copies  is  not  10/.

(7.) — Has  nothing  to  observe. 

To  additional  Quere. — Registries  are  kept  of  Baptisms,  Marriages  and  Burials.  Copies  of  such  Registries 
are  transmitted  at  every  Annual  Visitation  held  in  the  Diocese.  A Return  of  the  number  of  Parishes  of 
every  denomination,  whether  episcopally  united  or  otherwise,  has  already  been  made  to  Parliament  by  the

The  Answers  of  Charles  Davis,  Deputy  Register  of  the  Consistorial  and  Metropolitical  Court 
of  the  Diocese  of  Tuam,  in  obedience  to  certain  Queries,  directed  by  the  Right  Honourable 
the  Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records  in  that  part  of  His  Majesty’s  United  Kingdom 
called  Ireland. 

188. 

(1.) — IN  answer  to  the  first  of  said  Queries: — The  Records  in  my  custody,  as  Keeper  of  the  Records  of  Register, 
the  Consistorial  and  Metropolitical  Court  of  the  Diocese  of  Tuam,  consist  of  Last  Wills  and  Testaments,  from 

the  year  1641  to  the  present  time;  Certificates  of  Probates  being  granted  of  Last  Wills  and  Testaments,  and  ' • • 

Administrations,  with  the  Wills  annexed ; and  Administrations  of  the  Goods  and  Chattels  of  Persons  dying 
intestate ; and  Administration  Bonds,  from  the  year  1 696  until  the  present  time  (as  far  as  I am  able  to 
ascertain  :) — Deeds  of  Grants,  Presentations,  Collations,  Institutions,  Inductions,  and  Admissions  to  Benefices, 
from  the  year  1662  to  the  present  time: — Commissions  for  valuing  Glebe  Improvements,  for  ascertaining 
Dilapidations,  and  for  Proceedings  had  thereon,  from  the  year  1670  to  the  present  time  : — Unions,  Divisions, 
and  erecting  of  Parishes,  from  the  year  1667  to  the  present  time: — Deeds  or  Grants  of  Glebe  Lands,  from 
the  year  1 730  to  the  present  time  ; Maps  of  Glebe  Lands,  and  Terriers  of  Parishes  (being  five  in  number) 
from  die  year  1730  to  the  present  time: — Consistorial  Court  Proceedings,  from  1730  (as  far  as  lam  able  to 
ascertain)  to  the  present  time : — Bishops'  Leases  of  See  Lands,  from  1 740  until  the  present  time : — There  are  two 
Parchment  Rolls,  containing  the  Oaths  of  Allegiance,  Supremacy,  & c.  See.  as  by  law  required  to  be  adminis- 
tered, from  177.5  to  the  present  time.  The  Manuscript  Books  are  all  of  paper ; the  most  of  them  are  bound ; 
some  of  them  in  Latin,  and  scarce  intelligible,  from  the  antiquity  of  the  writing.  The  Wills,  from  1666  to 
the  year  1745,  appear  to  have  been  registered  in  the  Office  Books;  but  there  appears  to  be  a chasm  or 
deficiency  in  the  series  of  the  Registry  of  the  Wills  from  1 745  to  the  year  1 787,  since  which  period  to  the 
present  time  the  Wills  appear  to  have  been  regularly  entered  and  alphabeted,  as  in  former  Entries.  I also 
find  a chasm  or  deficiency  in  the  series  of  the  Registry  of  the  Probates  of  Wills,  of  Administrations  with  Wills 
annexed,  and  of  simple  Administrations  granted  to  Persons  who  died  intestate  (so  far  as  I am  able  to 

4 A . ascertain) 
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ascertain)  from  the  year  1715  to  the  year  1792,  since  which  to  the  present  time,  I find  entries  of  them 
severally,  but  cannot  account  how  such  chasms  or  deficiencies  happened ; which,  however,  I consider  to 
be  a public  loss,  and  that  it  would  take  two  years  at  least,  by  a Person  capable  and  understanding  the 
business  of  a Registry  Office,  to  make  good  such  defects.  There  is  also  a deficiency  in  the  lodgments  in 
said  Office  of  Bishops'  Leases  of  See  Lands  at  different  periods,  since  the  year  1 740  until  the  present 
Archbishop's  translation  in  1 794 ; since  which  period,  I conceive  such  Leases  have  been  duly  registered  ; but 
I am  not  able  to  state  the  cause  of  such  defect,  which  cannot,  in  my  opinion,  be  now  remedied. 


(2.)— Tlie  Records  are  lodged  in  an  Office  in  my  Dwelling-house,  in  the  town  of  Tuam,  well  secured  in 
Presses ; the  Building  is  private  property,  but  not  secured  from  fire. 

(3.)— The  Records  are  in  a good  state  of  Preservation,  save  what  may  be  occasioned  by  age.  The 
Wills  are  kept  in  alphabetical  order  in  a Press ; the  other  Records  and  Papers  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  are  all 
kept  in  order,  in  Presses  for  that  purpose.  Die  other  Papers  and  Records  arc  kept  on  Files,  as  near  as  can 
be  according  to  the  dilferent  sorts. 

(4.} — There  are  no  general  Catalogues,  Calendars,  or  Repertories,  or  particular  Indexes,  to  each  sort. 
The  principal  Office  Books  have,  for  the  most  port.  Alphabets ; such  Books  as  have  not,  are  seldom  re- 
sorted to,  but  am  not  able  to  state  the  time  within  which  the  same  might  be  completed ; but  with  the 
assistance  of  an  additional  Clerk  to  the  ordiuary  diligence  of  the  Persons  employed  in  the  Office,  I think 
the  same,  with  the  other  chasms  or  deficiencies  herem-before  mentioned,  might  be  completed  in  two 
years  t>r  thereabouts. 

(5.)- — There  are  no  Officers  or  Clerks  employed  fol:  the  custody  and  arrangement  of  the  Records  in  my 
Office ; I do  that  duty  myself,  and  I attend  all  days  and  hours.  I have  one  Clerk,  for  the  purpose  of/ 
engrossing,  See. ; but  he  has  no  annual  Salary,  Allowance,  or  Emolument,  paid  to  him  by  the  Public.  The 
Fees  demandable  tor  each  Search  are  2 s.  6d. ; for  the  Copy  of  some  Records,  3#.  4 d. ; some  Records,  6 s.  8 d.; 
and  if  long,  according  to  the  length,  by  computation  of  sheets  : For  attendances  with  some  Records,  in  Town, 
6.v.  Sd. ; and  for  other  attendances,  according  to  die  time  and  nature  of  the  attendances,  and  distance  from 
the  Office,  and  length  of  attendances ; but.  such  attendances  are  very  seldom  required.  And  the  net  annual 
Amount  of  Searches,  Copies,  and  Attendances,  for  the  last  three  years,  averages  at  about  8/. 

(6.) — There  is  no  Person  intrusted  with  the  care  of  the  Records,  but  myself,  except  when  the  Register 
attends  or  has  occasion  to  have  recourse  to  them ; and  I attend  on  every  Search,  and  take  care  to  restore  every 
Record  to  its  proper  place. 


(7.) — I know  of  no  Matters,  not  comprised  in  the  preceding  Questions,  which  are  necessary  or  expedient 
to  observe,  for  rendering  the  use  of  the  said  Records  more  convenient  to  the  Public.

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There  arc  also  Quarter  parts  of  seven  Parishes ; viz.  the  Parishes  of  Shruel,  Clarigalwery,  Oranmore. 
Ralioon.  Moyeullin,  Kilcumin,  and  Ballinacourty.  And  likewise  Impropriations  in  six  Parishes,  of  Drum- 
menaghan,  Towaghly,  Balliutubber,  Killascolee,  Ballinegar,  and  Annagdown. — I do  not  know  of  Registries 
being  kept  in  any  of  the  Parishes  or  Unions,  of  Baptisms,  Marriages,  and  Burials,  prior  to  the  year  1 795 ; 
but  1 know  that  soon  after  the  present  Archbishop's  translation  to  tliis  Diocese  in  1 794,  his  Grace,  under- 
standing that  such  Registries  were  not  .kept,  ordered  that  every  Church  should  be  furnished  with  a Book 
for  that  purpose,  and  that  such  Registries  should  be  regularly  kept  in  each  Parish,  according  to  the 
Canons  of  1634-  I presume  every  Church  has  bccu,  in  obedience  to  said  order,  furnished  with  such 
Books,  but  cannot  ascertain  the  same  from  my  own  knowledge.  In  the  year  1 804,  several  of  tlie  Parishes 
transmitted  attested  Copies  of  such  Registries  to  the  Registry  Office,  and  from  that  period  to  the  present 
time,  have  continued  to  make  such  Returns  to  the  Office.  There  are,  however,  some  of  the  Parishes  deficient  in 
each  of  said  years,  but  they  have  been  ordered  to  complete  the  said  Returns.

(1.) — THE  Public  Records  in  my  custody  are  but  of  one  description,  namely,  Cause  Papers:  They  Register,

Commissions  of  Delegates ; Inhibitions ; Appellatory  Libels ; Allegations  or  Exceptions,  as  the  case  may  ' v ' 
be,  in  answer  to  stud  Libels ; Commissions  for  Examination  of  Witnesses ; Interrogatories  of  such  Witnesses ; 
the  Depositions  and  Answers  of  such  Witnesses ; Transmisses,  which  we  Copies  of  Pleadings,  Proofs  and 
Proceedings,  had  in  the  respective  Inferior  Courts,  in  such  Cases  as  Appeals  have  been  proceeded  on  in  the 
Court  of  Delegates,  the  original  Papers  remaining  in  the  Courts  where  such  Causes  were  first  attached ; Sen- 
tences ; Monitions:  And  the  Rule  Books  of  the  Court,  five  in  number;  No.  1.  commencing  1673  to  1681; 

No.  2.  1693  to  1696;  a few  unconnected  pages,  under  dates  of  1711  and  1712;  No.  3.  1787  to  1791; 

Nos.  4.  & 5.  from  that  period  to  the  present  time. 

It  is  evident  that  such  Papers  will  properly  admit  but  of  two  Classifications : one,  the  arrangement  of  the 
Papers  in  respect  to  their  Causes  ; the  other,  that  of  the  Causes  according  to  their  Dates.  The  earliest  date 
of  any  Record  in  my  possession,  is  of  1 <>66 ; and,  with  tlie  exception  of  a few  years,  there  are  Records  (and 
more  particularly  Transmisses)  of  each  succeeding  year,  from  that  period  to  the  present  time.  But  I cannot 
state  whether  there  is  uny  deficiency  in  die  series  of  these  Records,  as  the  want  of  Records  under  a particular 
date  may  as  well  be  attributed  to  tlie  want  of  Appeals  (luring  said  years,  as  to  the  loss  of  tlie  Records ; there 
being  no  regular  or  stated  Sittings  of  the  Court  of  Delegates,  the  Judges  nominated  in  each  Commission 
convening  a Court  occasionally,  as  the  dispatch  of  business  in  that  particular  case  may  require.  In  the 
Rule  Books  there  appear  chasms  of  several  years,  namely,  one  of  twelve  years,  from  1681  to  1693;  and 
another,  of  ninety-one  years,  from  169(1  to  1 787 ; the  cause  of  which  I cannot  conjecture.  I beg  to  remark, 
that  all  the  Records  above  mentioned,  are  not  to  lie  met  with  in  every  Case  introduced  into  this  Court;  Parties, 
to  answer  different  purposes,  often  proceed  so  far  on  an  Appeal  as  to  serve  an  Inhibition,  and  then  abandon 
tlie  Suit ; it  also  frequently  liappcns,  that  tlie  Inhibition  by  wbicli  tlie  Respondent  is  cited  to  make  appearance, 
is  never  returned  when  such  appearance  is  made ; and  in  some  cases  where  the  Appeal  is  prosecuted,  the 
original  Papers  are  forwarded  to  tlie  Delegates,  instead  of  a Transmiss,  and  returned  to  the  Court  from 
whence  they  were  removed,  when  tlie  decision  of  tlie  Delegates  has  been  pronounced  thereupon.  In  some  few 
instances,  Parties  have  been  permitted  to  examine  Evidence  in  this  Court  upon  Pleadings  and  Interrogatories, 
which*  together  with  the  Commission  to  the  Register  for  that  purpose,  and  the  Depositions  and  Answers 
lunl  thereunder,  are  deposited  with  the  other  Papers  in  that  particular  Cause ; such  cases  however  seldom 
happen,  os  but  two  of  that  description  have  occurred  in  the  recollection  of  tlie  present  Register,  who  is  in 
office  eight  years. 

(-•).  The  said  Records  are  deposited  in  an  upper  room  in  the  Dwelling-house  of  the  Register ; which  is 
a good  substantial  house,  his  private  property,  situate  in  Saint  Andrew  Street;  said  room  is  exclusively 
appropriated  to  the  safe  keeping  of  the  Records,  and  may  be  considered  well  circumstanced,  both  as  to 
security  and  accommodation,  tor  such  purpose ; it  is  always  kept  locked,  and  the  key  is  constantly  in  tlie 
Register’s  possession. 

GF-Hk 
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(3.) — The  said  Records  are,  in  general,  in  a good  state  of  Preservation,  except  a few  of  the  most  ancient. 
The  Records  in  each  Cause  are  in  general,  but  invariably  of  late  years,  arranged  according  to  their  priority 
of  dates. 

(4.) — There  is  no  general  Catalogue  of  these  Records ; nor  do  I conceive  any  such  necessary,  as  a reference 
is  very  seldom  required  to  any  of  said  Records,  other  than  to  those  in  Causes  in  progress,  which  are  always 
at  hand ; and  should  a reference  to  any  other  Record  be  necessary,  same  can  be  made  without  delay,  as  they 
are  by  no  means  voluminous.  Should  any  such  Catalogue,  as  that  alluded  to  in  these  Queries,  be  deemed 
necessary,  it  could  be  completed  by  a Clerk  in  die  space  of  a week  at  furthest 

(5.) — There  is  no  Officer  or  Clerk  employed  for  the  custody  or  arrangement  of  the  Records  in  this  Office, 
save  the  Register,  who  resides  in  the  house  where  said  Records  are  deposited ; and  whose  usual  hours  of 
attendance  in  his  Office  are  from  ten  o’clock  in  die  morning  until  four  o’clock  in  the  afternoon.  During  diese 
hours,  attendance  is  given  every  week-day  (except  Christmas  Day  and  Good  Friday)  by  the  Register  or  his 
Clerk.  Should  the  Register  be  occasionally  absent,  said  Clerk  receives  and  marks  such  Exhibits  as  may  be 
lodged  in  die  Office ; he  also  makes  Copies  of  such  Records  as  are  required,  but  receives  no  Emolument 
from  die  Public  on  that  account 

The  following  Fees  are  demandable  for  each  Search,  Copy  of  Record,  or  Attendance  therewith,  namely: — . 
Table  of  Fees. — For  each  Search,  3 s.  4 d.: — Copy  of  any  Record,  if  not  exceeding  six  office  sheets  of 
72  words  to  the  sheet,  5 s. Copy  of  Record,  exceeding  four  office  sheets,  per  sheet  9 d. : — Attendance  with 
any  Record,  in  Dublin,  per  diem,  1 1 s.  4 {d.  : — Attendance  therewith  in  the  country,  per  diem,  rl.  5 s.  6d. : — 
As  no  Certificate  is  required  in  this  Office,  no  Return  of  Fees  for  such  can  be  made.  The  net  Annual 
Amount  of  Fees  for  Attendances  with  Records,  and  Copies  tiiereof,  so  far  as  I can  ascertain  same  in  the 
manner  directed  in  Queries,  is  1 04  L 

(6.) — There  is  no  Person,  save  the  Register,  intrusted  with  the  care  of  the  Records;  he  makes,  in  person, 
any  Searches  that  may  be  required,  and  restores  such  Record  as  may  have  been  removed,  to  its  proper  place. 

(7.) — I do  not  feel  capable  of  suggesting  any  matter,  which  could  render  the  use  of  said  Records  more 
convenient  to  the  Public.

190.  CONSISTORY  OF  CLOGHER. 

Answers  of  William  Mitchell,  Deputy  Register  of  the  Diocese  of  Cloglier,  to  certain  Queries 
directed  by  the  Right  Honourable  the  Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records  of  Ireland. 

(1.) — THE  Records  in  my  custody,  as  Keeper  of  the  Records  of  the  Diocese  of  Clogher,  consist  of  Last 
Wills  and  Testaments,  from  1 059  to  the  present  time ; Certificates  of  Probates  being  granted  of  Last  Wills 
and  Testaments,  and  Administrations,  with  Last  Wills  annexed ; and  of  Administrations  of  the  .Goods  and 
Chattels  of  Persons  dying  intestate,  and  Administration  Bonds  of  the  Goods,  &c.  of  Persons  dying  intestate, 
from  the  year  16.59  until  the  present  time,  118  far  as  I am  able  to  ascertain;  Collations,  Institutions,  Induc- 
tions, and  .Admissions  to  Benefices,  from  the  year  1608  to  the  present  time;  Commissions  for  valuing  Glebe 
Improvements  and  for  ascertaining  Dilapidation*,  and  the  Proceedings  had  thereupon,  from  the  year  1712 
to  the  present  time;  Unions,  Divisions,  and  erecting  of  Parishes,  from  the  year  1613  to  the  present  time; 
Deeds  of  Exchange  of  Glebe  Lands,  from  1770  to  the  present  time;  Terriers  of  Parishes,  from  1701  to  the 
present  time ; Maps  of  Glebe  Lands,  from  1701  to  the  present  time;  Consistorial  Court  Proceedings,  from 
1660  (as  far  as  I am  able  to  ascertain)  to  the  present  time;  Bishops'  Leases  of  the  See  Lands,  from  1681 
until  the  present  time. — There  is  one  parchment  Roll,  of  Persons  taking  and  subscribing  the  Oaths,  from  1717 
to  the  present  time.  The  Manuscript  Books  are  all  of  paper,  some,  the  earlier  ones,  stitched,  and  the  rest 
bound ; and  there  does  not  appear  to  me  any  deficiency  in  the  series  of  the  Records,  save  in  the  Registry  of 
‘Wills  in  the  Office  Books,  as  there  do  not  appear  any  Wills  entered  previous  to  the  year  1712;  and  from 
the  year  1754  until  1777,  at  the  death  of  the  Reverend  Mark  Foster,  the  Register  (a  period  of  21  years) 
but  96  Wills  were  entered ; and  from  thence  until  the  resignation  of  the  Reverend  Andrew  Allen,  who  succeeded 
Mr.  Foster  about  December  1792  (a  period  of  fifteen  years)  but  43  Wills  were  entered  ; so  that  from  1754 
until  1793,  there  may  be  1300  Wills  not  entered  in  the  Office  Books,  and  which  I consider  a serious  loss; 
as,  if  any  accident  should  happen  to  the  original  Wills,  by  vermin,  age,  or  otherwise,  the  attested  Copy  in 
the  Office  Books  might  in  a great  measure  supply  the  deficiency. — There  is  also  a deficiency  in  the  lodg- 
ments in  the  Office  of  the  Bishops'  Leases  of  the  See  Lands  at  different  periods  since  1681,  until  the  present 
Bishop’s  time  in  1 7g8 ; but  I am  not  able  to  state  the  cause,  save  the  troubled  state  of  the  Country  at  the 
early  periods,  and  die  neglect  of  Bishops  afterwards,  in  not  having  the  Leases  in  three  parts  pursuant  to  the 
Statute ; but  the  deficiency  cannot  now  be  remedied. 

(2.)— The 
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(2.)— The  Records  are  lodged  in  an  Office  in  my  Dwelling-house  in  the  town  of  Monaghan,  in  large 
Presses ; the  Office  floor  is  boarded,  the  windows  whereof  are  secured  by  bars  of  iron,  with  outside  and  inside 
shutters,  with  a .writing  Office  adjoining;  die  Building  is  private  property. 

(3.) — The  Records  arc  in  a good  state  of  Preservation,  save  what  may  be  occasioned  by  age.  The  "Wills  are 
all  kept  in  alphabetical  order,  in  a Press  for  that  purpose ; the  Records  and  Papers  belonging  to  the  several 
Parishes  of  the  Diocese,  are  all  kept  separate,  in  alphabetical  order,  in  Presses  far  that  purpose ; the  other 
Papers  and  Records  are  kept  in  Files,  as  near  as  can  be  according  to  the  different  sorts  and  quantity. 

(4.) — There  are  no  general  Catalogues,  Calendars,  Schedules,  Repertories,  or  particular  Indexes,  to  each 
sort.  The  Office  Books  in  general,  at  least  the  modem  ones,  have  correct  Alphabets,  and  which  appear 
to  me  to  answer  every  necessary  purpose.  Such  Books  as  have  not  alphabets  are  those  of  earlier  periods, 
which  are  seldom  resorted  to;  nor  do  I know  of  any  utility  that  would  result  from  the  same  being  completed  ; 
save,  that  if  at  any  time  the  Register  should  have  occasion  to  resort  to  them,  he  might  the  more  readily  find 
the  Record  required.  Am  not  able  to  state  die  time  within  which  the  same  might  be  completed ; but  with 
the  ordinary  diligence  of  the  Persons  employed  in  the  Office,  I think  the  same  might  be  completed  in  two 
years,  or  thereabouts. 

(.5.) — There  are  no  Officers  or  Clerks  employed  for  the  custody  and  arrangement  of  the  Records,  &c.  in  my 
Office:  Ido  that  duty  myself ; and  I attend  all  dap,  and  at  all  hours.  I have  two  Clerks  for  the  purpose 
of  copying,  ingrossing,  &c.  but  they  liave  no  animal  Salaries,  Allowances,  or  Emoluments,  paid  to  them  by 
the  Public. — The  Fees  demandable  lor  each  Search,  are  2#.  6d. : — For  the  Copy  of  some  Records,  35.  4 d. ; 

■ — Some  Records*  6$.  S d. ; — And  if  long,  according  to  the  length  : — For  attendance  with  some  Records,  in 
the  Town,  6$.  8 d.  and  to  1 /.  2 s.  gd.  according  to  the  time  and  nature  of  the  attendance;  and  other  attend- 
ances, according  to  the  distance  from  the  Office  and  length  of  the  attendance : but  such  attendances  are 
seldom  required ; not  once  in  the  year  : — And  the  net  Annual.  Amount  of  Searches,  Copies,  and  Attendances, 
for  the  last  three  years,  averages  at  about  10X 

(6.) — There  is  no  Person  intrusted  with  the  care  of  the  Records  but  myself;  and  I attend  on  every  Search. 

I take  care  to  restore  every  Record  to  its  proper  place. 

(7.) — I know  of  no  Matters,  not  comprised  in  the  preceding  Queries,  which  are  necessary  or  expedient  to 
observe,  for  rendering  the  use  of  the  said  Records  more  convenient  to  the  Public,  if  strictly  adhered  to.  But 
I will  beg  leave  to  observe,  that  the  Registry  Offices  of  the  several  Dioceses  (as  far  as  I can  learn)  are  kept 
in  the  Registers’  Dwelling-houses  (private  property);  and  few  houses,  if  any,  have  apartments  sufficiently 
large  to  keep  the  Records  in  the  manner  which  appears  to  me  necessary  for  the  convenience  of  the 
Public ; for  I consider  that  the  Registry  Office  of  this  Diocese  would  require  to  be  thirty  feet  long,  propor- 
tionably  wide,  to  hold  a sufficiency  of  Presses  to  contain  the  Records  in  the  separate  and  complete  order 
necessary  for  the  convenience  of  the  Public,  and  the  safety  and  durability  of  the  Instruments  and  Records, 
and  the  dispatch  of  business,  with  a convenient  Writing  Office.  But  I will  also  take  the  liberty  to  remark, 
that  if  such  a House  was  to  be  procured,  I am  of  opinion  that  the  Emoluments  of  the  Office  would  not  do 
more  than  pay  the  Rent  that  would  be  demanded ; and  I am  firmly  of  opinion,  that  such  Registry  Offices 
will  never  be  kept  in  the  manner  pointed  out  by  the  Queries,  until  such  Offices  as  I have  mentioned,  or 
something  similar,  are  procured,  either  at  the  public  expense,  or  some  other  source,  not  in  the  power  of  the 
Registers  of  this  Kingdom ; at  least  it  is  so  impressed  on  my  mind. 

To  the  additional  Quere. — T)ie  number  of  Parishes,  of  every  description,  within  the  said  Diocese,  are 
forty-five.  There  arc  but  two  Parishes  episcopally  united ; namely,  the  Rectory  and  Vicarage  of  Saint  Mary 
Drumkren,  and  the  Rectory  and  Vicarage  of  Currin.  There  are  but  two  Parishes  otherwise  united  ; namely, 
the  Rectory  and  Vicarage  of  Clones,  and  the  Rectory  and  Vicarage  of  Clontibred,  united  for  ever  to  the 
Archdeaconry  of  Clogher  (as  its  Corps)  with  Cure  of  Souls,  by  the  Bishop  of  Clogher,  in  the  year  1613. 
I do  not  know  of  Registries  being  kept  in  any  of  the  Parishes  or  Unions,  previous  to  the  year  1799.  Upon 
tiie  present  Bishop's  translation  to  this  Diocese  in  1 798,  understanding  that  such  Registers  were  not  kept, 
his  Lordship  ordered  that  every  Church  should  be  furnished  with  a Book  for  that  purpose,  and  that  such 
Registries  should  be  regularly  and  duly  kept  according  to  the  Canons  of  1634.  Every  Church  has  been 
accordingly  furnished  with  such  Book.  In  1800,  some  of  the  Parishes  transmitted  attested  Copies  of  such 
Registries  to  the  Registry  Office  ; and  from  that  period  to  the  present  time,  all  the  Parishes  have  almost 
regularly  transmitted  such  attested  Copies  to  the  Office.  There  are  a few  Parishes  deficient  in  some  of  the 
years,  but  they  are  ordered  forthwith  to  complete  their  Returns.  The  Registries  are  generally  transmitted  at 
or  abdut  the  long  Vacation  in  each  year.  ___  , _

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191.  CONSISTORY  OF  MEATH. 

Answers  to  the  Queries  of  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Records  in  Ireland. 

(1.) — THE  Public  Records  in  the  Registry  of  Meath,  consist  of — Acts  of  Council.  Affidavits,  and  Bonds  on 
Administrations;  Citations,  Commissions,  Caveats,  Collations;  Deeds  relating  to  Glebes;  Extracts  from  die 
Pariah  Registries  of  the  Diocese ; Inventories  filed  by  Executors  and  Administrators ; Instruments  of  Conse- 
crations of  Churches;  Bishops’  Leases;  Libels;  Mops  of  Glebes;  Nominations  to  Cures,  Schools,  and  Clerk- 
ships ; Presentations,  Renunciations,  Resignations,  and  Wills.  The  Rolls  contain  the  Oaths  and  Declarations 
prescribed  to  be  made  and  subscribed  by  Persons  to  be  instituted  to  Benefices,  licensed  to  Cures,  or  admitted 
to  Holy  Orders:  they  extend  from  the  year  1735  to  the  year  lSio..  The  Books  consist  of  six  Volumes,  in 
which  are  registered  the  Clergy’s  Titles  to  their  several  Benefices ; Commissions  for  viewing  Buildings,  and 
Improvements  on  Glebe  Lands,  and  the  Proceedings  had  thereon;  Commissions  of  the  different  Offices 
belonging  to  the  Diocese,  and  the  Instruments  relating  to  erecting  Parishes  into  perpetual  Cures,  and  conse- 
crating of  Churches,  from  the  year  1712  to  1810: — Six  Volumes,  in  which  are  entered  the  Wills  proved  in 
the  Consistorial  Court  of  the  Diocese,  from  the  year  1767  to  1810  : — Three  Volumes,  in  which  are  entered 
Caveats,  from  the  year  1725  to  the  year  1810: — Two  Volumes,  in  which  are  entered  Marriage  Licences  and 
Intestate  Administrations,  from  the  year  1742  to  the  year  1810  : — Two  Volumes,  containing  Bishops’  Leases, 
from  the  year  1722  to  the  year  1810: — Two  Volumes,  containing  the  Proceedings  of  the  Consistorial  Court, 
from  the  year  1708  to  the  year  1810.  There  are  several  chasms  in  the  above  Records,  particularly  in  the 
Clergy’s  Titles ; and  the  very  short  distance  of  time  to  which  any  thing  can  be  traced  back  in  them,  namely, 
ninety-eight  years,  seems  to  prove  that  several  Records  have  been  totally  lost.  This  has  occurred  for  want 
of  a safe  place  to  lodge  them  in. 

(2.) — The  Records  are  at  present  lodged  in  theTholsel  or -Court  House  of  Navan,  except  the  Wills,  which, 
for  the  greater  security,  are  kept  in  the  Register's  private  Study,  in  his  House  at  Navan.  The  accommodation 
in  the  Tholsel  is  exceedingly  bad.  The  Room  in  which  the  Records  are  lodged  is  the  Portricve’s  Office,  who 
had  permitted  the  Register  to  lodge  his  Papers  there,  until  a proper  place  can  be  provided.  Sufficient  room 
cannot  be  spared  here  for  the  Records  ; nor  can  this  Apartment  be  looked  upon  as  a proper  place  of  security, 
for  various  Persons  as  well  as  the  Register  have  access  to  it  occasionally,  and  it  is  constantly  open  whilst  the 
Quarter  Sessions  are  going  forward. 

(3.) — The  Records  are  in  general  in  a tolerable  state  of  Preservation ; except  some  of  the  old  Wills,  which, 
from  damp  and  bad  keeping,  are  nearly  illegible.  The  Wills  are  arranged  alphabetically,  in  a very  insufficient 
Press.  The  remainder  of  the  Records  are  partly  in  an  indifferent  Alphabet,  and  partly  on  Files.  The  Presses 
in  which  the  Records  are  kept,  are  the  private  property  of  the  Register.  The  Books  of  the  Diocese  are  very 
bad,  except  those  that  have  been  procured  within  the  last  twenty  years. 

(4.) — There  were  no  Catalogues,  nor  any  Index  of  any  kind,  to  the  Registry,  before  my  coming  into  office  : 
One  is  now  in  hands,  but  not  nearly  completed.  A complete  Index  might  be  made  out  in  two  months  or 
thereabouts,  if  a Clerk  was  to  attend  to  it  constantly.  There  is  not  any  Catalogue  or  Index  to  the  Registry 
existing  any  where,  that  I have  ever  heard  of. 

(5.) — There  are  no  Clerks  employed  for  the  purposes  specified  in  this  Quere ; nor  any  Salary,  Allowance, 
or  Emolument  paid  by  the  Public,  to  any  Person  belonging  to  the  Registry  of  this  Diocese. 

(6.) — The  keeping  of  the  Records  is  solely  intrusted  to  the  Register,  who  lias  no  Deputy.  The  Register 
attends,  and  makes  every  Search,  and  restores  every  Record  to  its  proper  place. 

(7.) — It  would  tend  materially  to  the  utility  of  the  above  Records,  and  the  convenience  of  the  Public,  if 
a proper  place  were  provided  for  keeping  them,  and  a suitable  Salary  allowed  to  a Clerk  for  constantly  attending 
at  the  Office,  and  keeping  the  Records  properly  and  correctly  arranged.  Great  losses  have  occurred  iu  the 
Registry,  for  want  of  a permanent  Registry  Office.  On  the  death  or  resignation  of  a Register,  the  Records 
have  been  unavoidably  removed,  as,  until  the  last  two  years,  they  always  lay  in  the  Register’s  House  for  the 
tjlne  being.  These  removals  may  account  for  the  chasms  at  present  in  the  Registry  of  this  Diocese ; and  this 
inconvenience  never  can  be  prevented  effectually,  until  some  Office  is  procured  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the 
Register  of  lhe  Diocese. 

To  the  additional  Quere. — The  number  of  Parishes,  of  every  description  and  denomination,  in  the  Diocese 
of  Meath,  amounts  to  215  ; of  these,  158  are  united,  either  Episcopally  or  by  Act  of  Council.  The 
following  Schedules  will  give  the  names  of  the  Unions,  and  the  dates  of  them,  respectively,  so  far  as  they  can 
be  ascertained  with  precision.

(1 .) — The  several  sorts  of  Public  Records  handed  over  to  my  custody,  by  the  Executors  of  John  Brett, 
Esquire,  the  late  Register,  in  obedience  to  the  directions  of  the  Right  Reverend  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Down 
and  Connor,  are  as  follow  : 

No.  1.  Two  Mannscript  Books,  the  first  Volume  commencing  the  1st  November  1788,  and  ending  the 
26th  May  1794;  and  the  second  Volume,  commencing  the  22d  July  1794,  from  the  time  Mr.  Bristow  was 
appointed  Vicar  General  of  the  Diocese  of  Down,  and  carried  down  to  the  present  date.  These  Volumes 
are  similar  in  then-  contents  to  the  great  Book,  No.  l.  mentioned  in  my  Report  of  the  Diocese  of  Connor, 
containing  an  Account  of  the  See  Leases,  Benefices,  Presentations,  Inductions,  Ordinations,  Memorials, 
Visitations  Annual  and  Triennial,  Curates’  Licences,  Returns  of  Promotions,  &c.  &c.  as  in  the  former  Return 
specified,  and  to  w hich  I beg  leave  to  refer ; and  besides  these,  an  Account  of  Wills,  received  from  time  to 
time  from  the  Vicar  General,  as  proved  in  common  form,  with  several  Court  Proceedings.  The  Register  of 
Down  then  living  at  a distance  from  the  Vicar  General,  and  the  Wills  being  but  occasionally  received,  made 
these  Entries  necessary  ; and  from  these  Entries  they  appear  to  have  been  carried  over  to  the  General  Index 
of  Wills.  There  is  also  an  Account  of  Administrations  intestate,  to  which  there  is  no  Index,  and  which 
I conclude  to  be  imperfect,  as  a great  quantity  of  Administration  Bonds,  of  old  accumulation,  have  been  very 
lately  handed  over  to  me  by  the  Vicar  General.  These  Books  contain  also  an  account  of  Charitable  Dona- 
tions. They  have  no  Table  of  Contents.  In  addition  to  the  above,  there  is  an  old  Manuscript  Book,  of  a 
similar  nature,  bearing  date  nth  December  1692,  which  was  brought  me  some  days  ago  by  Master  William 
Ravenscroft,  and  which  never  appears  to  have  been  in  the  possession  of  the  late  Register  of  Down. 

No.  2.  The  Wills  of  the  Diocese.  There  is  a twofold  arrange meut  of  these,  alphabetical  and  numerical; 
The  first  contains  all  the  Wills  that  w ere  returned  over  to  the  late  Register  Mr.  Brett,  by  Mr.  Marrnion,  in 

November 
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November  1788.  These  Wills,  from  a Note  of  the  Register,  at  the  commencement  of  the  Index,  appear  to 
have  been  sorted  alphabetically,  as  they  weft  found,  without  attention  to  the  dates,  and  afterwards  numbered 
and  entered  in  an  Index  with  numbers  corresponding.  I have  never  had  occasion  to  open  the  bundles  for  a 
Search,  but  from  the  circumstance  already  stated,  of  their  being  sorted  without  attention  to  dates,  it  is  not 
easy  to  state  from  what  period  they  commence.  On  opening  the  bundles  A.  and  B.  I find  Wills  of  tile 
date  of  a.ti.  1650  and  ifiSo:  several  of  these  old  Wills  are,  as  may  be  expected,  in  a mouldering  state.  The 
second  arrangement,  tfhich  is  still  continued,  is  numerical  in  centenaries,  and  commences  with  Mr.  Brett. 
These  Wills  are  numbered  as  they  are  received,  packed  up  in  bundles  of  100  each,  and  are  in  perfect  Preser- 
vadon.  I cannot  give  a positive  statement  with  respect  to  the  deficiencies.  I find  two  Wills  wanting  in  one 
bundle,  No.  1408.  and  No.  14S5.  I observed  this  deficiency  by  opening  the  bundle  to  attach  an  Inventory 
to  a Will ; the  Will  was  not  in  its  place.  On  examining  Borne  other  bundles,  I find  them  perfect ; and  I conclude* 
from  the  care  the  late  Mr.  Brett  appears  to  have  paid  to  the  papers  that  were  returned  to  him,  that  they  will 
he  found  among  other  Court  Papers,  or  that  they  have  been  put  by  some  mistake  into  a wrong  bundle. 

No.  3.  inventories,  Administration  Bonds,  and  Renunciadons  of  Executors : Of  these,  a great  mass  has  been 
lately  handed  over  to  me  by  the  Vicar  General,  of  many  years  accumulation,  and  belonging  to  the  Dioceses 
of  both  Down  and  Connor:  of  course  there  is  no  Index  to  them,  and  they  will  require  great  labour 
to  arrange. 

No.  4.  The  See  Leases. 

No.  5.  The  Consistorial  Papers,  Court  Book,  Citations,  Sentences,  See.  See. 

(2.) — The  Records  of  the  Diocese  belonging  to  the  Registry,  are  kept  m an  Office  attached  to  my  own 
House,  which  I hold  by  a Lease  for  years.  This  Office  has  been  lately  fitted  up  peculiarly -for  the  purpose, 
and  is  well  adapted  for  the  preservation  and  arrangement  of  the  Records ; which  are  deposited  in  a long 
range  of  Presses,  divided  into  compartments,  with  doors  and  locks,  and  raised  six  feet  from  the  ground,  for 
better  security. 

(3.) — The  state  of  preservation  and  the  arrangement  of  the  Records,  have  been  mentioned  above : See 
first  Query,  No.  2 — 3. 

(4.) — There  are  Indexes  to  the  Wills.  First : An  Index  to  the  alphabetical  arrangement,  which  I conclude 
to  be  perfect  as  to  names,  but  it  has  no  reference  as  to  residence  or  date.  I stated  above,  that  I never  had 
occasion  to  open  those  Wills  for  a Search,  since  they  came  into  my  custody  in  November  last;  an  instuncc 
has  however  occurred  since  I began  this  Report,  in  relation  to  the  Will  of  William  Orr,  which  has  fully  shewn 
the  utility  of  such  reference.  There  happen  to  be  ten  of  this  name  in  the  Registry,  and  I examined  nine 
of  the  Wills  before  I came  to  the  right  one.  Second  : There  is  also  an  Index  to  the  numerical  arrangement. 
This  Index  is  defective  in  the  same  respect,  but  hot  quite  so  defective  as  the  other.  There  is  no  Index  to 
Administrations  intestate.  Inventories,  Renunciations,  or  other  Court  Papers.  It  appears  to  be  a very  desirable 
requisite,  and  as  far  as  it  can  be  accomplished  by  the  Subscriber,  it  shall  be  attended  to. 

(5.) — There  are  not  any  Officers  or  Clerks  employed  in  my  Office,  for  the  custody  or  arrangement  of  tbs 
Records ; the  duties  of  it  are  entirely  performed  by  my  own  Family,  unless  in  case  of  some  peculiar  influx 
of  business.  I have  a large  family,  and  many  of  them  are  able  to  assist  me.  There  is  no  Annual  Salary 
paid  to  them  by  the  Public  ; but  they  receive  the  usual  Fees  demandable  for  Searches  and  Copies : These, 
in  the  Diocese  of  Down,  have  been,  for  Search,  2a\  8 § </. : — For  Copies,  8 d.  per  sheet  of  90  words,  and 
3 d.  Clerks: — -In  the  Diocese  of  Connor,  a Search  has  been  always  charged,  3*.  <\d.  I can  give  no 
account  of  the  Net  Annual  Amount,  having  been  so  short  a time  in  the  office ; but  it  appears  to  me  that  it 
must  be  very  fluctuating.  At  times  there  is  little  or  nothing  done ; at  other  times,  as  before  Assizes,  a good 
deal  more. 

(fi.) — The  custody  of  the  Records  is  almost  exclusively  in  myself.  I attend  upon  almost  every  Search,  and 
take  care  that  every  Record  is  duly  restored  to  its  proper  place  ; but  should  circumstances  (as  the  duties  of 
the  Registry  frequently  may)  necessarily  require  my  absence,  a particular  Member  of  my  family  is  then 
appointed  to  answer  inquiries,  and  if  necessary  to  make  search,  and  on  my  own  return  I observe  if  every 
Paper  be  rightly  placed  : but  no  Person,  not  a Member  of  my  ow  n family,  has  any  approach  to  the  Records 
in  my  absence. 

(7;) — It  is  evident,  from  what  has  been  stated,  that  the  use  of  the  Records  would  be  more  convenient  to  the 
Public,  if  the  Indexes,  or  General  Catalogues,  were  more  complete  ; if  the  Index  to  the  Wills  expressed  the 
Residence,  or  Parish  and  Date.  In  this  respect  the  Registry  of  Down  is  deficient,  and  it  is  deficient  in  having 
no  Index  to  Administrations  intestate,  Inventories  or  Renunciations.  Not  having  sufficiently  attended  to  this 
Quere  in  my  Report  for  Connor,  I beg  leave  here  to  add,  that  an  entirely  new  Index  to  the  Wills  is  almost 
essentially  requisite  for  the  Registry  of  that  Diocese;  this  necessity  has  not  arisen  from  any  mismanagement  on 
the  part  of  Mr.  Ravenscroft,  on  account  of  whose  illness  the  duties  have  devolved  on  me,  hut  from  the  mis- 
management and  inaccuracy  of  former  Registers,  who  did  not  adhere  to  the  alphabetical  arrangement,  as 
already  stated  in  my  Report  for  the  Diocese  of  Connor,  in  my  Answer  to  the  Fourth  Quere : And  if  such  an 
Index  be  made,  I would  recommend  that  every  Will  should  be  surrounded  with  an  Envelope,  which  I generally 
do  with  all  the  Wills  I receive.  Additional 
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Additional  Quere. — The  number  of  Parishes,  the  number  of  Unions,  and  the  names  by  which  they  are 
distinguished,  in  the  Dioceses  of  Down  and  Connor,  are  correctly  stated  in  “ Papers  relating  to  the  Established 
Church  of  Ireland,"  ordered  to  be  printed  the  29th  July  1807;  to  which  I beg  leave  to  refer  you.  No  attested 
Copies  of  Marriages,  Baptisms,  or  Burials,  so  far  as  I have  been  able  to  discover,  have  been  at  any  time  sent 
to  the  Diocesan  Registry ; I have  made  inquiry  from  some  of  the  Clergy,  who  informed  me,  they  made 
entries  of  them,  particularly  Marriages,  in  the  Parish  Books ; but  I have  not  had  an  opportunity  as  yet,  of 

procuring  any  general  information  on  the  subject. P.  S.  There  are  no  Books  belonging  to  the  Library  of  the 

Diocese  of  Down,  independently  of  those  above  stated,  except  four  Volumes  of  the  Statutes  of  the  Imperial 
Parliament  for  the  year  1 809.  The  above  Answers  are  given  to  the  best  of  my  information.

(t.) — THE  several  sorts  of  Public  Records  handed  over  to  my  custody  in  the  month  of  May  last,  by 
Mr.  James  Ravenscroft,  Register,  (his  state  of  health  not  permitting  him  to  attend  sufficiently  to  the  duties  of 
the  Registry)  are  as  follow : 

No.  1.  A Manuscript  Book,  containing,  1st  a Transcript  of  the  See  Leases,  commencing  the  16th  July 
1683;  2d.  Presentations  to  Benefices,  Inductions,  Resignations,  &c.  &c.  with  the  usual  Certificates; 
3d.  Letters  of  Orders,  Curates’  Licences,  Schoolmasters’  D°,  Parish  -Clerks,  &c.  &c. ; 4th.  Leases  of  Rectorial 
Tithes;  5th.  Grants  of  Ground  for  Churches  and  Churchyards;  6th.  Consecrations  of  D#;  7 th.  Memorials 
for  Meeting  Houses  ; 8th.  Faculties  and  Dispensations ; oth.  Memorials  for  building  Glebe  Houses,  Commis- 
sions to  value,  Returns,  &c. ; 10th.  Episcopal  Unions ; 11th.  Erection  of  Perpetual  Cures ; 12th.  Returns 
of  Promotions ; 1 3th.  Mandates  for  Visitations  Triennial  and  Ordinary,  Commissions  to  value  Dilapida- 
tions, &c.  &c.  This  is  a large  folio  Book,  which  is  carried  down  from  its  date  to  the  present  time : there  is  no 
Index,  that  I have  observed,  to  the  several  matters  contained  in  it ; yet  it  would  appear  to  be  an  essential 
requisite;  I may  in  consequence  have  omitted  some  of  the  particulars.  1461.  In  addition  to  the  above,  though 
it  may  come  under  the  same  head,  there  is  a separate  Book  for  the  Registry  of  Leases,  commencing 
A.  D.  1805. 

No.  2.  A Book,  containing  an  Abstract  of  Probates  and  Administrations  granted,  commenced  by  James 
Ravenscroft,  the  19th  January  1809,  and  carried  down  only  to  the  month  of  August  of  the  same  year. 

No.  3.  A Registry  of  Marriage  Licences,  commencing  the  6th  of  October  1806,  and  ending  June  1S00, 
with  different  chasms. 

No.  4.  A Manuscript  Transcript  of  Wills  registered.  This  is  a folio  Book,  commenced  by  the  Subscriber, 
on  the  2d  of  May  1810,  when  he  undertook  the  duties  of  the  Registry. 

No.  5.  The  Wills  of  the  Diocese,  arranged  in  years,  and  commencing  A.  D.  1717,  and  carried  down  to  the 
present  date ; and  besides  these,  a number  of  Wills  of  different  years,  alphabetically  arranged  ; and  over  and 
above,  there  is  a Box  of  old  Papers,  which  appears  to  have  been  handed  down  from  Register  to  Register, 
containing  for  the  most  part  old  moth-eaten  Administration  Bonds,  anil  Inventories,  now  useless,  among  which 
however  there  are  many  Wills  which  it  would  be  very  difficult  now  to  decipher.  To  these  have  been  added, 
since  I commenced  the  present  Report,  another  Box  of  Wills  and  other  Papers,  in  better  preservation,  received 
from  Mr.  Ravenscroft : All  of  these  would  require  very  great  labour  to  arrange,  but  it  would  appear  to  be  a 
labour  very  requisite  to  take,  as  there  may  be  Wills  scattered  among  them  of  essential  consequence. 

No.  6.  A folio  Book,  containing  the  Proceedings  of  the  Consistorial  Court 

(2.) — The  Records  of  the  Registry,  Leases,  Wills,  and  other  Papers,  are  all  kept  in  an  Office  annexed  to 
my  own  House,  which  I hold  by  a Lease  for  years;  this  Office  I have  lately  fitted  up,  in  as  complete  a 
•Banner  as  I could,  lor  the  preservation  and  arrangement  of  the  Records,  wliich  are  dejiosited  in  a long  range 
of  Presses  divided  into  compartments,  with  doors  and  locks,  and  raised  six  feet  from  the  ground,  for  better 
security. 

(3-) — The  Wills  from  1 71 7 are  in  good  Preservation ; a few  of  them  have  been  injured  by  improper  ligatures. 
Some  W ills  are  even  injured  before  they  are  admiuistered  to,  by  being  kept  in  damp  places,  and  by  being  written 
with  bad  ink.  When  I meet  with  a Will  likely  to  become  illegible,  I have  it  transcribed  as  a Voucher,  in  a 
Manuscript  Book  for  the  purpose.  The  arrangement  of  the  Wills  is  as  follows:  1st  An  arrangement  as  to 
years,  from  the  year  1717,  to  the  present  period:  2d.  An  alphabetical  arrangement  of  different  Wills,  of  all 

4 C years; 
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years;  to  which  I am  now  framing  an  Index,  as  there  had  not  been  any.  Why  these  Wilis  were  so  arranged,  or 
when,  I cannot  say;  but  confusion  of  arrangement  is  a great  evil.  There  is  no  continued  account  of  Admini- 
strations intestate,  in  this  Registry. 

(4.) — I have  already  stated,  that  I have  observed  no  Index  to  the  several  matters  contained  in  the  great 
Book,  No.  1.  Leases,  Presentations,  Letters  of  Orders,  &c.  &c.  seem  to  have  been  inserted  just  as  they  had 
occurred,  and  the  forming  of  a Catalogue  to  have  been  deferred  until  the  Book  was  completed. — The  Index 
to  the  Wills  commences  with  1 726.  I cannot  say  that  this  is  a complete  Index.  In  examining  the  Index  for 
1 735,  I find  but  six  Wills  mentioned  in  it ; but  on  recurring  to  the  bundle  of  Wills  for  that  year,  I find  it 
as  large  as  the  year  preceding,  in  which  according  to  the  Index  there  are  89.  The  Index  is  defective  on 
another  account : it  is  intended  for  an  Alphabetical  arrangement  in  each  year,  and  seems  to  have  been  pretty 
accurately  commenced  on  that  plan ; but  in  process  of  time  this  arrangement  was  broken  through,  and  the 
Wills  appear  to  have  been  entered  promiscuously  as  they  were  received.  In  latter  times  the  Alphabetical 
arrangement  is  adhered  to,  and  the  Will  sought  is  found  under  its  letter ; but  when  the  Search  embraces  more 
than  40  years  back,  you  are  obliged  to  search  the  years  throughout,  which  occasions  a very  great  loss  of 
valuable  time. — There  has  been  hitherto  no  Index  to  tire  Wills  of  promiscuous  years,  alphabetically 
arranged  ; I am  at  present  occupied  in  forming  an  Index  to  them.  When  the  Will  sought  is  not  found  in  the 
Index  of  years,  these  Alphabetical  Wills  must  necessarily  be  examined,  and  for  that  purpose,  for  want  of 
an  Index,  recourse  most  be  had  to  the  bundles  themselves.  It  is  evident  that  very  great  advantage  would 
resultfrom  a complete  Index  to  Wills  and  Administrations,  formed  upon  an  Alphabetical  arrangement,  and  stating 
the  Name,  Parish,  and  Year,  &c.  Searches,  which  on  a defective  arrangement  may  consume  hours,  would 
on  a well  digested  plan  only  occupy  a few  minutes.  I cannot  state  with  any  precision  what  length  of  time  it 
would  take  to  make  a complete  arrangement  of  ajl  the  Wills,  8cc.  &c.  in  this  Registry,  with  an  accurate 
General  Index,  as  I have  already  stated  that  there  is  a great  number  of  old  Wills  and  Papers,  which  it  would 
be  difficult  to  decipher.  It  would  depend  very  much  on  the'  exertions  and  the  ability  of  the  Persons  employed 
about  it,  as  it  could  not  be  expected  to  be  (lone  without  some  extraordinary  assistance. 

(5.) — There  are  not  any  Officers  or  Clerks  employed  in  my  Office  for  the  custody  or  arrangement  of  the 
Records ; the  Emoluments  arising  to  me  from  the  Registry,  would  not  enable  me  to  employ  any : die 

duties  of  it  are  entirely  performed  by  my  own  family.  I have  been  so  short  a time  in  the  office,  that  I am 

not  able  to  make  any  Statement  of  the  Net  Annual  Amount  of  die  'Profits.  The  Fees  demandable  for  an 
Extract,  are  8 d.  per  sheet  of  90  words,  and  for  a Search,  Ss.+d. 

(6.)— The  Records  are  chiefly  under  my  own  care.  When  obliged  to  be  absent,  my  Daughter  is  fully  equal 
to  manage  the  concerns  of  the  Registry,  and  sufficiently  attentive  to  see  that  every  Record  is  put  into  its 
own  place. 

Additional  Query. — The  number  of  Parishes.  The  number  and  nature  of  LTnions,  and  the  names  by  which 
they  are  distinguished  in  the  Dioceses  of  Down  and  Connor,  are  correcdy  stated  in  “ Papers  relating  to  the 
Established  Church  of  Ireland,  ordered  to  be  printed  29th  July  1807;”  to  which  I beg  leave  to  refer. 
Correct  Registries  of  Baptisms  and  Marriages,  are  kept  in  the  Parish  of  Lisburn,  in  the  Parish  Books,  and 
in  many  other  Parishes  of  die  Diocese ; but  from  my  present  information,  I am  not  able  to  state  that  it  is 

universally  the  case.  No  attested  Copies  of  such  things  have  at  any  time,  as  far  as  I am  able  to  discover, 

been  transmitted  by  the  different  Parishes  to  the  Diocesan  Registry.  I cannot  state  the  reason  why  such 
transmissions  have  not  been  attended  to. 

The  abhve  Answers  to  the  different  Questions  are  given  to  die  best  of  my  present  information.

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195.  CONSISTORY  or  RAP  HOE. 

THERE  are  no  ancient  Records  of  the  Diocese  of  Raphoe  in  the  Registry : They  are  supposed  to  be 
destroyed,  when  the  Castle  of  Raphoe  was  besieged  and  taken  by  Cromwell’s  soldiers,  or  afterwards  when 
pillaged  and  burned  by  the  Irish  Army  under  James  II. 

Living  at  a considerable  distance  from  Raphoe,  and  being  little  conversant  with  the  business  of  the  Registry, 
except  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Consistorial  Court,  I rater  the  Answers  to  the  Queries  respecting  the  registry 
of  the  Records,  to  the  Register,  or  his  Deputy  Mr.  Lends  Walker,  who  does  tile  business,  and  I believe  is  well 
qualified,  as  a man  of  skill  and  integrity  in  his  official  capacity ; and  to  him  it  lielongs  to  answer  the  several 
Queries  in  his  own  department,  except  only  as  to  the  Registry  Office,  which  I recollect,  and  he  cannot 
I remember  such  an  Office  above  50  years  ago  ; a shabby  Building  at  tlie  time,  which  went  to  decay.  The 
Papers,  I understand,  were  removed  into  the  Castle  of  Raphoe.  (the  See  House)  to  which  Bishop  Downes 
made  additions  of  new  Offices  to  a considerable  extent,  into  one  of  which  the  several  Papers  were  removed 
and  have  been  kept  ever  since,  though  I have  no  reason  to  believe  that  the  said  Apartment  is  any  other 
than  the  property  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  It  is,  1 conceive,  proper,  and  fully  sufficient  for  the  purpose 
to  which  it  applies. 

With  respect  to  the  Additional  Quere. — The  number  of  Parishes  in  the  Diocese  are  3 1 ; of  which,  six  form 
the  Corps  of  the  Deanry  ; two,  Tullyteme  and  Aghnishe,  in  the  gift  of  the  College  of  Dublin,  were  formerly 
separate  Parishes,  but  have  been  united  time  out  of  mind,  and  held  and  taken-as  one  Parish  under  the 
denomination  of  Tullyaglinish,  but  when  or  how  united  docs  not  appear.  There  is  but  one  temporary  Union 
in  the  Diocese,  of  two  Parishes ; they  lie  at  a considerable  distance  from  each  other,  Templecrone  and  Inver, 
held  under  a faculty.— The  keeping  of  Parish  Registries  is  not  general,  and  the  sending  Copies  of  such 
Registries  annually  to  the  Ordinary  is  I believe  not  practised  at  all.

Marriages,  Renunciations  of  Executors,  Resignations  of  Livings,  Administration  Bonds,  Recantations, 
Presentations,  Terriers  of  Glebe  Lands,  Consecrations  of  Churches,  Nominations  of  Curates,  Visitation 
Mandates,  original  Citations,  Inventories  of  Goods  of  Intestates,  and  Petitions.  The  Manuscript  Books 
consist  of  tlie  Registry  of  Wills  since  September  1693 ; Books  containing  Proceedings  and  Decrees  of  Court ;

(3.) — The  Records  are  well  preserved.  The  Wills  are  alphabetically  arranged,  and  the  Records-Iabelled. 

(4-) — There  are  Indexes  to  each  of  tlie  Manuscript  Books,  and  I know  of  no  Records  belonging  to  this 
Office,  in  any  person’s  hands. 

(5-) — I am  the  only  Person  employed  in  this  Office,  and  I attend  every  day  (Sunday  excepted)  from  nine 
o’clock  until  three.  I have  been  only  two  years  Deputy  Register,  and  I average  the  Emoluments  for  that 
time  at  120/.  per  annum.  I found  the  Records,  at  the  death  of  tlie  late  Register,  Christopher  Braden,  quite 
irregular,  since  which  I have  endeavoured  to  arrange  them  to  the  satisfaction  of  tlie  Bishop  of  Kilmore.

Answers  to  certain  Queries  directed  by  the  Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records  in  Ireland. 

Register  (i.) — WILLS,  Inventories,  Rolls  subscribed  by  licensed  Schoolmasters,  Marriage  and  Intestate  Bonds, 

of  Diomore.  Leases  belonging  to  the  See,  Denunciations,  Divorces,  Inductions,  Letters  Dimissory,  Letters  of  Request, 
with  a great  variety,  such  as  might  be  expected  to  be  in  such  an  Office.  There  are  Manuscript  Books,  in 
which  are  recorded  the  Clergy's  Titles  to  their  Livings,  Improvements  on  Glebe  Lands,  Marriages,  Administra- 
tions, Caveats,  Acts  of  Court,  &c.  &c. 

(2.) — The  Registry  Office  is  in  my  own  House,  in  the  town  of  Droinore,  in  which  all  the  Records  of  the 
Diocese  are  lodged ; and  is  in  good  condition,  well  secured,  and  well  adapted  for  keeping  such  Records ; and 
is  my  own  private  property. 

(3-) — The 
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(3.) — The  Records  are  all  in  a good  state  of  Preservation,  and  are  severally  arranged  in  Presses  made  for  that 
purpose,  and  all  numbered  on  outside,  also  each  shell  within ; and  there  are  numerical  and  alphabetical  books, 
made  so,  that  any  person,  who  understands  the  arrangement,  can  forthwith  find  any  lodgment  in  the  Office. 

(4.) — I think  this  Quere  is  fully  answered  by  the  Answer  to  the  Third. 

(5.) — The  custody  of  the  Records  is  entirely  with  the  Register ; there  is  no  other  Officer  or  Assistant 
employed,  nor  occasion  for  any,  for  the  custody  and  arrangement  of  the  Records  in  this  Office.  The  Register 
makes  the  Searches  himself,  for  which  lie  takes  Half-a-crown  each.  Copies  of  Records,  & c.  are  charged 
according  to  their  length. 

(6.) — The  Register,  and  no  other  Person,  is  intrusted  with  the  care  of  the  Records,  and  he  takes  care  to 
have  all  Searches  regularly  made,  and  to  have  all  Records  duly  restored  to  their  proper  places. 

(7.)— The  present  Bishop  of  Dromore,  having  (as  soon  as  lie  could,  after  coming  to  the  See)  caused  the 
Register’s  Office  to  be  put  in  proper  regular  order,  and  knowing  that  it  is  kept  so ; I,  as  Register,  cannot  see 
that  any  improvement  could  be  made  in  it  at  present. 

Additional  Quere. — Twenty-four  Parishes ; one  Union  only,  viz.  Drumgoolan  and  Drumballyruny. — Ido 
not  know  how  Registries  of  Baptisms,  Marriages,  or  Burials,  have  been  kept  in  the  several  Parishes.  There 
have  been  some  copies  of  Registries  of  Baptisms  returned  to  the  Register  Office,  by  some  of  the  Clergy,  but 
no  Marriages  or  Burials ; what  have  been  transmitted,  are  safe,  and  well  preserved.  All  Licences  for  cele- 
bration of  Marriage,  are  regularly  recorded  in  the  Registry  on  issuing  the  same.

I N compliance  with  the  directions  conveyed  in  your  Letter  of  the  1 8th  September  last,  I have  the.  honour 
to  annex  the  following  Answers  to  the  several  Queries  contained  therein. 

(1.) — The  Public  Records  in  the  Registry,  consist  of  Maps  of  Bishops"  Lands,  Parishes  and  Glebes;  Coun- 
terparts of  Bishops’ Leases ; Commissions  lor  Valuations  of  Benefices,  and  for  estimating  Money  laid  out  in 
building  Glebe  Houses,  and  Returns  to  the  same  ; Memorials  for,  and  Acts  of  Consecration  of  Churches  and 
Chapels;  Deeds,  relating  to  Trusts  vested  in  the  Bishop,  and  of  Sales  of  the  Advowson  of  Livings,  &c. ; 
Conveyances  of  Lands  for  Churchyards  and  Glebes ; Resignations  of  Persons  holding  Benefices ; Copies  of 
Parish  Registers;  Monitions  for  Archbishops’  Triennial  Visitations;  Inhibitions  during  the  same,  and 
Relaxations  thereof;  Commissions  of  Surrogacy  to  Vicars  General  and  Surrogates,  and  Deputations  to 
Registries,  whilst  Inhibitions  remained  in  force;  Rural  Deans'  Reports;  Annual  Visitation  Books;  Memorials 
for  Tithe ; Citations ; Monitions  from  Prerogative  Office  for  original  Wills ; Letters  of  Request  from  other 
Dioceses  for  Citations  ; Commissions  for  swearing  Administrators;  Proxies  to  obtain  Administrations  ; Inven- 
tories of  Goods  of  deceased  Persons ; Marriage  Licence  and  Administration  Bonds ; a Roll,  containing  the 
signatures  of  Persons  who  have,  taken  the  necessary  Oaths  on  their  admission  to  any  Office  or  Promotion,  from 

the  year  1 740  to  the  present  time ; and  of  Manuscript,  Title,  Will,  and  Court  Books. There  are  six 

volumes  of  Title  Books. 

Title  Books: — ist  Volume  contains  Entries  of  Miscellaneous  Ecclesiastical  Proceedings;  chiefly,  Titles  to 
Benefices,  Appointments,  Letters  of  Orders,  Commissions  for  Valuation  of  Livings,  &c.  &c. ; also  Rules  of 
the  Consistorial  Court  of  the  Diocese ; Administrations,  Marriage  Licences,  See.  The  first  Entiy  is  dated  1 678, 
the  latest  1737. 

2d  Volume  consists  of  two  imperfect  Books,  and  some  detached  leaves  of  irregular  dates ; the  first  66  pages 
are  lost;  first  date,  1711;  latest,  1789.  Entries  of  like  tenor  to  first  volume. 

3d  Volume  contains  Entries  similar  to  those  in  former  volumes,  from  1740  to  1766;  a single  Entry 
occurs,  dated  1782. 

4th  Volume  comprises  Entries,  of  irregular  dates,  between  the  years  1 790  and  1 802. 

5th  Volume  contains  Entries  like  to  former  volumes,  excepting,  that  the  Proceedings  of  the  Consistorial 
Court  are  omitted ; it  should  regularly  commence  in  the  year  1 802,  and  it  terminates  in  1 8og : but 
there  are  copies  of  Clergymen’s  Titles,  of  irregular  dates,  for  the  last  thirty  years.  The  present  Bishop  of 
Kildare,  immediately  after  his  translation,  observed  the  irregular  and  neglected  state  of  the  Registry,  and  he 
caused  all  Titles  and  other  Instruments,  which  were  not  registered  in  their  proper  places,  to  be  collected,  and 
entered  in  this  volume. 

6th  Volume  commences  from  the  termination  of  the  last,  in  1809,  and  it  has  been  kept  with  regularity. 

An  old  I olume  was  found,  after  the  above-mentioned  volumes  were  collected,  arranged,  and  bound 
together ; it  consists  almost  entirely  of  Precedents : there  are,  however,  some  Entries  of  like  tenor  to  those  in 
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former  volumes,  of  irregular  dates,  from  1694  to  1731. — The  Entries  of  the  two  first-mentioned  volumes,  as  also 
of  said  old  book,  are  chiefly  in  Latin. — There  are  four  volumes  of  Will  Books. 

Will  Books: — 1st  Volume  commences  1678  and  ends  1704;  in  it  are  entered  Copies  of  Wills  lodged  in 
the  Registry  during  that  period,  and  Memoranda  of  the  various  Administrations  granted. 

2d  Volume  coutains  Entries  similar  to  former  volume.  There  is  a Copy  of  a Licence  to  a Curacy  in  one 
part;  it  commences  1740,  and  ends  1761. 

3d  Volume  Contains  Copies  of  Wills  only,  from  1 761  to  1769. 

4th  Volume  commences  1780,  and  is  not  yet  finished.  There  is  a chasm  of  36  years,  between  the  ter- 
mination of  the  first,  and  commencement  of  the  second  volume ; and  of  eleven  years,  between  die  third  and 
fourth.  There  are  Copies  of  seven  Wills,  the  Originals  of  which  do  not  appear  to  be  in  the  Registry.  There 
are  300  Wills,  not  entered  in  the  Will  Books : The  only  mode  of  accounting  fin-  the  irregularity  and  cliasms 
which  appear  to  exist  in  the  Title  and  Will  Books,  is  the  neglect  of  the  Registers,  for  which  supposition  diere 
is  good  ground. 

Court  Book : — In  which  are  entered  the  several  Marriage  Licences,  Administrations  granted,  and  other 
various  Proceedings  of  the  Consistorial  Court ; it  commences  September  1808,  and  is  not  yet  finished. 

(3.) — The  Records  of  the  Diocese  are  lodged  in  Presses,  made  with  sufficient  accommodation  for  the  pur- 
pose, at  No.  5,  Saint  Andrew-street ; the  only  danger  to  which  they  are  liable  is  fire,  the  house  being  private 
property. 


(3.) — The  Records  in  general  are  in  good  Preservation,  and  have  lately  lieen  arranged  in  the  order  of  their 
dates,  so  that  any  Paper  cau  be  immediately  procured. 

(4.) — There  is  a particular  Index  attached  to  each  volume  of  the  Title  Books,  excepting  vol.  5. ; and  to  the 
Will  Books;  and  also  a general  Index  to  the  Wills.  There  is  .also  an  alphabetical  Catalogue  of  every  Record  in 
the  Registry.  There  is  not  any  Index  to  the  volume  of  the  Tides,  which  was  found  after  the  odiers  were  com- 
pleted : I should  require  about  a month  to  make  accurate  Lidexes  thereto. — It  appears,  by  a Statement  in  one 
of  the  manuscript  boob  of  the  Chapter  of  Kildare,  “ that  the  Records  of  the  Diocese  were  lost  during  the 
Rebellion  of  1 640 whether  they  were  dien  destroyed  or  are  still  in  existence,  is  a matter  of  doubt.  I do 
not  know  of  any  Records  being  in  the  possession  of  any  Person  but  myself. 

(5.) — I am  the  only  Person  under  whose  custody  and  arrangement  the  Records  arc.  I perform  all  die  duties 
connected  with  my  office,  and  I am  ready  to  do  any  business  at  any  time  I may  be  called  on.  I charge 
Half-a-crown  for  the  Search  of  a Record;  die  expense  of  a Copy  whereof  is  according  to  its  length,  <)</.  for 
each  office  sheet  I charge  a Guinea  per  diem  for  my  attendance  in  Town  ; for  going  into  a distant  part  of 
the  Country,  Three  Guineas  per  diem,  including  my  travelling  expenses.  The  amount  of  die  Average  of  my 
Pees  for  tiiose  duties,  for  the  last  three  years,  is  at  the  rate  of  4/.  per  annum. 

(6.) — I am  specially  intrusted  with  the  care  of  die  Records,  and  attend  every  Search,  and  immediately  restore 
to  its  proper  place  any  Record  that  has  been  produced  for  inspection. 

(7.) — There  does  not  appear  to  me  to  be  any  Matter,  not  comprised  in  the  above  Queries,  which  it  would 
he  necessary  or  expedient  to  observe,  for  rendering  the  use  of  the  Records  more  convenient  to  the  Public. 

Additional  Quere. — Prior  to  die  year  1 804,  it  does  not  appear  that  any  Copies  of  Parish  Registries  were 
forwarded  to  the  Registry.  From  that  period,  however,  Copies  have  been  duly  delivered,  in  most  instances, 
to  die  Registrar,  at  the  Bishop’s  Annual  Visitation.  During  the  Rebellion  of  1 798,  many  Parish  Registries 
were  destroyed.  The  Clergy  have  been  enjoined  by  die  present  Bishop  to  furnish  annual  Copies  of  their 
Parish  Registries  of  Marriages,  Baptisms,  and  Burials,  whicli  injunction  is  in  general  complied  with ; diese 
copies  are  arranged  in  die  order  of  their  years,  and  entered  in  a parchment  book  kept  for  that  purpose. — 
The  number  of  Parishes  in  the  Diocese  of  Kildare  is  72 ; forty-four  whereof  are  united  Episcopally, 
two  by  Act  of  Council,  and  six  by  Prescription,  or  by  some  other  authority,  of  which  there  is  no  Record.

(1.)— THE  following  are  the  Records  in  the  custody  of  the  Deputy  Register  of  this  Diocese  Collations  Renter 
to  Ecclesiastical  Benefices;  Faculties  and  Dispensations ; Deeds  of  Exchange  of  Glebe  Lands  ; Memorials  for  , of 
building  and  improving  Glebe  Houses ; Commissions  to  view  and  examine  Glebe  Houses ; Bishops’Certificates 
of  tbe  Sums  expended  in  building  and  improving  Glebe  Houses;  Commissions  to  inspect  Dilapidations

Court,  Entries  of  Letters  of  Administration,  and  Marriage  Licences.  The  earliest  periods  to  which  the  Records 
of  tliis  Diocese  refer,  so  far  as  I can  ascertain,  from  the  irregular  and  imperfect  state  in  which  they  have 
hitherto  been  kept,  is  to  the  year  1 634.  I*  would  be  a laborious,  and  nearly  an  impracticable  undertaking,  to 
endeavour  to  point  out  where  such  Records  are  deficient,  when  such  deficiencies  occurred,  or  from  what  cause. 
Many  of  the  Records  and  Manuscript  Books  have  been  lost ; how,  or  from  what  cause,  I cannot  say,  unless 
in  the  removal  of  them  from  the  houses  of  the  different  Officers  in  whose  custody  they  have  I>een  from  time 
to  time.  The  Wills  are  the  only  Records  that  are  perfect,  and  without  any  deficiencies : they  refer  to  the 
year  1 634,  and  are  regularly  and  alphabetically  arranged  from  that  period  up  to  the  present. 

(3.) — -The  Records  are  kept  in  a Room  upon  the  second  floor,  in  a slated  House,  situate  in  Back-lane, 
in  the  City  of  Kilkenny.  They  are  perfectly  secure,  and  well  preserved  in  their  present  state ; but  the 
accommodation  for  the  keeping  of  them  is  not  so  eligible  as  might  be  wished.  The  House  is  private 
property. 

(3.) — The  Records,  from  the  year  1790  up  to  the  present  period,  are  in  good  Preservation,  and  alphabetically 
arranged.  Some  of  the  Manuscript  Books,  prior  to  that  period,  are  in  loose  sheets. 

(4.) — Ml  the  Manuscript  Books,  from  the  year  1790,  have  perfect  and  correct  Indexes  annexed  to  them: 
prior  to  that  period  a few  only  ore  indexed.  If  the  Manuscript  Books,  which  are  broken  and  abused  in  the 
covers,  and  of  which  many  of  the  leaves  are  loose,  were  bound  up  anew,  and  supplied  with  complete  Indexes, 
these  valuable  Records,  which  are  of  high  importance  to  the  See  of  Ossory,  and  which,  in  their  present  state, 
are  liable  to  be  rendered  imperfect  from  the  loss  of  loose  sheets,  would  be  preserved.  The  only  assistance 
requisite  to  complete  the  above  would  be  that  of  a Bookbinder.  One  month  solely  devoted  to  the  arrange- 
ment of  the  Records,  binding  and  indexing  of  the  Books,  would  be  sufficient  time  for  that  purpose. 

(5.) — The  principal  Register  of  this  Diocese  has  a Deputy,  in  whose  custody  said  Records  are.  The 
duty  of  the  Person  officiating  as  Register  or  Keeper  of  said  Records,  is,  to  attend  and  make  such  Searches 
as  may  be  required  of  him,  and  to  prepare  all  such  Proceedings  as  appertain  to  his  office.  His  hours  of 
attendance  are  generally  from  ten  in  the  forenoon  until  four  in  the  afternoon.  He  has  not  any  Salary  or 
Allowance  from  the  Public,  or  any  other  Person.  He  b paid  2 s.  (i  d.  for  each  Search;  35.  41/.  for  each 
Certificate ; and  after  the  rate  of  9 d.  per  office  sheet,  for  the  Copies  of  Records.  The  net  annual  Amount 
of  the  Fees  and  Allowances  received  by  me,  on  an  average  for  the  last  three  years,  for  Searches,  Certificates, 
Copies  of  Records,  and  attendance  with  same,  is  about  10/. 

(G.) — The  Person  specially  intrusted  whit  the  care  of  the  Records,  & c.  whose  duty  it  is  to  attend  and  make 
Searches,  &c.  is  the  Deputy  Register. 

(7.) — Not  any. 

To  the  additional  Quere. — There  are  62  Ecclesiastical  Benefices  in  the  Diocese  of  Ossory.  Of  this  number, 
25  are  Unions:  they  are  distinguished  by  the  following  names;  viz.  Unions — 1.  Aghour;  2.  Attier  alias 
Attanagh  ; 3.

annually  to  the  Office,  a few  have  only  complied,  and  but  in  one  instance.

200.  CONSISTORY  OF  FERNS. 

Answers  to  Queries  directed  by  the  Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records  in  Ireland, 
by  me  Thomas  Bridson,  Register  of  the  Diocese  of  Ferns. 


st>0‘  (1.) — THE  Public  Records  in  this  Office  are — Wills,  when  proved  : these  are,  from  the  year  1650, 

of  Ferns.  partly  legible ; there  are  others  prior,  not  legible. — There  are,  besides,  Manuscript  Books ; one  of  which 
v ' contains  Recitals  and  Abstracts  of  Acts  of  Parliament  and  Ecclesiastical  matters,  now  of  no  use. — Three  other 
Books ; containing  Copies  of  Wills,  Eutries  of  Marriage  Licences,  Copies  of  Leases,  Examinations  of  Witnesses, 
Letters  Patent,  Acts  of  Council,  commencing  about  the  year  1618,  and  up  to  the  years  1714  and  1723;  one 
of  which  I alphabeted  as  well  as  I could ; the  others  have  not  proper,  or,  1 may  say,  any  Alphabets ; all  very 
irregular,  and  in  very  bad  order. — Three  other  Books,  commencing  in  1726,  to  1774,  in  bad  order  as  to 
binding,  but  regularly  alphabeted. — Other  Books,  from  1775  aP  10  the  present  period;  in  good  order,  and 
alphabeted. — -There  is  a chasm  or  deficiency  in  all  the  Wills ; and  also  in  the  Books,  save  as  to  one  of  the  old 
ones,  from  the  year  1716  or  1718  to  1724,  supposed  to  be  taken  out  of  the  Registry  for  the  purpose  of 
misleading  a person  in  searching  and  preventing  any  Titles  under  a Will  to  be  made  out. — Since  I became 
Register,  which  was  in  the  year  1791,  I have  entered  the  Wills  in  one  Book,  and  the  Administrations  and 

licenses 
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Licences  of  Marriage  in  a separate  one  from  Wills ; but  the  rise  on  Paper  and  Books  lit  for  the  Office  Amnntx. 
is  now  so  enormous,  that  it  will  be  very  difficult  to  get  proper  Paper,  which  ought  to  be  very  strong  for  Ecclenias- 
such,  the  Emoluments  of  the  Office  being  so  small.  heal  Courts ;

(2.) — The  Building  in  which  the  said  Records  are  kept  or  lodged,  is  by  no  means  in  a condition  of  security  Pnwi»«. 
against  fire,  though  the  accommodation  for  keeping  them  is  good,  the  Presses  for  keeping  the  Wills  being  made  aoa- 
at  my  own  expense ; but  the  Building  is  private,  not  public  property,  it  being  my  own  House,  taken  by  lease ; ci 

and  some  time  after  the  leases  were  executed,  I found  tliat  the  gable-end  walls  were  only  four  inches  thick,  ‘ * 

just  the  breadth  of  a brick  lying  flat. 

(3.) — The  Wills  are  in  as  good  Preservation  as  can  be  from  the  length  of  time ; the  Books,  as  in  the  first 
Quere  mentioned : they  are  kept  in  Presses,  and  arranged  therein  in  alphabetical  and  good  order. 

(4.) — There  are  complete,  and,  I believe,  correct  Indexes  to  all  the  Books,  except  the  first  three  or 
four ; the  Index  to  one  is  sometimes  put  down  in  the  Christian  Name,  and  sometimes  in  the  Surname ; 
and  there  is  one  that  has  a kind  of  Index  that  I do  not  think  belongs  to  it  I do  not  think  that  any  great 
utility  would  result  from  such  Indexes  being  completed,  as  I do  not  imagine  there  is  any  tiling  therein  of  any 
material  consequence.  About  a month  or  six  weeks,  or  less,  without  interruption,  might  complete  same  ; but 
it  is  impossible  in  this  Office,  being  a public  one,  and  having  no  one  to  attend  but  myself,  except  my  Son  at 
times,  to  be  without  interruption.  I do  not  know  any  place  where,  or  any  Person  in  whose  hands,  any  Indexes 
are,  that  may  be  wanting.  I got  the  old  Books  from  the  late  Mr.  Stafford,  of  Dublin,  Notary  Public,  who 
had  been  Register,  and  the  Wills  and  one  Book  from  Mr.  Vicary,  who  acted  as  Deputy  Register  under 
Mr.  Stafford. 

{5.) — There  is  no  Officer  or  Clerk  at  present  employed  for  the  custody  or  arrangement  of  the  Records,  See. 
in  my  Office,  but  myself ; I had  a Clerk  for  a few  years,  but  since  his  death,  upwards  of  three  years  ago,  I have 
not  had  one.  The  general  duties  are,  keeping  the  Wills  and  Books  in  alphabetical  order,  and  entering  them  in  the 
fiooks,  for  which  last  purpose  I get  a Son  of  mine  sometimes  to  assist  me,  as  I cannot  get  a Clerk  under  from 
15/.  to  20/.  a year,  besides  a guinea  duty,  which  the  Emoluments  of  the  Office  will  not  allow  of. — As  the 
Records,  &c.  are  b my  own  house,  I never  kept  any  particular  days  or  hours  of  attendance : I attend  every  day 
from  about  eight  in  the  morning  to  ten  at  night,  except  on  days  I am  out  on  Visitations  and  other  business. — I 
charge  for  eacli  Search,  from  as.  6 d.  to  as.  8 id.;  and  if  Ifgive  a Certificate,  I charge  from  $s.  5 d.  to  6$.  SJ. ; 
and  for  every  sheet  b a Copy  of  a Will,  9 d.  besides  the  stamps. 

(6.) — There  is  no  Person  intrusted  with  the  care  of  the  Records,  or  to  make  Searches,  but  myself;  and  I 
take  as  much  care  as  I can  to  have  them  duly  and  fairly  restored  to  their  proper  places. 

(7.) — There  is  not  any  other  Matter  necessary  or  expedient  to  observe,  that  I know  of,  for  rendering  the  use 
of  the  said  Records,  &c,  more  convenient  to  the  Public,  except  a public  Office. 

To  additional  Quere. — The  number  of  Parishes,  of  every  description  or  denomination,  within  the  Diocese 
of  Ferns,  and  the  Unions  thereof,  episcopally  and  otherwise,  are  given  by  me  b a separate  document ; 
to  which  I beg  leave  to  refer. — By  the  Rural  Dean’s  Report,  given  in  yearly,  it  appears  that  Registries 
are  regularly  and  duly  kept  of  Baptisms,  Marriages,  and  Burials;  but  how  long  they  are  so  kept, 

I cannot  bform  the  Commissioners,  never  havbg  seen  them ; hut  Copies  of  them  are  given  b at  every 
Visitation  for  these  eighteen  years  last  past,  but  never  before.  These  are  not  always  as  regular  as  they 
ought  to  be,  nor  are  they  all  regularly  attested ; for  though  the  present  Archbishop  of  Dublin  gave  full 
orders  and  directions  that  such  must  be  on  vellum  or  parchment,  yet  they  are  generally  given  b on  paper; 
and  many  that  are  given  in  on  parchment,  are.  some  on  the  back  of  pieces  of  old  Deeds,  and  some  on 
parts  of  old  Deeds  erased  for  the  purpose  of  writing  them  thereon ; scarce  any  one  of  the  Clergy  will  go  to 
the  expense  of  buying  a skin  of  parchment  for  tliat  purpose.  When  received,  I roll  up  each  year’s  Return  in 
a separate  bundle,  in  paper,  and  endorse  the  year  thereon ; not  being  able  myself  to  enter  them  b books  and 
alphabet  them.  When  I had  a Clerk,  I caused  some  of  them  to  be  done  so ; but  it  is  scarcely  worth  while  to 
do  it,  even  if  I had  a Clerk,  except  he  had  nothing  else  to  do,  as  I never  had  above  three  times  any  occasion 
to  have  recourse  thereto.  The  only  reason  I can  give  for  tlie  series  of  Parochial  Registries  bebg  defective 
since  they  have  begun  to  be  given  in,  is,  that  the  Clergy  have  neglected  to  give  them  b ; some  of  them  have 
told  me  at  the  Visitations,  tliat  they  did  not  bring  the  Copy,  but  would  send  it  to  me ; which  some  have  done 
and  others  have  neglected  t®  do ; and  I did  not  choose  to  say  any  tiling  of  it,  for  if  I did,  I must  make  an 
enemy  for  ever  of  such  person,  which  is  what  I endeavour  to  avoid  as  much  as  possible. — In  uddition  to  the 
foregoing,  I beg  leave  to  make  the  following  Observations : The  Emoluments  of  this  Office  are  not  worth  more 
than  about  60/.  per  annum,  except  b cases  of  making  out  Titles  to  Firings,  which  are  only  now  and  then, 
therefore  are  uncertain ; and  it  is  almost  yearly  growing  worse  instead  of  better,  on  account  of  the  suppression  of 
Wills  and  their  not  being  proved,  owing  to  the  advice  of  Attomies  and  others,  who  inform  people  there  is  no 
occasion  for  going  to  the  expense  of  doing  so,  and  getting  people  to  leave  any  difference  among  them,  on 
account  of  bequests  and  legacies,  to  Arbitration,  often  without  Stamps  and  Arbitration  Bonds,  if  any  such 
are  drawn ; by  which  means  the  loss  on  Stamp  Duties  cannot  be  less  than  from  500  /.  to  1 ,000  /.  a year  b this 
County  alone,  as  several  Wills  ought  to  be  proved,  the  Stamp  Duty  of  which  would  be  from  20 1.  to  35 1.  on 

4 E each ; 
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each ; for  there  is  not  a richer  Yeomanry  in  the  Kingdom  than  in  this  Diocese;  scarcely  any  farmer,  who  holds 
20  or  30  acres,  but  can  give  each  of  his  children  from  too/,  to  200/.  or  300 1.  eud).  Some  people  have  gone 
so  far  as  to  l>e  sworn,  and  when  they  found  what  the  Stamp  that  was  necessary  would  come  to,  have  declined 
proving  die  Will ; others  will  not  prove  them,  though  cited  for  tliat  purpose.  I beg  leave  herewith  to  send 
an  .Account  or  List  of  such  of  them  as  have  come  to  tuy  know  ledge,  being  partly  lodged,  and  having  heard  of 
others  by  asking  ray  advice  thereon:  for  though  the  Stamp  Act,  passed  in  1807,  expressly  mentions,  that 
every  jierson  who  acts  as  executor  or  administrator,  must  give  in  an  Inventory  on  oath  of  the  goods  of  the 
deceased,  under  a penalty  of  too/. ; and  tliat  if  any  person  should  administer  any  of  the  effects  of  any  person 
dying  worth  200 1. ; yet  as  it  is  the  Commissioners  of  Stamp  Duties  who  are  to  recover  such  penalties,  and 
as  no  Inventory  can  be  given  without  taking  out  Probate  or  Administration,  no  penalty  has  yet  been  sought 
to  be  recovered  by  them,  or  inquired  into  by  them ; and  until  some  other  mode  shall  be  struck  out  by  Parlia- 
ment, and  an  Act  passed  for  inforcing  it,  and  such  Act  made  a public  one,  tliat  Judges  aud  others  shall  be 
obliged  to  observe  and  infovee  it,  half  of  the  Wills  made  and  to  be  made  will  never  be  proved,  and  the  Stamp 
Duty  will  suffer  greatly. — The  Emoluments  of  this  Office  are  so  small,  it  would  not  be  worth  any  other  per- 
son's while,  or  mine,  to  hold  same,  had  it  not  been  that,  as  I served  my  time  to  the  attorney-business,  I have 
many  things  to  do  in  that  way  or  line  of  w riting,  tliat  help  me  to  support  myself  and  family.

I HAD  the  honour  of  your  favour  of  the  18th  September,  and  beg  leave  to  inclose  you  Answers  to  the 
Queries,  as  is  desired.  X have  the  honour  to  be,  Sir,  &c.

(i  .)— The  Records  in  my  possession,  as  Register  of  the  Diocese  of  Leighlin,  are— all  Wills,  of  which  probate 
has  been  granted,  from  the  year  1690  to  the  present  period;  also,  Administration  Bonds,  from  the  year  1751 
to  the  present  period  ; Marriage  Licence  Bonds,  from  the  year  1702  to  the  present  period.  There  does  not 
appear  any  chasm  in  these  Records. 

(2.) The  Building  in  which  said  Records  are  lodged,  consists  of  two  Rooms,  for  which  the  Register  pays 

Twelve  Guineas  per  annum.  Same  is  private  property,  and  is  as  well  secured  as  any  private  house  from 
fire,  &c. 

(3.)— The  Records  are  in  a good  state  of  Preservation,  since  the  year  1792,  at  which  time  the  present 
Register  was  appointed.  Before  that  period,  the  Register  always  resided  in  Dublin,  and  appointed  a Deputy. 
A number  of  the  Records  were  lost,  by  the  Office  being  kept  near  the  river  Barrow,  in  consequence  of  a 
great  flood. 

(4.) — There  are  not  correct  Catalogues  or  Indexes ; same  might  be  completed  in  about  six  months,  would 
be  of  great  utility,  and  might  be  done  by  the  Register  and  his  Clerk,  without  any  other  assistance.  Every 
exertion  has  been  made  by  his  Grace  the  Archbishop  of  Dublin,  when  Bishop  of  this  Diocese,  to  procure  such 
Books  and  Records  as  could  not  be  found,  but  without  effect. 
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xgt)_=The  Register  and  his  Clerk  are  employed  in  the  arrangement  of  the  Records ; and  attendance  is  given 
every  day,  except  Sundays,  from  ten  o’clock  in  the  morning  to  four  in  the  afternoon.  All  Salaries  are  paid 
by  die  Register,  and  not  by  the  Public.  A regular  Table  of  Fees  is  hung  up  in  die  Office,  for  public 
inspection  ; and  upon  an  average  for  these  last  three  years,  their  net  annual  amount  is  about  120/. 

(6.) — The  Register  and  his  Deputy  only  arc  intrusted  with  the  care  of  die  Records ; and  one  of  them  attends 
for  every  Search,  and  takes  care  to  restore  each  Record  to  its  proper  place  : The  name  of  die  Office  is,  The 
Consistory  of  the  Diocese  of  Leighlin. 

(7.) — A Public  Office  would  be  of  the  greatest  utility,  as  it  would  preserve  the  Records  from  fire,  &c.  and 
die  Books  and  Papers  would  not  be  liable  to  be  lost  or  misplaced  by  die  death  or  removal  of  the 
Register. 

Additional  Quere. — The  number  of  Parishes  indie  Diocese  of  Leighlin  is  88.  There  are  14  Parishes 
episcopally  united,  viz.

Such 
Registries  as  have  been  given  to  die  Register  are  carefully  kept  and  preserved.

Renter 
consist — of  Visitation  Books ; of  Prospects  of  the  Diocese,  and  Lists  of  Parishes  in  it;  of  Wills,  since  1660;  of  Limerick, 
of  Books,  containing  Grants  of  Administrations  and  Probates  of  Wills,  and  Marriage  Licences,  since  the  year  Aghadoe.

containing  Leases  and  Glebe  House  Certificates,  from  1G7S  to  1743;  of  Terriers  since  1698;  of  Rolls,  con- 
taining the  Subscriptions  of  the  Clergy  to  the  Canons  and  Declarations,  (as  required  by  Law  on  several 
occasions)  since  1742;  of  Books,  containing  the  Registry  of  Titles  to  Benefices,  Licences  to  Curates,  and 
Certificates  as  to  Glebe  Houses,  from  1673  to  1704,  and  from  1730  to  the  present  day ; of  Bishops’  Leases, 
from  1 670  to  the  present  day  ; of  Copies  of  Parochial  Registries,  which  have  been  very  irregularly  returned 
till  within  a few  years  back  ; latterly  they  have  been  obtained  from  most  Parishes. 

The  earliest  Record  is  entitled  the  “ Liber  Niger."  It  was  written  by  Bishop  Adams  in  1616,  from  a Book 
which  he  states  to  have  been  then  much  defaced  by  age.  It  contains  a List  of  all  the  Parishes  in  the  Diocese, 
with  their  Procurations,  Taxation,  First  Fruits,  Twentieth  Parts,  Subsidies,  and  Patrons'  Names.  It  is  written 
on  Parchment,  and  in  good  Preservation. — The  next  are,  two  Prospects  of  tile  Diocese  ; one  on  a Parchment 
Roll,  dated  1679 ; the  other  entered  in  one  of  the  folio  Registry  Books,  about  1690 ; both  containing  much  the 
same  particulars  as  the  Liber  Niger. — The  Visitation  Books  for  Limerick  commence  in  1692  ; many  since  that 
are  preserved,  but  there  are  also  several  wanting.  Those  for  Ardfert  and  Aghadoe  commence  in  1692 ; many 
since  that  are  preserved,  but  there  are  also  several  wanting. — There  is  a Copy  of  the  Regal  Visitation  Book  fur 
the  Diocese  of  Ardfert  and  Aghadoe  in  1615. 

(2.) — The  Records  are  lodged  in  the  Register’s  House,  in  a Room  appropriated  by  him  for  the  business  of 
the  Office;  it  is  sufficiently  secure,  and  is  provided  with  proper  Presses  and  Desks.  The  Building  is  private 
pro|>erty. 

(3.)— The  Records  are,  in  general,  in  good  Preservation:  they  are  arranged,  the  Wills  alphabetically,  the 
most  of  the  other  loose  Papers  in  Drawers,  in  which  they  are  classed  so  as  that  all  of  a similar  description  are 
to  be  found  in  the  same  Drawer. 

(4.) — There  are  no  complete  or  general  Catalogues ; but  there  are  Lists,  which  the  Register  has  occasionally 
made  for  his  own  convenience.  I do  not  conceive  that  further  Catalogues  or  Indexes  would  be  of  any  great 
utility ; any  Paper  now  wanted  can  be  had  in  a few  minutes  : neither-  can  I calculate  the  time  that  it  would 
require  to  make  complete  Catalogues  or  Indexes  to  the  whole. 

(5.) — There  is  one  Clerk  employed  in  the  Office,  who  attends  daily  from  ten  till  three  o’clock ; and  who, 
with  the  Deputy  Register,  performs  all  the  duties  of  the  Office  : there  is  no  Salary  paid  to  him  by  the  Public. 
The  Fee  for  a Search  is  2 s.  6 d. ; for  a Copy  of  a Record,  in  proportion  to  its  length  ; for  attending  with  a 
Record,  One  Guinea.  No  account  is  kept  of  the  Amount  of  such  Fees:  they  are  very  trifling. 

(6.) — The  duties  specified  in  the  Queries,  are  all  performed  by  the  Deputy  Register  and  his  Clerk. 

(7.) — The  preceding  Queries  are  so  full  and  comprehensive,  that  I am  unable  to  suggest  any  necessary  or 
useful  addition.

203.  CONSISTORY  OF  WATERFORD. 

Answers  to  the  Queries  by  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Records,  directed  to  the 
Register  of  Waterford. 

Register  (l.) — AFTER  a long  and  laborious  search,  through  an  immense  heap  of  Papers,  I find  no  Records  what- 

of Waterford.  ever>  but  wjjat  relate  to  the  common  routine  business  of  this  Office ; such  as  Clergymen’s  Titles  to  Livings ; 

Resignations ; Letters  of  Deacons,  and  Priests  Orders ; Licences  of  Cure,  Licences  of  Schoolmasters  and 
Parish  Clerks,  and  Licences  of  Absences;  Sequestrations  and  Relaxations:  These  are  all  entered  chro- 
nologically in  a folio  book,  on  royal  paper,  to  which  there  is  an  alphabetical  Index  annexed.  There  is  also 
another  large  folio  Book,  kept  in  chronological  order,  of  all  Licences  of  Marriages ; and  the  Bonds  belonging  to 
said  Licences  are  also  carefully  preserved.  There  is  also  a third  Book,  for  registering  the  Bishop’s  Leases,  which 
are  always  regularly  entered  as  often  as  he  renews  with  any  tenant  All  Wills  and  Administrations  are  also 
entered  in  large  folio  books,  and  each  volume  has  an  alphabetical  Index  prefixed  to  it  All  Wills  and  Admi- 
nistration Bonds  are  kept  in  large  Presses,  divided  alphabetically.  I know  of  no  Wills  older  than  the  year 
1663 ; all  the  others  were  destroyed  by  Cromwell,  or  the  Irish  rebels,  during  the  Rebellion  of  1641,  and  every 
other  Record  and  Book  belonging  to  said  Office. 

(2.) — All  these  are  kept  in  the  Register’s  House,  in  an  Office  which  he  has  lately  fitted  up,  as  there  is  no 
public  place  for  an  Office ; its  security  consists  in  iron  bars,  bolts,  and  good  locks,  the  same  as  in  every 
dwelling-house  in  this  City  ; but  its  greatest  safety  is  in  the  poverty  of  the  Register,  for  as  be  lias  no  Salary, 
and  is  only  paid  when  he  has  a job  to  do,  the  cash  generally  goes  out  as  fast  as  it  comes  in ; he  has  therefore 
no  apprehensions  for  the  security  of  the  Office.  The  altering  and  fitting  up  of  this  Office,  last  year,  cost  him 
Thirty  Guineas. 

(3-) — They 
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(■3.) — They  are  in  very  good  Preservation  ; the  Parlour  or  Office  is  now  a very  warm  and  comfortable  room, 
where  there  is  a constant  fire  from  Michaelmas  to  May.  I imagine  every  Register  must  be  anxious  to  keep 
them  so,  as  the  Copies  of  these  Records  are  frequently  called  for,  and  are  an  essential  part  of  his  livelihood. 

(4.) — This  is  answered  in  the  first — All  our  Catalogues,  Indexes,  Alphabets,  &c.  &c.  are  complete,  and 
we  want  no  assistance ; our  only  complaint  is,  that  we  liave  not  as  much  business  as  will  keep  the  pot  boiling 
comfortably. 

(5.) — The  whole  Staff  of  Officere,  Clerks,  Tipstaves,  Apparitors,  &c.  Sec.  See.  consist  of  the  Register  himself, 
for  he,  like  Scrub  in  the  Play,  must  do  all : but  if  at  any  time  there  is  a hurry,  or  sudden  call  for  two  or  tliree 
things  at  the  same  time,  the  Register  must  apply  to  some  one  of  the  Proctors  of  the  Court,  and  pay  him  for 
his  assistance.  The  Office  is  open  from  seven  in  the  morning  rill  six  in  the  evening,  every  day  but  Sunday ; 
and  if  any  one  from  the  Country  calls  ut  after-hours,  we  never  scruple  to  dispatch  his  business,  without  any 
charge  for  expedition.  We  are  at  all  times  glad  to  earn  a penny.  No  Salaries  whatever  are  paid  by  the  Public, 
either  to  the  Register  or  any  other  Person ; if  he  has  business  enough  to  require  it,  he  must  employ  a Clerk.  The 
gross  amount  of  the  Emoluments  of  the  Registry,  for  the  tliree  last  years,  is  about  200 1.  out  of  which  I pay 
my  Clerk  60 1.  per  annum.  There  is  a Table  of  Fees  published,  and  established  by  the  Privy  Council  in  the 
year  1662  ; it  will  be  found  in  Robins’s  Abridgment  of  Ecclesiastical  Laws,  and  in  other  books  of  that  sort, 
to  winch  we  strictly  adhere  in  this  Office. 

For  an  Answer  to  the  additional  Quere,  I beg  leave  to  refer  to  the  printed  Account  published  by  Par- 
liament, about  two  vears  ago ; it  took  Bishop  Trench  and  me,  his  Register,  three  montiis  to  make  that  Return 
complete ; and  I think  it  a clear,  frill,  true,  and  perfect  Account,  in  every  particular : for  all  this  additional 
trouble  and  expense,  the  Salary-less  Register  received  no  compensation.

(l.J — THE  several  sorts  of  Records,  Rolls,  &c.  jn  my  custody,  as  Register  of  the  Diocese  of  Cork  and  .Register 
Ross,  are — Original  Wills  and  Testaments  proved  in  the  Consistorial  Court  of  Cork  and  Ross,  and  Books  of  ^0rk  & 

containing  Copies  of  such  M ills  and  Testaments ; Rolls,  containing  Oaths,  Declarations,  and  Canons,  sub-  > . ■* 

scribed  by  Persons  bcncliced,  promoted,  or  employed,  and  subject  to  Ecclesiastical  Jurisdiction  within  the  said 
Dioceses ; Counterparts  of  Leases  of  the  See  Lunds  of  Cork  and  Ross ; Books,  containing  the  Acts  of  the 
Lords  Bishops  of  Cork  and  Ross,  their  Vicars  General,  and  Surrogates,  as  well  in  their  voluntary  as  con- 
tentious jurisdiction;  Libels,  and  other  Pleadings  and  Papers  exhibited  in  the  said  Consistorial  Court;  Books, 
containing  the  Acts  of  said  Court  The  oldest  Book  in  this  Office  begins  1521,  and  ends  1612;  from  which 
time  till  1682,  there  is  no  Registry  Book  containing  the  episcopal  Acts  of  the  Lords  Bishops  of  these  Dioceses; 
a chasm  probably  occasioned  by  the  Rebellion,  Civil  War,  See. 

(2.) — The  said  Records,  Sec.  are  kept  in  a private  House  in  the  city  of  Cork,  in  apartments  to  which  no 
Persons  can  have  access  but  the  Register,  by  whom  keys  of  such  apartments  are  kept. 

(3.) — Some  of  the  said  Papers  are  in  a state  of  decay,  from  the  damp  of  the  apartments  wherein 
they  were  formerly  kept ; and  are  arranged,  tor  the  most  part,  in  alphabetical  order,  some  of  them  according 
to  their  dates. 

(4.) — The  old  Wills,  down  to  the  year  1751,  are  arranged  in  alphabetical  order;  and  of  those  proved  since, 
there  are  Indexes  in  the  books  into  which  they-  are  transcribed.  There  are  Indexes  to  the  several  Books  of  the 
Acts  of  the  Bishops,  &c.  except  the  Court  Books,  Indexes  to  which  would  be  of  very  little,  if  of  any  use.  The 
only  Indexes  likely  to  prove  useful  (which  are  not  already  in  this  Office)  are  Indexes  of  the  Parochial  Returns 
of  Births,  Marriages,  and  Burials,  herein-after  mentioned  ; but  as  no  reference  has  been  made  to  these  Returns 
in  the  course  of  seven  years,  during  which  I have  lieen  Register  of  these  Dioceses,  it  is  impossible  for  uie  to 
state  the  degree  of  utility  which  would  result  from,  or  the  expense  of,  the  making  such  Indexes.  There  is 
an  Index  of  the  old  Wills  before  1751,  in  the  hands  of  Thomas  Gregg,  late  Deputy  Register  of  said  Dioceses, 
winch  I conceive  to  be  private  property. 

(5*) — I employ  a writing  Clerk  merely  to  make  such  Copies  of  Papers,  See.  as  are  occasionally  required  to 
be  copied,  but  there  is  no  Person  employed  regularly  by  me  for  the  custody  and  arrangement  of  the  said 

Records. 
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Records.  I am  occasionally  assisted  by  my  Brother.  No  other  Person  has  access  to  said  Records.  I attend 
every  day  from  about  eleven  to  four  o’clock,  sometimes  until  five  o’clock ; and  demand  for  each  Search,  Two 
Shillings  and  Eight  Pcuce,  and  Three  Sliillings  and  Four  Pence  for  each  Certificate,  and  for  the  Copy  of  each 
Record  according  to  its  length  and  the  charge  made  in  the  Court  of  Chancery  : But  the  annual  amount  of  such 
Fees  it  is  impossible  to  state,  I uever  having  kept  any  account  whatever  of  the  Emoluments  of  my  said  office 
of  Register. 

(6.) — I do  in  person  attend  upon  every  Search,  and  restore  such  Record  or  Paper,  as  may  be  examined,  to 
its  proper  place. 

(7.) — Arranging  the  old  Court  Papers  may  be  of  use,  by  facilitating  the  consulting  them  as  Precedents. 
But  the  matter  most  to  be  desired,  is  the  providing  of  some  Building  wherein  these  Records,  Books  and  Papers, 
should  be.  placed  and  arranged,  there  to  remain  for  ever,  and  not  to  be  removed,  as  they  now  may  be,  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Register  for  the  time  being  or  his  Deputy ; but  I apprehend  that  an  Act  of  Parliament,  pro- 
hibiting such  removal  of  those  Records,  after  such  arrangement,  except  for  the  purpose  of  proving  them  in  a 
Court  of  Justice,  would  be  requisite. 

Additional  Quere. — A Return  of  the  Number  and  Names  of  Parishes,  &c.  within  these  Dioceses,  would 
lengthen  these  Anwers  greatly  beyond  what  the  Commissioners,  it  is  presumed,  would  wish,  and  is  the  less 
necessary,  as  such  a Return  has  been  recently  made  to  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  and  has  since  been  printed. — 
I cannot  state,  or  by  any  means  within  my  power  find  out,  whether  Registers  have  been  regularly  kept  in  said 
Parishes-  Copies  of  Parish  Registries  are  in  most  instances  transmitted  to  the  Registry  of  these  Dioceses,  but 
not  regularly  ; the  transmitting  such  Copies  appears  to  have  commenced  about  . Such  Copies  as  have  been 
transmitted  are  preserved  in  the  Registry,  but  have  not  been  arranged,  having  never  within  my  experience 
been  consulted  ; I cannot  therefore  state  particular  instances  wherein  they  are  defective,  without  devoting  to 
the  arranging  of  them  such  a portion  of  my  time  as  would  interrupt  the  common  duties  of  my  office.  The 
causes  of  the  defects  of  such  transcripts  of  Parish  Registries,  I believe  to  be  the  negligence  of  Clergymen 
and  Churchwardens,  and  their  ignorance  of  the  Law;  but  in  order  to  render  these  Transcripts  useful,  it  would 
be  necessary  to  make  them  Evidence  where  the  original  Registry  is  lost  or  destroyed  : perhaps  they  now  are  in

Answers  to  the  several  Queries  transmitted  by  order  of  the  Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records 
in  Ireland,  to  be  answered  by  the  Register  of  Cloyne. 

205. 

Register  (1.) — THE  several  sorts  of  Public  Records  in  the  Registry  Office  of  Cloyne,  consist  of — Wills;  Admini- 

oi  Cloyne.  gtration  Bonds ; Renunciations;  Inventories;  Grants  of  Glebes,  Churches  and  Churchyards;  Marriage  Bonds; 

Proceedings  in  the  Consistory  Court ; Visitation  Books  ; Rolls,  containing  the  usual  Entries  made  at  granting 
Institution,  Licences  of  Cure,  Priests’  and  Deacons’  Orders,  and  Licences  to  Parish  Clerks  and  Schoolmasters; 
Counterparts  of  Bishops  and  Chapter  Leases ; Chapter  Books,  containing  Entries  of  the  Acts  and  Minutes  of 
Chapter ; Books,  in  which  all  Presentations,  Titles,  Commissions,  Memorials  and  Estimates  for  building,  and 
all  sorts  of  Proceedings  under  the  Episcopal  or  Consistorial  Seal,  are  entered.  Previous  to  the  year  1710 
there  appear  some  deficiencies,  which  the  Deputy  Register  cannot  account  for;  from  1710  to  the  present 
the  Records  are  tolerably  correct. 

(2.) — The  present  Registry  Office  is  a very  small  room  in  the  Deputy  Register’s  Dwelling-house,  and  in  which 
the  Office  business  has  been  done  since  the  year  1710,  the  period  when  James  Hanning  (the  present  Register’s 
father,  and  Deputy  Register's  grandfather)  was  appointed,  down  to  the  year  1 790 : In  that  year,  the  present 
Register  being  afflicted  with  a paralytic  attack,  and  unable  to  speak,  a Deputy  was  appointed  by  the  then 
Bishop  of  Cloyne,  who  removed  all  the  Papers,  &c.  See.  from  the  old  Office  to  his  own  Dwelling-house.  On 
his  resignation  in  1804,  the  Papers,  Records,  See.  Sic.  as  received  by  the  present  Deputy,  were  reinstated  in 
the  old  Office.  The  House,  which  is  upwards  of  a century  built,  is  very  small,  and  in  every  respect  an 
unfit,  inconvenient  and  improper  place  for  a public  Office,  not  being  one-fourth  part  of  the  size  necessary  for 
presses  and  shelves,  and  such  accommodation  as  the  safe  keeping  of  such  a quantity  of  Public  Records  would 
require ; nor  is  it  to  be  expected  that  the  Deputy  Register  coidd  give  up  any  other  room  in  his  house  for 
the  purpose. 

(3.) — The  Records,  &c.  are  in  a good  state  of  Preservation,  but  not  in  the  state  of  regularity  the 
Deputy  Register  wishes ; there  not  being  accommodation  to  allow  it  The  Wills,  indeed,  and  Adminstration 
Bonds  and  Papers,  are  in  a very  tolerable  state  of  regularity. 

(4.) — The  Deputy  Register  never  got,  or  heard  of,  any  Catalogue  or  Index  from  his  predecessor.  Ease  and 
expedition  in  making  Searches,  would  be  the  benefit  derived  by  the  Public  and  the  Register,  from  having  the 
Records,  Papers,  & c.  regularly  indexed,  and  arranged  in  alphabetical  order  on  shelves  or  in  presses,  divided 
with  tills  for  that  purpose.  Proper  accommodation  being  given,  the  Deputy  Register  and  one  Clerk  would 
complete  the  arrangement  in  two  months. 

(5-) — The 
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(5.) — The  Deputy  Register  is  the  only  Officer  employed  in  the  custody  of  the  Office : his  Duty,  general  Appevdix.

(6.) — -The  Deputy  Register,  being  the  only  Person  intrusted  with  the  care  of  the  Office,  attends  to  the  safe  ' ' ' 

keeping  and  regularity  of  the  Records,  as  far  as  circumstances  will  permit. 

(7.) — To  render  the  Office  useful  aud  convenient  to  the  Register  and  the  Public  at  large,  it  is  incumbent  on  the 
Bishop  to  have  a suitable  Office  built  immediately,  which  should  be  vaulted,  and  secure  from  fire,  dampness,  &c. 
and  a Fund  established  for  a constant  supply  of  Fuel,  and  Salary  for  a Clerk;  the  Office  in  itself  not  being 
adequate  to  the  expense  of  either.  The  Deputy  Register  humbly  submits  to  the  consideration  of  the  Board, 
that  the  Register  (as  has  been  stated)  is  afflicted  with  a paralytic  attack  since  the  year  1790;  in  1803  he 
went  to  Aix-la-Chapelle  for  the  benefit  of  his  health,  where  he  has  been  kept  a prisoner  ever  since;  is  now  a 
very  old  man,  and  were  he  to  die,  and  the  Bishop  to  appoint  any  other  successor  than  the  present  Deputy, 
there  is  not  a single  place  of  safety  to  be  had  in  Cloyne  or  the  neighbourhood,  to  deposit  the  Registry  Papers 
iu,  if  removed  from  the  present  Office.  In  short,  there  can  be  no  regularity  or  accommodation  in  the  conduct 
of  the  Registry  business,  until  a proper  Office  is  provided. 


Additional  Quere. — There  are  132  Parishes,  of  every  description,  in  the  Diocese  of  Cloyne. — Eighteen 
Perpetual  Unions  by  the  Crowu  and  Couueil,  viz.  The  Collegiate  Church  of  Youghall  to  the  See  of  Cloyne ; 
Union  of  Aghada,  held  in  comraendam  with  the  See;  the  Corps  of,  the  Deanry,  Chantership,  Chancellorship, 
Treasurership,  Archdeaconry;  the  Union  of  Ahultie,  Inniscarra,  Castlemartyr,  Kilcoleman,  Glanore, 
Botlion,  Garrycloyne,  Ballynol,  Lyhtcrmurrough,  Macrony,  and  Fermoy. — Twelve  Episcopal  Unions,  viz. 
Union  of  Shandrum,  Castletown,  Wallstown,  Kilbrin,  Moygeeiy,  Ballyclough,  Ivnockmoume,  Ahem,  Nathlash, 
Clonmeen,  Kilbolane,  and  Carrigtohil. 

The  Rural  Deans  report,  that  Registries  are  now  regularly  kept  in  all  Parishes  having  Churches;  at  the 
Annual  Visitation,  the  Clergy  bring  Abstracts  of  the  Entries  made  in  their  Books,  of  all  Births,  Deaths  and 
Marriages,  since  the  preceding  Visitation,  which  are  always  safely  put  up  by  the  Register.  Any  deficiency  in 
tlu{  Records  can  only  be  accounted  for  by  the  removal  of  the  Papers.

The  Answer  of  the  Reverend  Richard  Martin,  Clerk,  Notary  Public,  Register  of  the 
Dioceses  of  Killaloe  and  Kilfenora,  to  the  several  Queries  proposed  by  the  Commissioners 
on  the  Public  Records  in  Ireland. 

(1.)— TIIE  Public  Records  in  my  custody  consist  of—  seven  Manuscript  Books,  one  Roll,  Wills,  Leases,  Register  of 
Visitation  Books,  Proceedings  in  the  Consistorial  Court,  &c.  &c.  One  Book,  in  which  Titles  to  Benefices,  Killaloe  & 
Wills,  Leases,  See.  are  registered,  commences  18th  of  May  1668;  a second  Book,  in  which  the  same  as  above  • ‘ enora~. 
are  registered,  commences  the  18th  of  December  1700;  a third  Book,  in  which  the  Oaths,  Declarations,  and 
Canons,  are  written,  used  in  place  of  a Roll,  commences  the  lotli  of  May  1707,  and  ends  the  20th  of  June 
1804,  and  from  that  time  to  the  present  period  a Roll  has  been  used;  a fourth  Book,  for  registering  Leases,  &c. 
commences  the  1st  of  November  1774;  a fifth,  for  registering  Titles  to  Benefices,  commences  the  26th  Sep- 
tember 177.);  a sixth,  for  registering  Wills  and  Probates,  commences  the  29th  of  April  1791  ; a seventh,  for 
registering  Administration  to  Intestates  Goods,  See.  commences  26th  January  1791.  I have  been  informed  the 
Registry  of  Killaloe  was  burned  in  Cromwell’s  time.  There  are  no  chasms  in  the  Registry  of  the  Diocese  of 
Killaloe,  from  the  year  1 G68,  which  can  be  now  repaired.  I have  heard  that  some  Records,  belonging  to  the 
Diocese  of  Kilfenora,  are  kept  in  the  Registry  of  Clonfert  and  in  the  Registry  of  Tuarn,  to  each  of  which 
Dioceses  it  was  united  at  different  times  before  it  was  annexed  to  Killaloe. 

(2.) — The  Records,  &c.  are  lodged  in  the  Dwelling-house  of  the  Surrogate,  which  is  a secure  and  convenient 
place  for  keeping.  The  house  is  the  private  property  of  the  Surrogate. 


(3.) — The  Records,  &c.  are  in  a good  state  of  Preservation ; and  the  Wills,  Bonds,  &c.  are  placed  in 
alpliubetical  order. 

(4,) — There  are  no  Catalogues,  Calendars,  Schedules,  or  particular  Indexes,  to  each  sort  of  the  Records ; 
jtor  is  it  necessary,  as  by  the  judicious  arrangement  of  ray  Predecessor  in  the  Office,  any  tiling  searched  for  can 
be  found  in  a very  short  time ; nor  do  I beiieve  there  was  any  Index,  See.  in  the  Office  from  the  year  1668. 

(5.)—  A Clerk  is  employed  by  me  for  arranging  the  Records,  under  my  own  inspection,  who  is  on  oath  to 
preserve  them ; and  attends  from  ten  in  the  forenoon  till  four  in  the  afternoon,  except  on  Sundays.  This

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Clerk  is  paid  by  me,  though  my  Income  from  the  Registry  is  very  small,  and  not  by  the  Public,  an 
annual  Salary.  There  is  demanded  for  every  Search  in  the  Office,  two  shillings  and  sixpence;  for  eyery 
Certificate,  three  shillings  and  four-pence ; for  a Copy  of  a Record,  if  short,  three  shillings  and  four-pence ; 
if  above  ten  office  sheets,  six  shillings  and  eight-pence ; and  if  longer,  sixpence  for  every  office  sheet  containing 
six  words  to  the  line  and  fifteen  lines  to  the  sheet. 

(6.) — There  is  a Person,  the  Clerk  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  Quere,  intrusted  with  the  care  of  the  said 
Records,  under  my  own  inspection,  w ho  attends  on  every  Search,  and  takes  care  to  restore  every  Record,  &c. 
to  its  proper  place  in  the  Registry. 

(7.) — There  are  no  Matters,  which  are  not  comprised  in  the  above  Questions,  necessary  to  make  oliser- 
vations  on,  as  there  are  no  Searches  made  in  this  Office,  except  for  Wills  or  Administrations  to  Intestate 
Goods.

207.  CONSISTORY  OF  CLONFERT  AND  KILMACDUAGH 

In  obedience  to  the  Order  of  the  Right  Honourable  the  Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records 
of  Ireland,  I Robert  Blake,  Register  of  the  Diocese  of  Clonfert  and  Kilmacduagh, 
humbly  certify  as  follows  : 

(l.) — THERE  isa  large  Book,  commencing  the  nth  August  1724,  wherein  are  written  all  Leases  belonging 
id  appertaining  to  the  Dioceses  of  Clonfert  and  Kilmacduagh ; as  also,  all  Institutions  to  Benefices, 
rdinations.  Presentations,  Wills,  and  Administrations.  The  Indexes  not  complete. 

(2.) — The  Office  is  kept  in  a Room,  in  the  town  of  Loughrea,  in  the  Diocese  of  Clonfert  and  Kilmacduagh, 
and  County  of  Galway,  for  which  the  Register  pays  25/.  per  annum.  The  Records  are  secure. 

(3.) — The  Records  are  in  a tolerable  state  of  Preservation : they  are  alphabetically  arranged.  There  is 
a fire  constantly  kept  in  the  room  in  the  Winter  and  Spring  months. 

(4.) — There  arc  not  complete  or  correct  general  Catalogues,  Calendars,  Schedules,  Repertories,  or  Indexes. 
The  late  Register,  Mr.  Rowan,  died  at  the  advanced  age  of  ninety-seven : he  kept  no  regular  Registry  for  the 
last  thirty  years  previous  to  his  decease ; of  course  the  Records  suffered  materially.  With  ordinary  diligence, 
the  Records  would  be  complete  in  two  months,  or  thereabouts. 

($.) — The  Register  attends  the  Office  every  day,  except  Sunday,  from  ten  in  the  forenoon  till  four  in  the 
afternoon.  There  is  no  Deputy  employed.  Charges  for  Searches  and  Copies  are  according  to  the  length 
and  trouble  : an  ordinary  Search  is  charged  2 s.  6 d.  The  Income  of  the  Office  only  produces  100/.  per  annum. 
It  has  suffered  since  the  Union.

To  the  Queries  directed  by  the  Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records  in  Ireland,  in  their 
letter  of  18U1  September  tSio,  the  Register  of  the  Dioceses  of  Killala  and  Achonry 
returns  the  following  Answers. 

■°*‘  (1.)— THE  Records  consist  of — Leases;  Maps  of  See  Lands  and  Glebes;  some  old  Papers  relating  to 

ef^KUIaJaft  Rights  and  Claims  of  the  See;  Wills;  Entries  of  Letters  of  Orders;  Titles  to  Ecclesiastical  Benefices; 

Achonry.  Resignations;  Curates’ and  Marriage  Licences,  &c.  &c.  There  are  also  three  Rolls  of  Subscriptions  to  the 

Canons  and  Declarations ; the  Proceedings  had  in  the  Consistorial  Court,  &c.  &c.  &c. — Of  the  Leases,  very  few 
are  of  Record  previous  to  the  year  1798:  the  Books  of  the  Office,  however,  contain  Copies  of  Leases, 

beginning  in  1725,  and  ending  in  1780.  There  appears  to  be  a chasm  of  ten  years,  from  this  last  period  to 

the  year  1800,  when  the  registering  of  Leases  was  began  again. — The  Maps  of  the  See  Lands  and  Glebes 
appear  to  lie  tolerably  perfect : the  greater  number  of  them  were  made  between  the  years  1718  and  1728. — 
The  Wills  arq  in  number  about  350:  they  commence  in  the  year  1 698,  and  are  entered  into  the  Registry 
Books  down  to  1777  only.  There  are  about  160  not  entered  into  the  Registry  Books. — Entries  of  Letters  of 
Orders,  Titles  to  Beuefices,  Resignations,  Curates’  Licences,  &c.  commence  in  1 695,  and  are  carried  down  to 
1783  ; when  a chasm  of  nine  years  occurs  to  1792,  at  which  time  such  Entries  were  began  again. — Entries  of 
Marriage  Licences  commence  in  1 752,  and  are  carried  down  to  1 792 ; when  a chasm  of  eight  years  occurs 
to  1 800,  at  which  time  such  Entries  were  began  again. — The  most  ancient  of  the  three  Rolls  of  Subscriptions 
to  the  Canons  and  Declarations  commences  in  1 727 ; the  last  is  carried  down  to  the  present  time : but  in 
one  of  them  there  appears  a chasm  of  twenty  years,  from  1761  to  1781. — As  to  Proceedings  had  in  the 
Consistorial  Court,  the  most  ancient  commences  in  1 756.  There  are  few  instances  in  which  they  are  perfect.

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The  Records  in  this  Office  arc  very  few  : tlie  chasms  and  deficiencies  are  numerous  and  various;  the  cause  Aprwous. 
whereof  may  in  a great  measure  he  attributed  to  the  Rebellion  of  179S,  when,  I am  informed,  the  house  Ecelwuus-

(2.) — The  Records  arc  kept  in  an  Apartment  in  the  Register  s Dwelling-house,  which  is  secured  by  shutters  Register 
and  an  iron  bar,  in  the  same  manner  as  every  other  apartment  in  the  said  house.  The  Records  are  kept  * 

in  mahogany  Presses ; and  the  Building  is  the  Register's  own  private  property.  . 

(3.) — Many  of  the  Records  are  in  a very  indifferent  state  of  Preservation,  mutilated,  and  worn,  and 
damaged  by  being  trodden  under  foot  in  the  Rebellion  of  1798;  and  probably  owing,  also,  to  there  being  no 
fixed  place  for  the  preservation  of  them ; in  consequence  of  which,  they  have  been  continually  moved  from 
one  house  to  another  in  various  parts  of  the  Dioceses.  The  Records  are  arranged  by  the  side  of  each  other, 
and  each  parcel  labelled. 

(4.) — There  are  neither  Catalogues,  Calendars,  Schedules,  or  Repertories,  but  there  arc  Indexes  to  every 
Book.  There  are  several  Records,  such  as  Wills.  &c.  not  entered  at  length  into  the  Books ; if  they  were, 
much  utility,  in  the  Register's  opinion,  would  result  from  thence,  as  there  would  not  be  a necessity  to  refer, 
upon  all  occasions,  to  the  original  Records.  Six  months,  probably,  might  be  sufficient,  with  die  assistance  of 
a Clerk,  to  complete  what  remains  to  be  done  in  this  Office. 

(5.) — There  are  no  Officers  or  Clerks  employed  in,  the  custody  and  arrangement  of  the  Records.  The 
Register  attends  at  all  hours,  from  ten  in  the  morning  until  night.  He  receives  neither  Salary,  Allowance, 
nor  Emolument,  from  die  Public,  in  respect  of  such  custody,  &c.  The  Register  demands  a Fee  of  us.  6 d.  for 
each  Search  ; $s.  Ad.  for  every  Certificate;  and  from  3 s.  4 d.  to  20  s.  for  the  Copy  of  a Record,  according  to 
die  length  dicreof.  When  the  Register  is  subpoenaed  to  attend  the  Assizes,  or  a Commission,  Sec.  with  any 
Record  of  Ids  Office,  he  charges  one  or  two  guineas  per  day,  according  to  the  distance  he  lias  to  traveL 
The  Register  is  unable  to  state  what  the  annual  Amount  of  such  Charges  may  be,  not  having  kept  an  exact 
account  thereof ; but  diey  probably  do  not  exceed  five  or  six  pounds  per  annum. 

(G.) — At  present  there  is  no  odier  Person  but  the  Register  intrusted  with  the  care  of  die  Records,  &c. 

(7.)— To  thisQuere  the  Register  would  suggest  the  expediency  of  there  being  an  Office  or  House  erected 
for  die  preservation  of  die  Records,  and  to  which  the  Public  might  have  access.  The  want  of  such  a Building 
is  a very  serious  inconvenience,  as  well  to  die  Register  as  to  die  Public.  The  Register  deems  it  unnecessary 
to  enlarge  upon  this  topic,  die  inconveniencics  arising  from  Public  Records  being  kept  in  a private  house 
being  so  obvious.  The  Register  conceives  there  ought  to  be  a Room  at  least  twenty  feet  long  and  sixteen 
wide,  widi  Presses  for  the  preservation  of  the  Records;  and  an  adjoining  Writing  Office,  of  about  die  same 
dimensions,  into  which  die  Public  might  be  admit  ted  : if  to  these  were  added  Apartments  for  the  residence  of 
the  Register  or  his  Deputy,  the  Records  would  be  rendered  more  secure. 

Additional  Quere. — There  are  fifty-two  Parishes  with  Cure  of  Souls,  two  Archdeaconries,  two  Precentor- 
ships,  and  eight  Prebends  without  Cure  of  Souls,  widiin  the  United  Dioceses  of  Killola  and  Achonry. 

The  Deanry  of  Killala  is  consolidated.  There  are  four  Episcopal  Unions  in  the  Diocese  of  Killala ; viz.

Third,  The  Union  of  Castieconnor  and 
Kilglass,  consisting  of  said  two  Parishes. 

The  Deanry  of  Achonry  is  consolidated.  There  are  five  Episcopal  Unions  in  the  Diocese  of  Achonry  ; 
viz.  First,  The  Union  of  Killoran  and  Kilvarnet,  consisting  of  said  two  Parishes.  Second,  The  Union  of 
Killaraght,  consisting  of  the  Parishes  of  Killaraglit,  Kiltrec,  and  Kilshalvey.  Third,  The  Union  of  Castlemore, 
consisting  of  the  Parishes  of  Castlemore,  Kilcoleman,  and  Kilmovee.  Fourth,  The  Union  of  Streade, 
consisting  of  die  Parishes  of  Streade  or  Templeniore,  Bucholla,  Towumore,  Killasser,  and  Killedan.

qi8. 

(i.) — THE  original  Records  belonging  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  ChristChurch,  amount  to  several  Library  and 
thousands  in  number;  almost  all  are  written  in  Latin  or  Norman  Court-hand,  and  chiefly  relating  to  the  ofChrist 

Possessions  and  Privileges  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter,  or  their  predecessors  the  Prior  and  Convent  of  the  Holy  Church, 

Trinity.  Among  these,  are  various  Statutes  and  Ordinances,  Royal  and  Private  Grants,  Charters,  Kings  v u . 

Letters,  Conventions,  Inquisitions,  Wills,  Rolls  of  Accounts,  Rentals,  and  a great  number  of  Papal  Bulls 
and  Indulgences,  beginning  about  the  time  of  Henry  Second,  and  continued  down  to  the  Reformation,  with 
little  or  no  remarkable  interruption.  Some  of  the  earliest  of  the  above,  are,  a Charter  of  Henry  the  Second, 
dated  about  n 72,  to  the  above  community  ; and  two  Bulls  of  Pope  Urban,  to  confirm  the  Constitutions  of 
Archbishop  Comyn  and  the  Possessions  of  this  Church,  dated  in  1186.  All  these  Records  are  either  tied  in 
bundles  or  strung  on  Files,  and  kept  in  oak  Presses  in  the  Library  of  Christ  Church.  Where  there  also  are 
various  Manuscript  Books ; of  which  the  following  are  the  principal  : 

1.  Registrum  Novum.  Three  folio  volumes,  containing  Copies  of  most  of  the  above  Records,  with 
imitations  of  the  seals  and  signatures,  Abstracts  of  the  substance  of  them  in  English,  and  a Table  of  Contents. 

This  work  was  compiled  by  the  late  Doctor  Lyon.  He  has  digested  these  Transcripts  chronologically,  and 
interspersed  numerous  other  extracts  from  the  Liber  Niger,  and  Liber  Albtis,  herein-after  mentioned,  and  from 
the  Rolls  of  Chancery,  apparently  with  a view  of  furnishing  a complete  collection  of  the  Antiquities,  Property, 
and  Privileges  of  Christ  Church  ; but  several  Records  copied  in  these  volumes,  are  missing,  notwithstanding 
that  much  care  and  circumspection  are  employed  for  the  preservation  of  the  Records  of  this  Cathedral. 

2.  Repertorium  Viride.  This  is  a Book  respecting  the  Churches  and  Religious  Houses  in  the  Diocese  of 
Dublin,  composed  by  Archbishop  Allen  in  1532. 

3.  A Vellum  Book,  of  Entries  of  Leases  belonging  to  Christ  Church. 

4.  Another,  of  Benefactions  to  ditto. 

5.  Acts  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter,  from  1634  to  1703. 

6.  Some  Books  of  Hearings  in  the  High  Court  of  Chancery,  during  the  Protectorate ; and  some  other 
Court  Books,  in  Court-hand. 

7.  Charter  of  Henry  VIH.  for  changing  the  Prior  and  Convent  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter.  A Copy  of  a 
Bill,  transmitted  in  1643,  to  confirm  the  rights  of  the  latter.  The  King's  Letter  granting  them  One  hundred 
Pounds,  in  1 679.  Ordinances  of  the  King's  Commissioners  on  creating  the  Dean  and  Chapter.  A special 
Verdict  respecting  the  Liberties  of  Christ  Church,  found  in  1613.  Orders  of  Council  concerning  this 
Church,  &c. 

8.  Liber  Albus.  This  is  a vellum  folio,  bound  in  wood,  written  by  Thomas  Tyche  about  1490 ; containin'! 

Statutes,  Grants,  and  other  Documents,  relating  chiefly  to  this  Cathedral,  its  Lands,  Immunities,  and  Rights ; 
and  almost  every  article  in  it  has  been  copied  into  the  Registrum  Novum.  In  tins  Book,  folio  23,  &c.  is  a 
Bull  of  Pope  Nicholas,  dated  in  1277,  recognizing  the  King  of  England's  right  of  granting  licence  to  the  Prior 
and  Convent  of  Christ  Church,  and  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  St.  Patrick’s,  to  elect  an  Archbishop  of 
Dublin. 

9.  Liber  Niger.  Also  a vellum  folio,  bound  in  w-ood,  and  written  in  Court-hand  ; contains  near  500  pages 
closely  written,  with  many  illuminated  capitals,  about  the  year  1340.  Its  contents  are  very  miscellaneous : 

Charters,  Statutes;  Norman  French  Poems,  leonine  and  other  Latin  Verses;  Registries  of  Writs;  Calendars, 

Chronicles,  Chronologies,  Martyrologies,  Legends;  Grants;  Letters  Historical  and  Empirical;  Memorandums; 

Lists  of  Tenants;  a curious  Treatise  of  Arithmetic,  exhibiting  the  state  of  that  science  before  the  introduction 
of  Arabic  numerals ; and  sundry  articles  relating  to  the  Antiquities  of  Christ  Church,  one  of  which,  published 
in  the  Monasticon,  relates,  that  its  Vaults  were  built  by  the  Danes  and  consecrated  by  Saint  Patrick,  and  that 
the  Church  was  afterwards  built  and  endowed  by  Sitric.  Of  these  numerous  articles,  some  of  the  most  impor- 
tant are,  Copies  of  Magna  Charta,  Charta  de  Foresta,  Confirmatio  Chartarum,  and  the  principal  early  English 
Statutes ; some  of  which  arc  considerably  disguised  by  titles,  commencements  and  conclusions,  differing 
from  the  corresponding  Acts  published  in  the  Statutes  of  the  Realm.  The  above-mentioned  Records  likewise 
contain  various  articles  relating  to  Tithes  of  Merchandise,  and  Tithe  Fish  of  the  Liffey,  for  which  the  Dean 
and  Chapter  obtained  a Decree  against  the  Corporation  of  Dublin ; a Dispute  between  the  Clergy  of  the  two 
Cathedrals,  Christ  Church  and  Saint  Patrick’s ; some  curious  Lists  of  Prices;  and  many  other  things  illustrative 
of  History  and  Antiquities,  particularly  those  of  Dublin  and  the  Church.

(3.)— The 
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(3.) — The  above  Records  are  in  general  in  tolerable  Preservation ; but  some  arc  partly  effaced  ; and  of  others 
scarcely  a single  word  is  discernible,  particularly  the  Constitutions  of  Archbishop  Comvn,  above  mentioned. 
They  are  mostly  numbered,  and  either  tied  up  in  bundles  or  filed,  but  several  numbers  are  missing,  and 
others  deranged.  The  Books  of  Chancery  Hearings  are  much  tom. 

(4-) — There  is  no  Repertory,  Index,  or  Table  of  Contents,  save  as  above-mentioned;  but  no  apparent 
utility  would  result  to  the  Public,  from  making  others  more  complete. 

(5.) — No  further  Observation  secins  necessary  or  expedient.

— THERE  is  one  manuscript  Book,  given  into  the  Registry  Office  by  Dr.  Knox,  when  Bishop  of 
Killaloe,  entitled,  A State  of  the  Diocese  of  Kiilaloe,  presented  to  His  Majesty's  Commissioners  at  Dublin, 
July  the  tst,  1622,  by  John  Ryder,  then  Bishop  of  Killaloe  ; and  Acts  of  Parliament,  from  the  year  1800  to  the 
end  of  the  last  Session  1 8 1 0.

(5.) — There  are  so  few  Records  in  the  Office,  that  I have  no  Observations,  that  would  make  them  more 
convenient  to  the  Public  than  at  present,  to  make.

the  period  aforesaid;  which  said  Chapter  Books  are  lodged  by  the  Members  of  said  Chapter,  for  safe 
keeping,  with  the  Reverend  Edmond  Burton,  their  Treasurer,  who  resides  at  Tuam  aforesaid.

V O U It  Letter,  dated  tlie  1 8tli  of  last  September,  was  received  by  me  only  yesterday  by  private  hand  ; 
owing  to  some  oversight,  it  remained  in  the  Register’s  Office  of  the  Diocese. — In  answer  to  the  Queries  directed 
by  the  Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records  of  Ireland,  I have  little  to  remark. 

(».) — There  is  no  library  attached  to  this  Cathedral,  nor  original  Records  of  any  nature,  except  a very  old 
Chapter  Book,  nearly  defaced.  The  Chapter  Acts  are  in  Latin,  all  seemingly  held  for  the  purpose  of  raising  con- 
tributions for  repairs  of  the  Cathedral,  at  which  time  it  was  not  deemed  “ the  Parish  Church  but  since,  the 
Act  of  Parliament  was  made  and  passed,'  for  causing  all  Cathedrals  to  become  the  Parish  Churches,  where 
the  said  Churches  are  in  ruins.  I find  no  Chapters  have  been  since  held,  the  Cathedral  being  now  kept  up  as 
other  Churches,  by  Cess  levied  off  the  Parish.  The  last  Chapter  that  appears  to  have  been  held  was  in  the 
year  1770. 

(2.) — There  is  no  Building  of  any  kind  for  keeping  Records ; the  Chapter  Acts  have  been  always  left  in  the 
possession  of  the  officiating  Clergyman  of  the  Parish. 

(3.) — The  said  Chapter  Acts  are  in  a very  ruinous  state,  and  nearly  defaced  ; they  are  recorded  in  a Book, 
seemingly  without  any  regularity  at  present,  the  leaves  being  all  loose. 

(4.) — There  arc  not  any  Catalogues,  Schedules  or  Indexes,  of  any  Records,  nor  can  I see  that  any  good 
could  arise  from  any  such  being  made  of  the  Chapter  Acts,  those  being  the  only  Records  to  he  found ; nor  do 
I believe  that  any  others  respecting  this  Cathedral,  are  in  the  possession  of  any  other  Person. 

(.'}•) — I sec  no  other  matters,  comprised  in  the  Questions  sent  to  me,  which  appear  in  the  least  worthy 
of  remark.

— 1 must  beg  leave  to  observe,  that  it  may  not  be  in  my  power  on  every  occasion  to  state  whether 
a MS.  be  an  Original  or  Copy,  on  sure  and  certain  grounds ; but  where  I think  there  are  good  grounds, 
I shall  there  state  them.  For  the  sake  of  order,  I shall  divide  all  the  MS.  Documents  under  two  general 
heads;  the  First,  Ecclesiastical;  the  Second,  Civil.

Answers  to  the  Queries  on  the  subject  of  Original  Documents  laid  up  and  preserved  in  the  library  of 
Trinity  College  Dublin,  among  its  MSS. 

(2.  & 3.) — These  MSS.  (which  are  the  property  of  Trinity  College  Dublin)  are  preserved  in  a Room  at 
the  East  aid  of  its  Library,  whence  they  are  not  permitted  to  be  taken,  nor  even  inspected,  but  in  tlio 
presence  of  the  Librarian.  This  Room  is  not  opened  for  reading,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  outside  Library, 
nor  is  it  ever  permitted  to  be  opened,  unless  the  Librarian  be  present,  These  measures  are  required  by  our 
Statutes,  and  diligently  observed  for  the  purpose  of  Preservation  of  the  MSS.,  and  to  render  them  as  authentic 
documents  as  possible.  There  is  a Catalogue  of  these  MSS.  which  was  drawn  up,  as  I have  heard  aud 
believe,  by  the  late  Doctor  Lyon,  about  the  year  1 745,  as  near  as  I can  conjecture ; it  certainly  was  after 
1 741 , and  before  1 748.  This  Catalogue  is  very  well  drawn  up,  the  Author  of  it  having  had  the  advantage 
of  the  more  ancient  Catalogues,  in  his  composing  it.  But  as  several  MSS.  have  been  either  purchased  by 
the  College,  or  presented  to  it,  since  the  time  of  drawing  up  said  Catalogue,  it  falls  short  of  being  a perfect 
Catalogue,  so  far  as  relates  to  them.  But  it  is  not  to  be  understood  that  no  account  of  these  Books  is  to  be 
found  in  the  Catalogue ; on  the  contrary,  I have  taken  care  to  have  all  these  entered  at  the  end  of  the 
Catalogue,  with  every  particular  relative  to  them  that  came  to  my  knowledge.  The  reasons  of  drawing  up 
the  Catalogue  by  Doctor  Lyon  were  these : 1st.  The  Library  had  been  lately  built  and  opened  at  tliat  time  j 
and  as  a new  arrangement  was  then  made  of  the  Books  in  MS.  a new  Catalogue  of  course  became  necessary. 
2dly.  In  the  year  1741,  Doctor  Stearue,  Bishop  of  Clogher,  mid  Vice  Chancellor  of  the  University,  gave 
a valuable  Collection  to  the  College,  of  MSS.  relative  to  Ireland.  These  MSS,  had,  many  of  them,  been 
collected  by  John  Madden ; and  they,  as  well  as  those  belonging  to  T.  C.  D.  are  mentioned  in  the  printed 
Work,  Oxford  1 G97,  published  as  I believe  by  Tanner,  and  entitled,  “ Catalogus  MSS.  Angli®  et  Hibemi®.” 
These  MSS.  given  by  Stearue  were  so  considerable  an  addition,  that  a new  Catalogue  became  absolutely 
necessary.  I11  tills  new  Catalogue,  the  MSS.  are  arranged  in  a very  good  order,  so  that  any  alteration  would 
be  a change  for  the  worse ; and  all  the  MSS.  are  in  good  Preservation. 

(4.) — L think  there  was  one  measure  omitted,  at  the  time  when  the  Catalogue  was  drawn  up,  and  which 
would  have  beeu  of  some  use  to  the  Public,  had  it  been  adopted.  This  would  have  consisted  in  connecting 
the  MS.  Catalogue  drawn  up  by  Doctor  Lyon,  with  the  printed  Catalogue  published  in  1697;  for  this 
last  being  in  the  hands  of  the  Public,  could  be  consulted  hy  much  more  jiersons  than  the  MS,  Catalogue, 
lying  in  the  MS.  Room,  and  accessible  only  through  the  medium  of  the  Librarian.  This  end  would  have 
been  accomplished  by  interleaving,  with  leaves  of  writing-paper,  the  printed  Catalogue  of  1697,  and  on 
those  leaves  writing,  opposite  to  each  book,  its  new  place.  By  tins  means,  a reference  might  easily  be  made 
in  the  margin  of  the  present  MS.  Catalogue  to  each  book,  referring  to  its  ancient  place  in  the  printed 
Catalogue ; and  thus  both  Catalogues  connected  together,  and  all  the  Books  mentioned  in  the  Catalogue  of 
1697,  proved  to  exist  also  in  that  of  174,5,  As  matters  at  present  stand,  the  printed  Catalogue  of  1697  is 
of  little  use.  The  measure  above  suggested,  derives  its  importance  (if  it  be  of  any  importance)  solely  from 
the  change  in  the  arrangement  and  places  of  the  MSS.  that  was  made  when  a new  Library  was  erected,

College  of  (i.) — TH  ERE  is  no  College  at  Armagh,  properly  so  called  : The  Vicars  Choral  of  the  Cathedral,  in  their 

Armagh.  Charter  0f  Incorporation,  anno  i 634,  are  styled  “ The  Royal  College  of  Vicars  ;”  and  the  Free  Grammar 
School  is  vulgarly  called  a College ; but  neither  of  diese  Foundations  possesses  any  Archives,  original  Rolls, 
Records,  or  MSS.  of  any  kind  or  nature  whatever. 

(2.) — There  is  a Dean  and  Chapter  of  the  Cathedral ; which  also  has  no  Archives,  original  or  other  Papers, 
excepting  those  containing  Entries  of  its  annual  and  occasional  Acts,  Accompts,  and  Succession  and 
Installation  of  its  Members. 

(3.) — There  is  a Public  Library  at  Armagh,  built,  endowed,  and  for  the  most  part  furnished  with  Books, 
by  die  late  Primate  Robinson;  the  Visitation  and  Oversight  of  which  is  vested,  by  stat.  13,  14  Geo.  Ilf. 
chap.  40.  in  the  Primate,  Dean,  and  Chapter,  Sec. : but  said  Library  contains  no  original  Records,  Rolls,  &c. 
either  printed  or  manuscript,  or  MS.  Copies  of  the  same. 


(4.) — There  is  a Record  Room,  built  also  by  Primate  Robinson,  opposite  to  the  West  end  of  the  Cathedral, 
as  a safe  Repository  for  Papers  of  consequence,  whether  of  a public  or  private  nature,  being  flagged  and 
vaulted,  &c. ; the  lower  part  assigned  to  die  Register  of  die  Diocese  for  an  Office ; die  upper,  or  Gallery,  for 
Papers  as  above  mentioned ; the  Key,  by  the  Primate’s  Will,  to  be  kept  by  die  Librarian  pro  tempore.  In  this 
Gallery  diere  are  some  MS.  Papers,  but  of  little  consequence,  mosdy  respecting  the  See  of  Armagh  ; viz.  old 
Rent  Rolls,  Surveys  and  Maps  of  its  Estates,  Ditto  of  the  Glebes  of  some  Parishes,  Lists  of  Town  Lands  of 
same,  See.  The  most  important  are  the  following;  viz.  1.  State  of  the  Dioceses  of  Raphoe,  Derry,  and 
Drouiore,  1727;  Ditto  of  Ardagh,  Kilmore,  Clogher,  1733. — 2.  Regal  Visitation  of  Dioceses  of  Dowjj  and 
Connor  in  1693,  2 Vols.  folio.

Commissioners  for  Irish  Records,  relative  to  the  King’s  Inns  Library. 


(l .) — I SHALL  review  the  Questions  in  such  maimer  as  appeal's  to  my  humble  judgment  most  respectful  Librarian 

to  die  Commissioners,  in  being  auxiliary  to  their  important  duty,  which  bears  a double  aspect,  by  blending  a Society* of 

solemn  inquiry  into  existing  Muniments,  widi  a provident  care  to  preserve  diem  and  all  future  National  King's  inns. 
Records,  for  remote  posterity.  My  mode  shall  therefore  be  to  set  out  and  explain  fully  and  precisely,  what-  ' v ’ 
ever  Manuscripts  are  contained  in  the  King’3  Inns  Library ; whereby  die  Board  will  be  enabled  to  appreciate 
their  impoi-tance,  whether  bearing  an  original  stamp,  or  containing  materials  already  ascertained  and  known. 

No  public  or  professional  Library  appertained  to  die  legal  body  until  die  year  1787,  or  was  brought  into  view 
until  die  year  1792.  The  Collection  formed  part  of  the  library  of  Christopher  Robinson,  Esquire,  senior 
Puisne  Justice  of  His  Majesty’s  Court  of  King’s  Bench,  and  contained  no  Manuscripts,  except  a few  Journals 
of  Parliament,  now  of  littie  value,  in  consequence  of  the  publication  of  an  accurate  and  improved  edition. — • 

A Doctrina  Placitaudi,  incorporated  widi  references  to  original  authorities,  preceding  as  well  as  cotemporary 
and  subsequent  Reports.  Its  professional  value  can  be  presumed  by  observing,  that  it  was  the  compilation  of 
that  enlightened  common  lawyer  and  accomplished  chancellor,  Charles  Earl  Camden. — A few  folio  volumes, 
which  contain  die  Opinions  of  English  Crown  Lawyers  on  important  points  of  Prerogative  and  Revenue, 
together  widi  otiier  original  matter.  The  preservation  of  such  documents  appeared  to  me  becoming  a legal 
Society,  and  not  even  unworthy  the  attention  of  Government.  This  practice  has  been  regularly  observed  in 
Scotland,  and  lately  recommended  by  the  Record  Commissioners  of  that  Kingdom,  as  well  as  tiieir  Deputies, 
who  have  thus  unanimously  considered  them  a portion  of  National  Muniments. — Original  authentic  transactions 
of  the  King’s  Inns  Society  are  also  preserved  in  a Manuscript  folio,  entitled,  The  Black  Book.  A perusal  of 
it  led  ine  to  a publication  of  the  History  of  the  King’s  Inns,  and  the  King's  Inns  Remembrances ; for  attach- 
ment to  the  legal  Urlion  of  both  Islands,  as  well  as  a regard  to  the  dignity  of  my  profession,  bound  me  to 
compare  the  original  Acts  of  its  Members  with  the  movements  of  cotemporary  innovation.  The  Book  is  nearly 
as  singular  in  its  frame,  as  in  the  matter  contained : A few  pages  exhibit  Entries  of  Members,  in  the  Latin 
language ; some  annual  Accounts  of  King’s  Inns  Treasurers  are  also  in  Latin ; whilst  others,  of  an  earlier  period, 
appear  in  die  mother  tongue.  The  pages  are  marked  in  legal  form  like  Coke  on  Littleton ; the  size  of  the

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(2.) — The  preceding  Manuscripts  form  part  of  the  King’s  Inns  Library,  and  were  removed  about  two  years 
since,  by  order  of  the  Bench,  from  a temporary  wooden  Building,  in  which  they  were  regularly  arranged  and 
classed,  to  the  Council  Chamber,  and  an  adjoining  room  in  that  new  structure,  called  the  Dining  Hall. 
However,  these  apartments  are  not  adapted  to  tire  unforseen  change ; I therefore  form  an  humble  hope,  that 
the  adjacent  unfinished  Building  may  be  speedily  proceeded  upon,  and  completed.  The  original  plan  was  for 
a Library;  and  it  will  form  a Repository  for  Beoks  and  Manuscripts,  suitable  to  the  dignity  of  the  Profession 
and  Nation.  These  Buildings  stand  on  ground  held  under  different  leases,  and  taken  so  lately  as  the  years 
1 793  and  1 794 ; therefore  form  no  part  of  the  Royal  Grants.  An  Act  of  Parliament  has  since  passed, 
which  moulded  any  uncertainty  in  the  tenure  into  a perpetuity,  and  concludes  with  this  necessary  provision ; 
“ That  the  Society  may  sue  and  be  sued  by  the  Name  of  the  Society  of  King's  Inns,  in  any  way  respecting 
“ the  said  Lands  or  the  Buildings  to  b%  erected  thereon."  Thus  wisely  confirming  a corporate  principle  to 
the  object  of  the  Statute,  and  leaving  to  the  Legal  Body,  in  every  other  respect,  their  former  position,  of  a 
voluntary  self-created  Society.  As  to  security,  the  southern  wall  of  the  Council  Chamber  was  an  intended 
interior  separation  from  the  unfinished  Building ; its  slightness  must  therefore  affect  Books  or  Manuscripts  on 
that  side,  with  a gradual  destructive  damp ; whilst  the  removal  cannot  be  effected  without  rendering  an  apart- 
ment, already  too  small,  still  more  inconvenient. 

(3.) — The  Black  Book  fell  into  my  hands  with  the  cover  completely  broken,  and  the  leaves  perfectly  loose ; 
its  Preservation  has  been  probably  owing  to  a state  which  rendered  it  difficult  of  perusal,  and  the  paper  too 
fragile  for  modem  use.  The  Book  lias  been  carefully  bound,  the  mouldering  or  broken  leaves  strengthened, 
and  even  its  original  cover  preserved:  It  thus  unites  the  acts  of  eminent  men  two  centuries  since,  with 
their  original  signatures,  attesting  such  transactions.  The  other  Manuscript  Books  are  in  correspondent 
Preservation- 


book  is  also  nearly  similar,  but  many  leaves  are  unwritten  upon ; the  actual  contents  could  therefore  be  compressed 
within  a book  of  half  the  compass.  The  Society  was  in  abeyance  during  the  Civil  Wars,  but  emerged  amid 
the  gloom  of  Cromwellian  Usurpation,  and  exhibits  an  Entry  of  Members  and  their  transactions,  in  English. 
As  this  legislative  and  republican  reform  was  repealed  on  the  Restoration,  it  is  matter  of  surprize  that  the 
Society  did  not  resume  the  ancient  mode.  In  three  or  four  subsequent  instances,  Latinism  prevails ; but  with 
these  exceptions,  the  English  language  supersedes  its  classic  predecessor.  To  detail  this  Book  in  that 
variety  of  views  which  its  pcmsal  will  present  to  a legal  mind,  must  not  only  exceed  mv  capacity,  but 
the  limits  of  propriety  impliedly  prescribed  by  the  Questions.  Should  the  Board  order  that  venerable  legal 
document  to  be  printed,  the  Original  can  be  preserved  with  becoming  care,  a proper  Index  formed,  Notes  also 
explanatory  of  History’  and  Law,  or  illustrative  of  distinguished  Individuals,  may  be  added  by  the  Editor.  Such 
commentary  can  furnish  collateral  authenticity  and  explanation  to  doubtful  or  forgotten  principles  of  our 
ancient  Constitution ; and  the  King’s  Inns  Society  thence  appear  peculiarly  entitled  to  national  respect  or 
remembrance,  being  the  principal  hive,  whence  have  sprung  most  of  those  illustrious  Irishmen  who  sustained 
the  military  character  of  their  Country,  guided  her  public  councils,  or  fixed  her  literary  fame.  As  I was 
convinced  that  several  Books  and  Documents  disappeared,  both  from  accident  and  design,  I had  recourse  to 
that  volume  of  Lodge's  MS.  entitled,  a List  of  the  King’s  Inns  Members  : this  research  confirmed  preceding 
suspicions,  for  books  underwent  tiiat  gentleman's  review,  which  no  longer  grace  our  Treasurer’s  Office  or 
King's  Inns  Library  : a notable  proof  of  the  national  benefits  which  must  result  from  a faithful  execution  of  the 
Record  Commission,  whereby  documents  of  the  legal  body  next  in  value  to  legislative  enactments,  or  evidences 
of  property,  will  be  regularly  arranged  and  correctly  preserved.  Thus  the  internal  movements  of  that  Society 
may  second  principles  of  Imperial  policy,  in  preserving  as  close  a resemblance  to  the  parent  Societies  in  London, 
as  local  circumstances  can  warrant  or  existing  Statutes  enforce. 


(4.) — -There  are  a few  blank  pages  at  the  end  of  the  Black  Book,  on  which  an  Index  may  he  formed,  or 
transferred  thereto  from  the  printed  Copy,  should  there  be  an  order  from  this  Honourable  Board  to  that 
effect.  There  are  no  Indexes  to  the  other  Manuscripts,  nor  do  such  seem  necessary ; except  their  publication 
shall  be  also  resolved  upon.  The  Catalogue  which  I have  made  of  the  Library,  is  in  the  hands  of  some  of 
the  Profession,  and  has  been  used  for  some  years,  though  not  submitted  directly,  for  either  plan  or  execution, 
to  the  judgment  of  the  Society  ; which,  however,  shall  be  shortly  done. 

(5.) — As  the  state  of  the  Society  is  now  under  review,  it  would  ill  become  me  to  obtrude  an  opinion ; let 
me  only  add  what  I anticipate,  as  the  result  of  existing  inquiry,  that  a correct  and  constitutional  establisliment 
of  the  Legal  Body  must  eyer  form  the  strongest  link  of  union  between  both  Islands,  and  give  decisive  evidence 
of  the  wisdom,  as  well  as  public  spirit,  of  such  persons  as  may  exert  themselves  to  perfect  and  perpetuate 
tluil  settlement.

Society  of 
King’s  Inns,  relate  merely  to  die  transactions  of  die  Society,  with  respect  to  it*  Members,  or  die  ancient 
property,  as  well  as  modern  acquisitions  of  die  Society.  Many  of  die  older  Documents  have,  it  is  presumed, 
been  lost.  The  following  is  an  accurate  List  of  diose  tiiat  remain  in  my  Office; — 1st,  A Book,  called  die 
Green  Book:  This  commences  in  Easter  Term  1712,  and  ends  in  Easter  Term  1742:  It  consists  prin- 
cipally of  the  Admissions  of  Persons  to  the  rank  of  Benchers,  with  Regulations  of  internal  Management, 
Appointment  of  Chaplains,  Treasurers,  and  Stewards. — 2d.  A Book,  entitled,  Admission  of  Benchers ; com- 
mencing in  Hilary  Term  1741,  and  terminating  in  Hilary  Term  1791:  Several  Regulations  and  Orders  for 
internal  Management  are  inserted  in  this  Book. — 3d.  A Book,  entitled,  Admission  ot  Barristers;  com- 
mencing Michaelmas  Term  1732,  and  concluding  with  Hilary  Term  1791. — 4th.  A Book,  entitled.  Admission 
ofAttomies;  commencing  Michaelmas  Term  1752,  and  ending  in  Hilary  Term  1792. — 5th.  A Book,  which 
contains  Entries  of  Students  into  die  said  Society,  from  die  first  of  Hilary  Term  1 7S2  to  the  1 8th  of  November 
1785. — 6th.  Another  Book,  for  the  Admission  of  Students;  commencing  11th  January  1786,  and  ending 
on  die  i6di  February  1792. — 7th.  A Book,  which  contains  die  Admission  of  Banisters;  commencing 
Trinity  Term  1782,  and  ending  Hilary  Term  1792. — Several  Books  for  Admission  of  Students,  from  Hilary 
Term  1792,  exclusive,  to  Trinity  Term  1810,  inclusive,  are  also  in  my  Office. 
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(a.) — These  Documents  are  safely  kept  in  the  Office  of  die  Treasurer  of  the  Society. 


(3.) — The  Documents  are  in  good  Preservation. 

(4.) — From  the  nature  of  the  Documents,  an  Answer  to  this  Question  is  unnecessary. 

(5.) — The  Treasurer  of  the  Society  is  intrusted  widi  the  care  of  these  Documents. 

(6.) — From  respect  to  the  institution  of  die  Record  Commission,  from  which  considerable  benefit  to  die 
Law,  Constitution,  and  History  of  this  Country,  is  expected,  J have  answered  the  preceding  Questions  fully 
and  accurately ; principally  to  satisfy  the  Commissioners,  that  there  are  not  in  the  custody  of  the  Society  of 
King's  Inns,  any  Records  whatsoever  witiiin  the  scope  of  their  investigation,  as  it  appears  to  me.

A Return  from  the  Librarian  of  the  Library  founded  by  the  late  Narcissus  Archbishop 
of  Armagh,  at  or  near  St  Sepulchre's,  Dublin,  to  the  Queries  proposed  by  the  Record 
Commissioners  of  Ireland. 

(‘•)-TH  E said  Library  contains  several  Manuscripts,  which  refer  to  Irish  History  and  Law,  as  will  appear  Marsh’s 
by  the  fallowing  Extract  from  the  Manuscript  Catalogue  of  the  Library.  The  entire  Catalogue  is  not  set  out,  . Library- 
it  not  being  thought  necessary  to  particularize  Works  of  a different  import,  however  original  in  tiieir  nature ; 
besides,  the  Library  is  always  open  for  the  inspection  of  the  Commissioners,  or  such  Persons  as  they  may 
please  to  appoint. 

Manuscripts: — Repertorium  Viride;  Archbishop  Alan's  Account  of  the  Churches  in  the  Diocese  of 
Dublin;  Ecclesiastical  Aflairs  of  Ireland;  Annales  Hibernia: ; State  of  Ireland  from  1640;  Court  Book 
of  Esker  and  Cromlin ; Liber  Niger,  seu  Registrum  Jo.  Alani  Archiepiscopi  Dublin ; Royal  Grants  in 
Ireland ; State  and  Revenue  of  Bishops  of  Meath  and  Clunmacnoishe,  as  delivered  to  the  Kings  Com- 
missioners by  J.  Usher,  1622  ; same  as  returned  by  Ant.  Dopping  1693  ; Precedents,  &c.  of  the  Diocese  of 
Armagh  ; Liber  Precedentium  Dud.  Loftus  ; An  Answer  to  Tyrone’s  seditious  Declaration  sent  to  the 
Popish  Priests  in  the  Pale,  written  probably  by  Thomas  Jones,  Bishop  of  Meath,  afterwards  Archbishop  of 
Dublin ; Jurisdiction  of  Prerogative  Court  of  Ireland ; Practice  of  Admiralty  Court  of  Dublin ; James  the  2d’s 
Proclamation  for  Toleration  in  Scotland,  with  Remarks  on  it ; Remarks  on  two  papers  on  Religion,  by 
Charles  II.;  Articles  of  Peace,  July  2lst  1667,  between  Charles  2d.

This  Library  is  not  a Diocesan  Library,  nor  does  it  contain  any 
Diocesan  Archives.  It  was  built  and  endowed  by  the  munificence  of  the  above  mentioned  Prelate,  and 
vested  in  Trustees,  as  may  appear  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  relative  thereto,  which  passed  in  the  7th  of 
Queen  Anne. 

(3  ) The 
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(3.) — The  said  Manuscripts  are  in  good  condition,  and  are  arranged  in  a particular  Class  by  themselves, 
and  preserved  with  the  usual  attention  paid  to  every  part  of  the  library. 

(4.) — The  Books  in  the  said  Library  arc  properly  entered  in  a Catalogue,  consisting  of  twelve  small  folio 
volumes  of  rough  paper;  there  is  a distinct  small  Catalogue,  consisting  of  a few  sheets  only,  for  the 
Manuscripts.  The  Librarian  loes  not  know  of  any  improvement  immediately  necessary,  but  should  sqch 
hereafter  occur  to  him,  he  will  feel  it  his  duty  to  submit  the  same  to  the  Governors  and  Guardians  of  the 
Library. 

(5.) — The  Librarian  cannot  mggest  any  matter,  not  comprised  in  the  preceding  Questions,  either  expedient 
or  necessary,  to  render  the  use  M'  the  said  Manuscripts  more  convenient  to  the  Public.

IN  compliance  with  your  directions,  I have  the  honour  to  transmit  the  following  Answers  to  your  Queries.— 

In  the  library  of  the  Dublin  Society,  there  are  Seventeen  MS.  Volumes  in  folio,  which  had  been  collected 
by  Walter  Harris,  and  are  chiefly  in  his  own  handwriting.  The  ten  first  Volumes  contain  Deeds,  Patents, 
Letters,  Extracts,  and  a variety  of  historical  documents  relating  both  to  the  Civil  and  Ecclesiastical  affairs 
of  Ireland,  in  a continued  seres,  from  the  reign  of  Henry  II.  included,  to  that  of  William  III. ; including 
some  odd  years  of  Ins  reign,  ind  even  some  Papers  of  the  time  of  Queen  Anne.  There  is  a Catalogue  of 
the  Deeds,  &c.  contained  in  tluse  ten  Volumes,  which  was  drawn  up  by  Harris  himself,  with  considerable 
accuracy,  particularly  as  to  the  dates  of  each  document ; it  is  however  incomplete,  not  coming  down  later 
than  the  9th  of  Charles  I.  a.  d.  1633.  Tliis  Catalogue  I call  Vol.  11th.  No  Index  to  the  ten  Volumes. — 
The  remaining  six  Volumes  ire  numbered  separately : Volume  I.  is  entitled,  Collectanea  Rev.  admodum 
Viri  Guliclmi  King  nuper  Arii  Dublin  de  Ilospitalibus  potissitnum  Coenobiis  et  Monasteriis  Hibemicis ; 
Varia  etiam  alia  de  Rebus  Hibemicis,  tarn  ecclesiasticis,  quara  dvilibus  Complectentia.  At  the  end  of  these 
Collectanea,  there  is  both  a Citalogue  and  Index  ; after  which  come  divers  Papers  and  Documents,  of  which 
I find  neither  Catalogue  nor  Index.  Volume  II.  contains  a multitude  of  historical  documents  relating  to 
Irish  history,  copied  in  great  part  from  Bishop  Sterne’s  Collection ; among  them  are  the  Annals  of 
Innisfallen,  Multifeman,  &c. ; Extracts  from  other  Irish  Annals ; besides  many  other  very  curious  documents.  At 
the  beginning  of  this  volume  is  a Catalogue  or  Table  of  Contents : no  Index.  In  Volume  III.  is  comprised  a 
great  number  of  miscellaneous  Papers,  Deeds,  Warrants,  Schedules,  Inquisitions,  &c.  &c.  There  is  a Catalogue 
of  them  at  the  beginning  of  the  volume : no  Index.  Volume  IV.  contains  several  old  Tracts  and  Docu- 
ments relative  to  divers  periods  of  Irish  history,  with  a Catalogue  at  the  beginning:  no  Lidex.  Volume  V. 
is  by  way  of  Supplement  to  tie  ten  first  volumes,  and  contains  various  detached  documents,  classed  under 
the  respective  reigns,  in  chronological  order.  Scarcely  any  document  occurs  before  the  reign  of  Edward  III. 
and  none  after  that  of  Queer  Elizabeth.  To  this  Volume  there  is  neither  Catalogue  nor  Index.  As  to 
Volume  VI.  the  first  part  of  it  contains  a mere  Catalogue  of  Manuscripts  relating  to  Irish  history,  extant 
'm  the  Lambeth  and  Chandois  Libraries.  Then  follow  some  Letters,  Extracts  from  Acts  of  Parliament,  and 
Historical  Memoirs  concerning  Irish  Affairs:  of  these  there  is  neither  Catalogue  nor  Index. — The  Seventeen 
MS.  Volumes  now  described,  were  purchased  by  Parliament  from  Harris’s  Widow,  for  500/.  and  presented 
to  the  Dublin  Society.  As  to  the  authenticity  of  the  whole  Collection,  it  depends  on  Harris’s  authority,  at 
least  for  a very  great  part  None  of  the  documents  seem  to  be  originals,  except  perhaps  Archbishop  King’s 
Collectanea,  first  volume,  second  series  ; the  far  greatest  part  of  which  is  not  in  Harris’s  handwriting. — -These 
Seventeen  Volumes  are  kept  ii  a particular  closet  in  the  Society’s  Library,  and  not  allowed  to  be  inspected, 
except  for  some  necessary  and  useful  purpose  : This  closet  is  well  secured,  and  dry,  so  as  to  leave  no  appre- 
hension of  injury  being  done  to  said  volumes.  They  are  in  general  in  a good  state  of  Preservation.  In  two 
or  three  of  them,  however,  mauy  of  the  leaves  are  loose,  and  the  margins  almost  worn  out ; and  besides,  the 
handwriting  is  often  very  small,  and  the  lines  rather  too  close  to  each  other. 

In  the  Society’s  Library  thsre  are  no  other  MSS.  Public  Records,  Documents,  &c.  than  those  contained 
in  the  aforesaid  Volumes.  Itis  obvious  that  the  completion  of  the  Catalogues,  and  an  Index  to  the  whole 
Collection,  or  Indexes  to  each  Volume,  would  be  of  very  great  public  benefit.  The  drawing  up  of  such 
Index  or  Indexes  would  require  a great  deal  of  labour,  and  no  small  degree  of  historical  and  diplomatic 
knowledge.  j have  the  honour  to  be,  Sir,  See.

SIR  243.  KING'S  HOSPITAL. 

T II E 3d  of  November  last,  I received  your  Letter  dated  the  1 8th  September  last,  stating  your  being 
directed  by  the  Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records  in  Ireland,  to  require  full  and  distinct  Answers  from  the 
Governors  of  the  King's  Hospital,  to  the  Five  Queries  transmitted  with  your  Letter ; and  I beg  leave  to  give 
you  the  following  Answers  to  said  Queries;  viz.  -» 

(1.) — The  Governors  of  the  King's  Hospital  were  incorporated  by  a Patent  or  Charter  of  King  Charles  IT. 
granted  in  the  23d  year  of  his  reign,  which  Patent  or  Charter  the  Governors  have  in  their  custody;  and  it 
appears  by  an  indorsement  thereon;  that  same  was  enrolled  in  the  Rolls  Office  of  his  Majesty’s  High  Court  of 
Chancery  in  Ireland,  on  the  26th  day  of  January  in  the  year  1670  ; which  Charter,  and  the  necessary  Deeds, 
Writings,  Books  and  Papers,  of  the  Governors  as  a Corporation,  are  the  only  Writings  or  Records  in  the 
Archives  of  this  Hospital,  or  in  the  custody  of  the  Governors;  and  they  do  not  know  of  any  Records, 
Deeds,  Writings,  Books  or  Papers,  that  belong  to  said  Hospital,  existing  in  any  other  Public  Repository, 
save  the  Roll  of  their  said  Patent  or  Charter,  which  they  believe  is  in  the  Rolls  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  as 
aforesaid. 


(2.) — The  said  Charter  or  Patent,  together  with  the  several  Deeds,  Rooks,  Writings,  and  Papers  aforesaid, 
not  in  present  or  immediate  use,  are  lodged  in  the  said  Hospital,  in  an  apartment  there  called  the  Board 
Room ; and  same  are  deposited  there  in  an  Iron  Chest,  with  three  separate  locks  thereon,  opened  by  distinct 
or  different  keys,  which  keys  are  in  the  charge  or  custody  of  three  Members  of  the  Corporation,  and  cannot  be 
opened  unless  in  the  presence  of  said  three  Members : And  said  Hospital  is  the  property  of  the  said  Governors, 
as  incorporated  by  the  aforesaid  Charter,  for  the  use  of  the  Institution. 

(3.) — The  said  Patent  or  Charter,  and  said  Deeds,  Books,  Writings,  and  Papers,  are  in  a good  state  of 
Preservation  ; and  are  arranged  in  such  order,  that  recourse  can  be  immediately  had  to  any  of  them  which 
may  be  wanting. 

(4.) — There  is  in  the  said  Hospital  a complete  and  correct  Catalogue  of  the  Deeds,  Instruments,  Books, 
Writings,  and  Papers,  so  contained  in  the  said  Chest,  and  there  are  particular  Indexes  to  each  Book  ; which 
Books  contain  the  Proceedings  and  Accounts  of  tlie  Governors,  and  their  Officers ; and  same  are  the  property 
of  tlie  Governors,  as  incorporated  as  aforesaid : And  there  are  not  any  of  the  said  Indexes  wanting  or 
defective. 

(5.) — The  Governors  do  not  know  that  there  are  any  Matters,  not  comprised  in  the  preceding  Questions, 
which  it  is  necessary  or  expedient  to  observe,  for  rendering  the  use  of  the  said  Charter  or  Patent,  Deeds, 
Instruments,  Bpoks,  Writings,  and  Papers,  belonging  to  the  said  Corporation,  more  convenient  to  the 
Public.

Answers  to  the  Queries  of  the  Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records  of  Ireland. 

0-) — T HERE  are  kept  in  the  Royal  Hospital — a Registry,  containing  the  Proceedings  of  the  Governors, 
from  the  foundation  of  the  Hospital  to  the  present  day,  under  the  authority  of  the  Charter  granted  by  King 
Charles  IT.  dated  the  13th  of  March  in  the  36th  year  of  his  reign;  a printed  Copy  of  the  Charter  of 
Charles  II.  taken  from  an  attested  Copy  enrolled  in  the  Court  of  Chancery,  the  original  Charter  being  lost 
shortly  after  the  Abdication  of  James  II.  as  appears  from  the  Registry  ; a Manuscript  Copy  of  the  Charter  of 
Charles  II.  entered  in  the  first  Book  of  the  Registry,  which  was  probably  taken  from  the  original,  as  it  was 
then  in  the  possession  of  the  Register  ; and  the  original  Charter  granted  by  George  II.  dated  the  24th  of 
April  in  the  3 1st  year  of  his  reign,  confirming  the  Charter  of  Charles  II.  and  reducing  the  number  of  Governors 
necessary  to  form  a Board  to  seven.

I II  AV  E in  my  possession  the  original  Report  of  all  the  Evidence  laid  before  the  former  Commissioners,  Board  of 
for  inquiry  into  the  state  of  the  Funds  left  by  private  Donations,  or  given  by  public  Grants,  for  the  purposes  Education.^ 
of  Education ; and  of  the  State  of  all  Schools,  upon  public  or  private  Foundations,  in  Ireland : which  Report 
was  presented  by  the  former  Board  of  Education  to  his  Excellency  Lord  Westmorland,  Lord  Lieutenant  of 
Ireland.  This  Report  was  sent,  from  the  Civil  Office  in  the  Castle,  to  the  present  Commissioners  of  the 
Board  of  Education.

I HAD  the  honour  of  submitting  your  Letter,  dated  the  20th  of  September  last,  which  reached  me  on  Board  of 

the- 1 oth  of  November  following,  to  the  consideration  of  the  Board  of  General  Officers,  that  assembled  on  General 

the  20th  ultimo,  being  the  first  Meeting  of  the  Board  that  took  place  after  receipt  of  your  communication. — . y _ 

The  Board  have  directed  me  to  Convey  to  you,  for  the  information  of  the  Right  Honourable  tlie  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Public  Records  in  Ireland,  the  following  general  Answers  to  the  Queries  specified  in  your 
Letter ; viz. 

(1.) — That  the  Books  of  their  Department  generally  comprise  the  King's  Regulations  upon  ail  points 
relating  to  the  Clothing  of  the  Army,  and  other  Matters  connected  with  Military  Arrangements,  on  which 
the  opinions  of  the  Board  have  been  from  time  to  time  required  by  Government,  or  by  which  the  Board  is 
to  be  governed  in  the  progress  of  their  Proceedings.  The  Entries  of  these  Records  are  made  in  the 
Manuscript  Books  enumerated  in  the  annexed  Schedule,  commencing  in  the  year  1697,  and  are  principally 
of  a miscellaneous  nature.  You  will  please  to  observe,  that  the  only  chasms  in  the  Records  referred  to,  are 
those  arising  from  the  Book  lettered  F.  which  is  supposed  to  contain  the  Minutes  of  the  Board  between 
May  1703  and  April  1706;  and  also  the  Entry  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Board  between  November  1805 
and  May  1 806,  which  are  now  not  forthcoming ; nor  were  these  Documents  deposited  with  me,  on  my 
appointment  to  the  office  of  Deputy  Secretary.  The  Board  are  however  unable  to  state  the  cause  of  this 
deficiency,  or  the  period  of  time  at  which  it  occurred. 

(2.) — The  Records  of  the  Board  of  General  Officers  are  at  present  lodged  in  security  in  His  Majesty's 
Castle  of  Dublin,  amongst  other  public  Records. 

(3.)— -The  said  Records,  particularly  those  of  a late  period,  are  in  a perfect  state  of  Preservation,  and 
arranged  according,  to  the  date  of  each  volume. 

(4.) — It  mil 
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(4.) — It  will  be  observed  in  the  Columns  of  Observations  stated  in  the  Schedule  herewith  transmitted,  that 
such  of  the  Kooks  of  the  Department  as  are  regularly  posted,  paged,  and  indexed,  are  distinguished  from 
those  which  are  not  so  arranged ; and  although,  as  a public  Record,  it  would  be  desirable  that  the  w hole  should 
be  rendered  complete,  as  early  as  circumstances  will  permit,  it  does  not  seem  that  any  inconvenience  can 
immediately  arise  to  the  Service,  from  the  state  in  which  they  are  now  involved.  It  would  however  require, 
for  some  time,  the  assistance  of  one  Clerk,  who  should  be  versed  in  the  mode  of  posting  Records  of  tliis 
description,  to  bring  up  the  arrear  of  indexing  and  paging  such  of  the  Books  as  are  imperfect  in  this  respect. — 
The  Board  of  General  Officers  are  not  aware  that  any  Books  or  Papers  belonging  to  their  Department  arc 
deposited  in  any  place  other  than  in  the  War  Office,  where  they  now  remain  under  the  immediate  care  and 
protection  of  the  Deputy  Secretary.  The  said  Records  and  Papers  are  considered  of  course  as  public  property. 

(5.) — The  Deputy  Secretary  to  the  Board  is  exclusively  intrusted  with  the  care  of  the  Records  in  question ; 
whose  duty  it  is,  hi  the  absence  of  the  Secretary,  to  attend  upon  all  Searches  necessary  to  be  made,  and  to 
see  that  every  Record,  &c.  is  duly  and  fairly  restored  to  its  proper  place ; and  I am  to  state,  tliat  there  is  no 
other  regulation  observed  for  effecting  these  purposes. 

(G.) — It  does  not  occur  that  the  Board  is  capable  of  furnishing  a more  explanatory  statement  on  the  existing 
state  of  the  Records  of  the  Department,  than  that  comprised  in  the  preceding  Answers.  But  the  Board 
considered  it  proper  to  remark,  conclusively,  that  the  Books  of  the  Department,  in  which  their  Proceedings, 
since  my  appointment  in  May  180G,  are  recorded,  have  been  duly  and  regularly  classed,  and  otherwise  cor- 
rectly arranged  ; and  that  the  Deficiency  before  adverted  to,  having  occurred  antecedently  to  that  period,  must 
consequently  exonerate  me  from  the  responsibility  which  may  be  attached  to  tliat  circumstance.

Account  (t.) — THERE  are  all  die  Records  of  the  Accounts  passed  by  die  Imprest  Commissioners  since  1 77 1 ; 

. hut  there  are  no  Records,  Rolls,  Instruments,  Registries,  or  Manuscript  Books  or  Papers,  containing  any  Acts 
or  Proceedings  by  Royal,  Parliamentary,  Judicial  or  other  Public  Authority,  save  the  above,  which  arc 
distinguished  as  follow : — For  Public  Charities  receiving  Aid  from  Government;  D*  Institutions;  Public  Offices; 
die  Revenue  of  the  Post  Office,  and  Stamps;  of  Compensation  to  certain  Officers  of  the  Exchequer;  auil 
certain  Military  Accounts  transmitted  to  them  from  His  Majesty's  Government,  which  were  passed  by  said 
Commissioners,  since  their  first  institution,  to  this  day ; and  some  Accounts  previous  to  that  period,  the  oldest 
bearing  date  in  the  reign  of  King  William,  which  are  few  in  number,  and  unimportant  in  their  objects  and 
amount.  The  Records  of  Accounts  since  1771,  have  no  chasms  or  deficiencies  in  the  series.  For  the  chasms 
or  deficiencies  in  the  series  of  Accounts  before  1771,  which  were  in  the  Auditor  of  Imprest’s  custody,  the 
Commissioners  of  Accounts  cannot  answer.  On  die  suppression  of  his  Office  in  179S,  the  few  Accounts  hearing 
date  before  1771,  were  sent  to  die  Imprest  Commissioners  by  the  late  Auditor  of  Imprests,  and  appear  to  be 
unworthy  of  attention : these  are  unclassed  anil  unarranged.  The  Accounts  which  have  been  specified  above, 
are  all  between  the  period  therein  stated,  viz.  1771,  and  the  present  time;  but  commence  at  such  times  respec- 
tively as  are  directed  by  the  different  Acts  of  Parliament,  and  Orders,  by  which  tiiey  come  under  the  cognizance 
of  this  Board. 

(2.) — Indie  Office  of  Imprest  Accounts,  they  have  no  extraordinary  security  against  fire;  die  Guard  of 
the  National  Bank,  it  is  supposed,  would,  if  necessary,  afford  ample  security  in  every  other  respect.  The 
Building  is  public  property. 

(3.) — The  Records  of  Accounts  are  in  good  order;  and  are  nrranged  in  the  order  of  time,  and  of  so  easy 
access,  that  immediate  reference  may  be  had,  not  only  to  any  particular  Account,  hut  to  any  particular 
Voucher  that  may  be  wanted. 

(4.) — There  are  no  Catalogues,  Calendars,  Schedules,  Repertories  or  Indexes.  The  Report  Book  of  the 
Commissioners  would  point  to  the  time  of  any  particular  Account ; with  which  information,  it  would  be  easy 
to  refer  to  the  original  Record.  The  Commissioners  are  not  aware  that  any  utility  would  arise,  adequate  to 
the  expense  and  trouble,  from  a Catalogue  or  Index  of  said  Accounts  being  completed.

261.  INLAND  NAVIGATION. 

Answer  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Directors  General  of  Inland  Navigation,  to  the  Qcf.ries 
directed  by  the  Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records  in  Ireland. 

(1.) — THIS  Board  of  Directors  was  first  established  in  the  year  1800,  for  the  distribution  of  the  Grant 
of  500,000 1.  made  by  the  Parliament  of  Ireland,  for  promoting  Inland  Navigation,  and  the  Improvement 
of  the  Harbour  of  Dublin.  The  Law  directed,  that  all  Papers  and  Documents  relating  to  Inland  Navigation, 
theretofore  presented  to  the  House  of  Commons,  should  be  lianded  over  to  the  Directors : but  none,  except 
Maps,  were  handed  over;  nor  have  the  Board  been  able  to  ascertain  what  Papers  of  such  a nature  exist,  or 
in  whose  hands,  though  they  suspect  that  some  such  are  in  the  hands  of  Persons  who  were  formerly  in  the 
service  of  the  old  Navigation  Board,  or  their  relatives  or  representatives.  The  Books  and  Papers  in  pos- 
session of  the  Board  are  consequently  no  other  than  such  as  relate  to  their  Proceedings  in  die  execution  of 
die  Statute  of  1 800.  As  dieir  Acts  are  under  the  authority  of  diat  Law,  and  under  die  approbadon  of  die 
Lord  Lieutenant  and  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury,  as  stated  in  the  Statute,  the  Proceedings  may  be  deemed  to 
be  by  public  audiority ; but  there  are  not  in  this  Office  any  original  Records  or  Proceedings,  by  Royal, 
Parliamentary,  or  Judicial  Audiority.  By  the  Act  of  the  40th  of  the  King,  die  Entries  in  the  Board’s 
Minute  Books  arc  to  be  allowed,  in  all  Courts  of  Law  or  Equity,  or  elsewhere,  as  Evidence  of  the  Acts  and 
Proceedings  of  the  Directors. 

(2.) — The  Board’s  Books  and  Papers  are  lodged  in  the  Navigation  House,  Merrion-strcet,  Dublin ; which 
is  public  property,  held  by  lease.  The  Papers  are  kept  in  Presses,  locked  up,  and  arranged  in  convenient  order. 

(3.) — The  Papers  are  in  perfect  Preservation. 

(4.)— There  are  not  any  general  Catalogues,  Calendars,  Schedules,  or  Repertories.  The  Books  have  Indexes. 

(5.) — No  Person  is  especially  intrusted  with  die  care  of  the  Papers.  They  are  locked  up;  and  the 
Chairman,  die  Secretary,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Minutes,  have  each  of  them  keys.

To  His  Majesty's  Commissioners,  & c. 

TTAVING,  agreeably  to  instructions,  examined  tbe  Records  of  the  Office  of  the  Treasurer's  Remem- 
-*■  brancer,  we  beg  leave  to  state,  that,  after  having  gone  over  two  sacks  full  of  old  Papers  and 
Parchments,  (styled  “Miscellaneous”)  we  have  not  been  able  to  discover  any  Record  more  ancient  than 
those  already  reported  by  the  Officer ; except  two  Fragments,  single  membranes  of  Parchment,  one  of  which 
belongs  to  a Roll  of  the  16  of  Henry  the  Third,  the  other  to  a Roll  of  the  36  of  Edward  the  First.  The 
latter  contains  nothing  worthy  of  notice ; but  of  the  former,  as  it  is  the  remains  of  the  most  ancient  Roll  yet 
found  in  Ireland,  and  as  it  contains  some  curious  matter,  we  have  taken  a Transcript,  which  is  annexed  to 
this  Return.  We  have  likewise  taken  Transcripts  from  the  Rolls  of  the  9th,  10U1,  44th  and  43th,  and  45th 
and  46th  of  Henry  the  Fourth,  which  are  also  Fragments  of  Pipe  Rolls.  And  we  compared  an  Account- 
Roll  belonging  to  the  Chief  Remembrancer’s  Office,  with  one  of  the  same  year  in  the  Treasurer's 
Remembrancer's  Office ; and  as  we  found  the  contents  of  them  the  same  in  substance,  that  of  the  Chief 
Remembrancer’s  Office  only  was  copied.

The  FIRST  GENERAL  REPORT,  made  pursuant  to  their  Orders  of  the  1 8th  of  February, 
and  31st  of  July,  1811. 

V. 

IN  obedience  to  the  Order  of  litis  Honourable  Board,  bearing  date  the  11th  September  1810,  whereby  I am  Secretary’s 
directed  forthwith  to  prepare  and  transmit  to  the  several  Officers  of  Record-Repositories  in  Ireland,  similar  General 
Queries  to  those  directed  by  the  Select  Committee  of  the  English  House  of  Commons,  in  the  year  1800  ; in  Report, 
framing  which  Queries,  I am  ordered  to  pay  a due  regard  to  the  following  points — 1st.  The  State  of  the 
Building  in  which  Records  are  contained,  as  to  security  and  accommodation — 2d.  The  degree  in  which  the 
Catalogues,  Calendars,  and  Indexes,  are  complete — 3d.  The  Number,  Duties,  and  Remuneration  of  the 
Officers : — And,  on  obtaining  the  proper  Answers  to  such  Queries,  to  report  such  Answers,  with  any  Observa- 
tions that  might  occur  connected  with  the  subject,  to  The  Board,  on  their  next  Meeting : 1 have  now  the 
honour  of  submitting  to  the  consideration  of  The  Board,  the  following  REPORT. 

I N entering  upon  this  important  subject,  it  was  my  intention  to  have  stated,  briefly,  what  had  been  done 
in  former  times  respecting  the  Public  Records  of  Ireland,  with  a view  to  explain  the  present  state  of  the 
several  Establishments  and  Repositories  provided  for  their  reception,  and  furnish  useful  lights  for  directing  the 
course  of  future  proceedings;  but  an  apprehension  of  extending  this  Report  to  a length  that  might  be  inconve- 
nient to  the  Board,  has  induced  me  only  to  advert  to  former  Proceedings,  when  opportunities  occur  of  referring 
to  them  in  the  course  of  the  subsequent  Observations. 

I shall  now  beg  leave  to  state  my  Proceedings,  under  Your  order  of  September  last;  to  forward  which,  and 
us  a necessary  foundation  for  all  the  rest,  I thought  it  advisable  to  enlarge  the  List  of  Public  Repositories 
in  Ireland,  as  originally  prepared  by  me  for  the  Board,  by  adding  a number  of  other  Offices,  which  subsequently 
occurred  to  me.  The  List,  I hope,  will  now  be  found  to  contain  an  accurate  Account  of  every  Repository, 
in  which  any  Records,  Rolls,  Books  or  Papers,  of  Royal,  Parliamentary,  Judicial,  or  other  public  authority, 
have  been  usually  kept;  to  comprehend  not  only  those  formerly  inquired  into  by  Parliament,  but  many  others, 
to  which  the  Legislature  has  never  hitherto  directed  its  attention,  and  to  include  every  place  that  can  with  any 
propriety  be  classed  under  the  heads  of.  General  Repositories — Offices  of  State — Courts  of 
Justice — Cathedrals — University,  and  Colleges — Inns  of  Court,  and  Public  Libraries — 
and  Public  Boards. 

I then  proceeded  to  frame,  and  transmit  to  the  proper  Officer  of  each  Repository,  such  Queries  as  appeared 
most  proper  for  ascertaining  the  particular  nature  of  its  contents,  as  well  as  for  collecting  the  information  on 
die  several  points  directed  by  the  Order  of  the  Board  ; distinguishing  in  the  forms  of  those  Questions,  between 
such  Offices  as  are  open  of  right  to  all  His  Majesty’s  subjects,  and  those  which  are  only  established  for  the 
safe  custody  of  Matters  belonging  to  some  particular  branch  of  Government,  or  some  peculiar  Institution; 
and  refraining  from  extending  any  inquiry  into  the  nature  and  condition  of  such  public  Documents  and 
Papers  as  are  immediately  connected  with  the  current  business  of  any  of  the  great  Offices  of  Government, 
in  matters  of  Revenue,  or  War.  For  the  distinct  Forms  of  these  several  sets  ot  Queries,  I beg  leave  to  refer  Page  406, 
to  the  First  Appendix  to  tills  Report,  marked  1,  2,  3,  4,  5.  v^ra- 

The  transmission  of  these  Queries,  with  an  official  Letter  requiring  full  Answers  to  each,  was  completed, 
with  a very  few  exceptions,  early  in  the  month  of  October.  The  number  of  Lists  transmitted  to  the  several 
Officers,  amounted  nearly  to  four  hundred ; to  which,  one  hundred  and  eighty-nine  Returns  or  Answers  were 
received  previously  to  the  1st  of  February  instant;  Copies  of  which*  constitute  the  Second  Appendix  to  this 
Report. 

The  intervention  of  two  Law  Terms  closely  succeeding  each  other,  may  have  prevented  many  Officers  from 
complying  with  the  Order  of  The  Board;  but  I entertain  no  doubt  that  official  Returns  will  yet  be  made  by 
most  of  them  to  the  Queries  transmitted.  And  I have  the  satisfaction  to  observe  to  '1  he  Board,  that  the  Returns 
which  have  been  made,  besides  the  detailed  Accounts  of  die  1 ecords  and  Instruments  to  which  they  relate, 

will

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will  be  found  to  contain  many  useful  observations  on  the  subject  of  tliis  Commission ; and  also  to  exhibit  correct 
views  of  several  important  branches  of  Public  business,  never  before  distinctly  and  authoritatively  explained. 

In  the  set  of  Queries  designed  for  Diocesan  Registries,  it  seemed  expedient  to  frame  an  additional  Quere, 
for  tire  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  state  of  the  Parochial  Registries  of  Ireland,  Copies  of  which  arc  required, 
by  the  Canons  of  1634,  to  lie  transmitted  to  the  Diocesan  or  his  Chancellor ; and  I beg  leave  most  respectfully 
to  solicit  the  attention  of  the  Commissioners  to  this  salutary  regulation  imposed  by  the  Canon,  the  observance 
of  which  becomes  of  importance,  considering  the  great  utility  that  must  be  derived  from  it,  in  guarding  the 
evidence  of  Title  or  Pedigree  from  spoliation  or  confusion. 

In  remarking  on  the  respective  Heads  to  which  the  Order  of  the  Board  has  instructed  me  to  attend,  I beg 
leave  to  consolidate  with  my  own  Observations,  those  of  the  English  Sub-Commissioners,  who  visited  Ireland 
in  180b. 

These  Heads  comprise — 1st  Buildings, — 2d.  Catalogues,  &c.— 3d.  Duties,  &c.  of  Officers. 

I.  Buildings. 

IX  viewing  the  several  Repositories  allotted  for  the  Preservation  of  Public  Records,  T hove  to  regret  the 
condition  of  most  of  the  Buildings.  These  being  cither  Public  or  Private,  it  may  be  most  convenient  to 
assign  a distinct  consideration  to  each. 

Under  the  former  may  be  classed  the  Genera  1.  Repositories  ; comprehending  Birmingham  Tower, 
Parliamentary  Record  Office,  and  Registry  for  Deeds ; the  Offices  of  State,  and  the  Offices  attached  to  the 
Courts  of  Justice  in  Dublin. 

1.  Birmingham  Tower,  which  contains  some  of  the  most  ancient  and  valuable  Records  in  Ireland, 
appears,  from  the  official  Returns,  to  have  been  endangered  by  fire,  whereby  some  of  the  Rolls  were  burned, 
and  others  much  injured;  and  it  still  incurs  the  same  continued  risk,  from  the  basement  story  of  the  Building 
being  occupied  as  a kitchen. 

2.  The  Records  of  the  two  Houses  of  Parliament,  although  lodged  in  a House  belonging  to  the 
Board  of  Works  (to  which,  as  appears  by  the  Report  of  the  English  Sub-Commissioners,  they  were  removed 
under  circumstances  very  unfavourable  to  security  and  regularity)  are  still  exposed  to  the  double  hazard  of 
destruction  by  fire  and  the  fulling  of  the  Building,  which  is  so  insecure  as  to  require  the  support  of  props 
and  uprights. 

3.  The  Registry  for  Deeds,  &c.  has  lately  been  removed  (contrary  to  the  opinion  of  Lord  Chancellor 
Redesdale)  from  the  Lower  Castle  Yard,  to  one  of  the  Wings  of  the  new  Buildings  adjoining  the  Four 
Courts,  “ to  the  exclusion,”  as  his  Lordship  observes®,  “ of  some  of  the  Officers  of  the  Courts,  the  Documents 
“ of  whose  Offices  are  of  great  public  concern.” 

4.  Of  the  Offices  attached  to  the  Courts  of  Justice,  it  may  be  necessary  to  give  a more  detailed 
account.  The  original  design  of  procuring  Repositories  for  the  Public  Records  of  the  superior  Courts,  may  be 
traced  back  to  the  time  when  the  Eurl  of  Strafford  was  Lord  Deputy,  who,  after  stating  in  a dispatch  f to 
Mr.  Secretory  Coke,  dated  March  1633,  “ how  inconvenient  it  is,  that  there  is  not  a place  set  apart  for  the 
“ Court  of  Wards,  as  there  are  for  his  Majesty’s  other  Courts  of  Justice  here,”  adds,  that  “ the  want  of 
“ Treasuries  for  liis  Majesty’s  Records  of  his  Four  Courts  hath  been  an  occasion  of  mighty  hindrance  to- 
“ the  King  and  the  Subject;  in  that  many  Records,  whereof  great  use  might  have  been  made  for  the  profit 
“ and  service  of  his  Majesty,  anil  for  the  security  and  advantage  of  the  subject,  have  by  that  means  been 
“ lost  and  embezzled,  and  sometimes  burnt,  as  had  happened  within  a few  years ; die  Office  of  the  Rolls 
“ being  kepi  (as  now  most  Records  here  are)  in  the  Officer's  house,  which  having  taken  fire,  many  Records 
“ were  therein  burnt,  and  many  more  by  that  occasion  embezzled,  with  extreme  prejudice  to  bis  Majesty  and 
“ his  Subjects  in  their  severul  interests.” 

In  consequence  of  the  Lord  Deputy’s  representation  %,  as  stated  in  the  subsequent  part  of  bis  dispatch. 
Buildings  for  a Court  of  Wards  and  Rolls  Office  were  completed  about  the  year  1G39.  It  is  however  to  be 
regretted  that  the  remainder  of  this  useful  measure  of  erecting  Buildings  at  the  Public  expense,  for  the  above 
purposes,  as  well  as  a magnificent  design  at  the  same  time  in  contemplation,  respecting  the  formation  of  a 
Parliament-House  and  Courts  of  Justice  on  the  site  of  Buildings  belonging  to  the  Society  of  King’s  Inns  §, 
were  totally  frustrated  by  the  Civil  Wars  which  distracted  the  Kingdom  during  the  remainder  of  that  century  ; 
and  it  does  not  appeal-  that  any  step  was  taken,  on  the  Restoration  of  Charles  n.  or  on  the  Settlement  of  the 
Kingdom  in  the  reign  of  William  and  Mary,  to  retrieve  the  general  mischief  produced  by  those  times  of 
contusion  and  disorder.  ,

Structure  on  the  King’s  Inns  Quay  was  completed.  These  Buildings  are  represented  by  Lord  Chancellor  Genciat 

Redesdale,  “ as  not  well  adapted  in  general  to  the  purposes  for  which  they  were  designed.”  In  this  idea  '[  ' - 

many  of  the  principal  Officers  employed  lit  these  Courts  have  Concurred.  Ills  Lordship  adrlsv  “ that  several 
“ of  the  rooms,  ami  all  in  the  basement  story,  ure  very  dump ; mid  that  the  whole  Building  ought  to  be 
“ secured  against  inundation,  and  the  constant  oozing  of  the  banks  of  the  river,  to  which  it  is  liable.” 

The  Return  from  the  Deputy  Keeper  of  the  Rolls,  represents  the  quarter  of  the  Building  which  contains 
the  Record  Room  of  the  Rolls  Office,  as  not  being  secure  against  the  weather ; while  the  Return  from  the 
Register  of  Deeds,  &c.  whose  Office  is  situated  in  the  opposite  or  eastern  wing,  states  some  serious  local 
objection  on  that  side ; and  the  Officers  of  the  Common  Picas  and  Exchequer,  complain  of  being  straitened 
in  space  for  transacting  the  business  of  their  respective  departments.  In  addition  to  these  inconveniences 
which  are  experienced  in  different  departments,  it  must  generally  be  remarked,  that  die  enormous  mass  of 
fifty  tons  weight  of  Books,  Papers,  Documents,  &c.  belonging  to  the  Auditor  General's  department,  which, 
as  appears  by  his  Return,  are  now  placed  in  die  Dome  immediately  over  the  Hall  of  the  lour  Courts,  may 
not  unreasonably  create  apprehensions  for  the  safety  of  die  entire  fabric,  as  well  as  for  die  preservation  of  die 
many  ancient  and  important  Documents  deposited  therein. 

In  reverting  to  the  Second  part  of  the  head  under  discussion,  viz.  Private-Buildings  as  Repositories  for 
Records,  it  becomes  necessary  to  refer  to  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  of  the  Irish  House  of  Lords  in 
1 739  j-,  when,  after  noticing  the  evil  felt  by  die  Kingdom,  in  consequence  of  the  destruction  of  die  Council- 
Office  by  fire,  and  commenting  on  the  circumstances  of  Public  Ileeorils  being  kept  in  private  houses,  the 
Committee  observes,  that  “ thus  die  Public  Records,  which  concern  the  property  of  the  whole  Kingdom,  were 
“ liable  to  be  distrained  for  rent : and  that  upon  the  deadi  of  die  Officers,  they  must  for  a time  he  entirely 
“ in  the  power  of  their  Representatives,  who,  should  diey  prove  corrupt  or  negligent,  might  in  a few  hours 
“ destroy  a multitude  of  them.” 

Although  the  wisdom  of  the  Irish  Parliament  has  in  some  measure  protected  from  this  evil,  the  cliief  part 
of  the  Public  Records  deposited  in  die  Metropolis,  yet  it  will  be  found  that  in  most  of  the  interior  parts  of 
Ireland,  Uiis  practice,  of  permitting  die  Records  to  remain  in  private  Buildings  or  Dwelling-houses,  still  con- 
tinues, and  has  produced  the  most  serious  and  alarming  consequences : in  many  instances,  the  Records  so 
situated  having  been  totally  dispersed,  and  finally  lost. 

In  the  Interior,  Repositories  for  preserving  Records  may  be  conveniently  classed  under  the  two 
heads,  Civil,  and  Ecclesiastical.  Documents  of  die  first  description,  are  chiefly  deposited  in  the  hands  of  die 
Clerks  of  the  Peace,  who  arc  die  Deputies  to  die  Custodes  Rotulorum;  the  latter  are  to  be  found  in  the 
several  Diocesan  Registries. 

1 . The  Clerks  of  the  Peace , as  appears  from  the  Returns  that  have  been  made,  are  provided  with  Offices 
constructed  at  the  Public  expense,  in  only  seven  of  die  thirty  Counties  and  Cities  from  which  Returns  have 
been  received. 

2.  The  Diocesan  Registries  in  ten  Dioceses  from  whence  Returns  have  been  received,  appear,  with  but 
a single  exception,  to  be  kept  in  private  Buildings. 

While  observing  upon  Ecclesiastical  Repositories,  it  seems  highly  necessary  to  take  notice  of  the  condition 
of  die  Office  of  the  Court  of  Prerogative  in  Dublin,  and  die  state  of  the  Building  hi  which  the  Records,  &c. 
of  that  Court  are  now  deposited.  It  is  no  doubt  important  to  die  establishment  of  private  rights,  that  the 
Wills  and  Proceedings  of  die  Ecclesiastical  Courts  should  every,  where  be  placed  in  perfect  safety ; but  here 
die  Wills  are  placed  in  glass  cases,  in  an  insecure  apartment  ui  an  old  wainscotted  house  in  Heurietta-street, 
while  die  Books  and  Proceedings  of  the  Court  are  lying  scattered  on  the  floor,  in  waste  rooms  in  die  attic 
story,  immediately  under  a roof  which  is  in  a very  decayed  state,  and  in  danger  of  falling  in. 

From  the  Surveyor  General's  Office,  no  Return  has  yet  been  received ; but  I can  state  from  my  own  obser- 
vation, diat  die  representation  of  the  English  Sub-Commissioners,  respecting  this  Repository,  which  contains 
die  Down  Survey  and  other  valuable  matters,  is  accurately  descriptive  of  the  insecure  state  in  which  diey 
are  deposited.

It  is  humbly  hoped,  that  the  Observations  which  I have,  thus  had  the  honour  of  submitting  to  The  Board  on 
the  head  of  Buildings,  will  not  be  deemed  superfluous,  since  repeated  instances  of  Records  being  destroyed 
by  fire,  occur  throughout  the  Returns  annexed  to  this  Report ; of  this,  there  is  a memorable  and  melancholy 
example  in  the  Council  Office,  from  a tire  in  the  year  1711*.  when  almost  the  whole  of  its  Records,  Books 
and  Papers,  eminently  affecting  the  interests  of  both  Church  and  State,  were  totally  burnt  or  dispersed. 

The  observations  on  this  general  head,  I shall  beg  leave  to  close  with  a List  of  such  Record  Repositories 
or  Public  Offices  in  Dublin,  as  are  still  lodged  in  private  Buildings ; viz.

II.  Of  Calendars  and  Indexes. 

IT  must  be  obvious  to  the  Board,  that  Public  Calendars  and  Indexes  should  be  forthwith  formed  or  com- 
pleted ; in  the  execution  of  which,  the  Commission  may  expect  considerable  aid  from  the  ordinary  diligence  as 
well  as  the  local  information  of  some  of  the  Persons  usually  employed  in  those  Offices.  The  consideration  of 
this  head  naturally  directs  the  attention  to  the  valuable  Collection  of  Books  compiled  by  the  late  Mr.  Lodge  f, 
Deputy  Keeper  of  the  Rolls  and  of  the  Records  in  Birmingham  Tower,  from  the  Patent  and  Close  Rolls ; to  both

# IN  the  same  House  with  the  Council  Office,  the  Surveyor  General’s  Office  was  also  kept,  at  the  period  mentioned  iu 
the  text;  and  in  the  same  fire  which  destroyed  the  Records  there  alluded  to,  part  of  the  Down  Survey,  together  with 
many  of  the  most  valuable  Maps,  Books  and  Papers,  belonging  to  the  Surveyor  General’s  Office,  were  destroyed.  Some 
estimate  of  the  serious  loss  occasioned  by  this  fire  to  the  landed  property  of  Ireland,  may  be  collected  from  the  following 
Abstract  from  the  Patent  Roll  23*  Car.  II.  -d  P.  F.  R.  9. — “ By  letters  from  Whitehall,  dated  20th  September  1671, 
the  King  directed  that  die  custody,  charge,  and  keeping  of  all  the  Records,  Offices,  Inquisitions,  Books  of  Entries, 
Journals,  Claims,  Schedules,  Contracts,  Deeds,  Transcripts,  Certificates,  Reports,  Abstracts,  Accompts,  Rules,  Valuations, 
Returns,  Warrants,  Orders,  Instructions,  and  Extracts,  Copies  or  Duplicates  of  them,  and  all  other  Books,  Papers, 
Writings,  Escripts,  and  Muniments  whatsoever,  now  or  lute  in  the  custody,  or  formerly  belonging  to  the  late  Commis- 
sioners for  executing  the  Declaration  of  the  30th  of  November  1660,  for  the  Settlement  of  Ireland,  for  executing  the 
Acts  of  Settlement,  or  any  former  Commissioners,  or  Courts  of  Claims,  Qualifications,  or  others  heretofore  appointed 
for  settling  or  distributing  of  Lands,  &c.  should  be  forthwith  by  Inventories  indented,  delivered  to  Sir  James  Shuen,  Knt. 
and  Ban.  Surveyor  General  of  Ireland,  or  to  his  Deputy  or  Deputies,  to  be  kept  and  preserved  by  him  and  them; 
excepting  only  such  Records,  Books,  and  other  of  the  premises  os  by  the  said  Acts  of  Settlement  and  Explanation  were 
directed  to  be  returned  in.  or  lodged  elsewhere;  and  excepting  such  oilier  Records  os  were  lodged  iu  the  proper  Offices 
of  the  Rolls,  Exchequer,  King's  Bench,  and  Common  Pleas;  and  that  the  three  Rooms  in  the  new  Custom  House, 
Dublin,  commonly  called  the  Green  Chamber,  formerly  in  the  possession  of  the  Trustees  for  the  Forty-nine  Officers,  with 
the  Presses,  Books,  and  Writings  therein,  be  by  Inventory  delivered  into  the  custody  of  the  said  Surveyor  General,  or 
his  Deputy  or  Deputies,  for  the  better  preservation  and  using  of  the  said  Books,  Papers,  Writings,  and  premises."

Sub-Commissioners  represent  this  Compilation,  which  now  consists  of  Thirty-six  Volumes  of  various  sizes,  to  ScCj^ry 

be  of  great  importance,  as  containing  a vast  mass  of  useful  information,  well  abstracted  and  digested.  General 
They  further  observe,  that  “ it  may  perhaps  serve  to  suggest  a Plan,  and  at  the  same  time  offer  a Specimen,  . ite|lon' 
for  translating,  arranging,  and  digesting  the  Contents  of  all  the  Records  of  the  Kingdom,  so  as  to  afford  the 
easiest  reference,  and  the  completest  Abstract  possible. 


I.  — Birmingham  Tower  contains  a multifarious  Collection  of  Documents  arid  Public  Records;  for,  besides 
the  Patent  and  Close  Rolls,  there  are  Pipe  Rolls,  Rolls  of  Common  Pleas,  and  Pleas  of  the  Crown,  See.  which 
are  not  comprised  in  Lodge's  Books;  also.  Books  of  Sheriff’  Accounts,  and  many  Volumes  of  State  Papers; 
Orders  of  Council,  &c.  There  is  no  Index  whatever  to  the  Records  in  the  Tow  er,  but  part  of  a Repcrtorium, 
consisting  of  Two  Volumes,  referring  only  to  the  Patent  and  early  Plea  Rolls,  which  the  Officer  conceives  to 
be  merely  a draft  of  a Repcrtorium  commenced  but  never  perfected. 

II.  — Parliamentary  Record  Office.  There  has  been  no  Return  from  the  Officer  of  this  Repository; 
but  it  appears,  in  the  Observations  of  the  English  Sub-Commissioners,  that  these  important  Records  and 
Documents  are  in  great  confusion  and  disorder.  As  there  are  no  Calendars  or  Indexes  (except  the  Journals 
of  the  House  of  Lords)  they  state,  that  “ it  is  very  difficult  to  obtain  information  of  the  existence  of  any  Act, 
“ or  to  have  recourse  to  the  Act,  if  known  to  exist and  that  “ this  deficiency  is  the  more  prejudicial,  as  the 

like  defect  exists  at  the  Rolls  Office,  whither  engrossed  Copies  of  the  Acts  were  from  time  to  time 
“ transmitted.” 


III. — In  the  Registry  for  Deeds,  &c.  the  Calendars  prescribed  by  the  Act  of  Parliament  appear,  from 
the  Return,  to  have  been  fairly  and  duly  kept  It  likewise  appears,  from  the  same  authority,  that  by  die  great 
and  exemplary  diligence  aud  labour  of  the  Father  of  one  of  the  present  Deputies,  the  late  George  Moore,  esq. 
a new  mode  of  entering  the  Parties'  Names,  in  matters  recorded  in  diis  Office,  was  struck  out ; whereby  diey 
were  so  arranged  as  gready  to  facilitate  die  business  of  die  Public.  On  this  article,  however,  I beg  leave 
to  refer  to  the  present  Officer's  Return,  and  die  Memorial  to  His  Grace  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  mentioned 
therein. 


IV. Offices  of  State.  Under  this  head  of  general  classification,  Returns  will  appear  to  have  been 

made  from  all  of  diem,  except  the  Council  Office.  The  Return  from  the  Paper  Office  seems  very  important, 
and  corroborates  the  account  given  of  it  by  the  English  Sub-Commissioners  in  1 806.  To  ascertain  die  condition 
of  this  Office,  as  well  as  die  value  and  extent  of  the  dudes  imposed  on  the  Officer,  it  is  sufficient  to  state 
the  purpose  for  which  die  Office  was  originally  instituted  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Anne,  as  given  in 
Lodge’s  List  of  Patentee  Officers,  in  these  words*: — “ For  custody  of  Copies  or  Duplicates  of  all  Books 
“ of  Entries,  wherein  any  King  or  Queen’s  Letters,  Warrants,  Orders,  Petitions,  and  otiier  Letters,  are 
tt  eutered,  belonging  to  both  Secretaries’  Offices  of  the  Chief  Governors  (Copies  of  their  private  Letters  only 
“ excepted ;)  by  which  means  all  people  from  time  to  time  might  have  recourse  to  and  be  supplied  with 
“ Copies  of  such  Orders,  &c.  anil  all  Chief  Governors  be  informed  and  acquainted  with  the  transactions  and 
« proceedings  of  their  predecessors.”  How  far  these  intended  advantages  have  been  realized  to  the  Public,  by 
die  several  Officers,  from  die  time  of  die  institution,  is  submitted  to  the  consideration  of  The  Board  ; while  it 
becomes  ray  duty  to  state,  that  die  corresponding  Department  in  England  has  not  shrunk  into  a mere  sinecure, 
witii  a Salary  of  500  /.  a year  to  the  Principal,  and  10  /.  a year  to  a Deputy,  as  is  the  case  here ; since  in  die 
Proceedings  of  the  English  Record  Commissioners,  measures  appear  to  have  been  taken,  by  Officers  employed 
under  that  Commission  in  die  State  Paper  Office  there,  for  supplying  materials  for  a continuation  of  tiiat 
valuable  Collection  known  by  the  name  of  “ Rymer's  Foedera.”

V.  V. Courts  of  Justice  form  the  next  article  of  general  classification.  And  while  the  attention  of  the 

ScC{-’rsP  * Board  is  fixed  on  this  most  useful  and  necessary  head,  of  Catalogues  and  Indexes,  I beg  leave  for  theqiregent 

General  to  select  for  tlicir  consideration  a tew  of  the  princijml  Repositories,  which,  from  the  importance  of  their 

Report.  contents  to  the  Public,  or  the  state  of  derangement  into  which  they  appear  to  have  fallen,  seem  to  demand  the 
earliest  attention  of  the  Commissioners.  These  are,  the  Rolls,  the  Auditor  General’s,  and  Chief  Remem- 
brancers Office. 

1.  Lithe  Roils,  are  die  Records  of  die  High  Court  of  Chancery,  consisting,  generally,  of  Enrolments  and 
Pleadings.  The  .Sub-Commissioners  of  lSoG*  represent  the  Calendars  and  Indexes  (which  do  not  commence 
dll  die  2 id  of  Ilenry  Mil.)  as  nearly  worn  out;  diat  some  of  them  require  to  be  transcribed;  and  dmt  the 
Rolls  diewselves  seem  to  require  immediate  attention.  They  6tate,  that  die  Rolls  of  Parliament  which 
are  preserved  here,  have  neither  Index  nor  Calendar  to  die  early  Acts,  nor  to  those  subsequent  to  the 
l oth  of  Queen  Anne. 

By  the  Officer’s  Return,  it  appears  diat  die  Calendars  anti  Indexes  to  the  Patent  Rolls,  consisting  of  many 
folio  Volumes,  are  some  in  good,  and  others  in  bad  condition ; and  a general  Index  Locorum  is  recommended 
by  him  under  this  head.  The  References  to  the  Rolls  of  Parliament  have  been  already  described  by  the 
English  Sub-Commissioners.  Of  die  Close  Rolls,  but  one  appears  to  hat  e been  preserved  (tempore  Car.  I.) 
scarcely  differing  from  the  Patent  Rolls.  There  is,  however,  a Catalogue  of  the  several  Grantees  in  this  reign, 
referring  to  two  folio  volumes,  one  of  which  is  lost.  The  Index  to  Cromwell’s  Rolls  is  stated  to  be  in  a very 
bad  condition.  To  the  Decree- Rolls  there  are  References,  consisting  of  two  folio  volumes,  one  of  which  is 
also  represented  to  be  in  bad  condition,  very  inaccurate,  and  confused;  and  the  Officer  adds,  “If  new 
“ Calendars  were  made  to  diese,  and  many  other  equally  defective  hooks,  upon  plans  different  from  diose 
“ already  practised,  it  would  prove  very  advantageous  to  the  Public.”  The  Catholic  Rolls  are  represented 
to  be  so  obscure,  obliterated  and  incorrect,  as  to  render  the  Act  of  Parliament  nugatory;  and,  ns  the  Officer 
adds,  “ to  the  great  injury  of  the  Public,  as  well  as  the  qualifying  Individuals.”  To  these  Rolls,  Calendars 
were  attempted,  but  discontinued,  the  Fees  allowed  by  the  Act  of  Parliament  not  having  been  considered  an 
adequate  compensation.  The  Rolls  and  Pleadings  in  the  Court  Palatine  of  Tipperary  f have  no  References 
to  them ; and  generally,  although  there  are  a number  of  Volumes  of  Reference  to  the  Pleadings  and  Pro- 
ceedings of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  yet  some  of  them  are  stated  to  be  in  had  condition.  Under  the  head  of 
Miscellanea,  arc  comprised  numerous  Bundles  of  Inquisitions  and  other  valuable  Documents,  in  a state  of 
confusion  and  decay ; which  the  Officer  conceives,  if  rescued  from  oblivion  and  properly  arranged,  would  be 
of  great  importance  to  the  Public ; and  in  his  Answer  to  the  fourth  Quere,  he  states,  “ That  there  arc  no 
« general  Catalogues  of  Records  in  the  Rolls,  hut  the  particular  Indexes  already  mentioned ; many  of  which, 
“ as  has  been  already  stated,  are  in  bad  order,  and  very  defective.” 

The  Return  from  the  Rolls  is  also  accompanied  with  a Plan  for  opening  and  keeping  certain  Books  in  the 
Courts  of  Chancery  and  Exchequer,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  any  Bills  or  Proceedings  are 
pending,  respecting  the  Title  to  Lands  and  Premises  where  third  Persons  might  be  affected  by  notice  of 
such  Bills.  The  Plan  appears  to  have  been  formed  by  Steuart  King,  Esq.  \ and  submitted  to  the  Lord 
Chancellor  Redesdale ; and  may  possibly  deserve  the  future  consideration  of  the  Board. 

2.  The  Chief  Remembrancers  Office. — The  Return  from  this  Office  presents  a variety  of  Records,  Rolls, 
Instruments,  and  other  public  Documents,  belonging  to  the  Equity  Side  of  the  Court  of  Exchequer.  For 
a review  of  its  Contents,  the  most  convenient  classification  may  be  that  of  Ancient  and  Modem  Records. 

The  former  comprehend  the  Memoranda  Rolls,  commencing  in  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  containing  various 
matters  besides  the  Decrees  of  the  Court,  such  as  Charters  of  Towns,  Letters  Patent,  Wards,  Liveries,  Acts 
of  Parliament,  &c. ; to  which  there  is  no  Index  or  Repertorium,  previous  to  Edward  VI.  or  subsequent  to 
Charles  n.  This  division  includes  a number  of  other  Rolls,  among  which  are  several  under  the  Act  of 
Settlement,  to  which  there  are  Indexes,  but  not  general ; also  various  kinds  of  Inquisitions,  partly  indexed, 
and  in  very  bad  condition ; likewise,  the  Red  Book  of  the  Exchequer,  and  a variety  of  other  valuable 
Documents.

King's  Bench;  and  such  Indictments  on  which  no  Judgment  was  given  or  Outlawry  awarded,  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown 
of  the  County  of  Tipperary. 

J One  of  the  Masters  in  Chancery. 
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The  modem  division  seems  to  comprise  the  Proceedings  on  Sales,  Charges  anil  Discharges,  filed  l»y  Suitors,  v* 
with  tlie  Officers'  Reports ; a variety  of  Securities  and  Proceedings  on  the  part  of  the  Crown ; besides  Bills, 

Answers,  and  other  Pleadings,  which  are  in  the  custody  of  the  Filacer,  and  are  represented  to  be  in  a mutilated  Central 
condition,  for  upwards  of  a century  previous  to  the  year  1778.  , 

In  the  Secondary’s  Department  there  are  Recognizances  and  Bonds  to  Mis  Majesty,  ns  well  as  Informations 
at  His  Suit  by  the  Attorney  General,  and  Proceedings  theFeon ; Personal  Interrogatories  and  Possessory  Bills, 
and  Answers  thereto ; Enrolments  of  Custodiauis  ; Books  of  Process ; Enrolments  of  Deeds  of  Exchange ; 
and  Grants  of  Glebe  Lands;  also  Leases  and  Grants  for  Barracks.  &c. ; and  herein  is  the  Black  Book 
of  the  Exchequer,  containing  Forms  of  Writs,  and  Oaths  of  office. 

The  Register's  Department  comprises  the  Rules  and  Orders,  as  well  as  the  Entries  of  Hearings.  Among 
the  latter,  is  a chasm  so  late  as  the  year  1 796,  unaccounted  lor.  Also,  Enrolments  of  Decrees,  Depositions 
of  Witnesses,  Submissions,  Petitions,  Reports  and  Affidavits ; besides  four  Books  of  Orders  of  tlie  Court 
of  Claims,  without  Alphabets. — The  Officer  states,  that  There  are  satisfactory  Indexes,  so  far  as  have 
“ come  within  his  general  observation,  save  as  already  stated ; and  that  to  complete  tlie  Matters  deficient,  it 
“ would  require  the  assistance  of  a Person  conversant  in  the  Court  Hand and  it  docs  not  appear  that 
there  is  any  person  so  qualified,  belonging  to  this  Department.  It  would  however,  he  adds,  he  desirable 
“ that  the  whole  of  the  Records  in  this  Office  should  be  in  some  degree  reviewed,  same  having  been  removed 
“ to  their  present  situation  about  tlie  year  1786,  and  have  not  since  been  generally  examined ; and  although 
“ uo  inconvenience  has  been  actuully  suffered,  yet  that  it  would  be  well  to  have  a-  general  examination.'’ 


3.  The  Auditor  General's  Office. — This  Officer  is,  strictly  speaking,  not  an  Officer  of  Record,  as  he 
makes  no  Record,  although  he  lias  many  in  his  custody ; he  is  virtually  a Clerk  to  tlie  Lord  High  Treasurer, 
and,  as  his  representative  in  the  Court  of  Receipt  or  Revenue  Side  of  the  Exchequer,  performs  various  duties, 
in  the  discharge  of  which  he  becomes  possessed  of  a variety  of  Instruments,  Registers,  and  MS.  Books  and 
Papers,  comprising  the  vast  collection  of  important  Public  Muniments  which  tlie  Return  from  this  Office 
presents  for  consideration,  consisting  of  some  thousands  of  volumes  of  Books,  and  many  tons  weight  of 
Rolls,  Papers,  and  other  Documents.  Among  tlie  Books,  perhaps  those  relating  to  tlie  Grants  of  Land,  ffcc. 
from  the  Crown,  from  tlie  time  of  Henry  Vll.  as  also  those  containing  the  various  Proceedings  under  the  Act 
of  Settlement,  may  deserve  particular  attention ; to  these  may  be  added,  the  Books  of  Survey  and  Distribution 
on  the  Rebellion  of  1641,  as  well  as  of  Forfeitures  in  1688.  This  Collection  of  Books  also  comprehends 
tlie  national  Public  Accounts  from  tlie  time  of  Charles  II. ; with  the  Civil  anil  Military  Establishments  from 
the  period  of  Queen  Elizabeth  to  tlie  present  time. 

Among  the  Rolls  belonging  to  this  Department,  are  those  of  Lands  decreed  and  restored  to  Roman 
Catholics,  called  Innocents ; also  Rolls  of  Incumbrances  affecting  Papists,  entered  of  record  in  this  Office 
pursuant  to  an  Act  of  Queen  Anne.  Besides  these,  there  are  a great  variety  of  other  Books  and  Papers, 
from  a very  early  period  to  the  present  time.  Some  of  these  Records  and  Documents  are  stated  to  be  lodged 
in  tlie  Castle,  where  they  are  said  to  be  in  good  Preservation,  with  the  exception  of  the  Bindings  of  the  Books, 
which  are  in  many  instances  much  injured ; while  the  great  bulk,  as  has  been  already  observed,  are  deposited 
in  the  Dome  of  the  Four  Courts,  in  an  unarranged  state,  and  hi  danger  of  being  destroyed  by  dust  and  damp, 
and  tlie  Officer  adds,  are  supposed  to  contain  many  valuable  Records,  which,  were  they  examined  and 
arranged,  would  be  of  great  public  use. 

It  is  stated  in  the  Return,  that  “there  are  Alphabets  to  each  Book,  with  a few'  exceptions ; also  General 
u Alphabets,  but  not  complete,  many  necessary  matters  being  omitted,  and,  from  constant  use,  some  of  them 
“ nearly  defaced,  destroyed,  or  torn and  that  “ it  would  therefore  be  for  tlie  benefit  of  tlie  Public  that 
“ these  defects  were  remedied.”  The  Auditor  General  also  states,  that  he  understands  that  Mr.  Henry 
Harding,  w ho  has  the  immediate  care  of  the  old  Records  of  this  Office,  has  finished  one  General  Alphabet. 

’ and  has  three  more  in  hand,  which  he  considers  as  his  private  property. 

On  the  state  of  the  Calendars  and  Indexes  of  the  County  Records,  as  well  as  those  of  tlie  Diocesan 
Registries,  I beg  leave  to  decline  any  observations  for  tlie  present,  being  precluded  from  entering  into  a 
thorough  and  satisfactory  review  of  the  matter  arising  from  them,  connected  with  this  head,  in  consequence  of 
the  want  of  Returns,  which  are  still  expected  to  be  made  by  tlie  Officers  of  those  Repositories.  The  same 
observation  applies  to  many  of  tlie  Officers  connected  with  the  Four  Courts. 

It  may  however  be  proper  to  observe  to  The  Board,  that  those  Records  in  the  custody  of  tlie  Clerks  of  the 
Peace,  on  which  die  Custos  Rotulorum  of  the  County  ot  Galway*  has  made  some  very  useful  observations, 
will  require  an  immediate  and  serious  attention ; which  may  at  the  same  time  be  extended  to  the  Diocesan 
Registries. 

In  tlie  Library  of  the  Dublin  Society,  there  is  a valuable  collection  of  Manuscript  Books,  compiled  prin- 
cipally by  the  late  Walter  Harris  Esquire,  including  Archbishop  King’s  Collectanea.  They  relate  chiefly  to 
the  Civil  and  Ecclesiastical  affairs  of  Ireland,  commencing  so  early  as  the  reign  of  Henry  n. ; and  also

Report. 


III.  Of  Establishments,  and  Duties  of  Officers. 

Until  Returns  are  received  from  all  the  Record  Repositories  in  Ireland,  some  general  Observations  on  this 
head  may  be  sufficient.  These  cannot  be  better  stated,  than  by  a Quotation  from  a Report  of  the  Select 
Committee  of  the  English  House  of  Commons  in  1 800,  expressive  of  their  opinion  on  this  part  of  the  subject : 
they  state,  “ It  seems  to  your  Committee,  that  where  no  person  is  specifically  intrusted  with  the  custody  and 
“ arrangement  of  the  Records  which  belong  to  any  Office  of  great  Public  concern,  such  an  Officer  should 
“ be  appointed.”  They  likewise  add,  “ Your  Committee  is  also  of  opinion,  that  where  there  is  an  Officer 
“ (but  he  has  no  Salary,  and  his  whole  Compensation  is  derived  from  Fees)  he  should  be  remunerated  in 
“ part  by  Salary,  and  in  part  by  Fees  to  be  regulated  upon  a moderate  and  fixed  scule ; so  that  he  may 
“ receive  an  Annual  Equivalent  for  the  present  Average  Amount  of  his  Profits  and  Emoluments,  and  His 
“ Majesty’s  Subjects  may  have  access  to  the  Records  with  less  cost  than  at  present.” 


Having  thus  concluded  the  three  several  heads  of  Observations,  which  it  was  my  duty  to  attend  to  under 
the  Order  of  the  Board,  I have  now  to  request  permission  to  extend  my  Observations  to  two  other  distinct 
heads,  which  engaged  the  attention  of  the  Select  Committee  of  the  English  House  of  Commons,  when  this 
important  subject  was  under  their  consideration  in  the  year  1800.  These  heads  are,  Transfers,  and 
Selections  for  Printing. 

IV.  Of  Transfers . 

These  may  be  either  partial  or  general : Of  the  former,  it  must,  for  the  reasons  already  stated  under  the 
last  head,  be  impossible  at  this  early  period  of  the  Commission,  to  enter  into  a detailed  discussion ; while 
under  the  latter  part  of  this  division,  I find  the  English  Committee  stating*,  that  no  general  Transfer  of  the 
Records  of  the  several  Repositories,  from  their  present  local  situations,  could  be  desirable,  unless  it  were  for 
the  purpose  of  establishing  a General  Repository,  either  for  those  Public  Papers  and  Records,  which  gradually 
cease  to  be  in  use  for  the  current  business  of  Public  Offices,  or  for  the  Registration  of  private  Conveyances ; 
in  either  of  which  cases  they  add,  that  the  General  Register  House  for  Scotland  would  be  a model  for 
imitation. 

How  far  the  exigencies  described  in  those  cases  may  exist  in  Ireland,  is  submitted  to  The  Board  ; it  is  at 
the  same  time  however  respectfully  suggested,  that  some  such  measure  deserves  Their  early  consideration,  as 
perhaps  the  best  means  that  may  occur  for  the  preservation  and  useful  arrangement  of  the  more  ancient  Records 
of  Ireland,  which  the  operation  of  the  Act  for  the  Abolition  of  Court  Hand  t,  has  improvidently  converted 
into  a dead  letter. 


V.  Of  Selections  for  Printing. 

IT  is  undoubtedly  under  this  head  that  the  most  effectual  means  are  afforded  for  laying  open  to  the 
Public  a full  knowledge  of  the  Contents  of  the  various  Record  Repositories  in  Ireland. 

In  England,  they  conceive  it  essential  not  only  to  print  some  of  the  principal  Calendars  and  Indexes,  but 
also  such  of  the  original  Records,  hitherto  unpublished,  as  are  most  important  in  their  nature  and  perfect  in 
their  kind.  From  the  mutilated  condition,  and  in  many  instances  the  total  want,  of  Calendars  and  Indexes, 
even  in  our  most  ancient  and  extensive  Repositories,  it  becomes  quite  unnecessary  for  the  present  to  consider  _ 
of  any  Selection  from  such  imperfect  materials. 

Though  I feel  much  diffidence,  at  this  early  period  of  the  Commission,  in  hazarding  opinions  respecting 
Selections  of  the  more  ancient  original  Records,  yet  I can  have  no  hesitation  in  soliciting  the  attention  of  the 
Board  to  the  extensive  field  for  such  Selections,  which  presents  itself  in  the  learned  Return  made  by  the 
Vice  Provost  of  Trinity  College  Dublin  J,  wherein  that  gentleman  has  usefully  extended  the  range 
prescribed  by  the  Queries  transmitted  to  him ; for  he  has  not  only  taken  effectual  care  to  make  his 
Answers  as  distinct  as  possible,  but  he  also  states,  “ I have  every  where  annexed  the  places  where  such 
“ MSS.  are  to  be  found  ; and  the  more  to  facilitate  the  attainment  of  the  objects  of  the  Commissioners,  and 
“ to  prevent  unnecessary  trouble  and  expense,  I have  specified  (where  it  came  to  my  knowledge)  die  instances 
“ in  which  some  of  those  MSS.  had  already  been  published,  though  I think  those  MSS.  still  should  be 
“ compared  with  the  printed  Copies.”

The  Return  from  the  Librarian  of  the  Dublin  Society  *,  presents  to  the  Board  other  materials  from  which  v- 
to  make  Selections  for  Printing ; and  the  Public  Library  at  Armagh,  may  probably  contain  some  valuable 
materials  for  the  same  purpose.  General 

The  Red  Book  of  the  Exchequer,  preserved  in  the  Chief  Remembrancer's  Office,  may  also  afford  * v _> 

some  curious  matters  for  selection  ; it  comprehends  some  ancient  Statutes,  Forms  of  Writs,  &c.  In  the  Black 
Book,  in  the  same  Court,  are  to  be  found  Forms  of  Oaths  of  Office,  which,  with  those  returned  by  the 
Clerk  of  the  Crown  in  Chancery,  may  be  considered  deserving  publication  under  this  Commission  ; for  I do 
not  find,  with  the  exception  of  some  legal  publications  f (if  they  can  be  considered  an  exception)  that  any 
perfect  or  authorized  copy  has  yet  been  published,  of  what  the  Select  Committee  terms,  “ recorded  evidences 
“ of  the  obligations  imposed  upon  and  undertaken  by  the  Public  Officers,  who  are  sworn  to  discharge  the 
“ various  functions  connected  with  the  administration  of  our  Laws  and  Government" 


While  I wish  to  proceed  with  the  utmost  caution  in  suggesting  observations  on  tills  important  and  ulterior 
object  of  the  labours  of  the  Commission,  I feel  less  diffidence  in  mentioning  the  Statute  Law  of  Ireland  as 
proper  for  publication,  under  the  auspices  and  control  of  this  Board. 

The  motives  which  led  to  the  adoption  of  a similar  measure  in  England,  may  be  considered  applicable  to 
Ireland,  and  cannot  be  better  expressed  than  by  referring  to  the  words  of  the  Select  Committee  on  that  head  ^ : 
“ Many  Statutes  and  Ordinances  recorded  in  the  Rolls  of  Parliament,  and  others  which  arc  extant  upon  the 
“ Statute  Rolls,  are  not  inserted  in  the  printed  Statute  Books,  which  are  ouly  compilations  by  private  hands  : 
“ And  your  Committee  think  it  highly  expedient,  for  the  honour  of  the  nation,  and  the  benefit  of  all  His 
“ Majesty’s  Subjects,  that  a complete  and  authoritative  edition  of  all  the  Statutes  should  be  printed : Much 
“ assistance  may  be  derived  occasionally  from  a knowledge  even  of  those  which  were  enacted  for  temporary 
“ purposes,  and  are  since  expired : And  in  the  prosecution  of  such  a work,  it  will  be  proper  to  consult  the 
“ most  ancient  and  perfect  Manuscript  Copies  preserved  in  the  Exchequer,  and  in  die  several  Public  Libraries 
“ of  the  Inns  of  Court,  the  Universities,  and  the  British  Museum.” 

The  condition  of  die  original  Rolls  of  the  Irish  Parliament  may  form  another  cogent  reason  for  extending 
tliis  magnificent  design  to  Ireland,  as  they  are  represented,  by  the  Sub-Commissioners  in  i So6  to  be  in  great 
confusion ; “ so  that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  trace  out  or  find  any  Act  whatever ; and  when  found,  many  of 
“ them  are  rendered  illegible,  by  the  careless  method  in  >vhich  diey  were  originally  transcribed,  and  the  injury 
“ suffered  from  die  damp,  and  by  unskilful  management.”  And  after  recommending  a place  in  which  diey 
could  be  collected  and  arranged,  they  add,  “ some  such  measure,  however  laborious,  seems  absolutely 
“ requisite,  in  order  to  prevent  the  evidence  of  die  Statute  Law  of  this  part  of  the  United  Kingdom,  previous 
“ to  the  Union,  from  being  completely  lost,  or  at  least  completely  inaccessible.” 

Besides,  it  may  be  remarked,  that  in  the  several  printed  Editions  of  our  Statutes,  which  were  first  collected 
and  published  by  die  Lord  Deputy,  Sir  Henry  Sidney,  in  the  reign  of  Elizabeth,  there  is  no  memorial, 
preserved,  of  Parliaments  holden  for  120  years  after  die  first  printed  Statute  of  Edward  II. ; although  many 
Acts  are  referred  to  and  given  at  length  by  Prynne  and  odiers.  A memorable  chasm  likewise  occurs  in  our 
Statute  Books,  from  the  Statutes  of  Kilkenny  not  being  incorporated  in  diem.  And  it  is  asserted,  that  besides 
what  our  Statute  Rolls  contain,  there  is  a valuable  collection  of  unedited  Irish  Statutes  in  Lambeth  Library, 
and  the  Tower  of  London.  And  I beg  leave  to  add  Sir  Richard  Bolton’s  observation,  in  his  Preface  to  an  early 
edition  of  the  Statutes  of  Ireland  ||,  “ That  although  die  Statutes  be  out  of  use  and  determined  at  this  day,  yet 
“ die  same  may  well  serve  for  an  historical  use,  whereby  die  judicious  reader  may  partly  discern  both  the  state 
“ of  the  Church  and  Commonwealth  in  those  times.” 

Although  a Work  of  tiiis  nature  must  be  more  extensive  tiian  the  present  Edition  of  the  Statutes,  yet  by 
means  of  a complete  Index,  and  Chronological  Tables,  it  may  be  rendered  much  more  convenient  and  satisfactory, 
even  for  ordinary  use ; and  if  the  execution  should  prove  worthy  the  design,  it  must  be  hereafter  resorted  to, 
as  an  authentic  and  autiioritative  publication  of  die  Statute  Law  of  Ireland,  previous  to  the  Union,  when  die 
original  materials  from  which  it  shall  be  compiled,  are  totally  decayed,  or  perhaps  mouldered  into  dust. 


State  Papers. — When  die  Departments  connected  widi  this  Branch  are  somewhat  methodized  and 
arranged,  they  may  form  an  object  of  future  consideration  for  the  Commissioners,  in  making  a Selection  of 
State  Papers,  after  die  manner  of  Ryrner  s Fcedera.

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V.  IN  concluding  this  Report,  I cannot  avoid  adverting  to  the  means  adopted  by  the  Select  Committee  of  the 

English  House  of  Commons,  for  collecting  the  best  information  on  the  methods  to  be  observed  for  making  up 
General  and  preserving  Records,  and  rendering  them  more  serviceable  to  the  Public.  In  the  Appendix  to  Their  Report, 

. , the  opinions  of  several  Persons  eminent  for  their  skill  and  experience,  are  given,  respecting  the  character  or 

handwriting  in  different  ages ; the  most  durable  ink,  and  the  different  modes  of  restoring  its  appearauce 
when  faded  or  nearly  obliterated ; the  materials  for  forming  Rolls,  the  circumstance  of  preference  belonging 
to  each,  and  the  advantages  or  disadvantages  attending  the  structure  and  distribution  of  the  Buildings  destined 
for  their  preservation : from  whence  much  valuable  information  may  be  collected  for  the  purposes  of  this 
Commission. 

To  these  serious  considerations,  so  deserving  Your  earliest  attention  and  investigation,  I am  desirous  of 
adding  the  necessity  and  value  of  perpetuating  in  Ireland  a knowledge  of  the  ancient  characters  and  manner 
of  handwriting  in  different  ages,  which  has  been  nearly  extinguished  in  the  Country,  by  the  operation  of  the 
Act  of  George  II.  already  noticed;  whereby,  as  Blackstone  observes*,  “ the  reading  of  any  Record  framed 
“ previous  to  that  Act,  is  now  become  the  object  of  science,  and  calls  for  the  help  of  an  Antiquarian.”  It 
is  certainly  to  this  source  that  we  may  trace  the  paucity  of  black  letter  Clerks,  or  persons  capable  of  reading 
die  Records  in  the  several  Public  Offices ; and  hence  also,  in  my  humble  opinion,  may  be  deduced  a principal 
cause  of  the  present  state  of  degradation  and  disorder  into  which  (it  appears  from  most  of  the  official  Returns) 
the  Public  Records  of  Ireland  have  unhappily  fallen.

The  SECOND  GENERAL  REPORT,  made  pursuant  to  their  Orders  of  the  1 8th  of  February, 
and  31st  of  July,  1811. 

T)URSUANT  to  said  Orders,  directing  the  Secretary,  on  the  whole  of  the  Returns  being  received  from  the 
several  Officers  or  Keepers  of  Record  Repositories,  to  make  a further  Report  to  the  Board,  arranged  under 
the  respective  heads  of,  Buildings,  Catalogues,  &c.  Duties,  See.  of  Officers,  Transfers,  &c.  and 
Selections  for  Printing,  I have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  the  consideration  of  The  Board,  the  following 
Report  under  those  heads ; first  premising,  that  the  continued,  yet  slow  transmission  to  this  Office  of  the 
remainder  of  the  Returns  to  the  Queries  ordered  by  The  Board  on  the  1 1 th  of  September  1810,  has  unavoidably 
delayed  this  Report  to  a much  longer  period  than  could  have  been  reasonably  expected,  when  I had  the  honour 
of  presenting  to  The  Board  my  First  Report ; and  that,  pending  those  delays,  specific  Reports  have  been  made 
under  distinct  Orders  of  the  Board,  on  some  of  the  heads  originally  assigned  for  my  Observations. 

I.  Buildings. 

HAVING  fully  entered  into  the  subject  of  Buildings,  and  nearly  exhausted  that  part  of  it  belonging  to 
the  Law  Offices  connected  with  the  Courts  of  Justice,  I find  myself  so  far  circumscribed  in  any  further 
observations  to  be  made  on  this  subject ; and  my  going  into  it  minutely  here  will  be  the  more  readily  dispensed 
with,  as  The  Board  were  pleased  to  direct  the  Architect  to  the  Board  of  Works  to  inquire  into  and  make  a 
Special  Report  on  the  state  of  these  Buildings ; which  he  has  accordingly  made,  accompanied  with  Plans  of 
the  Ground  and  Estimates  of  the  Expenses ; whereupon  They  were  pleased  to  appoint  a Committee  of  the 
principal  Officers  of  the  Four  Courts,  who  were  directed  to  inspect  the  several  Public  Offices,  and  report  what 
additions  and  alterations  should  be  made  therein,  for  the  more  convenient  use  and  better  preservation  of 
tiie  Records. 

Previously 
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Previously  to  the  Report  of  these  Gentlemen,  it  will  not,  I trust,  be  deemed  irrelevant  lor  me  to  impress  VI- 
Upon  the  attention  of  The  Board,  Lord  Chancellor  Redesdale's  recommendation  to  secure  the  Buildings  on  the 
King's  Inns  Quay  from  inundation,  and  the  constant  oozing  of  the  banks  of  the  river,  to  which  it  is  liable.  General 

This  recommendation  ap|»ears  now  more  peculiarly  to  demand  attention,  as  an  opportunity  seems  to  present  Report- 

itself,  in  the  construction  of  the  new  Quay  Wall  now  erecting  along  the  banks  of  the  river,  by  the  Ballast 
Board,  which,  if  formed  in  the  bed  of  the  river,  some  few  yards  beyond  the  present  old  wall  in  the  front  of 
the  Four  Courts,  with  the  interval  between  both  walls  filled  up  with  yellow  clay,  or  any  proper  substance 
impervious  to  the  water,  might  be  tire  means  of  effecting  the  security  of  the  Four  Courts,  as  suggested  by  his 
Lordship : a measure  that  seems  still  more  necessary,  from  the  setdements  in  the  walls,  and  other  internal 
appearances  of  the  Building. 

Under  this  head,  and  previously  to  closing  the  subject  of  Courts  of  Justice,  it  may  not  be  improper  to  draw 
the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  Tenure  under  which  the  Site  of  the  Four  Courts  and  Law  Offices  has  been, 
and  is  at  present  held  ; and  for  that  purpose,  I must  again  beg  leave  to  refer  to  Lord  Redesdale’s  Letter;  in 
w hich,  after  observing  that  the  Four  Courts  and  ad  joining  Buildings  had  been  erected  on  ground  belonging  to 
die  Society  of  King's  Inns,  on  which  the  Buildings  anciendy  used  by'diat  Society  had  stood,  his  Lordship 
adds,  “ It  seems  to  me  that  the  Site  of  the  Four  Courts  and  Repository  of  Records  ought  to  be  formally 
“ vested  in  die  Crown,  discharged  from  all  claims  of  the  Society  of  King's  Inns,  who  ought,  I diink.  to  receive 
“ a compensation,  and  to  be  relieved  from  a burthen  which  Uicy  have  imposed  on  diemselves  to  accommodate 
“ the  Public,  by  taking  other  ground  for  die  site  of  dieir  Hall,  Library  and  'Chambers,  at  a very  high 
“ rent,  and  paying  Tipstaves  to  attend  the  several  Courts,  with  which  diey  have  nodiing  to  do,  except  as 
“ owners  of  the  soil  on  which  diose  Courts  stand.”  It  seems  quite  unnecessary  to  make  any  comment  on 
this  quotauon,  either  with  reference  to  the  manifest  injury  experienced  by  the  King’s  Inns  Society',  or  the 
precarious  security  which  die  Public  have  in  extensive  Buildings  on  which  large  sums  of  money  have  been 
expended,  as  the  whole  matter  seems  placed  in  such  a striking  point  of  view  by  his  Lordship,  that,  added  to 
die  authority  of  such  an  opinion,  it  may  possibly  induce  The  Board  to  recommend  to  the  consideration  of 
Parliament,  some  measure  tor  die  relief  of  the  King's  Inns  Society,  as  well  as  die  security  of  the  Public  in 
the  property  of  die  Courts  of  Justice  and  Law  Offices  adjoining  thereto. 

The  Government  having,  since  the  date  of  die  First  General  Report,  provided  for  die  amuigement  and 
security  of  several  Record  Repositories  of  a general  nature,  by  ordering  the  Round  Tower,  adjoining  die  new 
Chapel  in  the  Lower  Castie  Yard,  to  be  fitted  up  as  a Record  Repository  for  the  Parliamentary  Records,  die 
State  Papers,  the  Books  and  Maps  of  the  Surveyor  General’s  Office,  and  other  Records  of  this  description, 
the  attention  of  The  Board  may  here  perhaps  not  improperly  be  directed  to  another  species  of  public 
Documents,  which,  though  not  striedy  within  the  description  of  legal  Records,  are  nevertheless  of  a nature 
affecting  die  public  interests,  as  well  as  the  rights  and  properties  of  individuals,  and  therefore  deserving  of 
being  placed,  for  their  better  preservation,  in  public  Buildings  secured  against  the  hazards  of  fire  and  damp. 

Within  tins  description,  it  is  intended  to  comprise  the  Documents,  Instruments  anti  Records,  of  Public  Boards. 

And  in  adverting  to  the  foregoing,  I beg  leave  to  remark,  that  a consideration  of  this  nature  seems  to  have 
led  to  die  design  of  the  Building  of  Somerset  Place,  London,  where  all  die  Public  Offices  of  the  description 
alluded  to,  and  connected  with  each  other,  have  been  collected  and  permanently  fixed.  In  Dublin,  several  of 
such  Offices  are  provided  for  in  distinct  Public  Buildings ; but  still  die  insecure  state  of  many  of  diem,  and 
the  contiguity  to  private  Buildings  of  all,  appears  to  justify  these  Observations. 

The  several  Record  Repositories  in  die  interior  part  of  Ireland  require  the  most  serious  and  early  attention 
of  The  Board,  as  the  Offices  and  Registries  of  this  description  are  but  in  few  instances  public  property,  the 
greater  part  of  them  being  kept  in  private  Dwelling-houses,  exposed  to  all  the  inconvenieucies  attendant  on 
the  deatii  or  removal  of  Officers,  as  well  as  to  the  added  dangers  of  fire  and  embezzlement.  And  from  diese 
circumstances,  or  some  such,  die  Records  appear  to  have  suffered  much  injury ; as  few  instances  are  to  be 
found,  in  the  Returns  from  the  Peace  Clerks  or  Crown  Clerks,  of  the  existence  of  Records  in  their  custody 
beyond  the  short  period  of  half  a century. 

To  these  mischiefs,  the  Diocesan  Registries  likewise  appear  to  have  been  in  a great  measure  exposed,  and 
from  the  same  cause,  by  reason  of  the  Contents  of  such  Repositories  not  having  been  preserved  in  Public 
Buildings. 

It  is  however  satisfactory  to  observe,  that  these  evils,  so  fatal  to  die  past  and  alarming  to  the  future  preservation 
of  the  Records,  are  capable  of  being  completely  prevented  from  continuing,  by  die  interposition  of  the  Legislature. 

To  this  end,  the  Grand  Juries  of  Counties  should  be  enabled  and  directed  to  present  die  Expenses  of  pro- 
viding suitable  Offices  and  Record  Rooms  for  die  Peace  and  Crown  Clerks,  as  well  as  the  County  Treasurer, 

Grand  Jury  Secretary  or  Clerks,  and  other  Officers,  so  as  to  form  complete  Public  Repositories  for  the 
Public  Records  of  each  County.  And  as,  in  general,  the  precincts,  and  in  some  instances  the  interior  of  the 
several  Cathedral  Churches  tiiroughout  Ireland,  afford  sufficient  spaces  for  erecting  a Record  Room  or  Registry, 
with  a proper  Office  for  the  Register,  it  would  be  advisable  to  recommend,  that  a similar  provision  should 
also  be  made  by  Parliament  for  defraying  the  Expense  of  such  Buildings,  and  enabling  the  Churchwardens  of 
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the  several  Parishes  comprised  within  each  Diocese,  to  assess  and  levy  on  the  Parishioners  the  amount  of 
such  Sums  as  would  be  necessary  for  the  formation  of  such  Diocesan  Registries. 

In  the  40  Counties  and  Counties  of  Cities  throughout  Ireland,  there  arc  27  of  the  Peace  Clerks'  Offices 
kept  in  private  Buildings  ; of  the  Crown  Clerks,  1 8 ; and  of  the  22  Arch-Diocese  and  Dioceses,  there  are  19 
kept  in  private  Buildings ; as  appears  by  the  Tabular  Digest  of  the  several  Returns  received  train  Officers 
and  Keepers  of  Record  Repositories,  and  comprised  in  the  2d  Appendix  to  this  Report. 

And  lastly,  on  this  head  it  is  to  be  remarked,  that  as  the  decay  and  destruction  of  Records,  Books  and 
Papers,  arise  mostly  from  the  dangers  of  damp  and  fire,  and  that  while  every  precaution  is  taken,  by  removing 
the  Records  into  Public  Repositories,  to  secure  them  from  the  hazard  of  the  latter,  a similar  precaution  should 
be  adopted  for  preserving  them  from  the  effects  of  the  former,  by  a proper  attention  to  the  construction  of 
the  walls  of  the  Buildings,  and  by  providing  for  the  expense  of  Fuel  for  keeping  the  Rooms  aired  during 
damp  weather. 


VL 
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II.  Calendars  and  Indexes. 

THE  advantage  of  having  complete  Calendars  aud  Indexes  to  Public  Records  seems  in  itself  so 
obvious,  that  it  becomes  matter  of  some  surprise  to  observe,  in  reviewing  the  annexed  Returns,  how 
frequeudy  the  Officers  appear  to  undervalue  their  importance : while  some  barely  and  coldly  recommend 
them  as  useful,  others  consider  the  want  of  them  as  of  little  or  no  inconvenience ; and  some  others,  which  is 
still  more  to  be  regretted,  seem  totally  unapprised  of  then-  use  or  value.  It  is  to  be  hoped,  however,  that 
the  attention  of  The  Board  to  this  subject,  through  the  agency  of  the  Committee  of  Sub-Commissioners  on 
Indexes,  &e.  whose  Report  has  been  dispersed  among  Officers  of  Record  Repositories,  will  in  a short  time 
have  effectually  corrected  the  mistakes,  whether  of  opinion  or  practice,  which  ignorance,  prejudice,  or  bad 
habits,  may  have  occasioned  in  this  respect. 

In  order  to  lay  before  The  Board  briefly,  yet  in  detail,  the  Substance  of  the  several  Returns,  not  only  on 
this  head  of  Calendars  and  Indexes,  but  also  on  every  other  head  to  which  those  Returns  relate,  the 
Tabular  Digest,  which  forms  the  2d  Appendix  to  this  Report,  has  been  framed ; and  to  which  1 beg  leave 
to  refer. 

On  viewing  the  many  and  great  Chasms  in  die  Public  Records  of  Ireland,  it  must  be  regretted  that  some 
means  of  control  over  the  Officers  or  Keepers  of  Record  Repositories  had  not  been  early  adopted  by  the 
Legislature;  and  I gladly  avail  myself  of  the  opportunity  which  die  consideradon  of  this  head  affords,  of 
noticing  die  Plan  of  a general  Inventory  and  classified  Schedule,  See.  which  has  been  adopted  by  the  Board, 
under  their  Order  of  die  3d  day  of  August  1811.  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  more  detailed  Accounts  than 
the  original  Returns  supplied,  of  die  Contents  of  the  several  Record  Repositories ; and  forming  on  them  a 
system  of  control  over  die  respective  Officers  or  Keepers  of  such  Repositories,  widi  regard  to  the  custody, 
preservation  and  future  arrangement,  of  die  Records  committed  to  their  care. 

A striking  similarity  prevails  between  die  tenor  and  object  of  diis  Order,  and  the  excellent  Plan  sketched 
out  in  die  Return  made  by  die  Custos  Rotulorum  of  the  County  of  Galway,  with  die  view  of  compelling  die 
Clerks  of  the  Peace  and  Deputy  Keepers  of  County  Records  to  give  security  to  the  amount  specified  by 
Act  of  Parliament,  as  well  for  die  due  performance  of  their  several  official  duties,  as  specifically  for  that  of 
preserving  die  Public  Records  intrusted  to  their  charge.  For  these  purposes,  his  Lordship  suggests,  “ That 
“ they  should  be  obliged,  with  all  convenient  speed,  to  make  out  general  classified  Schedules  of  all  die  Rolls, 
“ Records,  Books  and  other  Papers,  severally  intrusted  to  their  care ; that  a Copy  of  diese  Schedules  should 
“ be  respectively  certified  by  them  into  some  Public  Office  or  Court  of  Record  in  Dublin ; and  that  they 
« should  annually  before  the  last  day  of  March,  or  some  earlier  period  in  each  year,  be  obliged  to  make  out 
“ similar  Schedules  of  all  the  Records  which  had  come  to  their  hands  during  die  preceding  year,  and  transmit 
“ a certified  Copy  thereof  to  the  Officer  aforesaid,  there  to  be  preserved." 

Instead  of  confining  the  Plan  of  Inventories  to  Peace  Clerks  only,  for  the  regulation  of  whose  Office  these 
observations  of  the  Custos  Rotulorum  of  Galway  were  intended,  The  Board  has  extended  the  design  to  every 
Record  Repository  connected  with  Courts  of  Justice  in  Ireland.  Had  such  a system  been  earlier  adopted, 
many  Records,  which  appear  by  the  annexed  Returns  to  have  been  dispersed  or  lost  through  neglect  or  embezzle- 
ment, would  no  doubt  have  been  preserved  at  this  day ; as,  upon  the  death,  resignation  or  dismissal  of  any 
of  these  Officers,  the  means  would  have  existed  of  checking  the  due  delivery  of  the  Records,  &c.  to  liis 
Successor ; and  if  between  the  Records  actually  delivered  over  and  the  Schedules  there  should  be  any  variance, 
immediate  recourse  might  have  been  had  to  the  Securities,  and  an  example  thus  afforded,  which  would  operate 
to  prevent  future  carelessness  or  misconduct. 

To  effect  an  object  of  such  evident  expediency,  I should  also  propose  a periodical  Inspection  of  the  Records 
Jn  the  custody  of  the  Peace  and  Crown  Clerks,  and  Diocesan  Registries  (suppose  by  the  going  Judges  of 
Assize ;)  and  in  or  about  Dublin  by  some  similar  system  of  control ; at  which  Visitation,  the  condition  of  the 

Records, 
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Records,  state  of  Indexes,  and  the  correctness  of  the  Catalogue,  might  be  accurately  inspected,  and  such  Cata-  VI* 
logue,  when  duly  signed  and  attested,  delivered  formally  to  the  Visitors.  * 

Convinced  that  the  most  beneficial  result  would  arise  from  a circumspect  and  well-digested  measure  of 

the  nature  proposed,  I have  merely  ventured  to  throw  out  these  few  general  Observations  for  the  consideration  1 v ■ 

of  The  Board,  under  the  head  of  Calendars  and  Indexes,  intending  to  resume  the  subject  in  another  part  of 
this  Report. 


III.  Duties  and  Remuneration  of  Officers,  $c. 

IN  the  First  Report,  I endeavoured,  under  this  head,  to  draw  the  attention  of  The  Board  to  the 
consideration  of  the  general  principle  suggested  by  the  Committee  of  the  English  House  of  Commons  in  1 800, 
with  respect  to  the  mode  of  compensating  Officers  or  Keepers  of  Record  Repositories,  in  the  view  of 
remunerating  the  Officer,  and  at  the  same  time  of  rendering  the  Records  more  accessible  to  the  Public. 
A ready  access  to  Public  Records  must  undoubtedly  be  viewed  as  a matter  of  the  highest  importance  ; and, 
in  proportion  to  its  importance,  it  must  be  regretted  that  such  ready  access  is  not  at  present  afforded  in  many 
of  our  Record  Repositories ; where  the  system  adopted  by  the  Officer,  often  through  an  erroneous  opinion  of 
advancing  his  own  interest,  is  at  direct  variance  with  his  duty  of  affording  information  to  the  Public ; in  place 
of  which,  there  ought  invariably  to  exist,  between  the  Officer  and  the  Public,  a reciprocity  of  interest, 
arising  from  the  information  to  be  afforded  by  the  one,  in  lieu  of  the  remuneration  which  is  paid  him  by  the 
other  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties.  Remuneration  must  be  composed  of  Salary  or  Fees,  or  both. 
Salary  to  an  Officer,  without  Fees,  must  tend  to  diminish  his  zeal,  with  regard  to  the  arrangement  and 
preservation  of  the  Records  committed  to  his  care,  and  to  generate  neglect  of  duty ; while  remuneration  by 
Fees  alone,  in  some  cases  leaves  the  Officer  dependent  on  a very  precarious  source  of  emolument  for  his 
support,  which  will  also  in  some  cases  induce  him  to  neglect  his  duty,  or  in  others  (where  Searches  are 
indispensable)  will  hold  out  to  him  an  inducement  to  exact  exorbitantly  from  the  Public : consequently,  a 
mixed  remuneration,  arising  from  both  Salary  and  Fees,  under  prudent  regulations,  as  laid  down  by  the 
Select  Committee  in  1800,  seems  the  most  eligible  mode  of  remunerating  Officers  and  Keepers  of 
Public  Records. 

These  positions  can  be  strongly  elucidated  by  their  immediate  consideration,  with  reference  to  the  several 
Record  Repositories  in  Ireland.  Here,  the  possession  of  many  Offices  connected  with  Records  has  too 
frequently  been  regarded  as  an  object  of  mere  personal  profit ; the  Salary  and  chief  Emoluments  having  been 
generally  retained  by  the  Principals,  who  seem  to  consider  themselves  as  pensioners  for  life,  without  any 
obligation  of  public  duty.  The  executive  duties  of  such  Officers  consequently  devolve  on  Deputies,  who, 
in  their  turn,  transfer  their  powers  to  Clerks  employed  under  them.  The  Salaries  of  such  Officers  being  thus 
appropriated  by  the  Principals,  the  Emoluments  of  the  Deputies  and  Clerks  are  consequently  derived  from 
Fees,  the  amount  of  which  has  not  been  seriously  settled  since  the  year  1 733,  and  is  now  generally  regu- 
lated by  the  caprice  of  the  Officer,  to  whom  the  disordered  state  of  the  Records,  and  the  want  of  satis- 
factory references,  become  a source  of  unjust  and  precarious  profit ; the  Public  thus  suffering  doubly,  first  by 
the  difficulty  of  obtaining  information  at  any  expense,  and  secondly,  by  being  obliged  to  pay  for  the  additional 
trouble  occasioned  to  the  Officer  from  the  confusion  of  the  Records,  which  it  is  his  duty  to  arrange,  and 
thus  his  apparent  interest  to  neglect. 

The  foregoing  is  a case  in  wliich  the  Principal  retains  the  Salary,  and  leaves  the  acting  Officer  to  support 
himself  by  Fees  : in  such  case,  the  Principal,  who  has  no  payment  but  Salary,  neglects  his  duty ; and  the 
Deputy  or  Clerk  exacts  from  the  Public,  in  order  to  obtain  a livelihood.  But  there  are  other  cases,  where, 
under  every  exertion  and  ingenuity,  the  amount  of  the  Fees  is  insufficient  to  afford  a suitable  provision  for  the 
acting  Officers ; in  which  cases,  the  consequence  becomes  still  more  injurious  to  the  Public ; as  the  Officer, 
being  left  without  any  remuneration  for  his  services,  neglects  tile  duties  of  his  department  Thus  the  Public 
suffer  on  the  one  hand  by  exaction,  and  on  the  other  by  neglect  of  duty  ; so  that  it  becomes  a question  of 
serious  consideration,  whether  the  continuance  of  Sinecure  Offices,  so  far  as  regards  the  custody  of  Public 
Records,  ought  to  be  permitted.  And  it  is  hoped,  that  from  the  foregoing  observations,  it  is  not  hazarding 
too  much  to  recommend,  that  every  Officer  or  Keeper  of  a Record  Repository,  actually  discharging  the  duties 
of  his  office,  should  derive  a large  proportion  of  his  Income  from  Salary,  and  the  remainder  from  Fees, 
reduced  as  low  as  may  be  consistent  with  the  prevention  of  idle  and  vexatious  Searches.  But  it  cannot  at 
the  same  time  be  too  strongly  remarked,  that  as  the  incentives  to  assist  the  Public  will  be  diminished  in  the 
proportion  of  Fees  being  decreased,  and  Salary  given  to  the  Officer  under  any  regulations  like  those  suggested, 
a necessity  will  exist  for  a system  of  strict  control  being  adopted  over  the  Officer,  to  ensure  the  faithful 
discharge  of  his  duties,  with  respect  to  the  arrangement  and  preservation  of  the  Records  committed  to  his  care. 

Some  of  the  statements  and  suggestions  contained  in  the  foregoing  paragraphs  may  be  further  elucidated 
by  referring  to  the  Returns  of  the  Keepers  of  the  Records  of  Birmingham  Tower,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Paper 
Office.  In  these  instances,  the  Principals  are  paid  Salaries  of  500/.  per  annum  each ; out  of  which,  they 
allow  their  Deputies  or  Clerks,  in  one  instance  »2  Guineas,  and  in  the  other  10  Guineas  per  annum.  In 

consequence 
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Stc  "■  ,s  consequence  of  this,  the  Tower  (from  the  Deputy  Keeper  of  tvbich  a constant  attendance  cannot  be  expected 
SsconJ  for  so  small  a Salary)  is  mostly  locked  up,  and  access  obtained  tinder  the  heavy  charge  of  Two  Guineas  for 

<**  Search. 

The  duties  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Papers  has  long  since  ceased,  or  been  merged  in  that  of  one  of  the  Clerks  in 
■the  Civil  Department  of  the  Chief  Secretary's  Office,  whose  principal  Emolument  seems  to  arise  from 
compensation  for  certain  Apartments  belonging  to  the  Office,  which  have  been  long  since  given  up.  In  like 
manner,  the  Keeper  of  the  Parliamentary  Records  receives  1,000  l.  per  annum,  the  Surveyor  General  Goo/., 
and  their  Deputies  are  without  Salaries,  and  dependent  on  the  uncertain  produce  of  Fees.  The  Register 
of  Deeds,  &c-  also  takes  the  whole  Salary  allowed  by  the  Public;  also,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  and  most 
of  the  Officers  of  the  Courts  of  Justice  ; with  this  difference,  that  w here  the  Salary  is  of  small  amount,  as  is 
the  case  with  the  principal  Officers  of  each  Court,  a considerable  portion  of  the  Fees  is  intercepted  by  the 
Principal,  instead  of  belonging,  as  his  proper  remuneration,  to  the  acting  Officer,  for  the  discharge  of  his  duty 
to  the  Public. 


Another  consequence,  of  a most  injurious  tendency,  arising  from  the  misapplication  or  deficiency  of  the 
Funds  appropriated  to  the  support  of  Officers  of  Public  Repositories,  may  be  observed  in  die  careless 
manner  in  which  most  of  the  Public  Records  are  now  made  up  for  preservation  ; die  I landwriting,  in  general, 
being  very  imperfect,  and  executed  in  the  most  slovenly  manner ; the  Parchment  or  Paper  of  inferior  quality ; 
no  regard  paid  to  the  durability  of  the  Ink  ; and  the  Hooks  of  Reference,  in  many  Offices,  permitted  to  fall 
to  pieces  for  want  of  binding : hence,  considerable  difficulty  occurs  in  reading  some  important  Rolls  and  public 
Documents  of  recent  formation,  which  die  progress  of  time  must  considerably  increase.  It  may  therefore, 
perhaps,  be  worthy  the  consideration  of  The  Board,  whether  it  is  not  quite  unsafe  and  dangerous  to  leave  it 
entirely  to  die  direction  of  sinecure  Principals,  or  oseitant  Deputies,  to  engage  anv  Person  w hom  chance  may 
throw  in  their  way,  and  their  own  views  to  a rigidly  interested  economy  may  lead  diem  to  consider  as  fit  Persons 
to  be  employed  in  the  formation  of  Public  Records. 

The  Report  made  to  Your  Board  on  the  Registry  for  Deeds,  &c.  affords  considerable  information  on  diese 
points,  widi  regard  to  die  Records  of  that  Repository.  And  much  personal  observation  in  die  Offices  connected 
with  Courts  of  Justice,  warrants  me  hi  stating,  tiiat  in  the  course  of  any  investigation  which  The  Board  may 
be  pleased  to  set  on  foot,  a considerable  degree  of  negligence  and  misconduct  will  be  found  to  exist  in  Public 
Repositories,  with  regard  to  the  Records ; that,  in  many  Departments,  the  Officer  has  not  only  executed  his 
work  in  a slovenly  manner,  but  in  some  instances  the  formation  of  the  Record  has  been  neglected,  die  Officer 
contenting  himself  with  receiving  the  Fees  for  which  diese  duties  are  supposed  to  have  been  executed.  And 
I must  also  observe,  that  from  many  of  these  remarks  the  Peace  and  Crown  Clerks’  Offices,  or  Diocesan 
Registries,  cannot  be  regarded  as  exceptions ; at  least  such  of  them  as  I have  had  an  opportunity  of 
inspecting. 

Connected  with  this  head,  I lieg  leave  to  notice  die  impropriety  of  permitting  Officers  of  Courts  of  Justice 
especially  those  connected  with  the  preservation  of  the  Public  Records,  to  practise  as  Attomies  in  die 
Courts  of  which  tiicv  are  Officers.  Although  it  appears  that  this  great  evil  has  extended  through  almost  every 
department  connected  with  the  Records,  yet  it  is  here  observed,  not  in  the  view  of  considering  its  effects  npon 
die  sources  of  a correct  and  pure  administration  of  Justice,  hut  merely  as  it  tends  to  abstract  the  attention 
of  public  Officers,  from  those  duties  more  immediately  connected  with  the  preservation  of  die  Records 
committed  to  their  custody.  This  practice,  in  the  case  of  Sub-Sheriffs,  has  already  been  marked  by  the  disappro- 
bation of  the  Legislature ; and  from  tiieuce  an  excellent  precedent  might  be  formed,  as  applicable  not  only  to 
Officers  or  Keepers  of  all  Record  Repositories  of  a public  nature,  but  also  to  all  Deputies  or  Clerks  employed 
in  Offices  connected  with  the  Courts  of  Justice.  Although  this  practice  may  be  said  to  exist  chiefly  among 
the  inferior  Officers  in  the  Courts  in  Dublin,  yet  die  Circuits  of  Ireland  present  the  anomaly  of  a Clerk  of  die 
Crown  having  Lhe  custody  of  Public  Records  connected  with  the  Criminal  Jurisprudence  of  the  country,  being 
also  the  Crown  Solicitor  on  the  same  Circuit ; and  in  other  instances,  Persons  acting  as  Prosecutors  for  a 
Public  Board,  in  the  same  Court  in  w hich  tiiey  are  engaged  in  discharging  the  duties  of  Crown  Clerks. 

For  die  purpose  of  reforming  all  diese  abuses,  a system  of  active  and  vigorous  control  appears  to  he 
absolutely  necessary.  This  measure  seems  to  have  been  at  all  times  desirable,  and  now  more  than  ever 
necessary  for  the  purity  and  preservation  of  the  Records  in  existence,  and  the  regulation  of  those  that  shall  be 
hereafter  formed.  To  this  end,  die  labour  of  a permanent  Committee  would  lie  requisite,  acting  under  die 
eye  of  The  Board,  and  armed  with  Their  authority ; as  well  to  inquire  into  and  report  periodically  upon  the 
several  Repositories  of  Public  Records,  under  distinct  heads  of  observation,  as  also  to  inspect  and  report  upon 
the  Proceedings  of  the  several  sets  of  Sub-Commissioners  now  engaged  under  The  Board.  The  duties  of  a 
Committee  so  appointed,  would  doubdess  also  lead  them  to  every  general  inquiry  and  investigation  connected 
with  the  formation  and  preservation  of  the  Records. 
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IV.  Transfers. 

Having  in  the  First  General  Report  considered  this  subject  under  two  distinct  heads,  viz.  General  and 
Partial  Transfers ; following  this  division,  I may  observe  with  regard  to  the  former  head,  that  the  Contents 
of  several  of  the  principal  Public  Repositories,  whose  Records  are  of  a general  nature,  have  already  received 
a permanent  and  secure  designation,  by  Government  having  ordered  the  Round  Tower  in  the  Lower  Castle 
Yard  to  be  fitted  up  as  a Public  Repository  for  their  receptiou.  Ry  this  well  timed  regulation,  the  most 
complete  security  against  both  lire  and  damp  will  he  afforded  to  the  contents  of  such  Record  Repositories, 
when  transferred  to  the  Tower ; and  the  attention  of  the  Committee  .of  Law  Officers  will  be  less  abstracted 
from  the  business  of  arrangement  and  security  of  the  several  Public  documents  connected  with  the  Courts  of 
Justice,  and  now  dispersed  in  private  Buildings,  exposed  to  all  the  hazards  of  fee  and  embezzlement 

Under  the  second  division  of  this  head,  viz.  Partial  Transfers,  the  attention  of  The  Board  may  with  much 
propriety  be  drawn  to  that  part  of  the  Additional  Return  from  the  Rolls  Office,  which  states  that  there  are 
many  Chasms  to  be  found  among  the  Patent  Rolls  in  that  Repository ; these,  it  appears,  can  be  nearly  filled 
up  by  Rolls  of  the  same  kind,  now  lying  in  Birmingham  Tower,  which,  according  to  Mr.  Lodge  (formerly 
Deputy  Keeper,  of  both  Repositories)  were  left  there  by  mistake,  and  ought  to  be  restored  to  the  Rolls. 

The  Sub-Commissioners  who  make  this  Additional  Return,  state,  “ that  these  Rolls  are  about  fifty  in 
“ number,  and  would  very  nearly  complete  the  series  in  the  Rolls  Office and  they  observe,  that  “ the 
“ inconvenience  and  irregularity  of  having  them  separate,  are  too  obvious  to  need  any  further  remark;  and  that 
“ if  removed  to  the  Rolls,  they  would  be  much  more  accessible  to  the  Public,  than  they  are  at  present.”

Another  Transfer  of  the  same  nature  ought  to  be  made  of  the  large  lot  of  Equity  Pleadings,  evidently 
connected  with  the  Court  of  Chancery,  and  now  lying  in  the  Dome  of  the  Four  Courts,  among  the  large 
collection  of  Records  and  Documents  belonging  to  the  Auditor  General’s  Department. 


This  lot,  which  has  been  lately  brought  to  notice  by  the  Sub-Commissioners  employed  in  the  Dome,  under 
the  authority  of  the  Board,  ought,  when  selected  from  the  other  documents  with  which  they  appear  to  have 
heen  mixed,  to  be  also  transferred  to  the  Record  Room  of  the  Rolls,  for  the  purpose  of  being  restored  to  their 
proper  place  among  the  Pleadings  now  undergoing  arrangement  there ; those  found  in  the  Dome  appearing 
from  an  examination  of  dates  and  other  circumstances,  to  form  the  commencement  of  the  whole  series  of 
Chancery  Pleadings. 

Those  Volumes  of  Lords  and  Commons  Journals  which  have  heen  restored  to  the  Public  by  the  liberality 
of  individuals  into  whose  hands  they  had  fallen,  as  well  as  the  several  Calendars  and  Books  of  Reference, 
evidently  belonging  to  different  Repositories  from  those  into  which  they  have  accidentally  come,  should  also 
be  transferred  to  the  respective  Offices  to  which  they  belong.  And  as  the  consideration  of  this  head  of 
Transfers  will  frequently  engage  the  attention  of  The  Board,  or  any  Committee  They  may  he  pleased  to  appoint, 
I have  added  as  an  Appendix  to  this  Report,  for  the  sake  of  comparative  observation  with  the  Returns  recently 
received  by  The  Board  under  their  Order  of  September  1811,  Copies  of  the  several  Returns  that  were  made  to 
the  Irish  House  of  Commons  in  the  years  1723  and  1791. 


V.  Printing. 

THE  progress  which  has  been  made  under  the  Commission  in  the  several  Record  Repositories  to  which 
I took  the  liberty  of  drawing  the  notice  of  The  Board  in  the  last  General  Report,  and  the  opportunities 
which  were  thereby  afforded  of  examining  into  and  considering  the  Contents  of  the  several  Repositories  under- 
going arrangement,  enable  me  now  to  make  some  further  Observations  on  one  of  the  several  divisions  under 
which  this  head  seems  Capable  of  being  classed;  and,  after  the  best  and  most  deliberate  consideration  of  the 
subject,  I feel  myself  warranted  in  recommending  to  the  attention  of  The  Board,  the  printing  of  the  Calendars 
and  Repertories  in  the  several  Repositories  hereinafter  specified. 

1st.  In  Birmingham  Tower. — The  unfinished  Calendar  to  the  Plea  Rolls  in  this  Repository,  commencing 
the  36th  of  Henry  III.  should  be  forthwith  completed,  and  prepared  for  printing.  These  Rolls  form  nearly  a 
consecutive  series,  down  to  the  43d  of  Elizabeth,  and  contain  the  Judicial  Proceedings  of  the  Courts  of 
Justice  which  were  established  iu  Ireland  soon  after  the  arrival  of  Henry  II. — A less  copious  reference  should 
also  be  formed  to  the  Pipe  Rolls  in  this  Repository,  in  number  1 72,  and  preserved  in  a regular  series,  with 
one  or  two  exceptions,  from  the  46th  of  Henry  III.  to  the  nth  of  Geo.  II.  These  last-mentioned  Rolls  have 
not  unfrequently  been  consulted  as  curious  historical  documents,  and  are  referred  to  by  Sir  John  Davys, 
Attorney  General  of  Ireland  in  1O10,  and  by  other  writers. 

2(1.  In  theRollsOfficf.. — The  Repertory  formed  by  the  late  Mr.  Lodge  to  the  Patent,  Close,  and  Mixed  Rolls, 
after  transferring  those  Patent  Rolls  from  Birmingham  Tower,  which  do  not  properly  belong  to  that  Repository, 
as  has  been  already  suggested,  should  be  collated  with  the  original  Rolls,  and  forthwith  prepared  for  the  Press* 

5 M The 
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The  nature  of  these  Rolls  is  well  described  in  the  Additional  Return  from  the  Rolls  Office;  nor  can  their 
value  be  too  highly  appreciated,  as  they  will  be  found  to  contain  the  most  authentic  documents  relating  to  the 
history,  government,  and  property,  of  this  part  of  the  United  Empire. 

In  like  manner,  the  Inquisitions  post  Mortem,  and  of  Attainder,  deposited  in  this  Office,  may  be  regarded 
as  Public  documents  of  considerable  importance  in  the  elucidation  of  the  rights  of  property,  and  pedigrees  of 
families.  On  account  of  then?  importance,  I beg  leave  also  to  recommend  that  the  copious  Repertory  now 
forming  to  those  valuable  Records,  should  be  prepared  for  the  Press.  They  commence  with  the  reign  of 
Elizabeth,  and  end  shortly  after  the  Restoration,  except  those  of  Attainder,  wliich  extend  to  the  reign  of 
William  III.  Among  this  lot  of  Records,  are  the  celebrated  Strafford  Inquisitions,  finding  the  Province  of 
Connaught,  with  the  exception  of  the  County  of  Leitrim,  in  the  Crown. 

3d.  In  the  Chief  Remembrancers  Off  ice. — A complete  Repertory  should  be  formed  to  the  Memoranda 
Rolls,  which  are  coeval  with  the  Rolls  before-mentioned  in  the  Rolls  Office  and  Tower ; and  contain,  besides 
the  Proceedings  of  the  Court  of  Exchequer,  Grants  of  Lands  and  Offices,  Acts  of  the  Legislature,  together 
with  other  Entries  highly  interesting  and  curious.  This  Repertory  would  also  form  a fit  subject  for  printing.  As 
ivould  also  the  Repertory  now  forming  to  the  Inquisitions  in  this  Office,  wliicli,  though  not  so  numerous  as  those 
in  the  Rolls,  are  no  less  valuable,  as  they  include  those  taken  on  the  Suppression  of  Monasteries,  which  afford 
some  of  the  best  evidence  in  cases  concerning  the  rights  and  property  of  the  Church. 

In  this  short  view  of  the  Materials  which  the  three  foregoing  Repositories  afford  for  printing,  the  considera- 
tion of  the  subject  of  Repertories  to  the  ancient  Records  may  he  said  to  be  nearly  exhausted ; us  the  few 
ancient  Rolls  in  tire  Lord  Treasurer’s  Remembrancers  and  the  Auditor  General’s  Offices,  and  the  compara- 
tively modern  Rolls,  of  Judgments,  &c.  in  the  Offices  of  the  three  Law  Courts,  cannot  be  considered,  either 
with  regaid  to  their  antiquity  or  subject-matter,  to  come  within  the  scope  of  those  observations  which  have 
on  this  subject  been  respectfully  submitted  to  the  attention  of  The  Board. 

With  respect  to  Selections  of  original  Records  and  Papers  for  printing,  being  the  second  part  of  this  head, 
the  Report  of  the  Select  Committee  of  the  English  House  of  Commons  has  afforded  many  useftil  lights. 
Following  this  guide,  several  original  Documents,  of  the  highest  interest  and  importance,  may  be  selected  from 
among  the  various  materials  which  the  Returns  from  the  several  Public  Record  Repositories,  and  the  progress 
made  in  some  of  them  under  the  Commission,  have  brought  into  notice. 

Amongst  these,  in  addition  to  the  publication  of  unedited  and  printed  Statutes,  recommended  in  the  First 
General  Report,  the  follon'ing  classes  of  Public  Documents  seem  also  fit  for  publication  under  the  authority  of 
the  Commission ; namely,  Civil  and  Ecclesiastical  Surveys,  Judicial  Proceedings  and  Regulations,  Parlia- 
mentary Proceedings,  and  State  Papers. 

Of  Civil  Surveys,  one  of  the  most  important  ever  attempted  by  an  individual,  is  that  made  by  Doctor 
William  Petty,  known  by  the  name  of  “ The  Down  Survey.”  The  injuries  to  which  it  has  been  unhappily  exposed, 
have  already  been  noticed,  and  may  afford  the  best  reason  for  guarding  the  Public  from  any  further  loss  of  the 
same  kind,  by  an  engraved  publication  of  the  Original,  under  able  and  scientific  hands ; towards  obtaining 
which,  the  first  step  of  course  would  be  to  have  Fac  Similes  made  of  the  whole,  for  the  engraver  to  work 
from,  and  which,  even  if  no  Engravings  should  be  afterwards  taken,  would  be  in  themselves  a very  important 
acquisition,  in  the  vien-  of  preserving  the  Originals  from  the  constant  injury  to  n-hich  they  are  subject  from 
daily  reference,  in  cases  where  the  Fac  Similes  may  be  as  usefully  resorted  to. 

Here  permit  me  to  add,  that  the  “ Books  of  Distribution  and  Civil  Surveys,”  deposited  in  the  Auditor 
General’s  Office,  being  illustrative  of  this  great  national  Record,  may  be  also  considered  as  fit  for  publication. 
And  it  may  not  be  improper  to  suggest,  that  the  original  Quit  Rent  Roll  in  the  same  Office,  the  Certifi- 
cate and  Decrees  of  the  Court  of  Claims  in  the  Rolls,  together  with  the  Connaught  Certificates,  as  they  are 
termed,  or  copious  Abstracts  from  them,  as  also  every  other  Public  Document  growing  out  of  the  Acts  of 
Settlement  and  Explanation,  as  these  Acts  form  the  basis  on  which  the  present  order  of  property  rests  in  this 
part  of  the  Empire,  should  in  like  manner  be  printed  under  the  authority  of  the  Commission.  Similar  consi- 
derations may,  in  the  progress  of  the  Commission,  lead  to  the  publication  of  the  Books  of  Postings  and  Sales 
of  the  Forfeited  Estates  of  1688,  and  the  Book  of  Claims  in  the  Forfeiture  Office  : these  Books  contain  all  the 
Proceedings  on  the  Sales,  and  have  been  frequently  resorted  to  as  evidence  on  trials  in  the  Courts  of  Justice. 

Of  “ Ecclesiastical  Surveys,”  the  earliest  has  been  lately  discovered  in  the  English  Exchequer,  by  the  Sub- 
Commissioner  employed  under  the  Commission  for  England  and  Scotland.  The  following  conclusion  ascertains 
its  nature,  extent,  and  date  : 

“ Hos  Rotulos  simul  cum  aliis  Rotulis  de  Taxatione  bonorum  Beneficiorum  totius  Hibernia;,  recepit  hie  ad 
“ Scaccarium  Walterus  Exon’  Episcopus  tunc  Thesaurarius,  primo  die  Octobris  anno  Regni  Regis  Edwardi 
“ filii  Regis  Edwardi  XVIs9  in  quadam  Baga  Sigillo  Scaccarii  Dublin  consignata,  per  manus  Willielmi  de 
“ Lughteburgh  Nuncii  Domini  Regis  eandem  Bagarn  sub  sigjllo  predicto  defei'eutis,  ei  earn  dieto  Thesaurario 
“ ex  parte  Thesaurarii  & Baronum  dicti  Scaccarii  Dublin  liberantis.” 

The 
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The  discovery  of  this  curious  Record,  while  it  evinces  the  careful  research  and  industry  oi’  the  Individuals  VI. 
employed  under  the  English  Board,  may  be  regarded  as  of  the  highest  importance  to  the  history  and  S<$ ’ 

antiquities  of  this  Country.  Surveys  of  a similar  nature,  but  of  a much  more  recent  period,  are  to  be  found  General 

in  the  Chief  Remembrancer’s  and  First  Fruits  Offices,  commencing  with  the  2S1I1  year  of  Henry  vm.  In  the  ‘feport. 
first  of  these  Offices,  the  Inquisitions  of  Valuation  are  to  be  found,  from  which  the  Valor  lieneficiorum  in  the 
latter  has  been  framed.  This  Valor,  more  commonly  called  " The  King’s  Books,”  should  undergo  an  accurate 
revision  with  the  original  Inquisitions,  as  considerable  Variations  exist  between  them.  And  us  this  Public 
document  is  not  only  the  rule  for  ascertaining  the  Tax  of  First  Fruits  paid  by  Incumbents  of  Livings  on  their 
respective  promotions  spiritual,  but  also  the  criterion  whereby  the  Statutes  of  Trinity  College  arc  interpreted, 
in  cases  where  the  possession  of  Benefices  are  deemed  by  Law  incompatible  with  the  enjoyment  of  their 
Fellowships,  I beg  leave  for  these  reasons  to  recommend  the  publication  of  this  Document,  or  the 
Inquisitions  on  which  it  is  grounded. 

In  like  manner,  and  as  throwing  some  light  on  the  rights  and  property  of  the  Church,  the  Inquisitions 
taken  on  the  suppression  of  Monasteries  may  be  considered  proper  for  publication ; as  also,  some  ancient 
Rolls  concerning  Church  Lands  and  possessions  of  Religious  Houses,  lately  found  among  the  Auditor  General's 
Records  in  the  Dome  of  the  Four  Courts. 

The  publication  of  Judicial  Proceedings  of  the  earliest  periods  in  Ireland  had  been  anticipated,  when  the 
Plea  Rolls  in  the  Tower,  the  Patent  Rolls  in  the  Rolls  Office,  and  the  Memoranda  Rolls  in  the  Grief 
Remembrancer’s  Office,  were  respectively  introduced  to  the  consideration  of  The  Board.  As  a curious  illus- 
tration of  the  customs  and  introduction  to  the  members  of  the  legal  body,  on  die  revival  of  die  Kino's  Inns 
Society,  “ The  Black  Book,"  which  is  so  fully  described  in  the  Return  by  the  Librarian  of  that  Society,  or 
Selections  from  it,  may  possibly  be  deemed  not  unworthy  of  publication.  And  perhaps,  in  a practical  point  of 
view,  die  Board  would  consider  die  publication  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  in  the  several  Courts  of  Law 
and  Equity,  as  a valuable  desideratum  to  die  Legal  Profession.  To  diese  Publications,  the  Oaths  of  Office  to 
be  found  in  the  Hanaper  and  Chief  Remembrancer  s Offices  might  be  added,  for  die  reasons  already  suggested 
in  the  First  General  Report. 

In  die  printed  Lords  and  Commons  Journals,  the  Public  have  now  before  diem  a valuable  and  extensive 
collection  of  historical  and  legislative  information  relating  to  Ireland,  comprising  a period  of  nearly  two 
centuries ; and  that  stock  of  information,  it  is  respectfully  suggested,  might  be  usefully  increased,  by  printing 
an  Appendix  to  the  Lords’  Journals,  similar  to  that  which  is  annexed  to  die  new  Edition  of  die  Commons’ 

Journals;  and  to  die  Appendixes  of  both  Works  might  be  added,  Selections  from  Papers  laid  before  Com- 
mittees of  eidier  House,  which  do  not  appear  annexed  to  their  Reports,  and  which  have  never  been  printed 
in  any  shape. 

It  may  not  be  irrelevant  here  also  to  suggest,  diat  where  so  much  pains  have  been  bestowed  in  forming 
a voluminous  General  Index  to  die  Commons’  Journals,  a General  Index  would  be  desirable  to  die  Journals 
of  die  Lords,  which  arc  at  present  widiout  any  other  retbrence  than  that  of  a Volume  Index. 

On  die  subject  of  State  Papers,  and  the  expediency  of  publishing  any  Selection  of  them  from  among  the 
Records  of  Ireland,  similar  to  Rymer's  Fcedera,  it  is  necessary  to  observe,  that  the  attention  of  the  English 
Record  Commissioners  has  been  lately  directed  to  a new  Edition  of  that  great  national  Work ; that  their 
plan  seems  to  include  materials  found  in  Ireland : and  tiiat,  in  pursuance  of  this  intention,  the  learned 
Gentleman  to  whom  die  execution  of  it  had  been  committed,  has  recently  visited  this  Country  in  a view  of 
collecting  such. 

Although  the  intended  new  Edition  of  die  Fmdera  will  doubtless  be  a copious  and  splendid  collection  of 
historical  documents,  yet,  when  it  is  considered  tiiat  the  original  Edition  of  tiiat  Work  does  not  come  lower  in 
date  than  die  beginning  of  the  reign  of  Charles  II.  and  that  most  of  the  materials  for  such  a work  in  this 
Country  are  to  be  found  among  the  Records  of  the  seventeenth  century ; it  will  not,  I trust,  be  considered 
presumptuous  in  the  individual  who  offers  this  opinion,  or  disrespectful  towards  die  English  Commission,  to 
suggest,  with  great  deference,  that  a Collection  on  die  plan  of  the  Acta  Regia,  a work  that  has  received  the 
marked  approbation  of  die  learned  Editor  of  the  Fcedera,  might  be  usefully  framed  under  die  authority  of 
tliis  Board,  as  soon  as  some  progress  shall  have  been  made  in  the  Calendars  and  Repertories  to  the  Plea, 

Patent,  and  Memoranda  Rolls,  and  that  the  arrangement  of  die  State  Papers,  and  of  die  Records  in  the  Rolls 
and  Auditor  General's  Offices,  shall  have  been  completed. 

I have  been  led  in  some  measure  to  these  suggestions,  by  a review  and  consideration  of  the  labours  of  the 
indefatigable  Mr.  Lodge,  among  whose  volumes  I find  a commencement  of  an  “ Acta  Regia  Hibemica.”  But  in 
thus  freely  submitting  diem  to  die  consideration  of  The  Board,  I would  by  no  means  wish  to  be  understood  to 
convey  any  suggestion  at  variance  with  those  opinions  which  have  been  given  on  the  subject  by  the  learned 
Editor  of  Rymer,  or  in  any  degree  opposite  to  the- intentions  of  the  English  Board  of  Public  Records,  to  whose 
patriotic  and  indefatigable  exertions,  Great  Britain  is  not  alone  indebted,  but  also  this  part  of  the  United 
Kingdom  highly  so,  for  the  participation  of  a measure  calculated  to  bequeath  to  the  whole  Empire  such  per- 
manent and  essential  benefits.

IN  concluding  tliis  Report,  I must  beg  leave,  with  great  diffidence,  to  draw  the  attention  of  The  Board  to  the 
mode  of  perpetuatiug  Records  by  means  of  Duplicates ; a subject  that  has  been  before  partially  adverted  to, 
under  the  head  of  Calendars  and  Indexes.  The  system  there  recommended  I would  here  propose  to  extend  to 
manv  ancient  Records,  though  of  a private  nature;  and  also  to  such  important  modem  Records  and  public 
Documents  as  the  wisdom  of  Parliament,  under  an  improved  system  of  Registration,  may  deem  worthy  of 
being  guarded  with  peculiar  cure  from  the  many  hazards  to  which  they  must  be  liable  without  some  such 
precaution.

“ It  is  noted  in  the  Chapter  Book,  that 
“ the  Records  of  tbe  Diocese  were  lost 
“ during  the  Rebellion  of  1641 ;”  but  die 
Officer  is  doubtful  us  to  their  present  ex- 
istence.

The  Answer  of  Arthur  Hill,  Esquire,  Keeper  of  the  Records  of  Birmingham  Tower,  to 
the  several  Queries  of  the  Honourable  the  Committee  appointed  to  inspect  the  Public  Records 
and  Offices  in  this  Kingdom. 

nnilE  Records  in  this  Tower  consist  of  Pleas  of  the  Crown,  Enrolments  of  Patents,  and  Sheriffs’  Accounts: 
(2.) — They  are  placed  in  Presses,  convenient  for  that  purpose,  all  round  the  Office. 

(3.) — The  most  ancient  Records  in  the  Office  are  of  the  reign  of  King  Henry  the  Third. 

(4.) — The  Office  is  kept  in  Birmingham  Tower,  in  the  Castle  of  Dublin,  belonging  to  the  King ; the  Officer 
holds  the  said  Office  by  Letters  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal  of  Ireland,  which  are  during  his  life. 

(5.) — There  are  Tables  and  Indexes  to  the  Patent  Rolls  and  Pleas  of  the  Crown. 

(6.) — The  Office  is  enjoyed  by  Arthur  Hill,  Esquire,  and  by  him  executed. 

(7.) — There  are  a great  many  Vacancies  among  the  said  Records,  but  the  present  Officer  has  all  those  Records 
that  were  there  when  he  came  into  the  said  Office.

Offices;  Ecclesiastical  Livings;  Pensions;  Deeds;  Acts  of  Parliament;  Inquisitions;  Decrees;  and  other  Matters 
of  various  kinds,  kept  in  Presses,  in  the  Room  distinguished  by  the  name  of  The  Rolls,  according  to  the 
following  numbers ; viz. 

No.  1 . Contains  several  bundles  of  Rolls  of  Recognizances  in  the  reigns  of  King  Henry  the  Eighth,  Edward  the 
Sixth,  Philip  and  Mary,  Queen  Elizabeth,  King  James,  and  King  Charles  the  First,  and  one  Roll  of  Surrenders  of 
Abbeys,  &c.  in  the  reign  of  King  Henry  the  Eighth ; whereof  there  are  no  Entries : In  the  same  Press  is  also  con- 
tained a bundle  of  Rolls  of  Acts  of  Henry  the  Sixth,  another  of  Edward  the  Fourth,  another  of  Richard  the  Third, 
and  another  of  Henry  the  Seventh,  that  have  no  Entries : As  also  in  the  same  Press,  a bundle  of  Acts  of  Henry 
the  Eighth,  one  Roll  of  Philip  and  Mary,  a bundle  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  a Roll  of  King  James  the  First,  two 
Rolls  of  King  Charles  the  First,  of  which  there  are  Entries ; and  two  other  Acts  in  King  Charles  the  First, 
one  relating  to  Nicholas  Loftus,  Esquire,  and  the  other  to  Richard  Earl  of  Cork,  and  John  Lord  Bishop  of 
Waterford  and  Lismore,  to  which  there  is  no  Entry  : And  in  the  same  Press  are  likewise  contained  the  Enrol- 
ments of  the  several  Acts  of  Parliament  of  King  Charles  the  Second,  King  William,  and  Queen  Ann,  whereof 
there  are  Entries. 

No.  2.  Contains  one  Roll  of  old  Patents,  &c.  with  a Label  on  one  side,  Writ  de  Anno  Edvardi  primo  et

Edvardi  Secundi ; both  tied  together : In  the  same,  one  bundle  of  Edward  the  Third,  one  bundle  of  Richard 
the  Second,  one  bundle  of  Henry  the  Fourth,  one  bundle  of  Henry  the  Sixth,  one  bundle  of  Edward  the 
Fourth,  one  bundle  of  Henry  the  Seventh,  one  small  Roll  de  Anno  Sexto  Henrici  Octavi ; but  no  Entries  of 
any  of  them  : In  the  same  Press  are  contained  the  Enrolments  of  Patents,  & c.  beginning  in  the  twenty-second 
year  of  Henry  the  Eighth  to  the  latter  end  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  and  have  all  Indexes  and  Entries. 

No.  3.  & 4.  Contain  Enrolments  of  Patents,  &c.  from  the  beginning  of  King  James  the  First  to  the  latter 
end  of  his  reign,  and  have  Alphabets  and  Entries. 

No.  5.  & 6.  Contain  Enrolments  of  the  like  nature,  from  the  beginning  of  the  reign  of  King  Charles  the 
First,  to  the  latter  end  thereof,  having  Indexes  and  Entries. 

No.  7.  & 8.  Contain  Enrolments  of  Patents,  &c.  in  Cromwell's  time,  and  from  the  twelfth  year  of  King 
Charles  the  Second  to  the  latter  end  of  his  reign,  having  Indexes  and  Entries. 

No.  9. 
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No.  g.  Contains  the  Enrolments  oi  Patents,  See.  in  the  reigns  of  King  James  the  Second,  and  King  William 
and  Queen  Mary,  and  part  of  Queen  Ami ; to  which  there  are  Indexes  and  Entries. 

No.  10.  Contains  the  Enrolments  of  most  of  the  Patents  on  the  Act  of  Settlement,  with  their  proper 
Indexes  and  Entries. 

No.  1 1 . Contains  the  remaining  part  of  the  RoUs  on  the  Act  of  Settlement,  the  remaining  part  of  Queen 
Ann,  and  the  Enrolments  of  the  several  Trustees’  Deeds  on  the  late  Forfeiture  ; all  having  their  proper  Indexes 
and  Entries. 

No.  1 2.  Contains  all  the  Enrolments  in  His  present  Majesty  King  George's  reign,  with  the  Enrolment  of 
the  several  Persons  conforming  to  the  Protestant  Religion,  and  of  the  Subscribers’  Names  for  erecting  a Bank ; 
having  proper  Indexes  and  Entries. 

In  the  Closet  adjoining  to  the  Room  called  “ The  Rolls,”  Inquisitions  of  several  kinds  are  kept  in  Presses,  in 
the  reigns  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  King  James  the  First,  and  King  Charles  the  First,  having  no  Entries,  but  tied  up 
in  Counties,  with  a parchment  Label  distinguishing  the  Reign  and  the  County,  and  the  Files  are  put  into  their 
respective  Provinces ; some  few’  with  their  Commissions  affixed  to  them,  and  many  without.  There  are  in  the 
same  Closet  other  Inquisitions  since  the  Restoration,  with  Commissions  affixed  to  most  of  them,  and  have 
Entries.  Also  in  the  same,  some  few  large  Inquisitions,  distinguished  by  the  name  or  title  of  “ The  Grand  Inqui- 
sitions,” or  Grand  Office,  which  have  no  Entries.  In  the  adjoining  Closet,  are  the  Certificates  of  the  several 
Persons  conforming  to  the  Protestant  Religion,  upon  a proper  File.  Several  other  Inquisitions,  beginning  in 
1 633,  in  the  reign  of  King  Charles  the  First  and  King  Clxarles  the  Second,  are  on  Hies  hanging  on  pegs  in  the 
little  Middle  Room,  up  two  pair  of  stairs,  with  Indexes  and  Entries.  In  the  Room  adjoining  to  it  are  very 
many  Decrees,  which  some  few  years  past  were  brought  to  the  Office  in  great  confusion,  without  Indexes  or 
Entries,  and  many  of  them  of  an  hundred  years  standing.  On  the  same  Floor  are  kept  in  Presses  the  Enrol- 
ments of  several  Decrees  of  much  later  time,  with  the  Parties  Names  indorsed  on  each  of  the  Rolls ; and 
some  Enrolments  of  the  Palatinate  of  Tipperary,  brought  into  the  Office  a few  years  past,  without  Entries. — 
The  oldest  Pleadings  in  the  said  Office  begin  about  the  year  1600,  from  which  time  to  the  year  1633  there  are 
no  Entries  of  them,  and  arc  kept  in  the  East  Garret  of  said  Office.  The  oldest  Book,  an  Alphabet  of 
Pleadings,  in  said  Office,  begins  in  the  year  1633;  and  the  Pleadings  from  1633  to  Cromwells  time,  lie  in 
the  aforesaid  Garret,  tied  up  in  bundles,  w ith  Labels,  in  their  years.  The  Pleadings  in  Cromwell’s  time  lie  up 
two  pair  of  stairs  westward  in  Lire  Office,  and  are  labelled,  and  in  their  years  ; and  there  is  a Book  of  Entries, 
and  Alphabet  which  refer  to  them.  The  Pleadings  from  1660  to  the  year  1696  inclusive,  are  in  the  West 
Garrets  of  the  Office,  tied  up  every  Term  in  a bundle,  with  Labels  to  them  all,  having  Books  and  Alphabets 
referring  to  them.  The  Pleadings  from  the  year  1697  inclusive,  to  the  year  1708,  are  in  Presses  up  one  pair  of 
stairs  westward  in  the  Office,  and  every  Term  by  itself,  and  labelled,  with  Books  and  Indexes  referring  to 
them.  The  years  1708  and  1709  are  in  a little  Room  on  the  back  of  said  Presses,  every  Term  tied  up  in 
bundles,  and  labelled,  having  a Book  and  Index  referring  to  them.  The  Pleadings  of  the  years  1710,  1711, 
and  1712,  are  upon  pegs  up  one  pair  of  stairs  w estward  in  the  said  Office,  and  are  every  Term  by  itself  upon 
one  peg,  labelled,  and  there  are  Entries  and  Indexes  referring  to  them.  The  Pleadings  of  the  years  1713, 
1714,  1.715,1716,  lie  in  a little  Room  up  one  pair  of  stairs  in  said  Office,  and  are  every  Term  tied  up  in 
bundles,  and  labelled;  and  there  are  Books  and  Indexes  referring  to  them.  The  Pleadings  from  the  year  1716 
exclusive  to  this  time  lie  upon  pegs  in  the  Pleading  Room  of  said  Office,  every  Term  by  itself  upon  a peg  ; 
and  there  are  Books  and  Indexes  referring  to  them.  The  Pleadings  which  were  received  from  the  Palatinate 
Court  of  Tipperary,  lie  in  a little  Room  eastward  in  the  said  Office,  and  there  is  a Book  referring  to  them  in 
the  Office.  Cannot  tell  how  long  the  Pleadings  from  about  1600  to  Cromwell’s  time,  have  been  in  the  said 
East  Garret,  having  been  there  before  my  time  in  llie  Office,  but  believe  all  the  other  Pleadings,  since  the  year 
1660,  have  been  lodged  in  the  said  Office,  as  they  were  entered  and  filed,  except  the  Tipperary  Pleadings, 
which  were  lodged  there  about  six  or  seven  years  ago. 

The  Office  is  executed  by  Charles  Baldwin,  Esquire,  and  Cusack  Baldwin,  his  son,  who  are  both  Deputies;

Staples,  when  executed,  are  returned  to  us  and  filed  ; which  practice  is  now  so  much  out  of  use,  that  scarce 
one  m a year  issues.

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(2.) — .The  above-  Records  are  kept  in  Presses,  separate  from  each  other,  and  disposed  according  to  the 
dates  of  the  several  years  wherein  they  were  returned. 

. (3.) — The  most  ancient  Returns  of  Parliament  are  in  the  eleventh  year  of  the  reign  of  King  James  I. ; 
and  the  most  ancient  Returns  of  Extents  are  in  the  sixth  year  of  the  reign  of  King  James  I. 

(4.) — The  Office  is  kept  in  Bride-street,  in  the  House  of  Sir  Compton  Domville  ; of  which  he  lias  a Lease, 
from  the  Vicars  Choral  of  Saint  Patrick's  Dublin,  of  about  fifty  years  to  come. 

(5.) — We  have  neither  Tables  nor  Indexes ; for  the  Writs  and  Indentures  are  all  filed  according  to  the 
1 7 *3-  years  wherein  they  were  returned,  and  the  dates  of  the  years  indorsed  upon  the  back  of  the  files.

— There  are  no  Records  wanting,  to  the  knowledge  of  the  present  Officer,  since  he  has  enjoyed  the 
same,  the  most  exact  care  having  been  taken  to  preserve  them,  by  him,  and  the  Persons  concerned  under  him  ; 
nor  can  he  give  any  account  of  Records  wanting  before  (if  any)  or  how  they  came  to  be  wanting,  unless  by 
means  of  the  great  length  of  time,  the  change  of  the  Officers,  the  frequent  rebellions,  changes  and  re- 
volutions that  have  happened  in  tliis  Kingdom  since  die  26th  of  Edward  I.  He  can  give  no  account  of 
Records  before  die  26th  of  Edward  l.

Accounts;  Enrolments  of  Pleas  to  Scire  Facias,  in  the  nature  of  Quo  Warranto,  issued  against  the  Charters 
of  divers  Corporations,  and  the  Patents  of  divers  Gentlemen  who  claimed  several  Privileges  ; Pleas  to  several 
charges  of  Quit  Rents  ; Pleas  of  Traverses  to  Inquisitions  on  Oudawries,  and  the  several  Judgments  given  on 
diem  respectively ; Enrolments  of  several  Letters  Patent,  and  several  Deeds ; Orders  made  up  in  die  Notes 
conceived  in  Court ; Affidavits  concerning  Quit  Rents,  Crown  Rents,  Debts  due  to  the  Crown,  end  Sheriffs’ 

Accounts  and  Outlawries;  Abstracts  of  divers  Inquisitions  taken  by  Escheators  and  Commissioners,  on 
account  of  die  Rebellions  of  1641  and  1688,  which  were  transmitted  into  die  Exchequer  from  the  High 
Court  of  Chancery ; and  Seizures,  and  Writs  of  Levari  Facias,  issued  to  the  respective  Sheriffs  of  the  Kingdom, 
for  Quit  Rents,  Crown  Rents,  Fines  and  Recognizances  due  to  the  King,  w ith  Inquisitions  taken  diereon ; 
and  also  several  Reports  made  by  the  Attorney  General  and  Auditor  General. 

(2.)— The 
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(2.) — The  Books  of  Rules  and  Orders  are  kept  on  Shelves  in  a Closet : and  most  of  the  Orders,  from  the 
year  1GG0  to  the  year  1720,  are  made  up  in  bundles,  in  Presses  in  the  same  Closet,  with  Labels  on  each 
bundle,  denoting  the  Term  and  Year  they  were  respectively  conceived.  The  Orders  conceived  since  1720 
are,  for  the  more  safe  keeping  of  them,  entered  in  Books.  The  Enrolments  and  original  Pleadings  are  kept  in 
Presses  in  one  side  of  the  Office ; several  Books  of  Homages  and  Sheriffs'  Accounts  are  kept  on  distinct 
Shelves  in  the  same  Presses ; as  are  also  Estreats  of  Outlawries,  Affidavits,  Reports,  and  Constats,  distinctly 
made  up,  with  proper  inscriptions  on  them;  and  also,  divers  Writs  issued  out  of  the  Office,  with  the 
Inquisitions  and  Returns  made  on  them.  The  Rolls  of  Fines  and  Recognizances  forfeited  to  the  King  are 
kept  by  Secondaries,  who  arc  sworn  Attomies  in  the  Second  Remembrancer’s  Office  and  who  make  out 
Process  on  them. 

(3.) — The  most  ancient  Book  begins  in  tire  year  1591;  and  the  most  ancient  Enrolments  are  of  the 
year  1G05. 

(4.) — The  Office  is  kept  in  Derby-square,  in  the  city  of  Dublin  : the  Officer  has  a term  of  sixty-one  years, 
determinable  at  any  time,  on  giving  six  months  previous  notice. 

(5.) — There  are  Books  of  Repertories  to  the  enrolled  Records;  and  most  of  the  Books  of  Rules  and  Orders 
have  alphabetical  Tables  to  them. 

(6.) — The  Office  is  enjoyed  by  Alderman  John  Stoyte,  and  executed  by  him  and  Richard  Daniel. 

(7.)— Does  not  know  of  any  Records  wanting,  though  several  years  pass  without  any  Enrolments  in  the 
said  Office. 

(8.) — Cannot  give  any  account  of  the  Records  wanting  (if  any,)  nor  of  the  Records  before  the  most  ancient

— What  Records,  and  of  what  nature,  are  kept  in  your  Officer — I have  no  Records  in  my  Office,  but 
Judgments  and  Issues  made  up  upon  Pleadings  between  Party  and  Party,  and  revival  of  Judgments  by 
Scire  Facias. 

(2.) — In  what  part  of  the  Office  are  the  Records  of  each  kind  kept? — All  the  Records  of  my  Office  are  kept 
in  good  Presses,  well  lined  at  the  back,  in  one  large  Room  up  one  pair  of  stairs,  where  I sit. 

(3*)' — Of  what  year  are  the  ancientest  Records  in  your  Office  ? — The  ancientest  Records  in  my  Office, 
which  have  come  to  my  hands,  begin  at  1611. 

(4-) — Where  is  the  Office  kept,  and  what  interest  the  Officer  has  in  the  House  or  Place  where  the  Office  is 
kept? — My  Office  is  kept  in  a large  House  in  St.  Michael's  Lane ; and  my  interest  therein  is  nineteen  years 
from  the  25th  of  December  next 

(5-) — To  what  Records  have  you  Tables  or  Indexes,  and  of  what  nature  are  those  Tables  or  Indexes  r — 
I have  Indexes  or  Alphabet  Books  of  all  Issues  and  Judgments  entered  in  my  Office,  from  the  year  1660  to 
the  present  time ; which  Indexes  or  Tables  are  made  up  in  two  Alphabets,  one  of  which  contains  the  Names 
of  the  Plaintiffs,  and  the  other  the  Names  of  the  Defendants. 

(G.) — By  whom  is  the  Office  enjoyed,  and  by  whom  executed  ? — The  Office  is  enjoyed  by  me,  by  virtue  of 
a Patent  for  life  ; and  likewise  executed  by  me,  and  Mr.  James  Flack,  as  my  Deputy. 

(7-) — -Are  there  any  Records  wanting  from  the  time  your  most  ancient  Records  bear  date,  and  which? — 
There  are,  I fear,  many  Records  wanting  between  the  said  year  1611  and  the  year  1 660  ; and  there  are  no 
Records  to  be  found  for  several  whole  years,  viz.  for  the  year  1623,  1646,  1649,  1^5°>  1^51»  1652,  1653, 
and  1654  ; which  Records,  from  the  year  1611  to  the  year  1660,  were  for  many  years  left  in  the  Office  from 
whence  I lately  removed,  thrown  up,  in  a confused  manner,  on  shelves  in  the  Office ; but  when  I removed 
them  to  my  Office  where  I now  am,  I caused  them  to  be  made  clean,  and  put  into  Presses,  where  they  now 
are : but  there  are  no  Docquets  of  them,  and  I fear  many  of  them  are  damaged  by  weather  or  vermin. 

(S-) — What  account  can  you  give  of  the  Records  wanting,  and  of  those  before  the  most  ancient  you  now 
have  r I am  a stranger  to  the  transactions  in  my  Office  before  I was  admitted  to  it ; and  can  give  no  account 
of  any  Records  of  the  said  Office  before  the  said  year  1611,  or  of  those  that  are  wanting  since  that  time.

npil  E Records  in  Birmingham  Tower  consist  of  upwards  of  fifty  Patent  Rolls,  in  the  reigns  of  Edward  III  Binuinsbu 
1 Richard  II.  Henry  IV.  V.  & VI. ; Plea  Rolls,  Pipe  Rolls,  and  other  Rolls  of  various  matters.  They 
were  given  to  me  in  great  confusion,  bundled  up  promiscuously  in  sacks  ; I have  appointed  a Deputy,  who  is  ' 

putting  them  in  order.  There  ap]ieais  to  have  been  an  old  Index  of  them ; but,  as  I am  informed  several  of 
them  have  been  burned  by  fires  at  different  times,  this  Index  is  of  no  use.  There  are  very  convenient  Presses 
for  keeping  them ; but  the  weather  has  penetrated  through  that  placed  against  the  west  wall,  in  the  course  of  the 
last  winter,  and  damaged  many  of  them,

THAT  Your  Memorialist  in  the  year  1749  wasappointed  Keeper  of  the  Records  in  the  said  Tower  ■ 

That  John  Lodge,  Esquire,  deceased,  who  was  appointed  by  the  Right  honourable  Lord  Famham,  Deputy 
Keeper  of  the  said  Records,  and  continued  by  your  Memorialist  during  the  time  he  acted  therein  kept  the 
same  m regular  order,  and  formed,  for  his  own  private  use,  a complete  Alphabet  and  Index  thereto 
That  in  tile  year  1775  the  Tower  was  taken  down,  in  order  to  be  rebuilt,  when  all  the  Records  were  put  in  a 
great  number  ot  sacks,  and  lodged  in  the  Battle  Axe  Hall : That  after  the  rebuilding  of  the  said  Tower  they 
were  removed  np  into  a small  Room  in  the  same,  allotted  for  them ; two-tlihds  at  least  of  the  whole  ftoor  on 
which  they  formerly  had  been  kept  in  the  said  old  Tower,  having  been  taken  off  and  appropriated  as  a Store 

^ ^ Room 
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Room  for  the  use  of  the  Housekeeper  of  the  Castle,  so  that  the  remaining  part  was  by  no  means  sufficient  for 
the  arranging  and  settling  the  said  Records,  which  were  formerly  in  the  said  Tower:  Yet  in  the  year  1778,  in 
the  Administration  of  the  Earl  of  Buckinghamshire,  there  was  an  order  to  your  Memorialist,  to  receive  from 
Nicholas  Morrison,  Esquire,  the  Summonister  and  Clerk  of  the  Estreats,  226  Rolls  and  Records  ; which  were 
accordingly  received  and  deposited  in  your  Memorialist’s  Office  ; but  no  Alphabet  or  Index  thereto  was  sent 
therewith,  which  has  greatly  increased  the  embarrassments  of  the  said  Office : That  there  are  but  two  old 
Books  or  Alphabets  now  to  be  found,  referring  to  the  Records  which  were  in  the  Tower,  which  are  very 
imperfect,  so  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  form  and  make  new  Books  of  Indexes  and  Alphabets,  when  the 
Records  are  adjusted  and  settled  : But  your  Memorialist  hath  been  informed  by  Mr.  John  Warburton,  who 
was  formerly  Clerk  to  the  said  Lodge,  as  also  by  Gorges,  Edmond  Howard,  Esquire,  that  when  he  was  writing 
his  “ Treatise  on  the  Exchequer  and  Revenue  of  Ireland,”  he  had  made  several  searches  for  information  in  the 
said  Office,  which  he  readily  found  from  the  private  Books  kept  by  the  said  Mr.  Lodge ; which  after  his  decease 
went  into  the  hands  of  his  Widow,  who  (your  Memorialist  is  informed)  hath  been  rewarded  by  a Pension 
of  300  /.  a year  for  her  life,  and  that  of  her  son  the  Reverend  Doctor  William  Lodge,  for  delivering  up  to 
Government  his  collection  of  Manuscripts,  in  his  own  handwriting ; which  are  Abstracts  taken  from  the 
Records  in  Birmingham  Tower,  the  Rolls,  and  other  Offices  : That  it  is  now  necessary  to  have  all  the  Records  in 
the  Tower  adjusted  and  settled ; but  the  place  so  lately  allotted  them,  is  so  contracted  and  small,  that  they  cannot 
be  laid  out  for  the  purpose  of  adjusting  them ; nor  can  the  Office  be  settled  and  served  without  another  Room 
for  your  Memorialist  and  his  Deputy,  and  to  accommodate  the  Persons  who  may  resort  for  Searches 
thereto. 

May  it  therefore  please  Your  Excellency  to  order  your  Memorialist  such  Book  or  Books  as  relate  to 
bis  Office,  which  were  so  purchased  from  Mrs.  Lodge,  or  that  your  Memorialist  may  be  per- 
mitted to  take  a Copy  thereof ; as  also  such  Rooms  as  originally  and  formerly  were  appointed  for 
the  use  of  his  said  Office,  or  such  as  are  convenient  and  sufficient  for  the  propet  execution  of  this 
mo6t  important  office  to  the  Public ; and  your  Memorialist  engages  to  have  new-  Indexes  and 
Alphabets  made,  and  to  keep  the  Office  as  regular  as  any  in  the  Kingdom;  as  also  to  grant 
unto  your  Memorialist  the  usual  Allowance  that  every  other  Office  hath,  of  Books  and  other 
Stationary  Wares,  as  to  Your  Excellency  shall  seem  meet

2.  ROLLS  OFFICE. 

An  Account  of  the  Records  of  Ilis  Majesty’s  High  Court  of  Chancery  of  Ireland  ; stating  the 
Reigns  in  which  they  commence  and  end,  and  where  they  are  kept,  in  what  manner  and  under 
what  heads  assorted,  and  such  as  have  Indexes  to  them  ; pursuant  to  the  Order  of  the  Honourable 
the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  of  Ireland,  appointed  to  examine  into  the  State  of  the 
Records  in  the  several  Offices  in  this  Kingdom. 

RECORDS  : — The  Records  in  general  of  the  High  Court  of  Chancery  of  Ireland  consist  of  Enrolments 
and  Pleadings. 

Enrolments : — Under  this  head  are  all  Letters  Patent  or  Grants  from  the  Crown ; public  and  private  Acts  of 
Parliament ; Orders  of  Privy  Council ; all  sorts  of  Deeds  or  Conveyances ; Wills,  Letters  of  Attorney ; Cer- 
tificates of  the  Conformity  of  Papists;  Qualifications  of  Papists,  and  of  Foreigners  naturalized  ; Inquisitions; 
and  Decrees  of  the  High  Court  of  Chancery. 

Letters  Patent,  &c. : — These,  with  some  .other  Enrolments,  are  the  first  on  record,  commencing  in  the  20th  year 
of  the  reign  of  Edward  II.  and  ending  in  the  present  year ; to  any  of  which,  previous  to  the  22d  year  of  the  reign 
of  Henry  VIII.  there  is  neither  Alphabet  or  Index ; but  from  that  period  down  to  the  present  time,  there  have 
been  both  Alphabets  and  Indexes  duly  kept  of  each  succeeding  reign,  save  that  from  the  gth-  of  Charles  I.  to 
the  end  of  his  reign  there  is  no  Index,  the  reference  to  Enrolments  during  that  period  being  from  the 
Alphabet  to  the  Records  themselves,  which  with  the  several  other  Enrolments,  both  prior  and  subsequent,  are 
bound  up  in  rolls,  with  the  years  of  the  respective  reigns  in  which  they  were  enrolled,  indorsed  upon  them,  as 
also  the  numbers  to  which  the  Indexes  refer.  These  Rolls  are  kept  in  Presses  in  the  Record  Room,  under  lock 
and  key,  and  are  in  as  good  condition  as  their  own  antiquity  and  the  injury  of  time  will  admit. 

Acts  of  Parliament : — The  enrolment  of  Acts  of  Parliament,  commenced  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VI.  which 
have  been  continued  down  to  the  present  time.  Some  of  these,  prior  to  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII.  are  in  bad 
condition,  being  almost  wholly  defaced.  There  is  neither  Alphabet  or  Index  to  these,  prior  to  the  reign  of  Jas.  I. ; 
but,  from  thehee  to  George  1.  some  few  public  and  private  Acts  have  been  alphabeted  and  indexed.  And 
from  the  reign,  of  Ann,  down  to  the  present  year,  none  but  private  Acts  only  have  been  indexed  or  alphabeted, 

. V..:  * to 
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to  which  there  are  both.  These  Rolls,  save  as  before  mentioned,  are  in  good  order,  and  are  kept  as  the  other 
Records. 

Inquisitions : — These  commence  the  20th  year  of  die  reign  of  Elizabeth,  and  end  in  the  reign  of  William  and 
Mary ; there  never  was  either  Alphabet  or  Index  to  them.  They  are  kept  in  bundles,  with  the  respective 
Reigns  in  which  they  were  issued,  as  also  die  County  to  which  they  were  directed,  indorsed  upon  them;  and 
are  kept  in  Presses  like  die  other  Records,  in  the  Record  Room. 

Pleadings Bills,  Answers,  Pleas,  Demurrers,  Replications,  and  Rejoinders,  come  under  this  description ; 
they  commence  in  the  year  1 659}  and  end  in  the  present.  From  the  commencement  of  these  Records  to  the 
year  1 724,  all  Bills,  Answers,  Pleas,  and  Demurrers,  were  kept  in  bundles,  in  which  state  they  still  continue, 
distinguished  and  divided  under  the  heads  of  their  respective  Six  Clerks,  with  the  years  in  which  they  were  filed 
indorsed  upon  diem ; but  since  diut  period  they  have  been  assorted,  and  kept  regularly  arranged  under  the 
heads  of  their  respective  Six  Clerks,  in  Presses  made  for  that  purpose,  both  in  the  Record  Room  and  in  the 
Deputy’s  Office,  and  are  in  good  order.  There  are  Books  duly  kept  of  these  Pleadings,  from  die  commence- 
ment to  the  present  time,  where  they  are  alphabetically  entered,  and  which  are  styled  Bill  Books,  referring  to 
the  Parties  Plain  tiffs  in  every  cause,  the  Proceedings  had  thereon,  and  the  Six  Clerks  who  filed  the  same. 
Replications  and  Rejoinders  are  at  the  end  of  every  year  assorted,  tied  up,  and  put  on  Files,  with  their  respec- 
tive Titles,  and  the  year  when  filed,  indorsed  upon  them. 

Decrees: — These  may  be  more  properly  styled  Enrolments,  under  which  head  they  are  stated  to  belong, 
beginning  since  the  reign  of  Janies  II.  in  which  they  commence,  down  to  the  present  time;  kept  in  Rolls,  like 
other  Enrolments,  alphabetically  entered,  with  Indexes  referring  to  these  Rolls  in  manner  hereinbefore

WE  do  humbly  certify,  That  there  are  Warrants  and  Precipes  from  the  Lord  Lieutenants,  Lord  Chancellors, 
Attorney  Generals,  Attomies  and  Solicitors,  filed  in  said  Office,  for  the  different  Writs  which  issue  from 
thence  under  the  Great  Seal  of  Ireland,  and  are  returnable  into  the  High  Court  of  Parliament,  the  Courts  of 
King’s  Bench,  Common  Pleas,  and  Exchequer : which  Precipes  are  the  only  Records  lodged  and  remaining  in 
said  Office,  and  are  made  up  in  two  Files  for  each  year,  and  are  carefully  kept  in  Presses;  in  the  manner  they 
are  brought  into  said  Office  for  the  different  Writs  which  issue  therefrom. 

In  what  King's  reign  the  Office  of  Cursitor  commenced  in  this  Kingdom,  we  cannot  set  forth  with  any 
degree  of  certainty.  The  earliest  Precipes  remaining  in  the  Office,  are  of  the  year  17.14,  There  are  Precipes 
beginning  in  the  year  1720,  and  continued  down  to  this  time,  in  good  order;  but,  from  their  variety,  Indexes 
could  not  be  kept.  There  is  an  account  of  every  Writ  wliich  lias  issued  from  said  Office,  since  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  Honourable  Joseph  Hewitt  to  be  Cursitor,  30th  August  1782,  to  this  time,  carefully  kept,  and  in 
good  order.

in  Golden-lane.  That  said  Books,  from  the  said  year  1664  to  the  present  time,  are  all  indexed,  and  are  also 
labelled  as  aforesaid,  and  kept  in  a good  Press  in  said  Office,  with  a proper  reference  to  them. 

That  there  are  also  Matters  of  Record  in  said  Office,  under  the  titles  of  Petitions,  Masters’  Reports, 
Certificates,  and  Guardiaus’  Accounts,  Submissions,  and  Awards,  from  the  year  1700,  to  the  present  year  1791 ;

“ manner,  and  whether  assorted  under  different  heads ; and  whether  there  are  Indexes  of  the  same,  or  of  any 
“ of  them,  and  which  of  them I have  the  honour  to  inform  you,  that  my  Office  of  Clerk  of  the  Report 
Office  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  was  created  by  the  Statute  23d  and  24th  of  the  King,  chap.  22d.  The 
nature  of  the  Records  kept  in  this  Office,  is  particularly  ascertained  by  the  before  mentioned  Statute : they 
consist  of  the  Accountant  General's  Certificates  of  all  Money  and  Effects  of  the  Suitors  of  the  Court  of 
Chancery,  which  are  paid  in,  or  deposited  in  the  Bank,  pursuant  to  the  Orders  of  the  Court,  and  with  the 
privity  of  the  Accountant  General ; together  with  the  Receipt  of  the  Bank  for  such  Money  or  Effects,  annexed 
to  the  Certificates  of  the  Accountant  General,  and  also  the  Certificates  of  the  Accountant  General  of  all 
Money  or  Effects  drawn  by  him  out  of  the  Bank.

In  obedience  to  an  Order  of  a Committee  of  the  Honourable  House  of  Commons,  whereby  the 
Usher  of  His  Majesty’s  High  Court  of  Chancery  of  Ireland  was  ordered  to  return  an  Account 
of  the  nature  of  the  Records  in  his  Office,  their  commencement,  state  and  condition,  and  how 
and  where  kept  and  assorted  ; the  following  is  given  as  a true  Statement  thereof : 


THE  only  Records  in  the  Usher’s  Office  are  Affidavits  : the  earliest  appear  to  have  been  filed  in  the  year 
1668,  the  8th  of  Charles  II.,  and  are  continued  to  the  present  time;  they  are  kept  in  the  Usher’s  Office  at 
King’s  Inns,  in  alphabetical  order,  according  to  the  Causes  in  which  they  were  made  aud  filed,  each  year 
separate,  in  Presses  locked  up,  and  are  altogether  in  good  condition ; but  there  is  no  Index  to  them,  nor  does 
it  seem  necessary,  the  Title  thereto,  and  the  alphabetical  manner  in  which  they  are  placed,  being  in  effect  an 
Index.  There  are  also  in  this  Office,  a variety  of  Deeds,  Leases,  Wills,  Books  of  Account,  Papers  and 
Writings,  lodged  at  different  times  previous  to  the  year  1784,  in  obedience  to  Writs  of  Duces  Tecum  ; they 
are  also  kept  in  alphabetical  order,  according  to  the  different  Causes  in  which  they  were  deposited,  locked  up 
in  Presses,  some  of  them  in  Trunks  as  they  were  delivered,  and  in  as  good  order  (as  is  supposed)  as  when 
they  were  originally  brought  in ; there  is  a Schedule  or  Account  of  them  in  the  Office,  by  which  they  are 
easily  referred  to.

There  does  not  appear  any  Record,  or  any  Entry  of  any,  in  said  Office,  until  a short  time  after  the  Restoration 
of  King  Charles  II. 

The  nature  of  the  Records  in  said  Office.  Interrogatories  for  examination  of  Witnesses  in. Causes  depend- 
ing in  said  Court  are,  at  the  option  of  the  Solicitor  concerned  for  the  party,  given  by  him  either  to  the  First 
or  Second  Examinator.  The  Second  Examinator  files  all  such  as  he  receives  b his  Office,  and  the  Witnesses 
are  examined  thereon,  and  their  testimony  taken  in  writing  by  the  Second  Exambator,  or  his  Deputy.  And 
Depositions  of  Witnesses  examined  by  Commissioners  are  returned  sealed  up,  on  oath,  to  one  of  the  Masters, 
who  delivers  same,  so  sealed  up,  to  the  Register  of  said  Court,  who  enters  same  from  the  Indorsement  thereon 
b his  Book  of  Pleadbgs,  and  keeps  them  until  they  are  to  be  published  pursuant  to  order  of  said  Court, 
when  he  delivers  them  either  to  the  First  or  Second  Examinator,  or  his  Deputy.

same  are  kept. 

An  Account  of  the  nature  of  the  Records  of  the  Pleas  Office  of  the  Exchequer ; of  the  time  they  commence, 
of  their  state  and  condition,  how  and  where  kept,  and  how  assorted. 

THE  Records  kept  in  the  Pleas  Office  of  the  Court  of  Exchequer,  are — Judgments,  of  different  species ; 
to  wit,  on  Cognovit,  Postca,  Inquisitions,  Scife  Facias,  by  Nil  Dicit  and  in  Ejectment.  Those  Judgments 
commence  in  the  reign  of  King  Charles  II.  in  the  year  1660,  and  continue  to  the  present  time:  They  are 
fairly  transcribed  on  Rolls  of  Parchment ; which  Rolls  are  tied  up,  each  Term  by  itself,  neatly  indorsed, 
and  carefully  kept  in  locked  Presses. — There  are  Books,  fairly  written  and  carefully  preserved,  wherein  the 
Parties’  Names  are  alphabetically  entered,  with  a reference  to  the  number  of  the  Roll  of  each  Judgment,  so 
that  any  Judgment  entered  in  this  Office,  from  the  year  1660  to  the  present  time,  may  be  immediately 
inspected. — The  Memorials  of  the  Assignment  of  such  of  the  above-mentioned  Judgments  as  are  assigned,  are 
kept,  each  year  by  itself*  on  a File.  The  Memorials  are  regularly  kept,  and  easily  referred  to,  since  the 
qth  year  of  George  II.  when  Judgments,  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  made  in  that  year,  became  assignable. 
When  any  Judgment  is  assigned,  an  entry  is  made  of  the  same  on  foot  of  the  Judgment  Roll,  to  whom  the 
Same  is  assigned,  with  reference  to  the  Memorial ; and  if  satisfied,  the  Satisfaction  is  entered  on  the  foot  of 
the  Judgment  Roll,  and  is  signed  by  a Baron  and  an  Attorney. — The  original  Files  of  Cognovits,  after  they 
fere  transcribed  on  the  Judgment  Roll,  are  tied  up,  each  Term  separately,  and  kept  in  the  lower  shelves  of 
the  Presses  that  contain  the  Enrolments.  The  original  Files  of  Judgments  on  Postea,  Inquisition,  Scire  Facias, 
by  Nil  Dicit,  and  in  Ejectment,  are  carefully  deposited  in  a Room  kept  for  that  purpose. — There  are  also 
regularly  kept  on  shelves  in  the  Office,  Books  wherein  the  Rules  and  Orders  of  the  Law  Side  of  the  Court  of 
Exchequer  are  entered,  from  the  year  1713,  mid  continue  regularly  to  the  present  time:  thoy  are  fairly 
written,  and  easily  referred  to,  as  each  Book  has  antiexcd  an  alphabetical  Index  of  the  Parties’  Names,  end 
page  of  each  Rule  which  such  Book  contains. — The  Affidavits  filed  in  this  Office  are  kept  on  Files,  each 
Term  separately  : they  are  deposited  in  locked  Presses,  in  regular  order,  and  easily  referred  to  for  fifty  years 
past. — The  Declarations,  Pleas,  and  subsequent  Pleadings,  are  kept  on  Files,  each  Term  separately  tied  up, 
and  deposited  in  locked  Presses.  Those  Pleadings  arc  regularly  entered  in  the  Declaration  Book,  which  is 
fairly  written,  and  contains  an  alphabetical  Index  of  the  Parties' Names,  with  references  to  the  Pleadings 
themselves.  Those  Files  are  seldom  refereed  to  after  four  or  five  years  elapse  : They  are,  however,  regularly 
kept,  and  easily  refereed  to  for  twenty  years  |>ast. — The  Postcas  and  Inquisitions  returned  into  this  Office,  and 
whereon  Judgment  lias  not  been  marked,  are  kept  on  Files,  each  year  by  itself : they  are  deposited  in  the 
Store  Room,  which  is  kept  locked,  and  are  easily  refereed  to  for  twenty  years  past — The  Attachment  Book, 
Appearance  Book,  and  Bail  Book,  are  fairly  written,  with  proper  Indexes  of  the  Parties"  Names.  Those  Books 
are  seldom  referred  to  after  a few  Terms ; they  are,  notwithstanding,  easily  refereed  to  for  upwards  of  twenty 
vears  past — The  Writs  returned  by  the  different  Sheriffs  into  this  Office,  are  carefully  put  on  separate  Files, 
according  to  the  nature  of  the  Writ,  and  of  the  Return  made  thereon  : they  are  deposited  in  the  Store  Room 
end  easily  refereed  to  for  twenty  years  past.

The  REPORT  of  the  COMMITTEE  of  OBSERVATION,  INSPECTION,  &c. 
on  BUILDINGS. 


TN  Obedience  to  two  distinct  Orders  of  the  Board,  the  one  bearing  date  the  30th  of  January  1S12,  whereby 

it  was  referred  to  the  principal  Officers  of  the  Four  Courts,  with  the  Secretary  to  the  Board,  to  inspect 
the  several  Public  Offices  adjoining  the  Four  Courts,  and  report  what  Additions  and  Alterations  should  be  made 
therein,  for  the  more  convenient  use  and  better  Preservation  of  Records  connected  with  the  Courts  of  Justice, 
specifying  how  far  their  opinions  coincide  with,  or  differ  from,  Mr.  Johnson’s  Plans  and  suggestions ; and  the 
other  bearing  date  the  23d  of  March  1813,  whereby  the  Board  was  pleased  to  rescind  the  aforesaid  Order, 
so  far  as  related  to  the  appointment  of  the  Committee  of  Law  Officers,  and  to  refer  the  subject-matter  of  it, 
together  with  the  Allocation  and  Arrangement  of  the  several  Public  Record  Offices  in  Dublin,  including  those 
about  to  be  removed  to  the  Round  Tower  in  the  Lower  Castle  Yard,  to  tliis  Committee,  to  report  specially 
thereon,  previously  to  the  next  Meeting  of  the  Board ; We  have  the  honour  to  state,  that  on  the  29th  day 
of  March  last,  and  at  subsequent  Meetings,  we  took  the  said  two  Orders  into  our  consideration ; and  now  beg 
leave  to  submit  to  the  Board  the  following  REPORT. 

FOR  the  purpose  of  carrying  these  Orders  of  the  Board  the  more  effectually  into  execution,  we  determined 
in  the  first  instance  to  view  the  several  Buildings  allotted  to  the  Preservation  of  the  Public  Records  in  Dublin. 
These,  from  local  circumstances,  and  the  character  of  the  Records  and  public  documents  contained  in  them, 
may  be  conveniently  classed  under  three  general  heads,  placing  those  public  documents  which  are  of  the  same 
uature,  or  neaily  so,  in  one  Repository,  as  far  as  is  consistent  with  the  space  assigned,  and  the  convenience 
of  situation. 

In  following  this  outline,  the  First  Class  comprehends  the  Records  and  public  documents  relating  to  or 
connected  with  the  State,  such  as  the  Rolls,  Books  and  Papers  of  the  late  Irish  Parliament,  the  Books  and 
Papers  of  the  Council  and  Chief  Secretary's  Offices,  and  of  the  Surveyor  General's  and  Ulster’s  Offices,  &c. ; 
the  Second,  the  various  Records  immediately  connected  with  or  belonging  to  the  several  Courts  of  Justice ; 
and  the  Third,  Records,  & c.  relating  to  the  Registry  of  Deeds,  Wills,  and  so  forth,  and  such  other  Records 
as  cannot  be  conveniently  placed  under  the  two  former  classes. 

With  respect  to  the  Records  under  the  Fust  Class,  we  recommend  that  they  should  be  forthwith  removed 
to  the  Round  Tower  in  the  Lower  Castle  Yard,  which  is  now  ready  to  receive  them,  and  should  be  there 
deposited,  pursuant  to  the  allocation  specified  in  Appendix,  No.  I.  to  which  we  beg  leave  to  refer. 

In  the  arrangement  of  the  Records  connected  with  the  Courts  of  Justice,  we  have  been  guided  by  a rule 
which  appears  to  have  been  suggested  by  Lord  Chancellor  RedesdaJe,  when  the  subject  was  under  his  Lord- 
ship’s  consideration,  viz.  of  placing  all  the  Offices  attached  or  belonging  to  the  Equity  Courts,  in  the  Western 
wing  or  quadrangle  of  the  Four  Courts,  behind  the  Courts  of  Chancery  and  Exchequer ; and  the  several  Law 
Offices,  in  the  Eastern  quadrangle,  behind  the  Courts  of  King’s  Bench  and  Common  Pleas. 

In  order  to  effect  this  desirable  arrangement,  it  becomes  necessary  to  remove  the  Registry  for  Deeds,  &c. 
from  the  Eastern  wing,  and  to  provide  for  the  Records  belonging  to  this  Repository  in  the  proposed  Buildings 
at  the  King’s  Inns ; and  also  to  remove  the  Offices  now  occupied  by  the  Six  Clerks  in  Chancery,  who,  under 
the  proposed  arrangement,  will  be  more  conveniently  accommodated  with  Apartments  elsewhere. 

The  foregoing  changes,  together  with  the  removal  of  the  Masters  in  Chancery,  and  their  Clerks,  from  the 
Eastern  wing,  to  the  Apartments  now  occupied  by  the  Officers  of  the  Court  of  King's  Bench  on  the  other  side, 
would  not  only  clear  the  Building  in  that  Wing,  for  the  accommodation  of  all  the  Law  Offices,  but  would  also 
afford  sufficient  accommodation  to  the  Examiners  in  Chancery,  who  are  now  most  inconveniently  situated,  being 
limited  to  one  apartment  each,  for  the  discharge  of  their  several  duties  in  examining  Witnesses,  the  accommo- 
dation of  their  Clerks  in  transcribing  Depositions,  and  also  for  the  safe  custody  of  their  Records,  &e. ; which 
deficiency  of  room  produces  considerable  inconvenience  to  the  Public,  as  is  more  fully  described  in  their 
respective  Returns  to  the  Queries  from  the  Board. 

The  Apartments  that  would  consequently  be  vacated  in  the  Western  quadrangle  by  these  Officers,  would 
afford  accommodation  to  others  of  the  Court  of  Chancer}’,  whose  Offices  are  at  present  either  placed  in  private 
Buildings,  or  in  the  opposite  Wing  of  the  Four  Courts.  But  for  a more  detailed  account,  affording  a Synopsis 
of  the  present  as  well  as  the  proposed  Allocation  and  Arrangement  of  this  class  of  Public  Records,  we  beg  leave 
to  refer  to  the  Appendix,  No.  II. 
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In  treating  of  the  Third  Class,  we  beg  leave  to  observe,  that  the  intended  Buildings  at  the  King’s  Inns  on 
Constitution  Hill,  will,  it  is  expected,  provide  for  the  Registry  for  Deeds  already  noticed,  as  well  as  the  Registry 
of  the  Prerogative  and  Consistorial  Courts  of  Dublin  and  Kildare,  and  the  Court  of  Appeals  in  Spiritual 
Provocations. 

These  Buildings  will  also  serve  to  provide  for  the  Auditor  General's  Records,  now  placed  in  the  Dome  of 
the  Four  Courts,  and  for  the  ancient  Pleadings  of  the  Court  of  Exchequer ; which  it  would  be  desirable  to  have 
removed,  as  well  to  relieve  the  Buildings,  where  they  are  now  lodged,  from  so  great  a weight,  as  to  afford 
accommodation  to  other  Offices  belonging  to  that  Court.  But  having  considered  this  part  of  the  subject  in  a 
former  Report  to  the  Board*,  we  have  now  merely  to  refer  to  the  Appendix,  No.  III.  for  a proposed  arrange- 
ment of  the  several  Repositories  to  which  the  intended  Buildings  may  be  appropriated. 

This  general  dis|x>sition  and  arrangement  of  the  Public  Record  Offices,  will,  we  hope,  appear  to  the  Board 
to  be  a good  inode  of  supplying  the  place  of  one  General  Repository  for  all  Public  Records  in  Dublin,  although, 
as  we  have  heretofore  stated,  “ it  might  be  desirable  that  a Record  Repository,  and  the  necessary  Offices, 
“ should  be  built  on  a plan  similar  to  die  Register  House  at  Edinburgh,"  had  not  objects  of  a paramount 
consideration,  namely,  the  expense  to  the  Public,  rendered  it  necessaiy  to  abandon  that  design. 

We  beg  leave,  in  concluding  this  Report,  again  to  submit  to  the  consideration  of  the  Board,  the  absolute 
necessity  there  is  of  insulating  the  Courts  of  Justice,  and  Public  Record  Offices  adjoining  them,  for  the  purpose 
of  protecting  the  various  Records  and  public  documents  there  deposited,  from  the  hazards  of  fire  and 
embezzlement,  to  which  they  are  continually  exposed  from  all  the  surrounding  Buildings  *;  some  of  which  on 
the  Eastern  wing  are  separated  by  the  small  division  of  three  feet  from  the  site  of  the  public  Buildings 
occupied  for  the  Registry  of  Deeds ; while,  at  the  rear,  a space  of  only  twenty  feet  intervenes  between  the 
Record  Room  of  the  Rolls  Office  and  a Carman’s  Inn,  called  “ The  White  Cross,”  (where  a fire  broke  out 
within  the  last  few-  yeara,  which  threatened  the  safety  of  the  entire  Building,)  as  may  appear  by  the  annexed 
Survey  of  the  Courts  of  Justice,  and  the  several  Holdings  and  Avenues  contiguous.

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We  are  perfectly  aware  that  so  desirable  an  object  cannot  be  attained  without  expense  to  the  Public ; and 
having  every  wish  that  that  expense  should  be  made  as  light  as  possible,  -we  have  given  the  circumstances  a 
great  degree  of  consideration,  the  result  of  which  is,  That  we  are  of  opinion,  that,  having  respect  to  the 
safety  of  the  Courts  of  Justice,  the  Law  Offices,  and  the  Public  Records  contained  therein,  there  should 
be  a space  of  at  least  sixty  feet  between  the  Eastern  and  Western  sides  of  the  Law  Offices  respectively,  and 
any  Buildings  of  a private  nature  ; that  there  should  be  a like  space  of  Sixty  feet  at  the  North-eastern  anil 
North-western  angles  of  the  said  Offices  respectively,  which  space  should  be  equally  increased  from  the  said 
angles,  until,  opposite  to  the  centre  of  die  rear  of  the  Four  Courts,  the  space  should  be  at  least  eighty  feet 
wide,  according  to  the  Plan  marked  in  die  above-mentioned  Survey. 

Iu  carrying  this  plan  of  insulation  into  execution,  sufficient  accommodation  would  be  afforded  for  all  the 
Records  connected  with  the  Courts,  by  eTecting  Buildings  at  the  rear  of  the  Rolls  Court,  for  the  Six  Clerks, 
who  would  be  dispossessed  of  their  Apartments  under  the  Plan  of  Allocation  which  we  have  herein  had  the 
honour  of  submitting  to  the  Board,  as  well  as  for  the  several  servants  and  attendants  in  the  different  Public 
Offices,  whose  residence  would  be  thereby  removed  from  any  Record  Office ; as  we  consider  it  a principle  of 
general  policy,  in  the  arrangement  of  any  Buildings  or  Repository  appropriated  to  the  safe-keeping  of  Public 
Records,  that  such  Buildings  should  not  be  inhabited  by  any  person,  or  be  liable  to  the  many  hazards  to 
which  the  occupations  connected  with  a private  residence  must  constantly  expose  them.  And  while  on  this 
part  of  the  subject,  we  consider  it  our  duty  to  state  to  the  Board,  that  there  are  at  this  time  persons  residing 
in  the  Public  Buildiugs  adjoining  to  the  Four  Courts,  carrying  on  various  trades,  and  amongst  the  rest,  different 
brandies  of  Cutlery  and  Hardware  manufactures,  which  must  require  the  constant  use  of  fire. 

These  abuses  appear  to  us  to  require  that  some  measures  should  be  immediately  taken  for  their  correction 
and  prevention  : And  we  beg  leave  to  submit,  that  the  charge  of  each  quadrangle  should  be  given  to  some 
proper  person,  who  should  have  .Apartments  under  6ome  of  the  Law  Offices,  and  whose  duty  it  should  be  to 
prevent  the  residence  of  unauthorized  persons  in  the  Apartments  of  the  quadrangles  which  they  should  so  have 
in  charge  respectively,  to  lock  the  outside  gates,  and  prevent  the  entrance  of  any  person  after  an  appointed  hour ; 
and,  (as  the  Magistrates  of  the  King's  Inns  Division  have  represented  that  the  apartments  under  the  Law  Offices 
form  a nightly  receptacle  for  the  most  improper  persons)  that  such  should  be  sworn  in  Constables,  in  order  that 
they  might  have  power  to  remove  all  itnprojjer  persons  from  the  apart  meats  under  the  Law  Offices,  and 
from  the  Buildings  connected  with  the  Courts  of  Justice.  We  think  it  also  our  duty  to  recommend,  in  the 
strongest  manner,  that  there  should  be  three  fire-mains  laid  down,  to  open  into  the  two  quadrangles  adjoining 
the  Four  Courts,  and  the  open  place  at  the  rear  tlicreof,  in  order  that  there  may  be  a sufficient  supply  of  water 
always  in  readiness,  in  case  of  fire ; for,  although  the  Courts  and  Offices  are  very  u'ear  to  the  river,  they  might 
be  entirely  consumed  before  a sufficient  supply  of  water  to  extinguish  any  fire  which  might  break  out  in  them 
could  be  obtained  from  thence,  if  it  happened  that  the  tide  was  out  at  the  time. 

In  the  recommendation  of  these  additional  Buildings,  the  Plan  of  Insulation  connected  with  it,  and  the 
other  matters  which  we  have  had  the  honour  to  suggest,  we  beg  leave  to  state,  that  we  are  of  opinion 
that  the  objects  to  be  obtained  thereby  are  so  desirable,  as  fully  to  justify  ihe  expense  which  we  presume 
may  attend  the  same.

unto  the  Commissioners  of  His  Majesty’s  Treasury  for  the  time  being,  what  would  be  a fit  and  suitable 
recompence  to  such  Secretary  and  Sub-Commissioners  respectively,  for  their  pains  and  services  in  the  execution 
of  the  duties  required  to  be  by  them  performed : And  We  the  said  Commissioners,  or  any  three  or  more  of  us, 
are  further  required,  on  or  before  the  25th  day  of  March  in  every  year  during  the  continuance  of  the  said 
Commission,  to  certify  to  His  Majesty’s  Privy  Council,  in  the  manner  therein  directed,  all  and  every  of  the 
several  Proceedings  of  Ourselves  and  the  said  Sub-Commissioners,  had  by  virtue  of  the  said  Commission  • 
together  with  such  other  Matters,  if  any,  as  might  be  deserving  His  Majesty’s  Royal  Consideration,  touching  or 
concerning  the  premises ; —

Secretary  forthwith  the  several  Manuscript  Books  of  Recognizances  in  his  possession,  in  order  to  be  restored 
to  the  proper  Officer. 

And  at  a subsequent  Meeting  of  the  said  Commissioners,  holden  at  the  house  of  the  Right  Honourable  the 
Lord  High  Chancellor,  on  Monday  the  1 6th  March  1812,  a second  Letter  from  the  said  Mr.  Betham, 
dated  27th  February  1812,  respecting  the  Books  of  Recognizances,  and  also  his  first  Letter  on  the  same 
subject,  dated  23d  July  last,  were  read  and  taken  into  consideration  : Whereupon  the  Board  ordered  an 
inquiry  to  be  made  as  to  the  terms  upon  which  Mr.  Betham  had  purchased  said  Books,  and  that  same  should 
be  reported  to  the  Board  at  their  next  Meeting.

Papers  connected  with  die  Court  of  Claims,  and  form  a classified  Schedule  or  Inventory  dicreof,  according  to 
die  tabular  Fonn  prepared  by  the  Secretary'. 

And  at  a subsequent  Meeting  of  this  Board,  holden  at  die  house  of  die  Right  Honourable  the  Lord  High 
Chancellor,  on  Thursday  the  16th  day  of  July  1812,  the  Board  Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  should  write,  in 
their  name,  to  his  Grace  die  Duke  of  Devonshire,  the  Right  Honourable  die  Earl  of  Ormonde,  and  the  Right 
Honourable  the  Earl  of  Meath,  respectfully  communicating  the  desire  of  the  Board,  that  they  would  be  pleased 
to  give  access  to  the  Sub-Commissioners  on  the  Statutes,  and  die  Secretary,  to  their  Collections  of  Manuscripts 
of  a public  nature,  at  Lismore,  Kilkenny,  Kilruddcry,  or  elsewhere  in  Ireland. 

The  Board  then  Ordered,  That  die  Sub- Commissioners  on  Birmingham  Tower  should  be  instructed  to  proceed 
with  more  expedition  ; and,  that  when  Mr.  Sleatcr  should  have  completed  the  arrangement  of  the  State  Papers 
in  die  Chief  Secretary's  Office,  he  should  proceed,  jointly  with  Mr.  Warburton,  in  the  arrangement  and  selection 
of  die  several  Books  and  State  Papers  in  Birmingham  Tower,  mentioned  in  die  Return  from  said  Repository, 
anil  then  mixed  with  die  Council  Office  Papers. 

The  Board  likewise  Ordered,  That  die  Sub-Commissioners  on  the  Parliamentary  Record  Office  should  be 
instructed  to  proceed  with  more  expedition ; and,  that  Mr.  Tresham,  of  the  Public  Record  Office,  should  be 
employed,  duriiig  bis  extra  hours,  as  an  Assistant  Sub-Commissioner  in  said  Repository,  for  the  pui-pose 
of  enabling  diem  to  complete  the  general  arrangement  of  all  the  Public  Documents  deposited  there,  in  the 
course  of  the  summer. 

After  which,  die  Board  Ordered,  That  Mr.  William  Nash,  Sub-Commissioner  on  die  Rolls,  with  the  aid  of 
Mr.  Ilardiman,  should  proceed  on  the  review  and  examination  of  Lodge's  Repertory  to  the  Patent  Rolls  in  die 
Rolls  Office,  with  said  Rolls,  and  fordiwith  prepare  the  first  Volume  of  same  for  the  press  : And  they  likewise 
Ordered,  That  Mr.  Hardiman,  Sub- Commissioner  on  the  Rolls,  should  also  proceed  (with  die  aid  of 
Mr.  Tibeaudo,  as  his  Assistant  Sub-Commissioner)  to  complete  the  Repertory  to  the  Inquisitions  post  Mortem 
for  the  press. 

That  part  of  die  first  Report  relating  to  die  Manuscripts  in  die  Library  of  Trinity  College  Dublin,  and 
also  a part  of  die  Return  made  by  die  Librarian  from  tiiat  University,  being  read  ; and  the  Board  considering 
the  advantages  which  must  be  derived  from  die  Contents  of  tiiat  valuable  Collection  being  communicated  to 
the  Public,  did  thereupon  Order,  That  the  Secretary  should  write  to  die  Provost  and  Board  of  Senior  Fellows 
of  Trinity  College,  in  die  name  of  tiiis  Board,  expressing  tiieir  desire  that  the  Catalogue  of  the  Manuscripts

A Draft  of  an  Appendix  or  Supplement  to  our  Second  Annual  Report,  containing  a variety  of  matters,  as 
directed  by  a former  Order,  was  then  laid  before  the  Board  ; which  being  approved  of,  the  Board  Ordered,  That 
it  should  be  forthwith  executed ; and  that  when  the  trauscription  of  the  several  Returns  from  Officers  of 
Record  Repositories,  that  were  to  accompany  it,  should  be  completed,  the  whole  should  be  transmitted  to  the 
Chief  Secretary  of  die  Lord  Lieutenant,  in  London,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  it  before  Your  Royal  Highness, 
as  an  Appendix  or  Supplement  to  our  last  or  Second  Annual  Report  on  die  Public  Records  of  Ireland.

with  the  Reverend  Dr.  Brinkley,  Archdeacon  of  Clogher,  Steuart  King,  Esquire,  one  of  the  Masters  in 
Chancery,  and  Francis  Corbet,  of  Mounljoy  Square,  Esquire,  Barrister  at  Law,  who  had  expressed  their 
willingness  to  perform  tins  duty  without  any  pecuniary  compensation,  should  be,  and  were  thereby  appointed 
a Committee  to  observe  upon  and  inspect  all  Proceedings  had  or  to  lie  had  by  the  several  sets  of  Sub- 
Coimnissioners  acting  under  the  Board,  and  for  examining  into  all  and  every  subject-matter  connected  with  or 
relating  to  the  Comrflission ; and  that  accordingly  the  said  Secretary  should  be,  and  was  thereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  call  meetings  of  the  said  Committee  once  at  least  in  every  week,  or  ottener,  as  occasion  might 
require,  unless  it  should  stand  adjourned  for  the  aforesaid  purposes ; and  that  at  the  end  of  each  quarter  of 
a year,  on  the  completion  of  the  Secretary's  Quarterly  Report,  the  said  Committee,  or  any  three  of  them, 
should  visit  the  several  Repositories  from  time  to  lime,  and  inspect  such  Work  as  should  be  reported  to  have 
been  executed  by  the  respective  Sub-Commissioners  iu  said  Repositories,  and  certify  their  opinions  upon  die 
same,  together  with  any  observations  that  might  occur  to  them,  at  die  foot  of  said  Quarterly  Report ; and 
that  said  Committee  should  be  instructed  to  examine  into  and  consider  of  die  general  objects  of  the  Commission, 
under  the  several  heads  of  Buildings,  Calendars  and  Indexes;  Duties,  & c.  of  Officers:  Transfers,  and  Printing; 
and  to  report  fully  and  distinctly  thereou  to  this  Board,  half-yearly,  viz.  immediately  after  the  rising  of  die 
Court  of  Chancery  in  each  long  vacation;  and  lastiy,  tiiat  three  of  the  Members  of  this  Board,  viz.  the 
Right  Honourable  the  Earl  of  Meath,  die  Right  Honourable  and  Right  Reverend  die  Lord  Bishop  of  Kildare, 
and  the  Right  Honourable  the  Chief  Secretary  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  should  be  requested  to  meet  the  said 
Committee  from  time  to  time,  and  particularly  on  Inspection  days,  and  when  any  matter  of  moment  was  to 
be  brought  before  them  for  examination  or  discussion. 

The  Secretary  having  stated,  tiiat  lie  had  proceeded,  pursuant  to  Order,  to  write  to  the  principal  Officers  of 
the  several  Courts  of  Justice  in  Ireland , requesting  them  to  prepare  classified  Schedules  or  General 
Inventories  of  all  the  Records,  Rolls,  Books,  &c.  in  their  respective  Offices  or  Repositories,  in  the  manner 
and  for  the  purposes  in  said  Order  mentioned ; in  consequence  of  which,  many  Schedules  and  Inventories 
had  been  returned,  but  that  several  of  them  were  still  outstanding;  and  the  Board  having  considered  the 
propriety  of  making  an  allowance  to  such  Officers,  for  the  expense  of  Clerks  in  transcribing  such  Schedules  and 
Inventories,  thereupon  Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  should  call  on  said  several  Officers  of  Courts  of  Justice, 
to  whom  the  said  Order  respecting  Schedules  and  Inventories  had  been  transmitted,  for  Returns  pursuant  to 
said  Order,  and  return  Duplicates  of  same  to  the  proper  Officer,  as  in  the  said  Order  specified ; and  that 
the  sum  of  One  Shilling  per  folio,  for  such  Schedules  and  Inventories,  be  paid  to  such  Officer. 

The  Board  also  considering  the  great  necessity  tiiat  exists  of  guarding  all  kinds  of  Public  Records  and 
Muniments  from  spoliation,  erasure  or  embezzlement,  Ordered,  That  our  Secretary  should  at  the  same  time 
communicate  to  the  said  several  Officers  of  the  Courts  of  Justice,  the  request  of  this  Board,  tiiat  they  might 
adopt  such  means  as  might  seein  to  them  expedient  to  prevent  such  mischief  occurring  to  any  Records, 
Rolls,  Books,  Papers,  or  other  Public  Documents  in  their  care  or  custody. 

And  at  a subsequent  Meeting  of  the  Board,  liolden  at  the  Office  of  the  Right  Honourable  the  Chief 
Secretary  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  on  Monday  the  26th  day  of  October  1812,  the  Secretary  having  stated 
that  he  had  received  a Letter  from  the  Solicitor  General,  through  whose  medium  the  Order  of  the  Board 
requesting  access  to  the  Records  in  the  Castle  of  Kilkenny  had  been  transmitted  to  the  Earl  of  Ormonde,  in 
Inch  Letter  the  Solicitor  General  mentioned  his  Lordship's  acquiescence  with  the  wishes  of  the  Board,  and 
that  he  would  write  to  his  Agent  to  give  free  access  to  his  Evidence  Chamber ; the  Board  Ordered,  That  said 
Letter  should  be  entered  on  the  Minutes,  and  that  the  Secretary  should  write,  in  the  name  of  this  Board,  to 
the  Right  Honourable  the  Earl  of  Ormonde,  expressing  the  thanks  of  this  Board  for  his  Lordship's  obliging 
compliance  with  their  wishes;  and  that  the  thanks  of  the  Board  should  be  in  like  manner  communicated  to 
the  Solicitor  General,  for  the  trouble  he  had  taken  on  the  occasion. 

The  Board  also  Ordered,  Tiiat  the  Secretary  should  take  measures  for  having  the  binding  "of  all  the 
Calendars,  Indexes  and  Books  of  Reference,  in  the  Rolls  Office  and  Record  Room,  properly  repaired,  and 
such  as  are  in  very  bad  condition  rebound ; and  tiiat  Port-folios  should  be  prepared  for  the  Inquisitions  Post 
Mortem,  after  they  should  have  undergone  a process  of  sponging  and  pressing,  to  which  those  of  each 
County  were  to  be  submitted,  as  soon  as  their  respective  Repertories  were  finished,  in  the  manner  recommended 
by  the  Sub-Commissioners  on  the  Rolls  Office. 

The  Board  having  taken  into  their  consideration  that  part  of  the  Certificate  of  the  Visitors  from  the 
Committee  of  Observation,  &c.  annexed  to  the  Sixth  Quarterly  Report,  in  which  they  udvert  to  the  weight 
of  the  Records,  &c.  placed  in  the  Dome  of  the  Four  Courts,  which,  they  stated,  endangered  the  security 
of  the  Building ; and  having  also  taken  into  consideration  the  Observations  of  the  said  Visitors,  respecting  the 

6 G condition 
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condition  of  the  Buildings  in  which  the  Wills  and  Records  of  the  Prerogative  Office  are  lodged,  and  their 
recommendation  respecting  the  necessity  of  removing  into  one  Public  Building  the  several  Records  and  Offices 
connected  with  the  Courts  of  Justice,  and  which  were  and  are  at  present  dispersed  in  various  private  Dwelling- 
houses  ; thereupon  Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  should  write,  in  the  name  of  the  Board,  to  the  Right  Honourable 
the  Chief  Secretary  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  and  intimate  the  wishes  of  this  Board,  that  his  Grace  might  be 
pleased  to  direct  that  some  extensive  Building  should  be  procured  as  a temporary  Repository  to  receive  the 
above-mentioned  several  Records  and  Offices,  until  the  intended  Additions  to  the  Four  Courts  should  be 
completed. 

The  Board  having  also  taken  into  consideration  the  Statement  made  in  the  Returns  of  the  Sub- 
Commissioners  on  the  Auditor  General’s  Office,  of  various  Equity  Pleadings  having  been  found  by  them 
amongst  the  Public  Documents  in  the  Dome  of  the  Four  Courts ; and  also  that  part  of  the  Second  General 
Report  made  by  the  Secretary,  adverting  to  this  subject,  under  the  head  of  Transfers,  and  representing  that 
said  Pleadings  belonged  to  the  Rolls  Office,  and  should  be  transferred  to  that  Repository ; thereupon  Ordered, 
That  tlie  Secretary  should  write,  in  the  name  of  the  Board,  to  the  Right  1 Ionourable  the  Chief  Secretary  of 
the  Lord  Lieutenant,  requesting  an  Order  from  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Richmond,  directing  the  Auditor 
General,  his  Deputy,  or  other  proper  Officer,  to  deliver  over  the  said  Chancery  Pleadings  to  the  Deputy  of  the 
Master  of  the  Rolls,  or  such  other  proper  Officer  as  should  be  authorized  to  receive  them,  to  be  lodged  among 
the  Pleadings  of  a similar  nature  in  the  Record  Room  of  the  Rolls  Office. 

And  at  a subsequent  Meeting  of  the  Board,  holdcn  at  the  house  of  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lord  Chancellor, 
on  Tuesday  the  2 2d  day  of  December  1812,  the  Secretary  reported.  That  no  further  progress  had  been  made 
since  the  last  Meeting  of  the  Board,  under  their  Order  respecting  Buildings,  as  a communication  had  been 
entered  into  between  the  Board  and  Government  relative  to  that  subject,  which  rendered  it  necessary  to  defer 
acting  on  the  above  Order.  He  then  laid  before  the  Board,  a Letter  from  the  Right  Honourable  Robert  Peel, 
dated  the  24th  day  of  November  last,  on  the  subject  of  Buddings ; which  being  read,  and  taken  into  consideration. 
It  was  Ordered,  That  said  Letter  should  be  entered  on  the  Minutes;  and  that  it  should  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  of  Observation,  to  ascertain  and  report  to  the  Board  whether  any  extensive  Buildings  could  be 
procured  suitable  to  the  purpose  mentioned  in  said  Letter,  and  on  what  terms  the  same  could  be  procured ; and 
that  the  Secretary  should  bring  up  said  Report  to  the  Lord  Chancellor,  for  the  purpose  of  being  laid  before 
Government,  if  it  should  meet  with  his  Lordship’s  approbation : And  it  was  at  the  same  time  also  Ordered, 
That  the  Order  appointing  the  Committee  of  the  principal  Officers  of  the  Four  Courts,  so  far  as  related  to  the 
construction  of  additional  Buildings,  should  be  for  the  present  suspended. 

The  Secretary  then  stated,  That  he  had  received  a Letter  from  the  Honourable  and  Reverend  Richard  Ponsonbv, 
through  whose  medium  the  Order  of  the  Board,  requesting  access  to  the  Records  of  the  Castle  of  Lismorc,  had 
been  transmitted  to  the  Duke  of  Devonshire,  in  which  Letter  Mr.  Ponsonby  mentioned  his  Grace’s  acquiescence 
with  the  wishes  of  the  Board ; whereupon  the  Board  Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  should  write,  in  the  name  of 
this  Board,  to  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Devonshire,  expressing  their  thanks  for  his  Grace’s  obliging  compliance 
with  their  wishes ; and  that  the  thanks  of  the  Board  should  be  in  like  manner  communicated  to  the  Honourable 
and  Reverend  Richard  Ponsonby,  for  the  trouble  he  had  taken  on  the  occasion. 

A Report  made  by  Mr.  Duhigg,  dated  die  fourth  day  of  December  last,  stating  his  plan  for  editing 
Lodge's  List  of  Patentee  Officers,  and  other  matters  connected  with  that  subject,  was  then  rend ; and  the  Board 
having  taken  the  same  into  consideration,  as  also  the  Statement  made  by  the  Secretary,  respecting  the  Repertory 
now  forming  to  the  Patent  Rolls,  Ordered,  That  until  some  progress  should  be  made  on  said  Repertory,  the 
printing  of  Lodge’s  List  of  Patentee  Officers  should  be  suspended ; and  that  in  the  meantime  Mr.  Duhigg 
should  be  informed,  that  the  Board  did  not  feel  itself  authorized  to  adopt  his  plan. 

A Report  of  the  progress  made  by  the  Sub-Commissioners  appointed  to  prepare  a Catalogue  of  the  College 
Manuscripts  for  the  press,  being  then  read;  It  was  Ordered,  That  the  said  Sub-Commissioners,  besides  making 
their  usual  Monthly  Returns  to  the  Secretary,  should  make  a Quarterly  Report  of  their  progress  under  the 
Order  of  the  Board. 

The  Report  of  Mr.  Fowler,  Sub-Commissioner  on  the  Surveyor  General’s  Office,  stating  the  obstructions  he 
had  met  with  in  the  execution  of  the  Order  for  binding  and  repairing  the  Books  and  Maps  of  the  Down  Survey, 
was  then  read ; and  the  Board  thereupon  Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  should  write,  in  the  name  of  the  Board, 
to  the  Right  Honourable  the  Chief  Secretary  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  requesting  him  to  submit  the  urgency  of 
the  matter  to  his  Grace  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  and  requesting  his  Grace’s  directions  to  the  Surveyor  General,  to 
permit  the  immediate  execution  of  the  said  Order. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  of  Observation,  &c.  on  the  Plan  of  a Repertory  to  the  Plea  Rolls  in 
Birmingham  Tower,  was  then  read;  and  the  Secretary  stated,  that  the  formation  of  a Repertory  to  the  Patent 
Rolls  in  the  Tower  had  been  stopped,  in  consequence  of  Sir  William  Betham’s  resignation  as  Sub-Commissioner 
thereon;  and  it  appearing  that  the  progress  of  said  Repertory  should  be  concurrent  with  that  forming  in  the 
7 * Rolls 
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Rolls  Office,  the  Board  thereupon  Ordered,  That  John  Conroy,  Esq.  Barrister  at  Law,  should  be  appointed 
Sub-Coimnissioner,  conjointly  with  Mr.  Nash  of  the  Rolls  Office,  and  Mr.  Warburtoo,  for  carrying  into 
execution  the  Order  of  the  Board  respecting  the  Records,  & c.  in  Birmingham  Tower. 

For  the  purpose  of  producing  an  uniformity  in  the  Repertories  preparing  for  the  Inquisitions  post  Mortem,  See. 
the  Board  also  Ordered,  That  the  duties  of  Mr.  Hardiman,  who  was  then  engaged  with  an  Assistant  on  the 
Inquisitions  in  the  Rolls  Office,  should  be  also  extended  to  the  Inquisitions  in  the  Chief  Remembrancer's  Office, 
in  which  Mr.  Litton  was  then  engaged:  And  in  order  to  forward  Mr.  Nash’s  progress  on  the  Memoranda  Rolls, 
in  said  last-mentioned  Repository,  the  Board  Ordered,  That  Mr.  Richard  Edwards  should  be  joined  with  him 
as  an  Assistant  Sub-Commissioner  thereon.  The  Board  also  Ordered,  in  tire  view  of  accelerating  the  progress 
of  the  several  Calendars  and  Repertories  preparing  for  the  press,  That  die  Secretary,  with  the  approbation  of 
the  Committee  of  Observation,  should  be  at  liberty  to  combine  the  exertions  of  the  several  SulwCommissioners 
employed  on  Birmingham  Tower,  the  Rolls,  and  Chief  Remembrancer’s  Offices,  or  any  of  the  other  Depart- 
ments, by  employing  the  whole,  or  any  of  them,  on  any  of  the  Works  forming  in  the  said  Repositories. 

A Letter  written  by  the  Secretary  on  the  14th  of  November  last,  to  John  Calev,  Esq.  Secretary  to  the  English 
Board  of  Public  Records,  was  then  read  ; in  which  he  stated  the  wishes  of  the  Board  to  be  supplied  with  such 
printed  Works  as  the  English  Board  had  published  since  June  1811,  and  also  twelve  Copies  of  the  Proceedings 
of  the  Commission  printed  by  the  House  of  Commons  the  5th  June  last,  for  the  use  of  such  Members  of  die 
Board  as  were  not  Members  of  Parliament,  and  of  the  several  Sub-Commissioners  employed  under  it ; and 
also  requesting  to  be  informed  as  to  the  progress  made  on  the  Transcript  of  Pope  Nicholas’s  Taxation  for 
Ireland,  promised  last  year  to  Mr.  Pole  : After  which,  Mr.  Caley’s  Answer  thereto  was  read,  stating,  that  the 
English  Record  Board  had  given  directions  for  furnishing  the  several  Publications  desired,  to  be  delivered  in 
London;  and,  as  to  Pope  Nicholas's  Taxation,  that  they  had  given  permission  to  Mr.  Vanderzee,  to  furnish  a 
Copy  of  said  Record  to  this  Board,  on  an  arrangement  being  made  with  liim  as  to  time  and;  expense : 
Whereupon  the  Board  Ordered,  That  said  Letter  should  be  entered  on  the  Minutes,  and  that  the  Secretary 
should  write,  in  the  name  of  the  Board,  to  the  English  Board,  returning  them  thanks  for  their  readiness  in 
complying  with  their  wishes  in  this  matter  : And  the  Board  also  Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  should  ascertain  the 
terms  on  which  the  Copy  of  Pope  Nicholas's  Taxation  would  be  supplied ; and  on  same  being  approved  of  by 
the  Committee  of  Observation,  Sec.  that  it  should  be  forthwith  procured. 

At  a subsequent  Board  of  the  Commissioners,  bolden  at  the  house  of  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lord 
Chancellor,  on  this  day,  a Report  by  the  Committee  of  Observation,  made  pursuant  to  an  Order  of  the  last 
Board,  referring  to  them  a Letter  from  the  Right  Honourable  Robert  Peel,  on  the  subject  of  Buildings,  &c. 
was  laid  by  the  Lord  Chancellor,  to  whom  it  had  been  presented,  before  the  Board,  and  read;  as  also, 
Mr.  Johnson’s  several  Estimates  for  fitting  up  Moira  House,  and  the  unfinished  Building  of  the  KingVlnns 
Society,  as  a Registry  and  Repository  for  Records : And  the  said  Report  and  Plans  having  been  taken  into 
consideration,  and  the  Board  having  approved  of  the  recommendation  in  said  Report,  respecting  the  Buildings 
and  Ground  of  the  King’s-Inns  Society,  Ordered,  That  a Copy  of  said  Letter  and  Report  should  be  annexed 
to  the  present  Annual  Report  to  Your  Royal  Highness;  and  that  in  the  meantime  our  Secretary  should  be 
directed  to  transmit  a Copy  of  this  Order,  and  the  Documents  referred  to  therein,  to  the  Right  Honourable 
the  Chief  Secretary  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  for  His  Grace’s  consideration  and  commands  thereon  : Anil  the 
Board  also  Ordered,  That  the  Order  appointing  the  Committee  of  the  principal  Officers  of  the  Four  Courts, 
should  be  altogether  rescinded;  and  that  the  subject-matter  of  such  Order,  together  with  the  allocation  of  the 
several  Record  Offices  about  to  be  removed  to  the  Round  Tower  iii  the  lower  Castle  Yard,  should  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  of  Observation,  to  report  specially  thereon,  previously  to  the  next  Meeting  of 
the  Board. 

The  first  Quarterly  Report  of  progress  made  by  the  Sub-Commissioners  on  the  Catalogue  of  the  College 
Manuscripts,  was  then  read ; after  which  a Book,  known  by  the  ngme  of  Vallancey’s  Green  Book,  or  Irish 
Historical  Library,  purchased  by  the  Secretary,  at  the  instance  of  Government,  and  w ith  the  approbation  of 
the  Board,  was  laid  on  the  Table:  Whereupon  the  Board  Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  should  take  charge  of 
said  Manuscript  Book,  and  make  an  entry  of  same  in  the  Catalogue  of  the  MSS.  &c.  belonging  to  the 
Board ; and  tliat  the  said  Sub-Commissioners  on  the  College  Catalogue  should  report  on  the  propriety  of 
annexing  the  contents  of  said  Manuscript  Book,  as  an  Appendix  to  the  College  Catalogue  now  preparing  for 
the  press,  the  same  being  an  Alphabetical  Catalogue  of  Documents,  chiefly  MS.  relating  to  Ireland,  and 
referring  to  the  Libraries  where  they  are  to  be  found. 

The  Board  taking  into  consideration  the  increase  of  business  which  had  devolved  upon  the  Secretary,  in  the 
progress  of  the  Commission,  Ordered,  That  in  future  he  should  be  empowered  to  take  to  his  assistance  one  of 
the  Sub- Commissioners  acting  under  this  Board,  for  the  purpose  of  examining  monthly  the  Works  performed 
by  the  Sub-Commissioners  employed  upon  the  several  Repositories,  and  drawing  up  the  Quarterly  Report  of 
the  Work  so  executed,  preparatory  to  the  inspection  of  the  Committee  of  Observation,  &c. 

It 
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It  was  then  stated,  that  no  opportunity  had  been  afforded  of  calling  together  the  Committee  appointed  on  the 
Down  Survey ; and  the  Secretary  laid  before  the  Board  a Letter  from  Mr.  Fowler,  inclosing  another  from  the  Chief 
Secretary  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant  to  the  Surveyor  General,  stating  the  desire  of  Ilis  Grace  the  Lord  Lieutenant 
respecting  the  Parish  Maps  of  the  Down  Survey ; whereupon  the  Board  Ordered,  That  said  Letter  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  the  Down  Survey,  who  were  requested  to  make  a Report  before  the  first  day  of  next  Term, 
for  the  purpose  of  the  same  being  transmitted,  with  Messrs.  Harding  and  Fowlers  Reports  on  the  Surveyor 
General’s  Office,  as  a Supplement  to  the  present  or  Tliird  Annual  Report  to  Yonr  Roval  Highness  ; and  that 
the  Earl  of  Charlcmont  be  added  to  said  Committee,  in  the  absence  of  the  Earl  of  Rosse,  who  is  in 
England. 

The  first  half-yearly  Report  of  the  Committee  of  Observation,  &c.  dated  the  1 8th  of  March  instant,  and 
recommending,  among  other  matters,  measures  respecting  Buildings,  Schedules,  and  Inventories,  &c.  was  then 
read,  and  taken  into  consideration ; whereupon  the  Board  Ordered,  That  Extracts  from  the  said  Report, 
respecting  the  mode  of  making  up  Decrees,  &c.  should  be  made,  and  transmitted  to  the  Lord  Chancellor, 
the  Master  of  the  Rolls,  and  Barons  of  the  Exchequer ; and  that  a Copy  of  said  Report  should  be  added  as 
an  Appendix  to  the  present  Annual  Report;  and  to  which  We  humbly  beg  leave  to  refer  Your  Royal 
Highness. 

And  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  preparation  of  Lodge’s  List  of  Patentee  Officers  for  the  press,  the 
Board  likewise  Ordered,  progress  having  been  made  in  the  Repertory  to  the  Patent  Rolls,  That  Rowley  Lascelles, 
Esquire,  should  be  appointed  a Sub-Commissioner  under  this  Board,  as  Mr.  Duhigg's  Coadjutor  in  said  duty ; 
and  that  they  should  forthwith  prepare  a Plan  of  said  Work,  confining  their  attention  to  the  Documents  from 
which  Mr.  Lodge's  Lists  have  been  formed. 

And  lastly,  We  beg  leave  most  humbly  to  state  to  Your  Royal  Highness,  that  at  the  present  time  We  have 
not  any  other  matters  to  offer  for  Your  Royal  Highness’s  consideration,  touching  or  concerning  the  premises, 
or  any  further  Measures  to  propose  thereupon. 

All  which  is  most  humbly  submitted  to  Your  Royal  Highness’s  consideration.

My  Lords,  and  Gentlemen,  Dublin  Castle,  24th  November  1812. 

I HAVE  received,  and  submitted  to  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  your  Secretary's  Letter  of  the  29th  October, 
inclosing  Copies  of  the  Resolutions  entered  into  by  you  on  the  26th  October,  relative  to  the  expediency  of 
providing  a temporary  Repository  for  the  several  Records  in  Ireland ; and  to  the  transfer  of  Pleadings,  &c. 
from  the  Dome  of  the  Four  Courts  to  the  Rolls  Office : And  I am  to  acquaint  you,  that  directions  have  been 
given  to  the  Muster  of  the  Rolls,  to  receive  the  said  Records,  to  be  lodged  among  the  Pleadings  of  a similar 
nature,  in  the  Record  Room  of  the  Rolls  Office. 

In  regard  to  the  wishes  intimated  in  the  said  Resolutions,  that  some  extensive  Building  may  be  immediately 
procured,  os  a temporary  Repository  for  the  several  Records  connected  with  the  Courts  of  Justice,  which  are  at 
present  dispersed  in  various  private  Dwelling-houses  ; I am  to  signify  his  Grace’s  desire,  that  you  would  point 
out  any  Building  in  Dublin,  which  is  to  be  disposed  of,  which  you  conceive  suited  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  is 
required  : And  I am  further  to  suggest,  that  if  any  such  Building  could  be  now  procured,  capable  of  containing 
the  whole  of  the  Records  distributed  in  various  parts  of  the  Town,  and  of  keeping  them  in  a proper  state  of 
Preservation,  it  might  obviate  the  necessity  of  making  any  Addition  to  the  Four  Courts,  for  the  purpose  of 
depositing  the  Records  therein.

Appendix.  PURSUANT  to  an  Order  of  your  Board,  bearing  date  the  -22d  day  of  December  last,  whereby  it  was 
referred  to  us  to  ascertain  and  report  whether  any  extensive  Buildings  could  l>e  procured,  suitable  to  the 
Report'd  the  purposes  mentioned  hi  a Letter  from  the  Right  Honourable  Robert  Peel  to  your  Board,  dated  the  .24th  day 
Committee  of  November -last,  and  on  what  terms  the  same  could  be  procured  ; We  have  the  honour  to  state,  that  on  the 
Observation.  i ith  January  last,  and  at  several  subsequent  Meetings,  we  took  the  same  into  our  consideration;  and  now  beg 
, ^ / leave  to  gnbmit  the  following  Report; — 

Our  attention,  was  first  directed  towards  ascertaining  whether  there  was-any  Building  in  Dublin,  now  to  be 
disposed  of,  capable  of  containing  the  whole  of  the  Records  which  are  now  distributed  in  various  parts  of 
Dublin,  and  of  keeping  them  in  a proper  state  of  Preservation.  TVe  have  made  every  necessary  inquiry 
accordingly,  and,  found  that  there  is  not  now  to  be  disposed"  of,  any  extensive  Building  which  is  at  present 
suited  to  those  purposes,  or  could  be  made  so  without  very  considerable  expense. 

Under  these  circumstances,  we  conceived  it  our  duty  to  make  inquiries  for  Buildings  and  Sites  of  Buildings  in 
Dublin,  with  a view  towards  erecting  thereon  Buildings  calculated  for  a Repository  for  Records,  and  for  Offices 
connected  therewith : And  in  making  such  inquiries,  we  judged  it  proper  to  bear  in  mind  the  following 
points ; viz. 

1st. — The  contiguity  and  convenience  to  the  Professions  attending  the  Courts  of  Justice. 

ad. — The  security  of  the  Repository. 

3d. — The  time  in  which  it  might  be  finished ; and  its  capability  to  receive  the  present,  and  also  the 
accruing  Records : And 

4th. — That  it  should  be  obtained  at  a moderate  expense. 

In  the  progress  of  those  inquiries,  a Plan  was  stated  to  us,  which  had  for  its  object  to  convert  into  a Record 
Repository  the  unfinished  part  of  die  Buildings  belonging  to  the  Society  of  the  Kings  Inns;  by  which  plan  it 
was  proposed,  on  die  part  of  that  Society,  diat  the  ground  on  which  die  unfinished  Buildings  now  stand,  and 
also  such  portion  of  the  ground  adjoining  thereto,  as  should  be  necessary  for  die  purpose  of  erecting  a suitable 
Record  Repository,  and  the  Offices  conuected  therewith,  should  be  conveyed  to  the  Crown  for  that  purpose, 
subject  only  to  a nominal  Rent. 

On  consideration  of  tliis  plan,  it  appears  to  us  that  die  obtaining  the  unfinished  Buildings  of  the  Society 
of  the  King's  Inns,  and  also  a sufficient  portion  of  the  ground  adjoining  thereto,  for  the  purpose  of  building 
a Repository  for  Records,  and  the  necessary  Offices  connected  Uierewith,  at  a nominal  Rent,  would  be  of  such 
advantage  to  the  Public,  diat  (although  it  might  be  desirable  that  a Record  Repository,  and  the.  uecessary 
Offices,  should  be  built  on  a plan  similar  to  that  of  die  Register  House  at  Edinburgh)  die  proposed  plan  should 
be  immediately  adopted  : And  we  therefore  beg  leave  to  state  that  such  is  our  opinion,  and  to  recommend  that 
a Treaty  should  be  entered  into  with  the  Society'  of  die  King’s  Inns;  and  that  its  unfinished  Buildings,  and 
a portion  of  the  grohnd  adjoining  thereto,  sufficient  for  die  purpose  of  building  a Repository  for  Records,  and 
die  necessary  Offices  connected  therewith,  be  obtained  from  that  Society,  at  a nominal  Rent,  provided  diat 
a sufficient  approach  to  such  Buildings  and  Ground  be  secured  to  die  Public,  as  well  from  Colerain-street,  or 
from  Constitution  Hill,  as  from  Hpnrietta-street ; and  also,  diat  the  whole  Site  so  to  be  conveyed,  be  vested 
in  the  Crown,  discharged  from  all  rent  and  incumbrances,  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  to  be  obtained  for 
that  purpose. 

We  consider  it  also  our  duty  to  state,  that  the  Ground  adjoining  die  Four  Courts  did  not  escape  our 
attention ; and  aldiough  diat  situation  might  appear  the  most  eligible  for  a Record  Repository,  from  its  contiguity 
to  die  Courts  of  Justice,  we  do  not  venture  to  recommend  diat  site  for  the  erection  of  the  principal  Record 
Repository,  owing  to  the  enormous  expense  which,  we  have  been  given  to  understand,  must  necessarily  attend 
the  purchase  of  so  large  a portion  of  that  ground  as  would  be  required  for  the  purpose.  Yet  as  we  cannot  but 
consider  that  there  is  an  absolute  necessity  for  insulating  the  Courts  of  Justice,  and  die  Public  Offices,  we 
are  of  opinion  that,  in  effecting  this  object,  there  might  be  at  the  same  time,  and  at  a compuradvely  small 
additional  expense,  some  ground  at  die  rear  of  diat  Building  advantageously  applied  to  the  erection  of  such 
Offices  as  may  appear  too  intimately  connected  with  the  Courts  of  Justice  to  be  separated  from  them 
without  considerable  inconvenience. 

All  which  we  humbly  submit  as  our  Report,  this  i7di  day  of  February  1813.

3. — The  First  Half-yearly  Report  from  the  Committee  of  Observation , Inspection , fyc. 


PURSUANT  to  tlxe  Order  of  the  Board,  dated  1 6th  July  1812,  whereby  we  were  appointed  a Committee 
for  observing  upon  and  inspecting  all  Proceedings  bad  or  to  be  had  by  the  several  sets  of  Sub-Commissioners 
acting  under  tlic  Board,  and  for  examining  into  all  and  every  subject-matter  connected  with  or  relating  to  the 
Commission ; and  whereby  also,  amongst  other  duties,  we  were  instructed  tq  consider  of  the  general  objects 
of  the  Commission,  under  the  several  heads  of  Buildings,  Calendars  and  Indexes,  Duties,  &c.  ol  Officers, 
Transfers,  and  Printing ; and  to  report  fully  and  distinctly  thereon  to  the  Board  half-yearly,  viz.  immediately 
after  the  rising  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  in  each  long  vacation : We  have  now  the  honour  to  report  to  the 
Board,  that  we,  having  on  the  7th  day  of  September  last  entered  upon  the  duties  imposed  upon  us  by  the 
above  Order,  did  at  the  commencement  determine  to  confine  our  attention,  in  the  first  instance,  to  the 
Repositories  in  which  Sub-Commissioners  were  employed  under  tire  Board,  and  next  to  extend  our  inquiries  to 
the  other  Repositories  in  which  Records  are  lodged ; and  did  accordingly  instruct  such  of  our  Body  as  undertook 
the  Quarterly  Inspection  in  the  months  of  September  and  December  last,  und'whose  Certificates  at  the  foot 
of  tire  Secretary's  Quarterly  Reports  have  been  laid  before  the  Board,  to  direct  their  attention,  not  only  to  the 
Work  executed  by  the  several  sets  of  Sub-Commissioners,  but  likewise  to  the  general  objects  of  the  Commission. 
W e also  made  arrangements  for  such  a personal  inspection  and  examination  to  be  undertaken  in  the  several 
Repositories  in  Dublin,  by  different  Members  of  the  Committee,  as  that  full  and  satisfactory  Answers  may  be 
thereby  obtained  to  such  of  the  Queries  transmitted  by  the  Board,  as  have  not  yet  been  sufficiently  attended 
to.  But  as  this  general  inspection  must  employ  some  time  in  completing,  and  will  lead  to  a considerable 
detail,  the  present  Report  is  necessarily  confined  to  such  Observations  as  have  resulted  from  the  Quarterly 
Inspections,  together  with  such  general  Remarks  as  our  present  experience  enables  us  to  make  on  the  several 
heads  under  which  we  have  been  directed  to  consider  of  the  general  objects  of  the  Commission ; viz.  Buildings, 
Calendars  and  Indexes,  Duty,  &c.  of  Officers,  Transfers,  and  Printing. 


Amxmx. 


I.  Buildings. 

THE  Steps  which  have  been  lately  taken  under  the  Commission,  to  provide  Public  Buildings  for  all  the 
Record  Repositories  in  Dublin,  together  with  the  prevailing  opinion  of  the  necessity  of  such  a measure,  render 
it  unnecessary  for  us  to  oiler  any  reason  now  in  support  of  it;  we  shall  therefore  on  that  part  of  this  head 
which  respects  the  Dublin  Repositories,  barely  refer  to  the  Report  that  wc  had  Lite  honour  to  make  to  the 
Board  on  tins  subject,  and  to  repeat  the  recommendation  which  we  did  then  submit  to  their  consideration, 
namely,  that,  for  llie  reception  of  Records  intimately  connected  with  the  Courts  of  Justice,  there  should  be, 
in  addition  to  any  Repository  which  may  be  fitted  up  for  those  of  a more  general  nature  in  another  place,  some 
Office  or  Offices  built  on  the  waste  ground  adjoining  to  the  Four  Courts ; and  that  in  doing  so,  the  design  of 
insulating  the  whole  of  the  Buildings  on  the  Inns  Quay  might  be  materially  forwarded : and  also  to  repeat  our 
further  recommendation,  that  such  Buildings  as  should  be  procured  or  erected  for  Record  Repositories,  should 
be  forthwith  vested  in  the  Crown  by  Act  of  Parliament;  to  which  we  would  add  the  recommendation  of  Lord 
Redcsdale,  respecting  the  site  of  the  Four  Courts,  and  to  w hich  the  attention  of  the  Board  has  been  already 
called  in  the  Secretary's  Second  General  Report,  under  the  head  of  “ Buildings.” 

It  is  here  incumbent  upon  us  to  advert  to  the  state  in  which  the  Records  of  the  Peace  Clerks,  Crown  Clerks, 
and  Diocesan  Registers,  are  placed  throughout  Ireland,  as  they  have  been  hitherto,  and  still  are  in  almost 
every  instance,  lodged  in  private  buildings;  the  consequence  of  which  has  been,  that  a great  proportion  of  this 
class  of  Records  has  been  lost  or  destroyed,  as  fully  appears  by  the  Returns  of  the  several  Officers.  It  will  at 
once  be  evident  to  the  Board,  that  this  great  evil  must  necessarily  increase,  unless  the  cause  be  removed : 
we  do  therefore  humbly,  but  strongly,  state,  that  in  our  opinion  some  legislative  provision  is  indispensably 
necessary  for  procuring  permanent  Public  Buildings  for  the  Records  of  the  Peace  Clerks  and  those  of  the 
Crown  Clerks,  in  every  County  Town ; and  also,  fit  Public  Repositories  in  every  Diocese,  for  the 
Diocesan  Records,  as  heretofore  is  more  fully  dwelt  upon  in  the  above-mentioned  Second  General  Report 
made  by  the  Secretary  : And  so  fully  convinced  are  we  of  the  urgent  necessity  of  this  measure,  that  it  is 
respectfully  submitted  to  the  consideration  of  the  Board,  whether  the  present  Session  should  be  permitted  to 
pass  over  without  the  subject  being  Inid  before  Parliament.  Previously  to  the  conclusion  of  this  head,  it  is 
necessary  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  Depositions  taken  before  the  Examiners  of  the  Court  of 
Exchequer,  which,  having  been  hitherto  kept  in  the  dwelling  of  the  Officer,  have  in  many  instances  been  treated 
by  him  and  his  representatives  as  private  property  ; the  consequence  of  which  has  been,  that  they  have  suffered 
the  fate  of  all  Records  similarly  circumstanced,  and,  on  the  death  or  change  of  the  Officer,  been  but 
seldom  forthcoming.

UNDER  this  head,  wherein  we  shall  beg  leave  to  consider  as  well  Inventories,  Schedules,  and  Repertories, 
as  Calendars  and  Indexes,  we  regret  being  obliged  to  begin  by  stating,  that  the  several  Keepers  of  Record 
Repositories  have  in  general  neglected  the  Orders  of  the  Board  respecting  the  transmission  of  classified 
Schedules  and  Inventories ; a measure  which  is  so  necessary'  for  obtaining  a knowledge  of  the  contents  of  the 
several  Record  Repositories,  and  laying  the  foundation  of  an  effectual  system  of  controul  over  the  Officers, 
that  their  neglect  must  operate  to  impede  the  progress  of  the  Board,  and  of  those  acting  under  them  ; a faithful 
list  of  the  contents  of  an  Office  being  an  essential  preliminary  to  any  inquiry  respecting  the  nature  of  the 
Records,  and  any  plan  for  their  arrangement  or  disposition.  Feeling  the  necessity  of  this  measure  so  strongly 
as  we  do,  we  consider  ourselves  called  upon  to  recommend  to  the  Board  to  take  some  immediate  steps  for 
inforcing  their  orders  on  this  subject ; to  effect  which,  perhaps  the  best  mode  w ould  he,  to  insert  a Clause  or 
Clauses,  in  any  Bill  which  it  maybe  advisable  to  recommend  on  the  subject  of  'Buildings,  rendering  it  man- 
datory on  the  Officers  to  transmit  to  the  Secretary  of  this  Commission  such  Inventories,  on  receiving  a proper 
remuneration  from  the  Board,  for  the  additional  trouble  it  may  occasion. 

To  the  utility  and  best  mode  of  forming  Repertories,  we  paid  much  attention  previously  to  the  Repertory  of 
the  Patent  Rolls  having  been  commenced,  and  did  agree  upon  a plan,  which  the  Sub-Commissioners  employed 
on  this  Work  are  now  pursuing ; which  plan,  provided  it  shall  meet  the  approbation  of  the  Board,  should,  in 
our  opinion,  be  followed  in  such  Repertories  as  shall  in  future  be  executed  under  the  Commission,  as  we  think 
it  advisable  that  uniformity  should  be  preserved  as  far  as  possible  in  all  works  of  a similar  nature. 

In  treating  of  Calendars  and  Indexes,  we  shall  refrain  for  the  present  from  recommending  any  new  Works 
of  this  description,  as  in  our  opinion  it  is  advisable  that  those  now  in  hand  should  be  completed  before  new 
ones  be  commenced ; and  as  it  may  hereafter  be  our  duty,  during  die  progress  of  die  Commission,  to  revert 
perhaps  more  than  once  to  die  subject,  when,  in  pardcular  instances,  it  shall  come  under  consideration.  It  is 
however  incumbent  upon  us  here  to  observe,  that  die  formation  of  Calendars  and  Indexes  has  been  much 
neglected  in  the  various  Record  Repositories,  as  in  numerous  instances  there  does  not  exist  any  Book  of 
Reference  to  valuable  and  voluminous  Records ; and  even  in  those  cases  in  which  they  have  been  formed,  we  have 
found  diem  defective  in  most  essential  points.  In  corroboration  of  the  latter  remark,  we  beg  leave  to  instance 
the  Rolls  and  Chief  Remembrancer’s  Offices,  in  which  it  is  impossible  to  refer  to  a Decree  bv  means  of  die 
denomination  of  the  Lands  affected  by  it ; so  that  if  an  inquirer  be  ignorant  of  the  date  of  the  Decree,  or  the 
immediate  parties  to  it,  his  search  in  these  Offices  must  necessarily  be  in  vain.  Wc  shall  upon  the  whole  close 
this  head  by  stating,  that  in  our  opinion  the  Indexes  and  Repertories  which  have  been  hitherto  commenced,  are 
Works  which  are  much  required  in  the  respective  Repositories  in  which  they  are  forming,  and  appear  to  us  to 
be  proceeded  in  with  care  and  expedition. 


III.  Duty,  $c.  of  Officers. 


UNDER  this  head,  we  beg  leave  to  revert  to  part  of  what  we  have  urged  under  that  of  Calendars  and 
Indexes,  when  we  regretted  die  neglect  of  Officers  in  transmitting  Inventories  and  Schedules  pursuant  to  die 
Orders  of  die  Board  ; the  first  duty  of  an  Officer,  as  we  humbly  conceive,  being  to  ascertain  die  contents  of  the 
Office  which  it  is  his  duty  to  superintend  ; without  such  knowledge,  he  can  ncitiier  know  what  Records  lie  is 
accountable  for,  nor  be  able  to  afford  satisfactory’  intelligence  respecting  them  to  the  Public.  That  tiiis  duty 
has  not  been  generally  performed,  we  feel  ourselves  warranted  in  concluding,  if  from  no  other  circumstance, 
from  the  reluctance  of  so  many  Officers  to  transmit  the  required  Inventories  ,•  which  is  the  best  apology  that  can 
be  offered  for  their  not  having  yet  complied  witii  the  Order. 

After  having  ascertained  what  Records  are  lodged  in  any  Repository,  the  next  obvious  duty  of  an  Officer  is 
to  arrange  them,  so  as  that  they  may  be  well  preserved  and  easily  found ; for  this  purpose  the  best  measures 
appear  to  he  in  progress  in  those  Offices  which  we  have  inspected;  and  in  die  Rolls  Office,  and  in  the  Dome 
of  the  Four  Courts  particularly,  the  arrangement  is  nearly  complete.  When  so  arranged,  if  the  Records  have 
proper  Marks  and  Books  of  Reference  suited  to  their  nature  and  importance,  all  diat  remains  to  be  effected  is 
to  obtain  for  die  Public  as  ready  access  to  them  as  is  consistent  with  the  prevention  of  idle  curiosity.  The 
mode  of  effecting  tiiis  has  been  pointed  out  by  the  Select  Committee  of  die  English  House  of  Commons,  in  the 
year  1 800,  and  afterwards  in  the  Secretary’s  Second  General  Report,  where  they  recommend  that  the  Officer 
should  be  remunerated  by  Salary’,  and  also  by  a small  reward  in  Fees  on  each  respective  search.  The  remarks 
which  we  have  hitherto  offered  to  die  Board  under  tiiis  head,  refer  to  die  duty  of  Officers  respecting  such 
Records  as  shall  have  been  already  lodged  widi  them;  but  in  Offices  where  Records  are  still  forming,  much 
remains  to  be  said  respecting  die  mode  of  preparing  and  making  diem  up,  since  upon  this  at  least  as  much 
depends  as  upon  the  care  of  them  afterwards.  And  in  adverting  to  this  suhject,  we  regret  having  to  state  to 
the  Board,  that  in  our  inspections  we  have  witnessed  many  Records  of  the  most  valuable  description  made  up 
in  sucli  a slovenly  manner,  as  to  bid  defiance  to  any  care  in  die  Officer  to  give  them  durability,  or  to  render 
diem  of  any  utility  to  the  Public.  We  here  principally  refer  to  the  modem  Decrees  in  Chancery ; and  shall, 
* ■ - - for 
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for  the  information  of  the  Board,  insert  a Copy  of  the  Note  taken  on  this  subject  by  the  Visitors  for  December 
Quarter,  upon  the  spot,  anil  prefer  giving  their  words,  as  the  best  mode  of  conveying  the  impression  made 
upon  them,  while  the  subject  was  fresh  in  their  minds.  They  state  as  follows : “ The  present  manner  of 
“ enrolling  Decrees  in  Chancer}-  demands  most  serious  attention,  and  calls  for  some  immediate  correction. 

“ There  have  been  iu  this  Office,  during  the  last  150  years,  many  alterations  in  the  mode  of  enrolling  Decrees, 

“ all  of  them  perhaps  equally  well  answering  the  purpose,  provided  they  had  been  carefully  prepared,  and 
“ uniformity  preserved.  But  the  present  mode  deviates  from  former  Enrolments,  in  some  respects  much  for 
“ the  worse.  And  the  Decrees  are  so  carelessly  written  and  prepared,  as  to  render  them  a disgrace  to  the 
“ present  time,  and  useless  lumber  to  posterity." 

“ In  the  4th  year  of  James  II.  the  Enrolments  were  made  up  in  Rolled  Books,  each  Book  having  its 
“ membranes  of  equal  size,  containing  the  Rolls  of  the  year,  and  varying  in  bulk  according  to  the  number  and 
“ length  of  the  Decrees.  In  the  5th  year  of  Janies  II.  each  Six  Clerk  to  whom  the  enrolling  of  Decrees  w as 
“ at  that  time  committed,  sent  in  his  own  Decrees  of  the  year  in  one  Roll;  since  that,  the  Decrees  have  been 
“ frequently  sent  separately,  as  they  are  at  present ; and  ever  since  the  year-  1 774,  there  has  been  a great  falling 
“ off  from  the  care  with  which  the  Enrolments  were  formerly  prepared,  so  much  so,  that  the  Enrolments  of 
“ the  present  duy  may  be  said  to  be  scarcely  legible,  and  so  evidently  incorrect  as  to  lose  much  of  their 
“ authenticity,  even  if  they  could  be  read.  The  writing  is  confused  and  careless,  bad  ami  straggling;  the 
“ parchment  dirty  and  weak  ; the  membranes  not  cut  to  match : and  the  ink  of'a  bad  quality ; while  there  is 
“ neither  heading,  margin,  nor  cover  to  the  Record,  which  being  written  on  both  sides,  one  of  them  is 
“ necessarily  much  exposed.  Ou  all  these  accounts,  it  is  clear  that  these  Records,  of  so  much  consequence  to 
“ individuals,  must  soon  be  of  little  value.” 

“ This  evil  cannot  be  too  strongly  marked,  nor  too  soon  repressed : The  Enrolments  should  be  made  with 
“ care ; each  Six  Clerk  should  provide  good  parchment  of  the  same  quality,  and  cut  to  the  same  breadth ; 
“ the  Decree  should  be  enrolled  on  Rolls  of  the  same  dimensions  as  to  height,  written  with  good  ink,  in  a 
“ strong  hand,  and  only  on  one  side  of  the  parchment ; and  should  be  accurately  compared,  first  by  the  Six 
“ Clerk,  and  possibly  afterwards  by  the  Register,  or  some  person  authorized  by  him,  as  it  has  been  stated 
“ that  he  keeps  the  Paper  Decrees.” 

The  recommendation  at  the  end  of  the  foregoing  Note,  respecting  Ink,  Parchment,  Writing,  &c.  should  be 
extended  to  the  Records,  generally,  in  the  different  Repositories  which  we  have  had  an  opportunity  of  inspecting, 
and  particularly  in  the  Office  of  the  Chief  Remembrancer,  in  which  there  are  so  many  Records  of  a similar 
nature  to  those  iu  the  Rolls  Office.  We  shall  here  also,  for  the  reason  given  at  the  head  of  the  former  Note, 
insert  the  Note  taken  by  the  Visitors  in  September  last,  in  their  inspection  of  the  Chief  Remembrancer’s  Office; 
and  beg  leave  to  refer  to  it,  not  only  for  the  paiticular  suggestions  contained  in  it  relating  to  that  Office,  and  the 
Rolls  Office,  to  which  it  more  particularly  refers,  but  also  for  the  general  recommendations  therein  stated. 
It  proceeds  as  follows:  “ Some  arrangement  seems  necessary  for  the  making  up  of  Decree  Rolls  hi  a 
“ manner  more  worthy  of  Records  of  such  importance.  The  parchment  leaves  should  be  of  uniform 
“ breadth ; and  some  persons  should  be  employed  to  engross  them,  who  could  ami  would  write  a good  hand  ; 
“ so  that  the  writing  should  lie  plainly  legible,  and  without  contractions,  which  is  not  now  the  case.  The 
“ Enrolments  of  the  Decrees  here  necessarily  run  to  great  length,  in  consequence  of  the  Bill  and  Answer  being 
“ set  out  in  base  verba.  This  tends  necessarily  to  lengthen  the  Rolls,  and  of  course  increase  their  bulk, 
“ which,  where  it  is  possible,  should  by  every  means  be  avoided.  It  should  therefore  be  arranged,  both  in  this 
“ Office  and  the  Rolls  Office,  that  all  Enrolments  of  Decrees  should  state  the  Bill  and  Answer,  &c.  merely  as 
“ to  substance,  but  the  decretal  part  at  lull  length : this  could  not  be  attended  with  any  inconvenience,  the 
“ Bill  and  Answer  being  preserved  in  the  proper  Offices,  to  be  referred  to  when  necessary.  -The  Chief  Remem- 
“ brancer  might  still  have  his  fees,  proportioned  to  the  length  of  the  pleadings,  as  at  present ; it  being  neces- 
“ sary  that  he  should  examine  them,  to  see  that  they  are  properly  stated  in  the  Decree,  and  as  it  appears 
“ that  otherwise  he  would  be  injured  by  tha  arrangement  here  recommended  for  die  advantage  of  the  Public. 
“ It  would  also  be  desirable,  that  the  mode  cl  keeping  the  Records  here  and  in  the  Rolls  Office  should,  as  far 
“ as  is  practicable,  correspond.  And  perhaps  many  of  the  measures  here  suggested,  might  (if  drought  worthy 
“ of  adoption)  be  carried  into  effect  in  die  Rolls  and  Chief  Remembrancer's  Offices,  by  being,  on  a 
“ conference  with  the  Lord  Chancellor  and  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer,  made  Rules  of  their  respective 
“ Courts.”

Pursuant  to  the  suggestions  contained  in  these  Notes,  in  our  opinion  it  would  be  advisable  diat  all  Pleadings 
of  die  same  description  should  be  engrossed  on  Parchment  of  the  same  size ; and  from  the  great  deficiencies  in 
the  quality  of  the  Ink  and  Parchment  used  in  the  several  Record  Repositories,  it  may  be  a subject  well  worthy 
the  attention  of  die  Board,  to  consider  w hether  some  steps  should  not  be  taken  for  providing  Ink  and  Parchment 
of  the  best  quality,  for  the  Public  Records,  from  some  person  who  should  alone  be  responsible  for  the  goodness 
of  them. 
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IV.  Transfer  a. 

Aerexinx.  THE  suggestions  which,  under  this  head,  we  shall  have  the  honour  to  make  to  the  Board,  are  chiefly  the 
3 . result  of  a general  principle  of  convenience  to  which  we  are  hitherto  not  aware  of  any  exception,  namely,  that 

Half-yearly  Records  of  the  same  description  should  he  lodged  together  in  the  same  Repository.  It  appears  from  the 

Rc|)ui  i Returns  of  the  Officer,  that  several  Patent  and  Close  Rolls  arc  lodged  in  Birmingham  Tower,  which 

Conmiute  Mr.  Lodge,  who  was  Deputy  Keeper  of  that  Repository,  and  also  of  the  Rolls  Office,  states  to  have  belonged 

Observation  to  ^,e  last*nientI0ne('  Repository:  We  do  therefore  humbly  recommend  that  these  Patent  Rolls  be  transferred 

*c.  from  Birmingham  Tower  to  the  Rolls  Office,  as  has  been  suggested  in  the  Report  of  Searches  by  the  English 

' v ' Sub-Commissioners  in  1806,  by  the  Sub-Commissioners  on  the  Rolls  Office,  and  in  the  Secretary's  Second 

General  Report.  We  beg  leave  further  to  suggest,  that  the  several  Transmisscs  of  Statutes,  which  are  lodged 
in  the  former  Repository,  should  likewise  be  removed  to  the  latter ; as  also  some  Transjnisses,  and  a Repertory 
to  the  Rolls,  which  are  now  in  the  Parliament  Office. 

Under  this  head  we  have  also  to  state  to  the  Board,  that  on  our  last  quarterly  inspection,  it  appeared  that 
several  Patent  and  Close  Rolls  had  been  found  in  the  Chief  Remembrancer’s  Office,  by  die  Sub-Commissioners 
employed  there  ; respecting  the  disposition  of  which,  the  Board  will  have  at  some  future  day  to  decide.  But 
of  these  there  are  some  which  clearly  belong  to  the  Rolls  Office,  as,  for  instance,  the  Patent  Roll  of  29th 
Edward  III,  and  22d  Edward  IV,  which  have  the  common  heading  of  the  Chancery  Rolls,  viz.  “ Rotulus 
Pateus  Cancellariffi.’1  Such  Rolls  as  the  last-mentioned,  should*  doubtless  be  removed  to  the  Repository,  to 
which  they  so  evidently  belong. 

V.  Printing. 


O N this  head  we  have  already  been  so  fully  anticipated,  that  we  beg  leave  to  decline  recommending  any 
measures  upon  it  at  present;  but  to  content  ourselves  with  referring  to  the  Secretary's  Second  General  Report, 
in  which  the  subject  has  been  fully  and  satisfactorily  entered  into,  and  to  reserve  ourselves  for  such  particular 
recommendations  of  Works  for  printing,  as  may  suggest  themselves  to  us  during  the  progress  of  the 
Commission. 


Upon  the  whole,  we  have,  pursuant  to  the  Order  of  the  Board,  reported  upon  the  general  objects  of  the 
Commission,  under  the  several  heads  to  which  we  were  directed  to  pay  attention,  but  have  endeavoured  to  con- 
fine our  remarks  and  recommendations  to  such  measures  only  as,  in  our  opinion,  it  would  be  advisable  to  carry 
into  effect  immediately,  reserving  more  distant  objects  to  the  time  in  which  they  may  duly  demand 
consideration. 

Amongst  the  measures  which,  in  the  discharge  of  our  duty,  we  have  had  the  honour  to  recommend  to  the 
Boar  d,  some,  as  we  have  before  stated,  may  require  an  Act  of  Parliament  for  carrying  them  into  complete  effect ; 
and  as  we  have  endeavoured  to  press  no  measure  which  does  not  appear  to  us  to  be  urgent,  we  further  beg  leave 
to  submit  to  the  cpnsideration  of  the  Board,  whether  it  might  not  be  expedient  that  a Bill  should  be  forthwith 
prepared  for  those  purposes,  and  such  others,  relating  to  the  Commission,  as  may  appear- to  the  Board  to  require 
tire  interposition  of  tire  Legislature.

' ’ the  30th  day  of  August  1810,  for  carrying  into  execution  the  Measures  recommended  in  the  humble 
Address  of  the  House  of  Commons  to  His  Majesty,  with  respect  to  the  State  of  the  Public  Records  of  Ireland , 
and  the  necessity  of  providing  for  the  better  arrangement,  preservation,  and  more  convenient  use  of  the  same ; 
whereby  We,  the  said  Commissioners,  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  nominate  and  appoint,  from  time  to 
time,  Persons  of  ability,  care  and  diligence,  to  act  as  Secretary,  and  Sub-Commissioners,  to  be  employed  in 
methodizing,  regulating  and  digesting  the  Records,  Rolls,  Instruments,  Books  and  Papers,  in  His  Majesty’s 
several  Offices ; and  in  causing  such  of  the  said  Records  as  are  decayed,  and  in  danger  of  being  destroyed,  to 
be  bound  and  secured ; and  in  making  exact  Calendars  and  Indexes  thereof ; and  in  superintending  the  printing 
of  such  Calendars  and  Indexes,  and  original  Records  and  Papers  as  should  be  ordered  to  be  printed ; and  to 
certify  unto  the  Commissioners  of  His  Majesty’s  Treasury  for  the  time  being,  what  would  be  a fit  and  suitable 
recompence  to  such  Secretary  and  Sub-Commissioners  respectively,  for  their  pains  and  services  in  the  execution 
of  the  duties  required  to  be  by  them  performed : And  We  the  said  Commissioners,  or  any  three  or  more  of  us, 
are  further  required,  on  or  before  the  25th  day  of  March  in  every  year  during  the  continuance  of  the  snid 
Commission,  to  certify  to  His  Majesty's  Privy  Council,  in  the  manner  therein  directed,  all  and  every  of  the 
several  Proceedings  of  Ourselves  and  the  said  Sub-Commissioners  had  by  virtue  of  the  said  Commission ;

concerning  the  premises ; —

To  His  Majesty’s  Commissioners  on  the  Public  Records  of  Ireland. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Down  Survey. 


"'1717' the  Committee,  to  whom  it  was  referred  to  inquire  and  report  to  the  Board,  Whether  the  Proceed- 
" * ings  taken  in  the  late  Irish  Parliament,  for  making  General  Vailancey's  Copy  of  the  Barony  Maps  mi  ihe 
of  the  Down  Survey,  Evidence,  ought  not  to  be  revived,  by  bringing  forward  a Bill  in  Parliament  for  that  Down^uney; 
purpose,  have  met  on  Tuesday  the  6th,  and  Wednesday  the  7th  of  April;  and  the  existing  Maps  of  the  Down 
Survey,  as  well  as  the  Copies  of  Maps  made  from  them  in  the  Library  of  the  King  of  France,  by  General 
Vallanccy  and  Major  Taylor,  being  laid  before  us,  we  proceeded  to  examine  all  such  Witnesses  as  were  stated 
to  us,  or  that  we  could  discover,  to  be  likely  to  give  us  any  material  information  on  the  subject  of  our  Inquiry ; 
and  we  have,  in  an  Appendix,  inserted  the  Evidence  given  before  us  by  the  several  Witnesses  examined.  With 
respect  to  the  occasion  and  manner  of  making  the  Down  Survey,  and  its  present  condition,  arising  as  well 
from  length  of  time,  as  to  the  existing  parts,  as  also  the  destruction  of  great  part  of  that  Survey  by  an 
accidental  fire  in  the  year  1711,  the  Board  is  already  sufficiently  informed ; and  we  shall  therefore  confine 
ourselves  to  matters  which  appear  to  us  to  fall  directly  within  the  object  of  our  inquiry. 

We  find  that  the  existing  parts  of  the  Down  Survey,  and  we  presume  that  such  parts  as  were  destroyed  by 
fire  in  the  year  1711,  consisted  of  two  sets  of  Maps;  one  set  containing  a Map  of  each  Barony  into  which 
.the  several  Counties  are  divided,  and  the  other  a separate  Map  of  each  Parish.  Those  Baronial  Maps  are 
in  general  on  a scale  of  160  perches  to  an  inch,  but  in  some  the  scale  is  so  small  as  3-20  perches  to  an  inch. 

The  Parochial  Mops  existing  are  in  general  on  a scale  of  So,  but  some  on  a scale  of  40  perches,  to  an  inch. 

In  addition  to  these  Maps,  there  are  to  each  of  them  now  existing,  and  probably  the  same  plan  was  followed 
through  the  whole  Work,  manuscript  pages  of  references,  giving  the  Contents  of  each  denomination  of  Land, 
stating  tire  names  of  the  former  Proprietors  who  had  forfeited  them,  in  the  instances  where  they  had  been 
forfeited,  in  the  Rebellion  of  1641,  and  the  names  of  the  Persons  to  whom  new  grants  of  them  were  made 
by  the  Crown. 

From  the  difference  of  the  Scale  on  which  the  Baronial  and  Parochial  Maps  arc  formed,  there  are  in  almost 
all,  if  not  in  every  one,  of  the  Parochial  Maps,  numerous  names  of  denominations  of  Lands,  which  arc  not 
mentioned  in  the  Baronial  Maps  of  the  existing  Down  Survey,  the  Baronial  Maps  noticing  only  the  Parishes, 
and  most  considerable  denominations  of  the  Lands. 

The  Copies  made  by  General  Yallancey  and  Major  Taylor,  are  faithful  Transcripts  of  those  in  the  French 
King’s  Library ; from  which  they  were  copied  by  them  and  their  Assistants.  Of  this  fact  we  have  no  reason  to 
doubt  And  these  Maps  we  have  in  some  instances,  and  some  of  the  Witnesses  have  in  many  more,  compared 
with  the  existing  Maps  of  the  Down  Survey  ; ami  Irom  their  general  agreement  with  the  existing  parts  of  the 
Down  Survey  (from  which  very  few  and  slight  differences  appeal-,  in  the  examinations  made  by  the  Witnesses, 
and  shown  to  us,  between  these  Copies  and  the  Baronial  Maps  existing,  as  to  the  Boundaries  marked  in  each), 
we  are  led  to  believe  that  a similar  agreement  existed  between  these  Copies  and  the  parts  of  the  Down 
Survey,  which  have  been  destroyed ; and  that  the  whole  of  the  Maps,  from  whence  General  Vallancey  and 
Major  Taylor  have  made  these  Copies,  agreed  as  closely  with  the  Baronial  Maps  of  the  Down  Survey  as  could 
be  expected  in  manuscript  Maps,  made  from  the  same  materials,  or  copied  the  one  from  the  other.  This 
difference  however  ought  to  he  observed,  that  the  Maps  in  the  French  King’s  Library  are  only  the  Baronial, 
and  not  the  Parochial  Maps,  and  are,  in  every  instance  we  have  observed,  on  the  same  Scale  with  the  Baronial 
Maps  existing,  except  one,  where  the  Scale  of  the  French  Map  was  larger  than  the  corresponding  Map  existing 
in  the  Down  Survey ; and  the  Person  who  drew  the  French  Maps,  appears  to  have  inserted,  in  most  instances, 
numerous  names  of  parcels  of  Land,  in  these  Baronial  Maps,  not  found  in  the  Baronial  Maps  of  the  Down 
Survey,  existing  now  in  the  Castle ; but  w hich  names  appear  to  have  been  taken  from  the  Parochial  Maps. 

The  Person  who  drew  the  French  Maps,  thus  appears  to  have  endeavoured  to  make  the  Baronial  Maps 
contain  all  that  was  contained  in  the  Baronial  and  Parochial  Maps  of  the  Down  Survey ; but  this  object,  from 
the  smallness  of  the  Scale  of  the  Baronial  Maps,  compared  with  those  of  the  existing  Parochial  Maps,  cannot 
be  supposed  to  be  equally  well  attained  as  in  the  existing  Parochial  Maps,  which,  we  must  also  observe,  are 
those  which  have  been  almost  always  called  for,  when  it  is  necessary  to  give  in  evidence  any  Copy  from  the 
Down  Survey. 

We  find  that  the  subject  now  referred  to  us  by  the  Board,  was  before  the  Parliament  of  Ireland  in  the  year 
1 790 ; when  a Bill  passed  the  House  of  Commons,  for  making  these  Copies  of  the  Maps  in  the  French  King’s 
Library,  taken  by  General  Vallancey  and  Major  Taylor,  evidence,  in  like  manner  as  the  remaining  part  of 
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the  Down  Survey  now  is,  and  as  the  part  destroyed  would  have  been,  if  it  had  not  been  destroyed  j that  is, 
in  fact,  to  make  this  Copy  an  Original  Record. 

Upon  that  occasion,  it  appears  that  considerable  apprehension  was  entertained  that  public  inconvenience 
might  be  occasioned  by  passing  this  Bill  into  a law,  and  the  Session  was  allowed  to  close,  without  the  Bill 
passing  the  House  of  Lords ; and,  notwithstanding  the  importance  of  the  subject,  neither  House  of  Parliament 
ever  thought  fit  afterwards  to  take  any  steps  upon  it 

It  cannot  but  be  lamented  that  the  Down  Survey,  so  important  a document  to  this  Country,  should  have 
suffered  so  much  injury,  as  from  time  and  accident  it  has  sustained;  but  whatever  objections  lay  in  the  year 
1790,  to  making  the  Copies  of  the  French  Maps  evidence,  these  seem  to  us  rather  to  have  increased  in 
force  by  the  time  that  lias  since  elapsed,  certainly  not  to  liave  diminished,  save  so  far  as  the  Stat  48th  Geo.  III. 
chap.  47.  may,  in  respect  to  the  Crown,  be  considered  to  have  diminished  apprehensions  of  danger  to  the 
subject  from  this  measure. 

The  principal  argument,  in  favour  of  making  these  Copies  evidence,  that  seems  to  us  to  have  any  apparent 
force,  is,  that  as  we  cannot  but  think  that  the  destruction  of  so  much  of  the  Down  Survey  as  has  been  un- 
fortunately burned  was  a great  public  loss,  so  the  restoration  of  it  must  be  a proportionate  public  benefit 

But  to  this  it  may  be  answered,  that  if,  recently  after  the  destruction  of  the  burned  Parochitd  Maps,  others  had 
been  formed  as  competent  to  supply  their  places  as  the  Copies  made  by  General  Vallancey  and  Major  Taylor 
would  have  been,  if  then  made,  to  supply  the  places  of  the  Baronial  Maps,  we  should  tiiink  that  it  would  have 
been  a public  benefit  to  have  had  them  thus  restored : But  these  Copies,  from  the  smallness  of  the  Scale  on 
which  they  are  drawn,  do  not  appear  to  us  competent  to  supply  the  places  of  the  lost  Parochial  Maps,  even  if 
the  loss  were  perfectly  recent ; and  tile  Parochial  Maps  appear  to  us,  from  the  largeness  of  the  Scale  on  which 
they  were  drawn,  and  also  from  the  Evidence  wc  have  had  before  us,  to  be  much  more  valuable  docu- 
ments, and  much  more  frequently  used  in  evidence  than  the  Baronial  Maps  : And  if  these  Copies  could,  more 
perfectly  than  from  their  Scale  it  is  possible,  supply  the  loss  of  tiie  Parochial  Maps  which  have  been  burned, 
we  conceive  it  would  be  a great  and  important  question  of  public  policy,  whether  it  would  now  be  prudent, 
after  the  lapse  of  a century  from  the  time  of  their  destruction,  to  put  these  Copies  on  the  footing  of  original 
Records  ? or,  whether  it  ought  now  to  be  desired,  if  it  were  possible,  that  the  Maps  destroyed  slxiuld  be  now 
actually  restored  ? 

If  indeed  these  public  Documents  had  continued  to  be  preserved  without  injury,  their  effect  in  evidence 
would  have  been  gradually  produced ; and  in  whatever  degree  they  could  influence  tire  right  or  possession  of 
property,  that  influence  could  not  have  been  complained  of  by  any  body.  They  were  die  evidence  of  rights 
existing  at  the  time  of  their  formation ; and,  from  their  nature,  not  likely  to  have  occasioned  any  sudden 
change  in  the  rights  of  individuals,  or  the  evidence  of  those-rights,  or  any  unexpected  claims.  But  if,  when  a 
great  part  of  the  Down  Survey  has  been  actually  out  of  existence  for  a whole  century,  a sudden  restoration  of 
it,  or  a substitution  of  a Document  to  supply  its  place,  were  to  be  effected,  however  well  authenticated  the 
restored  Maps  might  be,  or  however  well  satisfied  we  might  be  of  the  accuracy  of  the  Maps  restored  or  sub- 
stituted ; we  cannot  undertake  to  say  that  we  can  clearly  foresee  all  the  consequences  that  might  follow  from 
such  becoming  Evidence,  or  pronounce  decisively,  that  those  consequences  would  be  plainly  beneficial  to  the 
Public ; and  that  in  opposition  to  the  implied  opinion  of  the  House  of  Lords  in  the  year  1790,  in  suffering  the 
Bill  to  drop,  and  what  may  also  be  reasonably  inferred  to  have  been  the  opinion  of  the  King's  Government, 
and  of  Parliament  afterwards,  by  the  subject  being  suffered  to  rest  without  being  again  brought  before  Parlia- 
ment The  Statute  of  Limitations,  in  eases  between  individuals,  might  perhaps  in  many  cases  prevent  any 
apprehended  mischief.  But  we  have  not  before  us,  nor  can  we  expect,  satisfactory  evidence,  tliat  Claims,'  to 
which  such  Statutes  would  not  apply,  might  not  originate  from  the  measure  of  making  those  Maps  original 
Records,  and  property  be  thus  disturbed,  which  has  heed  long  quietly  and  peaceably  enjoyed,  and  transmitted 
from  man  to  man  in  all  the  modes  of  legal  purchase,  without  apprehension  of  any  such  Claims  being  made,  or 
of  any  defect  in  the  Title. 

We  therefore  cannot  bring  ourselves  to  advise,  that  an  application  should  be  made  to  Parliament  to  sub- 
stitute those  Copies  of  the  Maps  in  the  French  King's  Library  as  Evidence  in  the  place  of  those  parts  of  the 
Down  Survey  which  have  been  destroyed. 

We  further  report  it  as  our  opinion,  that  much  of  the  remaining  parts  of  the  Down  Survey  is  in  very  bad 
condition,  and  likely  to  grow  rapidly  worse,  and  perhaps  at  no  very  distant  period  to  be  almost  destroyed. 
One  of  the  Witnesses  examined  before  us,  Mr.  Brownrigg,  an  experienced  Surveyor,  upon  being  asked. 
Whether  the  remaining  Maps  might  not  lie  better  preserved  by  being  pasted  in  books,  consisting  of  large 
strong  sheets  of  paper?  expressed  his  apprehension,  that  as  they  must,  for  this  purpose,  be  made  damp  by  the 
paste  with  which  they  must  be  attached  to  the  paper,  this  might  affect  the  Scale  on  which  they  are  drawn  ; and 
recommended  rather,  that  the  edges  of  the  existing  Maps  and  of  the  remaining  pieces  of  those  partly  burned 
should  be  pasted  on  such  sheets  of  papa-,  catting  away  so  much  of  the  paper  as  the  Map  or  piece  would  cover, 
5 with 
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with  the  exception  of  a small  portion,  perhaps  about  an  inch,  wherever  the  edges  of  the  Map  should  be  fastened, 
and  then  leasing  a broad  margin  on  the  paper  to  w hich  the  Map  may  be  fastened. 

This  mode,  so  suggested  by  Mr.  Brownrigg,  we  apprehend  would  not  be  well  calculated  for  the  preservation 
of  the  Maps,  but  on  the  contrary  would,  from  die  weakness  of  the  paper  on  which  die  Maps  are  drawn, 
expose  them,  more  readily  dian  at  present,  to  be  broken  and  torn  at  the  edge  of  die  part  which  would  be 
pasted  on  the  fresh  paper,  and  within  the  hollow  part  of  the  paper  on  which  they  should  be  so  placed ; and 
besides,  if  from  damping  die  paper  widi  paste  any  variation  of  the  Scale  should  be  produced,  diis  objection 
would  lie  to  the  mode  proposed  by  Mr.  Brownrigg.  But  we  do  not  feel  die  objection  of  Mr.  Brownrigg  with 
much  force,  as  we  apprehend,  that  if  the  damping  die  paper  should  produce  any  alteration  of  the  Scale,* 
it  would  be  restored  to  its  former  state  on  becoming  dr}’.  We  therefore  recommend  that,  unless  some  better 
mode  should  be  suggested,  the  remaining  Maps  and  pieces  be  carefully  pasted  on  strong  paper,  in  books,  for 
their  better  preservation.

Containing  the  EVIDENCE  given  before  the  COMMITTEE. 


Major  Taylor. 

THE  Copies  made  under  the  direction  of  General  Vallancey  are  shewn  to  him ; and  he  says,  tiiey  are 
Copies  of  the  Down  Survey,  from  two  books  in  die  Library  of  the  French  King  at  Paris : The  Witness  copied 
one  of  those  books;  the  otiier  volume  was  copied  by  a Frenchman,  in  the  presence  of  General  Vallancey  and 
of  the  Witness.  That  Copy  which  Witness  made,  is  an  accurate  Copy ; and  he  believes  the  Copy  of  the 
other  book  to  be  accurate.  General  Vallancey  compared  both.  Witness  w'as  examined  before  a Committee 
of  Parliament,  to  die  authenticity  of  tiiese  Copies ; believes  he  was  sw'om.  These  Copies  are  made  on  die 
same  Scale  with  the  Maps  from  which  they  are  taken ; in  copying  them,  a frame  with  glass  was  used. 

The  existing  Baronial  Map  of  the  Barouy  of  Dartry,  hi  the  County  of  Monaghan,  is  now  shewn  to 
Major  Taylor;  and,  as  it  appears  to  have  very  few  names  of  denominations  of  Lands,  and  die  Copy  made 
from  the  Freuch  Map  of  die  same  Barony  contains  very  numerous  names  of  Lands,  Major  Taylor  is  also 
asked  How  he  accounted  for  that  difference  ? He  says,  he  supposes  that  those  names  were  inserted  in  die 
French  Barony  Maps  from  the  Parochial  Maps,  and  tiiat  the  Maps  in  the  King  of  France's  Library  were 
made  originally  for  private  use. 

An  existing  Parochial  Map  (part  of  the  Down  Survey)  viz.  die  Parishes  of  Aghabog  and  Edergale,  Barony 
Dartry,  County  Monaghan,  was  compared  hi  our  presence  with  die  Copy  of  the  French  Map  of  die  Barony 
in  which  tiiat  Parish  is  situate : The  names  of  die  Parcels  of  Lands,  mid  the  Numbers  serving  for  references, 
correspond,  and  are  the  same  in  the  Copies  from  the  French  Maps  and  in  die  Parochial  Map  existing ; but 
the  Parochial  Map  contains  die  number  of  acres  in  the  different  divisions  of  the  Lands,  which  are  not  noticed 
in  die  Copy  from  the  French  Map. 

This  Witness  was  asked,  Whether  he  knew  the  grounds  upon  which  die  measure  of  making  these  Copies  of 
the  French  Maps  evidence  was  given  up,  after  having  been  before  Parliament  and  passed  one  House  ? He 
answered,  that  an  Ecclesiastical  Person,  of  high  rank  in  the  Church,  and  since  deceased,  had  token  some 
Notes  from  the  new  Copy,  which  seemed  to  affect  some  property  of  die  Church  in  his  Diocese,  and  he  was 
thought  likely  to  form  a Claim  on  these  Notes : tiiat  this,  the  Witness  considered  as  the  cause  of  preventing 
the  measure  proceeding;  as  Government  became  apprehensive  that  the  measure  would  affect  individuals,  if 
carried  into  execution.  But  all  this,  he  says,  he  has  only  from  report,  not  from  actual  knowledge. 

Being  asked  by  us  his  opinion,  Whether  putting  these  Maps  on  die  same  footing,  in  point  of  evidence,  as 
the  existing  parts  of  the  Down  Survey,  would  be  beneficial?  He  says,  he  thinks  diat  it  would  disturb  a great 
deal  of  property,  if  made  evidence  now  ; it  would  particularly  strengthen  the  Claims  of  the  Church,  and 
occasion  great  litigation.  He  said,  tiiat  nothing  occurred  during  the  time  the  measure  was  before  Parliament,  . 
to  induce  Witness  then  to  form  that  opinion  of  the  effects  and  consequences  of  these  Maps  being  made 

evidence ; 
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evidence ; but  from  the  objections  made  then,  and  subsequent  reflections,  and  what  he  since  heard  of  the 
opinion  of  the  then  Government,  and  of  the  Law  Officers  of  the  Crown,  who  were  apprehensive  of  the  effects 
ot  the  measure,  with  resj>ect  to  Claims  which  might  be  made  by  the  Church,  he  has  formed  his  present 
opinion.  But  be  still  thinks,  tiiat  if  the  effects  of  the  measure  were  to  be  confined  to  individuals  only,  and  the 
ascertainment  of  Boundaries  between  them,  it  might  be  useful. 


Mr.  Brtncnrigg, 

AN  experienced  Surveyor,  was  next  examined.  He  said,  that  he  has  often  seen  the  existing  Down 
Survey  ; and  on  the  new  Copies  coming  from  France,  he  examined  them  twice,  on  understanding  that  it  was 
in  contemplation  for  Parliament  to  make  them  evidence : and  he  was  desirous  of  seeing  whether  they  were  true 
Copies  of  such  as  were  existing  here,  and  from  thence  to  form  an  opinion  whether  the  French  Maps  were  true 
Copies  of  the  whole.  They  arc  not  on  the  same  Scale  with  the  Parochial  Maps.  The  original  Down  Survey 
was  in  Thirty-one  Volumes,  Baronial  and  Parochial  Maps;  and  those  copied  by  General  Vallancey,  were 
in  Two. 

When  the  business  was  before  Parliament,  the  Witness  had  apprehensions  of  the  consequences  of  making 
them  evidence,  and  mentioned  his  apprehensions  to  Lord  Clare.  The  Witness  lias  never  known  the  Baronial 
Maps  called  for  in  evidence,  but  tlie  Parochial  Maps  only ; and  the  Parocliial  Maps  are  not  in  these  Copies, 
but  the  Baronial  Maps  only.  The  Witness  does  not  mean  to  impeach  the  veracity  of  these  Copies,  but  his 
idea  went  to  the  necessity  of  great  caution.  Without  a minute  and  careful  examination  of  the  existing 
Baronial  Maps  with  the  Copies  of  the  French  Maps,  and  without  their  being  thus  found  accurate,  there  would 
be  danger  of  clashing ; and  it  would  not  be  safe  to  make  the  whole  evidence  without  such  comparison.  The 
Witness  said,  that  he  has  had  recourse,  forty  years  ago,  to  another  set  of  the  Down  Survey,  at  Shelburne 
House.  It  would  take  much  time  to  make  the  necessary  comparison;  and  the  Witness  supposes  it  impossible 
that  there  should  not  be  considerable  variations.  This  Witness  further  stated,  that  he  had  no  doubt  that 
Major  Taylor's  Copies  from  the  French  Maps  were  very  accurately  made ; but  that,  if  the  French  Maps  were 
actually  procured,  they  ought  to  be  submitted  to  the  same  comparison  he  has  mentioned  with  respect  to  these 
Copies,  before  they  should  be  made  evidence. 

Mr.  Brownrigg  being  asked,  whether  the  remaining  Maps  might  not  be  better  preserved  by  being  pasted  on 
large  strong  sheets  of  paper,  bound  in  books,  expressed  his  apprehension,  that  as  they  must  for  that  purpose 
lie  made  damp  by  the  paste  which  must  be  used  to  fasten  them  to  the  paper,  this  might  affect  the  scale  on 
which  they  are  drawn ; ami  said,  that  he  would  prefer  to  have  the  edges  of  the  existing  Maps,  and  of  the 
remaining  pieces  of  the  Map  partly  burned,  pasted  on  such  sheets  of  paper,  cutting  away  so  much  of  the  paper 
as  the  Maps  or  pieces  would  cover,  with  the  exception  of  a small  portion,  perhaps  about  an  inch,  whereon  the 
edge  of  the  Map  or  piece  should  be  fastened,  and  then  leaving  a broad  margin  on  the  paper,  to  which  the  Map 
should  be  fastened.  


Mr.  Handcoch,  was  then  examined. 

Said,  That  in  the  year  1 790,  when  the  subject  was  under  the  consideration  of  Parliament,  he  was  examined 
before  a Committee,  and  was  employed  the  whole  of  the  Session  in  comparing  the  existing  part  of  the  Down 
Survey,  with  the  Copie?  taken  by  General  Vallancey  in  France : the  Witness  had  at  that  time  been  in  the  Sur- 
veyor General’s  Office,  as  Deputy  Surveyor  General,  about  20  years.  lie  compared  General  Vallancey ’s 
Copies  with  the  existing  Baronial  Maps,  but  not  with  the  Parochial  Maps;  the  comparison  shewed  some,  but 
not  a great  many  inaccuracies;  and  the  Witness  thought  Vallancey "s  Copies  so  defective,  from  the  smallness  of 
the  Scale,  that  no  use  could  ever  be  made  of  them : He  thought  then  that  it  would  be  dangerous  to  make  them 
evidence,  and  thinks  so  still.  The  Law  Lords,  Lord  Clonmell  and  Lord  Carleton,  opposed  the  Bill.  The 
Baronial  Maps,  in  general,  are  on  a scale  of  1 Go  perches  to  an  inch,  and  some  are  320  perches  to  an  inch. 
The  Parochial  Maps,  in  general,  are  on  a scale  of  80,  in  some  40  perches,  to  an  inch. 

Mr.  Handcock  then  read  some  Observations  of  his  own,  made  at  the  time  that  the  subject  was  before 
Parliament ; of  which  a Copy  is  set  out,  after  his  verbal  evidence. 

He  said,  that  these  Copies  of  Vallancey’s,  he  thought,  might  lx?  of  some  little  use,  where,  in  some  instances, 
parts  might  be  defaced  in  the  Originals ; but  declines  giving  any  opinion  on  the  general  utility  or  inconvenience 
of  making  them  evidence. 

Copy  of  Mr.  Handcock’s  written  Observations,  above  referred  to. 

“ Down  Survey. — Vallancey ’s  Copy. — Particulars. 

“ When  Colonel  (late  Lord  de)  Blaquiere  attended  Lord  Harcourt  in  France,  after  the  Peace  of  1 763,  he 
took  notice  of  certain  Copies  of  Sir  W'illiam  Petty’s  Down  Admeasurement  of  the  Lands  forfeited  in  Ireland 
during  the  Rebellion  of  1 G4 1 . These  Maps  were  Copies  of  the  Baronial  Maps  only,  which  were,  with  others 
hereafter  mentioned,  lodged,  pursuant  to  Act  of  1 4 and  1 5 Chas.  IT.  in  His  Majesty’s  Surveyor  General  of 
Lands,  and  Auditor  General’s  Offices,  * there  to  remain  of  Record.’  These  Copies  were  taken,  for  his 

own 
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own  use  or  advantage,  by  Sir  William  Petty,  and  were  by  him  forwarded  to  England,  but  were  intercepted 
on  their  passage  by  a French  privateer,  carried  into  France,  and  deposited  in  the  French  King's  Library:  ^Coranmife* 

therein  they  were  seen  by  Colonel  Blaquiere,  who,  when  Irish  Secretary  to  Lord  Ilarcourt,  in  or  about  1774,  on  lhe 
interested  Government  to  apply  to  France  for  their  restoration ; and,  as  I was  informed,  so  far  succeeded 
(apparently)  with  the  French  Ministry,  that  they  were  ordered  to  l>e  given  up ; hut,  cither  from  accident  or  Appendix. 

design,  had  in  the  interval  4 been  mislaid.  ’ (It  was  privately  said,  they  were  put  into  the  hands  of  French 
artist-*,  to  enable  them  to  perfect  a Map  of  Ireland  therefrom,  for  the  use  of  that  country.) 

“ Ift  perusing  a Catalogue  of  the  French  King’s  Library,  some  years  after,  General  Vallancey  found  them  there 
enumerated.  He  made  his  discovery  known  to  Government,  and  teased  them  into  a renewal  of  the  former 
application,  representing  to  them  the  necessity  of  having  at  least  Copies  from  them,  if  the  Originals  could  not 
be  procured,  as  he  said,  4 to  perfect  the  defective  Surveys,  13  folio  books  of  which,  by  an  accidental  lire  in 
1711,  were  entirely  or  in  part  destroyed.' — N.B.  The  whole  Baronial  Maps  recovered  by  his  perseverance 
were  contained  in  two  folio  books. 

“ I must  observe,  that  the  original  Down  Surveys  (previous  to  tills  fire  in  1711)  which  were  lodged  in  the 
Surveyor  General  of  Lands’  Office,  under  the  Act  of  Charles  II.  consisted  of  31  folio  volumes,  comprising 
Survey  Maps  of  all  the  Lands  forfeited  by  the  Rebellion  in  1(141  (except  some,  indeed  almost  all,  of  the 
Province  of  Connaught)  detailing  in  one  or  more  books,  the  Forfeitures  of  each  County  distinctly ; the  respec- 
tive Baronies  of  each  (of  those  Baronial  Maps  only  are  Vallancey ’s  composed,)  upon  a small  scale,  including  as 
well  us  they  could  the  denominations  of  Lauds  therein;  and,  upon  a more  ^ useful  and  extensive  scale,  the 
various  denominations  contained  in  the  space  of  the  respective  Parishes  ; to  each  Parish  of  which  a folio  sheet 
was  given,  that  the  trace  might  be  correct ; also,  with  the  content  of  acres,  the  situation  of  Churches,  Castles, 

Glebes,  and  other  Ecclesiastical  Lands,  were  noted ; the  Scales  by  which  laid  down,  and  Bearings  of  the 
magnetic  needle.  To  all  these  were  ailded  another  folio  sheet  to  each  Parish,  describing  its  site,  bounds, 
particular  denominations,  content,  forfeiture'  names.  And  iu  the  Auditor  General’s  Books,  which  were  trans- 
cripts of  references  only,  without  Maps,  the  names  of  those  Adventurers  (who  came  over  with  Cromwell  to 
settle  the  Kingdom  in  1 (149)  to  whom  those  Forfeited  Lands  were  subsequently  adjudged,  and  confirmed  by 
the  Act  of  Settlement : This  is  known  by  the  title  of,  ‘ The  Book  of  Distribution.’ 

44  General  Vallancey’s  Copy  is  a Transcript  of  the  Copy  of  the  original  Baronial  .Maps  only,  defective  of 
every  other  likeness  or  means  of  information  ; too  minute  in  many  instances  to  afford  the  strong  contour  by 
which  original  Boundaries,  if  defaced  by  time,  could  be  accurately  defined ; too  confined  sometimes  in  space 
to  declare  the  quantity,  or  ascertain  Landmarks,  such  as  Castles,  Churches,  &c.  &c. ; in  some  instances,  not 
very  many  indeed,  erroneous,  and  differing  from  the  Originals  as  to  figure,  but  totally  deficient  as  to  every 
other  source  of  information  afforded  by  the  Originals.  To  authenticate  them  generally  and  entirely  as  Records, 
mi'dit  be  dangerous ; partially,  where  the  Originals  have  been  destroyed,  some  use  may  he  safely  made  of 
them  ; but,  in  no  instances  should  they  be  admitted  to  serve  as  proofs  on  Trials  of  Boundaries,  unless  when 
none  of  the  Originals  can  he  had. 

“ Those  Surveys  (Vallancey 's  Copy)  underwent  a long  and  troublesome  comparison  with  the  existing  parts 
of  the  original  recorded  Maps  of  Sir  William  Petty,  before,  and  by  order  of,  the  House  of  Lords  in  1 790 ; 
and  after  a Session  hud  been  employed  in  the  investigation,  the  Law  Lords  and  Chief  Officers  (Lord  Chief 
Justices,  the  Earl  of  Clonmcll,  Lord  Carleton,  Earl  of  Famliam,  and  others)  prevented  then-  authentication  at 
that  time,  avowing  their  opinions,  that  to  establish  them  as  Records,  would  open  a field  for  endless  litigation 
between  the  old  and  new  interests ; that  the  Statute  of  Limitation  sufficiently  protected  the  Crown,  the  Church, 
and  the  possessors  undisturbed,  for  20  years  of  undisputed  tenure ; therefore  they  deemed  it  inexpedient  to 
legalize  these  Copies.  Tliis  opinion  of  those  Lords  suspended  further  proceedings  thereon  at  that  time. 

N.  B.-The  Copies  were  taken  in  France,  by  General  Charles  Vallancey,  assisted  by  his  Lieutenant,  Alexander 
Taylor,  (who,  jointly  with  Skinner,  had  in  1777  published  Maps  of  the  Roads  through  Ireland,)  and  a French 
Engraver ; these  were  employed  for  two  years  in  Paris,  at  a considerable  expense  to  the  Irish  Government, 
in  perfecting  those  Maps. 

44  Similar  Copies  of  them  were  in  the  possession  of  the  Shelburne  family,  and  deposited  iu  Shelburne  House 
in  St.  Stephen’s  Green,  where  I saw  them  about  the  year  1 777  ; and  I have  been  informed,  that  another  Copv 
was  held  by  Sir  Thomas  Taylor,  the  first  Lord  Bective,  at  that  time. 

“ The  Honourable  Robert  Rochfort,  Surveyor  General  of  Lauds,  about  the  year  1787,  had  Copies  made  for 
himself  (by  O’Brien,  whom  I appointed)  of  all  such  original  Books  and  References  as  were  then  perfect,  and 
also  of  as  much  of  the  burned  Records  as  woultl  admit  of  copying.  These  were  afterwards  bound  up  in 
Volumes,  are  tolerably  accurate,  and  on  his  death  were  given  by  Mrs.  Rochfort  to  the  Executor,  Gustavus 
Hume  Rochfort,  Representative  for  the  County  of  Westmeath,  in  whose  custody  they  now  lie.” 

The  foregoing  Observations  were  made  by  Mr.  Handcock,  entered  in  a private  Book  of  Remarks  applicable 
to  the  occurrences  of  the  Surveyor  General  of  Lands'  Office,  wherein  the  Down  Surveys  are  lodged,  and  in 
winch  Mr.  Handcock  served  as  Deputy  from  April  1773.  In  referring  to  those  Memorandums,  in  aid  of  his 
recollection,  (having  left  the  Office  since  1 798,)  Mr.  Handcock  found  the  preceding  Note,  and  as  a part  of  his 
Evidence  handed  it  in  to  be  copied,  staling,  that  he  retains  the  same  opinion  therein  giveu.

DowuSorvey.  LIE  took  considerable  pains  in  examining  and  comparing  Vallancey's  Maps  with  the  existing  Baronial  Maps 
Appendix.  of  die  Down  Survey  with  which  they  agree ; but  both  differ  in  some  respects  from  the  Parochial  Maps. 

' ' The  conclusion  he  formed  from  liis  examination  is,  that  the  Maps  from  which  Vallancey’s  Copies  are  taken, 

are  true  Copies  of  die  Baronial  Maps  of  the  Down  Survey,  save  that  they  arc  fuller  of  names  of  Lands  • and 
that  Vallancey's  Maps  are  true  Copies  of  them.  Thinks  Uiat  die  cause  of  the  Maps,  from  which  General 
Vallancey  copied,  being  fuller  of  names  than  the  existing  Baronial  Maps  of  the  Down  Survey,  is,  as  he 
conceives,  that  the  French  Maps  are  a compound  of  both  the  Baronial  and  Parochial  Maps. 


Mr.  Harding,  examined. 

HE  joined  with  Mr.  Fowler  in  die  same  examination  : The  Maps  copied  by  Vallancey  are  fuller  of  names 
than  die  existing  Baronial  Maps  of  the  Down  Survey,  and  these  names  are  taken,  as  it  appears,  from  the 
Parochial  Maps.  There  is  one  instance,  in  which  the  Scale  of  Vallancey’s  Map  is  much  larger  than  that  of  the 
corresponding  Barony  Map  in  the  existing  part  of  die  Down  Survey. 


Mr.  Neville, 

IS  a Surveyor:  Some  years  ago  he  surveyed  die  Estate  of  die  Blue-coat  Hospital,  in  the  County  of  Tipperary, 
the  Lands  of  Nodstown.  One  half  of  the  mearingof  those  Lands,  in  the  Down  Survey  existing,  is  destroyed; 
the  Witness,  from  General  Vallancey’s  Copy,  made  out  a complete  Map  of  the  Lands.  The  Blue-coat  Hospital 
have  lost  all  that  part  which  was  destroyed  in  the  Down  Survey.  These  Lands,  in  the  Down  Survey  are 
stated  to  contain  668  Acres  l Rood  and  24  Perches,  and  so  stated  on  Vallancey’s  Map;  and  by  supplying 
the  Boundary  by  Vallancey’s  Map,  that  quantity  is  included.  Thinks  it  would  be  serviceable  to  die  Public,  to 
make  these  Copies  evidence ; as  to  individual  right,  they  might  in  some  instances  be  serviceable ; but  as  to 
the  general  benefit  of  the  public  at  large,  he  cannot  undertake  to  give  an  opinion.  In  particular  cases,  which 
he  has  examined,  it  would  have  been  beneficial  to  individuals. 


Mr.  Bower,  of  the  Auditor  General  s Office, 

WAS  examined  before  Parliament;  he  had  previously  examined  some  of  Vallancey’s  Maps,  thought  them 
accurate.  Thinks  tiiat  it  might  be  productive  botii  of  utility  and  of  mischief,  to  make  diem  evidence.

HP  IT  E Sub-Commissioners  having  received  from  the  Secretary  the  following  Order  of  the  Board,  bearing 
date  the  3d  of  August  1811,  viz. 

“ Ordered,  That  Messrs.  Harding  and  Fowler,  Sub-Commissioners  on  the  Auditor  General’s  Office,  laying 
“ aside  their  Evening  occupation  in  Matters  of  Record,  do  proceed  immediately,  under  the  authority  of  this 
“ Board,  to  make  a general  Inventory  of  all  the  Books,  Maps  and  Papers  preserved  in  the  Surveyor  General’s 
“ Office : And  the  said  Sub-Commissioners  are  hereby  directed  to  notice  particularly  the  arrangement,  con- 
“ dition  and  security  of  such  Documents,  and  to  report  fully  thereon  to  this  Board,  at  their  next  Meeting.” 
The  Sub-Commissioners  accordingly  proceeded  forthwith  to  examine  the  Documents  preserved  in  said  Office ; 
and  find,  and  report,  as  follows : — 

The  Records  and  Muniments  contained  in  the  Surveyor  General’s  Office,  consist  of, 

I.  The  Maps  of  the  Down  Survey. 

II.  A Copy  of  the  Barony  Maps  of  the  Down  Survey,  taken  by  General  Vallancey  from  the  Originals 

in  Paris. 

III.  Certain  Maps  of  Lands  in  various  parts  of  L'eland,  surveyed  by  Order  of  the  Courts  of 

Chancery  and  Exchequer,  at  different  periods,  from  the  year  1722  to  the  present  time. 

IV.  Twelve  Volumes  of  rough  Distribution  Books,  belonging  to  the  Down  Survey. 

V.  A large  Collection  of  Reports,  &c.  addressed  to  the  Court  of  Claims,  in  the  reign  of 

Charles  II.

The  Maps  of  the  Down  Survey  were  taken  by  Sir  William  Petty,  about  the  years  1655  and  1656,  under 
the  authority,  and  by  the  orders  of  Government  They  consisted,  originally,  of  Books  containing  the  Barony 
Maps,  the  Maps  of  the  Parishes  in  each  Barony,  an  Abstract  or  Sheet  of  Reference  to  each  Map,  and  a 
Certificate  at  the  beginning  of  each  Volume,  signed  by  Sir  William  Petty. 

In  the  year  1 7 1 1 , a number  of  those  Volumes  were  nearly,  and  some  totally,  destroyed  by  a fire,  which  took 
place  in  a House  in  Essex-street,  where  the  Surveyor  General’s  Office  was  then  kept.  The  remaining  Books 
of  Maps,  and  the  Fragments  of  the  burned  ones,  are  now  carefully  preserved  in  the  Surveyor  General's  Office ; 
for  the  present  state  of  which,  see  the  following  “ Catalogue  of  the  Maps  of  the  Down  Survey.” 

In  order  to  supply  the  Deficiencies  occasioned  by  the  Fire  above-mentioned,  General  Vallancey,  by  command 
of  His  Majesty,  and  with  the  permission  of  the  French  King,  was  employed  to  take  Copies  from  a set  of 
Barony  Maps  of  the  Down  Survey,  which  had  been  captured  by  a French  Privateer,  on  their  passage  from 
Ireland  to  England,  and  deposited  in  the  French  Kings  library  in  Paris;  which  Copies  are  much  more  explicit 
and  comprehensive  than  the  Barony  Maps  now  in  the  Surveyor  General’s  Office,  and  annexed  to  those  of  the 
Parishes ; these  containing  but  the  Parochial  Subdivision  of  the  Baronies ; whilst  those  copied  from  the  Set  in 
Paris  contain  not  only  the  same,  but  also  the  Boundaries  and  Title  of  each  denomination,  and  other  parti- 
culars, besides  a reference  by  number,  which  corresponds  with  the  number  and  particulars  contained  in  the 
Books  of  Survey  and  Distribution  preserved  in  the  Auditor  General’s  and  Surveyor  General's  Offices ; as  the 
Sub-Commissioners  found  in  several  cases,  where  they  had  occasion  to  refer  to  those  Books  for  the  elucidation 
of  difficulties. 

These  Copies  by  General  Vallancey  are,  with  one  or  two  trivial  exceptions,  in  very  good  order.  But  they 
do  not  appear  to  be  well  situated  for  future  preservation,  being  deposited  at  the  bottom  of  a deep  chest  or 
box  in  the  Surveyor  General’s  Office,  in  two  large  portfolios,  each  containing  upwards  of  one  hundred  Maps  ; 
a number  by  much  too  great  to  be  removed  at  once  ; as,  every  time  they  are  examined  they  are  liable  to  injury, 
from  the  weight  of  the  portfolios,  the  depth  of  the  chest,  and  the  want  of  room  and  convenience  in  the 
Office  to  open  and  make  use  of  a large  set  of  Maps  with  safety. 

The  Sub-Commissioners  are  therefore  of  opinion,  that  they  should  be  divided  into  Counties  or  other 
Subdivisions,  with  a separate  portfolio  to  each,  by  which  means  only  a small  number  of  Maps  need  be 
removed  for  a single  search  ; and  that  they  should  be  placed  in  appropriate  shelves,  instead  of  a box,  where 
all  the  upper  Maps  must  of  necessity  be  removed  before  one  near  the  bottom  can  be  procured. 

The  Maps  of  the  Down  Survey  are  well  situated,  in  convenient  shelves,  in  two  Presses,  each  shelf  containing 
for  the  most  part  but  a single  Book,  or  a lot  of  burned  Maps,  arranged  according  to  the  convenience  of  the 
Officer  who  has  them  in  charge.  But  the  Sub-Commissioners  are  of  opinion  that  the  Records  in  this  Office, 
in  general,  are  neither  well  secured,  nor  safe  from  the  danger  of  fire.

•m  the  the  original  order  restored,  and  then  bound  in  Volumes,  to  correspond  with  the  unburned  Maps.  The  restora- 
Crnr'nirl  lion  of  that  original  order  has  been  attempted  by  the  Sub-Commissioners,  in  the  following  Catalogue,  to 

entice.  which  they  have  annexed  the  present  arrangement  of  the  Office  in  a separate  column,  winch  is  often  extremely 

irregular,  in  consequence  of  those  burned  fragments  having  been  found  at  different  times,  and  then  arranged 
according  to  the  skill  or  fancy  of  the  Officer  for  the  time  being ; by  which  means  there  are  frequently,  not 
only  two,  and  even  three  or  more,  repetitions  of  the  same  number,  but  the  Parishes  contained  in  different 
Baronies  are  intermixed  through  each  other  with  the  most  indiscriminate  confusion.  Vide  burned  Maps  of 
the  County  of  Tipperary,  and  others. 

The  rough  Distribution  Books  preserved  in  the  Surveyor  Generals  Office,  appear  to  have  been  formed  from, 
and  are  perhaps  coeval  with,  the  Maps  of  the  Down  Survey.  The  twelve  Volumes  which  remain,  extend  to 
tw enty  Counties,  and  contain  the  division  of  the  Baronies  into  their  respective  Parishes,  with  a reference  by 
number  to  the  denominations  in  the  Maps,  the  acreable  contents  thereof,  and  the  distribution  or  partition  of 
the  forfeited  Lands  to  various  individuals  by  Grants  from  the  Crown. 

Oue  of  these  Volumes,  entitled  “ Waterford  and  Galway,”  contains  the  following  Maps ; viz. 

No.  v.  Part  of  the  Half  Barony  and  Parish  of  Loughrea. 

No.  2.  The  Liberties  and  Town  of  Athenry,  and  other  Lands  in  the  Parish  and  Half  Barony  of 
Athenry. 

No.  3.  The  West  Liberties  of  Galway,  and  part  of  the  East;  a parcel  of  Roscan,  in  the  Parish  of 
Oranmore : and  other  Lands,  in  the  Parish  of  Raghoone  and  Barony  of  Mocullcn,  all  in

N.  B.  To  these  Maps  there  is  prefixed  a Certificate  by  Sir  William  Petty. 

The  Reports  addressed  to  the  Court  of  Claims,  which  are  deposited  in  the  Press  next  the  door,  in  the 
Surveyor  General  s Office,  consist  of  a large  number  of  bundles  or  parcels  of  papers,  tied  separately,  and  labelled 
A.  B.  C.  &c.  according  to  die  initials  of  the  Parties’ Names  to  whom  they  refer.  They  contain,  in  geueral. 
Schedules  of  Lands  in  various  Counties,  with  the  contents  in  Acres  Roods  and  Perches,  besides  a Column  in 
which  sundry  Observations  are  made,  apparently  by  an  Officer  of  the  Court  of  Claims  in  1666,  under  the 
Commissioners  for  executing  the  Act  of  Settlement  and  Explanation.  In  one  bundle  is  the  Claim  itself,  signed 
by  die  Party,  the  Duke  of  Ormond,  as  Guardian  to  die  Earl  of  Clancarty,  a Minor,  and  sealed  on  every  sheet ; 
but  the  odiers  are  in  general  without  signatures.  In  another  bundle  is  contained  die  Statement  of  the  Debts 
of  his  Royal  Highness  the  then  Duke  of  York,  and  die  Lands  of  the  Regicides.  This  Collection  may  perhaps 
contain  many  other  curious  and  interesting  Papers ; but  the  Sub-Commissioners,  conceiving  die  great  object  of 
their  instructions  to  be  the  investigation  of  the  Maps,  have  hastened  to  complete  their  Report  thereon,  without 
opening  each  of  die  bundles  in  the  above-mentioned  Collection  of  Reports,  which,  from  the  Labels  and 
Indorsements  thereon,  appear  to  be  of  the  same  description,  until  they  shall  receive  the  further  Instructions  of 
the  Board  on  that  subject.

“ of  the  Down  Survey,  j8  of  which  are  still  extant  in  the  said  Office  ; the  other  13  were  either  burned  and  destroyed  in  the  late  fire, 
“ or  so  damaged  diat  they  are  of  little  or  no  use  to  the  public.  There  were  likewise  56  rough  draughts  of  the  Books  of  Distribution, 
“ formerly  lodged  in  the  said  Office;  of  which  there  remain  43,  the  residue  being  either  .burned  or  damaged  by  the  said  fire.  There 
“ were  likewise,  formerly,  the  Strafford  Civil  and  Gross  Surveys  lodged  in  the  said  Office;  but  these  were  entirely  destroyed  by  the

“ To  8tU  Query. — There  are  no  other  Books  in  the  said  Office,  than  what  are  mentioned  in  Answer  to  the  first  Query. 

“ To  9th  k 10th  Queries. — No  answer,  there  being  no  Inquisitions  in  Ins  Office. 

“ To  nth  & t2th  Queries. — No  Courts  of  Justice  are  obliged  to  return  to  Surveyor  General’s  Office,  unless  where  and  when  there  are 
“ public  Surveys  for  the  advantage  of  the  Kingdom. 

w To  15th,  tilth,  17th  Queries. — The  Courts  of  Justice  have  occasion  for  Records  to  be  produced  in  Court,  and  is  confident  due  care  has 
“ been  on  such  occasions  taken,  that  the  Records  should  be  safe.  Believes  that  such  Records  of  his  Office  as  are  now  remaining,  were

“ the  metes  and  bounds  of  men's  properties  should  be  known  and  ascertained  in  the  most  easy  and  peaceable  manner  possible.  The 
u Down  Survey,  the  Books  of  Distribution,  and  Reports  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Court  of  Claims,  whilst  lodged  in  the  proper 
“ Office,  were  not  only  a speedy,  but  likewise  a final  means,  of  deciding  ull  controversies  which  can  arise  between  well-meaning 
“ neighbours.  But  since  the  destruction  of  thirteen  of  those  Books  of  the  Down  Survey,  and  the  destruction  of  all  the  Strafford,  Civil. 
“ and  Grow  Surveys,  and  likewise  of  many  of  the  Books  of  Distribution  and  Reports,  the  well-meaning  Subjects  of  this  Kingdom  are 
w frequently  drawn  into  suits  and  controversies  on  account  of  the  metes  and  bounds  of  iheir  respective  properties ; and  have  no  other  way 
* of  deciding  the  same,  but  by  the  verdict  of  twelve  men,  of  their  neighbours,  who  are  frequently  misled  by  Irish  evidence,  who  are

“ posed  to  your  Grace,  that  the  Surveyor  General's  Office  may  beset  upon  its  original  fool,  and  furnished  with  ull  tho  Maps  that  have 
“ been  lost;  which  maybe  easily  dune,  ut  the  expense  of  the  Public;  for  that  there  are  in  the  bunds  of  Sir  Thomas  Taylor,  Baronet, 
**  original  Mops,  designed  by  the  proper  Commissioners,  and  Duplicates  of  I hose  that  have  been  destroyed,  not  liable  to  the  objection 
“ some  people  have  justly  made  to  die  forming  of  new  Maps  from  the  Field  Books,  where  the  deviation  from  a line  or  a point  might 
“ have  mischievous  consequences,  to  the  detriment  of  one  or  other  of  the  litigants.  Tis  hard  to  say  whether  the  Gross  or  Strafford 
“ Survey  can  be  retrieved  ; but  1 presume  that,  if  proper  diligence  were  used,  there  are  many  Maps,  Books  of  Distribution,  and

PURSUANT  to  the  Order  of  the  Board,  dated  the  lGth  July  1812,  whereby  we  were  appointed  a 
Committee  for  observing  upon  and  inspecting  all  Proceedings  had  or  to  be  had  by  the  several  Sets  of  Sub- 
Commissioners  acting  under  the  Board,  and  for  examining  into  all  and  every  subject-matter  connected  with 
or  relating  to  the  Commission  ; and  whereby  also,  amongst  other  duties,  we  are  instructed  to  consider  of  tire 
general  objects  of  the  Commission,  under  the  several  heads  of  Buildings,  Calendars  and  Indexes,  Duties,  &c. 
of  Officers,  Transfers,  and  Printing,  and  to  report  fully  and  distinctly  thereon  to  the  Board,  half-yearly,  viz. 
immediately  after  the  rising  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  in  each  long  vacation  ; 

We  have  now  the  honour  to  make  this  our  Second  half-yearly  Report : And  beg  leave  in  the  first  instance  to 
state,  that,  as  formerly  mentioned  in  our  First  half-yearly  Report,  we  consider  it  most  conducive  to  the  advance- 
ment of  the  objects  of  the  Commission,  to  confine  our  attention,  for  the  present,  to  the  Repositories  in  which 
tlie  several  Sub-Commissioners  are  employed  under  the  orders  of  the  Board  ; and  did  accordingly  instruct  such 
of  our  body  as  undertook  the  inspection  of  Works  executed  in  the  quarters  ending  first  June  and  first  September 
last,  and  whose  Certificates,  at  the  foot  of  the  Quarterly  Reports,  have  been  laid  before  the  Board,  to  direct 
their  attention,  not  only  to  the  work  executed  by  the  several  sets  of  Sub-Commissioners,  but  likewise  to  the 
general  objects  of  the  Commission,  as  connected  with  the  Repositories  in  which  they  are  employed. 

These  Repositories,  to  which  our  Observations  are  thus  confined,  haring  been  reported  upon  at  length  in 
March  last ; and  we  having  also,  since  that  time,  made  a specific  Report  on  Buildings,  pursuant  to  the  Order 
of  the  Board ; the  following  Remarks,  which  we  have  now  the  honour  to  submit,  must  necessarily  be  more 
limited  than  they  otherwise  would  have  beep. 


I. — Buildings. 

Under  this  head,  we  have  nothing  at  present  to  add  to  the  observations  which  we  have  already  had  the 
honour  to  make  in  our  First  half-yearly  Report,  as  also  in  those  which  have  been  made  expressly  on  this 
subject;  and  to  which  we  beg  leave  to  refer. 

II. — Calendars  and  Indexes. 


Under  this  head,  Repertories,  Inventories  and  Schedules,  are  classed,  as  well  as  Calendars  and  Indexes:  Of 
these  there  are  now  many  in  forwardness  in  the  different  Repositories,  varying  in  description,  according  to  the 
Records  to  which  they  refer.  In  the  Rolls  Office,  the  Calendar  to  the  Patent  Rolls  is  now  proceeding  with 
great  rapidity  and  precision ; and,  from  the  appearance  which  the  part  already  prepared  makes,  we  think 
that  materials  for  the  first  volume  of  this  Work  will  be  ready  for  the  press  early  in  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Repertory  to  the  Decrees  in  Chancery  has  been  prepared  in  the  same  Repository,  and  lias  now  only  to 
undergo  a comparison  with  the  originals,  to  complete  it  from  the  commencement,  viz.  the  reign  of  Henry  VUI. 
to  that  of  James  II.  from  which  time  there  are  Books  in  the  Office  referring  to  the  Decrees  ; but  these  Books 
are  of  a very  imperfect  nature,  as  they  neither  contain  the  parties’  names  in  full,  nor  make  any  mention  of  the 
land  or  property  affected  by  the  Decree : we  should  therefore  beg  leave  to  recommend  to  the  Board,  to  have 
these  Books  completed,  from  the  reign  of  James  II.  to  the  present  time,  according  to  the  plan  upon  which  the 
Repertory  to  the  early  Decrees  has  been  formed. 

The  Inventory  to  the  Fiants  has  been  advanced  to  upwards  of  5,000  numbers.  And  the  Repertory  to  the 
Inquisitions  of  the  Province  of  Connaught  has  been  completed ; and,  much  progress  having  been  made  in  those 
of  the  Province  of  Leinster,  materials  for  a volume  of  this  Work  also  will,  in  our  opinion,  be  ready  for  the 
press  from  tliis  Office  early  in  the  next  year. 

In  the  Chief  Remembrancer’s  Office,  the  Catalogue  to  the  Memoranda  Rolls  has  been  completed.  These 
Rolls  begin  in  the  reign  of  Edward  1.  and  have  been  continued  in  substance,  though  under  various  alterations 
in  form,  down  to  the  present  time.  On  account  of  these  variations,  and  the  great  diversity  and  great  quantity 
of  matter  contained  in  the  early  Rolls,  no  general  plan  of  Repertory  or  Calendar  can  at  present  be 
established  respecting  them;  and,  as  the  measures  to  be  adopted  on  this  head  must  be  regulated  by  the 
variations  in  the  form  of  the  Record,  we  beg  permission  to  defer  any  recommendations,  until  the  Sub- 
Commissioners  on  this  Repository  shall  have  brought  the  subject  regularly  before  us,  which,  in  the  progress 
of  their  work,  it  will  be  their  duty  to  do. 

The  Repertory  to  the  Inquisitions  in  this  Office  has  been  formed  for  the  Province  of  Connaught  down 
to  the  reign  of  Charles  I. ; and  some  progress  has  been  made  in  those  of  the  Province  of  Leinster  of  an  early 
5 date : 
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date  : Of  these  Inquisitions,  we  expect  that  materials  for  a volume  will  be  ready  for  the  press  in  die  course  of 
the  next  year. 

In  the  Auditor  General's  Office  (a  principal  part  of  the  Documents  of  which  are  still  remaining  in  the  Dome 
of  the  Four  Courts)  a General  Index  to  the  Books  of  Patents  of  Charles  ad’s  reign  has  been  nearly  completed ; 
and  great  progress  has  been  made  in  Schedules  of  the  voluminous  contents  of  this  Repository.

In  the  Prerogative  Office,  the  General  Index  to  the  Wills  lias  been  completed  to  die  letter  W. ; and  that  tq 
the  Administration  Books,  to  the  year  1738, 


Under  diis  head,  we  shall  also  beg  leave  to  state  the  progress  which  has  been  made  in  die  Books  of  Entries  of 
Bishops’  Returns  in  die  First  Fruits  Office,  which  have  been  completed  to  die  year  1711,  from  which  time  to 
die  year  1 744  there  is  a chasm  ; but  the  Sub-Commissioners  are  supplying  this  defect  from  llie  original  Returns ; 
w hich  Entries  will  make  these  Books  complete,  from  their  commencement  in  the  year  1 6 1 6,  to  the  present  time  : 
To  which  we  beg  leave  to  add,  that  the  Index  to  the  Kings’  Letters,  in  the  Chief  Secretary's  Office,  has  been 
completed. 

Having  stated  die  progress  making  under  this  head  in  the  different  Repositories,  we  shall  in  conclusion 
beg  leave  to  represent  to  die  Board,  from  our  own  experience,  diat  the  formation  of  Catalogues,  Inventories 
and  Schedules,  has  already  had  die  most  satisfactory  effects  upon  the  arrangement  of  (he  Records  to  which 
such  have  been  formed  ; and,  if  it  were  with  diis  view  alone,  we  should  most  humbly  recommend  to  the  Board 
(when  it  may  suit  their  convenience)  to  determine  upon  some  plan  of  obtaining  an  early  compliance  with  their 
Order  relating  to  this  subject,  dated  the  3d  day  of  August  t8l  1. 


III. — Duty,  $c.  of  Officers. 

Under  this  head  we  have  to  observe  to  the  Board,  that  in  die  various  Repositories  which  we  have  inspected 
(with  the  exception  of  the  Prerogative  Office,  as  hereinafter  is  more  particularly  mentioned)  the  arrangement 
is  proceeding  in  the  best  possible  manner.  In  the  Rolls  Office,  die  Patent  and  Statute  Rolls  are  all  placed 
in  order,  according  to  the  Catalogue,  in  the  new  Presses  under  the  Gallery ; but  the  final  arrangement  of  the 
Pleadings  has  been  deferred,  until  the  early  ones  in  the  Dome  shall  have  been  removed  into  this  Office.  We 
beg  leave  here  to  remark,  diat  die  Patent  Roll  of  11  Charles  I.  has  been  for  some  time  lost;  and  that  die  Fiants, 
from  whence  the  Enrolments  of  lhat  year  were  made  up,  have  been  all  collected  by  Mr.  Nash,  ready  to  be 
again  enrolled,  provided  the  Board  shall  deem  it  expedient  to  issue  an  order  for  that  purpose;  in  which  case 
we  should  recommend  a special  indorsement  on  such  Roll,  stating  the  circumstances  under  which  it  shall  have 
been  framed ; and  beg  leave  to  remark,  diat  diis  new  Roll  can  be  framed  widi  die  greater  probability  of 
being  accurate  and  complete,  ns  there  lias,  been  found,  in  the  Parliamentary  Record  Office,  a Repertory  to  die 
Patent  Rolls  in  the  Rolls  Office,  with  which  die  Fiants  may  be  compared  previously  to  enrolment. 

In  the  Chief  Remembrancer's  Office,  the  different  Documents  have,  under  the  orders  of  die  Board,  been 
placed  in  excellent  order : But,  in  our  opinion,  the  Bindings  of  the  Decree  and  Rule  Books  should  be  forthwith 
repaired,  and  the  Books  themselves  numbered.  And  we  also  beg  leave  to  recommend,  diat  measures  should 
be  taken  for  securing  the  Pleadings  from  die  hazard  diey  run  of  being  very  much  injured  at  the  edges,  by 
the  air  and  dust  to  which  they  are  at  present  exposed ; and  diis  precaution  appears  to  be  the  more  necessary, 
as  die  dates  (by  which  alone  reference  is  had  from  the  Books  in  the  Office  to  these  Pleadings,  and  which, 
are  generally  on  die  edges)  are  likely  at  no  distant  period  to  be  quite  effaced,  should  tliis  class  of  Records 
continue  to  remain  in  their  present  state.  And  further,  in  obedience  to  our  duty,  we  liave  to  remark,  that  die 
Enrolments  in  this  Office  have  not  been  made  up  since  die  year  1808,  and  to  recommend,  that  measures  be 
taken  by  die  Board  for  the  Enrolments  in  this  Office  being  forthwith  completed,  and  to  prevent  a recurrence 
of  such  an  arrear  in  future. 

The  various  Books  and  Papers  belonging  to  the  Auditor  General’s  Office,  lodged  in  the  Dome,  have  been 
placed  in  die  Presses  diere ; except  two  lots  of  misorted  Military  Vouchers  and  Papers,  which  we  have 
recommended  to  be  placed  in  two  Boxes,  for  die  Winter;  by  which  means,  when  the  Pleadings  shall  have 
been  removed  to  the  Rolls  Office,  the  floor  will  be  quite  clear,  and  die  Sub-Commissioners  enabled  to 
complete  die  classified  Schedule  of  die  contents  of  the  Dome. 

Prerogative  Office. — We  consider  it  imperative  upon  us  to  represent  to  the  Board,  that  in  this  Office  many 
of  the  valuable  Documents  lodged  in  it  are  in  the  most  deranged  state ; owing,  we  apprehend,  to  an  opinion, 
that  the  Office  would  soon  be  removed  from  die  House  in  which  it  is  now  held,  and  also  on  account  of  most 
of  them  having  accumulated  before  the  time  of  the  present  Officers.  A great  mass  of  various  Papers  of  all 
descriptions,  viz.  Depositions,  Marriage  Bonds,  Affidavits,  Inventories,  See.  are  here  thrown  in  a confused 
heap  on  the  floor ; they  are  literally  buried  in  dust,  many  of  diem  separated  from  the  Documents  to  which 
they  were  originally  annexed,  and,  at  present,  actually  walked  upon.  In  this  heap  diere  were,  a short  time 
ago,  many  Wills ; nor  can  the  Officer  be  certain  that  some  are  not  remaining  diere  yet : and  in  such  confusion 
are  these  various  Documents,  diat  the  Officer  cannot  say  what  is,  or  is  not,  diere ; and  in  no  case  does  he,  or 
indeed  can  he,  give  a negative  Certificate.  After  this  statement,  it  will  be  unnecessary  to  suggest  to  die  Board 

the 
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IV.  the  variety  of  hazards  to  which  these  Records  are  exposed,  or  to  state  the  great  expense,  uncertainty,  and 
Half-yearly  perhaps  injury,  to  which  -Persons  requiring  them  are  liable,  when  the  Officer,  or  Agent,  or  perhaps  both,  must 
fro^die  f°r  t*ie  t“ne  exhausted  in  a search,  which  is  necessarily  in  most  cases  tedious,  and  in  many  cases 

Committee  fruitless.  To  remedy  the  many  evils  resulting  from  this  derangement,  we  beg  leave  to  recommend  that 
Observation  immediate  steps  should  be  taken  to  place  these  Records  in  some  order ; for  which  purpose,  we  are  of  opinion 
&c.  that  they  should  be  arranged  on  temporary  shelves,  to  be  erected  in  the  Room  b which  they  are  at  present 
y~  placed ; by  which  means  they  will  be,  for  the  present,  preserved  from  the  destruction  which  threatens  them ; 
they  will  be  rendered  more  accessible  to  Persons  consulting  them,  and  will  be  placed  in  a better  state  for 
being  removed  under  any  future  arrangement  And  we  shall  conclude  our  Observations  upon  this  Repository, 
by  recommending  that  the  Court  Books,  and  the  Books  of  short  Entries,  be  rebound,  as  the  covers  are  for  the 
most  part  very  much  worn. 

In  the  First  Fruits  Office,  the  arrangement  of  all  the  Records,  except  those  relating  to  the  20th  Parts,  has 
been  completed.  In  order  to  place  this  Repository  in  perfect  order,  and  as  it  cannot  occupy  much  time,  we  beg 
leave  to  recommend,  that  these  Records  should  also  be  arranged,  and  an  Inventory  formed  to  them  ; which 
may  in  a short  time  be  effected  fry  the  Sub-Commissioners  employed  here,  concurrently  with  the  other  work 
they  have  b hand. 

Transfers. 

Under  this  head  we  have  no  measures  to  recommend,  in  addition  to  those  submitted  to  the  consideration 
of  the  Board  in  our  First  half-yearly  Report ; but  we  beg  leave  here  to  repeat  that  part  which  relates  to 
the  Transfer  of  the  Repertory  to  the  Patent  Rolls,  belongbg  to  the  Rolls  Office,  which  is  at  present 
lodged  b the  Parliamentary  Record  Office,  as  before  mentioned  under  a former  head,  and  which  we  are  of 
opbbn  should  be  forthwith  removed  to  the  first  mentioned  Repository. 

Printing. 

Having  brought  before  the  Board,  under  the  head  of  Calendars  and  Indexes,  such  Works  as,  in  our 
opinion,  will  be  ready  for  the  Press  during  the  ensubg  year,  we  have  no  recommendations  at  present  to 
submit  under  this  head.

in  danger  of  being  destroyed,  to  be  bound  and  secured;  and  in  making  exact  Calendars  and  Indexes  thereof; 
and  in  superintending  the  printing  of  such  Calendars  and  Indexes  and  original  Records  and  Papers  as  should 
be  ordered  to  be  printed  ; and  to  certify  unto  the  Commissioners  of  Ilis  Majesty’s  Treasury  for  the  time  being, 
what  would  be  a fit  and  suitable  recompense  to  such  Secretary  and  Sub-Commissioners  respectively,  for  their 
pains  and  services  in  the  execution  of  the  Duties  required  to  be  by  them  performed  : And  We  the  said 
Commissioners,  or  any  Three  or  more  of  us,  are  further  required,  on  or  before  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  March 
in  every  year,  during  the  continuance  of  the  said  Commission,  to  certify  to  His  Majesty  in  His  Privy  Council, 
in  the  manner  therein  directed,  all  and  every  the  several  Proceedings  of  Ourselves  and  the  said  Sub-Commis- 
sioners, had  by  virtue  of  the  said  Commission,  together  with  such  other  matters,  if  any,  as  might  be  deserving 
His  Majesty’s  Royal  consideration,  touching  or  concerning  the  premises; —

The  Second  Half-yearly  Report  of  the  Committee  of  Observation,  together  with  the  Report  on  Buildings, 
therein  referred  to,  being  read  ; by  which  it  appeared  that  the  Record  Tower  in  tlie  lower  Castle  Yard  was 
ready  for  tlie  reception  of  the  Contents  of  die  several  Record  Repositories,  the  allocation  and  arrangement  of 
which  were  set  forth  in  die  Appendix  to  the  Building  Report  made  by  said  Committee ; The  Board  thereupon 
Ordered,  That  a Letter  should  be. written  by  die  Secretary,  in  the  name  of  tlie  Board,  to  die  Right  Honourable 
die  Chief  Secretary  of  die  Lord  Lieutenant,  transmitting  a Copy  of  die  Allocation  referred  to  in  tlie  Second 
Half-yearly  Report  of  die  Committee  of  Observation,  & c.  and  in  tiicir  Report  on  Buildings,  with  a request, 
tiiat  he  would  be  pleased  to  obtain  the  orders  of  His  Excellency  for  removing  the  Contents  of  the  said  several 
Offices  therein  mentioned,  to  die  Record  Tower  in  the  lower  Castle  Y aril,  pursuant  to  the  said  Allocation ; 
and  also  Ordered,  on  the  suggestion  of  tlie  Committee  of  Observation,  That  the  old  Index  or  Repertory 
referring  to  die  Records  in  the  Rolls  Office,  and  latelv  found  among  die  Parliamentary  Records,  should  lie 
handed  over  to  the  Deputy  Keeper  of  the  Rolls,  on  his  giving  a receipt  for  the  same  ; and  that  the  Secretary 
should  take  the  necessary  steps  for  carrying  this  Order  into  execution.

Monday  the  21st  day  of  March  1814,  The  Board  Ordered,  That  the  several 
Patent  Rolls  recommended  to  be  transferred,  in  the  special  Report  of  the  Committee  of  Observation,  of 
141b  February  instant,  and  which  appear,  by  a List  formed  by  the  late  Mr.  Lodge,  and  by  the  additional  Return 
made  by  the  present  Deputy  Keeper,  to  be  50  in  number,  be  transferred  from  Birmingham  Tower  to  the 
Rolls  Office,  to  which  they  belong,  there  to  be  preserved  with  the  other  Patent  Rolls  lodged  in  that  Repository. 

And  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  Secretary  to  carry  into  complete  effect  all  Orders  of  this  Board 
respecting  the  transfer  of  any  Records,  Rolls,  Books,  Papers  and  Writings,  from  any  one  of  His  Majesty’s 
Record  Repositories  to  another;  It  was  Ordered,  That  he  should  write  a Letter,  in  the  name  of  this  Board, 
to  the  Chief  Secretary  of  His  Excellency  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  to  request  that  His  Excellency  would  be 
pleased  to  issue  his  Warrant,  or  other  Authority,  to  the  Officers,  Clerks  and  Ministers  of  Record  Offices  and 
Repositories,  directing  them  to  obey  such  Orders  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  made  by  this  Board,  touching 
Lhe  transfer  and  removal  of  all  such  Records,  Rolls,  Books,  Papers  and  Writings,  belonging  to  such  Offices 
and  Repositories,  or  any  of  them,  and  which  shall  be  in  the  custody  of  such  Officers,  Clerks  or  Ministers,  or 
any  of  them  respectively:  It  was  also  Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  do  write,  in  the  name  of  this  Board,  to 
the  Chief  Secretary  of  the  Ix>rd  Lieutenant,  submitting  to  his  consideration  the  representations  made  by  the 
Committee  of  Observation,  &c.  respecting  the  Repairs  of  Record  Repositories  and  Public  Offices  connected 
therewith,  transmitting  at  the  same  time  an  Extract  from  the  Report  of  tire  Committee  on  said  subject,  and 
requesting  that  he  would  be  pleased  to  represent  to  His  Excellency  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  the  wishes  of  the 
Board,  that  means  may  be  adopted  for  carrying  into  execution  the  measures  recommended  in  the  said  Report; 
and  to  obtain  His  Excellency’s  commands  touching  the  premises. 

A Letter  from  die  Deputy  Surveyor  General,  dated  die  8th  of  December  1813,  having  been  read,  request- 
ing. for  the  use  of  his  Office,  Copies  of  Reports  made  by  die  Sub-Commissioners  under  diis  Board,  on  the 
Down  Survey,  and  the  several  Records  and  Documents  in  the  Surveyor  General's  Office;  The  Board  thereupon 
Ordered,  That  the  Surveyor  General's  Office  be  furnished  with  a printed  Copy  of  the  Report  on  die 
Down  Survey,  as  soon  as  it  shall  arrive  from  England;  and  also,  with  a Transcript  of  the  Second  Report 
on  said  Office. 


The  Board,  reverdng  to  dieir  Proceed'uigs  respecting  the  Down  Survey,  and  the  recommendation 
contained  in  the  Report  made  by  dieir  Committee,  respecting  die  binding  of  the  Parish  Maps,  took  the 
whole  mutter  again  into  their  consideration ; and  having  read  copies  of  the  Letters  of  the  Chief  Justice  and  die 
Attorney  General,  dated  die  6th  and  1 3th  days  of  October  last  respectively,  thereon  ; and  agreeing  in  opinion 
with  their  Committee,  on  that  subject;  It  was  Ordered,  That  die  Sub-Commissioners  appointed  on  die 
Surveyor  General’s  Office  be  instructed  to  carry  the  Orders  of  the  Board,  of  die  16th  March  1812,  into 
immediate  execution.
